In Augnat, it w^as more evenly distributed In Septcfhaiber, 
it ^vas again below the normal, taking all the parly cotton ' • 
distii* ts together. In October, the rainfal was everywhere 
above the normal. In November, the wetlier was season¬ 
able. Ihit for the cyclone which passed tho Chittagong ’ 
Division in Octobe r, and almost wholly cstroyed the crop 
in tlui Chittagong IIill Tracts, tho seson was, on the 
whole, favourable to the cultivation of the early cotton 
crop of those Provinces. 

Jl. Tolal area sown .—The total arc cultivated with 
early ccjtton this year is estimated as 105100 acres, ifgainst •’ 
86,200 acies estimated for 1890. Thcincroaso in area 
amounts to 19,100 acres, or 22*1 per cent.m tlie area sown 
last year. Tlio Districts of Manbhum ancPalamau account 
chuiiy for this increase. In Manhhum,-a area of 20,000 
aertvs is returned as sown with cotton this -ar, as compared 
with an area of 6,500 acres in 1896. ThDepiity Commis¬ 
sioner lias been asked if there is any specia-xphinatiou to be 
ottereil of this sudden extension of ctivation. Protn 
J^ilanian, similarly, it is re]>orted that to area sown this 
year (10,000 uerrs) is almost double tl sown last year. ■ 
Tho only districts thr«t show a contraon in tho area 
cultivated this year, as compared with thof last year, are^ 
Midnaporo (with a ncuniual decroaso \ 200 acres), and

With referenco to tho Home Department telegram No. 1203, dated the 
20th Juno 1897, I am directed to submit the following report on the oartliquako 
that occurred on tho 12th idem, with details of the injury done, so far as 
the area- under the administration of this Government was affected. Some 
of the reports from the Divisional Commissioners wore considerably delayed 
by the collection of statistics from tho District Officers, and it has not been 
possible, in consequence, to submit this report at an earlier date. In compliance 
wi4;h a request from the Officiating Director of the Geological Survey of India, 
special information had to bo obtained regarding fissures and landslips, if any. 
Copies of all tlio reports received from tho local officers have, I am to observe, 
Ijeeu forwarded to Mr. Oldham, and tho Geological Department is thus already 
in possession of all details available to this Government, for the preparation of 
its report. Copies of the reports are also submitted herewith, and, as they 
:^uruisli’detailed particulars, it will perhaps suffice here to describe generally the 
extent to •which Bengal suffered, the most important facts and details only 
being noticed. ^ 

The earthquake shock which occurred at about 5 ■ o'clock in the 
afternoon of the 12th June appears to have been 
generally f(dt, in varying degrees of severity, 
throughout tlie Province, from the Snuth Lusliai 
Hills on the oist to Shahabad 4>n the west, and from Puri on the south to 8ikkim 
on the north. The f.>rce of the wave was greatest in the districts lying to tlie 
east of the 88th degree of longitude, and northwards of the deltaic districts of the 
24-l*arganas, Nadia, Jessore and I"*aridpur; while tho districts of Cnittagong 
*aifd‘Noakhali, the southern part of the aelta, and that portion of the Province 
to tlio west .and south-west beyond tho districts of Miduaporo, Bankura, 
Bui’dwaii, the Spntlial Parganas and Purnca, escaped with comparatively 
slighjb dilmage to buildings and little or no recorded loss of life, 'rhe Rangpur 
district, which lies on the western side of the Brahmaputra opposite the Garo 
Hills, suffered-in the severest degree, tho town of Rangpur itself having 
had almost the whole of its masonry structures destroj^ed or badly injured, 
Dinajpur district, on its w’estern side, suffered severely, while still furtlier 
west through tho districts of I’urnea, Bhagalpur, Darbhanga and Muzaffarpur 
sucqpssively, tho force* of tlie shock appears to have decreased in strength till 
we reach Champaran in tho noiHi-wostern extremity of tlu3 Province, where 
only a slight tronior seems to have been obiervod. It is diflicult to differentiate 
llio streiigth of the wave in the various districts in tlio aljsence bf data obtantod 
fTT5m scientific observation, but the map annexed attempts to indicate tho deg± ..e 
in whicji the shock was felt over the different parts of tlie Province, on tho basis 
of tho reports received as to the extent and character of the damage done. 
Tho investigations which Have been undertaken by the scientific experts of 
the Geological Survey will, no doubt, lead to more accurate conclusions in 
.this respect. Authentio record exists of at least six carthcj^uakes in tlii^ 
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Province during the past 140 years—in 1762, 1810, 1829, .1842, 1866, and 
1885—of sufficient intensity to have been specially remembered; but none of 
those visitations can bo compared in soverity with that which took place in 
Juno last. 


3. The time at which

the earthquake occurred was naturajly not noted with 
precision at all places. The most reliable eridence 
IS that obtained from Calcutta, and it fixes the com¬ 


mencement of the shock at 5 p.m., or a minute or two past 5 o’clock. The time 
necessarily varied according to the distance of the particular place from the 
centre of the subterranean disturbance and its longitude. As regards the rate’ of 
transmission of the ifhock, the following extract is quoted from a Note recorded 
by Mr. R. D. Oldham, Officiating Director of the Geological Survey:— 


“ The rate of trai.is*7uis3ion of the wave was very high; in fact, it has been stated in 
newspapers, and frequently spoken of, as having been felt simultaneously throughout 
Northern and Rasteru India. Such was not the ease, however, tlioug:h the time the wave 
took to travel from iis origin to the furthest point at which it was sensiblo to unaided obser¬ 
vation, does not ajipoar to havo been more than eight minfites. The very large number of 
time observations, of every degree of accuracy, whicli have been communicated, have not yet 
been discussed, and no deBnito statement can bo made ; but a few selected at random» as 
ajiparontly good, give an average rate of transmission of about 10,000 foot per second, or over 
miles per luinute. This result indi<!ates the order of magnitude of the figures we havo 
to deal with, th^iugh it cannot bo acccTitod as final, or more than very approximate. The 
prevalent idea of the simultaneous ness of iho shock is disproved by a quaint report by the 
Telegraph Master of Chapra, who relates that ho was w^orking Darbhanga, when there wa.B 
suddenly a stoppage, due to the earthquake at Darbhanga and the signaller leaving the 
instriniiont there, and immediately afterwards, the earthquake was felt by him. According 
to the daily papers, a siiuilaT incident took place at Dhuhri, whicjh "vras, at the time, iu 


communication with Qoalpara.” 


If the above estimate be taken as approximately correct, and if the focus 
of the disturbance be assumed to have been somewhere near Cherrapunji, as tho 
evidenco from Assam would seem to show, the shock must have * been 
communicated thence to the western extremity of Bengal in six minutet^, 
or even less. In regard to the duration of the shock, the lengths of time 
returned by local officers vary greatly, the lowest being six seconds, and the 
highest five minutes. 

4. No disturbance in the nature of a storm-wave occurred on the coast. 

or in the Ilooglily, but the effect of the fihocjk was 
m^a^on land^^ risers and phono- noticeable OH tlio Padma, Brahmaputra and Meghna 

rivers. Noticeable features of the earthquake were 
the opening of long cracks and fissures in the ground, tind the formation, in 
places, of more or less circular holes, through which water and sand were 
ejected. This bursting forth of sand and water was most common in the 
Pabna, Bogra, Rangpur and Dinajpur districts, where a considerable aggregate 
area was strewn with sand; but the same phenomenon has'been reported 
from several other districts as well in the northern and eastern parts of the 
Province. In the Rangpur, Bogra and Pabna districts sand was forccud up-.m a 
largo pioportion of the wells, and rendered them dry or otherwise unfit’for" 
use. Earth fissures appear to have been confined to alluvial tracts e.fid were 
naturally most numerous in the districts closest to the Assam Hills. They 
varied in width and length according to the conformation of the ground^ Jf be 
largest reported from the district of Bogra are stated to have attained a length* 
of over a mile; while several in the Rajshahi district are shown as 'extending 
for more than half a mile. In some eases they are said to have been upwards 
of 30 feet iu depth, and 9 or 10 feet are mentioned as the width of one in the 
Rajshahi district. Many small river channels wore entirely blocked by the 
upheaval of their beds and their becoming choked with sand. In this way^tho 
surface drainage «has been changed in places, and housqs and even small 
villages flooded. Writing of the effects of the earthquake on drainage chanuele 
and rivers in.hiif district, the Collector of Rangpur says:— • 

“ Several places ...••••. which wore not fordable before the earthquake, bjut could 
bo crossed only by ferry, became fordable through the earthquake. The bed of the -Ghagat' 
referred to above, which passes through the heart of the Oaibanda subdiyirioziiil head-qnorterj^ 
rose about 10 to 10 feet from ^^sldanga in the north to BodiskhaU iuths south, a distance, of 
nearly 22 miles. The consequence of this has hqep, that, while the river ^is fordableV 
oidinajy drainage has passed the oountrj, and ^ uuxnl^qr, of' tho villh||[ea 
have been under water since the earthqu^e^ 
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; . *5. The destiTiictiott 4one to buildings was greatest in the large*towns of 
■*; * • the Eastern districts, where most of the older 

buildings and pro- ijpasonry buUdings were severely damaged, and 
^ ^ ^ many totally wrecked. In the towns of Kangpur, 

Pabna, piT>ajpnr, Cooch Bohar, Murshidabad, Dacca, Mymensingh, and 
in Agartala in Hill Tippera, nearly all masonry houses suffered; while in Cal¬ 
cutta, Hooghly, Ki'ishnagar, Kampur Boalia and Malda a considerable propor¬ 
tion of the larger buildings were damaged. The smaller brick houses of the 
poorer classes were better able to withstand the shock, and the native houses 
and huts oi mud, wood, matting and thatch escaped with comparative immu- 

wy- 

C, It was most fortunate that the shock occurred at the hour it did, when 
Loss of life most people were either out of doors or ready to 

go out, and when, owing to the day being the last 
of^the Muharram festival, most Muhammadans were in the open air. Had 
the earthquake happened during the night, tho number killed must have been 
very large* As it was, the total number of deaths returned from all parts 
of tho'Province is only 135. Tho largest numbers were killed in Murshida- 
bad (37), Rangpur (18), Rampur Boalia (15), Bogra (lOj and Ilooghly (8). No 
deaths have been reported from the Chittagong, Patna, Orissa or Chota Nagpur 
Divisions. 

• 7. Tho total amount of damage done to buildings cannot bo estimated with 

any degree of accuracy, but returns have been 
Coat of reprfSra to buildings and furiiisliod fi*om all districts, blowing the damage done 
oowmunications. Government buildings and tho probable cost of 

repairs. Tho figures give a comparative idea of tho destruction that must have 
been caused to private buildings. In Calcutta, where the shock was not felt at its 
Voorst, the damage done to private buildings has been calculated by the proprie- 
«tor8 at nearly 16^ lakhs : the Commissioner of Police, however, regards this as 
an overestimate. In Murshidabad, tho damage done to the palace of the Nawab 
Bahadur and the numerous Nizamat buildings comes to two and-a-hal£ lakhs. 
The Maliai'aja’s palace in Cooch Behar was very seriously damaged, and will 
have to be partially rebuilt at a cost of some five lakhs. The Maharaja of 
jMymensingli’s new and costly residence was also very seriously injured, and 
the Nawab of Dacca has suffered very heavily also. 

* 8.* Tho railway lines that suffered most wore tho Eastern Bengal State 

_ Railway and the Assam-Bengal line. Most damage 

done on hues. dono to the nortliern section of the Eastern 

Bengal State Rail\vay, and a fortnight elapsed before through passenger trains 
could be run on the line. The largo bridges over tho Atrai and Baral were 
mududamaged, and many of the small bridges and culverts rendered unsafe. 
Almost the whole length of embankment between Saidpur and Haldibari sank, 
and the rails in many cases were twisted. Fissures opened on each side of the 
embankment; and several of tho station buildings were injured. At Nilphamari 
•the iron goods shed was bent out of shape. North of Siliguri, tlie Darjeeling- 
Himalayan Railway was not much injured —bo little, in fact, that passengers 
prodeeding to Calcutta were unconscious that an earthquake had occurred till 
they saw the fissures and sinking of the lino between Sukna and Siliguri. They 
ivore d.etained at tho latter place till next day, when they leaint that the lino 
beyond was. impassable, and they were forced to return to Darjeeling. Tho 
Parbatipur-Jatrapur branch of the Eastern Bengal State Railway was almost as 
badly damaged as the northern section, and through communication was rendered 
impossible. On the Qoalundo line, the injury caused was trifling. That por¬ 
tion of the Assam-Bengal Railway, which lies within thedistidcts of Tippera and 
JUymensingh, was* damaged in places, especially at Akhaura, where tho cost of 
repairs, to Jhe. railway buildings is estimated at Rs. 2,300. 'I'lio other lines— 
Kast Indian Railway, Bengal-Nagpur Railway, and Bengal and North-\^jesteru 
Railway—suffered little or no damage. 

9. On the date of the earthquake, tho head-quarters* of Government

suffered some damage. Telegraphic accounts of 
the Bhqck from outlying stations came in slowly owing to tho extremo pressure 
of work that suddenly fell on the telegraph office. Postal columunicatiop 
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with ihe’plains waft suspended for throe days, and it was more than a we^k 
before even a trolly service could be arranged for passengers ovqr the most 
damaged paints of the railway line to the south of SiligurL Eiiquiriee^ were,, 
however, quickly instituted to ascertain the more serious damage done that 
required imuicaiate attention; and steps were taken by the- Public Works 
Department to have all Government buildings professionally inspected by the 
local engineers and estimates drawn up of the repairs urgently needed; and, 
whore necessary, to have temporary structures immediatol}’' erected pending 
thorough repairs or rebuilding. The results of these estimate'^, in some cases 
modified since, are shown in Appendix A. The total cost of repairs co, and 
reconstruction of, Government buildings has boon calculated, it will be seen, 
at nearly 13 lakhs of rupees. Tlie largest estimate (Ks, 3,00,000^ is shown 
by Rangpur, where almost every masonry building was eitiier ruined or so 
badly damaged as to become unfit for c»ccupation. Dacca comes next, with 
damage estimated at Rs. 1,43,372, and then follow Bogra fRs. 1,14,00Q), 
Calcutta (Ra. 1,09,000', Rajshahi (Rs. I,06,7i9), Mymensingh (Rs. 1,00,000), 
Ilooglily (Rs. 34,700), and Dinajpur (Rs. 25,000). Tlie estimates • for repairs 
at other stations are below twenty thousand rupees. 

10. The chief details of the earthquake in the several Divisions, as 

reported by the local officers, are summarised 
below:— 


Details from the districts. 


r. Bnrdivan District .—Loss of life occurred in this district at Katwa and at 

Sijna in the Kalna sublivision. In the former place three persoTis were killed 
by falling buildings, while ton others sustained injuries; and in the latter a woman 
was killed by a falling wall. The daniago done to the Government buildings 
was not serious, though almost all of them show cracks in the walls and 
arches. In the Sadar subdivision tlie jail and subsidiary buildings, tho 
Judge’s court-house and subsidiary buildings, tho subordinate civil court¬ 
houses and tho police buildings wore damaged, while the post-office at Hud-Jiud ^ 
was so damaged that it had to bo vacated. In the Raniganj subdivision 
tho church and the police-station at Raniganj and the church at Asansol 
were damaged; while in the Kalr.a subdivision the buildings which were^ 
more or loss damaged were the subdivisional office buildings, the Subdivisional 
Office r’s house, tlie subsidiary jail buildings, and the thana buildings at Kalna,^ 
Puvbaslhali and Monteswar. Tho cost of repairs, &c , lias been estimated at 
Rs. 5,500. A large number of private buildings were more or less damageii. 
At Kttliui tho total damage to house property is ostimatod at about ‘Rs.. 50,000. 
Tho collieries, it is said, have not suffered in any way, and the factories ‘also 
have escaped with nothing more than a few cracks 

Birbhnm District. —Five deaths are reported from the Labpur thana and 
one from Nalhati; but public buildings are reported to have sustained but 
little damage. 

Ihinlntra District .—With tho exception of cracks in walls and arches, no 
serious damage was done to any buildings in this district. No loss of life, 
is reported to have occurred. 

Midim 2 *orc District. —Hero, alsf), there was no loss of life, and the damage 
to public buildings was small. The subdivisional office buildings and * Sub¬ 
divisional Olfioer’s quarters at Ghatal were injured, and a few private houses 
collapsed. \ 

llooghly District. —The casualties caused by the falling of buildings amount¬ 
ed to eight persons killed, of whom seven are returned from the Serampore 
subdivision: several others were injured. Most of tho public buildings in this 
district suffered seveiely. The old collectorato at Hooghly was so badly 
cracked and damaged as to liavo been rendered quite unsafe, ^and it has been 
abandoned; and tho Judge’s court and record-room and the Hooghly collesre^ 
were much injured. The walls, arches and roof of tlio Handel oircjiit house 
were bally cracked.. At Chinsura tiie shock demolished a pait of the front 
verandah of tlie-barracks; the Judge’s residence was much damaged, and*the 
other Government buildings also suffered more or less. 

Mawrah District .—No lives are reported to have been lost in this district, 
but the damage done to buildings was considerable. Of the public buildings at 
Howrah, the Magistrate’s court-house was damaged badly, and the Magistrate’s 
^•..•idence, St. Thomas’ Church, and Ih© reserve police’ barrdek sligjilly. 
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At Sibpur, the quartortf^f the Superintendeiit of the Botanical Gardens hnd 
the residence of thtt Executive Etigineor, late Workshops Division, suffered 
much ) while tlib Government buildings at (Jlubaria wore slightly damaged. 
The ‘ approximate cost of repairs to public builditigs has been estimated at 
Rs. lii.900. 

Calcutta.—\w Calcutta fortunately many people were already out of doors, ] 
while almost all who were indoors at the time ran out into their compounds or 
into the open street for safety. A very large number of the masonry liouses in 
the city wore more or less damaged, the oldest houses suffering most, and the 
newer buildings least. With the exception of one or two weakly-built houses 
which collapsed entirely, the damage was mostly conhued to the upper stories, 
and to the .cracking of arches and the falling of cornices and parapets and parts 
of dotaohed porticos or additions to the original structure. , Among the principal 
buildings in the city that were injured the following may be specified: — 
Si. Ptyil’s Cathedral, the steeple of which was truncated, the upper part 
falling in through the roof; St. Andrew’s Church, Kiddorpore, the top of 
the spire being badly cracked and the wall and cornices damaged; 
St. John’s* Church and St. .James's Church; the High Court, several of the 
pinnacles of which were twisted or broken, and tlio southern wall of the 
northern block verandah thrown 5 inches out of plumb; the Eoroign Office, 
the southern and eastern portions being considerably damaged; the India 
Logislatfve Council building, the Board of Revenue Office, the Stamp and 
Stationery Oflicc, the Dharmtala Press, the Presidency General Hospital, 
the Sanskrit College, the Calcutta Madrassa, the General Post Office and the 
Central Telegraph < iffice. As regards private buildings, it will be seen from 
the report submitted by the Commissioner of Police that 1,308 masonry and 6 
other houses were damaged in the Town and Suburbs, the aggregate cost 
of repairs being assumed by the owners to bo Rs. 10,42,669. Only 4 deaths 
arirseported to have occurred. 

2J^-Vargana^ District .—No loss of life occurred iu this district, but public 
buildings suffered ^ievorely in the head-quarters and Barasat subdivision, where 
some*Ks. 11,500 will have to be spent on repairs. 

Nadia District .—No lives are reported to have been lost, but almost all 
the public buildings were more or loss injured. The Collector’s office, the jail 
and -police buildings, the cjollege and post-office at Krisbuagar, the Subdivi- 
sional Officer’s residence at Mohorpur and the subdivisional courts and Sub- 
divisional Oflicer^s’ residences at Kushtia and Uauaghat were badly damaged, 
and i» rwost of the other buildings the walls, cornices and roofs were cracked 
or the plaster fell. MuAy private residences were seriously injured, and the 
Commissioner of the Division, who saw the damage at Krishnagar, thinks that 
the earthquake shock was more severe there than at Calcutta, but not so great 
as at Murshidabad. 

Mtirshidabad District .—The Commissioner reports that the shock of earth¬ 
quake was much more severe along the basin of the Bliagirathi river than in 
CuhiUtta or in any other part of his Division, and that the old masonry build-- 
ingd in the riparian towns suffei'ed enormously. It is probable, however, that 
the greater severity of the shock has been assumed on account of the more 
extensiVo damage done ; but the existence of a vast number of old buildings 
'in these tjowns appears to account for the dama je. For the same reason, ap¬ 
parently, the loss of life was also heavy in this tract, 10 deaths having been caused 
m Berhampore, "2 in Kasimbazar, 11 in Baluchar, and o in Kandi. Both public 
and private buildings were seriously damaged, especially at Mur^shidabad and 
Berhampore, as will be seen from the detailed list annexed to the Collector’s 
report. The damage to Government buildings has been estimated utRs. 60,000. 
In Mhirshidobad, the Nizamat buildings, comprising the old and new palaces, the 
Imambara, the N|iwab’s High Setool and many other houses, suffered very 
badly. At B(irhamporo, some of the barracks which are used as Courts and foi: 
oljJier purposes have been seriously damc^ed, while the Judge’s .court-house, 
the college, the jail and subsidiary buildings and the lunatic asylum have 
also bean more or less ipjured.^ 

. A large number , of private houses in Bophampore, Murshidabad and 
Aximganj collapsed, and few have escaped injury. A considerablo portion of 
the nne buildin^a whjbch belon^rad tQ ^he late Maharani Surnomoyee, c.i., 
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in l^aRimbazar, most of tho large buildings of tUq Jain merchants in 
Azimganj, including two of the Jain temples, and a large number of houses in 
Baluchar, were badly damaged. It is reported that at Chandpaya, a village 
in the Knndi subdivision, a lake formed immediately after the earthquake,, 
apparently by the subsidence of several acres of land. . Tho. Commissioner ■ 
thinks that the total damage done in this district to public and priyate 
property cannot have been less than 50 lakhs of rupees, and may be more. 
Ilis estimate, however, appears to be excessive. 

Jissure District, — One death has been reported from this district, caused 
by tho collapse of a house. No severe damage to public buildings, roads or 
bridges occurred. The offices and jail buildings at Magura, .Jhenida and 
Narail suffered a little, the total cost of repairs being estimated at • Es. 2,000. 
As regards other buildings, a few masonry houses in the interior, especially 
two-storied ones, are reported to have fallen. 

Khulna District, —The Collector reports that the only Government bvildipgs 
in tho district that wore damaged were the new police building -at Dumaria in * 
the head-quarters subdivision, the Bagirhat subdivisional building, and the thanar 
building at Kaliganj in the Salkhira subdivision. 

RAjsiiAni Mvisio.v. Kajshahi District, — Tho earthquake was severely felt throughout this 
district, specially on tho oastorn side, but tlic loss of life was comparatively 
small. Four deaths are reported from Nator, two from Naugaon, and nine 
from Ranipur Boalia, while tho number injured w^as not large. The‘damage 
to property, however, has been great. Of (lovcrnmcnt builcliv)gs, the Judge’s 
court house, the collectorato, tho record-room, tho circuit-house, the 
police barrack and subsidiary buildings, the jail and subsidiary buildings, the 
post-office, and the educational buildings at Boalia have been more or less 
damaged, some so seriously that they must be rebuilt. At the subdivisions 
of Nator and Naugaon, the subdivisional offices, subsidiary jails and other build-*^ 
ings were injured. The loss to Government is roughly e.stimated at.a-ldkhc 
and-a-half. Tho loss of private property has not been estimated, but tho zamin- 
dars, as a class, have suffered very much, tho greatest loss , falling u^n 
tlio leading families residing at Nator, Dighapatia, Kasimpur and Buthia.. 
Tho indigo and silk factories have also sustained serious damage. Earth fissures 
occurred throughout tho district, and the roads were badly cracked in places. 
Some slight damage was also done to crops by sinking of tho ground. * ■ 

Dinajpur District, — In this district, the severity of the shock appears to 
have been much tho same as in Bajshahi. Five persons are-reported to have 
been killed and several injured. Government building at Dinajpur ^nd Tha- 
kurgaon wore damaged to the extent of some Rs. 25,000 only, but the damage 
caused to private property has been heavy, the Maharaja of Dinajpur alone^ 
who resides in the town, boinp: reported to have sustained a loss of about 2 
lakhs. The residence of the District Superintendent of Police was reduced 
to ruins, and the Civil Medical Officer’s and the Judge’s houses became uninhab¬ 
itable. The mud and mat-walled houses of tho poorer classes in the town 
suffered little damage. • ✓ . . \ • 

Jalpaiguri District. —No loss of life is reported from this district. Public 
buildings, however, suffered, both at the head-quarters station* and *ut Aliporo 
and Buxa. At the last-named place the new circuit-house was badly ..damaged, 
the walls and roof having fallen in. At Alipore, the ' enclosure; *of the 
subdivisional lock-up and the warders’ room were thrown down, and tho sub¬ 
divisional residence and office buildings slightly injured. At Jalpaiguri, the 
jail, tho post-office, the new school and the Commissioner’s residence and office 
building suffered most. The damage done to roads was also considerable, duo 
to tho sinking of portions and the epening of deep fissures; and injury was 
caused to man}' of the bridges. The total cost of repairs to public buildings 
and roads has be^n estimated at Rs. 14,635. • « 

Darjeeling ^District. hill portion of this district did not* suffer so much 

as might have been expected. In the town of Darjeeling, most of this maswry 
houses were injured to some extent, and some eight twere wrecked. Among 
public buildings, the Shrubbery, which is the Lioutenfint-Governor’s residence, 
including tho Aide-de-Camp’s quarters, the zilla school, and the new court¬ 
house under construction suffered most. The cost of repairs to public btiild- 
iiigs in the town and district was estimated at abput Rs. ^4,000, and to- 
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commumoations *Ra. 2,000. Three lives were lost by the fall of b'bulders 
from the hill, side's. Damage, as a rule not serious, was done to buildings on 
top. ‘estate^ in many parts of the district. 

Rangpur Diatrir.t.-^h.s already stated, this district suffered more than any 
other in the Province. Nearly all the public and private masonry buildings 
yrero ’severely damaged, and a large proportion either wrecked or rendered 
unfit for occupation. The cost of reconstruction and repairs of Government 
buildings has been estimated at about Rs. 3,00,000. Tlie damage done by the 
earthquake occurred mainly in the alluvial portion of the district which occupies 
about 90**per cent, or 3,000 square miles of the entire area. The roads and 
bridges suffered very seriously, the former subsiding or being upheaved and 
fissured in many places, and many of the latter collapsing through the destruc¬ 
tion of their abutments and piers, or being otherwise injured beyond repair. 
The railway lines passing through the district suffertid similarly. Two import^ 
,ant drainage canals at Rangpur and smaller drains at Kurigram and Nilphamaii 
were nearly filled up with sand, and became contracted in width by about 
25 per cent.- The same effects were produced in the small rivers and channels. 
The silting up of these waterways is a serious result of the earthquake, which 
may hereafter check drainage, cause floods and render the flooded tracts 
malarious. The water-supply for domestic use has also been affected by the 
upheaval of sand within the wells, wliich are largely used over the greater 
portion of the district. A good deal of damage was caused to crops by fissures 
in.the cultivated fields, from which sand and water were tlirown up. "Notwith¬ 
standing the destruction caused to property, the number of deaths reported in 
the district is only 18, or less than the number returned from the Murshidabad 
district. . 

^ Bogra District. —Hero tho Collector’s court-houso and treasury strong-room 
and’tho circuit-house were all but wrecked, while the treasury guard-house, the 
TSfaicience of tho JMagistrato, and the office of the Manager of tho Jo3’pur Govern- 
^ment estate collapsed. Severe injury was also done to tho jail and educational 
djuiltlings, to the sub-registry office and to the residences of the Civil Medical 
Officer and tho District Superintendent of Police. All the police-stations but 
one, and tho roads, bridges and bungalows under tho District Board, were more 
or - less damaged. Tho approximate cost of reconstruction or repairs is 
•ostimatod at about Rs. 1,14,000. Private buildings have suffered to a pro- 
portM>nafe extent. Tho Collector has describod tho effect of the earthquake 
throughout tho district as follows :— 

• “TLu tho alluvial tracts, wliere the houses are mostly constructed with mat walls, bamboo 
posts and grass thatches, no injury to houses of this description has been caused. But all 
pucka houses, whether on clayey or sanely soil, and houses with mud walls in the clayey 
{khiar) ti^ots have suffered terribly. In tho interior of the district, however, tho injury 
done to mud-walled houses is not a matter of muofi serious concern. They are easily repair¬ 
able, and that commi>nly by tho personal labour cf the occupants. It is the brick-built 
houses in which the greatest amount of havoo has taken place. Both of the towns of Bogra 
and Sherpur have suffered badly. The soono which these towns presented after the earth* 
quA'kc was, indeed, a most woeful one. In fact, briok-built houses nil over tho district have, 
with rare exceptions, suffered badly, either having oollapscd entirely, or having been badly 
dhaken' and -cracked. Roads and bridges nlso have been injured in many places, the 
surface of the road having oraokod and sunk in many places, and bridges having cracked 

In tho towjn of Bogra two persons lust their lives, and eight were killed in 
the interior of the district. 

Pabna District. —In the north-eastern part of this district, forming the 
Sirajganj subdivision, the effect of the shook was most sev^ere. At Sirajganj, 
the Magistrate reports the upper story of the Subdi visional Officer’s office and 
rasidenco, known as-tlie Barakothi, the subsidiary jail and tho post office were 
practically destroyed, and almost every other masonry Government building was 
more or less%everely shaken, while at Pabna itself considerable damage was 
jdone to public buildings. Private houses suffered more, the residences of the 
Collector, Judge, Civil Medical Officer and District Superintendent of Police 
having been rendered uninhabitable. Fissures opened, and sand was ejected in 
various places, but not to such an extent as in the Rangpur and Bo^ra districts* 
In addition to this, a large proportion of tho wells in the district nave become 
^filled with sand and have been rendered useless. Four lives are reported to 
"lia^e been lost, two in the Sirajganj than% and two in the Shahzadpur thana.. 
The cost repairing the public buildings has been estimated at Rs. 15,900.' 



UArdA DIVISION. 
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Cboch Bchar Slate. —The destruction done to Stato and private mhpnry 
buildings in Cooch Behar was enormous. The Supciintcnd'enrs latest estimate 
of the cost of repairing the Palace is fivo lakhs, and Jie calculates that another 
15 lakhs will bo required for repairs and re-construction of buildings,^including 
houses on the Maharaja’s properties at Darjeeling and Calcutta. The bridges 
on the Cooch Behar Railway were broken, and the j)ormanent-way was much 
cut up by fissures. The roads, with thoir bridges, suttered similarly. 

J)acca District. —As regards the town of Dacca, the Commissioner wrote on 
the day after the earthquake: “ All two-storied houses in the station are badly 
damaged; one-storied have escaped serious injury.” Further inspection showed 
that several houses had entirely collapsed, and that nearly all the houses 
occupied by the European residents had been so severely damaged that they 
had to be partly rebuilt. The public buildings injured were the Dacca College, 
the collegiate school building, the niadrassa buildings, the jail buildings, 
the police barracks and sub.-idiary buildings, tho Magistrate’s court^ the 
Collector’s court, the Small Cause Court, the Judges’ court, the. registration 
office, the lunatic asylum and subsidiary buildings, the Lalbagh old fort and 
buildings, the buildings of the Pilkhana (where the khedda elephants are 
keptj, tho churcli, the cemetery, and the building containing the tombs of the 
old Nawabs in tho Husaini Diilan. Tho Chief Engineer has estimated tho 
damage done at about Rs. 46.000. Ten persons were buried in the debris of 
fallen houses, but five were extricated alive. At Naraingani, tho subdhlsional 
court building, the police thana, the Munsif’s court building, the telegraph 
office and the post-office were only slightly cracked; and at Manikganj but 
little damage was done. At Munsliiganj, however, the sub-jail was badly 
shaken, part of tho outer wall coining down. 

Mytnensingh District. —In this district the shock was felt most severely in 
the north, below tho Garo Hills, in tho Jamalpur and Netrokona subdivisions. 
In regard to the head-quarters station, the following extract is quoted from tho 
Collector’s report:— 

“The Judge’s court-house and tho l^inglish ohuroh have been oompletely destroyed^ 
of tho colleetorate buildings, containing tho CoUcotor’s munshikhana, the nazii'^s o^o, 
land registration and partition offices aud two court-rooms, has partially collapsed. The 
portion still standing is in a dangerous condition and will have to oonie down. The old 
colleotorato building containing tho following offices—Court Sub-Inspector’s ofiloe, haj^t 
(room for under-trial prisoners), Assistant Superintendent’s office, Collector’s record-room, 
Magistrate’s record-room, munshikhana, and a court-room—^is seriously injured “and «neafe. 
There is a gap, about 12 feet, long and 1 to 5 feet wide, in the roof of the Oolleotor’s record* 

loom, where the roof fell in bodily.Tho building dontai^ing the 

road cess office is dangerously cracked. The new colleotorato * building containing the 
treasury is practically uninjured. Portions of the outer jail wall came down; tho two 
double-storied barracks are badly cracked and unsafe; the hajat^ (under-trial) ward is 
uninhabitable. The eastern portion of the range of buildings containing the eifeuit-house 
and dak-bungalow is badly injured; the* circuit-house in particular is a ruin. With the 
exception of my house, which is only slightly damaged, all the European officers’ residences 
are so badly damaged as to be uninhabitable. The zilla school was also so badly damaged 
that the whole building will have to be dismantled ” 

The cost of repairs to the Government buildings in the town has been 
estimated at about Rs. 1,00,000. At Jamalpur the subdivisional r’esid'encq, tho 
sub-jail, the municipal office and the munsif’s court-house were destroyed; at 
Netrokona tho sub jail was destroyed, and the subdivisibnai residence «and. 
sub-treasury damaged; while at Tangail and Kishorganj the subrdivisional 
residences and sub-jails were badly damaged. Many police-station Buildings 
and District Board bungalows were also rendered uninhabitable, and roads and 
bridges injured. Tbo following passage from the Collector's report may be 
reproduced:— 

“I paid a visit to Muktagaoha on the 30th June with Mr. Gnevea of the Geolo^cal 
Survey of India. I found all Uie pucka houses of the zamindars in ruirs. The metalled 
road from Mymensiiigh to Muktagaoha, 10^ miles long, is badly crooked froid the fifth mile 
up to Muktagaoha. *The large bridge of Mantola has sunk about four feet at each end, 
is only macticabio for Government passengers. It will probably be necessary to rebuild it. 

“ Much damage has been done in various parts of the district by the subsidenq^ of the 

* Houses have been half buried in many coses. Sand has been upbeavad through the 
cracks in the soil, and spread here and there over the surface, causing a certain amount of 
damage to the standing aus. Many wells have run dry owing to sand being forced up above^ 
the water level. Many tanks hate also had their bottoms raised by the upheaVal of me soiU,' 
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but r am unable at^pveseut to give the total number of tanks and wells which have boon 
rendered unfit foi^ use from this oause.” 


• , 

. -Faridpur District —In the Sadar station damage was done to the older 
building:^) chiefly to the jail and criminal record-room, the cost of repairs to 
public buildings being^estimated at Rs. 5,645. The Judge’s residence also was 
rendered uninhabitable. One death occurred in the Goalundo subdivision, 
whore a man was crushed by a falling building. 

Backergunge District —At the head-quarters station nearly all the public 
buildings \fero injured, but to a very small extent, and slight damage was done 
at Pirojpur, the cost of the whole of the repairs being estimated at Us. 2,000. 

No loss of life was reported. 

In the.Chittagong Division the damage caused was comparatively trifling, chittagong division. 
and no deaths were reported. At Comilla, the head-quarters of the Tippera 
district, the Subordinate Judge’s court-house suffered somowhat severely, the 
Walls and roof of the High School were cracked, the church belfry was partially 
thrown down, ^pur private buildings were damaged, and the railway suffered 
to some extent. At Brahmanbaria, in the same district, little damage was done 
to houses; but some old temples collapsed. The cost of repairs to public build- 
ingsdn the Tippera district has been estimated at Ks. 9,100. At Agartala in 
H31 Tippera the Raja’s palace was almost entirely destroyed. In Noakhali the 
circuit4iouse,- school and registration office buildings were slightly cracked, and 
two private buildings were damaged. In Chittagong no damage of importance 
was done; wfiile at Rangamati in the Hill Tracts the magazine and treasury 
buildings suffered slightly. 

There was no loss of life in any of the districts of the Patna Division, and patna division. 
the damage done to public buildings was of an insignificant character. In 
three'districts, Saran, Champaran and Muzaffarpur, no damage was caused; and 
ixv^he remaining four districts, Patna, Gaya, Shahabad and Darbhanga, the 
damage was confined to the cracking of walls and archways of old buildings. 

Iffc the Patna district the probable cost of repairs, &c., is estimated at Rs. 2,100. 

JVlalda, being the easternmost district, suffered more than any other district bhagalpi ii division. 
in tlie Bhagalpur Division. In the English Bazar and Old Malda Bazar 
all masonry houses were damaged. The court-house and circuit-house were 
badly irijured. The cost of repairs to public buildings has been calculated at 
'Rs. 1^,220, while private buildings are estimated roughly to have suffered to 
the extent of some Rs. 2,50,000. Six deaths aro reported to have been caused 
in thisdflistrict by the earthquake. In Purnea the shock was not so severe, and 
the repdirs to public buildings will cost about Rs. 4,100. Private property, 
however, suffered to a largo extent. In Monghyr, considerable damage was 
done to n^asonry buildings at the head quarters station and at Jamalpur, all 
the double-storied railway houses at tho latter place being injured. Much 
damage was also done in Bhagalpur station, especially to the church and to the 
central jail. Tho necessary repairs will cost approximately Rs. 7,400. In the 
SonthaT Parganas, Rs. 2,620 has been calculated as covering repairs of the 
*<{ajnage done, which was slight. Seven deaths have been returned from the 
Divisioir, six from Malda and ono from Bhagalpur. 

The damage in Orissa was more or less confined to the Balasoro district, okissa ^division. 
wheye , many G 9 vernmont buildings were slightly cracked. In Cuttack ono or 
two cracks occurred, but nothing moro; while in Puri and Angul the earthquake 
was scarcely noticed. 

In the Singhblium, Lohardaga and Hazaribagh districts of Ghota Nagpur, NAGprii divisio 
some slight damage was done to a limited number of houses, but tho shock 
was comparatively slight in these and in tho remaining two districts. No loss 
of life occurred either in Orissa or in this Division.

Owing to 
the receipt of 338 owls, of wheat from Calcutta, the import trade of the Balasore ports rose by

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From the beginning of February a change for the better, apparent, the’ * 
shallow depressions, to which the cold weather rainfall is due, became more 
frequent, and were attended by continuous cloudy weather for days at a*time 
over the whole province. General rainfall occurred, but the distribution was 
less uniform than usual, owing to a peculiarity in the movement of the depressions. 
Instead of passing eastwards across the centre of the province, they took a more 
southerly course over Orissa and became diffused over the Bay, a circumstance 
which resulted in heavier rainfall than usual in Orissa and less than usual over 
the greater part of Bengal proper. This peculiarity was maintained almost 
throughout the hot weather, as it was ni>t till May that it began to ^ve way. 

[n February the excess rainfall was 1*1) indies in Orissa, *75 inch in. Chora 
Nagpur and less than ‘1 indi in Bihar, while in Bengal proper defect varied 
from *4 inch in South West Bengal to 'GO inch in East Bengal. 

In Mardi weather continued to ho moro unsettled tlian usual. There were 
four uceasions of disturbed weather owmg to passing depressions, and on at 
least two of these occasions there were present, in a well marked form, the 
peculiarities noticcfl as occurring in February. The two most important of 
those were (1) tlic southward tendency of tho course followed by tho depres¬ 
sions and (2) tho continued cloudy weather which accompanied their passage 
eastward. In consequence the average cloud amounts were above the normal 
over the whole province hy from 10 to 20 per cent., except at Darjeeling, 
where there was much less cloud than is usual in March. WJiile the cloud pre¬ 
vailed, liglit showers were frequent in all districts, and the total fall for the 
month was evcrywlicre above the average. Lower Bengal rocoivod less com¬ 
pared with the normal than any other jiart of tlie province, whereas in Orissa 
more than three times the normal amount fell. Bihar and Chota Nagpur re¬ 
ceived between two and th.ree times their normal falls for March. The unusual 
displacement of the depressions towards tho south brought (Orissa more under 
their influence, and as in the end they disappeared over tho Bay, tho northerly 
winds which sot in over Ij(JWor Bengal wore unfavourable for zhe development 
of tho thunderstorms to wliicli rainfall at that season of the year is due. 

Tho heavier rainfall in Nortli Bengal appears to be connected with the 
peculiarity noticed above in the direction of motion of the dejiressions. While 
the shallow depressions were approaching the west of the province, as usual 
from tho west, pressure fell in North Bengal and a local depression formed ‘ 
there. These local depressions wore not of long duration, but they gave rise 
to rain earlier Ilian in other districts. That fall of pressure was soon after- 
Avards followed b}’ a rapid rise Avhich sjjrcad south-westwards and meeting the' 
advancing dci>rcssion from tho west caused it to take a more southerly course 
over Orissa towards the north of tho Bay. 

During April there Avero three periods of disturbed weather, hnd on one 
of these the peculiarity noticed above Avas present. Tho depressions were 
checked, in their eastward advance, over the western districts, so that rainfall 
remained below the normal over tho greater part of Bengal proper, ospccially in 
Fast Bengal, Avhero there Avas defect of 2*4 inches. In Assam rainfall was much 
less than in March, Silchar receiving only 2*8 and Dhiibri 1'23 inches. . The 
cliango began about tho middle of April Avhich indicated the commencement 
of tho prc-inonsoon period, during -which disturbances are no lojiger looked for 
from tho west. The moist air from tlie Bay had been forcing its'.way south- 
Avards over Burma and began to affect the amount of rainfall in Assangi as 
shown by tho large increase in tho total fall during May, especially at Dhubri, 
where it rose from 1*23 inches in April to 34*88 inches in May. The effect 
of tho chango xA'as also felt over tho whole province, as during that month 
North Bengal Avas tho only divisicjn Avhich received more than the normal 
amount, and in East Bengal the defect was relatively less than it had been 
during tho three previous months. * « , 

Weather Avas unusually settled over the Bay and no storm occurred. One 
shallow depression developed in the cast in the early part of the month* ind 
auothei^ also of no great depth, appeared about the middle of tho month. ^They 
both moA’^ed over Burma, but the second was afterwards shown in a shallow 
form in Bengal, and caused strong southerly winds * for somo days during 
which rainfall was fairly general in the eastern districts. 
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* ’ Very abnormal conditions prevailed in Juno almost throughout the month- 
Weather remained settled over the Bay, only ono small storm occurring about 
. the middle of the moMh. The causes of tlio unsettled weather appc^ired to 
come from tho west, as in the cold season, rather than from the south or south¬ 
east the usual direction at that time of the year. Several times during tho first 
half of tho month a slight depression passed across the province from the west 
causing general rain in almost all districts. ’'I'lio most marked of these began 
about the 11th and was accompanied by weather similar to what prevails 
during tho monsoon months. Its abnormal character, however, was shown by 
its beginning in the north of tho province and from there extending south¬ 
wards* 

A further instance occurred towards the end of tho month, imrnediately 
before the commencement of tho very nuirkoAl break in the rains which conti¬ 
nued for about a week at tho end of Juno and tho beginning of July. A 
Ahallow depression entered the north-west of the province about tho 24tn and 
moving eastward developed into ono of moclerato depth over the eastern 
districts.' Ordinary monsoon weather had prevailed from about the middle of 
the month till the 24th, and tho monsoon current was probably chocked over 
, Bihar by the eastward movement of that depression, a circumstance to which 
the very heavy rain in South Bihar on tho iilth and 2oth was no doubt duo. 
This rainfall was so unusually heavy that over a small area extending west¬ 
ward from Patna, tho excess falls for Juno were from 20 to 30 inches above 
tho normal. 

After the formation of the low pressure iirea over tho east of the province, 
the monsoon current altogether ceased and dry westerly winds with high tem¬ 
perature prevailed till after the beginning of July. The renenval of nioiisoon 
weather was duo to a shallow depression which developed over the nortJi of tho 
Bay. Tho disturbance was very feeble while over tho Bay and was of no 
importance oxcej^t from tho fact that it brought about a renewal of the rains. 
/The general rain which followed its westerly movement was maintained in tlio 
north of the province by a shallow land depression which formed in North 
Bengal shortly afterwards and before moving westward rcmaiiiod fairly station¬ 
ary for two or three days. During tho remaining part of July the monsoon 
' current was weak owing to the high pressure over North Bengal. 

Orissa was the only division, which on an average received more than tho 
normal amount fur July, and that was due to heavy falls near the coast, excess 
being I’JfJ inches. In the other divisions defect was about 2 inches except iti 
* East and North Bengal, where it was 3*0 and 4"1 inches respectively. Notwith¬ 
standing the marked break at the beginning of tho month, and tho partial one 
towards the end when only scattered showers were falling, tho number of rainy 
days, takhig a rainy day as one on which a tenth of an inch or more lias fallen, 
was not far short of the jnornial. The greatest deficiency was^ four days in 
South-West Bengal. This shows that the rainfall was well distributed during 
the second and third weeks and was not due to any unusually heavy falls. 

Tho uniform distribution of tho rainfall which was first noticeable during 
July became one of tho most prominent features of the remaining months of the 
monsoon season. Tho weather remained very eettled over the Bay till towards 
tho end of September, so that no depressions of any depth passed over any 
part of the province. But shallow depressions occurred not unfrequently both 
at, the head of tho Bay and over the province and to these tho practically 
normal falls wore duo. 

During August weather was of an unusually uniform character, cloudy and 
showery in all districts, but not entirely without variations. There were two 
periods of comparatively heavy and two of comparatively light rainfall during 
the latter of which only scattered showers fell in places. In tho first and third 
weeks, when rainfall was more plentiful, there wds low pressure over the 
north of the province. The steep pressure gradient which at the same time 
{prevailed over the Bay caused a strongish monsoon, and in consequence a free 
^supply of moist air was moving over the land. The precipitation was partly 
'^maintained by the irregular pressure changes which occurred from day to day 
and g^ve rise to the Variations in the wind circulation to which, during settled 
weather, rainfall is largely due.

Notic^e is hereby fifivon to the public that the Commission appointed by the Government 
of India to formulate for future guidance the lessons taught by the famine experience of 
1897, have now assembled at Calcutta and will sit at the ydaoes named below, on or about 
the dates mentioned against each, for the purpose of hearing the evidence of witnesses frond 
Bengal:— 


Bankipur ... ••• 27th January to 2nd February. 

Calcutta ... ... 3rd to 7th February. 

2. Tho Commission desire to make it known that they are reatly to receive the evidence 
of witnesses who consider themselves qualified and desire to give evidence touching the subject- 
matter of tho Commission's iuquiry. The points referred to the Commission for inquiry and 
report are those mentioned bolow and all evidence must be strictly confined to those 
subjects:— 

(a) Departures from tho prescriptions of tho Bengal Famine Code which have occurred 
in tho Province during the recent famine. 

(d) The degree of success whioh has attended the measures adopted, considered 
primarily with regard to the relief of distress and tho saving of human life, 
and secondarily with regard to economy. 

(r) Advice os to tho measures and methods of working whioh seem likely to prove 
most effective in future in those two respects. 

(a?) Other recommendations or opinions thought likely to he useful in the case of , 
future famines. 

3. Witnesses offering evidence will ho required to confine themselves strictly to these 
Buhjeots and to send their evidenoe in written forim and in English, to the Secretary to the * 
Commission at tho Imperial Secretariat Building, Galoutta, as soon as possiblo. In so doing, 
the witnesses must give full particulars of their race, age, profession and residenoe, and of 
the opportunities they have had of forming an opinion on famine and famine relief questions. 

4. As the time at their disposal is limited, the Commission do not bind themselves to . 
invito all such volunteer witnesses to attend and he examined. Witnesses whom the Com¬ 
mission desire lo hear will receive notice by post, and any witness appearing in reply to such 
invitation will bo paid his travelling expenses. No witness should attend for examination 
without an invitation from the Commission. In the case of witnesses who are not in^ed 
to attend, their evidenoe will be examined and placed on the record.

Final Report on the Indigo Crops of the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal for the year 1897. 

Character of the season, —It will appear from tho remarks 
of District Officers, in tho statement attached to this note, 
that tho crop suffered considerably for want of timely rain¬ 
fall during tho growing season in tho districts of Midnapur, 
Murshidabad, Chainparau and Purneah, and that it suffered 
from incessant rainfall during tho manufacturing season in 
Jessoro. In tho first note on this crop, issued by Tliis Depart¬ 
ment on 3rd October 1897, it was pointed out how tho spring 
cultivation and sowings had been greatly retarded in places 
by want of moisture. Tho heavy rainfall later in the season 
interfered also with the healthy growth of the plants and the 
proper munufacturo of tho dye. Loss was also caused by 
floods in l^urneah. The season was, therefore, unfavourable 
for the indigo crep both in Bihar and in Bengal, and the 
outturn reported is, accordingly, poor. 

Area under cuUivcdinn, —Tho total area sown this year 
is estimated to be less than last year’s area hy 27,000 acres. 
The falling off was most marked in Ifuzaffarpur {by 17,200 
acres), Nadia (by 9,400 acres), Midnapur ^by 8,000 acres), 
Jessoro (by 4,000 acres), and Rajshahi (by 1,400 acres). 
The increased cultivation reported from a few districts is 
only nominal, except in the case of Purneah and Champaran, 
where 8,300 and 5,000 acres more, respectively, than tho 
previous year’s area, have been shown. 

Outturn of crop. —^ Of the chief indigo-growing districts, 
Muzaffarpur and ISaran return a 7-anna crop only. Midnapur 
and Murshidabad, 8 and 9-anna crops respectively, and 
Darbhanga, Cliamparan and Purnea, 10-anna crops. The 
general averages deduced from the district figures come to 
9 annas for Bihar and 104 annas for Bengal, but the Bengal 
figure is probably too high. 

Messrs. Moran and Company estimate the outturn of 
indigo for Bihar and Bengal at 3,104,2001b8. and l,309,0001bs. 
respectively, as against 3,128,700lbs. and 2,525,3001bs. esti¬ 
mated by the District Officers. Tho figures for Bihar 
closely approximate, but the total, as well as the details for 
Bengal, widely differ, and it is probable that Messrs. Moran 
and Company’s estimate is more correct than that shown by 
US, though there may bo much indigo produced and utilized 
for local consumption in Bengal, which does not come into the 
Calcutta market. '

Owing chiofly <o larger roeoipts of gram and inil’os and other food-grains from Caloutta 
and Rangoon, tho import trad« of Chittagong improved by 315 ewts., while Colombo anp 
Caliout together received 1,581 cwts of rioo and 330 owls, of paddy, against nil in tho 
corresponding period of J896. Tho improvomeut of 1,103 cwts. in tho import trade of tho 
Balasore ports was mainly duo to tho receipts of 1,131 cwts. of wheat, gram and pulses and 
other food-grains from Calcutta, against 29 cwts. only in the ten daj’s ending Slst Decem¬ 
ber 1896, and the increase in tho expoit trade was attributable to larger consignments of 
rice and paddy to Calcutta, viz., 31,619 owts., against 24,040 cwts , during tho corresponding 
period of last year.

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SJMUAUY OF THE METBOliOLOGIGAL AND RAINFALL OB8ER7ATION8 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OP DECEMBER 1897. 

Dukinq December, weather is, with but little variation, fine and selttled over the 
province and the north of the Bay. The retreating monsoon is still active in the south, and 
squally weather frequently occurs, but does not usually extend to the north of a line joining 
Diamond Island and Nelloro. When cyclonic storms develop to the south of this line, the 
most common direction of advance is towards the Madras coast or Ceylon, and occasionally 
they enter the north of the Bay, the latter course being very rare after the middle of the 
mouth. 

On the other hand, the season for the cold-weather storms may be said to have begun 
before the end of the month, so that weather in Bengal is liable to be disturbed by the 
approach of unsettled conditions from the south of the Bay in the early part of the month, 
or from the north-west cf India during the latter half. The rainfall caused by these slight 
st^orms is invariably of small amount, as shown by the normal averages being between -2 '“and 
•8 inch in the southern part of the province, including East Bengal, Chota Nagpur and 
Orissa, and between ‘1 and 2 inch in the northern and central districts. 

During the month just past, wi athcr has betn more seltl dthau usual, though an abnor¬ 
mal development occurred over the Bay towards the end of the mouth, with results which 
were felt over the greater part of the province. A cyclonic storm of some severity began 
in the east of the Bay about the 2'^nd, and after causing strong winds as for north as 
Diamond Island on the 24th, it moved westward, apj>areutly towards the Ceylon coast. As 
far as could bo inferred from the coast observations, stormy weather prevailed over a wide 
area, and the course taken by the centre continued for some time to bo westerly. As it 
approached the west coast, it turned northwards and moved into the centre of the Bay whore 
it began to break up about the 2t>th. A fc-w shipping reports since receivofl show that strong 
winds, with a veiy rough sea, prevailed up till the 28th, after which weather rapidly 
moderated. 

The influence of this storm on wreath or in Bengal was soon in the general cloud which 
continued for some days, the only rainfall which occurred was duo to it, and was confined to 
Orissa and East Bengal, in the former of which *12 iucjli fell on an average for tlie whole 
division, and in the latter *07 inch The other iiarts of the i»rovmco, including SoutJj-West 
Bengal, Chota Nagpur, North Bengal and Bihar, were rainless throughout the month. 

As no disturbance passed over the province from the west, the above w*as the only 
occasion of unsettled w^eather during the whole month. At other times, the usual oscillations 
of |)re8Buro occurred, with local irregularities, wliich at times gave rise to cloud and a few 
isolated light showers, mostly in North Bengal dui*iug the first week. 

Temperature was low or almost normal till tow’ords the end of the month, when the 
^cydonio storm over the Bay caused a considerable rise, especially in uigbt readings. 

At the end of November, there was a rather laige defect in pressure over the whole 
province, increasing slightly towards tho north-west. During the first two days of Decomher, 
this defect to a loi'ge extent di6ax)pcared owing to a continued moderate to brisk rise, but a 
slight depression remained over Bihar for a few days more. Whilo it lasted, winds were 
more southerly than usual in the western districts, and the sky was cloudy over the noitli of 
the province, with a few very light scattered showers in North Bengal. »^ 

A general rise of ni'osBure set in on the /*th, varying from *08 inch in North Bengal and 
Bihar to about *02 inoti in the south of tho Bay, so tliat the gradient became steeper and the 
northerly winds strengthened. 'Well marked cold-weather conditions then prevailed over the 
province and the north of the Bay, and in tho south, tho squally weather spread westwards 
towards Cejdon, whore rainfall was of daily occurrence. The high pressure continued for' 
some days over Bengal, but it was giving way from the Tib, at first slowly, then moderately, 
and by the 9th the distiibutiou was again normal. 

From the 5th to the 0th, while pressuro was higher and the gradient rather steeper than 
the average, winds were normal in direotiun and strength, and mean temperature was prac¬ 
tically normal. 

Between the 10th and 13th only slight changes occurred in pressure and temperature, 
and the settled weather, which providled in the north, extended to the extreme south of the Bay. 
From the latter date they both began to fall over the whole area, except in Burma, where 
temperature remained fevoral degrees above tho normal. Though there was little change in 
the general weather conditions in the north of tho Bay, showery weather set iu over the 
soutn-west, but was to a large extend confined to Ceylon and the extreme south of the 
Peninsula. The period of cool weather continued till the end of the third week, when normal 
conditions were again prevalent. 

^ The oyclonio storm was by that time developing in the east of the Bay, and as the 
depression was causing an indraught from tho west, rainfall ceased in Madras and Ceylon. 
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The depth c«f the doprosMon Increased considerably on tho 23rd, owing to a rapid increase 
•over Bengal and probably-a fall within the area of disturbance, whic?; was still in the south-* 
east or south of the Bay. Wind veloc ity began to increase at Diamond Island and the sea 
was not BO smooth, but it was not till the 24th that there was any decided change. The 
velocity at 8 a.M. was then 30 miles an hour. Pro&suro began to fall in Ceylon and the 
south of Madras, and the ehango of winds in Burma, from N N. E. to E. N. E., showed 
that tho dibturbanco was moving westward, more ORpcoially as heavy rain was falling iu 
Ceylon and the sea was more .or less rough as far north as Negapatam. On the 25th and 
26th, the fall of pressure was general in the west of tho Bay, but was most noticeable 
in the Oircars, towards whicdi the depression was then probably moving. It was more 
dIfEused, and shortly afterwards, iillod up ovor tho centre of tho i^ay. 

The influonoe of the disturbance in the north of the Bay and over tho province has been 
already stated. Clouds began to form on tho 24lh, and steadily increased in density till the 
sky was oveiywhere overcast. The usual change of temperature followed, giving warm 
nights and cool days, but with only a moderate variation from the normal temperature. 
Notwithstanding the heavy cloud, very little rain fell, and the light showers were confined to 
Orissa and East Bengal. 

Though the disturbance appeared to cease, while the depression was still over tho centre 
of the Bay, tho subsequent changes of pressuro in tlio north of the province show that it is 
not improbable that, the depression continuoil to move northwards at a higher level of tho 
atmosphere. On the 2f)th pressure ro.^o slowly at all blalions, but on tho 30th, a brisk fall set 
in over tho north of the province and continued rapidly on tho 31 st, resulting in a depression of 
considerable depth over Nortli Jkmgul and Bihar. These changes may have been due to tho 
tleprosfeion from tho Bay, breaking ii}) on reaching the Himalayas. Winds became south or 
south-w^st over the province, but (ho cloudy weather, which had previously been general, was 
not maintained, and no rain fell either in North Bengnl or Bihar. , 

Pressure changes have generally boon small, and tho difforonfeo from tho normal has been 
njoro than '1 inch on a few occasions only, tho greatest defect being about *14 inch in Bihar 
at the end of tho month. Aleau valuea for tho inojitli ditl'or by vory small amounts from the 
normal, usually by only a few thousandths of an inch, thore being a slight excess in tho 
north and n similar small defect in (ho south of the |>rovmco. 

TnuperaiurOy during tho early half of tho month, differed littlo from the normal. Then 
followed a woek of comparatively cool wentlier, till the sky became cloudy owing to the 
disturbance over the Bay. During tho last woek of tho month, moans wore generally above 
•iho normal. 

Ntither average maximum nor avorngo miiiimiini values for iho whole month differed 
to any great extent frcin tho normal. Usually there Avas a small oxoess in the north and a 
small defect in tlio B-uiih, and iho mo-n varialion is ge nerally about half a degree. 

The lowest rt ading recorded in Chota Nfigpiir was 40 0"", in Bihar 42’G®, in South-West 
Bengal and Oiissa 44*3^ and in North Bengal 46 G\ 

ilaiuJuU was almost entirely confined to Orissa and 1‘^ast Bengal, and, with tho exception 
^if a few light showers in tlie early part of tho month, fell on the 27th and 28th. Tho falls 
in East Bengal were mostly in Uhittngnng, Noakhfiii and RouLli Lushai Tho only reports 
exceeding *3 inoh Nvero reoehed from ('ox’s BaKrir and Ivodala. In Orissa, there were no 
falls pf more llian '2 inch The average fall for Eist Bengal was rat-ior less, and in Orissa, 
rathbr niori^ than a tenth of an inch.

Mmtard, potatoes, and other early rabi crops are still being g^atherod, and 
the pressing of sugarcane is in progress. There has been no marked change in psices for some 
weeks past. No oattle-disoase is reported except from places in Bankura, Nadia, ¥urn6a, 
Lohoroaga, and Manbhum. The fodder-supply is generally sufficient except at Eurigram in 
Rangpur and in the flooded tracts of Champaran*

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S JMMARY OP THE MBTEOROLOQIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE MBTBOEOLOGibAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OP JANUARY 1898. 

In ordinary years tlvo unsettleid wi’alher accompanying the withdrawal of the monsoon 
ia too fitr Hoiitli by tb ) niiddlo of Documber to bo of any imporianro in ilio discuasion of 
woatlior roiidil/HHis in or tbo nortb of tlio Bay. It will bu romembt^red that 

during tbo past year tlio pcasnual ohangt' was later than usual and that a cyclonic storm 
advanced nortb wards and broke up over tbo north of tbo Bay before reaching the land 
towards the cud of l)ecember. 

Siuiiicrly disturbances have bet'cn later than usual in making tlicdr appearance from 
the west, ifsnally scjvenil cross Bengal during January, but in the month just past only one 
cold wc.'jf-bcr clisturbaiieo occurred, untl that close tt) tlio end of the month. Tlie depression 
was of so. 1,0 dcjdh, and it I'aused general, and in parts heavy, rain over the whole of 
Bengal Brojuir and a considerable jiortion of Bihar. In Orissa no rain fell throughout tho 
monTb, and in Chota Nagpur only a few light scaib^red showers. 

During tlio first threo weeks fino settled weather prevailed, generally with light north¬ 
westerly winds and temperature below tbo normal. 

After a brisk rise of prt ssuro in ibe norlli-wost of the jirovinco on the 1st, tho distribution 
was more uniform ilian usual, not only in tho laud area, but also over the Bay. Tho differ¬ 
ence fioin tho normal varied from excess of '05 inch in the extreme south-west of tho 
Bay 1.0 defect of *07 inch in the nortb of Bengal and Bihar. The highest readings wero 
in Cbnta Nagpur and the light winds wore iu consequence less norlherJy than usual. Tem-« 
perature was practically normal. There was very little change till the Gth except in^ tem- 
perainic, which fell about 2"^ over Lower Bengal. During iheso early days pressure oscillated 
slowly, but on tbo Gth a brisk rise sot in from the west, and tho gradient became consider¬ 
ably sleejior. The westerly winds strengthened, and a fall of temperature followed almost 
immediately. Tlie rise of pressure was only temporary as a slow fall prevailed on tho 7th, 
but it was renewed on tho 8th and continued till t,ho 10th, when there was a largo excess 
iu Bibar. Excess varied from ‘17 inch in the west of Bihar to ‘01 inch in the extreme south 
of the Bay. These high and almost steadily increasing pressures were accompanied by cold 
weather conditions of a wcdl marked kind. Steady dry north-westerly winds above the usual 
strength blew from day to day; tho sky was almost cloudless, and mean temperature was 
below tho normal by varying amounts ux> to 7^ the larger differouooa being in tho south¬ 
western districts. 

Tho rise ceased on the 10th, bnt it was not till tho 14th that tho pressure distribution 
became normal, and on the 15th there was a moderate defect. Temperature then began 
to rise ral her rajndly. On the latter date there was still a uniform delect of about 8® in 
Bongnl 1/roper and Orissa though in the west of Bihar and Chota Nagpur there was a 
small excess. 

During the third week and tho early part of the fourth oscillatory changes occurred 
very similar to those just described. PressuT'S rose until there was a considerable excess ovei: 
the north of the province on the 19th, after which it fell briskly, remaining about normal 
from tbo 22iid to the 24tb. As before temperature fell most in the south-western districts, 
when i>rcssure was highest in the north, and tho defect gradually disappeared as the pressure 
distribution became more normal. 

Tip to this time tho atmosjiheric changes had been of the oscillatory character usual in 
fino Bottled weather, but the variations from tho normal were somewhat greater than usual, 
especially in temperature. About the 25th the first signs of the approaching disturbance 
appeared. A brisk fall of pressure was general over the province, and a rapid inorease of 
temperature was reported from the west of Bihar, the greatest excess being 8°‘5 at Dehri. 
Winds wore becoming easterly and cloud was increasing. These changes continued on 
the 26th, when a tihallow depression was shown over the western distriols with a oyolonio 
wind circulation. The greatest defect in pressure was only *1 inch, but tho wave of high 
temperature advancing eastward bad reached the oentral distiiots, and a few light scattered 
showers were ri'ported from Bihar. The shallow depression filled up very quickly during 
tho following twenty-four hours, during which there was unsettled weather with 
thunderstorms and rain in all parts of tho province except Orissa and Chota Nagpur. At 
8 A.M. on tho 27th it liad almost disappeared. The pressure distribution was normal op 
above except in East Bengal, where there was still high temperature. The rapid rise con¬ 
tinued on the 28th and fine weather became established. 

Only a few stations in Bengal Proper received no rain on the 27th, and in many oases 
the falls wore heavy, not unfrequently over 1 inoh.^ A few stations received more* than 2 and 
ParidpuT more than 3 inches. Light showers fell in parts of North and East Bengal on the 
28th. The change of. temperature was about 10^ after the depression had passed, but owing 
to the previous large excess mean temperature fell very little below tho normal* 

During the last two days of the month pressure fell brisk^ and temperature was 
rising, but these changes were of no importanoe, as they were mq^efy the after-efieots of the 
' disturbanoe of the previous days. ^ • 

Pressure on an average for the whole month was jpraotioally normal over a great part 
of the province. In East Bengal there* was a very alight defeot and elsewhere a 
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excess, greatest in North Bengal and Orissa, but rarely more than -02 inch. Clianges were 
regular during the first thi^ee wco'ks of the month and of an oscillatory ohjjracter, the cycle 
being completed in about a 'week. On the approach of the doi>ression from the west there 
was a brisk fall for some days and then a rapidL rooovery on the 27tb, which continued till 
the 29th, when there was a large excess. Owing to the fall on the last t\<ro days the month 
closed with a distribution nearly normal. 

Tentpnrfifitre was low during Hie greater part of the month, but in tbo fourth week there 
was a largo excess for some days before the disturhod weather ou the 27th. Owing 
to this large excess, which was at times as much as 10the means for the mouth do not differ 
much from the normal. Mean maximum values were nbout L® below the normal in Bengal 
JVopor and Orissa and about 1° above in Biliar and Cheta Nagpur. 

In moan night temiicraturf^s thoro was defect almost every where, increasing from north¬ 
east to south-west In Lower Bengal and Bihar defect was from 1® to 2" and in Orissa it 
was 4®. 

The mean temperature was normal in Bihar, Nortli Bengal and Assam and below else¬ 
where, by about I® in Lower Bengal and Chota Nagpur and 2® in Orissa. 

HninfalL —Bengal Troper on an average received rain in excess of the normal, wliile in 
Bihar, Orissa and Cliota Nagpur there was a large ch'ficicncy. In the last two divisions 
practically no rain fell, and in Bihar, whore showers witc fairly general on the 27th, only 25 
inch was received instead of *66, the normal amount. The average fall in South-West and 
North Bengal was above the normal by about a tenth of an inch and in East Bengal it was 
*78 inch, the normal being *44 inch. 

A fow light shiiWers fell in the western districts on tlio 2Gth and in tho east on tbo 28th. 
With these exceptions tho wdiolo of the rainfall of the month occurred on tho 27th It was 
general Bengal and a considerable portion of Bibar, lint boiug due to thundorstorms was 
variable in amount. Full details are given in the accompanying rainfall tablc.s. 

The following table gives tho summary of the temperature and rainfall data of each of 
the seven meteorological divisions of the Provinoo for the month of January 1898:—

I HAVE tlie honour to forward for tho information of Government 
copy of the report of tho Benp:al Provincial Pixecutivo Committoo of tho 
Indian Famine Relief Fund, and at tlio same time I am desired to express 
on behalf of the Committee their high appreciation of tho invaluable services 
rendered ly their Secretary, Mr. 10. N. Baker, in connection* with the 
administration of the P^und in addition to his ordinary duties. Tho Committee 
bavo also placed on record a resolution in recognition of these services. 
The duties of his post, voluntarily undertaken, liave not only entailed much 
labour, but have been attended with peculiar difficullios. As tho mouthpiece 
of the Committee it fell to him to interpret and explain to the numerous 
local Committees with whom the Coiuniitteo were iu correspondence the objects 
of tho P^und and tho principles of action which hud been laid down in 
general terms by the Central Connnittco. I'his he did at the outset of 
the undertaking with great care, sutlicicnt detail, and, what is more, with tho 
necessary promptitude, and after making his preliminary instructions as 
complete as possible, it became his duty to watch llio proceedings of the Dis¬ 
trict Committees and to check and call them to account whenever they seemed 
to be ovovstepping tho line of action marked out for them, and this part of 
his self-imposed task he also performed with much tact, forethought, and an 
entire absence of friction. He studiously avoided the assumption of any 
authority beyond his powers, but was careful to consult the Chairman, and* 
through him the Committee, when necessary, on all matters requiring their 
attention and orders. The correspondence with the several District Committees 
became very voluminous, but in discussing tho various matters under reference 
with tho Chairman, Mr. Baker has always shown himself most fertile in useful 
expedients and suggestions, and having all tho details of tho work well within 
his grasp, he was able to become the mainspring of action in tlio administration 
of tho charity. 

Personally, I am extremely grateful for his willing assistance, and tho 
Provincial Committee, who are equally indebted to Idm for his excellent 
services, have desired mo to bring them to tho notice of His Honour the 
Lieutenant-G o vemor.

2. In these districts the famine was most severe and necessitated the 
^ . * . , - . ^ opening of regular relief works’ by State agency 
Dtotrlot* IMS Mnondy affected, the Famine Code. There were also many 

other trturta where great and widespread distress prevailed, though in a Icsa 
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acute foriri, more i^ariicularly in the districts of Patna, Rajshulii, Pabna, Jessoro, 
Uinajpur and Loliarda^a. These districts comprise an area of 20,428 square 
miles, and a poj)ulation of 9,018,270. Outside the arerf included within these 
two groups, tlie cli'oet of the famine was chiefly felt in tlie great and sustained 
T,. * . ^ . , , 11 in the price of food-grains, which extended to 

affected l,y lush pru-es. l^engal, and indeed throughout 

India. Thin matter is further referred to in paragraph 11 of this report; but 
in the prcs<mt place it may be broadly stated that for ten months prices ranged 
about 100 per cent, above the normal rate. 'Phe suffering and distress thus 
occasioned were shared by all except the wealthy, but chiefly by the poorer 
middle <;]ass, the bhadra lolcj on small fixed or inelastic incomes, by the labouring 
and menial classes and the poorer artizans and weavers, and by those who 
are ordinarily dependant on private charity. No part of Bengal was wholly 
spared, though the ejistem districts suffered less than others; and ample scope 
for llio (iharity of the Relief Fund was found in every district, with tne 
fortunate exceptions of llooghly, Darjeeling, Backerguugo and Balasore. 

3. Foremost among the affected tiacts, whetlier regard is had to the 

numbers concerned, the intensity of distress, or 
r)f.-cni>nm of affocted urea. danger to human life, are the four districts of 

North Biliar. These districts, Saran, Champaran, 
Miizaffarpur and Darbhnnga, forming the nortborn or trans-Gungetic section 
of the Patna Division, stretch in an irregular band, 80 miles in width, from 
the Ganges to the borders of Nepal. They are intersected by the Gogra and 
Qondak, and several smaller rivers, which flow from the Nopal hills to join 
the Ganges, with a trend from tho north-wost to the south-east. There is no 
artificial irrigation pother than M'ells) except in Saran, which has a small canal 
system of little value. 'I'lio population is extremely dense, averaging 78o to 
the square mile, which is exceeded in iiai'ls of Saran. The great majority of 
tho inhabitants live by agiiculturo, there being very few local manufactures. 
The soil is for the most part under cultivation and exceedingly fertile, cxce]jt 
in the north and west of Champaran. It is divided in varying but tolerably 
enual projjortions between the three main harvests: the bhadoij or rain cr(»p, 
whicli includes early rice, millets, maize and indigo; the aghnniy or winter rice; 
and the rnbiy or spring crop, which includes wheat, barley, pulses, sugarcane, 
opium and oilseeds. iMie winter rice is the most important single crop, and its 
normal outturn ranges from 39*75 per cent, of the whole in Champaran, to 
54 20 per cent, in Darbhanga. Tho people are, generally speaking, skilful, 
industrious and thrifty in their habits. Large numbe^r.s annually leave their 
liomes temporarily, especially from 8aran, in search of work in Nortli and 
East Bengal. All four districts were affected by tlio famines of 1866 and 
1873-74. Tlio material conditi m of tho inhabitants is thus summed up by the 
Uoniinissioner of Patna : * 


In Bpife of these many advantagas, the material condition of the peasantry is a good 
deal below what it is elsewhere, not only in otlier parts of India, hut in other Divisions of 
tho Lower Provinces. The population is extiaordinaiilj dense, and is steadily iucreaBing: 
early marriages ar.* universal, while tho ooni]taintively salubrious oUrnate induces a relatively 
high birlh-rate and a low deulh-rate. The j>eople are almost entirely agrioultural, holdings 
aie small and greatly pubdivided. and in most distriota the landlords are tneniselvos of a petty 
class and n;uc*h impoverished : all these conditirms make for indebtedness and poverty, and the 
result is that a largo proportion of the agricultural poor have sunk from the position of 
tenants, and are day-labo irers and serfs, while with the majority of those who. still oooupy 
land, life is a perpetual strugglo oq the verge of insolvency.** 

4. A loading feature in tho economic survey of these districls is the 
presence of indigo and poppy cultivation on a large scale. Tho area under 
each crop is as follows :—

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Regarding the indigo industry, the Collector of Champaran has made the 
following remarks, which are applicable to all four districts: — 

Though ocOUpying only 4 1 per cent, of tho cultivated area, tho indigo crop is of tho 
greatest economic importance to the people of this district. The elaborate tilling and weod- 
mg of the lands ^and the cutting and carting of the plant afford employment to a very large 
proportion of the labouring olassos for a considerable portion of tho year, while in most of tlie 
planters tho peasantry have the good fortune to live under lenient landlords who show them 
muoh oonsideration in a year of distress/’ 

The pt^ppy crop is also of groat value to the people by reason, among other 
things, of the substintial advances which they receive from Government for 
cultivating it. During 1896 these amounted to Ilf lakhs of rupees, in the four 
districts under discussion. 

5. The only other tract in the Patna Division in which severe famine 
prevailed was the Bhabhua subdivision in tlio south-west oosirner of Shahabad, 
together with a part of the adjacent subdivision of Sasaram. This tract includes 
a part of the Kaimore plateau, besides some lowlying country at its foot. It 
is sparsely populated, tho crops are poor and precarious, and communications 
are so difficult that during the rains parts of it are almost inaccessible. This 
was one of the very few parts of the province in which tho Government was 
forced to abandon its established policy of noii-interforoneo with private trade, 
and to make arrangements that the local markets should be supplied in due 
tjme by a grain dealer appointed by the Collec tor. 

6. In tho Bhagalpur Division, tho sc^verely distressed area was confined to 

• parts of the districts of Bhagalpur and ilio Sontlial 

Bhagalpur Division. Parganas. In the former, it comprised the Madhi- 

pura and Supaul subdivisions, which lie north of tho Ganges. The soil is 
comparatively poor: the aghani^ or winter rice, is the chief crop, while thero is 
little bhadoi or rabi^ and artificial irrigation ducts or tanks are few. The 
population consists chiefly of low caste Hindus and Hindiiised aboriginals. 

In the Sontlial Parganas the distress was most acute in the Deoghur and 
Jamtara subdivisions. The following description of tlxe district is given 
- by Mr. Garstairs, the experienced Deputy Commissioner. 

Its soil is poor and undulating, tho lower grouiirl and bods of small water-courses 
havino* been terraced extensively into paddy-fields, soinetinios protected by springs or 
rosorvoirs, but often unprotected. So the country has to depend very muoh on rain-water 
to'carry tbrougli its cultivation j and when that fads, tlierc is distress. 

“The principal food-crops grown are mentioned below iu tho order of their imporlance, 

namely: — 

• (l) Hifo. (0 P'llses. 

' (2) Indian-oorn. ij^) Wlieat. 

(3) Mama. 

“ the major portion of tho distriot mahun fif)wers and fruit help a groat do*il in 
forming the food-staple of many classes of men, ospociiilly aborigines. They also live on 
many sorts of forest produce, when their food-crop- ]>rovo deficient or insulHciout. As 
regards the economic condition of tho people, they nro generally unostentatious, simple, and 
seldom indulge in luxury. The Southals are improvi lent and fond of enjoying ihomsolvos, 
but wonderfully patient and iiidependont when disiressed. ^ Tlie principal occupation of the 
.people is agriculture, and even when a man earns hia livelihood by some other means, ho 
must have a little cultivation to supplement his earnings. 

“The Southala and Bhuiyas emigrate iu largo numbers yearly to work in the tea- 
gardens of tho Duars and tho Darjeoliug Terai. Some go to tho neighbouring distrbts of 
Burdwan and . Birbhum, and some to Malda to reap tlie rice crop. Some also emigrate as 
labourers to Assam and Chittagong.” 

7. The area affected in tho Chota Nagpur Division was almost as largo 

as that in the Patna Division, but the population 

Ohot ft Nagimr Division. involved was only about one-fourth as great. 

The area of acute distress included the whole of Pulamau, tho whole of Man- 
bhum, except the south-eastern portion, and the northern and eastern portions 
of Hazaribagh. No part of either Lohardaga or Biiighbbum was officially 
recognized as affected, but there was a good deal of distress in the former district. 

The country may bo described as consisting of an ascendiiig series of 
plateaux rising in successive tenaccs from 800 to 3,600 feet, separated from 
each other by ranges of )iills^ and watered by numerous rivers flowing into 
tho Mahanuddy on the one side and the Ganges on tho other. In all the 
districts the country is much broken up by ravines, with cultivated valleys 
and rblling downs interspersed. Tho highest point in the Division is the 
Parasnath Hill, a well-known Jain place of pilgrimage in Hazaribagh, which 
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has an elevation of 4,479 feet above sea levels The Ranchi plateau, with an 
area of 4,500 square miles, has an average elevation of 2,100* feet, and the 
Hai^aribogli plateau, 600 square miles in extent, is about the samo IjQvel. 
Tho Palamau district, which is of comparatively recent formation, lies to tha 
north and west of hohardaga, and consists of spurs thrown out from the Ranchi 
and HaKariba<rh plateaux, and a tanglod mass of broken hills and more or leas 
open valleys, with an average height of 1,200 feet. 4 he Manbhum district is 
hilly to tlio south, and also in the extreme north and west, wlici'e it borders 
On tho Jaint-ira subdivision of tho Sonthal Parganas, and on tho Hazaribagh 
district. In tho centre and to the east tho country is flat and open, and includes 
the valley of the Uamuda. 

Tho population of the Division is scanty, averaging 128 to tlie square mile, 
though parts of Manbhum rise considerably above this figure. Tho inhabitants 
are mostly Hindus and aboriginals, many sections of the latter having 
become more or less Ilinduized. Honthals, who number 290,000, are found 
mostly in Ilazaribagh, tho north of Manbhum and Singhbluim. Mundas, Uraons, 
and Korwas, a somi-wild tribe, numbering altogether 880,000, are found chiefly 
in Lohardaga and Singhbhum. Tho population iticlades also a greater proper^ 
tion of Native Christians than any other part of Rengal, and all tlie principal 
Misflions—Anglican, Lutheran, Roman Catholic, and others—have local branches. 
Tho Division is a favourite recruiting ground for tho Assam tca-gardcTis, and 
thousands of labourers leave it every year eithop under indenture or nominally 
as free emigi'ants. 


Tho soil is only moderately fertile, and the mineral wealth in which the 
IXvision abounds as yet gives employmemt to but few. Of the three chief 
crops, the winter rice is by far the most important, being more than two-thirds 
of the whole food-supply. The hhadoi^ or rain crop, represents rather more than 
one-fourth, and the remainder is represented by the I'cibi or spring crop, which, 
is insignilicant, except in Palamau. Forest edible products, including the flower 
of the mahua tree, form a most valuable addition to the food-supply of the 
people, especially in the wilder and more hilly parts. 

With the exception of certain main roads, the communications are of a 
very primitive description and consist of narrow bridle j^aths, along wliich 
lightly-laden pack-bullocks pick their leisurely way to distant marts. Traffic is 
also carried on by bullock-carts, but those are rarely to bo found off the metal¬ 
led roads, and owing to tho long distances to be travelled over, this is a very 
laborious and tedious mode of transporting produce. Palamau is particularly 
badly off in respect of communications, and in this district it became necessary 
at one period of the famine for Government to supplement the ordinary opejfa- 
tions of trade by offering a bounty on importations of grain. The Bengal- 
Nagiour Railway, tho only through line in the Division, traverses a very small 
conior on the south-east, but is of comparatively little use to the fnoro distant 
places. The roads also, such as they are, are frequently intei’copted by hills, 
ravines and rivers which are unbridged and at certain seasons of the year 
unfordablo. The occurrence of scai'city in an acute form in Chota Nagpur 
emphasises tho necessity for a liberal extension of the railway system in this 
fine country with its vast mineral wealth and immense trading possibilities, • 
a measure which was frequently advocated by the Hon’blo Mr. W. H. Qrimley^ 
the present Chairman of tho Provincial Famine Relief Committee, who was for 
many years Commissioner of Chota Nagpur. 

8- In tlio l^residency Division, which includes five distriots surrounding 
_ . - . . Calcutta on the north, east and south, distress ‘ was 

Presidency DiTision. Nadia, Khulna and Murshidabad, but 


parts of Jessore were affected to a nearly equal extent. The 24-ParganaB 
district, which immediately encircles tho Presidency town, escaped unscathed) 
except for tho high prevailing prices. Mr. Westmacott, tho Comuiissionor 
of tho Division, gives the following account of the area affected, and the 
economic conditions of the people* 


Phymeai condUiom of area affected. 

In Natlia the area affeoted is oomposed of two classes of land—a blaok clay soil on low 
lands, and a light sandy soil on higher levelt. The^ formerds subject to inundation and 
grows only ant an rice, but the light soil grows stis rice and rabi orops. Over the greater 
part' of the affected tracts iu Murshidabad the chief orops ore aue xtoe followfwl by a>eolde 
weather, crop, but on the low lond in the south-east of the district known aw the ^i^IiUlt^’^ 
the only crop iBiomam idoe^ whioh de|$eftds almost epthrej^ jnuailhtjf]^ !Cj^ 
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“ affeoted tracts in Jessoro ooiiBlated of high lands along the banks of rivers, ‘also some low- 
lyihg hhiwlH, In Khnlna the tract affeoted is low and H.at, being inteiseoted by numerous 
tidal kkah and protected from inundation by small embankments callol bherricB, The soil is 
impregnated with salt, and grows nothing but rice, which will not thrive unless there 

is enough fresh water to wash the salt out of the ground. 

The mature and the reiaiive imjxHrittnee of the cropft grown, 

** In Nadia the early or aua rioe is a far more important crop tlian the winter or aman 
rice^ the area under the former being twice os large as that under the latter. The other 
crops in this distriot are by no means of equal importance. lu Mar.-bidahad the piinnipal 
prop is aman rice, which is grown in the liarh tract, wliicdi comprises the west of the 
district, and also in low lands in the Bagri, Aub rioe is grown in the Bagri, The liarh is 
•‘the ohief source of the food-supply of the district, and most of it this year produced a very 
good crop, which was largely expoited into Nadia and probably elsewhere. About ono-fouith 
of the cultivated area of the distriot is under mulDt rry, jiite« indigo, oil-seeds, t&o. The 
principal crops in order of importance in Jessore are aman and aae rice, jute, indigo, oil-seeds, 
pulses, millets and tobacco, but date-sugar, which is a special product of ibe district, con¬ 
tributes very largely to the resouroes of the people. In Khulna aman rice is the. sta]do crop, 
hut uus and horo rice and jute are also grown to some extent. Such orops as kalai^ khenaari^ 
iSbo., are grown in small quantities. 


Xhe economic condition of the people^ ihnr chief occupations^ and the cxietence of any 

^ Bpecial cnstomB, 

*‘Xn Nudia the cultivators and the holders of petty lakhiraj tenures are by no means so 
wellolf as similar classes in Jessore, Khulna, or the 24-rarn:anas, and there is much indebt¬ 
edness. The cultivators of Mursbidabad ere also in debt, though, perhaps, not so entirely 
dependent upon mahajans as the cultivators of Nadia. Tlie groat majority of cultivators in 
N^ia are tonants-at-will, and cultivate on the 83 'Btem known as Xitbandi under wjiieh raiyats 
have no fixed holdings. There is also a certain number of persons who own, occupy and 
cultivate, or sublet hereditary rent-free lands. In Jessore tho people are chiefly ogricullurlsts, 
and although their welfare doponds to a great extent upon tho success of the aman rioe crop, 
they have, in all the higlier parts of the district, a valuahlo source of income in date-sugar. 
There are a very few laboiireis in the district, and what there are, are in the liabit of going 
annually to the Sundarbaus in search of employment, and remitting f r»nd 8 by money-orders for 
the support of their families. About four-fifths of the population of Khulna are agriculturists, 
and I consider that they are genendly prosperous and (comparatively wealthy. TJiero is 
little trade except in grain and dried fish. If the people got a good oroyi, they are contented. 
Almost all the zamindars are absentees, indifferent to tho we1fii*e of their tenants, and tho 
inferior f enure-holdors or gmiiidars are said to bo impoverished by successive bad years, 
though not, I suspect, to the extent whioh.they allego. Tho Pods in this district change their 
habitations after the winter crop has been gathered. They never out their crops themselves, 
but jbh^ work is d.*ne by hired labourers coming from othor parts of the district. This 
indioafbs that they con afford to bo idle, as tiieir labourers go away with boat-loads of rico.*"

remaining tracts which were classed by Government as 
severely affected are portions of the Bankura 
district in Burdwan, and of Puri in Orissa. The 
former adjoine on the east the district of Manbhuni in Ohota Nagpur, and 
iW physical characteristics are similar. The district is undulating, with hill 
ancT jungle to the south, and open level country to the north and east, where 
it .fa inteiMsected by the Damodar river. Tho population, which includes 
maAj Sonthals and other aboriginals, is mainly agricuhural. The principal 
oropis the winter rice, which suffices to maintain the population, and also yields 
a surplus for export. In 1807, notwithstanding tho presence of famine, the 
Exports of rice amounted to 3,37,000 maunds, from January to Septombor. 

;;Thp district of Puri lies in the extreme south of the Orissa Division, border¬ 
ing on the Gan jam district of .Madras* An area of 231 square miles lying 
cilong the Qiiilka lake was flooded in July and August 1806, and was subse- 
c^uehtly exposed to drought. It is a noticeable characteristic of Iho inhabitants 
of this district that even the lower castes object to their women appearing in 
]bubTic, and' ndqe or Very few of those were ever found on the relief works 
Opened 'by' G 6 ver rimen t.

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11. The following account of the extent to which tho crops of 1896-97 
^ f f iQQp n-r suffored frOTu tho fuiluro of ths rains, and of tho 

, cr>nscquenco on tho price ot food-grains throughout 

the Province, is taken from tho General Administration Report of liongal for 
that year : — 

•‘Like nil previous famines in liongal, the farnino of 1896-97 was caiiFcd by tho failure 
of the monsoon rains, nnd was the result of two Kuccoa-ive bod seasons. Tho season of 1895, 
although on tho whole favour^hle to tho hhadoi or autumn orors, was bad for tho wunter rioe, 
inasmuch as the rains wore unevenly distributed nt the time of sowing, and ceas d earlier 
than was necessary to ensure a full outturn. 'Jhen followed a prolonged drought, which 
lasted througlvjut the oold weather, and materially injured tho rahi or spring Oiopa. For 
the Province as a whole the outturn of the bhntioi cr »ps was estimated at 14 nniias, of winter 
rioe at 13 annas, and of tho rahi orops at 11 to 12 u'lnas. Tho good crops reaped in 18i*3 94 
and 1894-95 enabled the people to tide over the partial failure of 1805-93, but a greater 
disaster followed, and caused distress more or l(*^s acute throughout tho Province. The 
rainfall of 1^96 was very nearly as short as in 187-*, nnd was woiso distributed. The hhadoi 
crops suffered from short rainfall in nil parte of the I^rovince except in Oris a, whore, on 
tho other hand, there was C!xco.‘<sive rain in July and August, resulting in floods whi.-jh 
destroyed the standing creps over a large area. The average outturn of theFe crops for tho 
whole Province is estimated at 10J annas, but tho outturn of the hhadoi food-cnips alone is 
believed to have hoen n^»t more than 9^ annas. Tho injury done to tho groat winter rice crop 
by dcficieiit rninfull dining the sowing and tran‘'i»]aiiting season was aggravated by tho 
entire cessation of tho rains at the most critical p riod ; no rain foU after the 19tli Saptembcr. 
The effect of these abnormal meteorological conditions wt.., that the total «rea onltivated with 
winter rice was about a million acres leas than in llio preoiiding year, and that tho outturn 
of tho crop was as had in Bihar and in parts of iiengul as in 1873, tho edimate for tho 
whole Province being only 7i annas, or less than half tho average crop. Tho rahi crops of 
1896-97 sullcred considerably from tho want of nioL'^turo in the soil, but showers of rain fell 
at intervals during the (;o d weather, which did much good in tho L'atna and Ohota Nagpur 
Divisions. The outturn of those crops throughout iho Province is cstiniatod at lOJ annas. 
The mahua and mango crops, which in an ordinary year form a useful supplomeiit to tho 
food-grains, were also poor. Not only was tho failure of the crops in tho Province of 
Bengal as great as in 1873-74, but it extended throughout India and caused an unpre¬ 
cedented rise in prices. 

•‘ Prices in Bengal generally rose instead of falling, as in ordinary years, as soon as the 
hhadoi crops had been liarveatod, and there was a further sharp liso Avhen tlio failure of tho 
winter r-ce becamo certain. The following table shows tho pi ices of common rice in seers 
per rupoo at tho lit ad-quarters of the aflcoted districts, in comparison with tho normal 
rates and the piioos which prevailed during the fainino of 1873-74 : tho prices of other food- 
grains rose proportionately:—

12. When it became apparent that the Province was face tofa.ce with a 

serione famine^ steps were taken in ^ number of 
districts to organize measures for charitable relief. 
In the Presidency Division tho Commissioner Cillot- 
tcd sums of Us. 2,000, Hs. 1,500, and Rs. 1,000 res¬ 
pectively to tho districts of Nadia, Jessoro, and Khulna from the balance 
of tho late Bengal Distress Relief Fund, and these funds, together with 
subscriptions raised locally, were distributed by Subdivisional Officers 
and others under tho orders of the Collector. In Kadia a local Relief Com¬ 
mittee was formed on the 23rd December 1806. In Khulna, subscriptions were 
raised as early as July 1896, and wore spout in purchasing paddy for husking, 
and in giving doles of grain and lufmoy. In Rajshahi a public meeting 
was called in December 1896 under the presidency of the Commissioner, 
and subscriptions wore raised, which wore expended in that district. A small 
grant of Rs. 300 was also made by the Commissioner for expenditure in Bogra. 

13. In the Patna Division, where the approach of the famine was felt 
earlier than elsewhere, the organization of charitable relief received attention 
from the outset. In October 1896, when the price of grain rose suddenly in the 
city of Patna, the Collector called a general meeting of tho inhabitants an cl formed 
a Committee, which purchased grain and sold it at one seer below the market 
rate to deserving persons in the presence of a member of tho Committee. In 
Gaya, in the first half of December, the Collector caused each Municipality to 
raise a small sum locally, and placed it in tho hands of a Committoo of the 
principal inhabitants, to bo expended in relieving cases of proved distress. 
Early in January, the appearance of distressed wanderers along the Grand 
Trunk Road warned tho loc^al authorities that relief wasneeded, and two kitchens 
were established for tlieir assistance at Aurangabad and Kusa, In Shaliabad a 
public meeting was called in December, and machinery was organized for tho 
prompt distribution of relief when occasion should arise. In Saran tho Col¬ 
lector, Mr. Earle, was prompt to act on tlie Commissioner’s admonitions to 
arrange for charitable relief in good time- Meetings were held and Committees 
formed ; and in tho town of Chapra, during January, February and March, 
grain was distributed in weekly doles at three centres in the town, under tho 
personal supervision of the Municipal Commissioners, aided by almost all tho 
European residents of both sexes. In Champaran the Motihari branch of. 
tho Theosopliical Society from an early date issued grain doles on their own 
aocount to all who chose to accmit them, and continued to <lo so for two aud^- 
half months. In January the Maharani of Bettiah established a large kitchen, at 
which an avCraige of 596 persons received cooked foCd daily for a month and- 
a-half. In Darbhanga a meeting was held on the 22nd December, at 
which it was decided to call for subscriptions, to appoint a Committee, and to 
direct^ifs members to institute enquiries for destitute persons who were out 
mdo the conditions of Government relief. More than Rs. 6,000 was collected 
in this manner before the fund was eventually absorbed in tho District Relief 
Oommitioo. 

•In the Bhagalpur Division small grants were made in December to 
Malda and the Sonthal Parganua £Hom tho balance of the Bengal Distress Relief* 
Fund, Wt, except in Jamtara in the latter district, no expenditure was 
actually Jound necessary. In Haziriba^h, subscriptions we^e. raised in Decem¬ 
ber 1896,- and a kitclion was opened which protided relief to all destitute 
persons till Jifay 1897, when it was t^ken over by Government. 

14. The Indian Famine Chaittablo Relief Fund was inaugurated in India

15. In acco: dance with tho scheme appvovi d by tho Central Executive 

. . ^ Committee, arrangenicntH were at once made to 

I’royiiicial Committee for Bengal, including 
rcpiesoiitativos of every divhiun and district. 
For the direct conduct of business an Exeemive (Jommittee was appointed, 
of yrhich tho Ilon’blo Air. Ch G. Stevens, r..s i.. Senior Alcmbtr of tho 
Board of Revenue, L.P., was Chairman, and Air E. N. Baker, c.s., Collector 
of Customs, Calcutta, was Honorary Secretary. The constitution of tho Com¬ 
mittee is shown in Appendix B. As originally formed, it included 32 mem-^ 
bers, of whom 8 were officials and 21 non-oflicials, and was thoroughly repre¬ 
sentative of all sections of the community. Tho Ilon’blo Air. Stevens tilled tlio 
office of Chairman till the 23rd June, when he resij^ned on being appointed 
to officiate as Jjicuteiiaiit-Govornor of Bengal. Ilis place was taken by tlio 
HoiTblo Mr. W. H. Grimloy, the present Senior Alcuibtr of tho Board of 
Revenue. 

16. The first meeting of tho Committee was held on the 28th Jaimaiy, 

t was fully altt uded. Arrangements wore 

^ inviting subscriptions and issuing collec¬ 

tion books, and a circular was drawn up for issue 
to all District Officers, requesting tbem to form local Relief (^omniitteos, ex¬ 
plaining the nature of the organization recommended by the Committee, and 
setting forth the objects to wbich, and the manner in which, tho Fund should 
bo applied. A copy of this circular, which forms tiio basis on which charitable 
relief was administered in Bengal, is given in Appendix C. 

17. On receipt of this ciicular, active steps were taken in oil districts' 

to organize machinery for charitable relief,, Alur- 
shidubad was the tiist* district to form a Relief 
Committee, which was established on tho 30th 
January 1896 under the presidency of the District 
Judge. 1 his district, though not one of those mosc 
severely affected, was most active and efficient in 
the administration of churitabio relief. It raised 

by local subscriptions the liberal sum of Rs. 27,011 fur local expenditure^ 
besides contributing towards the relief of sufferers elsewhere. Bogrn, Malda^ 
and Chittagong were also prompt in forming Conauittces, and in the Patua 
Diviaiorr the Committees which had been fovmod prior to the establishment 
of the Indian Famine Charitable Belief Fund were at once merged iu 
the District Relief Committees constituted under the P^und. Eventually a 
Committee was formed in every district of the Trovinco, with branch and sub¬ 
committees for subordinate areas in all distressed districts. Ordinarily the 
Colloctor or District Judge was Cliainuan of tho District Committee, but 
in Burdwan and l^alamau that office was filled by non-official gentlemen, Raja 
Bun Bihari Kapur and Roi Thakurai Bbagobut l>yal Singh Iho Bahadur. The 
details of tho organization differed slightly in different districts, but the 
following account, which is taken from the interesting report of Mr. J. A. Bour* 
dillon, C.S.I., Commissioner oi Patua, is, in substance, typical of all:—-

of rare occurrence Grants aggregating Ks 1,400 were made from timo 
to lime to the Hon’blo Prince Bukhtyur Shah, c.i.e., to enable him to 
icl eve destitution among a number of his co-religionists, including respectable 
women in straitened circumstances. The money was judicnmsly expended, the 
rScr rolicwed being 219. A sum of Rs. 300 was given to tho Hon’blo Nawab 
SvS Amir Hossoin, ci.b., for a similar purpose, and was divided among 112 
nSm. A small giant of Rs. 50 was given to the Calcutta Orphanage, and a sum 
-ioo to the Rev Mr. J. M. Brown for his orphanage at Ranigftnj. A 
rim^ir application fronfthe Lady Superior of St VincenPs Home was not entel^ 
VSnel as^t was held to be outside the scope of tho operataons of the Fund. 

20. Later in tho year it became apparent that fmther measures 
were u^-essary in Calcutta. On tho 3rd September the Comnussioner of Police 
TeporSd that numerous, cases of petty theft had occurred in the town, and 
^hStlrappeared that the culprits had been driven to steal by hunger. Ho 
alo iUfd that children bad been found wandermg about the ^treets m 
search of food, and in a state of cmnplete destitution. At the same 
Dr Gibbons, Superintendent of the Campbell Hospital, oominonly 
known as’t^ Wiper hoWa‘. represented that tl^e wards of that institution, 
Vhicb have accommodation for 585 inmates, were seriously overcrowded m 
^onsec uenco of the presence of numbers of persons so debilitated by insufficient 
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•food and privation that they were unable to shake off the ofFcetsu of disease, 
and were incapable either of earning their living or even of returning to their 
own homes. ' . 

21. Measures were promptly taken to deal with this cmorgency. The 
Corporation of Calcutta agreed to boar the cost of erecting two sheds in the com¬ 
pound of the hospital for the reception of tlie convalescents. The Committee 
contributed the cost of supplying these with filtered water and necessaries, and 
also provided cots, bedding, blankets, clothing, cooking utensils, and eciuipment 
for a population of 200 inmates. It also paid for the extra establisiiniont 
required by the hospital for looking after these patients, and provided rations 
and medical comforts for a daily average of 200 persons. The Honorary 
Secretary visited the hospital on several occasions, and also accompa-nied 
the CoDiniissioner of Police to an encampment of up-country paupers in 
Harrison Hoad Most of the inmates^ had come from a distance—Aziingarh, 
Mirzapur, Jubbulpur, and Monghyr—in the vain search for employment, and 
had bi’oken down through disease and hunger. Many of the women were 
accompanied by children, and all were in a pitiable state of destitution. I'o 
meet cases of distress found in the streets, a number of printed tickets were 
issued through the Commissioner of Police to officers in charge of stations, 
each of which entitled the holder to receive one or more meals provided by 
aelectod native hotol-kocpors in different parts of the town. Up to date 
medals have been given to 1,183 persons in all, at a cost to the Fund of 
•Rs. 151-5*6. Finally, a sum of Rs. 3,000 has beem made over to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police to enable him to forward to their homes, many of which 
were situated a long distance from Calcutta, those who wore unable to got 
there without help, and generally to deal with cases not fully covered by the 
arrangements indicated above. Tho total expenditure to date has been as 
follows: —

the preparation of a provincial estimate were a ^sk of much difiiculty, as tho 
local Relief Committees had insufficient data to work on, and it was also 
uncertain what funds would eventually be available. It 'was decided, after 
careful consideration, to estimate the possible requirements of tho Province at 
Ha. 80 48,000, a-nd an estimate showing the details of this calculation was sub¬ 
mitted on the 6th Mdroh. It is believed that tliis was the first detailed 
estimate to roach the Central Committee. 
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23. On receipt of an allotment of funds, the Committee proceeded to

At first allotments wore made to the District Officers direct; but it was 
soon f<jund desirable to take advantage of the superior knowledge and 
experience of the Divisional Commissioners, and from the 30th April all 
grants w'ore made to those officers, with discretion to apportion them to the 
affected distiicts as required. I’he Committee desire to acknowledge tho care 
and judgment with which the distriliution w'as made by the Coiumissionors, 
to who^e prudence and discrimination tho economy Avhich has marked the 
administration of tho Fund in Bengal is largely due.

The examination of the monthly accounts submitted by each district, 
and tho preparation of tho_ provincial monthly 
DiBtrici mid luovinciai accouuU accounts and returns for submission to the Central 
and returns. Couimittoe, devolved upon the Honorary Secretary, 

Mr. E. N. Baker. This was a work of considerable difficulty and labour, partl^ 
because the district accounts had to bo compiled from figmes supplied by 
disbursing agents, many of whom were non-officials, who were not accustomed 
to prepare returns, and who in many cases did not realize the importance of 
punctuality. Mttreovor, the principal return. Form B, eventually prescribed by 
the Central Committee, involved a very largo amount of detail, and was 
beyond the power of an untrained stall to prepare. A further difliculty arose 
from the fact that tho relief given was partly in the form of single payments, 
as where clothing or a grant of money for the purchase of seed and cattle 
was made, and i)aitly in the form of recurring payments, as where a weekly 
or monthly dole was given for subsistence. These doles were given for different 
peiiods to different persons, as occasion required, and it was no easy matter to 
exhibit them in a form which should bo entirely free from the risk of misleading. 
No special foims of registers had been prescribed in the first instance for 
recording either expenditure or details of persons relieved, and when returns 
were called for, it was found that there was no uniformity in tho records 
preserved by local Committees, many of whom had kept imperfect accounts of 

their operations. , ^ ^ . 

25. Eventually, in July 1897, the Central Committeo arranged with tho 

Local Government for the appointment of a travel¬ 
ling Examiner to go ronTid ana inspect the accounts 
kept by the district relieJE agencies. This office was 
hold by Babu Suresh Chandra Chattoiji, Deputy Collector, who discharged 
his duties in a very efficient manner. He took over ohaige on the 3rd August,

infonnation many, u^ful suggosiipns, which should prove of service in 
Wgjanizing charitable relief on a future occasion. Ha also rendered much 
assistance to the Committees whose districts ho visited in preparing Form B. 
It would have been an advantage if such an officer had been placed at the 
disposal of the Provincial Committee at the outset of the operations. 

26. Another duty undertaken by the Provincial Oonmiittee was the 
. . . receipt and distribution on behalf of the Central 

Committee of the clothing and other gift# in 
^ kind which were sent out by charitable par¬ 
sons in England, America, and elsewhere in aid of famine relief. In all 
98 bales and packages of clothes, blankets, and unmade materials were 
received, of which 17 were despatched by Mrs. Jeannette Hauser, of 
Chic^o, U«_ S# A. These were received and stored in the office of the Provin¬ 
cial Committee, and were distributed to difierent parts of India, in accordance 
with indents and applications. The greater part was sent to the North- 
Western Provinces and Central Provinces, but the Punjab, Bombay, Madras, 
and many Native States in Rajputana and Central India received a share. 
Only two bales were sent to^ Bengal districts, most of which made their own 
arrangements for clothing either by purchase or by giving out the spinning 
of thread and weaving of cloth as a form of relief. 

37. A full statement of the accounts of the Provincial Committee and 

S6coiptB snd 6zp6ndituTo* the t.ii8trict Committees m Bengal and of the 

numbers relieved in each class will bo found in 
Appendix D of this report. The following is a brief summary of thoir 
principal features. 

38. The total net receipts,* after deducting a sum of Rs. 2,75,000 refunded 
to the Central Committee, were Rs. 22,02,804. Of this amount, Rs. 22,970 
represented the balance of the late Bengal Distress Relief Fund, which was 
made over to the Committeo by the Trustees of that Fund. Rupees 15,18,750 
were the net grant made to Bengal by the Central Committee ; Rs. 70,959 
represented subscriptions received by the Central Committee, and stated by 
the donors to be intended specially for Bengal. Rupees 1,38,900 were subscrip¬ 
tions received direct by the Provincial Committee, or by District Committees 
for the Province generally ; and Rs. 3,31,237 were collected by the various Dis¬ 
trict Committees, each for its own use. Besides the above, the Provincial 
Committee collected Its. 28,888 for India and Rs. 2,088 for other provinces, 

these sums to the Committees concorned. The remainder of 
tbonet receipts were of a miscellaneous description, and were chiefly made 
up of the sale-proceeds of work given out as a form of relief, such as rice 
obtaiaqd from paddy buskers, thread from cotton spinners, cloth from weavers, 
rope and twine from jute workers, and the like. 

29. Among the contributions received by the Provincial Committee, u 
prominent place must bo accorded to the ve^ handsome sum of Rs. 20,000, 
the prpceeds of a Fancy Fair organized by Lady Mackenzie, and held in the 
jwounds of Belvedere on the 26th and 27th of February 1897. The grateful 
thanks of the Committee were conveyed to Lady Mackenzie and the ladies and 
gentlemen to whose generous efforts this welcome contribution to their funds 
was due. 

• 30. Tire Sobhabazar Benevolent Society subscribed Bs. 3,050 through their 

President, Raja Binoy Krishna; Rs 1,219 was collected by Mr. W. D. Cruick- 
flhsmk, of tho Bank of Bengal; and Rs. 1,197 by Mr. C. H. Wilkie, of Graham 
and Coinpany. The Principal, Presidency College, raised a sum of Rs. 1,710-14 
^oog the Professors, lecturers, and students of the College and the Hindu and 
Hare bohools. Among other individual subscriptions of Bs. 1,0'0 and upwards 
were the followings—Raja Pramada Nath Rai, of Dighapatia, Rs. 5,000; Raja 
Jemki Ballab Sen Bs.

** Educational oflEerings, being the result of voluntary subscriptions raised 
among the boys of schools of all grades in Bengal at the suggestion of 
Dr. C. A. Martin, Director of Public Instruction, amounted to Rs. 1,238. 

One donation, which does not figure in the accounts, was the gift of 200 
maunds of hallam rice, presented by Mr. R. Zeigler of Backerganj. This was 
divided equally between the districts of Nadia and Khulna. 

31. In Appendix E is shown the sum collected in each district of the 

^ Province, whether for its own use, for Ben 

by Dx.tnct Commit- generally. Tl»e districts which co 

over Rs. 20,000 each wore—Monghyr Rs. 34,207, 
Guttack Rs. 28,164, Murshidabad Rs. 27,081, Bhagalpur Ks. 26,661, and 
Mymensingh Ks. 21,181, while Dinajpur, Gaya, and Uie Sonthal Parganas 
were not far behind. The individual subscriptions of largest amount for local 
expenditure were given by Maharaja Harballao Naraiu Singh, c.i.b., of Sonbursa, 
Us. 10,000 for Bhagalpur; Maharaja Sir Ravaneshwar Prasad Singh Bahadur, 
K.c.i:.F.., of Gidhour, Rs. 10,000 for Monghyr; Kaja Ram Narain Singh Bahadur, 
and Rai Camaleshwari Prasad Singh Bahadur, Us. 6,000 each for Monghyr, 
and Mr. J. Hennessey, Ks. 5,000 for Malda. Subscriptions of from Rs. 1,000 
to Rs. 6,000, and of smaller amounts were so many that it is impossible to 
enumerate them in this report. All have been acknowledged from time to 
time in the subscription lists published in the press. 

32. I'ho total expenditure to the end of October has amounted to 

Rs. 19,46,480. The total number of persons re- 
ExpendHure. Ueved was 720,086. Of these, 270,878 received 

assistance from the Fund to supplement or take the place of the subsistence 
ration given by the State. Eight thousand two hundred and two orphans and 
deserted, children were supported. Relief in the form of work, clothing, and 
doles in money or grain was given to 194,678 persons among the respectable 
poor, inclnding purdanashin women; and 246,328 persons received grants for 
the purchase of seed and cattle, and to give thorn a fresh start in life after 
the crisis was over. The administration of the Fund has been conducted 
uniformly by honorary and unpaid agency, the only charges being some small 
payments for clerical assistance, stationery and contingencies. The total 
expenditure on this account has been Rs. 26,883, which represents a percentage 
of 1*2 on the net income of the Fund and of 1*4 on its expenditure. The 
Committee are confident that the conspicuous economy which these figures 
disclose cannot fail to be gratifying to the generous donors of the Fund. 

33. The following sections of the Report give a brief account of the 
operations under each of the four heads^or objects for which the Fund was 
established. 

Object I,

34. The first of these four objects was defined to be the supplementing 
. of the subsistence ration, which alone is provided 

Befiniuon extended. from public funds. In .practice, however, it was 

spi^edily found necessary to wiaen tliis definition. Interpreted strictly, it 
implies that no relief should be granted from the Fund (under this bead) except 
to persona who are already in receipt of relief from the State. But except 
in the fifteen districts, which were oflScially notified as being affected, no 
relief works were opened by Government, and little or no gratuitous relief 
was given from public funds. It was, however, quite impossible to confine 
charitable relief to those districts. As already explfdned, every district in 
the province was affected by the high range of ^ prices, and almost every 
datriot contained areas where the crops bad failed in whole or in part, 
audirhero distress which just falls short of absolute destitution’’ prevailed. 
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In districts of 'this class—of which, it is understood, examples were found 
in* 0 very province* in India—*there was ample and legitimate scope for tho 
^orations of the Fund* Moreover, in districts which are infcrsccted by tlio 
C^and Trunk Road or other main arteries of traffic, destitute persons from 
distant parts were constantly found wandering along the high roads in search 
of employment or food. It was necessary to make provision for these, and 
this was usually done at the expense of the Fund, by establishing kitchens and 
poor-houses. 

In the Gaya district, which was in itself almost wholly free from 
_ . „ famine, kitchens had to bo opened for the relief of 

Rehot Oi doBtituto tr.Tril«fc wanderers at Aurangabad, Madanpur, Dobi and 

Barachatti, where on an average 330 persons were fed per diem, from first to 
last. At another kitchen in the town of Gaya t)30 persons were fed por diem. 
Mr. Savage, the Collector, makes tho following remarks on this subject; — 

“ The Gbaud Trunk Road, which runs through a thinly popula'^e 1 pjirt of the district, 
will always be the place where the first signs of want will show themiolvos if there bo scarcity 
in the North-West Provinoes. The tale told by^ tho travellers is always much tho same. 
They look on Bengal in general, and on Calcutta in particular, os the laud of plenty, and as 
soon as they feel the pinra of want at home, they soli all they have an I start for the promised 
land, too often to meet death on the long and d^ary m iroh, or to find that oven Galoutta can 
be stony-hearted, and to retrace their steps to die at their homes. ” 

35. Similarly in Burdwan, which was not severely affected, it was 
necessa^ to establish a kitchen and temporary hospital at Budbiid, on the 
Grand Trunk Road, which remained open for 170 days, and relieved the large 
number of 26,430 persons, or an average of 15 ^ por diem, the average cost 
being* about 9 pies a head. 

36. In Monghyr a traveller*s rest-hous(3 on a large scale was established 
under the personal charge of tho Subordinate Judge, Babu Karunamoy 
Banerjeo. This institution was very successfully managed, and relieved 10,331 
persons in five months. The following interesting account of the institution 
has been submitted by the Subordinate Judge, to whom the CoLniuitteo's 
acknowledgments are due:— 


The roBt-house was formally opened on 1 at April lS9r, and remained in full working 
till 4th September 1897. 

*‘On the first day no traveller came, as the opening of the rest-honse had not been 
sufficiently known to travellers outside the district. I had therefore to depute peons to tho 
railway-station, the steamer-ghat, and the Patna R jad junction to inform passengers and 
ttoveUers of the opening of a rost-house here and to guide them to it. 

“On the 2nd April, a solitary traveller, named Jagosur Singh, came from Ohapra, and 
the number increased to 13 on the following day, when I man from Q-orakhpur, 1 from 
Basti, 1 from Benares, 2 from Jaunpur, 2 from Allahabad, total 7 from the North-Western 
Bsovinoes, and 1 from Patna, 2 from Arrah and 3 from Muzaifarpur, total 6 from 
Bihar—13 in all—entered the rest-house. 

“ The procedure observed bv me was as follows:— 

“The open spaoe in front of my house was selected as the place where the travellers were 
to assemble morning and evening. Every traveller was given a ticket under my signature 
bearing a consecutive number and his name and residence, and all these particulars were also 
entered in a register kept for the purpose. Ab soon as tho names and residence of one batch 
were registered and they were given tiokets, they wore asked what food they would take, and 
then sc memorandum ^ting the quantity of rioe and (M or chura and gurh^ or sattu and gurh 
to be supplied, was given to the rnodi^ who used to deliver the same to the peons in duty, and 
the travellers were directed to repair to the rest-house, where they had tho food of their own 
ohoioe. 

“The food was mven on the following soale :—

** For those who need to taka Oook«l foi^d^onBalt and fud, do., were alao allowed in. 
proportion. 
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** Tlie travollers were allowed two meals only, except in cases of illness, or long starration, 
when they were allowed to remain for days together till they ware able to more. Siek 
travellers used to be sent to the hospital tor treatment. 

Indigent travellors, who were found quite naked, were given a few yards of cdotk from 
time to time. 

** To maintain pr<^er check on the subordinates, the travellers of the morning were again 
direcUd to attend me in the evening, so that I might personally ascertain the total number to 
be fed in the night and send order to the modi accordingly. 

** 1 had to do this work twice in the day as a rule, once in the morning before Court and 
onoe in the evening on my return from Court; but whenever a fresh batch came either in the 
evening or at night, I had to do the work again, so that hungry and starving people might 
not be kept long without food. 1 used to inspect the rest-house onee daily, and whenever 
there was any row or complaint, I used to go there at onoe for immediate enquiry and order* 
Per such purposes, I had to go there sometimes even at 11 or 12 f.m. and later. 

** The establishment consisted of one cook, one servant and one sweeper, and eveiy atten¬ 
tion was paid to sanitation. 

To maintain order and to take the travellers to tho rest-house and to escort the supply 
from tho modVn shojp to the rest-house, I used to deputo two peons morning and evening 
from the Civil Court staff, so that there might not he extra expenditure of the Famine Fund 
for these purposes, and to prevent collusion between the modi and peons, two new peons 
were used to do told off for each day. 

The modi used to submit his bills every fortnight aocompanied by the memoranda or 
vouchers he had received from me for each day’s supply. The bills were then oompared with 
the vouchers and signed by me, and the vouebera destroyed by me personally. 

** Tlie quality of food supplied by the modi was from time to time tested by me in 
person, and its price regulated according to the market price for the time being. As the 
modi had to supply everything I required for the relief-house and did not get oa^ 
meuts, he was allowed a small commission at li anna on the rupee on the market prices of 
the articles supplied by him. 

Tiio religious prejudices of tho travellers were strictly observed, and this was the chief 
reason why cooked food was not insisted on in every ease. In oourse of time tho rest-house 
relief became so popular that people outside the district and outside the town used to call it 
i/io Sailabari*' after the religious and charitable relief which used to bo given to travellers 
by the ancient Hindu kings of the country. 

Tho following statement will show tho number of travellers, male and female, relieved 
every month, the moutiilv oost, the number relieved, the number coming from the Province 
under the Liieutenant-Governop of Bengal and those ooming from tho North-Western 
Provinces being shown separately

“ My thanks are due to the Secretary, Babu Shivanandan Prosad Singh, for the prpmpt 
assistance rendered by him whenever 1 stood in need of it. The Famine Clerk, Asgar All 
Beg, and my Civil Court staff also rendered me help.” 

87. In Jossoro, where much distress prevailed, though the district was not 
officially declared to be affected, and no State relief works were opened, over 
Rs. 22,000 was ‘‘expended in doles to paupers who would ordinarily have 
been the list of Government relief.” The number relieved in this way was 
17,078, including those who wore incapable of work owing to old age and 
infomity, women who had no relations to support them, and whose ordinary 
occupation of paddy-husking, &o., had temporarily foiled, and the like. 

In Khulna clothing was given to 3,080 destitute:persons. Rs. 1,010 was 
spent in giving additional food and comforts*to S^OCi'inmates_of QoVdrament 
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poor-houses, *axid Bs. 1,765 in maintaining 1,262 nersons in poor-houses 
supported wholly by the Fund, and Bs. 1,680 in proviaing for 3,945 starving 
trandorers. Half a case of Mellin’s Food was sent to the Relief Committee 
of this district from the contribution generously given by the proprietors, and 
was employed in feeding 100 children. 

38. In Faridpur, which, like the neighbouring district of Jessore, narrow¬ 
ly escaped falling within the famine zone, and where there was much local 
distress, especially in the Goalundo subdivision, money doles were given 
to 6,172 destitute persons of the lower castes at a cost of Rs. 8,918. Charitable 
relief was very economically managed in this district by the local Com¬ 
mittee, and in some cases the Collector, Mr. Temple, after personal enquiry had 
to direct that it should be given more freely. 

39. In the Patna Division the eaypondituro under Object I was inconsi¬ 
derable in the districts of Patna and ^lahabad. In Gaya, where it amounted 
to Rs. 7,786, it was incurred almost entirely in giving relief to wanderers 
in poor-houses and kitchens, as explained in paragraph 34 of this report. 
Tn Saran, Rs. 5,624 was spent on clothing, which was distributed among 
persons on the Government relief works and the respectable poor; and a small 
sum was also spent on port wine and brandy, which were given under the 
orders of the Civil Surgeon in cases of extreme exhaustion admitted to the 
jpoor-liouses. It is said that there were many such cases. 

40. In tho three remaining districts of the Patna Division, tlio expendi¬ 
ture ftndcr Object I was on a much larger scale, being Rs. 29,368 in Cham- 
paran, Rs. 27,265 in Muzaffarpur, aud Rs. 33,138 in Darbhauga. The follow¬ 
ing extract from the full and interesting report by Mr. Duncan Maephorson, 
c.i.E., Collector of Champaran, gives a good idea of tho way in which the 
money was utilized in all these districts:—

‘‘Tho relief afforded under Object I (provision of comforts to those in receipt of 

subsihtenoe rations from Governmout) has boon under four 
heads-'(«) supply of clothes and blankets to persons in 
receipt of Government relief (Rs. 23,9^8-11-1), (6) maiutenanoe of a charitable kitchen before 
a Government poor-house was opened (Rs. 2,276-0-8), (c) supply of comforts to inmates of 
Government poor-houses (Rs. 2,026), and miscellaneous relief of a similar nature 
(Rs. 1,098-10-3). Tinder tho first of these heads (a), the expenditure has boon 118.23,968-11-1, 
4 nd this was spent in providinj;^ 3,323 men, 8,287 women, and 1,606 children, in all 13,210 
persons, with blankets or clothing, or both. All tlu»^e persons wore in receipt of gratuitous 
relief from Government either in poor-houses or kitchens or in their villages, and all of thorn, 
except a number of the poor-house inmates, were given this when tho Govorniuent relief 
Wlis closing and the cold season approaching. Every man received four yards of plain cloth, 
e^ery woman six and-a-half yards, and every ohild three yards. It was not found possible to 
give blankets also to all those. A sufficient quantity could not be obtained locally, and what 
had to be got from up-country did not arrive before many of thorn had dispersed. Tho delay 
was dne to a hesitation on the port of the District Committee to embark on the expenditure 
until the prospects of tho rice crop, which was in a oritioal state Tmtil the boginning of Sep* 
tomber in tho most distressed part of the district, were assured and until it knew that its funds 
would bo sufficient. Blankets were, however, given in all to 2,835 men, 5,323 women and 
1,430 childron, in all 9,593 individuals, the children, however, receiving only half a blanket 
each. ‘ The oost of clothing and blankets together average Re. 1-13 head. Only an in 
significant quantity of cloth was purchased from weavers, namely, Ks. GO worth, but it has 
been mentioned in.an earlier part of this report that there are very few regular weavers in 
».hia district. From pot^ local dealers Rs. 1,754 worth was obtained. The rest of the cloth 
hod to be obtained from Ualoutta, as only a limited quantity of a width suitable for native 
clothing could be got in the Gawnpore Mills. Blankets to the value of Rs. 12,207 were 
speq^ally obtained through a local dealer from Agra, Hatras and other places in the North- 
West Provinces.” 


41. In Darbhanga the money under this head was chiefly spent on 
clothing and blankets, and in maintaining kitchens. Much attention was pai4 
in this district to tho tending and feeding of tho children^ who would have 
suffered acutely but for the kindly care of tho^ Collector and his fellow- 
workers on the Relief Committee. The following extracts from Mr. Carlyle’s 
graphic report are full of interest:— 

“ This Fund, as already stated, assisted the Govornmeut in the working of the poor-houses, 
ssp eoiolly in Ehajoiili, where there was a large and popular poor-house. People visiting 
SnajouU were shown the poor-house as one of the sights of the village. They always re¬ 
marked how stout the inmates were, and though in many places the natives refused to go to 
gharibkhema^ because they thought it was too like a jail, this institution was most popul&r 
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with thoso who were reclucod low enough to aocopt relief in a poor-house. The figures 
ran up to 384 at the ond of July. 

“ In Bohera extnw wciro afiorded to the poor-house iamatos, with the result that numbers 
of women and children from the country round eame in. In tlio poor-housos Mellin^s Food 
was used with good results. A poor-house SuptTiiitendent wrote:—I have, found that the 
infant children are in a very had condition; they cannot suck tho mother’s body, as no milk is 
procurable from, on account of star ration. 'Ihey are now getting food by gratuitous relief. 
Still it will take some time to recoup their health. *Wo cannot supply the milk to these 
children to nourish tlicra properly. If they ave supplied with Mellin’s Food, it would help 
them much, and tho poor cliihlreu will have tho proper nourishment. The preparation of this 
food is very simple, that is, to mix them uj> in boiled water, I have en(pLired in tho locality 
that they would not object to use the same, as they will get great benefit to nourish their 
children.” Mellin’s Food was supplied as rcfpiosted, and was generally used. 

** One other fact, illustrative of tho poor 7 )eoplo forsaking thoir ancient customs, may be 
cited. In Kbajouli poor-liouse the water was iDolh boiled and filteretJ; the filter was the 
simple cliarcoal-and sand contrivance. Tho people cmickly took to it, and admitted that it 
was better than the water they had been used to. This was not in a city, but a village where 
notJiing of this kind had been previously attempted, and tho success of this scheme is probably 
due to the fact of tho filtering agents being substances that were used by or known to every 
one and used as such agents in many public institutions. 

“ Tho ration authorized by the Famine Gt)do was not enough to induce any to go but 
those who were actually starving. The additions supplied by tho Fund brought a certain 
number of people wdio had no home, and found their weekly dole barely sufficlont to keep 
body and soul together. 

** In Warifiiiagar there wore 4 kitchens, at which 2,400 children were fed daily. Thcf 
kitchen at Muktapur had a thousand of these urdiins coining every morning for their meaL 
Tho Charge Superintendent hero had everything arranged as regularly as a striot discipli¬ 
narian in a public school could wish. Tho cJilMien came in from a distance of over two or 
throe miles in many cases, each 'with his or lier ticket and dish, a girl of 12 often carrying a 
liitlo brother or sister that could not walk, and many anxious mothois coming to see thehr 
children fed. 

The mites wore arrangod in rows of 100 each, and sat down waiting for their breakfast, 
though every one of the 100 tongues that could wag did so. At 10 o’clock tho men appeared 
with tho large trenchers full of rice and filled up tlie dishes, V)ut the chihlrcn were not 
allowed to begin till all h id been served, or some would creep rouud from the front to tho 
roar to get a little more like Dickens' hero. It seemed liard to keep them waiting ; at first it 
could not be done, but after a few days they bocauio quite obedient. It was '^’ery hard to 
keep the tiniest from eating, especially on treacle days, for the treacle mixed with 
lice formed a bait tho baby fingers could not bo kept away from. On tho command to 
commence there was a dead silence, and every cliild was hard at work. 

“These ohildrou towards tho dose of tho famine were mostly in good condition.'^ 

42. In Mongliyr a poor-houso and kitchen were maintained from May 
to October under the personal charge of Babii Sivanandan Prosad Singh, 
Honorary Secretary of tho District Relief Committee, and relieved from ISO 
to 200 persons daily. This was in addition to the travellers] rest-house de¬ 
scribed in paragraph 36. In Bhagalpur expenditure under Object I was not 
kept clearly distinct from that under OInject III, and it must be admitted that 
in practice it is frequently difficult to draw tho lino clearly between the two 
classes. In the Madhipura subdivision the fund was used to supplement tho 
Government dole, and to give relief to thoso who, though destitute, could 
not be included in tho list of recipients of Government gratuitous relief, owing 
to restrictions having been imposed by Chapter V of tho Famine Code,” 
The largest number of persons relieved per diem is said to have been 12,400 
during the week ending the 6th June, and tho total amount spent was 
Rs. 30,959. In tho Sonthal Parganas a sum of Ks. 21,380 was spent under 
Object I, mainly in tho Deoghur and Jamtara subdivisions, but the inforpia- 
tion supplied regarding it is not very full. The main feature of the 
administration of tho fund was that it was left largely in ihe^ hands of 
private agencies. There are numerous missionaries working in^ this district, 
and these gentlemen rendered valuable service in tho distribution^ of relief. 
Tho Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Carstairs, draws attention to the importation 
of American grain (the gift of the Ameiican people, and sent out in tho 
S.S. Cii^f of Everett at tho cost of the Government of tho United States) by 
missionary gentlemen, which went a great way to save tlie lives of many 
persons, and was greatly appreciated by those to whom it was distributed.” 

43. IntheChota Na> 2 pur Division kitchens and poor-houses were main¬ 
tained in Hazaribagh, Lohardaga, and Singhbhum. lA the first-named d^trict 
they were very successfully administered by Babu Adhar Kali Mukorji and 
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Maulvi Waliidnddin, nnd relieved 1,558 persons from first to last. In Rohar- 
daga, where the kitchens numbered 22 in all, the largest were at Kanchi, Chutia, 
ana Lohardaga. The first named was attended by numbers of children, and 
at one time apprehension was felt that pers.>ns with no claim to charitable 
relief were taking advantage of it, but stop'^ wore taken to prevent this. In 
Palamau, where the administration of the Fund was carefully supervised by 
the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Renny, clothing, blankets, and jhulas were 
distributed to the poor on Government relief, and also to the respectable poor, 
but distinct accounts were not kept. Provision was also made for the roceptiou 
of diseased paupors in the local hospital afc the cost of the Fund. Those 
were kept entirely separate from the t»rdinary patients, and on recovery wore 
sent on to the relief works. 


Object II. 

44. The support of orphans has absorbed only a very small part of the 

Or Kharis Fund in Bengal. It is a striking feature of the famine 

of 1897, and evidence of the success which has 
attended the relief operations in this Province, that the mortality from all causes 
during the year has not risen in any approeiable degree above the normal rate. 
The inimber of deaths directly due to the famine was extremely small, while 
those indirectly due, so far as it is possible to classify thorn, wore not numerous. 
The t»rm orphan,^’ however, has not been restricted to those children whoso 
parents actually succumbed to the famine. It has been regarded as including 
also those who had lost their parents provloiislj-, and had been supported by 
other relatives or their fellow-villagers, when the latter by reason of the 
pressure of the famine were no longer able or willing to maiiitaiu them. It 
also includes children who had been deserted by their parents, of whom there 
were a certain number After the crisis was over many of those were again 
claimed by or restored to their former guaidiaiis. 

45. The following remarks by the Coiutnissioner of Patna illustrate 
some of the difficulties that were exj^oriencod in dealing with orphans 

** Tlio relief of orphans gavo some trouble, sinoe many children were at first put for¬ 
ward for relief who were either not orphans nt all or had a parent living’ oapablo of main¬ 
taining them; this was espeoially the case in Darbbanjija, where, partly from ignorance and 
partly with intent to deceive, large lists of orphans wof i prepared, which collapsed on enquiry, 
into ihcso cases personal investigations were made by tlio Circle Oilioers and the raembera 
of Committee, and the original numbers were greatly rednuod. The number of orphans who 
oaiC^o on to our lists from the death of their parents during the present season was extremely 
small, but such cases did ooour when the parents, otteii from some distant plac s died in 
our poor-honses and hospitals. The vast majority of Hio orphans supported from the fund 
were pqpr children who had lost their parents before, and bad been maintained by friends 
ai^d relations till the iicoossities of the time and the opportunity of outside support caused 
them to be temporarily discaided.” 

46. Tlio total expenditure under this head to the end of October was 
Rs. 13,505, and the number of orphans sliown in the returns us relieved was 
8,202. Tho latter figure, however, is misleading. A largo part of it is duo 
to the high numbers returned by three districts—Nadia (3,004), Muzaffarpur 
(2,021), and Darbhariga (870). In tho first-namoJ district many of tho reliev¬ 
ing agents returned all children as “ orphans,” and it was not possiblo subso- 
quentiy to 'recast tho figures. 4'ho same mistake has occurred in some 
other districts, though to a loss ox tent. Tho Collector of Darbhanga, 
Mr. R. W. Carlyle, c.i.b., has made tho following remarks as regards that 
district:— 

** Very few orphans have been left on our hands at the close of the famine, as in most 
oases relations are left who are willing, now that the famine is over, to provide for them. 

** A oonsidcrnble amount of confusion was caused in the* return from the fnot that in 
some oiroles all children were put down as orphans under a somewhat inexplicable mis¬ 
understanding of* the term. In other oases the psirents receiving relief * happened to have 
thought it would be easier to have the children provided for if they were brought up to the 
Famine Office as orphans. In one thana tho Cnairman, upon an orphan being brought to 
him, said it would oe supported* and after the famine sent awoy to an orphanage. viTheu 
this was anuouneed thp. orphan'turned round to the crowd, whero the people wei’o who had 
brought it, and cried for its mother and father, who at once came out and rescued it. This 
stopped farther atUxnpts to deceive this partioular Chairman in this way. But other places 
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^'furniahod roturns that needed a great deal of revision. Several' oircles feturiied all their 
ohildren as orphans. One circle officer vront further and returitod his widows as orphans, 
aud many put down as such all who have lost either father or mother or were without any 
visible means of support. In the former oasts the Babiis seem to have looked up the meaning 
of the word in their English diotionaries, and found it to mean a child who • had lost either 
parent. A persontil inspection of the returns of one large oharco, which was reporting 1,600 
to 2,200 orymans on its lists, revealed the fact that out of 7 circles 5 in one week put down 
all their children as orphans, the total coming to 1,508. Another circle reported * 641 
orphans, including 580 widows.^ 

“ There are no orphanages in the district except one under the charge of a German 
Missionary in Darhhanga. IIo has had a few aihuissions during the year, and many more 
applications than ho could accept, but does not think the number is any larger this year than 
the average. Bat the only orphans which were actually supported by public funds were those 
in the poor-houses. These have been treated as the remainder of the children, and so no details 
can bo given of tlieir life during that period. Near Bohera two children were found deserted 
and taken to the orphanage. One died soon after, and its sister, which had been a weakly thing, 
was quite strong and lively, and at the close was adopted by a famine officer- Many orphans 
were thus found and provided for before the rloso of the work. But the number thus given 
was small in comparison with the total numhera under this head. In Khajuuli only 5 oiphuns 
had finally to be provided for, but the number rm the list reached 115 at the end of August. 
Most of thorn were taken by their relatives. The Charge Superintciu^exit affirmed that these 
wore all children who wore stated to have no f ithor aud mother. To actixally cheek this would 
be a useless w'aste of time. It is not a largo uuinber in a thana containing po|mlation of 
800,OUO people. 

** Towards the close of the work they were gradually disposed of. In Parbhanga'a 
Muhammadan gentleman adopted a boy aged eighteen months, wlio had been in thopopr-huuso 
for Bomo time, but the nurse of the poor-honae, a woman who had,been admitted as an inmate, 
but w'^aa very useful in looking after the youngest children and received the handsome salary 
of Its. 3 a month for this, flatly refused to lot the child go when the order for its adoption 
came. The child too was much attached to the nurse. The Muhammadan gentleman salved 
the diffioulty by taking tlio woman into his sorvioe: tlie otiior orphans declared their intention 
of going with tho nursn too, but they Were otherwise disxjosed of. There has been no lack of 
people wishing to adopt orphans. The Maharajah of Darhhanga kindly offered to see some 
provided for, and Dei>uty Magistrates, clerks, and duftries have all sought these children.*^ 

47. According to tlio constitution of the Fund, it in contemplated not- 

merely to support the orphans during the famine. 
Future mamtmanoeof orphans. also to provide for tho future maiutenance of 

those who are not eventually taken over by tlieir natural guardians, or by 
charitable persons or institutions. In Bengal, however, there will be few calls 
on tho Fund for this purpe^so. Tho true number of orphans was small, as 
already explained; and a large proportion of them have already been taken 
charge of cither by private persons or by various missionary agencies. 
Instances of these are given in mo extract from Mr. Carlyle’s report already 
quoted. It is not oxjxected that the number requiring to be supported by the 
Fund will eventually exceed 120 in all. The balance in the hands .oi the 
Committee is sufficient to provide for these until they reach an age to earn their 
own living. 

OnjECT III. 


48. The grant of relief to the respectable poor, the hhadra Me as they are 
^ ^ , locally termed, and to purdaniahin women and their 

childron, absurbed a larger part of the funds 
allotted to Bengal than any other form of ebaritablo relief. Ilis Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in his speech at the first and only meeting of 
the General Committee for the Province, on the 22nd January 1897, laid 
special stress on this form of relief, the need for which he oonsidered more 
pressing, at least for the time being, than any other. Tho total amount 
ekpotided under this head was Bs. 8,84,908, and the number of persons relieved 
up to tlie Slst October was 194,678. The chief forms of relief found 
suitable in Bengal for the respectable poor were—<o) gifts of clothing, which 
absorbed Rs. 14,841; (h) the provision of work in various forms, including 
paddy-husking, ’cotton-spinning, cloth-weaving, and the making of jute string; 
these absorbed Ks. 1,62,505; (c) doles of grain, Rs. 1,27,025; doles in 
money, Rs. 5,18,770; and (e) cheap grain shops, Rs. 7,733. Besides these, 
there wore various miscellaneoTU forms of relief, od Jfical operation, which cost 
fis. 64,030. 
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49. The cljief expenditure on clothing was incurred in Cht^mparan and 
Clothing. DarbhMga, while smaller amounts wore also expond- 

, ed in Naclm, Murshidabad, and Bhagalpur. The 

first-named Committee spent the considerable sum of Rs. 11,721 in nroridin^ 
ddthmg for 2^131 men, 7,818 women, and 2,763 cluldren—12,712 persons in alE 
JJ om yards of cmth •irere given to each man, 6^ yards to each woman, and .3 
yards to each child. Blankets were not given to these persons. In Darbhansm 
clothing was given to 2,477 persons, and in Nadia, Murshidabad, and BhagS- 
put to 1,203, 025, and 645 persons, respectively. The sexes of these tavo 
not been reported. 

60. Ihe instructions of the Central Committee direct that work given as

ject IV. It 18 doubtful whether this distinction rests on any sound basis - but 
oven if it correct in theory, in practice it has been found to result in 
confusion and want of uniformity. An attempt has been made to preserve the 
dwtinotion in the returns; but in the present place it is preferable to deal 
with all relief given in the form of work, irrespective of theiclass of porsons-to 
whom it was given. ^ 

61. The cHef forms of work resorted to by the Locid 'Belief Committees 
wwo paddy-husking, the spinning of thread, the weaving of oottou cloth 

• «nd BilK, the twisting of j'ute strmg and rope, and of grass rope, and the 
grinding of corn flour. * ' 

*62. In Bankura cotton thre^ was purchased by the Committee and 
advanoed to weavers, of whom J 37 families rocoived relief in this wav The 
weavers were paid cash wages for their labour, and returned tho woven’cloth • 
of the latter a large part was distiibutod gratis, as a subsiclLary form of relief 
to destitute women and children. Part of it was sold. 

63. In Murshidabad, where much attention was paid to this matter Kti- 
tho Collecter, Mr. Lovinge, the relief of the spinners n?d wmvSs of c^Lse 
silk was a special foatuve of the operations. Many other forms of work were 
also resorted to. The following extract from Mr. Lovinge’s report is of 
interest:— ® ^

Khulna, paddy husking and jute-twisting provided 
work for 2,235 and 188 persons, respectively, most of whom wore women In 
the former district paddy-husking was not found wholly a success for this 
purpose. It is said that many of the women had no tm-fnAlo* and it was 
difficult to get them to eombiue two or three together to work them Juto 
twisting was more popular. In the neighbouring district of Nadia noattomot 
seems to have been made to require any kind of work in return for the relief 
granted. 

1 A ^jshahi and Pabna, paddy-hnsking was provided on a lurvo 
scale, and in tho former district advances of cotton thread for weavino-

purchase paddy, which they advanced to the worker; the latter husked it 
r^urned a faxed proportion of rice to the Committee, retaining the balanoA «. 
his remuneration. Tho nee thus returned was partly used for ^ratnit/hV,. - u * 
in fte f^ ef weeWy dole.., or « epokJd ifi in thriSreh^7bj;thi 
gm«terpartof it was sold in cheap gram shops, of which there wei-e nine, to 
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Holc^etcd porspnB, all of whom were earning less than Rs. 30 per month, on 
tiekcts authorizing them to recoivo from one seer to half-a-seer above the market 
rate. The money available was thus used over and over again. The whole of 
the expenditure has hcun shown under the head of work'supplied to non-pro- 
fossional persons, but much of it really falls under other heads. The total 
sum expended was Rs. 77,100, 3,093 persons were relieved by paddy-husking 
and jutc-twisting; 3,38rj pernons^ received grain doles for an average p'eiiod of 
8 months ; and 7 00 families received relief through the cheap grain shops. 

In Pabiia the arrangements were similar, but on a less extensive scale, the 
total expenditure? being Ks. 58,530. In the Dussuria circle of this district, where 
the distress was inobt acute, the arrangements for the distribution of paddy 
and receipt of rice wore in charge of Miss Arnold, a lady missionary, of whose 
services the (Collector and the Local Committee speak in the highest terms. 

50. In the Patna Division, Darbhanga was the only district in which the 
provision of w'ork was seriously undertaken The expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 2,307, and 3,6»59 persons received relief. In Warisnagar jackets made by 
purdanashin ladies were bought by the Fund. In the town of Madhubani, 
cotton woitli 2 annas at a time was issued to each woman, who returned to the 
Committoo thread worth 2^ annas, and received remuneration for her labour. 
The general system was to issue advances of cotton, or sahai grass, which 
wore rotuinod in the sliape of thread or rope, the workers being paid in cash. 
Spinning-wheels had in some cases to be supplied to the women. Objections 
were at first raised by the Brahmans to do any work, but they gave w^'ay when 
made to understand that witliout it they would receive no relief. 

57. In Hazaribagh an excellent system was introduced by the Deputy 
Commissioner, Mr. Herald. Each woman received 18 chitaks of cotton. At 
the end of a week she was expected to redurn one seer of thread, and 
•\vould then receive^ 6 annas (subseqiu'ntly reduced to 6 annas) as wages, 
l^art of the thread was sold to the jail: but the greater part was advanced to 
weavers, who wove it into cloth, being pnid at the rate of 4 annas a seer for 
their work. Tiiis amount was considciably below tho ordinary market rate 
of wages, thus avoiding all risk of competition with regular traders. The 
cloth thus obtained was partly distributed gratis to tho destitute poor in poor- 
houses and on relief works, while a part was sold to persons just removed from 
destitution for tho bare cost of the materials. 'I'he system afforded a three¬ 
fold measure of relief—^to tho women who spun tho thread, to tho weavers, 
and to those who received or boiiglit the cloth. The arrangements reflect 
great credit on Mr. Herald and his fellow-workers. I’ho Commissioner of 
Cliota Nagpur lias made the following remarks on tho subject:-^ 

“In February the Committee set on foot tho very useful system of relief by cotton-, 
spinning and weaving, olready noticed in paragraph 24 of dhis report. At Giridih the 
Itov. Dr. Dyer of the Sonthal Mission and Babus Joy Narain Sirkar, Kolyan Singh, 
and Satis Chandra Son at the district head-qiiortors gave valuable aid. Operations oontip.aed, 
during tho hot weather aud rains until they were closed in September, a daily average of, 
over 1,100 women of all classes (besides a few di-irt pit men) being emidoyed dining the whole 
of this lime in ppinning and some 700 other persons in weaving. Rupees 12,427 were spent 
in the purehaso of raw materials and Rs 13,044 in wages. Maunda 54b4 of thread were 
reooivod back from tho persons engaged in Bi>inuing, of which Rs. i,006 worth was sold, the 
rest being given out to the weavers to make into cloth. Maunds 494 J of cloth were received 
buck from tho latter, of which Rs. 6,157 worth is reported t8 have been sold, and Rs. 5,098 
worth distributed in free gifts to 5,209 indigent persons at the kitenens and elsewhere. It is 
not clear whether thoro is any balance of cloth in hand.^^ 

58. Cot ton-spinning was provided also in Lohardaga and Palamau, and 
to a certain extent in Manbhum. In tho first-named district it did not prove a 
success, as the women were not acousttmjed to the work, and the sewing oijAulaa 
was substituted. In Manbhum also it was not successful, except in the Pokhuria 
circle, where arrangements were made bv the Rev. Mr. Campbell to provide each 
woman with a spinning-wheel and instruct her in its use. In Palamau, in addi¬ 
tion to cotton-spinning, the grinding of saitu or corn flour was resorted to 
with great success. The following description of the system adopted is given 
by the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. R. H. Renny, to whoso careful supervision 
the success of the opeiations was largely due 

** The work of ehhatu-gr%ndiug was conducted on the contract system. Small 
advances not exceeding Rs. 2 or Bs. 8 were given to the cMaiiu^giinefera. With this they pup- 
ohased barley, gram, oto., which they pounded into chhaiu^ It was ascertained that about ^ of 
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‘'the raw materials wore turned iuto nxid i were in husk and refuse. It«was found 

that 4 of llie chhatu so manufaulured sold at a price sufficient to cover the cost of the raw 
materials \ this being so, that quantity was sold, end the remainitig was granted os 

remuneration to the chkatu-ffrintlcr. The eariiing of each c?ih(ttu^‘yrinder xanged from one to 
one and-a-ha!f annas per diein. Women alone wore relieved by this means. On an average 
686 womt n wore rcliovod daily for an average period of 91*27 days at a cost to the Committee 
of Rs. 305. Thia expenditure arose from tiie Committee electing not to rordize advances 
made to women in extreme poverty. The balance pf the outlay under this head has all been 
recovered. It will he observed from the above brief account that tliis admirably-conceived 
method of relief was very nearly a self-supporting one.*’ 


59. The largest expenditure under^ Object III was incurred in giv’ing 
•« ^ doles in grain or money to destitute persons of 

the respectable classes. There wore only eight 
districts in which one or other of these foims of relief was not adopted, these 
being Jalpaiguri, Eangpur, Bogra, and Puruca, and the four non-affccted 
districts mentioned in paragraph 2. In Midnajiore, Pabna, and Chittagong 
grain doles only w’ore given ; in 17 districts money alone was given: and in the 
remainder both forms were employed, 'rhe largest expenditure was incurred 
in the following districts, all of which aro among those most seriously 
affected:—

60, The numbers relieved in each district by doles of grain or money are 
shown in Appendix D. There is, however, a certain difficulty in dealing with 
these figures. Most forms of relief, such as gifts of clothing, grants for the 
purchase oi seed or cattle, and meals to destitute travellers, consist each of a 
single payment: and no clement of time enters into them. This is not the case 
with that form of relief which consists in the maintenance, for a longer or 
shorter period, of persons who would otherwise starve. To use the words of 
the Commissioner of Patna—‘‘Rolmf from the Charitable Fund has been of two 
kinds, relief Which was continuing, and that wliich has been given once fpr 
all: thousands have been fed day by day for montlis, while other thousands have 
received a gift out and out, and have passed off the stage ” In these cases, 
a correct idea of ilio extent ai d value of the relief given cannot be obtained 
without taking into consideration the length of time during which each 
jxjfson was supported at the expense of the P\iud. The instructions issued by 
the Central Committee enioiiiod that the number of separate individuals 
roliovedr for whatever Icngtn of time, should be shown, irrespective of the 
length of time each was in receipt of relief, with tluj result that a traveller who 
might have received a single meal would appear side by side with a purdantshtn 
lady, who might have been wholly supported by the Fund for six or seven 
months.* To avoid so misleading a result, the Committee have endeavoured 
to show in their returns, und%r the head of persons relieved by grain and 
money doles, the average monllily numbers relieved in each district. In all 
the districts chiefly affected, this has boon done. In some others, however, 
the district returns do not admit of such a calculation: aud to this extent the 
provincial totals must be regarded as only approximate. 

61. Each District Committee had to consider whether grain doles or 
money doles were best adapted to the circumstances. The advantages and 
disadvantages of each method are thus stated by Mr. Carlyle, Collector of 
Darbhanga:— 

Upon the.first point most OommitteeB decided in favox^ of cash payments. The 
jeoBons ^ven were various; in large than as, where there were many oontres of relief, and 
but few European officers in charge, the cash system was the simplest. 

^ “ In Warisnagar, however, with four main centres, the distribution of rice was 
decided upon, as there wore European gcntlomeii to supervise the work at each centre ; each 
too had a kitchen, and by buying loi'go quantities cf grain for both kitchens and gratuitous 
relief, mudii peculation wos prevented. Where close supervision is possiblo, the distribution 
of jgiain is preferable, but it requires very ooreful watoMog, as if the grain is bought in largo

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The main iotm ot the relief given to the reepeotable poor haa been the grant of cash 
mr 1 , I w • doles to the families and individuals seleoted lor it. The 

^ amount thus expended was Rs. 79^1-10-1, and with this 

an average of 7,003 persons were relieved eveiy month at a cost of Ke. 1-6*9 per mensem, 
or 8*8 pies per diem. For the most part the grants were made monthly, but one local Com¬ 
mittee gave Ihem weekly and other two fortnightly. The arrangements under whioh this form 
of relief was administered havo been described already in paragraph 18 of this report. Tho 
Distriot Committee instructed local Committees that a fam rate to go^ by would be to give up 
to Rs. 2-8 a month for an adult and Re. 1-4 for a child as a maximum, omitting from the 
oaloulation ohildren|under 5, where there were several, and that in a large fuQCiily an allowance 
of Re. 1-8 a head all roimd might suffice. The average rate, as has been stated, works out 
to Ke. 1-6-9, so that the instniotions issued must have been followed. 1 may mention that 
in the ease of every Committee where relief under this head has not been given under the 
personal supervision of a European planter li^ng in the midst of those who received it, inspect¬ 
ing auditors, specially appointed by the Distriot Committee for the purpose, have tested the 
lists and amounts shown in the accounts as distributed, and in every case the accounts rendered 
were proved correct by the admission of the recipients. In the ease of one local Committee, 
however, many of the recipients at first acknowledged a sum less than what was in the 
aocounts; but it was found that they had misunderstood a notice that had been issued 
shortly before that those who had received Oovommont loans would have to pay up this 
year; and when the auditor went round next day to correct this impression, the true amounts 
wore acknowledged.*’ 

63. Cheap grain shops were opened in Patna, Saran, Rajshahi, Hazari- 

Cheap grain ahopa. and a fow other districts. In Appendix F is 

given an extract from the report of the Collector 
of Saran, Mr. Chapman, containing a clear and interesting account of the 
Chapra cheap grain shops. These were under the personal management of 
Mr. Mazharui Haque, Plonorary Secretary of the District Relief Committee, to 
whose care and indefatigable attention their marked success was mainly duo. 

64. Of the miscellaneous expenditure recorded under Object III, it is sufli- 

, cient to say that for tho most part it consisted 
' of relief pven to persons wlio w5uld have been in 
receipt of gratuitous relief from the State, had such 
relief been organised in the distnets where it was concei-ued. 


Object IV. 


66. The expenditure under Object IV, though large in itself, boars a smaller 
proportion, 41‘6per cent., in Bengal to the total expenditure than in other severely 
affected provinces. The reasons for -this are two. In the first place, the moi-lality 
“among the cattle in Bengal, whether from disease or from want of water and 
*fodder, was happily less than elsewhere, and tho grants required for providing 
the cultivators with fresh cattle were comparatively small. Secondly, sonio delay 
wan occasioned in consequence of the different views hold by tho Provincial 
Committee and the Central Committee os to the propriety of giving relief under 
this head in tho form of charitable loans. Acting on the recommendation* of 
tho Commissioner of Patna, the Committee authorized the employment of their 
funds in this manner with the view partly of sifting out undeserving applicants 
and partly of lessening the risk of demoralizing tho people by wholesale gifts 
of money. The intention was that loans, carrying no interest, should bo granted 
from the fund to cultivators who had come to the end of their resources, and 
had no security, or only insufficient security, to offer, and who wore there¬ 
fore not eligible to receive advances from Government under tho Agriculturists’ 
Loans Act, hut who nevertheless were not without a reasonable expectation 
of being eventually able to repay the money. In such cases tho Provincial 
Committee held that to grant reuof in tho form of a charitable loan, rather 
than in that of an out and out gift, would enable tho recipient to preserve his 
self-rospect, and was a truer form of charity than if the money wore given him 
outright. . The Central Committee, however, toc^ exception to tho proposal, 
mainly on the ground that loans were not in accordance with the purposes for 
which the fund had been established. Tho discussion which ensued occupied 
BO much time that eventually, in July 1897, to avoid further delay the Provin¬ 
cial Committee decided to grant no more loans for the future, leaving each 
Divisional Commissioner to exercise his own discretion in respect of those loans 
which had already been issued. Partly owing to this rogrettahle delay, and 
partly to the disinclination of many district officers to make gifts where loans 
would have been preferable, tho total sum spent was less tiian it would other¬ 
wise have been. 
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60. ^ Tho chief forms in which relief was given under Object IV wore (a) 
the provision of work for professional labourers and artizans; (h) grants for 
tho rebuilding of houses; (<?) grants of money (and in a few cases, in kind) to 
enable cultivators to procure seed-grain and plough-cattle; (rf) loans for tho 
same purpose; and (e) valedictory doles. The drat of these has been dealt 
with in paragraph 51 of this report, and tho second is not important. 

67. By far the largest expenditure was under the head of grants for the 

^ , purchase of seed and cattle, which absorbed 

HBdrtUof" 5,20,265 oat of a total of Rs. 8,09,947. It 

was largest in Darbhanga (Rs. 1,54,438), Saran 
<Rs. 1,29,147), Muzaifarpur (Rs. 1,02,329), and Champarau (Rs. 87,631); and 
was also considerable in Nadia and Jessore. The number of payments made 
in these four North Bihar districts was 23,482, 32,040, 29,857, and 16,883 
respectively ; each payment represents the relief given to one household, and 
tho number of individuals who benefited thereby was at least five times as 
great, 

68, The administration of this branch of charitable relief, and also of 
tho grant of charitable loans, was conductf'd through tho agency of Govern- 
nu^nt officei’s to a greater extent than was the case with any other form of relief 
from tho fund. The chief reason for this was that, beforo tho time came for 
the issue of gifts or loans for the purchase of seed and cattle, enquiries had 
been proceeding for some time into the applications submitted everywhere for 
advances from Government under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act ; and a great 
mass of information had thus accumulated in tho hands of tho district officers, 
l^iis information to a great extent governed the grant of relief from the 
Fund: and it was manifest that it could bo more expeditiously and efficiently 
applied by tho District Officer at first hand than by the Relief Committee at 
second hand. The Committee are again indebted to Mr. Duncan Maepherson^ 
Collector of Champaran, for the following clear account of the system observed 
in selecting suitable cases and distributing the money. 


“ The prmoipal expenditure of the fund 1ms been on object IV (aid given to those 

who lost all to enable them to make a start in life again). 
Ittooktlir«>efoiw8—(«-) grants for purch^ of Mcd-grwn 
(Rs. 87,631-(A) valedictory money doles to those who 
were in receipt of gratuitous relief from GovoriiTnoiit or the fund (Rs. 21,062-10-11), and: 
(c') assistance in rebuilding houses destroyed by inundation (Rs. 304). The total amounted 
to Rs. 1,08,898-0-3. All relief on this object (<*jfropt a few grants to the respectable poor 
made by the Bettiah Committee) has been distributed under the personal supervision of 
officers of Government, who also prepared the lists of eligible rocipiorits. 

More than six-sevenths of the seed grants was distributt^ in the end of May and 
, , ,, , , , during June, the time when seeds for the rains crops and 

_ Winter nee is required, and 70 per oent. oi this was given 

(1) For hhadoi nnd aghani Bood. Ilardih and Bagaha thanas in the north of 

Beitiali, where tho people were in the worst plight of all. Elaborate arrangements were 
made for ascertaining who were fit recipients for this form of relief and for distributing the 
grants. The work was entrusted to tho Governoieut Relief Superintendents and iheir assist¬ 
ants, who were all either gazetted officers or of equivalent status. These officers were at» the 
same lime cliargod with the preparation of lists of persons who were to reoeix o loans from 
Government for similar purposes, and the en<piiries wore conducted simultanefiusly. In 
each village, in consultation with the principal residents and others who knew their ciroum- 
stancOB, a list was prepared of all on the rent-roll, except those who were excluded as being 
sufficiently well ofi or able to procure loans from private souroes. This list was prepared iu 
tbreo parts:— 

(i) Cultivators unable to borrow privately, but from whom there would be a reasbu- 
able prospect of recovering tho grants, and who had security to give for this. 

(ii) Cultivators unable to repay loans or to give sufficient security, but who have not 

had to resort to reliei works. 

(iii) Cultivators who were reduced to earning a living by coming on to relief works. 


Class (i) were to receive loans from Government. Classes (ii) and (iii) weie to 
receive donations from the Charitable Fund, but as it was understood at the time the 
arrangements were made that the Bengal Committee had approved of a reoommendation 
of tbt' Commissioner that a large portion of these grants should be given by way of loan, 
iustrudluDB were issued that those in class (iii) should be given to understand that they 
would bo liable to repay the grant without interest, when they might be able to do so, and 
an aoknowletlgment to this tfieot was to be taken from them* Eventually, however, 
rlaBses ui) (md (Iii) were put on the same fooling, all receiving out aud out free grants. 
Tho two classes were distinguished only in view of the proposals understood to be pending. 
The result is that no loans at all have been granted from the fund in this district. Carefm 
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wore laidAown by mo for adequate enquiry by a responsible officer, for regulation 
of tbe maximum sums to be given for payment of the grants in his immediate presence, 
and for the submission of detailed lists of payments vouched for by a couple of leading 
residents of the village ooncemed; and I am in a position to give the assuranoe that the 
whole of this money has been properly expended on the object for which it was granted. 
It is true that tTlie auditor deputed by the Bengal Committee reported to it that my instruc¬ 
tions had not been obsesved by the Bettiah Local Committee; but such grants were 
not made through its agency at all, and what the auditor referred to were a very few 
oases in which the Bottinh Committee supplemented the monthly dole to the respectable 
poor by special grants to enable them to prooturo seed. It is important that I should montiv'n 
this matter here to oorreot the unfavourable impression the auditor’s report no doubt created. 
Altogether 16,883 heads of cultivating families have received seed grants from the fund, the 
payment to each averaging only Rs. 5-2-11, so that the instruotions issued limiting tho 
grants to what was absolutely necessary were rigidly oomplied with.” 


60. Charitable loans were chiefly given in the Chota Nagpur Division 

and in the districts of Khulna and Rlonghyr, and 
Charitnblo loaos. aggregated in all Rs. 1,10,249. Tho experienced 

Commissioner of Chota Nagpur, Mr. Arthur Forbes, c.s.r., who paid great 
attention to the subject of loans, has expressed regret at tho decision of 
the Provincial Committee' regarding them, the reasons for which have been 
briefly explained in paragraph 6r5. In Appendix (4 will be found an extract 
from Mr. Forbids’ report, which contains some instructive criticisms and sugges¬ 
tions. The Committee are of opinion that Mr. Forbes’ remarks should receivo 
attenti\^ consideration if charitable relief should bo undertaken on a future 


occasion. 

70. The system observed in Lohardaga, where about Rs. 25,000 wero 
advanced in tho form of loans, is described in the following extract from the 
report of the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Streatfeild:— 


Charitable loam under object IV .—The grant of the Provincial Committee has 
been of the greatest use in this district. As already noticed in seotlou (6), the bulk of 
the grant has been advanced in the interior through the ogenoy of missionary and 
other gentlemen. Rupees 26,425-14 have been advanced iu all to agriculturists, but as 
accounts have not boon received for Rs. 1,500 disbursed bjr the Munt>if of Liohardaga, 
Rb. 24,925-14 only have been shown as disbursemeut in tho statements A and B. 
Out of this amount only Rs. 4,904 were advanced at head-quarters. Tho following is 
the substance of tho instructions which 1 issued for tho guidance for these gentlemen:— 
(D Caro should be taken that loans in no case exceed the actual requiromouts of tho 
borrower for the sowing of his own land. (2) Lioans should not be made to those who have 
moans to buy seed-grain, or sufficient credit to borro'v such moans on reasonable terms. 
(3) •An agrcomeiit should ho oxecutod by those taking loans in a form prescribed by mo (a 
of it is annexed to this report) stipulating that the loan would bo recoverable from them 
under tho Public Demands Recovery Act. No other security has been taken, as the loans 
have been as a rule given in small sums. They have been made repayable <m or before the 
61st January next. In the case of loans distributed at head-quarters, enquiries wero made by 
Government officers before the loans were actually granted. Lately when tho sowing season 
had passed, these loans were given for tho S'ipport of cultivators during the agrioultural 
season. As I have observed in my report on Government famine operations, tho groat 
advantage of the Relief Fund loans was this, that I was not bound by strict rules as to their 
distribution, nnd was therefore able to distribute them through missionaries and other local 
.Bouroes, thus saving the upplicauts from a tiresome and expensive journey to Runohi, at a 
time when they had scarcely the means to live at home, as well as a troublesome enquiry by 
a Government officer and a long wait for the money. I found it impossiblo in this district to 
distribute tho sums placed at my disposal in free gifts, or even iu loans without interest. 
The people ar^ quite incapable of distinguishing between grants from Government and 
those from oharitable funds, and those assisted by Government would have been unable to 
underfitaud why they were granted less easy terms than others relieved from the Fund, and 
would have given me great difficult^' in collecting tho sums due from them. I was therefore 
compelled to grant all loans from both souroes ou the same terms. In collecting sums due to 
the Relief Fund the greatest leniency will of course ho shown, and to ensure that no unneoes- 
sary harassment is caused to tho debtors of tbe Fund, I propose to oolloot, as far as possible, 
through the gentlemen who originally paid out tho loans.” 


71. In Khulna, where over a quarter of a lakh of rupeoa was advanced, 
the loans are said to have been very useful iu extending the cultivation of 
au8 rice and thus shortening the period of distress. The following extract from 
the report of the Collector, Mr. Vincent, is interesting. 

The advantages derived from this wise stop wore immense. paddy used to bo 

grown in very small quantity in the aHeoted area, and though there were lands fitted for 
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“ itfi cmltivation they were kept fallow. When it was^ giyen out that loans would be given for 
euLtivation of this early crop, people were enthusiastio and oommouced to till their lands, 
with the result that not less than three times the land which used *to be cultivated in ordinary 
years was sown down. Even those to whom no advanoes wore given caught the oontagion 
as it were, and brought their lands under cultivation. The effect was that, whcm the* 
paddy oamo into the market, prices became easier and the pinch of distress was almost 
over.’^ 


72. A very useful form of relief unclerr object IV was Suggested by the 

Tr 1 T 4 C/ommissioner of Patna, and etnployed mainly in 

“ ^ ’ tbo affected districts of the Patna and Presidency 

Divisions, and tlio Manbhum district. This was the grant of a small sum of 
money, usually Rs. 2 a head for adults, to each person who was still in receipt 
of gratuitous relief in any form at the close of the relief operations. Tlieso 
payments were intended to enable these poor people to live, with the help of 
such charity as their fellow villagers could give mem, till the ripening of the 
next harvest, or till they found some other means of earning a living. They 
also served incidentally another purpose, by marking the end of outside relief, 
in a manner which was recognized and understood by the people. 

73 . One special item of expenditure may be noticed in this place. This 

, , is the grant of sums aggregating Its. .50,000 to the 

T o ittagong eye one. Chittagong district for the relief of sufferers by 

the cyclone of the 24th October 1897. By this calamity a tract of 193 square 
miles of country was submerged by a storm-wave; the growing crops over a still 
larger area were almost totally destroyed; all houses and personal property 
were wrecked, and groat numbers of cattle were drowned. The loss of human 
life is not yet accurately knoTO, but is believed to exceed 10 , 000 . Imme¬ 
diately after the occurrence. His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
requested the Committee to place funds at the disposal of tho local authorities tor 
the relief of the sufferers; and during the following fortnight grants, amount¬ 
ing in all to Rs. 50,000, wore accordingly remitted to the Commissioner of the 
Division. No detailed accounts have yet been furnished of the expenditure 
incurred, but these will be incorporated in the final balance sheet. Expenditure^ 
of this kind does not fall strictly under tho head of famine relief, but the 
Committee wore of opinion that tho subscribers to the Fimd would approve of 
the application of tho money to tho relief of sufferers from such a calamity 
as a cyclone; and this view has also been accepted by the Central Committee. 

74. The present report covers the whole of the operations of tho Fund in 

Bengal down to tho 31st October 1897. By that 
date, cliaritablo relief had come to an end ev 6 ry- 

where, except in Champaran, Manbhum, and to a very small extent in on© or 
two other districts. It is therefore not proposed to issue any further report. 
All that remains to bo done is to settle outstanding claims; to withdraw irom 
tho District Rc lief Committees thoir unspent balances, except such as were 
specially subscribed for district expenditure; to transfer to tho Local Govern¬ 
ment the funds to be applied to tho future maintenance of famine or;phans ; and 
to refund any surplus that may remain to the Central Committee, All 
necessary steps have been taken for these purposes, and it is probable that the 
final balance sheet of the Bengal Branch of tho Fund will be issued at a very 
early date. 

75 . Of the blessings which the Charitable Relief Fund bos carried to the 
people of this province, it is not necessary to say much. It has- fulfilled the 
purpose for wliich it was raised. It has lightened the burden of suffering in 
multitudes of simple homes. It has stretched Jout a friendly hand to thousands 
who held aloof from the colder and more formal charity of tho State. And if 
the gratitude of these has not boon loudly proclaimed, it is none the less sincere 
and abiding. The donors of thi?* munificent charity need feel no fear that their 
splendid gift was unneed^d or unwelcome, or that it has failed to bring forth 
its full fruit in due season; 

foir “in charity there is no excess, neither can angel or man come in danger 
by it.'^ 

76. In conclusion, tho Committee desire to express their appreciation of 

the services of the numerous ladies and gentlemen 
Acknowledgment of services. have assisted in the administration of the 

Fund. Their acknowledgments have already been expressed in paragraph 28 


Final balance sheet. 
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of Ais report to tbo Commissioners of Divisions for the care and judraent 
with which the funds placed at their disposal were distributed: and in nor- 
ticular their thanks are due to Mr. J. A. Bourdillon, o.8.r., Commissioner of 
Patna, who in the midst of pressing anxieties and overwhelming duties yet 
found time to actively simervise the management of charitable relief. Their 
thanks are also due to the Collectors of all the affected districts, and especially 
to Mr. Duncan Macpberson, c.r.B., of Cbamparan, Mr. R. W. Carlyle, w.b. 
Darbbanga, Mr. Earle and Mr. Chapman of Saran, and Mr. Hare and Mr. Maude 
of Muzaffarptur, e^h of whom, as Chwman of the local Relief Committee, has 
been the mainspring of action, and guided the proceedings throughout. 

They also desire to acknowledge the great services rendered by the 

S tntlemen, both official and non-official, who have discharged the duties of

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APPENDIX A 

Statement of the oHjeete to which prieate eubacripiiona may UgUimaiely he devoted* 

Govs&nmbnt fully aooepts general responsibility for saying the lives of the pe^iple in 
tmots in whioh famine prevails; and it is essential that piiyate oharity, while working 
side by side with^ should not interfere with or overlap the operations which are organised 
for this pi:^ 08 e.^ There is, however, ample scope for its exercise in supplementing these 
operations, in mitigating suffering, and in relieving distress whioh falls just short of abso¬ 
lute destitution. jBspeoially private contributions might usefully be expended on the 
following objects 

Firstly: in aupplemeniing the auhaiaienee ration which alone ie provided from public funda^ 
by the addition of email eomforta^ whether of food or of cljthing^ for the aged or ir\firm^ for the 
paiienta in hoapitala, for children^ and the like. 

gimidian of the public purse, and m view of the magnitude of the calamity, Oovem- 
ment is obliged to limit its assistance to what is absolutely necessary lor the preservation of 
life. 

Secondly: in providing for the maintenance of orphans. 

Every famine leaves behind it a number of waifs who Have lost or beoome separated 
frenn those who should be responsible for them, and for whose maintenance it is neoessary to 
provide till they are of an ago to support themselves. 

Thirdly: tn relieving the numerous poor but respectable persona who wid endure almost 
any privation rather than apply for Government relief aecompanied as it must be by offieitki 
amquvry inio^ and by some kind of teat of the reality of thf^ destitution which is to be relieved* 

The feeling^ of the sacredness of the ** purdah ’’ or domestic privacy is intensely strong 
in India; and it is most diffioulfc for any offioim organisation to reach, or even to ascertain 
with certainty the existenoe of, distress of this nature. 

Fouvthly : in restoring to their original position^ when acute distress is subsiding^ those who 
have lost their all in the struggle^ and in giving them afresh start in life. 

The peasant cultivator may often thus be saved from losing his holding, through sheer 
inability to oultivate it, and from sinking to the position of a day-labourer.

(<#) the raising of ‘subscriptions, and (6) the detailed administration of the relief funds raised 
by private charity in concert with the local authorities. With regard to the former, the 
Executive Committee suggest that suhsorihors should bo informed that thoir subseriptions 
can be devoted (t) to the needs of all parts of India which may bo distressed, or 
(m) specially to meet the needs of the province of Bengal, or of any particular district 
or area. Uis IIou*»ur the Ideiilenant-Q-overnor has expressed the opinion that, having 
regard to the eircumstauees of the ease, it is pn-ferable that subscriptions raised 
in Bengal should bo applied to the lelfef of diRtross in this province, and the 
Executive Commit too desire to endorse this view. Effect will, however, bo givon to 
any wishes that may bo expi'c^^sod by individual subscribers in tU*s matter. The looil 
kuowh'dge and influenco of tho Distidct Committee should bo invaluable in inviting sub¬ 
set iptions and n.lmin steriiig tho funds ; and the executive Committee roly confidently on 
their assistance in making tne appeal successful.

It is considered that the Local Committee should have a fri*e hand in the administration of 
tb^se funds, aiul there is no intention to dictate any coiir.-c of action, beyond laying down the 
general injunction that the primiides formulated hi enclosure B should be observed. lam 
directed, however, to invite special altontioii to the third clause of tho enclosure, which runs 
as follows, via:—“ In relieving tho numerous poor but respectable persons who will endure 
almost any privation rather thau apply f6r the GoverDimuit relief, accompanied as it must 
be hv offio'al intjuiiy into and by some kind of tost of the reality of the destitution wlih-h is 
to be relieve 1 ." His Honour the Lioutenant-CoVerner and tho Executive Committee believe 


that, in present cond.tions, tho funds at the dispooal of the Local Committee cati bo most, usefully 
l«id out in lids manner, and I am to suggest that applications for aid under the three other 
permissible lieads may properly be defitrred until tho Comraitloo has dealt with all reason¬ 
able claims on behalf of the respectablo poor, and of p/ovA/A ladies and other persons who, 
by the oustnm of tho country, are unable to apply for Coverumont relief. 

8. In order to ensure that, as far as possible, no case of these kinds shall he overlooked, 
1 am to suggest tljat c?a(jh member of the Lipcal and Sub-Conimitteos should be invited to 
take x)ersonal charge of a suitable area, and that ho should arrange to visit, either in person 
through some reliable agent, every village in such an’a at frequent intervals. For this 
purpose, tho Cennmitteo will, no doubt, be able to enlist the services of members of Bocal 
and District Boards and Union Committees, members of panchayats, and tho like. It 
cAnnot*he doubted that such visirs will bring to light many persons whose caste, usages and 
feelings pnclndo the aj)pUcation of a labour test—women of good family and others—rwho 
may be in great, though silent, distress. In dealing with coses of this class, the Bocal 
Committee may find it advisable to provide lijght forms of emjdoymont, such as spinning, 
weaving, and tho husking of rice, occupations which can be carried bn in the people’s own 
homes. In some oases, relief might most conveniently take the lorm of selliiig grain, under 
du^ pre.cautiuus, at less than cost price. This system should, however, it is coij>idored, only 
bd sparingly rosbrtoa to. Grain bnould Hot, 6i course, be feold ih this way to tho J)ublic 
generally, bu* only to persons of the class described in this paragraph, to tlfb ftfe^ettablb 
poor and to ladies, who, in tho opinion of the Bocal Committee, are uuahlo to ojme on to 
the State Relief Works. • 

,9. Tho extent and intensity of distress ^^i*y in dilfbreb’t districts of Bengal, and are 
groater in, .some places than in others. . If your district is among those whioh are more 
TO^^(d*rfy kflerteii, it Id ‘jSrbbabte tliat whateVeTr MHtus inay bo subsoribcd itrithin it, and more^ 
will be required for local expenditure. If, on tiio other baud, it is happily amopg those 
whioh are more fortunately circumstanced, the Bocal (committee will, it is hoped, recognize 
tho justice of setting free much of what they are able t6 collect fdr the relief of more pressing 
necessity elsewhere. Fjvcu in those districts whildi are Ic^st afEooted by the failure of the 
fains, the high range of prices must he the cause of some distress, and occasions will still arise 
for the issue of relief in tho manner,described above.

(b) to apportion these moneys between the different Provinces ; 

(c) to arrange, in oouoert with the Government, the system \ipon which 

oharitable relief is to be applied. 

(2) A Committee to be formed in each Provinoe, which will receive the moneys appro- 

tioned to that Provinoe by the Central Committee, and also any moneys 
Bubscribed specially to meet the needs of the Provinoe, will distribute these 
moneys to liooal Committees, and will generally direct the action of ^he Local 
Committees. The Provincial C'ommittee will act in conoert witb the Local 
Government, and will be responsible for seeing that the money allotted by the 
Central Committee is iment on the declared objects of the Fund and with the 
approval of the Local Government. 

(3) Local Committees to bo formed as the Provincial Committees may determine. The 

detailed administration of the Belief Funds will be in the hands of these Local 
Committees acting in concert with the local authorities.. 

(4) The collection of money in Fnglaud to be in the hands of a Committee or other 

agency whieh Will be on foot in such manner as the Secretary of State may 
deem advisable.

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APPENDIX F. 

An extract from iho report of tht Colleotor of Suran, dated tiiih 

November 1897^ 

** 10. Three cheap grain shops were open in the Chapra town from the 29th June 
to the 10th Ootoher. Rice was sold at them at two seers per rxipee cheaper than the prevail¬ 
ing rate. The average number relieved at them was 8,848, and inoliided not only 
inhabitants of the town, but residents of villages within a radius of 8 to 8 mileif, one of the 
most distressed tracts in the district. Their organisation was as follows. 

“11. They w’ere managed bjr a 8ub-Oommittee of six members* The shops were opened 
on the 29th J une 1S97 with a capital of Rs. 10,000. Subsequent purchases were made with 
tho sale-proceeds. The total quontity of rice purchased was 6,1GI maunds 7 seers 1 ohitak for 
Rs. 29,ti61-6. The total quantity of rioe sold was 6,IG1 maunds 7 seers I chitak. The 
coat price thereof was Rs. 30,417-12-3, and their sale-proceeds Rs. 24,221-10-3. The loss to 
the Committee, amounting to Rs. 6,196-2, represents the amount actually given away in 
relief. Sales were allowed at the rate of 4 ohitaks for each child, 8 chitaks for each woman 
and 12 chitaks for each man per day. The number of persons in the families relieved, 
1896, consisted of 4,308 males, 5,139 females and 3,938 children, total 13,385. 

“ 12. Tho applications for purchase were made to tho Chairman of the 8ub-Committee 
in*a printed form, stating (1) the name of the applicant with residence and profession, (2) 
number males, females and ohildren to be relieved, (3) quantity of grain required by them 
for thoir daily use, and (4) reasons for their seeking relief in this shape. Tho ay)piicat.ion was 
to contain a report of a Municipal Commissioner or of a member of the Relief Committee, or 
of some gentleman residing near the applicant’s house as to the oi>rr6otness of thu st'iteraents 
made therein. In case of applicants residing in villages, tho report was made by tho punch, 
patwari, zamindar or (iovernment Circle OfBoers. Most of tho applications wore again enquired 
into by the Chairman or some member of the Sub-Cominittoe. 

13. If the applicant was found fit for relief, a pass was issued to him, and his name 
registered in a register kept by the Chairman, which contained tho name, caste, profession 
and res donoB of the purchaser, the quantity of grain ho would be allowed to purchase every 
.week, the riumber of males, females aud ohildren for which the puiobase was allow'e'l, the 
name of the shop from which tho purchase would bo msuh*, the number of tho shop register, 
tho date of issue of the pass and the signature of the Chairman. A pass was then granted 
to the applicant under tho signature of the Chairman, showing the number of tho pass, the 
name, ca^to, profession, resilience of the purchaser, the quantity of rice he was allowed to 
purchase every week, the name of the shop from which he was to purchase, and the number 
of tho shop register. At each shop also was kept a register called the shop register, which 
showed the names of tho purohosers, the quantity they w'ero allowed to piirohose every week, 
an^^heir number in tho register kept by the Chairman. A sale-book was kmt at each shop 
in- whioh the quantity of grain sold and the piioe received wore entered. The entries were 
totalled every evening. Another book, oalled the Jama Kharach Jbahi (register of receipts 
and expenditure), was also kept at oaoh shop, in which wore entered the quantity of noe 
received for sale from the goladar by the shopkeeper, the quantity sold during tho day, and 
the price reo^ived. 

“ 14. The establishment for the grain-i^op consisted of a goladar on Rs. 16 a month, 
four ohaukidars on Rs. 6 a month, three clerks (one for ouch shop) at Rs. 8 a month, and 
three shopkeepers on Rs. 3 a month. The goladar kept accounts with dates of the grain por- 
qhased and of the grain given to the shopkeeper for sale. Every evening the goladar took 
from the shopkeeper the sale^rooeeds of the day after examining the sale-boc^s, and gave 
them reoeipts for the money. The goladar then remittod the money to the Chairman, who 
granted a receipt for it. The Chairman entered the amounts in his oosh-book, and remitted 
the money periodioally to the Secretary, who deposited it in the treasury. 

“ 16. When a purchaser went to a shop, ho presented his pass to the clerk of the shop. 
The olerk compared the pass with his shop register, and entered in tho pass and in the 
sale-books the date, the quantity of rice the purchaser wished to buy (not being more than 
he was allowed to buy), and the price. The purohaser then went to the shopkeeper, and tho 
shopkeeper sold the quantity noted on the pass on receipt of the prioe thereof Although 
purchasers could buy at one time the whole quantity allowed to them for a week, many of 
them oould not afford to do it. Many purohased twice and thrice a week aud some twice a 
day. The last edasa of purohasers generally belonged to tho labouring olasses.”

An extraoi from ike Commieeioner of Choia Nagpur*o hiitr No, 1890F,^ dated 8th Jianuorg 
1898, to the Secretary to the Ooeernment of Bengal, Revenue Department* 

** There was for eome time ooiuiiderable unoertainiy in respect of the conditions under 
which payments should be made to distressed oultivatoiB tram the allotments bj the Char¬ 
itable Fund, and in the end an unfoitanate decision was come to, riz., that all such payments 
should bo made either in the shajpe merely nominal loans, without security or interest, or in 
free and unconditional gifts. There can be no doubt that a much more useful manner of 
applying this money would have been in making advances on exactly the same terms os to 
interest and liability to re|)ay as in the case of ordinary Goveniment loans, with the instruo- 
tion to district oMicers added that olose scrutiny into the validity of the security offered need 
not bo made, and that applications should not be rejected merely on the ground of the 
security being doubtful, and with the further proviso that all recoveries should go to a 
roserve fund” for the help of such cultivators as might, in the end, be found to be unable 
to repay their loans from tho Government fund, and were therefore liable, under the rules, to 
have distress warrants executed against them. An enlarged scope for charity would thus be 
offered in saving infiolvent debtors from being sold up; while there would be a distinct advan¬ 
tage in the district officers being able to make advances from Government funds Avith greater 
freedom and rapidity (an important point), with the knowledge that ho had this roserve at iiis 
book. Government would probably also feel itself justified in making more liberal aJJotments, 
without f«iar of injury to tho interests of the general taxpayer. Moreover, there would 
bo a decided advantage, from an administrative point of view, in all payments being made in 
tho first instance on one and the same system and with similar conditions attached, to say 
nothing of tho demoralising effect likely to he caused by the inevitable scramble for 
free gifts. In the result, the disbursing oificers foimd themselves much embarrassed by the 
diversity of practice which was insisted on. The h<^e held out of getting relief uncondi¬ 
tionally necossaidly acted as a direct incentive to the fraudulent concealment of real 
oircumstauces, and a new difficulty was thus created. It was not reasonablo to suppose 
that the disbursing officers could discriminate in the rush of applicants, and without 
time to lest the numerous claims for exceptional treatment, and there can, 1 fear, be. 
little doubt that a considerable portion c)f the charitable subscriptions have gone to 
persons who could have repaid, at least in part, without any hardship, and that others no 
bettor or not so well off have had to be denied. Amongst the unsuccessful apxdicauts there 
was naturally much lieart-burning. They could not understand there being any difEe^ 
ence in the treatment of cases, and it was not possible for the disbursing officers to avoid 
making mistakes. The faot is that the decision referred to required the tost to be made at 
thd wrong time. The merits of each case of the kind cannot be foretold by instinct. ^The 
only practical test, where applications are numerous and time is short, is the after-test, ^vis., 
when recorert^ proceedinga are taken ; and it needs, I think, little demonstration to show that 
if the charitoble grants had been used in the manner suggested, the comluned funds (Gh>v- 
emment and charitable) wonld have gone much further, and with more equal results than 
was possible under tho restrictions imposed. Advances could have been made with liberality 
and rapidity, and the anplioation of the test at the proper time (£.«., m the shape ot 
recovery proceedings) would have resulted in the distrioution of tho charitable allotment 
exactly when it was needed and without any waste. 1 fi«n plod, however, to say that the 
greater part of tho grants to this Division had been disbursed m the manner suggested before 
nn^l orders had been received. To those who prove to be \inahle to repay m whole or paxi^ 
the necessary remissions win be made; and the recoveries wiU he used in saving other insol-i 
vent debtors from being sold up.”

In Class A embankments there was no change. 

In Class B embankments there is an increase el 1 mile 4,(1] 1 ft-'ot, In the 
Hooghly district there is an increase of 2 miles 1,539 feet, while in the Midna- 
pore district there is a decrease of 1,908 feet. These $iUeratiuns ip the lengths 
wpre found by remoasuremept of the embankments made during the year. 

In Class C embankmente there was no change. 

In Class D embankments th^e is an increase of 1 mile 870 feet. This 
inerpase was caused by the fi^dition of the Paudpur embankment, along the 
Bpr 0^p4ek river, in tho Musp^S^pur district, 

4. ^towis. —>In the Orissa ^^le the flood ot Jiily-Aegust 1890 in the 
Mahanadi river was very h)^. The highest retiding of the gauge at Naraje 
was 92’10, which is just the saiiie tis the highest readings of me 'flotids of 1872 
and 1893. The most striking feature of this flood '^s its unusual duration 
which caused a considerable number of breaches, and under crater large 
areas of country which are protected from ordinmy ffoods. Tkom were also 
very high floods in the Hrahmini and Bytumi rivpre. Several bi^eaches occur¬ 
red, but tho damage done to the-.oanal works was pot serious. 

In the South-Western Cirdo>there were savei^fd doods, mqst. of which were 
of ordinary character. The floods which occurred. fQ tb^ Cossye river at the end 
of August were high, and did ocawderable damage ip .tlia marginal embaribment 
on the right bank of the MidnaiK>xe Canal below apd breached the 

Khenu embankments. Considerable damage was aim dope to the Amersee 
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"embanl^ment on tlie Kaliaghye rivor by the waves caused by a strong north wind 
during the floods of JTuly—August 1896. ^ The Selye river was in high flood in 
Augusti and several bt’eaches occurred in its embankments. The flood in the 
Nadia rivers was abnormally low, and caused no serious damage to the embank¬ 
ments. In the Jihagirathi river the highest reading of the gauge at Berhampore 
on the 27th August was 25*33, whi^ was nearly 6 feet below the highest recorded 
flood level in 1890.^ The floods in the Hooghly river were of ordinary nature. 
There was a very high flood in the Damodar river on 22ud July, which did 
considerable damage to the spurs and embankments on its right bank. The 
erosion of the Bldyadhari liver at Bansra continued throughout ti»e year, and it 
appears that tlio Kastexm Bengal State Railway line will have to be retired 
farther back. There wore no floc>ds in tbo llaldi and Paiichpara rivers. The 
Mutai end Subaraarokha rivers were in high flood, and the latter badly damaged 
the Bhograi embankment, which the flood of the Burrabollong river was not 
above the average. 

In the Nortliern Circle there were no high floods in any of the rivers. 

In the Sone Circle, the floods being of ordinary character, very little 
damage was done to the river protective works, and no breaches occurred in 
any m the embankments. 

6. Original works .—There were no original works undertaken or executed 
in the Orissa, Sone, and Northern Circles during the year. In the South- 
. Western Circle, the only work started was the construction of a retired lino of 
embankment at Bhagwangola at an estimated cost of Rs, 1,35,610. Two miles 
only* of the embankment were taken up as a famine test-work and carried out 
by piece-work contractors with local labour. As the rates were too low and 
the scarcity was not so intense as to compel the villagers to undertake the 
earthwork at such rates, little progress was made with the work. 

6. (a) Ordinary repairs .—The cost of ordinary repairs to the Government 

embankments in the Orissa Circle was Its. 33,975, against Rs. 40,210 in the 
preceding year, showing a decrease of Rs. 6,235. The average of the nine 
years ending 1805-06 was Rs. 64,320. In the South-Western Circle the 
expenditure incurred under this head was Rs. 1,36,293, against Rs. 1,38,428 
in the previous year, showing a decrease of Rs. 2,135. The Orissa embank¬ 
ments in the Balasore district wore maintained in good order at a enst of 
Rs. 10,083, against Rs. 4,493 in the previous year. The increase of Rs. 5,590 
during tho year is due to the cost of repairing tho damages caused to the 
embankments by floods and of closing the breaches in the Bhograi embankment. 
Of the total outlay of Rs. 1,36,293 on repairs, Rs. 90,592 was expended on 
^embankments, protecting the Burdwan Raj estate in the districts of Hooghly, 
Burdwan, Birbhum and Midnapore, against Rs. 78,459 in the previous year. 
In the Midnapore and Burdwan districts Rs. 6,097 and Rs. 2,019, respectively, 
weve expended on flood damage repairs in addition to the expenditure of 
Rs. 50,365 and Hs. 19,242 on ordinary repairs to embankments. All the 
embankments in the circle were maintained in an efficient state. In the Sone 
Gircle, where there are no Government embankments, the expendItnre was 
incurred on the maintenance of the C and D class embankments. The amount 
expended during the year on the O class embankments was Rs. 60,033, against 
Rs. 44,107 in the previous year. The expenditure on the Soran embankment 
was Rs. 88,590, or Rs. 20,133 more than last year. This increase is due to 
the construction of three retired lines at a cost of Rs. 25,570. In the Tirhut 
embankments, there was an increased expenditure of Ks. 2,308, w'hile there 
was a decrease of Rs. 6,515 in tlie Ghainparan onibatikment, due to tho 
heavier payments on account of the Dekaha retired line having been made in tlie 
previous year. The expenditure on the D class embankments was Rs. 15,259, 
or Bs. 6,411 more than tho prervious 3 *ear. In the Northern Circle, Rs. 712 
were expended on repairs to the Ohandan embankment iu Bhagalpur district, 
Rs. 288 on the Belwa bund in Pumea district, Rs. 634 on the Maid a embank¬ 
ment in Malda district, and Rs. 175 on the Pabna embankment in Pabna district. 
There was no expenditure on the Ohota Manika embankment in Bogra district, 
as no repairs were necessary. 

ib) Breaches and retired lines .—^In the Orissa Circle, the expenditure 
inourir^ on repairs to-the revetments of rivor banks and the river-improvement 
works^i and for oonstruoting retired lines and filling in of breaches was

Rs. 60,486, against Rs. 67,420 in the previous year. The average of the nine 
years ending 1806-96 was Rs. 45,574. More than two-thiccis of the expenditure 
was on repail s to the revetments and river-improvement works. The most 
important works carried out were—(I ) in the Mahanadi Division, the groins 
and revetment at Bogla on the loft bank of the Katjuri river foa protecting a 
portion of the Machgong Canal, and the rubble stone revetments for arresting 
erosions, &c., at various places on the Katjuri, Dhowria and lihargovi rivers 
and on the Puri road which were maintained at Rs. 5,247, and Rs. 12,679 
respectively; (2) in the Brahmani-Byturni Division, the extension of the reve^ 
ment at Nilknntapur, on the right bank of the Brahmani river, which necessi¬ 
tated a short length of the Pattamoondi Canal being retired; and (3) in the 
Acquapada-Jajpnr Division, the renewal of the portions of the revetment on 
the right bank of the Brahmani river, which were injured by the high flood 
and Sipped inlo the river, and a small extern-ion of the revetment to a little 
above the site of the railway bridge which was being constructed. In the 
South-Western Circle, several breaches occurred in the Schedule D embank¬ 
ments in the Cossye Division, owing to the high floods in the Cossye and 
Selyc rivers and much damage was done. There were no breaches in the 
Rupnarain and Damodar eiiibankraents or in the embankments in the Nadia 
rivers and Northern Drainage and Embankment Divisions. In the Balasore 
Division, the Bhograi embankment was badly damaged by the high flood in 
the Subarnarekha river. The expenditure incurred in constructing retired *

In the Sone Circle there were no breaches in any of the embankments. 
Three retired lines in the Saran embankment wore constructed at a total cost; 
of Rs. 25,670, in addition to the river protective works on the Saran, 
Chainparan and Tirhut embankments on which Rs. 13,972 was expended during 
the year- The Sagrauipur retired line was started by famine labour owing to 
serious damages caused to the Chainparan spurs. The protective workson tho 
Turki, Bazitpur and Monghyr embankments and those along the Bur Condak 
river for the protection of tho Seoundrapur maidan at MuzafFarpur were 
maintained at an aggregate cost of Ila. 4,179. j 

During 1895-96 the Bur Qandak river encroached considerably, and. 
threatened to breach the municipal embankment in Muzaffarpur, known as toe 
“ Daudpur bund.” On the reprasentation of the Municipality, the Irrigation 
Department agreed to undertake the construction of protective works for toe. 
protection of tho bund and of a retired line behind them in case the protective 
works fail to protect completely the town of Muzaffarpur and^ neighl^uring 
villages from floods, and to charg0 the expenditure to taka^ (^vtae Bengal 
Government letter No. 32T.—dated 6th June 1896, to the Superintending 
Engineer, Sone Circle). During the year a retired cAurit and special protective 
works were constructed at a cost of Rs. 3,204 and Rs. 6,49iJ, respectively, 

to stop the encroachment of the river. ^ a v 

7 - Financial, —The cost 'of repairs to the Orissa onibankmtnts (C lass A) 
was Rs. 1,04,544, against Rs. 1,02,123 in 1895-96, the rate being Rs. 189 per 
mile, against Its, 184. The amount expended on Cluss B embankments was 
Rs. 1,76,846, against Rs. 1,61,633, or at the average mileage rate of Rs. 158, 
against Its. 144 in the previous year. ^ ^ i t 

As regards Class C embankments maintained by Government under tho 
contract system, the actual cost incurred was Rs. 99,861, against Rs. 79,896, 
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showing an incrdaso of Rs. 19,965, tho average rate per mile being Ua. 811, 
against Bs. 168 in the previous year. The i-xpendituro exceeded the conlrnct 
rate only in tho case of tho Snran embankiner.t, owing to tho construction of 
three retired lines necessitated by tho threatened oncroachn.ent of tho Bur 
Qandak river. 

The sum's payable under contract for this class of embankments, compared 
with the maintenance charges, including bock charges for Establishment ami 
Tools and Plant, are shown in the following table, together with the amount

It will bo seen from the above figiire:^ that Oovernment is a loser by 
Rs, 26,2o5 on tho working of tlio year, and tliat tho outstanding balance to bo 
recovered from tho |:ersons interested amounts to lis. 55,024, 

"I ho loss to Government in 1895-06 was Hs. 18,>80, and tho average 
annual h ss for tho nine years ending wiih 18.>5-90 was Rs. 33,502. 

In the Midnapore district tho amount payable under contract for the takavi 
cmlankmenfs is oidinorily quite suflRciont for tho maintenance of tlie emhank- 
^niGTits. There was excess expenditure over the contract amount in five years 
.ronly since the introduction of the contiact system in 1881-82. In 1882 83 
the excess was Hs. 11,3^0, in 1892-93 Ks. 87, in U93‘94 Rs. 18,983. in 1894-95 
Rs. 15,635, and during the year under review Ks. 1,351. It was mainly duo 
to the cost of repairing damages caused to the ombankmoDts by floods. 

As regards tho 8aran, Chaniparan and Muzaflarpur embankment^*, tho 
maintenance charges are generally in excess of the contract amounts. They 
were le^s only in four years in Saran^ two yiars in Chaniparan and one year 
in MuzafFarpur since tho introduction of the contract system there. 'I ho excess 
is chiefly duo to tho heavy cost of constructing retired lines and protective 
works for preventing encroachments of rivers. 

On embankments of Class D (Appendix C) the actual outlay incurred during 
tho y^ear was Rs 20,649, and tho amount outstanding from tho previous year was 
Rs. 16,721, while tho recoveries and adjustments inado by the Civil Department 
w'ero Rs. 17,548, tho balance unadjusted at the end of the year being Us. 19,8<2. 
Compared with the figures supplied by the l^oard of Rovenuo (Appendix li), it 
will be seen that the collections of tho year were Ks. 43,584, or Rs. 26,036 in 
excess of those reported by the Superintmding Kngineers. No explanation 
of this discrepancy has been given by tho Hoard of Revenue. Tho figures 
given in*the Boaid’s return (Appendix li) include only tho amounts which 
have been accepted and apportioned by the Civil Department, and hence no 
comparison can Tbe made between the “ advances’’ and ‘‘outstanding balances” 
as reported by the Board and as given by the Superiiitcnding Engineers. 

The figurts supplied by the Board (Appendix B) are shown in a more 
concise form in tho following statement. The recoverable amount or demand 
falling due within tho year was Rs. 77,298, the amount collected was Rs. 43,584 
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tho recoveries falling short of the amount of the demand wore therefore 
Us. 33,714:—

The principol works of construction and repairs to embankments for agri¬ 
cultural improvements carried out in the Governmont estates were (1) the hfieris 
and embankments in the Diamond Harbour subdivision and embankments 
and sli\ices in the Port Canning estates in the 2 t-Parganas district, on which 
lis, 2,390 was expended, and ^2) bunds in the Hinghbhuoi and Ilazaribagh 
districts, which cost Its. 2,288 and Us. 463, respectively. 

In the Jalpaiguri district Rs, 1,000 were expended on an irrigation channel, 
and in the Bogra, Backergunge, Malda and Lohardaga districts tlio expondituro 
of Rs. 1,173, Rs. 1,402, Rs. 750 and Rs. 847, respectively, was incurred mainly 
in constructing and repairing bunds, tanks, khals, pynca and wells. In tho 
Noukliali district a sum of Rs. 250 was expended in conducting experiments for 
tho cultivation of potato, gram, wheat and some English vegetables. 

In the Patna district Rs. 1,800 were expended mostly on earthwork in 18 
estates and on the construction and repairs of wells and culverts, while in tho 
Gaya and Shahabad districts the expenditure of Rs. 4,865 and Rs. 3,009, res¬ 
pectively, was mainly contined to tho construction and repairs of aharSy wells 
and pynca* In the Saran district a sum of Rs. 200 was expended on the con¬ 
struction of wells only. 

^ In the Puii and Bulasoro distiicts tho expenditure of Rs. 6,831 and Rs. 450, 
respectively, was incurred solely on the construction and repairs of bunds, wells, 
tanks, bungalows, boarding-houses and roads. Besides these, Its. 443 was ex¬ 
pended on works for sanitary improvements, such as clearing old tanks and 
jungles, &c., in the Bogra, Bhagalpur and Malda districts. 

9. Works undertaken under the provisions of the Drainage Acty VI {B*C,) of 
1880 ^—The drainage works (five in number) lie in the southern parts of the 
Hooglily district in tho South-Western Circle. Four of them, viz., theDankuni, 
.Howrah, Rajapur, and Burrajolla, have been completed, and the costs of their 
maintenance have been capitalized. The fifth (Ampta project) is still under 
consideration. Regarding this the Suporintondiug Engineer, South Western 
Circle, writes:— 

This basin is difierent from that of the otlior drainage schemes, in so far that the 
bheej. land is higher, and that it has dii-eot oonneotion for drainage • into the Hooghly 
through the Parana khal. With these advantages it is only in years of exceptional rainfall 
that tho crops in the Ampta swamp suffer; and os this only happens onoo in six or seven years, 
in my opinion any further consideration of this project may be indefinitely postponed.” 

The following is an account given by tho Superintending Engineer of 
the expenditure incurred on the construction of the drainage schemes, inclusivo 
of charges for Establishment and Tools and Plant

10. * The lengths of the schemos, their channels, and the areas drained by 
them are the same as given in the previous yoars^ reports. The maintenance 
charges of the Dankuni and Howrah drainage schemes were capitalized at an 
annual cost of Rs. t,31>0 and Rs 2,000, respectively, in the years 1891-92 and 
1893-91, and those of the Rajapur and Hurrajolla Drainage schemes were 
capitalized in the year 1896-9r at an annual cost of Rs. 5,000. 

11. The Dankuni drainage works were efficiently maintained at a cost 
o£ Rs. 7,511, agaimt Rs. 2,5^7 in the previous j^car. These charges include 
a portion of the Drainage Deputy ('ollector’s salary, amounting to Rs. 900. 
The incrcaseil cost is mainly duo to silt-clearance on which more than Rs. 5,000 
was expended. 

12. The Howrah drainage works were maintained in good order at a 
cost of Rs. 4,108, against Rs. 3,299 in 1805-00. I his sum includes a portion 
of the Drainage Deputy Collector’s salary amounting to Rs. 2,^00. 

13. The Rajapur drainage scheme was efficiently inaiutoined during the 
year at a coat of Rs, 7,407, against Ra. 4,"^59 in the previous year. The main- 
tenaiico charge of the Burrojolla schciiio was Rs. 620, against Rs. 1,422 in 
1895-90. Tortion of the Drainage Deputy Collector’s pay charged to these 
schemes omoiinted to Rs. 4,423.

No figures are given by the Board for tho Rajapur and Burrojolla projects. 

14. E(}{ctencjf of tho Drainage \Vor/ls. —"riie drainage scliemos havo proved 
very successful, as they havo not only reclaimed large tracts of lands lying in 
their basins, but havo also efficiently^ drained them and tho high lands surround-*' 
ing. In seasons of droutrht and scanty rainfall they contribute towards irri¬ 
gating thes^o lands by taking in water from the river llooghly. 

15. DrfAnaqe works carritd out at the cost of Government. — On tho Balia- 
ghyo main drain four culverts were completed during tho year at a cost of 
Ks. 1,430, and a dock an<l four sidings were constructed for Rs. 943 and Rs. 459, 
respectively- Tho Surpai sluice channel bund was cut at a cost of Rs. 116 Tmd 
reconstructed, at Rs. 589. Dredging was started on the SaJ.ar khal to rem'ovo 
silt and improve it, but, owing to a break down of tho dredger, little work 
was done. Silt was also cleared fiom tho Mirzapur, Pnnipia, Aucknagurea, 
Baiuiida, Narainduri, Kalabaria, ^ralpati, llarikhali, Sadar and Udbad^ khals, 
at an aggregate cost of Rs. 2,051. For repairing tho Bulli lihil drainage works 
Rs. 3,079 were spent during tho year. 

16. Drainage w^rks carried out n idcr the Embankment Acty //( B.C.) of 1882,— 
Applications being submitted under section 18 of tho Act by tho Manager 
of tho Bhowunipore Wards’ Instate, three drainage sluices at Satpukur, Bindal 
and Kulpi in the Diamond Harbour subdivision of tho Northern Drainage and 
Embankment Division in miles 113-114, 52-53 and 69-70 of tho Schedule D 
Embankments Nos. 77, 63 and 71, were sanctioned during the year for Rs. 1,14,141, 
Ks. 34,130 and Rs. 66,289, respectively, and their construction was. com¬ 
menced in February 1897. Tho sluice at Satpukur is of six vents, that at 
Bindal of two vcnls, and that at Kulpi of three vents, and they will druinan area 
of 59 square miles of land. The expenditure incurred on them till the end 
of March 1897, when more than half (»f each was completed, was Rs. 51,835, 
Us. 13,512 ami Rs. 42,434 respectively^ These sluices have contiibutod much 
towards tho improvement of the drainage of the southern portion of tho 
24-Pargonas district. Another application being submitted by Babu Radha 
Kissrre Ghoso and others of 24-Parganas district, an irrigation sluice at 
Tellary between tho 19th and 20th miles of Schedule D, Embankment 
No. 61, was sanctioned in September 1896 for Rs. ,6,978,. and its construction 
was started in January 1897, and by'' tho end of March 1807 it w^as nearly 
completed. Tho sluice wdll irrigate an area of 5,000 bigbas. TboTangrabichi 
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sluico in 24-Parganaft district, which was referred to in last year’s report, was 
completed at a cost of Rs 46,550, the expenditure during the year being 
Rs. 24,259. The Ghurrial khal drainage acheino in the district of 2i-Pargana8 
was maintained during the year for Ks. 809, against Rs. 929 in the previous year. 
The total expenditure up to 3lftt March »897 amounts to Rs. 1,42,009. Of the 
14 small sluices in the Government Schedule D Bmbankments in the district of 
24-Pavganas, 8 wore repaired during the year at an aggregate cost of Rs. 727. 
The Kunirul sluice in the 53rd mile of the Dainodar Left linibankment, 
together witli its channel, was repaired and maintained during the year at a 
cost of Rs. 360, against Rs. 816 in the previous year. A small masonry stop 
dam and regulator was built during the year in the middle of the Kumrul 
iirigation sluice channel in the 50th mile of tlie Damodar left embankment for 
the irrigation of the high lands situated on the banks of the channel at a cost 
of Rs. 517, exclusive of Tools and IMantand Kstablishment charges. Plans and 
estimates for rivetting the bank of the Ihirabullong river, near the Nulcool 
lock, are under consideration of the Superintending Engineer, as also the project 
regarding the druinage of the Dubda jheel in Range III of the * Orissa Coast 
Canal. The management of the Ralabaria khal from the head of llarunda 
and Naraindari khal to its junction with the 8adar khal was made over to the 
Burdwan Raj Estate for a period of 10 years on the 1st February 1897.

Preliminary Note on the Wheat Crop of Bengal in 1897-98, 

Explanatory ,—In previous years, only the principal 
whoat-gvowiug districts furnished this Department with 
returns of the v hoat crop; but, as all wheat-growing districts 
shewed the area under wheat in their forecasts of the rahi 
crop, it has been thought advisable to include their returns 
in the present note, so as to bring the figures in it into 
accordance with the figures which will appear in the rabi 
forecast to bo issued by this Department later in the year. 

The figures for normal area have been revised on the 
basis of the returns of actual cultivation submitted during 
the past five years. Further enquiries are being made with 
a view to ascertaining the correct figures to be given under 
this head. Where a cadastral survey has been completed 
for the whole of a district, the figures compiled in the course 
of that survey have been adopted. 

2. Character of the season ,—The column of remarks in 
tho district returns shows that all the districts had sufficient 
rainfall during the season, except Murshidabadv Shfltliabad, 
and Balasore; but even in these districts the outturn will not 
be materially affected by tho doficiency. There was copious 
rainfall over the greater part of tho Province in September 
and October. This chiefly accounts for tho larger area 
under wheat this year. December and January have been, 
however, practically rainless, and this may have a prejudicial 
effect on tho outturn. There was no rain in the Patna 
Division in the months of November, December, and 
January; while in the Bhagalpur Division thoro was only 
scanty rainfall in November, and no rainfall in December and 
January. As theso aro the chief wheat-growing Divisions, 
the condition just described will have considerable effect on 
the general outturn. 

3. Area soton. —The area sown this year n>573,900 
acresj is much larger than that sown last year (1,361,600 acres). 
The increase is 212,300 acres, or more than 15 per cent, over 
last year’s area. The wheat-growing area m tho Patna 
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Division is 791,100 acres, or about half, nnd in the Bhagal- 
pur Division 409,000 acres, or about one-fourth of the whole 
wheat-growing area of thoso Provinces. The only import¬ 
ant wheat-growing districis in Lower Bengal are Muj’shid- 
abad, Kajshahi, Nadia, and Uangpur, which show 150,500, 
1 6,000, 31,400, and 30,700 acres, respectively, under this crop 
in the present year. 

4. Estimafedoutturn. —From the district returns, it will 
bo soon that with the exception of Jossoro, where the area 
under wheat is very small, all tho districts expect at least a 
10-anna crop; Chaiuparan returns a bumper or 20-anna crop; 
13 districts return an average or 10-anna crop; Patna and tlio 
Bonthal Parganas return a 16-anna crop; tho remaining 
districts return an outturn varying from 14 to 10 annas. 

Estimating by Divisions, the Patna Division expects some 
thing over an average crop, the Bhagalpur Division a 15^- 
anna crop, and tho rest of tho Divisions together about a 
13*amiacrop. Tho general outturn may be estimated at 15 
annas against 10 annas, tho estimated outturn of last year*

Note on the Late Cotton Crop in Bengal for the year 1897-98. 

[iV'.B.—Bctarns have been received from all ilistrirts, except Manblium.] 

Explanatoryo —The present report furnishes estimates of 
the area and outturn of the late cotton crop of these Pro¬ 
vinces which is sown at the close of the rainy season and 
harvested in the hot weather. Tlio report on the early 
cotton crop was published by this Department on the 20th 
December 1897. 

The averages of the areas sown during the five years 
ending lb97-98 have been taken to represent the normal 
areas in column 3 of the appended statement in the case of 
all districts, except Cliamparan and Muzaffarpur, where 
the figures returned by the District Officers arc those which 
have been ascertained in the course of the cadastral survey. 

2. Character of the seaso^i —At the time of sowing m 
October, the rainfall in cveiy district shown in the appended 

» statement was considerably above tlie normal. In November 
Saran, Cliamparan, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga received 
no rain, and the rainfall elsewhcro was below tlie normal, 
except in Monghyr, whore it was slightly in excess. In 
December, with the exception of B^inkura and the districts 
of the Orissa Division, whore the rain received, was below 
the normal, the lato cotton growing districts received, no rain. 
In January, rain fell in parts of Bili.nr. Tlie season, on the 
whole, was favom'able to the cultivation of tbe late cotton 
crop of these Provinces. 

3. Area —The total area sown with lato cotton 

this year in the 14 districts, from wliich reiuins have been 
received, amounts to 71,500 acres against 70,900 acres 
sown in 1890-97. It seems probable, however, that the 
area sown with late cotton in 1890-97 was overestimated. 
The normal area under late cotton in these 14 districts, as 
now estimated by the Department, amounts to 73,5<*0 acres. 

4. Character oj the crop. —An average outturn of 16 
annas is reported from Champaran, Darbliangi, Dbagalpur, 
Cuttack, Balasore, Angul and Khondmals and Sini»libhum; 
Bankura and Puri return l4-anna crops; and Monghyr

Tup. following report submitted by the Inspector-General of Police, Lower 
Provinces, on the arrangements made by him for despatching pil^ins bound 
for the Hedjaz during the current season, is published for general information. 
It will be seen that 708 pilgrims have been shipped per 8. S. Jideda from the 
port of Chittagong, but that, notwithstanding tlxe efEorts of the Government to 
procure steamers, it is unlikely, owing to the demand for freight, that any more 
steamers will be available this season for pilgrim traffic. Persons who still 
entoitain the intention of proceeding to the Hedjaz will bo _woll advised, 
therefore, to defer their purpose till next year. Magistrates of districts should 
be careful to explain these points to the leading Muhammadans in order to 
remove all source of misapprehension.

1 iiAVE the honour to report, ff»r the information of Government, that 708 
pilgrims, who had undergone the prescribed period of quarantine at the Bani- 
ganj Camp, were embarked on the 16th on the S.S. Jubeda, late Peninsular and 
Oriental Bckin, and she has since proceeded to sea. 

2. The pilgrims were put into a special train at Baniganj and were 

railed Naihati to Goalundo, Avhero a sjxccial steamer was in readiness to 

convey them to Chandpur. From (Jliandpur they proceeded by special train to 
Chittagong I'id Loksham Junction. As the Jubeda drew too much water to bo 
able to come into Chittagong Port, the pilgrims were conveyed by the Guide to 
the Jubeda lying outside the Chittagong bar. There was no sickness, and all 
arrangements were successfully carried through. .... 

3. 1 have made enquiries in all directions, and find there is ^ little or no 
likelihood of another steamer being sot asido this season for pilgrim traffic. 
Ordinary freights arc high, pilgrims are troublesome passenger^ . many 
restrictions have been imposed by the rules under the Pilgrim Ships Act, all 
these causes operating to make ship-owmers unwilling to_ take im the 
veyance of pilgrims. I venture to suggest, therefore, that it be widely notified 
that, as no more steamers are arailahlc for the carriage of pilgrims, those who 
entertained the intention of proceeding to the Hedjaz must defer fulfilment 
until next year. If this notification is widely made, it will prevent persons 
incurring needless expense and disappointment. I have issued lustructiont that 
until further orders no more pilgrims aro to be admitted to the Raniganj Camp.

Twe Hoa^ble Maharaja Jamdindta Nath Koy of Nator, who was appointed 
of the Bengal Legislative Council as the representatire of the 
Beards of the RaishaU Division^ having resigned his seat hr the 
Ooiunail^ |l|k* Alexander Maokenaie has deoided that the same Disttidt Boards 
wffl bowj^a^d upon to elect another pmrson for nomination.td the Council to 
ffll thaWaoant seat. The necessary notification will, therefore, now be published 
in the CMeuUa Oazette specifying the District Boards from which a recommen¬ 
dation-will-be> made to the Lieutenant-Governor for the nomination of the seat. 
Eaich District Board will-elect ono'representative only, and'he^ 'will be entitled 
to exercise all the votes of the body whioh he represents. 

3. The following are the Diatriot Boards whioh will send delegates to- 
vote' fOr^ ai person to ba recommended for the vacant seat, and the number of 
votes attrigned to them, according to the scale shown in paragraph 5 of tho 
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Resolution of this Government, No. 2307A., dated the 31st

3- Under Rule IV of the Regulations framed by the Governor-General in 
Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State under section 1 (4) of the 
Indian Councils Act, 1892, for Bengal, the Lieutenant-Governor now desires 
that intimation may be at once communicated by the Commissioner of the 
Rajshahi Division to the Chairmen of all the District Boards enumerated in the 
above list, requesting them to arrange for the convening of a special meeting of 
each District Board concerned, at which one of their members may be elected 
to represent them for the purpose of recommending the nomination of a 
Member in the Lieutenant-Governor’s Council. The name of the representa¬ 
tive elected in each must be reported at once by the Chairman of the District 
Board concerned for the information of the Commissioner of the Division. 

4. The period of two months, wliich is contemplated under Rule VII of 
the Regulations as the period within which a recommendation shall be made 
to the Lieutenant-Governor, is hereby declared to run from the date on which 
the Commissioner of the Divisicm issues his invitation to the (!7hairman of any 
District Board concerned to elect one of their members to represent them for 
the purpose of recommending the nomination of a Member in the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s Council. 

6, As soon as the representatives are elected by the District Boards con¬ 
cerned, they will be called upon by the Commissioner of the Division to meet 
together on an early and convenient date, with special reforenco to the limit of 
time imposed under Rule VII of the Regulations, and at such convenient place 
as ho may specify, for the purpose of electing by a majority of votes a person 
whom they will recommend to the Lieutenant-Governor to bo nominated as a 
Member of the Council. The names of all candidates put forward at such 
meeting shall be duly proposed by one of the electoral representatives presents- 
The election shall be by ballot, and the person elected must obtain a majority* 
of the votes of the representatives present. If on the occasion of the first ballot 
an absolute majority is not obtained, the candidate who obtains the least number 
of votes shall bo withdrawn from the election, and another ballot shall* then 
be held for the remaining candidates, and so on until an absolute majority is 
obtained. 

The electoral representatives present at this meeting shall elect among 
themselves a Chairman, who shall preside and be responsible for the fair and 
proper exercise of tlio ballot vote. 

As soon as the election is made, the Chairman of the meeting shall, without 
delay, report to the Commissioner of the Division the name of the person so 
elected, with the number of votes obtained and any other information which 
it may appear desirable to communicate, and on behalf of the meeting shall 
recommend to the Lioutentmt-Governor to nominate for Council the person so 
elected. The Commissioner shall submit the report from the Chairman of the 
meeting, with any observations he may wish to add, to the Chief Secretary to 
Government, by whom the recommendations will*be submitted to the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor. 

6 Attention is drawn to the following Rule VI of the Regulations, which 
have been framed by the Governor-General in Council and the Secretary of 
State:— 

VI.—It shall be a oondition in the cjaae of any peasod to be reooimnended by a Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation or group of Municipal Corporations that he shall be a person ordinarily 
resident within the Municipality or the district in which it is s^uated, or in some one of the 
Municipalities constituting the group or of the districts in wUoh ihey are situated. A similar 
condition shall also apply to persons to be recommended by I)iBtriot Boa|ds. 
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Under this rule it, is not necessary that persons recommended, shall be 
members of any District Board concerned, but they must be ordinarily resident 
\rithin the Division from which the recommendation is made. Subject to thin 
condition, the rules declare no limit of qualification, and it is left to the 
electoral representatives to recommend a person under Rule V ( 0 ) according 
to the majority of their votes. ° 

7, It is desirable that the subsidiary arrangements now sanctioned shall 
as_ far as possible, be given effect to by the District Boards concerned with the 
minimum of official interference. The Divisional Commissioner and District 
Officers will, of course, afford any assistance which may be required, and do 
their utmost to facilitate the smooth working of the elections; but Government 
officers are forbidden to take part directly or indirectly in the election by 
canvaMing, influencing votes, or otherwise interfering with the free choice of 
the District Boards. ^ No indication should be given by any official member of 
stny of those District Boards as to the manner in which he himself intends to 
vote. 

Obdbbbd that a copy of this Resolution be furnished to the Commissioner 
of the Kajshahi Division, for information and guidance, and for communication 
to the District Boards concerned in his Division. 

Ordered also that a copy be published in the Calcutta Gazette.

BENGAL. 1897-98.

First forecast of the oilseed crops of Bengal^ 1897-98. 

Explanatory .—The chief kiQ<ds of oilseeds in these Pro¬ 
vinces are (1) rapesced and mnitard, (2) linseed, (8} til or 
gingelly, and (4) other oilsceebL e.g.., castor-oil and sirgtata 
(nigor oilseed). Two varieties of til are grown, viz., the rahi 
and the hhadoi. The present report furnishes estimates of 
the area and outturn of both varieties of til and of all 
other oilseeds mentioned abQve. 

The normal areas in colufift*^ ^ ^be appended state¬ 
ment ate based on the average areas sown in the past five 
3 rears in the case of all districts except Champaran, Muzaffar- 
pur, and Manbhum. For Champaxan and Muzaffarpur, 
estimates revisod on the basis of the final survey figures have 
been accepted. For Manbhocn the average of only two 
years has been taken to represent the normal area ior want 
of more n-liable information. Further • enquiries will : be 
made with a view to obtaining more correct figures. 
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2. Character of the season .—Good rain fell during’ the 
monsoon season of 1897, and left sufficient moisture in the 
soil for the sowing of the oilseed crops. In October, every 
district of these Provinces received considerably more than 
the normal fall of rain. In November, the rain was well 
distributed, all Divisions of those Provinces receiving slight 
rain. In December, the rainfall was below the normal in 
all districts, but this deficiency had no injurious effect on 
the crops generally. In January, Bengal proper received 
rain in excess of the normal, while in Bihar, Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur rain was deficient. In the first week of Feb¬ 
ruary, general rain fell in Bihar and in the north of Bengal, 
and slight showers were reported from East Bengal and 
Chota Nagpur; the fall elsewhere was practically nit. In 
the second week of February, there was rain over the greater 
part of the Province. On the wliolo the season has been very 
favourable to the cultivation and growth of the oilseed crops 
of these Provinces. 

3. Area cfor/.-—According to the revised estimates 
shown in column 4 of the appended statement, the total 
normal area under oilseeds in those Provinces amounts to 
3^920,900 acx*es. The total area cultivated this year, as will 
be seen from the same statement, amounts to 4,096,000 acres. 
There is thus a slight increase in area this year over the 
normal, due to the favourable character of the season up to 
and at the time of sowing. Tlie area cultivated with oilseeda 
last vear amounted to 3,14,700 acres. The area under 
oilseeds this year shows an increase of 581,SiPO acres (16’5 per 
cent.) over last yeaFs area. 

4. Character of the crop ^—From the returns of District 
Officers annexed to this note, it will be seen that out of the 
45 districts of these Provinces, one district, Champaran, 
shows a 19-anna crop; two districts, Darbhanga and Bhagal- 
pur, show crops a little above 16 annas; eight districts, viz.,. 
Burdwan, BirUmm, Saran, Muzaffarpur, Malda, Angul and 
Khondmals, Hazaribagh, and Singnbhum, report average 
crops of 16 annas ; and the remaining 34 districts report crops 
below the average. No district reports a erop lower than 
9 annas. Comparing the estimates of outturn this year 
with tliose of last year as given in columns 7 and 8 of the 
appended returns, it appears that from 41 districts better 
crops are reported. From four districts only, viz , Dinajpur 
(14 annas), Jalpaiguri (10 annas), Bogra (14-^ almas), and 
Purnca (15 annas), are worse crops reported. The arithmet¬ 
ical mean of the estimates of anna outturn this year, calculated 
with reference to the areas sown, amounts to ISf annas. 
Considering the good character of the season, it is not 
improbable that this estimate may be exceeded, and it appears 
safe to estimate a 14-anna crop for the whole Province. 
The crop last year was estimated at 11 annas.

SEllVICES OF GOVERNMENT OFFICERS AND PRIVATE GENTLEMEN 
IN CONNECTION WITH THE FAMINE OF 1896-97. 


In a separate Resolution of this date, the history of the recent famine in 
these Provinces has been given, and the degree of success attained in meeting 
distress has been described. I propose in this Minute to mention the names of 
ofEcors and private guntlomen whose services have been brought prominently 
to tho notice of Government, but no attempt has been made to classify them 
in any order of merit. 


COMMISSIONERS. 

Mrl Bourdillon^ c.s.i., was Commissioner of the Patna Division, where the 
brunt of the famine was felt. He administered famine relief with conspicuous 
abiliW) zeal, energy and devotion. Feeling absolute confidence in bis ability 
and discretion, I gave him a very free hand in dealing "with details, and my 
trust was amply justified. He never failed to keep me fully informed of all 
^at occurred, a.nd corned out all orders and instructions m the most loyal and 
iatelligent way. 
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Mr, Forhesj c.8.i,, was Commissioner of the Chota Nagpur Division, 
where, though the numbers on relief were never large, constant anxiety was 
felt owing to the extremely high prices that prevailed, and the wild and scattered 
character of the population. Mr. Forbes worked zealously and successfully, and 
showed resource in meeting the various difficulties of tlio situation as they 
arose. 

Mr, Oldham^ c.i.E., was Commissioner of the Bh a gal pur Division. He mot 
such distress as prevailed efficiently and with economy. 

The Commissioners of other Divisions whore distress to some extent 
existed, although not so acute as in the Divisions above named, also generally 
performed their duties sati8fact«»rily. There was, however, some want of 
control in the case of the Presidency Division. 

COLLECTORS. 

Patna Division. 

Messrs. D, Macphcrson, c.i.e., and Carlyle^ c.t.e., were the Collectors of the 
two most distressed districts, Chainpnnin and Darbhanga. Both of them dis¬ 
played gi'eat energy, executive ability, and devotion to duty. Mr. Maepher- 
son^s report on the famine in Champjran is a remarkably complete and able 
paper. 

Mr, Hare was Collector of MuzaflParpiir, and, though suffering from in¬ 
different health, laboured incessantly and successfully. He exercised the most 
rigid economy without permitting tlio sacrifice of life. His only fault was 
that, feeling himself strong, he failed in some degree to keep his Commissioner 
fully acquainted with the circumstances of his district and liis modus operandi, 

Mr. Maude succeeded Mr, IIjre and carried the operations to an cud with 
complete success. 

Mr, Earle was Collector of Saraii, and laboured with so much devotion 
that his health broke down and ho wa.s invalided to Europe. Ho was succeeded 
by Mr, Chapman^ who adTniuistei’ed the district satisfactorily. 

Messrs, Maritidin and Win Isor^ wlio were Collectors of Shahabad, carried 
out relief operations in that district with judgment and economy. 

CnoTA NAoruu Division* 

Mr, Rennyy as Deputy Commissioner of Palaraaii, was confronted with 
peculiar difficulties which ho met witli a fair measure of energy and success. 

Mr, Heraldy Deputy Commissioner of Hazaribagh, gave unremitting atten¬ 
tion to the relief operations, which^he ortranised with miicli ability, 

Mr, Streatfeiliy although the district of Lohardagga was not officially 
distressed, dealt with the difficulties duo to high prices and declining food-stocks 
in an energetic and creditable manner. 

Mr, Lusorty who was in charge of tlio Manbhum district at the beginning 
of the famine operations, showed ability and energy in forecasting the require¬ 
ments of the district and in making preliminary arrangomouts. 

Mr. MaguirCyVf\\o succeeded him, brought them to a successful termination. 

Pkesidency Division. 

Mr, Garrett at Nadia may, owing to his strong feeling of sympathy with 
the distressed people, have given gratuitous relief too freely, but in spite of 
failing health he worked with unceasing energy and zeal, and on the whole 
with success. 

Mr, Vincent at Khulna and Mr, Levinqe at Murshiclabad showed sound 
judgment and administered their districts with ability, care and economy. 

Biiagalpur Division. 

Mr, McIntosh administered the relief operations in the district of Bhagal- 
pur with conspicuous success. 

Mr. Carstairsy although handicapped by heavy judicial duties, maintamed 
a thoroughly efficient control over the operations in progress. 
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Burdwan Division. 

Mr. Maniaty^ Collector of Bankura, administered relief with care and 
efficiency.

An account is given in the following narrative of the famine which visited 
the Dower Provinces of Bengal during the years 1398 and 1897. 
total area of these Provinces, excluding Tributary and Native States, is 

151,535 square miles, with a population, according 
to the Census of 1891, of 71,346,961 souls—a 
population equal to nine-tenths of that of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudli, the Punjab, and the 
Central Provinces put together. Tl^ugli the 
pressure of high prices, due to the short outturn 
everywhere of the crops of 1896 and to the gorierul distress in other parts of 
India, caused suffering throughout the vast extent of those Provinces, to all 
who were dependent on small fixed incomes, to the labouring classes, and to 
those who subsist in ordinary times on private charity, distress amounting to 
famine was officially declared to exist in an area of 27,981 square miles only, 
with a population of 13,245,000 souls, as detailed below :—

lioeal extent of the famine of 1874. 


The last groat famine that visited thoso Provinces was that of 1873-74, 
and since thon*thero have been four years of local scarcity. 

In 1873-74 severe distress prevailed throughout an area of 20,950 

square miles, with a population of 10,700,000, and 
to a less extent distress in an area of 19,159 square 
miles, with a population of 7,061,630. The districts of Ilazaribagh, Palam iu, 
Khulna, and Puri, in all or parts of which famine prevailed last year, were 
not affected in 1873-74, while on the other hand, among districts which 
escaped during the recent famine, Purnoa, Dinajpur, Rangpur, and Bogra 
suffered severely in l»73-74, and Monghyr, Gaya, Malda, Rajshahi, Pabna, 
Jalpaiguri, Burdwan, and Birbhuin in a lesser degree. With these exceptions 
the other districts affected during 1873-74 were again visitod by famine in 
1896-97. 

In 1875*76 the early cessation of the rains caused a serious failure of 
. ^ the rice crop over a considerable area in Dinajpur, 

carci y o - . throughout the Sitamarhi and Madliubani subdivi¬ 

sions of Tirhut, and in the extreme north of the Supaul subdivision in the 
district of Bhagalpur, although relief operations wero eventually found 
necessary only in the Madhubani and Supaul subdivisions. 

The next year of deficient rainfall and short crops was 1885-86, when 
o -i eiooroo anxiety was felt Avith I'egard to certain parts 

oarciyo - . districts of Bogra, Nadia, Murslii labad, 

Malda, Gaya, Patna, Burdwan Birbhum, and Bankura, but eventually relief 
operations wero undertaken in an area of about 1,000 square miles only iu 
the districts of Bankura, Burdwan and Birbhum. On these operations, which 
lasted from May till November 1885, a totjil expenditure of Rs. 1,96,000 was 
incurred, the highest number in receipt of relief at any one time being 22,172 
at the end of Juno. 

The rainfall of 1887-88 was unfavourably distributed throughout the 

Province, and pressure was felt almost everywhere. 
Scarcity o 1887- 8. chief seat of distress was a strip of some 1,000 

square miles in area, extending along the Nipal fronlier through the districts 
of Champaran, Muzafifarpur, D irbhanga, and the Supaul subdivision of Bha¬ 
galpur. The deficiency of rainfall during the important months of September 
and October c luscd a serious failure of the winter rice crop, whilo the cold- 
weather crops wore poor. Roliof oj)erations were commenced early in January, 
and at tho worst period of distress in tho end of May the numbers on relief 
wor.o about 46,000. The rainfall when it came was excessive, causing floods 
which aggravated the situation, and the last relief centres wore not closed 
till the end of October. Tho total expenditure on relief works and gratuitous 
relief from Government and district funds, including some operations on a small 
scale in tho districts of Gaya and the Sonthal Patganas, amounted to about 
Rs. 5,00,000, and about Rs. 1,50,000 was spent on relief by private individuals, 
mostly by the Darbhanga Raj. There was some distress also requiring relief 
in tho Tributary Mahals of Orissa and in tho districts of Balasore, Midnapore, 
and Murshidabad. 

Tho last scarcity preceding the famine of 1896-97 which necessitated 

State relief, was that of 1891-92, when the irregu- 
Scarcity of 1891-93. larities in tho monsoon during September and 

October 1891 and the absence of the winter rains caused much damage to 
tho winter rice and rabi crops. Relief operations were conducted from January 
to August in parts of the districts of Muzafifarpur, Darbhanga, Monghyr, 
Bhagalpur, Purnca and Dinajpur, comprising a total area of 5,710 square 
miles, witli a population of 2,531,556 persons. The largest numbers on relief 
on any one day in the several districts amounted to 83,016 on relief works and 
4,699 on gratuitous relief, and the total cost of tho relief operations amounted 
to Rs. 4,84,113. 

In 1895-96 the rice crop was again short, in tho Patna Division especially, 
but Governniout roliof was not found to be necessary. 
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Tho farnino of 1896-07, in its main filatures—in ita causes, extent, 

intensity, dovoloprnent, and in tho liso and fall of 
Famine of i89i:-07. numbers ill receipt of Stato relief—resembles to 

Objoct of comparison with that a great extent tlio famine of 1878-74, but hero 
of i87a-74. nnalogy ceasos : tho methods adopted for 

relieving distress, the coat, and in a largo degree the moral effects on the people, 
of the operations of 1896-97 Imvo been largely different from those of tlie 
famine of 1878 74. In both famines abko the paramount object of all famine 
rolief adiriinistration, namely, tho saving of human beings from death by 
starvation, has been fully attained, but on tho present occasion at a greatly 
reduced cost, aggregating only a sixth part of that incurred by tho State in 


1878-74. 

If in this narratlvo comparisons arc instituted between tho methods and 
rt salts of tlio adiiiinistration of famine relief in 1873-74 and those of 
1896-97, and conclusions are drawn that may appear favourable tj tho methods 
and results of tho recent operations, it is not because it is claimed that 
tho administrators of to-day arc superior to their predecessors, to whom 
belongs the credit of showing for tho first time how a wide'^proad Indian 
famine could bo siiccossfully gi'upplcd with ; but because tho inferences are 
suggosti d tliat, as tho results of tho experience of 1873-74 and subsequent 
famines, of tho labours of the Famine Commission, and of tho more minute 
knowledge of the agricultural economy of tho coiintry since attained, greatly- 
improved methods of famine administration have been devised, and that, 
owing to tho extension of railways, spread of communications, and tho 
general advance of those provincts in material prosperity, the powers of the 
people to rc8i>t tiio effects of calaTiiity of seasons have largely increased. It 
is with a view to call altontiou to and 6m]>hasIso these inferences that 
cNOmparison.s will bo made on siiitablo occasions in tlio following narrative 
between the t'aminos of 1897 and 1874. Though the adminislrators of famine 
relief in 1871, in a great undertaking of unproeodentod character, with no 
previous experience to guide them, may have committed luistakes and erred on 
the side of excessive liberality, they wore at all events conspicuously successful 
ill saving life, and left behind them traditions among tho people of confidence 
in the will and power of Government to rescue tliem from tho h<*rrors of 
starvation. 'I Im administrators ot to-day had tlio advant:igo of the experience 
of 1874 and ()f subsequont famines; and if it bo true that erjufil success has 
been attained in s iving life at a smaller c )st, it sliould bo always ro neinbered, 
as Sir IlicUurd I’emplo remarked at tin; limo, tliut many things had then to be 
accomplhhcd, the hke of which had never been attompto.l before. Nothing 
can bo more pleasing to those wlio were responsible for the administration of 
relief in 1874, thiin to find that a failure of crops equal to that of 1874, rosAlting 
from an equal deficiency ai.d mere unfavourable distribution of rainfall, and 
attc"de.l by higher prices of food grain.s, was met in 1897 by an outlay of little 
more than one crore of rupees, against one of hix crorca ia 1874, as nothing 
would bo more agreeable to Sir Alexander Mackenzie and thoso who have 
shared with him in tho labours of tlio famine of li97, than to learn years 
hence, in tho event of tho occurrence of a similar calamity of season, that 
iu tho interval between tho present and that time the material prosperity of 
tho people had so advanced that tho calamity had been met hy an outlay 
of one sixth of that incurred in the recent famine. Indeed, tho Lieutenant- 
Governor so< s in the events of tho pjst year reason to hope that Bengal, 
Bihar, and Orissa may have now 8^*on the last of the groat famines* If with 
a failure of crops, which, according to all aulhorities possessing personal 
knowledge of those provinces (and who alone are in a poriuon to form 
a judgment in tho matter) was as groat as any of this century, afid with un- 
precodMitedly high prices, human life has been saved througliout the vast 
teiTitorles subject, to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, at an outlay of one 
crore of rupees to tho Btate, tho Liout mant-Govern or thinks it is not loo much to 
expect, as time goes on, and the condition of tho people of these provinces 
continues to improve, as it undoubtedly has improved in tho past quarter of 
a century, that they will be able to meet any calamity that is ever likely to 
occur iu the future with an increasingly dinmiished expenditure from Stato fimds.

CHAPTER I. 

THE ECONOMIO COSfDlTlO:?? OP THE AFFECTED TRACTS. 

In order to understand tho effects of any given dogroo of crop failure in a 
particular area, it is cloLirly necessary that regard should bo bad to tho 
normal economic condition of the people of that locality. 

It was tho Patna Division, with its aiv'u of 23,691 square miles 

and population in 1891 of 15,810,121, mainly 
agricultural, with an average density of 607 
persons to tho square mile, including hills, jungles and waste, or 913 to the 
square mile, on tho average cultivated area of the last five years, in which 
the most acute distress was fidt. Tho Division is separated by tho 
river Ganges into two parts of almost equal area, tho three districts of 
Patna, Gaya, and Shalmbad forming what is generally known as South 
Bihar, while tho four districts of Saran, Cinmimran, Muzaffarpur, and 
Darbhanga constitute North Bihar. This great Division extends over an 
area nearly equal to half of England, and lias a population almost as largo 
as that of the whole of tho Boiuhay Presidency, and 50 per cent, greator 
than that of the whole of tho Central Provinces or of Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales put together, Tlie greater part of this area is a highly cultivated alluvial 
plain rising into wooded hills on tlie south, where it is bounded by the outlying 
ranges of tho Chota Nagpur phitt?au, and on the n u’th sloping gently upwards 
to the foot hills of tho Himalayas. Bosiles tlie Ganges, anl in addition to 
streams of loss importance, three great livors pass through the Division—tho 
Sono on the south, and tho Gogra and Ganduk on tho north. In ordinary con¬ 
ditions of favourable rainfall, tho Division, excluding iho tracts of hill and 
forest, is a region of extraordinary fertility i diabited by aoino of tho most 
industrious husbandmen in India. In all dis'ric t^ of this Division, though of 
varying importance in each, throe harvests arc reaped in tho y .'ar. The rain 
crops, known as including some kinds of rice, maize, and many of the 

milmts; (2) tlio main winter rico or /yj crop; and (3; the cold-weather or 
rabi crops, comprising tho principal cereals of Northern India, such as wheat, 
barley, and oats, and pulses; oilseeds, sugarcane, tobacco, and cotton form valuable 
crops, which are also extensively cultivated. In North Bihar, and to a small 
extent south of the Ganges, indigo cultivation gives einplnynient to thousands 
of labourers, and brings large sums of money into circulation among the 
cultivators, while poppy is largely grown everywhere, except in Darbhaliga, on 
a system of advances made by Government. 

In spite of these advantages, tho material condition of the people 

in Bihar generally is considerably below what it 
Patna Other divisions of the Lower Provinces# 

Wages are low, rents high, and population, under 
tho favourable influences of universal early marriage and a comparatively 
salubrious climato, extremely dense, and, owing in a groat measure to its 
density, poor and badly fed. The population is almost entirely agricultural, 
while holdings are small and greatly subdivi'lod, resulting in a large class of 
agriouUaral poor, who supplemont the proiits from their petty holdings by 
working for hire, and thus swell the ranks of tho labourers for wages. 
Tho brunt of tho lumine of 1890-97 fell upon tho four districts of North 
Bihar, especially the ii(}rth 0 rD rice-growing suixlivisions of Champaran, Musaf- 
farpuT, and Darbhanga, along tho line of tho Nipal frontier. This is the 
zone whicli was described by Sir Richard Temple as the ** blackest of the black 
spots ill tho famine map.’^ In 1880 the Famiuo Oemmissionors, speaking of the 
people of North Bihar, described them as a tenantry very ignorant, very 
nelpless, sunk in tho most abject poverty,” while, again in 1882, the Govern¬ 
ment of India in a despatch to the Secretary of Stato remarked that the 
evidence before us of the depressed and precarious condition .of the people in 
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that part of tho country is full and conclusive/’ Sir Antony MacDonnell in 
1803 wrote of this tract:— 

Distress, nimoiira of dis^reBs, and starting of relief werk^ aro ever-rocurring characteris¬ 
tics of tho loral offi^erd’ annual rep)rt8. In the year under review (/.«., 1892-93), owing to 
widespread failure oC the preceding year’s rioo and rabi crops, relief works had to be opened 
in the second week of March in Daiblianga and Muzaffarpur. By the middle of May no 
less than 22,000 people were on these relief wo ks in Dorbhanga and 6,-3C;0 in Muzaffarpnr, 
while by the end of the fir.=^t week oE June tho numbers rose to 43,470 in the for.ner and 
14,147 in the latter district. Had the rains of 1891-92 not boon favourable as they happily 
wore on the wh.do, ‘there is no doubt,’ Mr. Forbes (the Coramissionor) remarks, * that famine 
would have at on"G crushed dotcu upon thene di^trict$^* The material condition of the people in 
Darbhanga and Mnzaffarpur, especially during the first few month of tho year, was, the 
Commissioner says, redured to a low obb, and th dr physical condition fell off in a marked de{tree; 
and Fa'hf^a a ide^ teas pirtunhirly not •e nable among ihc chillren. Thougli there were 

no deaths repo:ted from actual starvation, the mor ality among tho old and infirm necessarily 
ineroaBoi for want of proper nutrition. L’he Collector of Darbhanga. Mr. Wiil anis, says :— 
‘There can be no doubt Unit had tho authorities not co.no to tho rescue, tho deaths from a'^tual 
want of food would have been numerous.’ ” 


As show i in tho preceding paragraphs, there has scarcely evor been 
a year of distress or scarcity in any part of tln'so provinces during which 
N )rth Bihar did not suffer. It siifforod badly in 1866 and 1874, and in a lesser 
degree in 1875-76, 1885-86, 1887-88 aid 1891-92, the i'ltoivoning years of 
distress preceding tho present famino. But thougli the matoidal condition 
of the people in Bihar was, as described by Sir Richard Tcniplo to the 
Famine Commission, lower in his time than that of any part of India that 
he had seen, and though their conflition still gives and must, for some time 
to come, continue to give grounl for anxiety, yet much has hocn done to 
improve it since Sir Richard Temple’s day. In 1374 on’y one railway 
(tho East Indian) pass3d through tlie Division south of tho Ganges: roads 
either did not exist or if they did exist were rough and unbridg.jd; there 
was little or no irrigation from canals; tenants’ rights wore insecure, and oppres¬ 
sions and abuses of various kinds were rampant. N<jw there is not a single 
district and scarcely a subdivision of a district in the Division which is not served 
by railways; excellent roads ramify everywhere, tenants’ rights have been 
secured by tho operation of the Tenancy Act, and the knowledge of their 
rights is being brought home to the cultivators by mt-ans of the record of rights, 
wnich is approaching completion ; some canals have been made, and wliat was 
for these causes a pritri likely, namely, that the power of resisting the effects 
of crop failure should hav-o increased, has been proved to be a fact by tho 
events of 1897 narrated in the following chapters. But notwithstanding these 
improvements the position of the people of the^o parts being still precarious, it 
is not surprising in a year of abnormal rainfall and r.-sultant crop failure, 
following, as in th^ rocmt famine, upon a year of seriously short crops, that a 
considerable portion of tho population were unable to fall back upon tho accu¬ 
mulated stocks of previous years to tide them over tho temporary crisis. This^ 
however, is a subject which will be treated more at length in tho next chapter. 

'The econoinio condition of tho distressed areas is described more in detail 


in tho following paragraphs of this chapter:— 

The only districts of Bihar which escaped tho stress of famino were 
South Bihar. thoso of Patna and Qaya.* In Patna tho rainfall 

• Patha— was not so doficient as elsewhere, while the whole of

Sono Canal system. Elsewhere in Gaya and in the Bihar subdivision of Patna, 
the country is intersected with streams flowing from the Chota Nagpur plateau, 
the wafer of which, with the natural rainfall and drainage, is conserved in an 
elaborate system of ahars or reservoirs, to be subsequently conducted through 
a network of channels to the fields. Communications in both districts have 


been greatly improved since 1874, and are now excellent, and the fears which 
were at one timo entertained regarding certain local areas in the Patna and 
Qaya districts, eveutually proved groualless, no relief moawres being found

neccysfary except amfjftg the beggars and pilgrims who came from oUowbero 
uml were found wandering along the Grand Trunk Road. 

The rain failure in Shuhabad^ was greater than in Patna or Gaya, but

parts of Shahabad contain a substantial and sturdy yeoman tenantry, known as 
guza.htada'B^ who have always boon tenacious of their ancient agricultural 
rights and customs, and hare succeeded in maintaining them. Eventually no 
portion of this district turned out to be actually distressed except tha extreme 
south-west corner, comprising the Bliabua subdivision and a part of tliat of 
Sas iram. The whole of the southern part of tho Bhabua subdivision, and much 
of the southern portion of Sasaram is occupied by the Kaimor range of hills, an 
undulating plateau, for tho most part covered with forest, with an area of 700 
square miles and about 20,000 population. There is litdy provision hero for 
water-supi)ly, and the crops are poor and precarious, depending almost entirely 
on tlio rains. Food-supplies have to be Iwyught up from the plains through 
difficult passes, which, always impassable for wheeled traffic, become closed even 
to pack animals when the monsoon once sols in. The remainder of tho 
distressed trsict in this district composed the plains part of the Bhabhua sub¬ 
division and the Chonari outpost in Sasaram. Of this, the portion falling 
north of tho Grand Trunk Road was not severe ly affected, but distress was . 
much more acut.^ in the portion south of the Grand Trunk Road, between it 
and the hills, whore the rice was almost a total failure, and there is little or no 
irrigation. The people, too, arc inexpert cultiv itors and of poor physique. 

Of the four distric-s of Nortli Bihar, Suranf is the most densely popu¬ 
lated and closely cultivated. It is a fertile triangle 
of rich alluvial soil washed on two sides by tho 
Gogra, Ganges, and Gand-ik. It possesses a ej^stom 
of canals, so called, which are of little practical 
value, but it is pitted with numerous wells which are largely used for irrigation 
by an adroit and induslrious husbandry. Its crops are divided almost equally 
among the three great harvests of the year, and a total crop failure is therefore 
practically impossible. It is always an impmting district, and tho bringing 
in of outside grain is an operation well unclerstood by the local merchants, 
while the homo remittances of its numerous inhabitants who migrate in the 
winter months in search of employment, and tho money circulated by opium 
and indigo cultivation, increase the staying power of its inhabitants. Under 
these circumstances general distress was averted, and what distress there was 
varied according to the local conditions of tho tracts affected, being severe 
where tho rice crop predominated and less acute where rahi and hhadoi crops 
wore more extensively grown. The distress wis worst in tho Gopalganj sub¬ 
division, but about two-thirds of tho Si wan subdivision and half the Sadar 
subdivision wore also badly affected. 

Practically the whole of the ChamparanJ district, was affected. The 

eastern and southern pfirtions of the district are 
fairly fertile, but the norlhorn and western por¬ 
tions are thinly populated, and contain a large 
proportion of hill and jungle. Tho normal rainfall 
IS high, and the raiyats are averse to adapting tiiomselves to tho needs of irri¬ 
gation in periods of drought. Tho prevalence of fever and malaria has also 
lowered tho general standard of physique. The worst affected areas wore 
a tract roughly corresponding to the Uhaka thana, where the failure of tho 
rain was more complete and rice tho piincipal crop; and a tract of about 
430 square . miles in the north-west of tho Bcttiah subdivision, around 
Ramnagir and including the thanas of Bagalia and Hardih. The population 
in the latter area is scanty, the soil poor, and the cultivator^ thriftless and 
ignorant. Communications in the district as a whole are not so good as

The Muzaffarpur^ district is an alluvial tract of great fertility, espe- 
•Mxjza»f*iipub— cially in the southern subdivision of 'llajipur, and

Population, 2,7i2,8u7. diagonally from north-west to south-east. Its 

weakness lies in the concentration of ilio rice cultivation in the Situinarhi sub¬ 
division and north of the district generally, to the exclusion in great part of 
other crops which might bo relied on should the rice fail. The whole district 
was affected by distress except the oxtroiue south of the llajipur subdivision, 
wlicro the rainfall was heavier and the soil is fertile, rahi and Ihadoi crops 
being extensively groAvn, and the general class of cultivators very industrious. 
The portions worst affected wore the Sitamarhi subdivision and the northern 
half of the Sadar subdivision, whore rice is the preponderating crop and tho 
failure of it was a moro serious matter than where other crops aro also 
cultivated. Strips along the Adhaura, Lakhandai, and Bagmati rivers were 
saved by indgation, but the rest of tho Sadar subdivision and tho north of the 
Hajipur subdivison also suffered sevoredy. 

The Darbhungat district is in many parts tho counterpart of Muzaffar- 
fDABBHANfli— although tho proportion of rico land is greater. 

Area, 8.335 squnro miles. Ill the Saiuastipur subdivision to the south, there is a 

PopulatioQ, 2 . 8 j 1 .'j 66 , tract of groat fertility, comprised in tho I3al>ing 

Serai and Samastipur thanas, which n ceivod almost its normal rainfall, like 
Hajipur to tho west of it. North of this tho distressed area commenced, com¬ 
prising, with tho excojition of a few isolated areas, tho whole of rest of tho 
district and the Sadar and Madhubani subdivisions. As in Muzaffaipur, the 
great rico tracts lio to north, and hero tho distress was most conspicuous and 
serious. 


Throughout North Bihar tho roads aro numerous, and were greatly 

extended and improved by the famine relief oper- 
^ Bihap ations of 1874, and since then by the operations of tho 
gener y. District Boards, Cliamparan being the only district 

which leaves much to be desired in this respect. The Bengal and Nortli-Wcstorn 
Railway in Saran and tho Tirhut State Railway in tho other districts bring 
most areas within moderately easy reach of tho line, the tracts which are worst 

S irovided for being tho extreme nortli-AVcst of Chamjiaran and tho north of the 
ladhubani subdivision and south-east of the Sadar subdivision in Darbhanga. 


Tho Gandak and Gogra afford a waterway for the ordinary country boats, and 
as a whole tho state of communicatious is oxcnllcnt. 


Coming now to the adjoining Division of Bhagalpur, tho distressed 
^ areas w’ere limited to the districts of Bhagalpuf and 

Bhagalpur Division. the Sonll.al Parganas. 

Tho district of Bhagalpur^ is divided naturally by tho rivor^ Ganges

Population, 2 , 022 , 626 . at ono tiiuo apprehended in certain local areas and 

tdst'relief works wore opened in April and May, they failed to show any 
demand for labour, and eventually what distress there was, was met by expen* 
diture from charitablo funds. North of the river the distress was more acute, 
and relief operations on a considerable scale were required in a tract 
of some 500 square miles, with a population of 325,000, situated partly in 
the Supaul and partly in the Madtiipura subdivisions ; the distress was 
most severe on the western border of the district adjoining Darbhanga. 
This is the old famine area of tho Bhagalpur district; tho soil is 
poor and winter rice the chief crop, while indigo cultivation, at one* time exten¬ 
sive, has practically died out. The social conditions are peculiar; tho variety of 
castes among a population wholly agricultural is small, and the bulk of the cul¬ 
tivators are Moithili Brahmans and Rajputs, who wilhnot work theraselres and 
look to tho low-caste Jolahas and Musahars as day-labourers for tlie cultivation 
of their fields. Alms they will not accept, and while clamorous for loans, th^ 
made it a complaint that their labourers had gone elsewhere to earn wages they 
oottld no longer themselves afford to give. 
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• Bonthal Pa110ANjK9—

In tho Sonthal Parganas* two tracts in tho south-west of tho district 

wero declared aflocted, tlio one in the Jamtara 
subdivision—covering somo 367 square miles, 
with a population of 93,000, and tho other the 
whole of tho Dooghur subdivision, compris 
ing 954 square miles and a population of 284,114. The country is undulat 
ing, with fertile valleys interspersed with uplands of poor soil and forest, 
and the streams which traverse it are mere mountain torrents. The popula 
tion, largely aboriginal, with a marked aversion for regular work, subsists 
almost wholly on agiiculturo, the all-important crop being tho winter rice 
spring crops aro of small importance, and tho hhadoi crops arc in loss proportion 
than elsewhere. Outside these areas distress in the Damin tract of the Rajmahal 
subdivision, and in tho Qodda subdivision generally, was mot by charitable 
relief only. 

In the Ghota Nagpur Division, with an area of 26,966 square miles 
• ' ®'i^d a sparse popuLition of about 4,500,000 souls, 

Chou Nagpur Palamau, Manbhum, and 

Hazaribagh were severely affected. In Loliardaga, though never official¬ 
ly declared affected, relief operations on a small scalo were carried on for a 
few months, and test works wero opened in Singlibhum, but wore not attended 
in any numbers. The physical aspect of tho division as a whole is that of an 
area broken with hills, rising in places to 4,000 f( 3 ct and moro above sea level, 
and interspersed with cultivated valleys of moro dr less fertility. Tho 
contro of this area is occupied by the Ranclii plateau, an undulating table¬ 
land about 4,500 miles in extent, and at an elevation of 2,100 feet. From this, 
except to the west, where tho high lands run on into tho Native States, there is 
a general fall in the level of the country. To the north, after aii abrupt 
fall^ to the valley of tho Damudar, tho level rises to tho Hazaribagh plateau, 
a similar, though smaller, table-land of about 600 sf^uare miles in extent. 
To tho north-west lies the district of Palainau, a tangled mass of broken 
hills and more or less oj)en valleys. To tlie east and south lie tho districts 
of Manbhum and Singlibhum. The northern and eastern portions of Manbhum 
are open, and consist of a series of rolling downs; to the south and west tho 
country is moro broken, though generally the district lies lower than either 
Liohardaga, Hazaribagh, or Palamau. In Singlibhum, too, to tho north and east 
of tho district tho elevation is smaller and the country fertile ; on tho south 
the country rises to an extensive elevated plateau, 1,000 foot above sea-level, 
while to the west lies a wild mountainous tract inhabited for the most part 
by aboriginal tribes. 

Tho railway and other communications throughout this vast area are 
generally poor. The Bengal-Nagpur Railway bisects the Manbhum district 
and passes through that of Singlibhum, while branch lines oE tho East Indian 
Railway tap the Gobindpur subdivision of the Maublium and tho Giridih 
subdivision in Hazaribagh. The rest of tho Division is completely isolated, 
Ranchi iu Loliardaga and tho station of Hazaribagh being each 7*3 miles 
from the line of rail, and Daltonganj in Palamau lOl) miles from the nearest 
station in Gaya. Internal traffic is for the most part carried on by bullock 
cart and pack-bullocks over rough country roads. About two-thirds of the 
population subsist on agriculture, and about ono-sixth aro unskilled labourers, 
known locally as Kamias^ many of whom are practically serfs. They aro 
especially numerous in Manbhum. Cotton-spinning and weaving, and in the 
Qiiidih and Gobindpur subdivisions, coal-miiiiag, give employment to a consi¬ 
derable section of tho population. 

Taking the Division as a whole, the rice crop yields about two-thirds 
of the food-supply, tho bhadoi crops about ono-foiirth, and tho rahi crops not 
more than one-twelfth with varying proportions in individual districts. 
A considerable part, however, of the food-supply consists in tho edible forest 
products, which are resorted to largely everywhoi’o as a supplement to the 
ordinary diet. Tho most important of these products is the flow3r of the 
maAm tree, but a large variety of j angle fruits and roots are eaten both cooked 
xnd^ raw. This diet, though sufficient to sustain life, is deleterious if unaccom¬ 
panied by rice or other grain, yet the aboriginal and semi-aboriginal tribes, 
^ho form a considerable portion of tho population, aro content to eke out a 
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scanty Bubsistcnco upon it in their native jungles ratlier than do anything in the 
nature of a ‘‘task” upon relief works* Couaotpiently, though the numbera on 
relief in the Division were at no time large, there was more an«iety felt on its 
account than elsewhere. The inaccessible character of the country and the 
range of prices, which here reached a higher level than in any other portion of 
the Province, combined with tlie scattered cfiaracter of the population and 
the restless and independent nature of the forest tribes, gave rise to grave 
fears lest the food-supplies should fail and the people die in the jungles 
rather than resort to the relief works; and although only a few actual deaths 
from starvation are reported to have occurred, yet there is reason to appre- 
lioiid that the sufferings of the poorer classes have been greater in this 
Division than elsewhere. 

The area of the affected tracts in Ilazaribagh* extended to about 1,750 
• IlAz^BiiiAon— square miles, or about a quarter of the district,

PoiJiilation, i.i(j4-,32i. Gxists ou a vory small scale, and the crops depend 

almost entirely upon a favourable distribution of tho rainfall. Even in 
ordinary times the economic conditifui of the tract is not much raised above the 
boundary lino between comfort aiul distress. Koad communications are good, 
but impoi’tation of grain is not resorted to to an ajipreciablo extent, high j^rices 
being tlio immediate result of any failure of tho local food-crops.

district the most distressed area covered about 
2,5G3 Kcpiare miles, with a population of 383,440 
souls, and was comprised in a broad tract run¬ 
ning from east to west through the oontro of the 
district; to tho north and south tho distress was less acute. Trade is mostly 
local and with surrounding districts, and on a petty scale, while communications 
are exceptionally poor, communication by railway, water, or metalled roads 
being alike non-existent. 

In Manbli 11111 the whole district, with the exception of two than as, was 

affected, or an area of 3,373 square miles and popu¬ 
lation oE 991,097. The affected tracts are all agra¬ 
rian, and one-fourth of tho population is dependent 
on unskilled labour, the class who are the first to suffer when prices rise. The 
soil of the updands is for tho most part hard, dry, ferruginous gravel, with 
good fertile alluvial soil in the lower levels. Tliough in ordinary years in tho 
Gobindpur subdivision and in tho Jlialda tliauain tho Sadar, there is a consider¬ 
able business in coal and lac, tho people for the most part depend upon the 
produce of their fields. 

In tho Burdwan Division only one district—that of Bankuva§—was 
iiurdwan PiviHion. affected, where the distressed area comprised 1,053

Maiibliuiu. Tlio population is poor, comprising many Sonthals, altliough in 
Kfdpur thana there are a good many substantial Utkal Brahman raiyats, who 
will do no field-work themselves. Koad communications are generally fair, 
except in Raipur thana. Tho only considerable food-crop is the winter rice. 

In tlie Ib’csidency Division famiiio was declared in parts of tlie districts 

of Nadia, Khulna, and Murshidabad. Although 
gratuitous and charitable relief was distributed and 
a few small works opened for a short time in the district of Jessore, distress 
was never officially declared there. 

In tho district of NadiaH tho portion known as tho Kalantar was the 

first affected, and subsequently the Meherpur sub¬ 
division and the western portions of the Kushtia j^pd 
Chuadanga subdivisions. Tho total distressed area 
covered some 1,182 square miles, containipg a

population of 625,840, 
practically confined to the Kalantar, or 528 square miles. In the affeeted 
area two clati»cs of soil are clearly marked: the loir level areas of black 
olaj soil, subject to inundation and bearing the am'an paddy, and the tuerh 
level areas of light sandy soil, growing am paddy and . crops. For tho 
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district as a whole, the early or aiis paddy is of far more importanco than the 
winter rice. Practically the whole population live on the land. As a body 
they are podr and indebted, dependent for their food-supply on their own 
stocks and on petty baiiyas. Thoro is no grain trade on a larga scale, and 
importation is harnporod by bad communications. A bad system of land 
tenures known as uthandi prevails, under which system tho cultivators are 
mere tcnants-at-will. They change tho lands they cultivate at pleasure from 
year to year, pay rent orily for tho plots they may chooso to cultivate, and 
acquire no occupancy rights in them. 

In tho famine of 1873-74 tho affected area in tho district of Murshid- 

ahacl* had lain in a tract west of the Bhagirathi, 

• Mubshtdadad'*- known as tho liarh^ whero winter rice is almost the 

only crop grown, but during tho recent famine 
distress prevailed chiefly on tho east of the 
Bhagirathi, with only a narrow strip in the Kandi subdivision on the west. 
The chief cropKS hero are the early rice, followed by a cold-wcathcr crop, but in 
tho Kalantar in tho south-east of tho district, which is liable to floods, the 
winter rice is tho only crop. Tho total extent of tho affected area was 205 
equaro miles, with a population of 120,000. 

Tho affected area in tho district of Khulna, f comprising 474 square 

miles, with a population of 270,000, lay almost

of tidal rivers and channels which intersect it in every direction. The river 
Jamuna with its continuation, the Kalindri, and the Kolpotua, and tho Kabadak, 
with their tributaries, all traverse this part of tho country and debouch into 
tho Bay of Bengal, with numerous tortuous water-ways as connecting links 
between them. iVom December to the end of June as a rule tho river water 
remains salt, but after the rains have set in, tho salt water is usually driven 
beyond the limits of cultivation by tho volume of tho fresh rain water and 
drainage coming down. In a year of abnormally short rainfall, on the other 
hand, tho river water rotnaiiis moro or less salt throughout tho I’ains, with 
most prejudicial results to the winter rice crop. The river banks are almost 
invariably higher tluiu tho country they enclose, and are cut by numerous 
little inlets by wliich tho water penetrates to the lands within. With the 
rising of tho spring tides in January it becomes necessary to dam up these inlets 
and surround the cultivated In rids with embankments sulficiently high to keep 
out the incursions of the tides. When with the coming of tho rains tho river 
water becomes sweeter, it is usual to admit it by tho removal of tho dams. 
For the cultivation of tho rice crop two things are essential—dams and embank¬ 
ments of sufticient strength to keep out the salt spring tides, and sufficient 
rainfall to swooton tho rivers at the end of Juno that their water may be used 
for irrigation. Khulna has usually been reganled as a district safe from famine, 
but an unusual combination of adverse circumstances produced partial local 
distress in 1896-97. Unfortunately tho inhabitants are mostly illiterate and 
improvident; tho zamindars are absentees and generally indifferent, while the 
subordinate tonurc-holdex's are small men and impoverished. Embankments 
were permitted to go out of repair, thus allowing salt water to percolate into 
the fields to the gradual deterioration of tlie soil, while in 1895 a storm-wave 
sweiit over the distressed tract, leaving a deposit of saline matter whicli the 
short rainfall of 1896 was not sufficient to wasli out. Tho result was a failure 
of the winter rice crop, which is practicfilly tho only staple of the population, 
of whom about 80. per cent, are agriculturists. 

Although distress was at first appr(4ioiidcd in several parts of Orissa, 
Orissa Division relief Operations wore ultimately confined to a tract

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CHAPTER II. 

CAUSES OF THE FAMINE OF 1890-97. 

Normal crop distribution in tho As olwerved in tho preceding chapter, the 

ProTince. principal harvests in these provinces are— 

(1) The bhudoi^ consisting principally of ans (early rice) in Bengal 

Proper and Orissa, and of makai (Inditui coni', millets, and early 
rice to a less extent, in Bihar and Cl iota Nagpur. Tliis harvest, 
sown in April, May, and June, is reaped in August and September. 

(2) The aghani or hymanii^ consisting of tho groat winter rice crop, 

reaped in November, Docombor, and tho bogiuningiof January. 

(3) The rahi^ consisting of horo or spring rice and pulses in Bengal 

Proper and Orissa, and of wheat, barley, and pulses in Bihar, 
sown in October and November, and reaped chiefly in March, 
April, and May. 

The statistics of estimated areas under the different crops in Bengal are 
to be accepted with some reservations. There does not exist in these pro¬ 
vinces any village agency through which, as in temporarily settled Provin¬ 
ces, what purport to be accurate and complete returns of village cultivation can 
bo compiled, and the figures of areas as published are based upon tiio rough 
estimates of District Officers, framed upon what local knowledge is available. 
Information as to areas annually cropped and as to outturn is obtained mainly 
through tho medium of tho police, private individuals being also asked 
for information. In estimating normal areas ©very available source of infor¬ 
mation is utilised, such as economic reports, statistics of estates cadastrally 
surveyed, statistics of consumption, trade, etc. Annual estimates of areas are 
prepared with reference to tho standing normal estimates, allowance being 
made by the local officers for osliinated increase or <locrease due to tho 
character of tho season. Tho returns of District Officers are finally compiled 
and scrutinised before publication by tlie Agricultural Department. A similar 
system of estimating crops prevails in tho United States of America. The 
figures, while being tho best possible, may be taken as approximately correct, 
but they are not, and do not pretend to be, absolutely accurate. According to 
tho latest returns of the Agricultural Department, the normal areas under the 
different crops in the Province as a whole are as follows:—

11'3 per cent, of the total croppctl area. All known famines in Bengal and 
Orissa have been rice famines, in Bihar and Northern Bengal tho bUudoi and 
rahi crops may aflbrd tho turning point betvvocn fanurie and no faiuino, but oven 
there tho immediate cause of Bcurcitios and famines has always liccn the failure 
of the groat winter rice crop. The early ces^iation of iho usual rains in Septem¬ 
ber and total want of rain in t>ctober has therefore, craleris paribus^ a more 
serious and lasting effoct in areas where rice is the solo or predominating crop 
than it can have in districts or qiarts of districts in which throe harvests of 
nearly equal relative importance are annually reaped. In such districts it may 
take two or three years of short rain to make a famine. If in such areas one 
harvest fails, tho loss is partially made good by another harvest in the same 
year, but it is manifest that wlioro rice is tho only or almost the only crop 
and tho cultivators are poor, and therefore liavo no stocks of grain or money 
to fall back upon, a total or very serious failure of tho rico crop even in one 
year must cause acute distress. In this fact lies tho explanation of what 
may appear to uninformed persons anomalous. They may have observed that 
in tho southern tracts of Darbhanga, Muzaffarpur and in Saran tJie rainfall 
was as deficient as in the northern tracts, but yet there was comparatively little 
distress in the former areas or in tho adjoining districts of tlio North AA^estevn 
Provinces, and being unactpiainted with tho local conditions, they infer that 
neither could there have been intense distress i]i the northern areas; but they 
overlook the fact that in the southern parts of tho North Bihar and in the 
North-AVestern Provinces districts there is not one harvest reaped but three in 
the year ; that all tliree harvests scarcely ever fail, and that a failure of tho 
solo crop of the year (the rice) in tho rice-growing areas is equivalent to the 
failure of three harvests whore three harvo.^ts are reaped in tlio year. There 
never has been a famine in the areas in which mii and S/zar/(?i-crops ]}ri'ponderate 
in Bihar, and no such tract has ever been declared to bo seriously distressed. 

Except in Orissa and parts of Shahahad, Patna and Gaya tho pro- 
. . tcction afforded from famine by irrigation from 

Ajo» protcc+c :>y irrigation. canals ill thcse Provinces is not very great and in 

the distressed areas is insignificant, Tho only divisions in Bengal outside of 
Orissa, which are provided with canal systems are those of Patna and Buidwan; 
and although the area actually irrigated daring 1896-97 was the largest 
ever recorded and the Sone Canals proved to bo most beneficial, yet tl)o 
irrigated acreage under the various crops during the year as compared with the 
year preceding, is reported only to have been—

To this may be added tho area irrigated from rivers, tanks and wells, with regard 
to which no statistics are available, but oven if this area, wore taken into cousi- 
doratiori, it would bo of so small account in comparison with the total area 
covered by "food-crops, that the favourable distribution of the rainfall must be 
the dominating factor in tho question of failure or non-failure of crops, and 
iiTigation at best can afford but a slight palliative against tho .disastrous effects 
of short rainfall. 

The distribution of rainfall most favourable to the winter rico crop is 
• when premonitory showers fall in May or early in 
PUtribniioii of rainfall moit June. The ruin in tl.G latter half of Juno and in 
aToura o or e i crent crop*, j^iy should bo hcavy, then should como ail interval 

of comparatively fine weather, so as to permit of weeding operations being 
Buccossfully carried on. Tho September rains should be heavy, shading oit 
into fine weather with showers in October. On the sufficiency of tho rainfall 
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ia September more than in any other month depends the character of the 
outturn of this crop. The preparation of rice land commeucos much earlier 
in Ivast and North Bengal, and in the eastern districts of South-West Bengal 
than in the rest of the Lower Provinces. The ante-nionsoon showers, which 
fall in April, Ma^^, and the first part of Juno, are, in consoquonco, of more 
impurfanco in these latter parts than in other places, where lauds are usually 
prepared after the commencement of the monsoon rains. These conditions are 
also favourable to tlio bliadoi crops. Tho ante-monsoon showors of April, and 
in j3arts of Lower Bengal showers in March, are very necessary for the prepara¬ 
tion of lands for these crops. From April onwards rain is required at frequent 
intervals, but should not be copious or contiimous. Autumn rice is generally 
sown in May or earlier. Heavy rain at this time and in tho month following 
is therefore injurious to tho solving and successful germination of that crop. 
Seiittorcd showers with intervals of sunshine, on the other hand, aro very 
useful. Tiio climatic conditions most suitable to tho cultivation of tho j^dbi or 
cold wofither crops are when the monsoon rains cease early in October after 
thoroughly moistoiiing the ground, and are followotl by a few showers during 
tho rcunaiiiJcr of timt month and tho first half of Novennbor. A little rain in 
DccoiiLber and also in January is requisite to enable tho crops to attain 
tlioir full growth. 

Far difforimt from these, the husbandman’s ideal, were tho climatic con¬ 
ditions of 18^6, and the ofTocts of the adverse 
conditiniis of that year were iuteusilicd by short 
crops in the preceding year. 

The last year of good harvests preceding the recent famine was 1894-95, 

when the general outturn of the hhadoi crop for 
the Province was estimated as up to tho Qvorsgo, 
or 10 annas. The season was also most favourable for the winter rice. 
As regards the rahi crops, the latter part of the monsoon season of 1894

was cliaracterisod by unusually late rain, which lasted till the cud of the first 
week of November, and was particularly heavy in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and

Tho general outturn for tho Province was estimated at 13 to 14 annas. 

Tho season of 1895, although on the whole favourable to the or 

o autumn crops, was bad for tho winter rice, inas- 

catono . . much as tho rains were unevenly distributed at 

tho lime of sowing, and ceased too early to ensui^e a full outturn. Then 
followed a prolonged drought, which lasted throughout tho cold weather, 
and materially injured tho rabi or spring crops. For the Provinco as a whole 
tho outturn of tho hhadoi crops was estimated at 14 annas, of winter rice at 13 
ann^s, and of tho rahi crops at 11 to 12 annas. The winter rice, however, in 
only 2 districts amounted to more than an avorago crop; of tho remaining 
disiricts, 3 reaping an cavorago crop, 20 from 12 to 16 annas, 15 from 8 to 12 
annas, and 5, 8 annas or less. In five of tho six districts of the l^atna 
Division the cjutturii of this crop was from 9 to 12 annas. Out of tho 44 
districts from which returns wero received for the rabi crop, only one had n 
IG-anna crop, 18 from 12 to 15 annas, and 25 leas than 12 annas. 

Tho condition of things in tho Patna Division at tho end of tho year 
1S95-96 was summed up by tho CommisBioncr in his Annual Administration 
Report as follows:— 

All that can be said is that with a poox>lo so largely agrieiiltiiral as tho population of the 
Fatiyi Division, the margin of jirortpority beyond tho fixed limits of baro subsistoiio'o varies directly 
with tlio harvests of the year, lii 181)3-01» and 1804-95 tho harvesls wero good ; in 1896-96 
tli-o year began with o good rabi in tho early months of 1895 and a good hhadoi to 

fol!'*\v; but tho aghani rice and rahi wuro both poor. In tho.^o cireumstaucoa all that can bo 
si-Il for 1895-96 is that the peoplo wero a little loss prosjierous than in tlio x^rovious year, but 
tlio/ are very far from scarcity or want, and a year of good harvests will put thorn in good 
oa» o ojuoo more.” 

Unfortunately this succeeding year was the reverse of good. The 

rainfall of 1896 was very nearly as short as in 
compared 1873^ and was worse distributed. In 1873 tho rain 
did not begin till July, and even then was scanty. 
Tt lasted more or less, but never abundantly, till the end of August, when

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it for tlio most part ceased prematurely’. Enough had, however, fallen to secure 
a fair yield .of the hhcidoi crops, which are roiiped in August and Bepteinbor- 
Ltitlo or no rain fell in the months of September, October, November, and 
December, but heavy showers in the last week of January and in the beginning 
of Febi'uary 1874 secured a good harvest, and caused a considerable con¬ 
traction of the area and degree of distress anticipated. 

But in 1896 there was an almost entire absence of rain in April except 
in Eastern Bengal, though in May showers wore frequent in North and East 
Bengal* In South-West Bengal and Bihar the rainfall during this month 
was practically normal, although in Ox’issa and Cliota Nagpur it was below 
the average. The monsoon rains were most unevenly distributed. In Juno 
there was very little rain in North Bihar, wliile in Bouth Bihar, as also in 
Orissa, Chota Nagpur, Burdwan, and tlio Presidency Divisions it was excessive. 
In July rainfall was deficient over the greater part of these provinces, especially 
in Bihar, (where jDractically no rain fell hfjtwocn the middle of July and the 
middle of August,) and was again excessive in Orissa and in some districts of 
the Burdwan and (Jliuta Nagpur Divisions. In August the rainfall was every¬ 
where deficient except in Orissa, whore the heavy falls led to a series of floods, 
which destroyed the standing crops over a large area. In the first week of 
September there was general rain everywhere except in Bihar, where the defi¬ 
ciency continued into the second w'^eek, although elsewhere there was a general 
fall. After the 19th September there was practically no rain, except scattered 
and local showers. It Avas this failure of the rain in Bo])temljer and October 
which is 60 essential for the rice crop that caused the famine f)f 1^596-97. As, 
however, in 187.‘I, gDod showers in the Christmas week, in tlio beginiung of 
February and towards the end of March Avere of great value in refreshing the 
rahi and encouraging the raiyats, especially in the Patna and Chota Nagpur 
Divisions.

It will be seen, therefore, that in the Patna Division tho total defect in 

the monsoon of 1896 as compared with tho normal, 
Uainfall as different an.J worse far greater than in 1873 in Ghanii)iiran and Saraa 

d..tr.bat.d thnn .n sonfowhat gimter in Shahabad. Ii. Muzaffarpur 
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the defect of botli years was about the same, but in Sitamarhi, tho centre 
of the great iicG'j:)rodueing area, the pcrcentago of deficiency was as much 
ns 41*6 against in In I)arbbanga tl)o rainfall of 1808 was heavier 

than ill 1878, but it was peculiarly ill distributed. Thero was good rain 
in the end of June and beginning of .Tul 3 ’^, but then thero was a break 
for six weeks during which tlun'o were cloudless diiys of burning sunshino. 
Tho rain ivhich fell in August found tho ground parched, and tlio water 
level little Ijigber than in tho end of Juno. In neither of tho affected 
dislricls of fhe Jlbagalpur Division was tlio defect so great as in 1873, but in 
both distrielH 1805 also was a year of short rainfall, and in Deoghur and 
Jainlara coinj)ri.sing the distresscti sxrvn in tlie Sonthal Purganns the defect in 
1800 was roughly 21 per rent, agfiinst 16 in 1873. In the distressed districts 
of the Cliota Nagpur and Presidency Divisions the defect during 1805, except 
in Klnilna, w as as serious as that iu 189(3, and the rainfall generally worse than 
in 1873. 

It is not, however, tho total volumo of rainfnll that has alone to be 
considered, but also its disiribnlion, wliieli is even more important, for on tlie 
fall in Septcinl)or and October, depends the question of failure or non-failure 
of tlie wintf^r rice. 'J'bo failure of tlie rains in these important months is 
clearly sliowni b^’' the folio wing figures of mean district rainfall:—

Whether, then, we look to the total aggregate rainfall or to the fall 

in the important months of September and Octo- 
Crop failure as great as in 1873-74, Seen that iho deficiency was as 

groat as in 1873-74 and, as like causes produce like results, it was to 
bo expected that the crop failure also would be as bad as in 1873-74, 
as ill fact it is reported by all authorities to hare been. In the Patna 
Division the monsoon was late in beginning, not breaking till the end 
of June, after which a heavy burst early in July caused floods, especially in 
Muzaffarpur, and was followed by a period of drought till the middle of August, 
and again to the middle of September, which scorched up what had escaped the 
floods, and left the rice seedlings to wither in tho seed-beds. After the middle 
of September no rain fell at all till towards tho end of November, when the 
fall Wi-is practically confined to South Bihar. The conditions in tho Bhagalpur 
Division wore similar, and after the late cominencemeat of tho monsoon the 
Division shared iu the break from the middle of July to the middle of 
August, which ruined the hhadoi^ and iu the drought from the end of Septem* 
ber to the end of tho year. Tho figures for tho district of Bhagalpur are 
inisicading, as tho September rain was confined to one heavy fall between the 
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14th and 20th of tho month, which only momentarily improved tho prospects. 
In Chota Nagpar tho ante-monsoon showers in April and May, necessary for 
the preparatiQTi of the land, wore very deficient; in Juno, and in Hazaribagh 
in July, tho fall wms excessive, and did much harm to the weakly crops, 
while in August, September, and October tho monsoon withered away. In 
ho Presidency Division, too, tlie figures aro apt to convey on impression more 
favourable than the reality. The rain in Nacia with tho exception of a few 
showers in the end of Soptoinber ceased entirely from tho 19th of that month 
to the end of tho year, and tlie usual inundations upon which the Kalantar 
depends were wanting. Outside the Kalantar, wliero tho am and not the aman 
paddy is the important crop, it was tho failure of the August rain which was 
so disastrous. At Meherpur only 2*85 inclics were registered in August, 
against 16 82 in 1873-74 and a normal of 12’31, In Khulna tho rainfall 
in tho last week of September was 0*78 inches only, and in October 0*14 
inches only, while in Schiamnaggar, in the affected tiact, the total Septem¬ 
ber rainfall was 6*22 inches only. Khulna is, however, a district which h«s 
always been supposed to be practically safo from famine. Tho deficient 
rainfall would not of itself have caused distress requiring the intervention of 
Government in that district, had it not been that its effects were aggravated by 
the previous impregnation of tho soil with salt. 

Looking to tho actual climatic conditions of tho seasons of 1895-96 and 

1896-97, as compared with the ideal conditions 
outturn of the various haryests, it is 
obvious that a short crop must have been the conse¬ 
quence in 1895-96, and that a very serious failure was to bo expected in 
1896-97. The effect of such a failure on any individual district would depend 
largely on tlio extent to which that district was dependent upon each harvest 
for its food supply. Tho relative areas under each description of crop 
throughout the Province have already been shown, but the relative proportion 
in the affected districts remains to be examined. 

In tho Patna Division as a whole winter rice provides 48*83 per cent, 
of tho food-crops, rabi 28-73 per cent., and bhadoi only 22’o2 per cent., while 
of the individual affected districts, Shahabad, Darbhanga, and Mozaffarpur 
depend chiefly upon their rice crop, to a loss extent on their rabi^ and still 
least of all on the bhadoi. In Saran all three crops aro of about equal 
importance, while in Cfiamparan, although tho distribution is more even, winter 
rice is tho principal and in tho most severely affected areas almost the 
only crop, and early rice forms a larger proportion than elsewhere of the bhadoi 
crop. In tho districts of Ehagaipur and the Sonthal Parganas, winter 

rice is by far the most important crop, the bhadoi being of slightly greater 

consequence than the rabi. In tho Chota Nagpur Division rice con^titutes 
no less than 63*3 per cant, of the food-crops, while the bhadoi amounts to 28-1 
per cent., with the rabi unimportant—only 8*4 per cent. In Manbhuni 
and Hazaribagh rice is by far tho most impoitant crop, with the bhadoi and the 
rabi respectively as the least important. In Palamau the crops are more evenly 
divided although the largest area is under rice. In Bankura, Khulna, and Puri 
winter rice constitutes roughly from 75 to 85 per cent of the area under food- 
crops, with the balance to tho bhadoi and the rabi in about equal proportions. 

In tho affected area in Nadia the early rice crop is the most impoitant and 

after that the winter rice; in tho distressed portion of Murshidabad winter rice 
is the principal crop. 

The action of an unfavourable season, however, is twofold, causing 
a reduction in the area sown, as well as a reduction in ita ultimate outturn, and 
a very large reduction in the area of rabi crops sown was tho natural result 
of tile absence of the rain from the end of September onwards, which was 
necessary to moisten the land for preparing and sowing. The winter rains in 
January and February greatly benefited the rabi crop, but only what was then 
sown.

It thus appears that, according to the official reports, the outturn of 

all harvests was short in 1895-96, while the repdrted 
iRM onttnrnn in yiejfl of 1890-97 of all harvests and of the rice crop 

' * * especially was worse than 1873-74. But official 

statistics of crop outturns in Bengal not being trustworthy, the Lieutenant- 
Governor turned to what ho believes to bo a more reliable source of information 
oil this point, namely, the personal local knowledge of the officers employed in 
the distressed districts, and more especially the locaL knowledge of indigpr 
planters and other private gentlemen, native and European, wlio were in Bihar 
in 1873 74 and are there still. His Honour, finding at the Sonepore Conference 
in November that their opinion coincided with the oiuicluaions suggested 
by the official statistics of rainfall and crop outturns, namely, that the crop 
failure was as great as in 1873-74, felt that there was no longer room for doubt 
that a grave emergency had to bo faced in Bihar. 

In the opinion of the Famine Commission the experience of previous, 
famines had SnoWn that an estimated failure of one-third of the year’s outturn , 
would demand the utmost vigilance and preparedness on the part of the 
authorities ; that.ad fong as more than one-half of the year’s outturnJs secured, 
pressure will exist, but ho such distress as to require special measures of,. 
relief, while the failure of throe-fourths of the whole outturn would, aepom- 
panied with intense famine. In the Patna Division tb.e deficiency of 1895-96 
in Shahabad, DarbhanM, and Muzaffarpur was over 30 per cent. In Cham- 
paran it was somewhat less, but a large portion of the crop of that district was 
estimated to have been exported. The comparatively smaUar failure in Saran 
placed that district in more favourable ppsition than the others in the 
ensuing year. In 18d6-97the failure in evwy district except Pabia and Gaya^ 
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was more than 50 per cent. In the Chota Nagpur Division, speaking generally, 
the food'outtum of the three affected districts showed a deficiency of 30 
per cent, in 1895-96, and rather more than »50 per cent, in 1896-97, the 
crop failure of 1896-97 being worst in Palamau, but serious in every district. 
In the Bankura and Puri districts the crop failure os estimated was not quite 
50 per cent, in the district as a whole, but in the affected areas it was 
more. In the distressed portions of the three famine districts in the Presidency 
Division the deficiency was more than 50 per cent. 

In dbnsidcriug the above estimates, several points are to bo noticed. 
In the first place, the figures are for districts as a whole, and it has 
already been pointed out that in each district acute distress was confined 
practically to the area which is mainly dependent on the rice-crop. Further, 
the failure of the preceding year is to bo considered. Finally, the crop failure 
of 1896-97 was accompaniecL not only by a failure to a greater or loss extent of 
the crmis all over the Province, but of the crop.s all over the rest of India, and 
the influence of this circumstance in the early stages of the famine iii draining 
surplus stocks for export to the distressed districts of the North-Western 
Provinces, and in raising prices to a height which had never before been 
attained over so large an area, was a most powerful factor in bringing about 
the calamity of the year, especially in those parts of these provinces where the 

} >opulation is poor and depressed, the labouring classes numerous, and wago.s 
ow. In this connection it should never be forgotten that in Bihar tho wage of 
an agricultural labourer, which term includes petty agriculturists who supple¬ 
ment profits of their small holdings by working for wages, is in ordinary times 
as low as from to 2 annas a day; that this wage is barely sufficient to 
supply food to tho labourer and his family when food-grains sell at ordinary 
prices; that this class has in no way benefited by that rise in prices of agricul¬ 
tural produce which has tended to alleviate the condition of agriculturists; and 
that with the price of food-grains doubled as it w:is in 1896-97, it would have 
been wholly impossible for the labouring classes to subsist on tho ordinary 
wage, assuming that they could find employment, which they could not have 
done, if Grovernment had not intervened and rescued them from starvation. 


In addition, however, to the ordinary cultivated food-crops, special mention 

j z should be made of tho fruit of mango and niahna 

Mwgo andcrops. Ijhagalpur, and Chofa 


Nagpur Divisions is largely resorted to by the poorer classes as an article of diet. 
Both in the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions the mango crop was poor, and the 
mahna blossoms which were much injured by storms in March yielded a produce of 
only from half to two-thirds of the average. In the Chota Nagpur Division, 
wherQ the Commissioner estimates the mahua as a food-staple of greater import¬ 
ance than the rahi, the crop was similarly damaged by storms, and tho outturn 
estimated only at from 6 annas in Palamau and 8 annas in Manbhum, to 10, to 
12 annas elsewhere. Tho mango crop was an absolute failure. In 1874 
the mahua crop in tho Chota Nagpur Division was a bumper one, and the mango 


crop at least an average. 

Reference has already been made to the popp^ cultivation in the Patna 
_ , . . Division as having an important bearing on the 

Poppy cu iiratiom economic Condition of the people; elsewhere in tho 

affected areas of other districts it is not grown. In the four affected districts 
of 'Shahabad, Saran, Champaran, and Muzaffarpiir (poppy is not grown in 
Darbhanga to any extent), tho average area under poppy on tho figures of tho 
last five years was 211,190 acres, while the average payments to cultivators 
amounted to no less than Ks. 37,62,297, in addition to a large annual indirect 
expenditure incurred upon subordinate establishments. In 1806-97, owing to 
the want of moisture in the land, the area under poppy fell off in Muzaffarpur 
by 54*16 per cent, and in Champaran by 33’36 per cent., while payments to 
cultivators decreased by 8*33 and 37*3 per coat, respectively*' In Saran and 
Shahabad the payments to cultivators increased. 

No useful attempt can bo made to give a quantitative approximafion in 
• tons of the crop deficit in the Province in 1873-74, or 
in wSSwtSfc 1^3.71“““ 1896.97, as compared with normal rears. The com. 

parison has, however, been entered, into, in more or

less detail by the local officers, and their general conclusions are identical. 
The Commissionor of Patna, after a detailed examination of the subject, has 
arrived at the conclusion that throughout the live affected districts of his 
Division the estimated outturn was less and the estimated deficiency greater 
in 1896*97 than in 18.3-74, This conclusion is supported strongly in the 
Chainparan district, where experienced gentlemen, like Sir W. Hudson, K.c.i.is., 
Mr. T. M. Gibbon, c.i.e., and Mr. J. J. Macleod, c,i.e., who had all witnessed 
the two former famines of 1865*66 and 1873-74, corroborated the unanimous 
consensus of native and European opinion in the district that the general loss 
of crop had been worse in the present than in either of the two previous 
famines. In Chota Nogpur the Commissioner points out that although the 
hhadoi crop of 1896-97 Mas probably somewhat bettor than that of 1873-74, 
yet the principal crop—tlio wdntcr rice—was distinctly worse, and on a review 
of this and other attendant circumstances, the conclusion is come to that the 
people were decidedly worse off in the recent famine, than in the famine of 23 
years ago. In tho Presidency Division in Nadia, the only district in wliich 
comparison can bo instituted with tlic famine of 1873-74, the Commissioner is 
of opinion that tho circumstances vvoro better then, than in 1896-97. 

To sum up the facts stated and conclusions suggested in this chapter, 
„ X- !_• has been shown that the year 1895-96 was one 

» ummary o t is c aptor. crops; that the rainfall of 1896-97 M^as worse 

tlian that of 1873-74; that as a result of that failure the outturn of food-grains 
was worse according both to official statistics and the opinions of all persons of 
experience and knowledge of tho subject, native and European, official and non- 
official; and also that the supplemoutary sources of food-supply wore less than 
in 1873-74. If then the numbers relieved by Govemineiit and the cost of 
relieving them were far less in 1896-97 than in 187-^-74, as will be shown in 
subsequent chapters to have been tlio case, the cause must bo souglit either in 
the more economical methods of Ikmine administration adopted in the recent 
famine, or in tho in^jreased power of the people to resist the effects of crop 
failure, or in both. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that both causes have 
operated. 
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CHAPTER III. 

KAHJLY MEASUllES FOE. THE OEQANISATION OP THE RELIEF SYSTEM. 

As soon as thoro appeared reasons for apprehending that the abnormal 

climatic conditions of the year would result in 
in^ho^fatna scrious deficiency ill tlie outturn of the different 

harvests, the attention of Government was directed 
to the maintenance of a close and anxious watch over the situation. As early 
as the 26th June 1896, a letter was addressed to all District Officers directing 
them to watch the vicissitudes of the season, and to report promptly to Govern¬ 
ment any special circumstances wliich might indicate the probability of relief 
measures being anywhere necessary. On tin’s as on previous occasions the 
symptoms of approaching distress first presented themselves in Bihar, and 
the first letter of warning was submitted by the Commissioner of Patna on 
the 15th August, reporting that the lhadoi crop was withering, the seedbeds 
were drying up, and large tracts of rice-land were still unplanted. In view 
of the shortness of the rainfall in September, and the high prices that pre¬ 
vailed in the Province generally, a special report was called for by telegram 
on the 33rd September 1896. The CommiB8if)iier’s report showed that every¬ 
thing was depending on the usual rain in the halhiya astcrisin (25th Sep- 
tember—8th October), which, if favourable, miglit even then save the situa¬ 
tion. The first indication of a spirit of restlessness manifostod itself among 
the people on the 3rd October, when a case of grain-looting occurred in 
the Dinapur Bazar. On the Sth October the Commissioner was obliged to 
report the failure of the hoped-for rain, while strong west winds were wither¬ 
ing the standing crops and retarding the preparation of the lands for the 
rabi. At the same time agents were buying grain largely, especially in 
South Bihar, for exportation westwards ; prices were rising rapidly, and the 
feeling of uneasiness and unrest was spreading. Even then there still was a 
hope of rain in the siwati asterism {«.£?., before the 6th November); but should 
that also fail, the Commissioner was of opinion that scarcity, if not famine, 
would supervene. 

On the 15th October the attention of the Commissioner was specially 

■l?rolimi..ary instruction, issued, drawn to the provisions of the Famme Code and the 

necessity of losing no time in offering work ou 
district roads under the conditions prescribed in section 56 of the Famine Code. 
The District Boards were directed to revise their budgets by cutting out all avoid¬ 
able expenditure and appropriating all the funds they could find, to relief works 
proper. It was pointed out that should no rain fall before the end of October, 
there could be little doubt that a serious failure of the aman rice and rahi 
•crops would bo inevitable, and that the Local Government would have to 
largely supplement the funds at the disposal of District Boards All Executive 
officers were to be instructed by the Commissioner to study carefully the Famine 
Code and the history of past scarcities. The Magistrates and Police were to 
keep a sharp lookout for any indications of rioting, and to take prompt steps to 
suppress it. The standing crops were to bo carefully watched, the stocks of 
food-grain were to be enquired into, and every effort was to be made to utilise, 
for the purposes of irrigation, whatever supply of water there might be from 
hill-streams, tanks, and wells. The Commissioner was also authorized to give 
loans freely for sinking wells, and to enmloy, for the purposes of local enquiries, 
the officers of’the Opium, Survey, and Settlement Departments, without inter¬ 
fering for the time being, with their ordinary duties. In the meantime a note 
was prepared by tlie Agricultural Department under the orders of Government, 
giving a remmi of the history of past scarcities in Bihar, comparative state¬ 
ments of rainfall month by month, outturn of crops, and prices of food-grains, 
with the number of persons who came on to relief works or who received gratui¬ 
tous relief in every year of scarcity since 1873-74. This was circulated to all 
Commissioners and public associations, and communicated to the Press early in 
November. In forwarding this note the intention of Government to re&ain 
from all interference with private trade was enunciated and emphasised: all* 
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tho information then ava-ilablo to Govorninont was ^iven with tho special 
object of assisting tlio mcrcantilo connnuiiity in forecasting the quantity of 
grain which it might be profitiiblo for tlioiii to iinpoit, and further detailed 
onquiiies wore ordered to bo underrakeii with a view to ascertaining as nearly 
as possible, tho stocks in hand and tho deficit or surplus under or over the 
requirements for local consumption. 

Tho first preliminary report under section 9 of tho Famine Code 

was siibiniited by tho Commissioner of Patna on 
^nopnr Conference—:40tii ^'ov- uth Nevoiiiber, and on the 10th November, when tho 
^ rain still held off and it became certain that relief 

measures on a considerublo scale woald Iiavo to bo undertaken, tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, accompanied by tho llon’blo Mr. G. O. Stevens, c.s.i., and tho 
lion’bio Mr. M. Finucano, lie venue Secretary, proceeded to Sonepur, where the 
assemblage of many official and non-official gentlemen of Bihar, Native and 
European, at the annual fair, affonled an excellent opportunity of ascertaining 
the views of those who were best aMo to judge as to tlie gravity of the situation 
and the measures required to meet it. On tho 20th November a Conferenco Avas 
hold, at which tho circumstaiice.i of each district wero discussed with referonco 
to tho anticipated crop fuiiuro ami existing food stoirks, and tho proposed 
measures of relief were considered and explained by tho Lieutenant-Governor. 

After the return of Ilis Honour to 0;ilcutta, with a view of settling 

tho more technical dt3tails of relief organisation 
Muzaffarpur Conforcnco- 4th after local enquiry, Mr. Finucane proceeded on a 

tour through tho worst tracts in the districts of 
Muzaffarpur, Chainparan, and Durbhangu, accompanied by tho Collectors of 
these districts. The results of his and their observations and entiuiiies wore 
afterwards laid before a Conferenco Iicld at Muzaffarpur on the 4ih and 5th 
December 1896, at which the lloifblc Mr. Glass, c.i.i:., Chief Engineer and 
Secretary to this Government in tlio Public Works Dopaitment, tlie Commis¬ 
sioner and the Collectors of North Bihar, and other local officials, were jircsent. 
The object of the Conforoiico was to work out the details of famine relief 
organisation on tho lines indient.^d by the Jdeutonant-Governor. It was 
decided to divide the affected areas into charges, each under a Supeiintcndent, 
the charges b.^ing subdivided into circles, each under a circle officer. It 
was eitimatod that charges would ordinarily bo 800 miles in extent (or 20 miles 
by which, on a population t>f tho density of Muzaffarf)ur or Darbhaiiga, 

would give some 262,500 people to hi supervised by ti*o Sup^^rlntendent. Each 
charge would ordinarily contain ten circles. Charges and circles were to bof 
mapped out at once, being doubled up, and two or more amalgamated, 
fihouid distress at first not be suUiciently severe to call for an officer for 
each. The Charge Superintendent w.is to bo of tlio standing of an Assistant 
or Deputy Magistrate or gazetted officer of tho Police, Opium, or other Depart¬ 
ments. Tho existing available staff of Oovernment oflici rs of all Departments 
was to be fully utilised in the first instance, and as soon as the supply of those 
officers should prove insufficient, non-oiliciul gentlemen possessing local knowledge 
were to be appointed. TTie salary for non-officiuls was fixed from Rs. 200 
to Rs. 800, with horse allowance to all Charge Superintendents at Rs. 100 
H month; this allowance was subsequently raised to Rs. 150 and Rs. 200 
in certain cases. Commissioners of Divisions were autliorised to appoint 
circto officers on Rs. 50 a month, witli horse allowance of Rs. 25, which in 
Khulna was subsequently converted into a boat allowance of Bs. 40 a month. 
The scale of clerical establishments under tho Superintendents and circle officers 
was considered, as also the cletails of provision of tents and treasure chests. 
It was decided that while District Boards should be consulted as to tho manner 
and works on which they might wish their contributions to bo expended, all 
sums which could bo mado available by them for expenditure on relief works, 
should be placed to tho credit of the District Officer, in order to secure 
nniformity m the system of accounts and to avoid delays in the provision of 
funds. It was further resolvoi that an officer of the Accounts Department should 
bo deputed to Bihar to confer with the Cooimissionor smd the Collectors, and in 
consultation with them to consider the provisions of tho chapter on accounts 
in tho Bengal Famine Code, with a view tp tho simplification of tho aocounts 
system. It was decided that the larger relief works requiring professional 
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rtpervision should bo. placed dix’cctly under officers of the Public Works 
Department with u ^cpaiatc staff and organisation. Schemes of major works 
of railways and irrigatiim canals were considered, and steps taken to have tho 
necessary projcxjts prepared. Tho actual organisation of labour on tlio relief 
works was discusseci; and with a view of facilitating tho duo enforcement o£ 
tasks, Mr. Glass undortook to prepai'e a table of scales of work to bo done by 
typical gangs in different kinds of toil. 

The recommendations of this Conferenco were accepted generally by 
^ Government. With a view of stimulating tho 

t er oAcrnmon measures. irii^^ation of tho crop?^ sanction was accorded to 

tho grant of a contribution of Ke. 1 for each httcha well sunk in tho affected 
tracts, and an allotniont of two lakhs was made for tlio purpose. Tho rules for 
tho grant of advances under tho Land luiprovoment Loans Act wero at tlio same 
liuKJ revised on tlio lines indicated by tho experience gained in tho liundilkhund 
famino in tho North-Western Provinces, and tho grant of advances free of 
interest, was authoiiseJ to land holders and suh^fantkil men, for tho exoavaiion 
of tanks and tliO execution of other petty works in tlieir own villages, with 
provision for tho romissioii of ouc-third of tlui original hum advanced, on condi¬ 
tion that the work w’as carried out to the satisfac tion of the Distjict Officer. 
Subscc^uontl)', with the sanction of the Govcriunont of India, instruments exe¬ 
cuted by tenants for advances made by landlciids, and those executed by tho 
latter for loans given by Oovermnent, were exempted from t-tainp duty. Steps 
wore at the same time taken early in Decembor to allow tlie free uso of tlio 
mahua flo\ver and of ediblo forest produce in the Govcrnmuiit forests of tho 
Chota Nagpur Division and of the Sonthal Parguiias. 

At the Sonepur Conference it had been brought to nodee by various 

goiitlemen of pnsiiiou and local knowledges, that 
Proposal to ^ivo Goyermnent thcio WUS a ]>ossibiUly of graiu-st'»cks ill the less 
i^ttcccBriblo ° aocos'^iblo places becoming doplot<j<l before private 

trade c<>uld supply tho local delicit, and it was 
suggested for consideration Avhctlicr, without iu any way interfering with piivato 
trade, Government nr.iglit not advance money at moderate interest and on 
adequate security to piivate persons for tlui purcliaso and import ition of grain 
from Burma and elsewhere, to be subsequently sold or distributed in tho inacces¬ 
sible tx'acts at tlie ii>k of the importers and at such prices as they luiirht 
think fit to demand without interference on tiie part of Goverument. Tho 
suggestion was recommended by the Commissioner as the last bulwark against 
depletion of stocks iii out-of-the-way places, and on the under standing that such 
advances should only be made to well-known men, who might bo trusted not-to 
compete with local traders. In 187d-74 Govcrmueui had sanctioned arrangj- 
ureftrls for the grant of advances— 


(a) to zamindars, planters, and others on the condition that tlioy w'oultl 
iinpoit grain from a distance and sell it as near as posdbio at 
cost price, all expenses included; 

(A) to traders and others of safe and responsible eiiaract3r at a nrodorate 
interest of 0 per cent., who ivero to import grain fronr a di'-tance, 
without any conditions as to tho rate or manner of selling it. 

An arrangement such as tho former clearly involved interference w'ith private 
-trade, but tlio propoi-al as recommendeil by tho Commissioner of the Patna 
Division did not seem inconsistent with the principles approved by the Famine 
Commission, that Government is bound to provide for the supply of grain 
for relief works and gratuitous relief, and can rightly intervene when local 
trade fails to act in remote agricultural liY<cts, whore wages are paid in grain, 
and tho* local demand is supplied not bv imports from distant marls, but by 
small ])urchases from tlie stores of the agiicnlturists, 'The proposal w*»s accord¬ 
ingly submitted to tho Government of Indii. d he Supremo Government at 
first denmrred to these proposfds under \ho iinprc8sii»n that- the object in view 
was to iinanco a general scheme for tho importation of giain ; but it was 
pointed out in reply tliat tho Lieutcinaiit-Govcrnor had already publicly announ¬ 
ced at tho outset and'emphasised his determination not to interfere with private 
trade, and that he had not the slightest intention of sauctioning arrange¬ 
ments which would involvo intorferenco with trade in any way, os to tho 
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undesirability of which ho was in entire accord with the Government of India; but 
that the proposals in question referred only to definite localities of limited area 
not easily accessible, where the local officers and gentlemen of intimate acquaint¬ 
ance with local conditions and of unquestionable probity, anticipated that 
difficulty would bo experienced in providing grain for relief works, gratuitous 
relief and local consumption. The Government of India, thereupon recognis¬ 
ing that exceptional circumstances miyht arise justifying and indeed necessitat¬ 
ing exceptional measures, loft full discretion to the Lieutenant-Governor to 
act in each case according to the requirements of the Situation. Happily, as 
will be shown in a later chapter, the necessity for taking advantage of that 
discretion arose in a vorj^ few places only. 

Meanwhile warnings of imijending distress from other Divisions had 

^ ^ ^ . not been wanting. On the 5th October the Commis- 

oihjrbmSons”* ^ sioner of the Presidency Division had forwarded 

reports of a critical state of affairs in the Khulna 
district, but the preliminary reports being conflicting, it was not until the 16th 
November that the Commissioner, after a personal visit to the locality, reported 
that measures of relief would probably be required in the Satkhira subdivision. 
Reports from tlie Orissa Division that the premature cessation of the rain was 
giving more grounds for anxiety than the floods earlier in the year, were 
received on tlie 5th November, and on the 13th November the Commissioner of 
the Chota Nagpur Division submitfed a review of the local situation and of 
his reasons for apprehending that Government measures of relief would be neces¬ 
sary. At the same time from other corners of tho Province came rumours of 
impending famine. 

District Officers in the meantime were busy everywhere collecting 

Test roliof works information of crop prospects from every quarter, 

^ advancing money on loans, and encouraging every 

attempt at iiTigation wherever there was a prospect of saving any portion of the 
crop, while a constant watch was being kept on the state of the local markets 
and the effect of the steadily rising piicos on popular feeling. The cry had 
arisen in several districts for the stoppage of exportation, and the impossibility 
of acquiescing with the request was but imperfectly appreciated or understood. 
As the first practical method of gauging the existence of actual distress, 
test works were started, usually by adopting test wages on some earthwork 
already in progress under the District iioards. In the Patna Division, at tho time 
the Commissioner’s report of the 1 llh November, tost works had been started 
in Patna, Shahabad, Champaran and Darbhanga. The works in Shahabad, con¬ 
sisting of road-work in the Bhabua subdivision, failed to attract labour, and 
were for the most part closed in the middle of December. In Darbhanga, as 
soon as a task >vas enforced, the labourers quitted tho work, but towards tho 
end of November, signs again appearing of deterioration in the general health 
of the population, tho test works were reopened and the numbers upon thorn 
went on steadily increasing. In Chumparan, after observations made during 
October upon the ordinary works under the District Board and planters in 
the district, tost works were opened in the second week of November, and 
by the tmd of the month were in full swing. Test works in Muzaffarpur were 
started in the Sitamarhi subdivision in the first fortnight of November, but 
were sparsely attended. In the second fortnight, however, it was found 
necessary to open them in the Sadar subdivision. In the Saran district test 
works in tho Gopalganj subdivision were opened in the end of November, but 
in the Sadar and Siwan subdivisions not until tho end of December. In the 


Bhagalpur Division no actual measures of relief were found necessary beforo 
tho end of the year 1896. In the Chota Nagpur Division the Hazaribagh district 
was tho first to show the effects of scarcity. Attention being drawn to the large 
numbers of destitute travellers during November and December along the Grand 
Trunk Road, kitchens were opened for their relief, and money placed at tho dis¬ 
posal of ihana officers for the relief of stray cases. Test-works were also opened 
but failed to attract any rush of labour. No actual measures of relief were found 
necessary in the other districts of the Division during the calendar year. 
The only other districts in which relief measures were* started before the 
31st December 1896 were Nadia in the Presidency Division, where a test- 
work opened on 15th November quickly attracted labour, aud in Khulna, where 
works were opened from tho end of November. 
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At tho close of 189^ relief works were in progress in seven districts, 

and the total numbers on them in tho Pro- 
Vince on the 2etl. December amounted to 
• 44,901. rh« niaj)ping out of the charge and 

circle organisations in the districts whore distress wt^s becoming acute was well 
in hand, and the charges were being manned. Fen* relief of stray cases of 
acute distress money had been made over to station polhro of&cers, and regular 
gratuitous relief commenced in Saraii, Champaran and Darbhanga with a total 
of 7,439 recipients at the close of tho year, tmiuiries as to the prospects of 
the ensuing months were well advanced, and the local officers were in possession 
of much valuable information as to the probable development of events, and 
prepared to grapple with whatever situation might arise. Matters had by this 
time passed from apprehension of distress to certainty, and arraiigomenta 
from tne stage of discussion to practical organisation. ^ 
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CHAPTER IV. 


PBOQBESS OF THB FAMIBB DUBINO 1897. 

The now year opened therefore with famine eatabliabed in seven districts 
and the apprehension of its declaration elsewhere. 

It is not possiblo nor necessary to trace in detail the progress of the 
famine in each of the affected districts; to describe tho local difficulties and 
crises mot with, or to denote the special influences at work in individual districts 
to cause changes and fluctuations in the numbers on relief. The economic 
conditions, the proximate causes of famine, tho time of harvesting the crops, the 
nature of the crops grown, and the normal staying power of tho population—all 
vary so much in such widely different districts as Champaran in one direction, 
Palamaii in another, and Nadia in a third, that no general statements or explan¬ 
ations CMH hold good of all of thorn alike at any one period. On the one 
subject alone of the fluctuations of tho numbers on relief works much might be 
written : general evonts such as tho harvesting of the rahi and the breaking of 
the monsoon which made their effect felt everywhere can bo indicated; but it is 
not proposed to deal hero with tho weekly fluctuations in individual districts 
duo to the opening of now works, tho closing of others, the stricter supervision 
over labour and its consequent temporary strikes, local holidays, passing 
showers of rain, and tho hundred and one minor causes which constitute 
the faniino history of each district. Full and complete infonnation will be 
found in tho reports of tho Commissioners and Collectors of tho affected 
districts; in the present chapter it is only intended to sketch briefly the 
outline of tho progress of the famine, leaving the special points in the relief 
system to be dealt with subsequently. 

During tho month of January favourable rain was reported from the 

Patna Division, which immensely improved the 
anoary. prospccts of the cold-woather crops, though the 

area of distress widened in tho Sliahabad, Saran, and Champaran districts. 
Relief works were by this time open in all the four districts of North Bihar 
and in Shaliabad. Test works were also opened in Rajshahi, and relief works 

^ , were in progress in Nadia and Khulna. The 

vantage for want of riiiiigo revenue Grovemmciit oi these provinces was placed under a 
officials as compared with other great disadvaiitago in that it had not at its disposal 
Provincial Govcrmnciiis. rovenuo officials such as are avail¬ 

able elsewhere, while tho Public Works Department staff bad become so depleted 
in recent years that few of its officers could be spared for famine work. 
Although the Lieutenant-Governor had at tho Soneporo Conference sanbtioned 
the entertainment of a strong supervising eBtablisnment at the very outset, 
and had transferred to the distressed districts, every officer who could be spared 
from districts moro favourably situated—yet tho rush of people seeking employ¬ 
ment on relief works was so great that it was found at first impossible to control 
thorn and to exact the full task, on the enforcement of which, as a tost of distress, 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie had from tho beginning laid much stress. The class 
of non-official subordinates who had to bo selected in haste out of a crowd 
of applicants were usually untrained and untrustworthy. This was espe¬ 
cially tho case in Davbbanga and Champaran, where the labourers were 
not slow to take advantage of the situation, causing confusion by crowd¬ 
ing on to works and clamouring for wages^ without labour. Collectors 
were still struggling with tho elaborate cLissificaiions of labour under the 
Famine Code, and even tho supervising staff had much to learn in the 
practical organisation of a crowd of workers. Much benefit’ was derived 
from a visit paid to Bihar by Mr. Glass, Secretary to Government in the 
Public Works. Department, and from the practical hmts on the management of 
works which ho was able to give, and it was decided to introduce the 
agency of the Public Works Department to the fullest extent possible. By the 
end of the month, much progress had been made ; the Public Works Department 
had commenced to take over some of the works, and with experience gained, 
discipline was being rapidly restored, and the works. brought under offiment 
control. Gratuitous relief had been started in all lour districts of North Bihar,. 
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in Nadia and in Khuljia, though the organisation of the distribution had been 
hampered by the more urgent calls upon the superior staff for the supervision 
of the works. Poor-houses had been opened, and the opening of private relief 
works on a considerable scale commenced by the Maharaja of Darbhanga and 
the Court of Wards on behalf of the Hatwa Itaj. At the close of the month 
relief was being given to 3t38,810 persons, of whom 75,691 (mostly in 
Darbhanga, wliere tho organisation was most complete,) wore in receipt of 
gratuitous relief. It is a remarkable feature of the recent famine that tho 
people rushed to relief works at a much earlier period than in 1874, the 
numbers in receipt of relief at tho ond of January 1874 being 113,224 
upon works and 378 only upon gratuitous relief, against 338,810 in 1897. 
This is duo no doubt partly to tho higher prices that prevailed in 1897 and 
partly to the fact that arrangements for^ giving relief wero taken in hand at 
a much earlier stage than in 1874. But if the numbers on relief in January 
wero threo times as largo in 1897 as in 1874, in subsequent months the 
maximum numbers on relief works wero^ loss tlian ono-fourth of the numbers 
of 1871—a fact which indicates tho wisdom of making early and sufficient 
arrangements for mooting disU'css, and the necessity of exacting full tasks. Had 
tasks not been rigidly enforced in Bihar at tlio early stages of the famine, it 
is believed that the numbers on relief works would havo ultimately approximat¬ 
ed to those of 1874, which reached the enormous total of a million and seven 
hundred thousand souls. 


Light rain fell in the first half of February, which was beneficial to the 

crops in the Patna and Chota Nagpur Divisions. In 
e ruary. Patna Division tlie affected areas in tho dis¬ 


tricts of Saran and Champaran were slightly extended and tho organisation 
of relief set on foot in the Bhabhua subdivision of Shalmbad. Distress had 


commenced to manifest itself in new districts. In Palamau test works had been 


opened at tlio end of January, and were converted into relief works during the 
ensuing mouth, while test works had been found necessary in Manbhum and 
Hazaribagh. In the Presidency Division test works were opened in jessoro and 
Murshidabad, and in tho Bhagalpur Division relief works had to bo under¬ 
taken in the district of Bhagalpur. A test work was also opened in Pabna, and 
gratuitous relief commenced in the districts of Shaliabad, Bhagalpur, Palamau 
and Manbhurn. Tho centre of acute distress, however, still continued to be 
the Patna Division, and of the 263,213 persons on relief works and 141,789 on 
gratuitous relief on tho 27th February, the majority wero to bo found in North 
Bihar. Tlie numbers, however, which had beuii rising steadily to the middle of 
February, had received a check, as the harvesting of the rabi commenced to afford 
other means of employment. The improveinout in the organisation of works 
was continuing, although the Public Works Department, for want of an efficient 
staff, wore experiencing difficulty in taking over charge of works ; and appli¬ 
cation was made to tho Government of India for assistance in supplying suit¬ 
able officers. On civil works the figures of ouiturn of work done and of cost 
rate were showing a satisfactory improvement. Tlie first warning of depleted 
food-stocks had come from Palamau where a bounty on importation was sanc¬ 
tioned. In the end of the month the Lioutonant-Governor paid a visit to the 
affected districts of North Bihar. On visiting these districts His Honour 
satisfied himself by personal observation that tliero could be no question that 
distress was both acute and wide-spread, but that so far it Iiad been adequately 
met and tho results attained had boon satisfactory. A conference with the local 
officers was presided over by Sir Alexander Mackenzie at Darbhanga, where the 
details of the management of relief works wero still further elaborated. 

Throughout the mouth of March distress spread everywhere, and the 
. numbers on relief rose regularly week by week 

until at the close of the mouth they amounted 
to 302,789 on works and 225,748 on gratuitous relief, or a total of 528,537. 
Rain fell during the month, which did good by refreshing the* lands generally 
in tho Patna, Bhagalpur and Presidency Divisions, but on tho other hand, in 
the district of Champaran, tho standing rabi crop was damaged by hail; in 
the Chota Nagpur Division, the mahua blossoms were considerably damaged by 
the rain, and the rabi crops attacked with rust and blight. The mango 
crop was reported to be poor everywhere. Tho area of distress deepened 
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during the month in the Saran, Champaran and Darbhanga districts of the 
Patna Division, while in the Chota Nagpur Division the tost works in Palamau 
and Hazaribagh wore converted into relief works, although the numbers upon 
them were small; in Manbhum, on the other hand, two of the tost works were 
closed, as the gathering of the mahua crop afforded a temporary means of 
sustenance here and throughout the Division generally. In the Presidency 
DiviHion distress was spreading in Kliiilna and Nadia, Relief works were opened 
for the first time in the Sonthal Parganas and in a small area round the Ohilka

Ilazaribagh. In the Patna Division the Public Works Department was still 
making somewhat slow progress in the taking over of works, and the Govern¬ 
ment of India was indented on f()r the assistance of commissioned officers in 
addition to the non-commissioned oflicers already asked for. The effects of the 
rain and of tho rahi harvesting w(u*o shown in liuctnations in the numbers on 
relief works, especially in North Biliar, but tho numbers on gratuitous relief, 
were rising steadily as the pressure increased and the organisation for relief 
was perfected. 

with the beginning of April although no new district was added to the 

list of distressed areas during tho month, the Pro¬ 
vince entered upon a period of steadily deepening 
distress, and in spite of local variations in numbei's, due to tho rahi and mahua 
harvests and minor local causes, tho numbers on relief for tho Province as 
a whole went on steadily increasing week by week until they touched their 
highest point in the first week of Juno. By the end of April the total number 
on relief had risen to 678,407, of whom 365,512 were upon works and 312,955 
in receipt of gratuitous relief. Rain fell generally during tho month, and did 
much good in improving tho prospects for the hhadoi crop, tliough in Champaran, 
where tho rahi crop is late, some harm was done, and in Ilazaribagh tho mahua 
crop suffered. Tho rain was everywhere bad for tho indigo crop in Bihar. 
In tho Patna Division the progress of handing over works to the Public 
Works Department was still impeded by difficulties in obtaining a suitable 
staff. Two neAV important major works on tho Trebcni and Dhaka canals 
were, however, commenced by tho Department in Champaran, and at the close 
of tho month an important change was made by tho introduction of a system of 
piece-work in selected areas in tho place of the elaborate task-work system of 
tho Famine Code. Tho Military officers asked for from the Government of 
India were also commencing to arrive. 

Tho most marked feature of the month of May was a general increase 

everyAvliere in acute disti'ess, tho total number on 
relief at the end of tho month reaching the high 
figure of 828,716. In tho Patna Division the daily average for tho month *was 
the highest recorded in every district except Shahabad, where a slightly higher 
level had been reached in tho previous month, and Champaran, where tho rahi 
harvest in Nipal dreAV off a certain amount of labour, and tho payment of tho 
opium advances brought a largo sum of money into tho district. One new 
district—^Bankura—was added to the list of affected districts during the month, 
and test works were opened, while gratuitous relief was started both in that 
district and in Pabna. There was general rain throughout tho Province, 
and the preparation of the land for the coming crops was being encouraged 
everywhere by loans and advances. Prices everywhere wore very high, 
especially in the Chota Nagpur Division, where, in consequence of tlie 
exceptionally high prices in Palamau, tho decision was come to to import grain 
by Government agency for use on the relief works and for gratuitous relief. 
The charitable relief organisation was being completed and the system of 
piece-work was being extended, notably on the Sakri-Jainagar line in Dar- 
bbanga. 

In beginning of June before and up to the breaking of the momoon 

rains the famine operations reached their zenith, and 
in the first week of that mouth the numbers on 
relief amounted to 842,034, of whom 384,252 were on works and 457,782 on 
^atuitous relief. From then onwards, with the exception of a slight check 
in the second week of July, the numbers commenced to dwindle, as the 
favourable monsoon began to restore confidence and to afford employment in 
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the preparation of the land for the sowing of the rico and in weeding the 
hhadoi crops. The monsoon broke early in the month, but heavy rain was 
delayed till the end of June, when portions of the districts of Patna and Saran 
were flooded, causing an increase of the numbers on relief in the latter district. 
Then followed a short break in the rains, and anxiety once more was felt, 
which subsequent showers fortunately removed, although not before the break 
had caused a Inrgo rise in numbers in Champaran, In the Chota Nagpur Division 
agriculiural operations were in full swing by the end of the month, but the 
course of the monsoon was hero more capricious than elsewhere and was 
anxiously watched. Prices, especially in Palamau, still continued abnormally 
high. There was a considerable extension of kitchen relief, as, although the 
physical condition of the people was gen*3rilly good, the children in places 
showed signs of being underfed. Regular relief works wore opened in Bankura^ 
and test works in Lohardnga and Singhbhum. 

During the month the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor paid a visit to the 
affected districts. In the districts of Nadia and Khulna His Honour found 
that gratuitous relief was being given to able-bodied Muhammadan women 
who, it was alleged, would starve rather thnn work publicly on relief works. 
When the tests prescribed by the Famine Colo are relaxed under a belief 
of this kind, it necessarily follows that a wholesome and solf-acling criterion 
of distress is removed, and everything depends on the discretion of the 
local officers. There was reason to think that this discretion had not been ex¬ 
ercised altogotlior wisely in this case, and that gratuitous relief was being given 
too freely. A rigid scrutiny of tho lists was ordered, and the local officers were 
directed to send to iho poor-house females of the lower classes who were able to 
work, but refused to do so. In North Bihar Mr. Stevens had an interview with 
Mr. Higham, who was there making enquiries on deputation from the Government 
of India; and as a result of this interview and of liis own personal observations 
and enquiries, His Honour was convinced that gratuitous relief was not being 
too freely given in Bihar, that relief works were being conducted in an efficient 
and economical manner, and that they had neitlier competed nor intorfere J with 
private works. In fact the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor had the satisfaction 
of learning from Mr. Highatu that a larger task of work was being enforced as 
a test of distress, that relief works were being bettor conducted, and that the 
physique and moraU of the labourers on relief works were bettor in Bihar than 
in any provinco that he had visited, while of several thousands of recipients of 
gratuitous relief seen by Mr. Higham and the Olliciating Lioutenant-Govornor 
himself, there were not a dozen persons who were not manifestly Gt objects 
for it. 

The numbers on relief continued steadily to decline during July, and 

• ill the last weak of the month only lti6,429 persons 

‘ w(‘ro on relief works and 395,505 on gratuitous 

relief, or a total of 561,934. When the breaking of the rains begin to afford 
employment in the fltdds to tlio labourers hitherto supported o i the relief 
works, they l(*ft the works of tlioir own accord, but the classes in receipt of 
gratuitous relief were not benclitod until the new crops came into the market, 
and the springs of private charity again began to flow. The rains in 
the Patna Division were generally favourable and the prospects of tlio 
hhadoi oxccllont ; relief works in tlio Shahubad district were accordingly 
clqsed at the end of the month. The floods in Saran had, however, added to 
the distress in that district. In the Chota Nagpur Division the fall was below 
the average, but prospects were still good, and the test works in Singhbhum 
were stopped. Prices, however, still continued to rise, and apprehension a^ 
to the state of food-stocks in Lohardaga led to the introduction thoro also of 
the system of bounties upon imports; some gratuitous relief was also given 
ill the district. The favourable rains in the Bhagalpur Division enabled works, 
to bo closed in tho first week of July, and all relief to bo stopped by the end 
of the month; relief operations wore also contracted in the Soathal Parganas. 
In the Baiikura district, after a break in tho rains early in the month, tho ensu¬ 
ing copious fall caused ttgods, which did some damage. In tho Patna Division 
it was now thought that the numbers in receipt of gratuitious relief might be 
safely reduced to some extent. In doubtful cases relief in tho villages waa 
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refused, whilo the rocipients were givorr the option of going to relief kitchens, 
in the event of their being unable to fall back on their relatives or on private 
charity for support. 

The general contraction of relief operations made steady rfrogress almost 
. everywhere during August, favoured by good rain 

* and satisfactory crop prospects, and the total num¬ 

bers on relief at the end of the month were 3t35,776 only, of whom 81,987 
were upon works. The total had been the lowest touched since the first 
week in January. TJie procedure for closing the works was carefully con¬ 
sidered, and in the Patna Division it was decided that where the bhadoi crops 
wore good, relief works should all be closed by the 1st September; but that 
in tracts where there was little or no bhadoi^ might, if necessary, be kept 
open till the middle of the month. Gratuitous relief was to be continuod some 
time longer, but was to bo cut down; children were to be fed in kitcliens, 
and the acceptance of cooked food was to a greater extent to be made 
the test of the needs of adults. It was hemed that it would be possible to 
close all operations by tho Ist October. In Uhamparan piece-work was intro¬ 
duced Gverywhero except on works about to be closed, in accordance with the 
principle enunciated by the Famine Commissioners, that at the close of the 
famine a system of piece-work with descending rates might be used to induce 
workers to resume their ordinary employment. In Chota Nagpur tho rain 
was favourable, and as tho new crops came upon tho market, prices took a turn 
for tho better, licliof operations were therefore closed by tho end of the 
month in Palamau and JIazaribagh entirely, and as regards test works in 
Lohardaga also. In Manbhum the situation was not so satisfactory; the out¬ 
turn of the bhadoi crops was not so good there as elsewhere, and there was a cer¬ 
tain amount of labour in need of employment now that tho transplantation of 
the rice was finished. In Bankura too it was not found possible to contract 
operations as much as elsewhere, but in the Sontbal Parganas relief ceased 
from the middle of the month. In tho Presidency Division operations were 
wound up in all three affected districts. 

Dui ing the months of September and October all famine operations wore 
^ j ^ ^ , brought to a close. By the end of September 

Soptembor an c o ler. total numbers ill receipt of relief, which at 

tho commencement of the month had stood at 221,297, had been reduced 
to 41,115, and by tho end of October it might fairly bo said that famine 
relief was at an end. The last district in which relief was being given to any 
extent was Manbhum, the conditions of which havo been referred to. An 
attempt was mado to close the works at the end of August, but it was found 
necessary to re-open thorn, and^ even although greatly reduced rates were 
offered, they wore not finally closed till tho end of October. In tho 
Patna Division works were closed about tho middle of September, tho 
labourers being dismissed to their homes with valedictory doles from the 
Charitable Relief Fund, and on the 14th October tho Commissioner was able 
to write;— 


Notlilng oould be more prosperous than tho prosont ngrioiiltural outlook. Tho bhadoi 
crop has proved more than an average all over tlie Division (oxcei)t, perhaps, in Patna), even 
though it was tlamagorl by floods in rfouth Bihnr ; tho atjhani rice bids fair to bo well above 
the average, if not a bumper crop, ovorywhoro, and the moisture for the rali is everywhere 
ample, and sowings have already begun.'* 

Similar favourable reports were received from the other Divisions of the 
Province, and the relief operations of 1897 ended with every reason for hope 
that the disastrous effects of the year would soon have passed away and be 
forgotten.

In tlio less severely affected districts the organisation was not so elaborate 
as in Bihar, but the principle of organisation was everywhere the same except 
in the Sontlial Parganas, wlioio the local villa;^e agency, already existing 
and utilised in the district administration in the shape of comiuitteea of 
headmen of villages and leading raij’^ata, was employed practically to taka 
the place of what were elsewhere the circle ofilicers. 

For the manning of the charges and circles the three sources of official, 
_ ^ . X j r j military, and jioii-official agency were drawn 

oirclo upon. The total luunbor of Cliargo Superintendents 

appointed during tlie course of the relief operations, 
was 89, of whom €9 were Europeans and 20 natives, while 50 were official, 
21 non-oflicial, and 12 military commissioned oflicers. But in the most severely 
distressed tracts in Bihar, the charges were found too heavy for one officer to 
manage, and 17 Assistant Charge Superintendents were therefore appointed, of 
whom 14 were Europeans; 5 wore drawn from the Government services, 9 were 
non-officials, and 3 wore military non-commissioiicd officers. Out of 510 circle 
officers engaged from beginning to end of the famine, 52 wero Europeans and 
458 natives; 77 wero already in Government employ, 424 were non-officials, 
and 9 were military non-commissioned officers. In all 114 officers and men wero 
lent by the Military Department for famine work, and general testimony is 
borne uy the District Officers to the value of their services and the efficiency 
with which they performed their unaccustomed duties. 

In December 1896, the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals was 

directed to arrange for the necessocry medical aid 
affected districts. Drugs, instruments, and 
other supplies wero obtained as needed from the 
medical depOt, and a special establishment was formed consisting, at its maxi¬ 
mum, of ono Commissioned Medical Officer, one Military Assistant Surgeon, 
two civil Assistant Surgeons, 21 Civil Hospital Assistants, 61 local native 
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doctors, and four conipoundors.

The establishment '^as distributed through 
the five affected districts of the Patna Diyisi(»n, 
and Khulna, and Hazaribagh working under 
tho supervision of tho Civil Surgeons. No 
extra medical aid was called for in the other 
affected districts. The marginal statement 
shows the number of hospitals open at poor- 
houses and on works in tho seven districts 
where special assistance was given. The 
statistics of mortality in tho famine hospitals 
will be considered together with the general 


Tho part played by the Public Works Department in the management 

of relief works in Bengal has already been referred 
Orgnniaation of relief works and a Special noto bv tho Chief Engineer, 

raont. Bengal, on tho operations of the Department forms 

one of the appendices to the present narrative. 
Tho decision that the Public Works Department should take over the admi¬ 
nistration of tho largo relief works in Bihar, as soon as their transfer could 
be arranged for, was come to at tho Conference held at Muzaffarpur on 
tho 15th January. Two circles were shortly afterwards formed with their head¬ 
quarters at Darbhanga and Afotihari respectively, and placed each under an 
oHicer of tho status of a Superintending Engineer. In each circle three 
divisions wero ultimately formed ; in the former, two in Darbhanga and one in 
Muzaffarpur, and in the latter, two in Champaran and one (for a short time only) 
in Saran. Each division was in charge of an officer of the standing of an 
Executive Engineer with subdivisions in charge of Assistant Engineers. Some 
works wero also undertaken by tho Public Works Department in Nadia under 
the general supervision of the District Engineer. The staff ultimately employed 
under the Superintending FCngineers consisted of 29 Executive and Assist¬ 
ant ICnginccrs, with 84 Upper and 209 Lower Subordinates. A special 
branch office for the audit of accounts was opened with its head-quarters at 
Muzaffarpur, and was found of tho greatest service. The collecting of the 
necossarv staflf took longer than had been anticipated: tho cadre of tho Public 
Works Department in Bengal was at a minimum, and the necessary additions 
could only bo made by recalling officers from leave, indenting on tho Govern¬ 
ment of India for tho service of officers of the Royal Engineers, utilising the 
services of tlie existing District Engineers of the affected districts, and by 
recourse to tho open market. A certain amount of subordinate establishment 
was transferred to tho Public Works relief works from thoso under civil 


agency, but, as a rule, tho Public Works Department demanded in their 
subordinates a higher degree of efficioncy than tho civil department had 
been obliged to work with and make tho best of. These difficulties, coupled 
with the fact that a nun»ber of works were already in progress under the civil 
dopartmeiit, and that the differences in systems of account and other minor 
details made transfers difficult, delayed the making over of works to the 
Public Works Department, and oven where most numerous, tho works under 
tho Depiirtinent in the Patna Division wore not much more than one third of 
those under civil agency. When at a late stage the Public Works Department 
establishments wore complete, it was not found possible to make over so many 
of the civil works which were then nearing completion, as might be desired, 
and tho total number of labourers who had to be provided for on tho works 
under tho I'ublio Works Department was therefore less than the officers of 
that Department had originally anticipated, and than might have been supervised 
by them. 4’he Lieutenant-Governor now thinks that it is perhaps to b© regretted 
that he did not depute Mr. Glass to control tho works on the spot. 

Within the civil charges and circles and Public Works circles and divisions 

as thus constituted, was carried out tho whole system 
principles of famine Governmont relief, which may be conveniently 
considered under two main divisions— 

I.—Relief by offer of labour upon works oithei' under tho control of 
the civil officers or of the I’qblic Works Department, and under 
vaiious systems of work and wngea,^ 
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II.—Gratuitous relief whothor offered iu the form of grain or money 
dolesj or of cooked food to bo taken at a kitciicn or by residence 
in a poor-house. 

The broad principles of famine relief Ind been finally settled and autho¬ 
ritatively laid down by the Government of India, and from them there 
was no departure in the present famine. The fundamental principle that tlie 
State would, as far as possible, undertake to prevent the loss of life from star¬ 
vation is an axiom of famine administration ; but on the other hand, tlio St.'xte 
does not undertake to do more than provide the means of bare subsistence 
to those actually in need of it. 'I’his subsistence is offered in two ways : to 
those physically incapable of work in any form, relief is given gratuitously, 
but from all capable of performing any work, however liglit, some return is 
demanded. The permanent benefit to the country resulting from the works 
undertaken is an object of importance, but the priniaiy aim of tbc 3 se works is 
not to compensate the State for the expenditure incurred, but to test the 
necessity for the relief. Tliis test taki s the form of the porft^ruiance of a 
certain amount of labour upon a relief work, usually the excavation of earth¬ 
work on u road or tank, canal or railway embankment. The amount of work 
to bo done by the various descriptions of famine labourers varies with their 
physical strf iigth and aptitude for the kind of work offered, and constitutes 
the task. The subsistence wage is calculated on the prevailing prices of food- 
grains and the cjuantity of food estimated as necessary to sustain life. The 
receipt of the full wage is dependent upon the performance of the prescribed 
task, but is subject to reduction to the lowest point consistent with the main¬ 
tenance of health, should reasonable energy not be shown by the labourer. 

Subsidiary and indirect methods of iclicf, such as tlio remission of land 
revenue, and the offer of loans anl advances, will bo dealt with separately, 
but these were but supplementary to the two gn^at forms of relief indicated 
above, which constituted the backbone of tho system. 
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CHAPTER VI. 
iiia.iEP vroRKs. 

In tracinur tho history of tho ovolution of tlio system of relief works 
adopted in Jiongxl, it is only ntc^'ssary to trace the coarse of events in tho 
l^atna Division. 

At the c*>inincnco:Tieiit of operations in tho Patna Division all works were 
Ors.uiizaiim o:i tost, uiuler fivil agency. This was in accordance with

*^riiG tost-works which wore opened in the early stages of famine were 
tlicrcfore for \Jio m vst part oidimiiy District Board \\ork8 converted into 
tost-woiks, wincii were conducted usually from iho District Board funds 
and under tlic^ supervision of too Di>trict Engimcr and his suboidinates. 
The i lasslfic'Jtioii of laboLir adoploJ was that presciibcd in the Famine Code, 
namely— 

(a.) Ab^n-hodied profe^Hlonal labourers accustomed to the kind of work 
they arcs engaged t n. 

(/») Able bo.liod labourers, but not accustomed to that kind of work. 

(c ) Ahlo bodied poisons who nro not lahoureis. 

Pcisuiis who are weakly" but ttill fit for light employment. 

At the (J^-nferr-uce hohl at Soneporo tho Lieutenant-Governor laid particular 
stress OH tin:.- i’.c‘c*/-‘ssi!.v of < x,i::ting iiom tho outset cis a Ic-t of distress, the full 
tasks prrscribctl in the appendices to tho Bengal Famiiio Code, and thc Chief 
Engineer was iit the haiiio time rtqiU'sied to have tables drawn up tliowing tho 
t:i-ks to be (leii'iiiidetl for v uying l.Mig'lis of lift and lead. With the help of tho 
iiiMrurtioiis lai i tlowii in tluj (Jt>Jo individual Collectors worked out the task to 
be deniande I ami tliO rate of wages to bo paid. Tho pe >ple were encouraged 
to foiin tlr.'in«olves into gangs, as conteiiiplatod in the Code, but difficulties 
v/cro from tlie tii>t i xpeiionccd owin^y to the varying size and composition of 
such gangs, and to a sudden ru^Ii of labourers to the works. At this stage tho 
want of oviiu an ch military technical knowledg e on tho part of a largo portion 
of tho iiitoiior staff was found to be a serious iinpodimcnt to the sjjcedy organi¬ 
sation of tho liibour whitdi came flocking to the works. As distress deepened 
and tho oigauLsatinii of Cliaige Superintendents was introduced, tost works were 
converted into leguJar relief woiks with a properly constituted staff for each, 
working uii ier rue geii'^'ral supervision of tlio Charge Superintendent. The 
supervising staff on a fully organised work under civil agency subject to local 
variations, and out:^ide North Bihar, to a generally less elaborate organisation, 
usually couijjrised— 

(«) An officer in charge. 

(b) A sub-ovcrsccr. 

(a) A cashier. 

A gang muharrir or mates in charge of a varying numbet of separate 
gangs of labourers. 

(e) Feoiis, water-carriers, and Ircasm-y guards. 

If works were small, one officer was placed in charge of more than one work. 
Thc Charge Suporiutendent exorcised general suporvisiou over all relief operations 
in his clnirgo both on works conducted by civil agency and in gratuitous 
relief. Tho circlo officers in Bihar had no connection with the works^ in 
progress, their duties being confined to the management of the gratuitous relief^ 
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and conducting tho niissollanoous onquLiios which might bo orJorod by the 
Collector. 

Ifi January in tlio Ilirlit of tho discussions at tlio C;)nfcvenc?o at Jluzaffar-

two classes— 

(i) B. Able bodied workers. 

(ii) D. Workers, but lit for light work oiil 3 \ 

In two important respcc!s the s 3 'stcm adopted in tho North-Western Pro¬ 
vinces was, however, dcp:ir;o-l from. In tl»o lin^t ]j1;icp, th(3 responsibility of 
tho Collector for tlic adminislrat on of all famino lolief in liis distiict was inain- 
lained, and all oflieeis oi' tiiu Ihihlio Works Dipirtmcnt in tlio district wero 
docdarcl ^except iii matters of purely professional derail) to bo und *r tho direct 
control and suporvisiou of the C >lloctors, while o licers whoso d itic'i carried 
thorn over more than ono district were suhordinato 1 dirocMy to tho (joiiimis- 
gioncr of tho Division. In iho secon 1 ]ilaco, not only tiic diggers, but « aiTicrj 
also, and tho length of lift an i lend w^rc to bo take.i into conaidi ration in 
fixing tho amoiihi c.f the tisk to bi d inandj.l from eve.'v gang of workers. 
At first attempts wore iniidc to form gangs comprising (>o to 70 incrnheis and 
tho tas^k was worked out for the gang as a wdiolo with due i\^g ird to con¬ 
siderations of length of lift and lend, but difficulties being expf^rienc.d in getting 
the p 03 plo to form thcmsclvc'! into such lirgo gangs, tho attempt was abin- 

donccl on the visit cjf the Lieutenant G wernor to 

Uhe pit gang sy.stern. liiljar, ill favoiir of the sys'cm which, wdtli s’igixt 

moclifications of detail, was f.dlowed in principle for t lo remainder of iho famino • 
wherever task-work was ailoiited. Under this fiii:*.) system tlio pit gang bceama 
the unit, consisting as ii lulo of about four diggers in a iiit with a number of 
earners adjusted to tho conditions of lead and lift, eacli pit gang being treated 
and paid as a separate unit. Tho change was introduced from about tho 
middle of March. 

Tlio fixing of tasks at tho outset by individual Collortirs according to the 

general instructions of tlio Codo has already been 
^*^®^‘** nicntioiiod. Great assistance was afforded l>y tho 

introdivction of Mr. Glass’s tables, but the original table4 did not. c mtaiu 
specific tasks for carriers. This omission was, however, sonii supplied when 
tho of pit gangs was introduced. The standard tui^k us finally prose- 

iibed was as follows:— 

In soft soil tlio excavation of 200 cubic foot per digger,

The task for carriers} was regulatod by the liorizontal distpici of the 
pit from tho spoil-bank, «>., tiio lead, and tho vertical height to tho 
spoil-bank from tho centre of tho pit excavated, tho lift, d'lie geiioral 
imturo of 4lieso variations may bo indicated by the task sot for carriers in 
soft soil (which constituted tho greater part of iho soil met with), when throe 
carriers wero allowed f the ronioval of ono digger’s task, or 200 cubic feet of 
eartli, with a n\lnimum lead of 100 feet, two additional carriers being allowed 
for every additional 25 foot of lead #r two feet of excavation.^ The basis of the 
calculation was the assumption of tho average ta^^k for a carrier as 75 cubic feet 
over a lead of 100 feet and 2 feet lift. Tho scale allowed, howevei^ was slightly 

more liberal. ^ r o -i-i. 

As work wont on, various devices wore adopted for lacilitating mcasuro- 

•ment and check. Tho chief of these was that 

The Blackwood system. introduced by Mr, Blackwood, As>i.stant Magis¬ 

trate at Darbhanga, on tho works in his cliarge. Instead of paying uji 
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tho ganfjs and fining them at tlio end of each day for ^short work done, the task, 
after it was once set out, was not paid for until it had been accomplished. 
If the gang worked well, the task could be finished in one day and the full wage 
for one day taken ; if idle, the work might drag on to two days, but tho full 
wage of one day only would iirwerthcless bo paid. The system was practically 
therefore one of piece-work witli a maximum wage. The pit gang was not per¬ 
mitted to do more than the task in one day or to earn more than the one day’s 
w.ige. ^rhe system was brought to general notice and introduced largely else¬ 
where. Its advantagt^s were ihiit while no one got paid for more than his work, 
an inducement to work hard was held out; at the same tiino the check on cheat¬ 
ing was facilitated and an orderly arrangement on the work was maintained by 
ensuring that all yuts should be carried down to tlie same level at tho same time. 


Tho systems of 
Syst^nii of payniont. 


paym‘lit adopted varied witli the systems of orga¬ 
nising labour. 'Fhc procedure contemplated by 
the raadue Code is the setting out of an individual 


task to each member of the gang, tho daily measure in out of each digger’s task so 
done nnd calculation of the anniunt earned, and the payment of tho aggrega.te 
< .irnings of the gang in a lump sum to tho headman. Tlie attempts to carry 
out this system, whiidi were made at the commonceiiient of operations, proved 
that it was unworkable. It was impossible to measure up individual tasks with¬ 
in a reasonable time; gangs consequently got into arrears with their pay, and 
facility was afibrded for fraud. Tlie next stage was to measure tho work 
of the gang as a whole, paying tho total wages earned to the headman and 
lenviiig him to distributo it amoiig tho workers. Time was thus saved over 
tho measurement; but opportunities still continued for inalpraeiices, while 
discontent soon arose among the members of the gang wlio found themselves 
dependent on the distribution of tho headman for the amount of their earnings, 
and individuals who worked hard were fined alike with tlie idle members of the 


ga»!g for failure to perform the proper task. If the digger only were tasked, 
tlio number of carriers being loft to regulate themselves and no definite 
task being exacted from theiri, all that was necessary was to measure 
ti e digger’s work and to pay his carriers; if Iho work done was short, tho 
carriers were fined along with the digger. Tliis was done in some places 
for a short time before receipt of the final orders of Government on the 
subject, but the same discontent continued, while tho absence of check over the 
number of carriers allowed scope for swindling, and the measurement of the 
work done by individual diggers was as before, a lengthy undoitaking. The 
largo gang system and the payment to the gang as a unit was open to similar 
objections, and a satisfactory airangemont was not arrived at until tho intro¬ 
duction of the small pit gang. Measurement was then po*isiblo and simple, 
as long as the proper arrangement of the pits was maintained. The gangs 
wore small, and composed for the most part of relatives or kinsfolk, thus remov¬ 
ing the objections to the innocent members being fined for tho lazy with 
whom they liad no interest or connection. The power of the pay niuharrir 
to inflict a litie for sliort work, however, still continued, and constituted 
a cefcct ill tho system. ()no great merit of the system introduced by 
Mr. Illackwood was the avoidance of this difficulty. The workers knew 
what they had to do and what they would receive on its completion, and 
the power of the muharrir to impose upon their ignorance was correspondingly 
diminished. 


For tho calculation of wages two methods are prescribed by the Famine 

Code; after cjuantitatively describing the full and 
minimum ration for labourers, tho full and mini¬ 
mum wage is defined as tho amount of money which at the current rates is 
sufficient to purchase a tiiil and minimum ration respectively. . This amount 
can bo calculated in two ways; either by totalling the money values of the 
several items of the ration, or secondly, by taking the money value of the 
‘‘grain equivalent,” by “grain equivalent” being meant the amount of grain of 
which tlie value is in ordinary times equivalent to the total value of the various 
items of tho ration. In other words, the various items of tho ration are, as 
a matter of convenience, reduced to a single basis and expressed in terms of 
a staple grain, tho value of which represents the wage. The second method of 
calcuiaiion was that adopted in Bihar. 
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The maximum aud minimum rations takon expressed in terms of chitaks 
by the standard woiglit, wero as follows •—

Tho money wugo so calculated varied in every district and in tho 
same district from time to time according to tlio diff<Tcnt staple wliicb was 
taken as tho grain cciuivalont. At an early stugc, however, it was found 
that as long as tho labourers Avoro to receive a minimum wage, irrespective 
of the amount of the ta-k thme, there were largo numbers who would rather 
rest content with tho smaller wage ihan cxrit thomselves tf) earn the full 
wages by poiforming tlio full task. Tho penal wagt3 was therefore introduced 
in January as a tino for wilful and contumacious idleness, and if even this 
failed, it Avas to bo folloAved by ejectment from tho works. Tho people in 
Bihar Avith tho traditions of 1874 still surviving, Avero at first disposed 
to think that Government was A\dlling to support all Avho caino to tho relief 
works Avhether they performed any task or not. Tho Lioutenant-Governor 
theroforo issued peremptory orders in January to tho elTocfc that those 
who wero able to do a fair day’s work and rotusod to do so, or to submit 
themselves to discipline, wero presumably not in need of relief and need not bo 
admitted on to tlie works. Tiro issue of those orders was at first followed by 
temporary strikes, but as soon as it became apparent to tho labourers that 
strikes hurt no one but thomselves, they grcAv less in numbor and ultimately 
practically died out, 

1’lie average Avages paid throughout the famine to all relief-workers of all 
kinds taken together varied very little in ditlorout districts, and is shown 
below:— 
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Thi» eipreasion ** male unit** wlilrh frequently reenre in famine literature in connection with the relief wnrkM, denotes the unit 
arrived at by conaidorinK a woman ai eqnnl to thrcc-fourtha of a mnn, a hia child to one-half, and a nmall child to one-quarter. 
In epeakinf^ of Kratuituns relief, bh will be shown later the correi^pondlnK term la adult unit, there beiog uo dlflorenoo rocoguisod In 
this form of relief between men and women, and a child of whatever nge being counted os halt an adult. 

But the elaborate d&tails of wages and tasks were saperaeded to a great 
p. . extent during the later stages of the famine by the 

iMe-wor. introduction of a system of piece-work. The 
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»ystem being condemned by tlio Code, it wnB not adopted generally at the 
commencement of operations, although in tho relief works under the Maha¬ 
raja of Darblianga it was followed throughout. In February 1^97 the Gov- 
orninejit of India, while discus.-iiig tho principles that regulitte expenditure 
on fainiiio relief works, held that although wliero acute distress prevails 
and it is necessary to provide etjiploymeiit, not only for tlie able-bodied, but for 
a large proportion of ineflicient labour, task-work must bo rigorously enforced, 
yet when distress is not sufficiently acute to drive on to tho relief works 
a large proportion of persons unaccustomed to work, payment by results 
is a more economical method tluin that of ta^^k-work. At tho san\o time 
an intermediate system already in force in tho North-AVestern Provinces, was 
described, which was in effect a system of petty contracts, although subse¬ 
quently modified so as to dispense with tho middloincu. At the request of the 
Governinerit of India, tho suitability of such a system to tlie circumstances of 
tho affected districts in Uengal was considered, and finally in May tho exten¬ 
sion of a system of picco-work, subject to tlio siipeivision and measurement 
of the ta^k by Government officials without iho introduction of tho petty 
contractor, was sanctionod on tho relief works in tho Prosidoncy, Chota 
Nagpur, Ehagalpur, Kajshahi and Orissa Divisions, and in selected areas and 
works in the Patna Division, 'J^hc advantages of the system wero conaiderod 
to lie in tho avoidance of the necessity for tho largo establishment required 
on task-works with their cnmj))icatious of maximum and minimum wages 
and fines j the reduction of tho numbers on gratuitous relief by onabling tho 
able-bodied members of a family to earn sufficient to support their dependants; 
and tlie affording of all tho relief necessary in tracts where distress was not 
acute, at a much loss cost than under tho provisions of tlio Code. At tho same 
time a po.s-.ibIo drawback to the system was recognised, in so far as it might 
be possible under it for able-bodiod professional labourers to earn more than 
was actually required for the inaintenanco of themselves and their familms, 
while tho weaker portion of the population might bo unable to earn sufliciont 
for a bare subsistence. It was tliercforo decided to fix the rates to be offered 
witli reference to the price of Ljo I, the quantity of it required to keep tho 
labourers and their dependants in health, and tho amount of work which a 
famine labourer might ordinarily ho expected to perform. Tho rates tluis 
prescribed, with rice soiling at 9 seers to tho rupee, and a lead of 5U feet 
with lift of iS feet, were for—

These rates wero sanctioned as standards, with discretion to increase or 
lower them, and an allowance of an additional 3 annas per 1,000 cubic feet for 
every additional 50 feet of lead or 3 feet of lift. At tho samo timo the names 
of tho dependants of workers under tho piece-work system wore to be roinoved 
from the lists of gratuitous relief, and no work on a system of task-work was to 
bo opened within a diataiico of at least five miles from a work so conducted. 

Ill the Bhagalpur Division, from tho beginning of January till tho' end 

of May, the system of the Famine Code was 
th?pL^tna*JL)rJisio^^^^ ontsido fallowed; after that piece-work was adopted. In 

tho Jamtara subdivision of tho Sonthal Parganas, 
after starting with the organisation of tho Code and developing into the 
system of the pit gang, the piece-work was finally resorted to; in the Deoghur 
subdivision piece-work alono was adopted. In tho Chota Nagpur Division 
works wero carried out on tho piece-work system, oxcept for a few weeks at the 
commencement in Hazaribagh and Palamau, whore tho amount of work which 
could be done in one day was restricted to a maximum. In Bankura works 
started on tho Code system, but wero converted into piece-work from July. 
Both systems were also in force in the affected districts of tho Presidency 
Division; the piece-work system at the later stage. 
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T}ie following statement shows the number and nature of the Govc^rnment 

relief works undertakciij whether by civil agency or 
under the supervision of the Public Works Dcpart- 
inont, in each a£Fef:tcd Division:— 
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Out of a total, therefore, of l,o31 works undertaken, no less than 1.^ 1 (3 
were either tanks and rcsorvtn'rs, or earthwork on I'oads. Diiferent local condi¬ 
tions deierrnined tlie description of work to which preferonco was given. Thus 
in the Patna Division in Chaniparau, where ilio JH^^trict Board was too }) 0 (»r 
to undertake thi5 upkeep and bridging of oxponsivo embanked road-^, t:iriks 
wore chiefly resorted to; in Saraii, where there was a prejudice againsi tanks, 
and in MuzalTarj>ur, where spt^cial attention was given to improving com- 
inunications, roads wore the chief form of work; in Darbhanga roails and tanka 
were in about equal proportions. In the Cliota Nagpur Division irrigation 
reservoirs were largely adopted as relief works; in liunkura atrenlioii was 
cliicfly paid 1o roatls, but in the Presidency Division, notably in KJnilnu, the 
iinprovomont of the water-snpjdy was held chiefly in view. In all Divisions the 
works undcvlaken arc reported to be works of permanent utility. Communica¬ 
tions have been improved by the roads raised ami widened ; the o})port uni ties for 
irrigation have been vastly increased by the tar.ks and reservoirs dug, and at the 
same time the supplj/^ of drinking-water has been luhled to and jiurified. The 
earthwoik of one railway (8akii-Jainagar) has been liiiished, and fair progress 
made upon the embankmoiit of another (Bcttiah-Bagaha); in North Bihar great 
progrtss was jnade with flv(; irrigation projects, tin* ni'ist important of which, 
the Trebcni Canal, will, when completed, render the wliole of the north of the 
Bottiah subdivision in Ghamparan safe from famine; in the Chota Nagpur Divi¬ 
sion an important irrigation scheme from the Nadaura river in Palainau was 
taken in hand, and in the Presidency Division tlie excavation of the Bhairab 
Canal has immensely improved the water-supply of a large portion of the 
Molierpiir subdivision. 

It is difticult to say how far the cost of th.e relief w'orks undertaken 

. Comparison between ac tnal differed from the oost A^'hiell would have been

stp*gos or tno famine, and especially alter the intro¬ 
duction of piece-work, careful estimates wore prepared of tho actual amount of 
earthwork to bo done, and preliminary moasiirouieiits taken, in the rush of 
opening new works at tho outset with an untrained and inexperienced estab¬ 
lishment, this precaution was very often omitted, and subsequent calculation 
was impossible in existing tanks which wore being deepeneil, and not newly 
dug. The Commissioner of Patna is of opinion that, roughly speaking, the 

relief works probably cost a third more than they would have done under 

ordinary conditions. Tho Collectors of Bhagalpur and the affected districts of 
the Chota Nagpur Division, and of Murshidabad and Khulna in the Presidency 
Diviv'^ion, estimate that the works undertaken under fiimino conditions were 
done at the ordinary rates prevailing for execution of such works and in some 
cases at less than ordinary^rates. The much smaller part played by task-work 
in these districts would presuppose better results than in North Bihar, but the 
oalculation assumes that the measurements reported were absolutely correct. 
The Collector of Nadia estimates tho cost at about 6 per cent, above ordinary 
rates. With regard to works conducted under the supervision of the Public 
Works Denartmont, as was to be anticinated. tho aualitv of work done from a 
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profoBsional Btandpoint was bettor than that iipon* tho civil works. The 
supervising staff upon tho works under the Public Works Department was as a 
rule stronger than that under the civil agency and in technical knowledge 
far superior. The samo doubts as to tho moasurenieiits recorded need not 
theroforo be allowed for. The Chief Engineer states that tho quantity of 
work shown as executed in all the Public Works Divisions may bo accepted as 
absolutely accurate, satisfactory chock measurements having been taken in nearly 
every case, while tho cost rates of earthwork done as a w'holo did not differ 
materially from the normal contractors’ rates of ordinary years. 

During the course of tho fLimino the question was raised whether large 

works at a distance from tho labom’crs’ homos 
to would not bo preferable to a number of small ones 

near their village. It was suggested that the 
scattered character of tho relief works added greatly to the dirticulty of efficient 
supervision and to the enforcement of labour tasks, and that greater resort might 
bo had to largo works professionally managed. In reply, it was pointed out that 
tho fpiofction of drafting oif labourers to largo works was one whicli liad been left 
by tho (jfovernment of India to tho discretion of tho Lieutenant-Governor, and 
that while instructions had been issued that it might be desirable to draft off 
able bodied labourers to largo works within reasonable distance of their homes, 
yet for those unuccustoinod to labour and unable or unwilling to move long 
distances, works must be provided near their villages. At tlic same time it was 
not found desirable to lay down a liard-and-fast rule. In practice it was found 
impossible to concentrate labourers upon largo works. With tlio exception 
of professional labourers tho relief labourers would not go into camp taking 
their families with them, while tlicro were not many lai’go works available 
for their employment, and tho depletion of the staff of the Public Works 
Department caused difficulties in finding the necessary establishment. Whore 
relief operations had, as was tho case, been undertaken in time, the difficulties 
of securing correct nieasureraents and enforcing a task were minimised, and 
any attempt to alter tho system adopted during tho course of tho famine would 
have boon most disastrous. 

The following statement shows the average number of stjuaro miles to each 
relief work in each affected district at the time when tho maximum mumbor of 


works wero open: — 
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No general conclusion can be drawn from the results in Shahabad| 
Murshiclabad, and Khulna, where distress was essentially localised. Apart 
from these two districts, the average number of square miles to a relief work 
varied from 83’2V in Palamau to 15*46 in Darbhanga. 

The relative advantages of small works near the labourers’ villages 
and large works on to which the labourers can be drafted with tho advantage 
of the distance test, have again been considered in the light of the expe¬ 
rience of the famine, and tho opinions of tho District Officers in North 
Bihar are unanimously in favour of the policy which was adopted. The 
matter is summed up by the Commissioner as follows: — 

“ I am strongly of opinion that in a tract of country whore tho conditions arc such as 
prevail in Bihar, it is impossible to enforce such a polioy. Tho population is excessivoly 
dense, the j)eople almost entirely agricultural, and extraordinarily averse to movement from 
their villages. I feol no doubt that if only large works were opened at long intervals, tho 
result would bo that numbers of those who are in real ni ed of relief would refuse to go to 
them at tho cost of leaving their homos and holding‘s: if the policy were persisted in long 
enough, starvation wouhl eventually drive a certain nunibor to the works, abandoning evory- 
thing, but before this happened great mortality would havr* otjeurrod, and tho survivors would 
arrive in an emaciated and reduced condition, incapable executing a fair task and more fit 
for gratuitous relief than for labour; meanwhile tho licLds wouhl bo deserted and the crops 
lost, since it would tlion be impossible for ilio cultivators to return to their holdings, as they 
did with such conspicuous alacrity in 1897, in order to lukn advantage of tho changes of tho 
seasons, opportunities often fleeting and uncertain, hut of inestimable value to tho agricul¬ 
turist. Ill a word, I believe that if the di^tanc•o test ho insistt?d on, Goverumont would bring 
about a result exactly contrary to that which is its avowed obp cfc to compass, and that, 
instead of driving scarcity away and maintaining intact tho spirit and status of the jieoplo, 
it would demoralise and disintegrate the whole country side, and convert scarcity into 
famine.*’ 

The rise and fall of the total numbers in receipt of all kinds of Gov¬ 
ernment relief have already boon briefly referred to.

In both famines alike the average daily numbers were highest in May, or just 
before the breaking of tho monsoon, but tho maximum numbers in tho recent 
famine were not quite one quarter of those of 1873-74. Another point which 
the figures clearly illustrate was tho unusual rush to the works during the recent 
famine in January. The numbers in that month were more than seven times 
as largo as the numbers in December, wliile in 1873-74 the corresponding 
increase was not threefold; after January the figures during 1897 rose and 
fell in a much more oven fashion than in 1874. Considering the figures broadly 
for the afifedtod area as a whole and ignoring local variations, caused by special 
influences, the effects of the seasons are clearly manifest. In January the 
great rise is attributable partly to the cessation of field employment,—the rice- 
cutting was mostly over, and there was little to be done to the rabi; partly 
to the fact that arrangements had been made for opening of new works'as 
distress manifested itself* In February similar causes were at work, and 
there was again a largo rise. In March the cutting of the rahi harvest 
caused a check in the rate of increase, though deepening distress prevented the 
figures from falliug* When .the cold-weather crops wore off the ground there 
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■was a steady rise in numbers throughout April and May. The turning 
point came in June, but the decline was slight, as a copious fall of rain was 
delayed till the end of the month. After June, each month saw a conti¬ 
nuous and rapid dwindling in the numbers, and as field work offered itself, and 
the new crops came into the market, there was no difficulty experienced in 
getting the people to leave the works and resume their ordinary eniployment. 

The proportion of women and children to men among the total number 

of labourers on the relief works is of importance 
Percontago of women ana chil- considering the relations between diggers and 

carriers. It has been already mentioned how the 
normal preponderance of women and children over men in the North-Western 
Provinces led to the system there adopted of tasking the digger only, resulting 
in the carriers being often left with but a nominal task to perform. In 
these Provinces the importance of exacting a task from the carrier as well 
as the digger was borne in mind from the first, and Mr. Higharn, c.i.E., after 
the enquiries ordered by the Government of. India, has given it as his opinion 
that— 


there is no doubt that the carriers are much more heavily tasked here than elsewhere, 

and that they have to work as hard as the diggers., and it cannot bo said that the 

carriers being taken as they oome, do only a nomLnal task.’* 

The following statement shows the proportion between men, women, and 
children on the works during the whole period of operations:— 
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The only districts iu which soino inconvenience was felt in forming pit 
gangs from the excess of women and children over males were Shaliabad and Saran. 
From both these districts a considerable temporary emigration of the male mem* 
bers of families goes on for the crop-cutting in Eastern Bengal and elsewhere^ 
and it was their women-folk and children who were left behind who crowded 
upon the works. The percentages varied as the famine went on, showing a 
natural tendency to rise as distress deepened, and latterly when at the breaking 
of the rains, the men went off to field-work; on the other hand, piece-work had 
a tendency to increase the proportion of men. In Khulna, and Murshidabad, 
women would not work on the relief works.

•rs. shown in the returns as employcdL on a daily wage 

without the exaction of any task. Tiiey wore of 
two descriptions,—the old and infirm, physically incapable of performing any 
allotted earthwork task, and put on to old jobs, such as breaking up clods, 
dibbling in grass, and generally dressing off the work, which required no skill 
and little exertion;, they formc^d an interniodiato class between the D class 
labourers on the one hand and those in receipt of gratuitous relief on the other, 
and were as a rule remunerated with the minimum wage. In dressing and 
turfing, however,-a task in superficial feet was usually insisted on ; but, as the 
work BO done could not bo shown in cubic feet, it did not appear in the returns 
M task work. Secondly, those who were capable of doing work requiring more 
intelligence than the ordinary unskilled Labour of digging and carrying, but 
which did not lend itself to the setting of a task, such as assisting to lay out 
tasks, building huts, mending tools, going on messages, carrying water, etc. 
Such workers usually received the full wage, and sometimes a little over. A 
careful scrutiny of the numbers of such labourers was at all times maintained, 
AS the nature of their work lent itself to fraud upon Goremment, and whenever 
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it appeared that the proportion upon any work was becoming excessive, en¬ 
quiries were immediately instituted. The following statement shows the per¬ 
centage of such labourers in each affected district to the total number of 
workers during the whole period of operations:—

The cases of such districts as the Sonthal Parganas, Hazaribagh, Palamau, 
Bankura, and Murshidabad, in which the numbers on task-works were small, are 
exceptional. Certain general considerations appertain to the figures as a whole 
in regarding the proportion they bear to the remaining tasked workers, which 
in an ideal system of famine relief should obviously be as small as possible. 
In the first place, from about April all those who received the Sunday wage 
without work were classified under this bead, or, in other words, a number 
equivalent to one-sixth of the number of task-workers. Further, on the Jubilee 
holidays all who were on relief works received wages without the perform¬ 
ance of any task, and were shown in this class; the same was the case after 
the breaking of the rains on days when work was impossible. In some districts, 
too, at the beginning of operations esarriers were classed under this head. 
But the period when the proportion of those on wages without task rose 
considerably with relation to the tasked workers was when the closing and 
finishing off of works commenced. The diggers and carriers then decreased 
daily, while the petty staff recruited from famine labour had still to he main¬ 
tained, and the gangs to finish off and dress up the work had, if anything, to be 
increased. Another circumstance which affected the numbers from whom no task 
was taken was the proportion of tank work to road work, there being more 
dressing to be done on the latter than the former. On a consideration of these 
and similar circumstances, the Commissioner of Patna is of opinion that the real 
number from whom no task w'as exacted may bo put well below 10 per cent, 
of the total number on the works. 

No systematic enquiry into the castes which came to the relief works 

was possible amid the more urgent demands of 
rali^f*work^^ the Other details of famine work upon the time 

, * of the local officers. Some local enquiries were, 

however, made. In Saran it was found that the majority upon the regis¬ 
ters were Chaniara, Noouias, Jolahas, Dusadhs, Binds, and Ahars; in other 
words, the low labouring castes. The higher castes of J^rahmans and Raj¬ 
puts were few. On the other hand, in Chumpaiau it was found that a consider¬ 
able numbor of persons of the better castes attended, and also of petty cultiva¬ 
tors as distinguished from the landless labourers. In North Hliagalpur, again, 
the peculiar caste characteristics of which have already been referred to, 
the landless labouring class predominated. In Hazaribagh the Collector found 
that about 10 per cent, of the workers had never before worked for 
wages. In Bankura the majority of the workers were professional labourers 
and labourers well accustomed to do earthwork. In Khulna it was found that 
petty cultivators attended the works, and that the Pode population in many 
places held aloof. Tho Commissioner of Patna, with his advantages of 
inspection of many works in different districts, is of opinion that about 75 per 
cent, of the relief workers wore drawn from the class of landless labourers, 
some 16 per cent, from petty cultivators, with about 5 i)or cent, artisans and 
5 per cent, high caste men. Probably this is as near an approximation to the 
facts as can be arrived at. 

Such being the arrangements in force for the efficient management of 
^ * the relief works and the proportions of tho differ- 

4ask-workr ^ P®-* classes upon them, it remains to he considered 

how far the works were practically successful in 
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obtainiiig a reasonable outturn for a moderate wage. The following Btatetnent 
for the workers upon taak-work tiuriiig tho '^hole range of operations 
show the daily outturn of work obtained, the cost rate per l,CHlO cubic 
and the wage paid, as reported by tlio local odieers:—

So many different elements enter into the calculation that the companaon 
of inter-district results is apt to be misleading; the proportion among works 
undertaken of roads to tanks, with their long lift and heavy lead; tho 
proportion of adult males among tho workers ; the quality of the soil, and as 
to cost, the different rates of wages in different districts, are all considerations 
which affect the results to a vai'ying extent in different districts. All that need 

be said generally is that the outturn per male 
unit was remarkably good, and that it flowed a 
gradual tendency to increase and cost per 1,OQO 
cubic feet to decrease, as the famine went on 
and the discipline upon works was perfected. The 
marginal figures for each month of the famine of 
the divisional daily average outturn per male unit 
in the Patna Division, in which by far the greater 
part of tho task work was done, clearly indicate 
this progi-cssive improvement. The remarks of 
Mr. Higham, to t^hose enquiries reference has already been made, may be 
quoted as independent testimony to the efforts which v^ere concentrated in 
Eengal upon this important part of famine administration:—

The narrative reports afford evidonoe^ of the oldse attention paid by all 
officers to the tasking and outturn of work. I believe it may safely be said that in no othar 
Pfovfibbe are the full tasks for a minimum wage so heavy or as fully worked up to as they 
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in Bihar. This is partly diif> to the high proportion of mon to other workers and 
to the charaoter of the works, whioh, as a rule, pormit tho ompluyrnent of a hijrh pio- 
portion of carriers, but a great deal is undoubtedly due to the vigilant attention paid to the 
daily outturn for each male unit. JN^or oan it be said that the task-workers receive a liighor 
wage than elsewhere.’^

With the exception of the Ghota Nagpur Division, where the work was 

practically wholly conducted as piece-work, and to 
the extent ah’cady indicated in the BhagaJpur, 
llurdwan. Presidency and Orissa Divisions, the 
system of piece-work upon largo works was practi¬ 
cally confined to the Patna Division. Piece work 
in that Division, except for a short time on some 
small w'orks under the Givil Agency in the Saniasti- 
pur subdivision of Durbhanga, was introduced upon 
the marginally noted large works, all of which were in charge of the Public 
Works Dcpaitinent, and a comparison of tho results obtained under piccc-work 
and task work respectively by that Department with its advantages of a more 
• highly trained supervising staff under both systems, gives therefore a fairer 
basis for comparison than by deductions from the emaller ivorks under 
tho civil agency, which wore to some extent, as rtjgardi the (Jhota Nagpur 
Division, at least, subject to different local peculiaiities. Tho system did not 
havo the complete trial which might otherwise have been given had it 
been understood from tho first that such a departure from tlio Famine 
Code would havo been permitted, but tho gcnoral weight of opinion, whore 
the means of judging were best, is distinctly in its favour as opposed 
to task-w^ork. In the Patna Division tho opinion in favour of the system is 
almost unanimous. In the llhagalpur Division tho Collcc*^or of Bhagulpur was 
distinctly in ils favour, and so to n less extent was the Deputy Commissioner, 
Soiithal Parganas. In the Gliota Nagpur Divi>ion the peculiar local conditions 
rendered piece work a necossiry; the strong dislike of the aboriginal people to 
any form of regulated labour, and the means at hand in the cxisttneo of jungle 
produce of supplem .mtiiig a partial diet, had task w »rk been attomp*o l, would, 
have led to universal idling in the hopes of obtaining tho minimum wage with 
which the people would have been quite satiGed. The Collector of liankui-a 
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strongly in favour of |)ic3co-work, and the only adverse opinions are expressed 
from the Ih'* sidoiicy Ui vision, Thi^ ndvant.igos of the system are various; 
the pooplo iindorstaiid it and prefer it ; the iieiressity for large potty establish¬ 
ment is removed ; the elaborate cl isdfications of labour and of maximum, 
minimum and pen d wages which h nd thoiusolves too readily to fraud on the 
part of tlio subordinate st lif, are avoided ; the relied-worker is able to support 
his dependants, and the numbers on gi’atultous relief arn to tluit extent dimin¬ 
ished; anil lastly, the. work is cheLi])er and more eilicient. That the average, 
daily wage was higlier under the pieec-work system was expected, and in fact 
intended; the wage or task work is oulculaled to support ihtj worker only, 
but <^no of the objects of piece work is that by bard work the labourer will earn 
sullieiimt to sn]>port bis dependants. The merits of the system are thus suin^ 
marisod by tlie Iloii’blo Mr. Glass:— 

Tho Engiiif3-r3 engagod ou workq in tlie rocant famliio are iinanimonsLy of opinion 
1 hat pioo.t)-work is the most suitable form ol'I mployrnout for ablo-hodiod persona on famine 
works at all times. At the outset of .a faniiuc, when distress is not acute, piooo-work is the 
most certain piwontive against people flocking to the works who are not really in need of 
relief ; aii l it lias, liosidi's, tko advantage of putting a stop, in a great measure, to the 
fraudulent d^-iigiis * f mubarrirs and other subordinate emp’n33-eB, who are only too ready 
to avail themselves of the opportunities aflor-kd by the task-work system for embezzlement. 
It is well known to all who liave bad exp^uicnoe of relief works in this and previous famines 
that the ela-js referred to are corr ipt in the extremo, and that no uiconsiderable portion of 
the expenditure flada its Way into their pockets. At the eommeneemeiit of a famine it is 
quite impossible to prevent peculation wli n relief is aif Tded on the task-work system. 
Every thing is more or loss in a chaotic stale, and until oilier lias been brouglit about, the 
opi> Jilunitios for embezzling are numerous. ICven when order bai boon introduced, the 
fiysteni is such that disbiiii'^st pepj'ons find ui ditfioulty in attaining their ends. It is the 
gerier.il Opinion of Public Works Oflicjers engaged in the reoont fainino that it is not 
possible to inevont swindling altogether wIk u work is carried out on the tusk system. The 
dishonesty of tlio iiTidorliiigs is not the on.y obj ‘otion to it It involves the m iinteii.a.nee 
of a large and expensive establishment for the purposes of mustering the people, making 
and chocking measuroment^, and the keeping of accounts. It iil&o involves considerable 
interfeicTico with the lab nirors which tli.y do not like, and much of their time is wasted 
(from the lab mrers' point of view) in forming the gangs, calling the muster-rolls, and setting 
the pe >ple to Work. All tho^e disadvantages practically disappear under the p.ooo-woik 
system.'' 

On tbo other hand, that the system lias disadvantugoa was fully recognised. 
It is exceedingly dilhcult to determine a rate which will allow the inexperienced 
and weakly labourer to live and at the sumo time not allow the professianal 
labourer to nuika a pr .fit on the work, although a system of piece work on 
differeiit rales f »r dil'l’erent cliussos can be adopted, as was actually shown to 
be practicable, or pieoo-work can lie supplemented by a syidem of potty 
ta^k-vvork for the woakl\' and their dependants, A second disadvantage of 
the sy-tem is that it is very diniiaili to prevent the petty contractor cree¬ 
ping in: the mate of a gung easily degenerates into a contractor’s sp'rvant, 
although this ditliculty too was met by making the gangs smaller. Further, 
ihero is a toiid(v.icy tnr professional lubour to drive others out of their gangs. 
That Wi'iuon and children on a piece-work will be in less proportion was 
anticipated, an 1 t]io achial results exemplify this most clearly. Finally, in so 
far as it is culculat'^d that the wage will .support a labourer and liis depend¬ 
ants, in tbo case of any worker ummeumbered by dependants the balance 
over and above what 's required for Ids personal inaiutonanco is so much 
clear prcblt to him and unnecessary (expense to the Sta e. 

Tile rates of c»iittarii obtaino I by the Public Works Department do 
not call for detailed comment. In Ifarblianga and Madhubani tlie higher 
rates under task-work were due to tlie preponderance in these divisions of 
work on tanks wdtli tlioir long load and excessive lift; in Saran the figures 
of cost include all expfjiuliiuro upon works, and not only that upon wages; 
the moan rate if adjusted would prohiibly bo less than Rs. 3-8 per* 1,000 cubic 
feet. Under the system of piece-work the outturn per male nnit outhe different 
works was singularly uniform, the high liguro attained in Nadia being due to 
the fact that, nearly all Hjo labourers were able-bodied men, and that there 
were praciically no women or children. Allowing for reservations on account 
of varying lift and lead, the outturn is both higher and the consequent rate 
per 1,000 cubic foot uniformly lower thnn under the task-work system of the 
Code, the only exception being the district of Muzaffarpur, where the rates 
for task-work were throughout exceptionally low. 
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' In the course of the famine a complaint was made with especial refer-

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CHAPTER VIL 

GBATUITOUS BELIEF. 

The claf ?808 of poraons who aro considerod entitled to the receipt of 
relief gratuitously are, broadly speaking, those from whom it is impossible to 
exact any form of task in return, but the p^ovi^ions of the Famine Code define 
them iiioro precisely, and the following classes are included, provided that they 
have no relatives able, and by tlio custom of the country bound, to support 
them:— 

(a) Idiots and lunatics. 

(If) (ripples. 

(c) The b ind. 

(,/J All who from age Aor physical weakness are incapahlo of earning 
their living. 

(.) All persons whose attendance on the sick or on children in their 
own homes is absolutely uccossary. 

( f) Respectable people who are reduced to starvathm. 

In the dlfctribution of gratuitous relief several different methods of 
procedure were adopted. In this, as in other inattors, Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
while insisting everywhere on tlie observance of the fundiimental principle 
of saving life at the least possible cost to the State, thought it wise to leave a 
large discretion in details to local officers, knowing that no one Procrustean 
rule or method would be found suitable to the infinite variety of condition, 
Labi's, customs and prejudices prevailing in provinces of the vast extent of 
Bengal, Bihar and Oiissa. In some districts all the melhods described below 
wore ill vogue at one time or another of the famino; in others, some only were 
adopted, local conditions being the predetermining cause in each case. The 
different means of distribution may be stated as follows :— 

(a i Village relief by money or grain doles. 

(i) Relief at kitchens. 

(c) Relief at poor-houses. 

(r/) Relief of dependants on works. 

In the Patna Division the firht stop taken towards giving gratuitous 

relief was the allotment of small advances to police 
History of tlw proceduro »dopt- officers with instructions to relieve all urgent cases. 

Ine measure was temporary only, anticipating the 
general organisation of relief establishment in tho district. As cliargcs and 
circles were mapped out and manned in the manner already described, the 
circle officers were provided with maps and details of the villages under them, 
with which their first duty was to make themselves acquainted. In iho mean* 
time lists of persons who were considered to bo suitable recipients of gratuitous 
relief had been collected through the police, the village paiichayats and chauki* 
dars. These lists were made over to the cii’clo officers, with orders to visit 
every villagii, muster the people named on tho list, and hy inspection and 
enquiry satisfy themselves that they wore fit to be placed in receipt of such relief. 
The cheek by the circle officer was as far as possible repeated by tho Charge 
Superintendont, and the lists were subject to constaut scrutiny by every superior 
officer who had occasion to visit the lu(;ality. Tho lists onco prepared, days 
and centres of distribution were fixed, at wliich it was the duty of the circle 
officer to attend and to personally supervise the giving of the doles of 
grain or money, but usually grain. Tliesc central di>tributic/n3 in their turn 
were subject to constant supervision by the superior officers. Tho system 
w’as primarily based on minute house-to-house enquiry in tho villages, the work 
of the actual person enquiring being subjected to constant check by higher 
paid officers. The importance of this chock was realised from the beginning, 
and as soon as tho organisation of relief works was auflicit nt!y advanced to free 
Chnrgo Buperintendents from more pressing duties, it was tho subject of special 
and unroixiitting attention. Notably in Cnumparan* and Muzaffarpur, but 
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generally in all tho districts o£ North Bihar, the greatest assistance in cliecking 
the lists was derived from tho volunteer supervision of the indigo planters, 
whoso intimate acquaintance with the circurnstanees of the people in tho 
neighbourhood o£ their factories, made their services especially valuable. 
Although the greater part of the gratuitous relief given was in tho form of 
grain and money doles to the people in their villages, poor-houses wore 
started at an early stage, but for reasons which will bo stated more in detail 
later, they were never largely attended. Relief in kitchens, originally in¬ 
tended primarily for travellers and wanderers, also played an important part 
in tho later stages of the famine, especially in the maintenance of children. 
Dependants, meaning tho dependants of those wlio were working on relief 
works, but unable to work themselves, were relieved by money doles on the 
works. This form of relief was never encouraged and obtained most on works 
under tho Public Works Department. Relief to artisans was not given in the 
Patna Division. In the Bhagalpur Division lists of recipients of gratuitous 
relief woro drawn up and weekly distributions of grain were started in the 
Bhagalpur district on a similar system to the village relief of tho Patna Divi¬ 
sion. In the Sonthal Parganas lists were framed by local Committees and 
chocked by tho Charge Superintendents, after which tickets were distributed, 
entitling the holders to receive so much grain from a shopkeeper. The 
latter on producing the tickets as vouchers was paid the price of the grain. 
In tho Oliota Nagpur Division gratuitous relief in TIazaribagh was given 
practically entirely in kitchens, and to urgent casRs of travellers along 
the Grand Trunk Road, through the police. In Lfjliardaga what relief was 
given was distributed for the greater part in kitcliens, and to a small extent 
also by doles. In Palamau tho large area of scattered (listress caused a dilTercnt 
system to bo evolved. Committees woro formed at each thana and outpost, 
usually with the local zamindar as Chairman, who undertook a house-to-house 
enquiry in the villages under them and tho preparation of lists of suitable 
recipients. A panchayct was then appointed in each village, who undertook the 
relief of tho persons named in the list by a system of small permanent advances. 
Parda-nashin women and artisans were relieved from tho charitable fund. 
Similar local Committees wore also formed in Manbhum, but cooked food 
was also given in kitcliens, and weavers wore also relieved by paying them 
for cloth woven or by a system of advances. In Baukura lists were prepared 
through tlio agency of police and panchayets, subject to check by a supervis¬ 
ing ofllcer, and weekly distributions held, which were presided over by a 
reliable local agent, either a Government servant or a volunteer. Kitchens 
were also opened at a late stage. In the Presidency Division no gratuitous 
relief was given in the Murshidabad district from Government funds. In 
Nadia tho^villago system similar to that adopted in Bihar was followed, snpplo- 
mented by kitchens towards the end of the famine. In Khulna the village 
system was adopted, together with the establishment of poor-houses, which 
were more successful hero than elsewhere. Relief was also given to weavers. 
In Puri tho village system was adopted.

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Durinj^ tlio famino of 1873-74 gratuitous relief was not started till 
January, nor was it fully organised until April, but in the recent famine the 
organisation, wbicli had been staited in Decemboi’, had already reached con¬ 
siderable diinonsions in February. On the other hand operations during the 
recent fandno closed a month earlier than in 1873-74. It is to bo observed 
tliat while the maximum numbers on relief works in 1874 were more than four 
times us groat as in 1896-97, the numbers in receipt of gratuitous relief in the 
latter year approximated more closely to the figures of tlie former famine. The* 
explanation is not far to seek. Wliile gradually deepening distress has the 
result of increasing the numbers alike upon relief works and gratuitous relief, 
the circumsiances affecting the course of the two systems of relief are not in all 
respects identical. Tl»o average daily numbers upon gratuitous relief were first 
ill excess (»f those upon works in M;iy, and thencofoith, excluding the month of 
October, when operations were being wound up, remained so practically till the 
end of tlio famino; again while the daily average upon relief works readied its 
zenith in May, the numbers upon gratuitous relief did not touch their highest 
point until June, succeeded by a very small falling off in July. The classes who 
are entitled to the gratuitous relief consisting of the lame, blind, halt, the sick, 
the aged, and of profossioual beg:,^'n'‘^, constitute a move or less fixed percentage 
of tlie 2 io]mlation who even in ordinary limes, are dependent upon the charity 
of tlieir neighbours for subsistence. As the relief orginisation was extended 
and the incinasing pressure of di-tross cause 1 the sfirinGTs of jirivate charity 
to dry up, this portion of the pojjuladon was bound gradually to drift on to the 
Government li«ts. Once there, they were obliged to remain until favourable 
prospects and cheaper prices opened out other sources of charity. It is for 
this reason that while upon relief works, the breaking of the monsoon caused 
at once a falling off in the numbers of the able-bodied who could find employ¬ 
ment in the fields, the numbers mi gratuitous relief did not decrease to any 
marked extent until August, and even in September were considoruble. 

During the course of the famine doubts wero at one time felt by the 
Government of India, whether, in view of the numbers upon relief works 
compared with the numbers upon the gratuitous list, the latter form of relief 
was not being overdone. In re])ly it was submitted that there is no neces¬ 
sary corncetion between the numbers upon relief works and ufjon gratuitous 
relief, the former being more or less a fixed percentage of the population, and 
tho latter varying with the strictness with W'hich tlie Jabfiur test w'as enforced, 
the p ossibility of obtaining employment outside of the Govcrninent relief works, 
and the general staying power of the population of the distressed areas; and 
even assuming that there weic such conncctien, the relative i^roj^iortions in 
the districts of Ilengal did not differ materially from those in other districts 
in other parts of India. The percentage of tno population upon gj'atuitous 
relief did n(jt exceed what from a priori considerations of the conditions of 
the affected tracts might reasonably bo estimated as f>robable, being about 
the same as the percentage of tlio population in poor-houses in Kngland. 
Apart, moreover, from the constant attention and supervision wliicli had boon 
directed from the commencement by tho local otficers from the Commis¬ 
sioners downwards, to the checking of the lists and the removal of names im¬ 
properly placed upon them, Sir Alexander Mackenzie and tho Hon’ble 
Mr. C. C. Stevens, when Officiating Lieutenant-Governor, had both satis¬ 
fied tliomsclvos, by j^orsonal inspection, that the principles of relief laid down in 
tho Famine Code had neither been departed from in theory nor excoeded in 
practice. Independent testimony to tho same effect was borne by gentlemen 
unconnected with th3 provincial admimstration. Mr. James, writing of Champa- 
ran. reniaikod : — 

'We drove to see a relief work .... and then watohod the distriljiitLon of gratuitous, 
relief. All prosont wore obviously suitable objects of relief, being composed principally of 
helpless men, poor women, with a number of small children, and weakly men and boys. * 

Again, Mr. Iligham reported after his visit to these provinces 

During my tour, therefore, I endeavoured* to sea as n^ny as possible of the people on 
village relief .... 1 can . . . veiy oonfid mtly assert that, among all those inspected by me,, 
there was not an individual who was fit to ha s-^-nt to the works,, or to., be given only the> 
]|^t. nominal task.. " . 
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The Goyernment of India ultimately expressed themselvos fully satisfied 
with the aduiinistration of this, as well as of other branches of the relief 
administration in Bengal.

• The highest percentage was readied in Nadia, where 13*27 of the popu¬ 
lation of a particular tract were at one time upon gratuitous relief, after which 
came Shahabad with 6-35 per cent. The highest aggregate number reached 
was in Darbhanga where, on tho 26th June, 109,619 persons were upon the 
gratuitous relief lists. With regard to the district of Nadia, the excessiye num¬ 
bers being gratuitously relieved at once attracted the attention of Govom- 
mont, and it was feared that, owing to the insufficiency of tho supervising estab- 
lishment and to relaxation in the case of Muhammadan women, of the rule 
which required all able-bodied persons to work as a test of their being in 
distress, gratuitous relief at one time was being overdone. Additional officers 
were at once deputed, and the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor as already 
remarked, ordered a rigid scrutiny of tho lists, after a porsonal visit to the dis¬ 
trict. The result of these measures and of tho reaping of the early autumn rice, 
was that the numbers were largely reduced. The circumstances of Shahabad 
were exceptional: relief here was started somewhat later than elsewhere,.and. 
the people were, consequently in worse conditional the early stages of the 
famine; the temporary migration of the male members of families in thisv 
district has already beon referred to, and their women and children were left 
to swell the list ; further, the physical condition of the affected tract is at all 
times very low, and lameness and paralysis among the men (said to» arise from, 
eating the khesari grain) is very prevalent. In Darbhanga, the poverty and. 
extraordinary density ef the populatibn are to be remembered im considering the > 
numbers gratuitously reUevea,, and the results attained, in the relief operations^ 
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conducted by the Maharaja of Darbhanga, with all the facilities possessed by 
his subordinates for accurate knowledge of the circumstances of the persons 
relieved, showed by their similarity to the results on the Government lists, 
that relief was not being overdone.

A noticoablo point is the constancy of the proportions in different Divisions, 
with the exception of the Presidency Division, where the small proportion 
of men and largo proportion of women gratuitously relieved was, as already 
remarked, duo to the fact of women having been allowed to receive this form 
of relief instead of being forced on to relic f works. 

No regular statistics were generally collected of the particular causes 
which brought the various recipients on to the gratuitous relief lists, but in 
the Patna Division, an analysis was made in some typical circles. The 
enquiry was undertaken in July, when this description of relief was at its 
higl lest. The results were as follows:—

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Thro number shown under other causes” was practically almost entirely 
made up of children;'after them, the most numerous class were the aged, then 
pardanashin women, most of whom were made over ultimately to the care of tlio 
Charitable Relief Committees, and after tliein cripples and orphans. At the 
same time, information as to the caste of those on giiitnitous relief was collected. 
It was found that tho true cultivating castes of Kurmis and Koeris were 
not largely represented; the llrahnians and Rajputs forming tho bulk of tlioso 
relieved as jyurdaucLBhiii were not numerous, urul practically the bulk of those 
relieved were of the lower labouring castes. Hiiuilar detailed enquiries wore not 
made in other Divisions, but as far as information is availablt*, it would appear 
that tho majority of those gratuitously relieved by Government everywhere 
wore of tho low-easto indigent labourer and beggar classes.

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Tho heading ‘^otherwiae rollovod” includes every y iriety of gratuitous 
relief except such as was given in poor houses and kitchens and to djpendants 
on works. The greater part of sucli relief consisted in tho distribution of grain 
or money doles at the people’s hom^s, but minor varieties are included, such as 
tho payment of Re. I a month to chaukidars, who it was soon found wero 
suffering from tho inability of the villagers to piy tboir ordinary wages. 
Still, in every district except Hfizaribagh, thi village distribution was tbe back* 
bone of tho system. Ro’i f to dependants of workers up m tho works was kept 
within the smallest po8'»ible limits. It was found that suchpeopl:5 were altogether 
out of place upon tJie works, whrr.j tlieir presence merely hampered the 
organisation of the labour and the exiction of tho tasks. It was much easier in 
every way to relievo them in their villag s, and in f tct towards the ond of 
February delinito orders wtiro issue I to that effect, although a certain number 
of small cliildren who could not be sep irated from their parents, together with 
a few old people to lojk afier them, had throughout to bo allowed to come on 
tho works.

The piece work system followed in tho Chota Nagpur Division left no 
room for dependants. Tho high p ^rcontago in Nadia is due to tho fact that 
relief to children was at first granted in this way, but the system was stopped in 
July and kitchens opem d for them instead. Tho lai'ge proportion of women 
and cliildron to men in Shahabad would account fur the figures in tliat district. 
Generally speaking, therefore, dependants formed less than 5 per cent, of the 
number on works. 

The part played by poor-housos, with tho exception of thoso iii tho Khulna 
district, was small. A po>r house may fulfil two objects, either affording a test 
of the necessitjr for relief by submission to rcsidonco witliiti it, or offering a 
means of punishing contumacious relief-workers. For the firf^t purpose the test 
was considered too severe, or, as tlio Collector of Saran describes it, the poor- 
house is primarily a test of prejudice and only secondarily a test of distress.” 
It was found generally that n sidt^iico in a poor house was regarded with the 
utm ost repugnance by even the lowest castes, and what inmates there wero 
consisted mostly of wandering beggar'i and tlie destitute sitik. As the Collector 
of Champaran points out, th* ir chief use was as infirmaries. As a method of punish¬ 
ing unruly workers they failed in tlio absence of any^ p >wer to enforce deten¬ 
tion. The experience of Khulna was exceptional; the Collector did not find 
caste prejudict-s against residence in a poor house so strong as elsewhere, and 
was abL* to a great extent to use the poor-house as a test of the real necessity 
for relief. 

Kitchens as a method of reliid wore resorted to to a cons! lerablc extent, 
though chiefly towards the later stajos of tho f.imino. As soon as distress 
deepimed, a c )n'>idcrablo deterioration in tbe c uidition of tlie children was 
noticed, the inference being that their adult redativos were appropriating their 
doles. To meet this difficulty tho distribution of food to children in kiichens 
was found of tho grc'atest value. Towards tho ond of the famine, more- 
oveT, the acceptance of cooked food at a kitchen was found a suitable 
test in curlailing up ^rations. Relict to travellers, especially in such districts 
as wero traversi d by the Grand Trunk Road, was most couvenieutly offered 
in this form 

Rouglily 'speaking, both- poor-housos and kitchens woio found to bo 
more expenhiye forms of relief than doles cither in villages or to dependants on 
works. To some extent attempts were made to get something from the persons 
gratuitously ivlievod in the form of light labour, such as spinning, weaving, 
s!ring-making, etc., but as a whole it was foutti that the results barely justified 
tlio tro'jblc taken. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 


loans and advanoks. 

It has already been mcnti ined in tno course cf tliis narrative that one 

of the early measures adop ed by this Goverumont 
Loans under iiie m >duied rules at tlio comnioncemont of tiio famine was the nmcliH- 
Laud Imi-roremeut Loan. linprov numt 

LoaiisS Act, so as to allow of loans on spoci.iily 
favourable ter.ns witbin tlie areas oflicially declared as distressed, to land-owjors 
and su\>>tantial raiyuts for the excavation of tanks and other works of improve¬ 
ment, S’lch as are required for relieving di.'-tress, and e>»pecially for improving 
the supply of water for drinking and irrigation. It was provided tliat the loans 
should be given free of interest and repayable in five years; and that if the, 
work w’Jis coinideted to the satisfaction of the Collector, ono-thir 1 of the prin¬ 
cipal wouhl be subsequjntly rcmittel. It was hoped that advintago would be 
larg dy taken of these concessions, and that m iny labourers would thus obtain 
cmidoyrnont who o'.herwiso would find their way to the Government works. 
The aggregate amount advanced in loans under these special rules w.is a little 
over thiee lakhs of rupees. 

"1 ho advances in the Patna Division were taken advantage of very 
s!Ightl\'. I'ho proposal seemod to have been regarded with suspicion, and it w.is 
possibly feared that Government by paying porii »n of the cost of such works 
would iiavo Pome claim to a right of pro^.erty in tlio works or in the land on 
which they might bo situitel. I;i some instances the works w’ore not carried 
out to the satisfaclion of the local officers, and the experiment was not on 
the wliole very successful. Bat when it is rerncinbcrel that landholders in 
Bihar carried oat from their priva'e funds many works that afforded relief ; 
that tiicy paid up their laud revenue in full during the year, and that their 
collections oT rent must have been very short, it is not a matter fo:' surprise 
tl'af. they' dil not embarrass the nselves by largely resorting to Govern cent 
for loans for caiTving out w )rks of improveinont. No coinplcti^ stafi-tics 
are available of the numbers to whom labour was afforded in this w^ay'. 
In the Bhagalpur Division the people of North Bhagalpur seemed to require 
no stimulus to start petty works of the description which the rules w’ere 
designed to encour ige, and without practically any advantage being taken of 
these loans, small works were opened everywhere by private p« rsons, and the 
Collec*lor reports that of his personal knowledge over 200 private tanks Wisro 
at one timj being excavat d or re-excavated in North Bhagalpur. In the 
Sonthal Par^anas loans on the special terms w^ere eagerly sought after, and the 
amounts advanced would have been larger were it not that tlie applicants wore 
unciblo in many cases to offer adequate security. In tlie Chota Nagpur Div'ision 
while the sy-toin did not w-rk very well in Ilaz iribugh and Lohardaga, in 
Palainau and Manbhum the loans were eagerly t k^ n up. In Palamau out of 
Rs. 40,12 » a lvaiiccd, it was estimated that work was done to the value of 
Rs. 4(), ^’27 and a daily’’ average o£ 3,015 lahourer'i employed for about four 
m diths. In Manbhu n the daily average employed h r about the same period 
was aj'proximatL'ly 2,200, and the lofal amount, alvunced Rs. 42,010. In the 
districts uf Nadia and Khulna in the Presidency Division the loans were eagerly 
applied for, an 1 to a less extviit in Mur&hidabad. In Khulna the works were 
curried ou from January to July, and an aveiag- daily number of 1,200 
employed; in MurshiJubud the numbers averaged 1,500 duilj>’ between the 
middle of April and middle of June Figures for Nadia are not available 

Jn addition to the sums advanoi'd under the m idifie'd rules under 

the Land Inprovcmmit l^oaus Act, Rs. 1,07,135 
i„Pn« during 1896-9/, fvnd Ita. 1,08,714 between April 

'^*** '* ' * 1897 and Novenibor 1898 were distributed in the 

affected districts under the ordinary terms. The figures are those supplied by^ 
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tho Accountant-General, Bengal, The works dono aeom to have been mostly 
of the nature of tanks, landJis^ and irrigation channels. 

Under tho Agriculturists’ Loans Act, a total sum of Rs. 11,35,872 

was advanced when the distressed area during 
Loans unJer tuo Agriculturists* 1896-97 aiid 1807-98. In viow Of tlio special 

circumstances of tho year, the existing restrictions 
which limit tho amounts advanced for such loans to Rs. 2 per aero of land 
licld by the applicants was raised by Government in May to Rs. 3, and the 
restiictiou that loans should not bo given to raiyats with holdings of 2 acres 
or less, was removed. Most of the advances were made on tho joint and several 
security of the residents of a whole village, and were in the majority of 
cases given for the purchase of seed, though in tho cold weather of 1896-97 
money was also advanced for the encouragement of irrigation. In considering 
the total sums advanced, the large sinu of over eight lakhs distributed as gifts 
and loans by tho Charitable Relief Committees, should be roniembored. Loans 
were not granted in Darbhanga, whero the Collector thought that they were 
not required, and that tho establish in cut necessary to enquire into the appli¬ 
cations was not available; in this district also tho Maharaja of Darbhanga 
luflvanced nearly six lakhs to his own tenants. Otherwise, with tho exception of 
the Naaia district, they wore freely distributed everywhere. The figures as to 
tho number of persons who received these loans are very imperfect, but 
from such materials as are available it appears that the average amount 
advanced per family varied from Ks. 9-11-1 in Khulna to Rs. 5-10-5 in Chom- 
pciran. 

A bounty of Re. 1 on every kutcha well dug was sanctioned by Govern- 
Bounti.. lor wcU*. Docomber 1896 with a view to encouragmg 

tlie irrigation of the rac/z crops, but the concession 
was not largely availed of. The proposal had particular reference to the Patna 
Division. In this Division the expontliture incurred in this way in 1890-97 was 
Rs. 0,793 in Mnzaffarpur and Rs. 0C5 in Champara.ii, or a total of Rs. 7,458. 
In the greater jiart of Darbhanga thiro is a prejudice against irrigation from 
wells; ill the Bhabhiia subdivision of Shaliabad the soil is not suitable for these 
wells, and in Saran the raiyats aro ready enough to construct and irrigate 
from wells without special inducement. Many wells too were dug out of the 
sums advanced as ordinary agricultural loans. 

Tho granting of loans for tho importation of food-grains will bo 

considered along with the general course of the 
importation of traffic iu food-grains in the Province, and the 
circumstaricos explained under which these loans 
were found necessary in Palamau, Ilazaribagh, Nadia, and Puri. Elsewhere 
no stimulus to tho import of food-grains was required* 

The economic effect of the cultivation of opium, in tho districts of tho 
^ . - Patna Division, has already been referred to, and 

the payment of the opium advances mado durmg 
the year 1897, although in no sense a special measure of relief, was obviously 
of tho greatest benefit to the recipients during the prevailing distress, causing 
the circulation of a large sum of money in tho affected districts, just when 
it was moat required. Tho following amounts were advanced during the

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CHAPTER IX. 

EXPENDITURE AND ACCOUNTS. 

At the outset of the faiiiino the expenditure upon the relief works 

undertaken, was for a short time borne by the 

System o uccounts. District Boards. As, however, it speedily became 

evident that tlio resources of tlio District Boards would fall far short of 
tlio requirements, and that the bulk of the expenditure would ultimately 
fall on (government, estimates were called for from the various Commissionens 
and submitted to tlio Governnuait of India in February, though revised 
estimates wore subsequently submit led in March. The estimates for 1S97-98 
were sanctioned by the Govorinuent of India, and general authority given 
as regards 1896-97 to spend whatever might be required on the recognised 
methods of relief. Allotments to the aft'ected districts were made monthly 
on receipt of estimates of req^iircmeiits. Within the districts themselves 
Cliargo Superintendents worked on a system of permanent advances, with 
smaller advances from them to their circle officers, the advances being recouped 
at intervals after submission of tlio necessary bills. Some confusion in the 
accounts was caii.^cd at first, uotil some necessary modifications of the t-ccount 
rules us contained in the Famine Code, wore finally decided on, and a special 
officer of the Accounts Departiiunt was appointi'd to (ravel round to the 
afheted districts, explaining tho system. The Public Works Department 
opened a special branch accounts office at Muzalfarpur, which was found of great 
use. The forms of accounts in use in the Public Works Department differed 
somcwliat from those in use in the civil works, a circumstance which gave rise 
to somo confusion and delay when Avorks were to bo transferi'ed from one to 
the other, and has subsequently caused some difficulty in tho classification of 
accounts on a unifoim basis. 

No special arrangements were found necessary for tho supply of coin 
, . r . relief -works. (Jopper coin was obtained 

Arrangements or snpp y o com. indent from Calcutta and sent out under police 

guard to tho different works. The police force had to be strengthened in most 
districts for tho purpose, but no case occurred of loo£ of coin en route, Tho only 
additional treasury opened was at Jhanjharpur in the Darbhanga district. 

A detailed statement giving figures of expenditure is included in the 
, appendices. It is necessary to give here a brief 

Actual erpen i nro. Summary only of tho noticeable points. Tho 

net result of tho relief operations from first to last, reducing the persons 
relieved to terms of one day, shows tliat in tho Ifi affected districts 61,018,611 
people were relieved for one day on works and 70,783,120 gratuitously, or a 
total of 131,801,731, while in districts in which distress was apprehended and 
test works opened, although f ami no was never officially declared to exist, 
relief on works was given to 277,239 people and gratuitously to 284,963. 
For tho Province, therefore, as a whole, 61,295,850 persons attended the 
relief works, and 7l,0GvS,083 persons the gratuitous distributions, or a total of 
132,303,933 in terms of one day. The total oxpenditme on relief works 
exclusive of expoiidituro in the nature of bounties and advances, amounted to 
Ks. 1,08,03,768, of whicli Rs. 4,78,235 was met from the funds of tho District 
Boards, and Rs. 1,03,95,523 from tho general revenues of Government. The 
expenditure may bo classified under (lie following main heads:—

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The average daily cost per head of expendituro on tho wages of workers 
excluding contiiigcnces amounted to 1 anna 4-0 pios per diem, and the average 
daily gratuitous dole to 8’G pies per head; whihi tho total daily cost per por.son 
relieved exclusive only of tho compensation jDaid for laud and crops, amounted to 
1 anna 3 piies. The Lieulenant-Govcrnor considers that the cost per head per 
day was very inodorato, but ho docs not think that this should bo regarded in 
itself and without regard to other considerations as a crucial tost of efficiency 
in tho administration of famine relief, for it is manifest if all or a majority 
of labourers failed to perform the proscribed ta^ks and were put on the penal 
wage, that the cost per head would be reduced below what was intended or 
desired. Inclusive of tho bounties paid on grain and the cost of grain imported 
by Government, bounties paid to encourage the excavation of kntcha wells, and 
advances to grain importers and under tho modified rules of tho Land Improve¬ 
ment Act, most of Avhich will bo recoverable, the grand total of expenditure 
amounted lo Rs. 1,12,52,005, or, in other words, to one croro aud twelve lakhs. 
The accounts aro still subject to minor adjustinouts by the local officers, and 
contributions by District Hoards may possibly bo slightly increased, but for 
all practical intents and purposes the figures may bo taken as correct. 

In tho estimates sanctioned by the Government of India there was no 
special provision for compensation for land, bounties on grain imported, and tho 
cost of Government grain, and tho expenditure under these heads was met from 
general savings. The following statement shows the actual expenditure as 
compared with tho estimates sanctioned b^^ tho Government of India for 
3 897-98, plus the actual expenditure during lHOG-97 for which th(3 actual, and 
not tho estimated expenditure, was sanctioned by the Supremo Government: —

Under tho main head of tho relief operations therefore the estimate was 
singularly accurate; tho circumstances which influenced the expenditure under 
tho remaining two heads are set forth in another part of this narrative. 

For the estimate of tho numbers likely to require relief of any descrip¬ 
tion, the only complete data upon which some forecast could bo founded were 
for the Patna Division, and tho subsequent results showed that the forecasts of 
numbers in North Bihar and Shahabad submitted to tho Government of India 
in February wore as nearly correct as could be expected. The estimates for 
Bihar were baaed on tho assumption that 120 millions would have to Ijo 
relieved for one day* The actuals were one hundred and ten millions. 

The nett expenditure by Government in tho famine of 1873-74, as given 

in the report of the Famine Commissioners, was 
6,61,00,000. Tho difference of expenditure, 
therefore, on the two famines has been nearly fire 

aud-a-half croros.

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CHAPTER X. 

PRIVATE BELIEF. 

With regard to private relief, as diatingiiiahcd from the larger oper¬ 
ations of the Indian Charitable Jiolief Fund, and confining the term to the 
assistance given by the zamiudars and leading inhabitants of the affected 
districts to their raiyats and dependants in whatever form it was ofierodi it 
would be unjust to make any general assertion unfavourable to any class in any 
of the distressed districts. It will bo sliovvn subsequently in tho course of this 
narrative that the payment of land i-evoiiuo and cesses was not seriously 
affected by tho famine. Government found it necessary to give but few remis¬ 
sions of revenue, and the petty zamindar, hamperod by difiiculties in collection 
from his raiyats, must have been at times himself pressed to pay up tho Govern¬ 
ment demand. All classes, too, ricli and poor, felt tho pressure of the abnormally 
high prices, and the general uncertainty and apprehension as to tho future, 
raised to a certain extent a not unnatural disinclination to expenditure of money 
beyond what was absolutely unavoidable. With these reservations, it may bo 
said generally of the Patna Division, apart from the notable exceptions to be 
mentioned horcaftcr, that tho ordinary zamindars made no groat show of 
relieving their tenants. The European planters, however, who ajro also largo 
landholders, displayed moderation in the collection of their dues, and in many 
instances conducted small relief works at their own expense in the neighbourhood 
of their factories. Tho assistance which they rendered gratuitously in the super¬ 
vision of Government relief was also most useful, and has already been acknow¬ 
ledged by the Lieutenant-Governor. But all other private efforts taken together 
in the Patna Division were surpassed by the princely benefactions of tho Maha¬ 
raja Bahadur of Darbhanga who undertook to give relief to all who wore in need 
of it throughout his estates. The scheme of relief organised by the Maharaja 
in Darbhanga and Muzaffarpur, consisted in tho offer of labour on works on a 
system of piece-work at rates somewhat above the normal, to compensate for the 
dearness of grain, and tho giving of gratuitous relief on very much tho same 
lines as Government, with this ditferonco that the Raj enjoyed the advantage of 
a village staff already on the spot, who possessed a personal acquaintance with the 
needs of tho villagers and over whom they liad various means of control. l'*he 
maximum number of works opened by the Kaj was 80, consisting for the most 
part of tanks and embankments upon which employment was given to an aggre¬ 
gate number in terms of one day of 2,834,848 persons, to whom Rs. 2,45,538 was 
paid as wages. The total cost ox gratuitous relief amounted to Rs. 1,22,789, and a 
total number of 2,943,702 souls, in terms of one day, were relieved. The Maharaja 
Bahadur also distributed nearly 6 lakhs in advances. Government has already 
signified its high appreciation of this splendid liberality. The Court of Wards 
on behalf of the Hatwa Raj in the 8ara.n district gave relief by works, grain 
advances, and gratuitous doles in kitchens and poor-houses. In all 28 works 
were opened, employing 789,236 people in terms of one day and involving an 
expenditure of Rs. 44,915 in wages, while Rs. 10,778 was spent uu gratuitous 
relief equivalent to a distribution to 240,226 persons for one day. Eighty-four 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-two maunds of grain were distributed in 
advances to 30,523 tenants in 1,039 villages, which were of the greatest 
assistance. Tho other large zamindari of North Bihar, the Bettiah Raj, which 
is also under the Court of Wards, was not in a position to incur any groat 
expenditure on famine relief. However, it spent in all Rs. 15,253 in maintain¬ 
ing a kitchen, excavating some tanks, and other forms of relief. • 

In tho Bhagalpur Division a high tribute is paid by tho Collector to 
tho spirit of liberality displayed by all classes on this as bn previous occasions of 
scarcity. The most conspicuous examples of such liberality wore afforded by 
the Maharaja Bahadur of Sonbursa, wlio spent Rs. 34,000 on tanks and embank¬ 
ments, giving employment to about 5,000 persona for two months, and also 
distiibutcd Rs. 9,000 in gratuitous relief; Rai Ganpat Singh Bahadur and bin 
brother, Baba Narpat Singh, who spout on doles and other forms of relief 
Rs. 41,691, and remitted rents to the amount of about Rs. 40,000 ; and the Uaja 
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Bahadur of Banaili, who expended Rs. 14,911 on W(3rks which, while affordia*;^ 
labour, were also of benefit to the estate- In this district as in Bihar tho 
Maharaja Bahadur of Uarbhanga gave all the required relief to his own tenantry. 

In the Sontlial Parganas the zamindars as a whole appear to have done 
a good deal in assisting their tenants, and Mr. Grant, Kaja Ram Ranjan 
Chakravarty Bahadur of HLdauipur, and Rani Kosobati Kumari of Hnndwai and 
Rani Makhan Kumari of tlie Bachmipur estate are deserving of special niention. 
Tho many missionary agencies both here and in the Cnota Nagpur Division 
rendered willing and valuable assistance to Government, and were strenuous in 
th eir efforts on relief. In the Chota Nagpur Division tlie zamindars of Ilazaribagh 
and Lohardaga rendered but little assistance to their raiyats. The relations 
between landlord find tenant in this Division are in many instances strained, and 
tho zamindars as a rule do not appear to have acted during tho period of distress 
with much generosity. Palauiau furnished a pleasing exception; the district is 
loss advanced than others owing to its general rotnotencss, and the zamindars, 
many of whom retain their oid ancestral properties, have always maintained a 
cordial sympathy with their raiyats, which is the more to their credit, as few of 
them are men of large means. 'I’lio Deputy Comaiisaioner mentions eight gentle¬ 
men who between them sp.^nt Rs 47,855, and relieved on an average ab^ut 2,085 
people daily for som 5 five arnl a half months. Foremost asnong them were R ija 
Thakur.ii Blixgwat Dayal Singh of Ghainpur and Ltai Thakui’ai Gobiml Prasad 
Singh Bihadur of Ranka. In Manbhum the zamindars are as a class too 
impoverished to do Tnu(di in the way of relief. In Bankura there are no 
wealthy zamindars; and alth >iigu a few came forward to assist their tonmts, no 
one was able to do anything on a large scale. In tlie Presidency Division the 
landlords of Nadia did little to help their raiyats. In IVlursliidabad tli'^re are 
many liberal and ]}ubiic spirited zamindars wh oc.imo forward to assist, notably 
the late Maharaiii Surnoinoyce and the Nawab Bahailur of Murshidabad. Tlie 
Court of Ward.s estate of G<jssimbazar spent some Rs. Ji0,000 in excavation of 
tanks, affording employment to from 1,000 to 1,200 persons daily, besides 
advancing Rs. l.OJO in loans. In Khulna tho laud-owners did not as a body 
show any special leniency to their raiyats, but tho llon’blo Justice Chandra 
Madhub Ghose of tho Calcutta High Court both gave gratuitous relief and 
undertook relief works on his estate, and Rai Hari Gharan Chaudri of Nakipur 
gave great help to his tenants by advances. 
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CriAPTEU XI. 

BBLtBV FXIOSI THB INOIAS FAUISfE OUARITABI.IS BELIEF FUUD. 

Aa aooa as it boeame apparent that tho Provinco was faco to' face 

with famine, the organisation of private charitable 
rfilSo rSuot relief, as disthict from relief from Government 

funds, was considered by the Lieutenant-Governor 
and actually taken in hand hy some local officers in anticipation of the 
expression of tho views and wislu‘3 of tho Supremo Government on tho subject. 
A nucleus of a Provincial Charita*>lo RelioE Fund existed in tho btilanco q£ 
lis. 35,3id4, which was in hand from the Bengal Distress Relief Gomtuittoe— 
a Committee which had boon organised by Sir Stouart Baylcy’s Government — 
and grants from this fund were supplemented by subscriptions locally collected. 
Distribution through local Coiniiiittces on varying systonia, according to 
local requirements, was startod in tho districts of the Patna Division with 
the exception of Muzaffnrpur and Cliamparan; in Nadia, Jossoro, and K.hulna 
in tho Presidency Division; in Kajsliahi and Bogra, Iluzaribagli and to a very 
small extent in the Southul Pargarias. 

The inauguration in India of tho Indian Famine Charitable Relief 
^ Fund at a meeting held in Calcutta on the 14th 

Bi/liSnlL" ChTitablo January 1897, and presided over by Ilis Excellency 

the Viroroy, was speedily followed by tlio forma¬ 
tion of a Provincial Committee for Bengal, acting under tlio direction of the 
’Central Executive Committee. Tiio Provincial Executive Oommitteo, which, as 
originally formed, included 32 members, ropi'osentativo of all sections of tho 
conlmunity, under tho Ghairmauship of the lion’bio Mr. G. G. Stevens, c.s.i., 
first met on the 28th January, and under its instructions active steps wore 
taken in all districts to organise local machinery.for tho distribution of churit* 
oblo relief, 

Tho Committees formed provisionally at tho outset oE tho famine 
o ^ , - were merged in tho District Relief Committees 

^^Sy.tea .nd .cope of organ...- Charitable Relief Fund; new 

Ooinniittecs were formed elsewhere, and eventually 
a C^ommittoe w^is formed in every district of the Province. Tho District 
Magistrate or Judge was usually Chairman, but in one or two instances tho 
post was filled by non-official gentlemen. The details of organisation varied, 
out ordinarily, subordinate to each District Committee, were formed local 
Sub-Couiinitteos for subdivisions or municipalities, and in tho most distressed 
areas for thunas. Most of tlie local men of influence ftmnd a seat upon these 
(. *ommIttees, members of which were drawn from all classes and profes¬ 
sions. The organisation for charitable rolioE was not confined to tho fifteen 
districts officially recognised by Government ns distressed. To confine it to 
those districts was impossible. Every district in tho Provinco was affected by 
tho high range of prices, and almost every district contained areas where tho 
crops had f.tiled in whole or in j)art, and whoro distress which just falls 
short of absolute destitution prevailed.’* In all theso districts there was ample 

legitimate scope for the operations of the Fund, and eventually in every 
district, with tho exceptions of iloogbly, Darjeeling, Backergungo, and 
Balasore, noine exponditure was incurred on relief, especially of the respectable 
poor. The actual disbursement of the money and giving of relief were entrusted 
to tho District Committees. The duties of the Provincial Committeo were 
confined to tho distribution of funds between tho various districts and tho 
general superv^^ion of District Gominittoes; tho collection and examination of 
periodical returns of expendituro and oi persons relieved, the compilation 
of such returns for tlio Province, and the general settlement in communication 
with the Central Committee of tho principles of tho administration of charitable 
lo the town of Calcutta, however, relief was actually administered by 
the Provincial Oommitteo, through tho Commissioner of Police and one or two 
native gentlemen, and on a more extensive scale by the erection of sheds for 
^le acco.nmo{lat.ioii of destitute paupers in connection with tho Campbell 
Hospital, and the provision of rations and oomforcs for a daily average of 
2 v 0 persons. 
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The object* to- which the Fun^ m^lit be applied were Bettlod by the

Tho details of tho administration of charitable relief funds will bo found 

in tho full and interesting report drawn up by 
Provincial Com- Provincial (.^ommittco. Here it will suffice to 

™ ** ' mention a few of tlio salient facts. 

The total amount received from tho Central Committee amounted to 
Rs. 17,9-1,ToO, wliile Rs. 70,9r>9 was ‘‘earmarked” for tho Province. 'Phe total 
amount collected by the Provincial and District Commifcteos amounted to 
Rs. 4,70,ld7 for expenditure in the Province and Rs. 30,976 for the benefit of 
other Provinces and the whole of India generally. Besides those amounts, it 
must be remembered that some of the hirgost subscriptions to the Indian 
Central Committee’s J^und in Calcutta were given by the wealthy residents of 
< Calcutta and Bengal for expenditure on India generally, which are not included 
in the sums mentioned. Sir Alexander llackenzio is glad to be able now to 
say that the confidence which ho expressed at a Darbar hold at Helvcdere on 
tlie 8th December 1896, that “ Bengal will turn out to be inferior to no 
Province in the liberality of its rich men and the providence of its landholders,” 
has been justified by subsequent events. The total of miscellaneous receipts 
amounted to Rs. 1,42,958, and tho Provincial Committee therefore had at it* 
disposal a total sum of Rs. 24,77,804. 

Tho statement below exhibits tho expenditure incurred by tho different 

District Committees from the funds at their disposal,

Including sums expended direct by tho Provincial Committee, the"*total expendi¬ 
ture up to tho Slst October 1897, subj'^ct to such final adjustment of the 
accounts as may bo necessary, amounted to Us. 19,46,480. As might have 
been expected, expendituro was largest in tho four district* of North Bihar. 
Expenditure in districts other than tho 15 districts officially declared distressed 
amounted to Rs. 3,09,^07. When it was found in September that the monsoon 
rains of tho year were all that could be desired, mat owing to tho success 
happily attending the Government operations the famine orphans to be 
maintained would bo few, that tho prospects of the coming crops were better 
than could have been expected, and that with a bumper harvest in view, private 
local charity could again bo trusted to support the destitute poor, the Provincial 
Committee wore enabled to refund to the Central Committoo a sum of 
Rs. 2,75,000 for expenditure in provinces less favourably sitiiatcrl in these 
respects. The total outstanding balance on the 31st October 1897 with the 
Piovincial and District Committees amounted to Rs. 2,50,324. 

Tho details of • distribution in different districts varied largely according 
^ . * - to local conditions. Thus under Object I numbers 

DUtribution un er jac Wanderers along the Grand Trunk Road were 

relieved in Gaya and Burdwan in kitchens; in Monghyr numbers were relieved 
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in a travellers^ rest-house; elsewhoro doles of food wore made to the destitute, 
while little extra comforts and clothing were given to these classes and to 
those in receipt of Government relief in poor-houses and on relief works. 
Kitchens were also largely resorted to. 

The maintenance of orphans absorbed only a small portion of the Fund 

in Benurib The mortality of the year beino: in 
igtn ntion un or joc . appreciable degrec 3 above the normal rate, and 

tho number of deaths ilirectly due ro famine benng extremely small, the number 
of famine orplians was insignificant. In the whole l^rovince 8,202 orphans are 
returned as having received relief under this heading, but of these the majority 
had lost their parents previously to the famine, while there are grounds for 
suspecting that in many instances cliildron were put forward and classified as 
orphans whoso parents were living and earning money on tiio relief works. 
Arrangements are being made for tlie future maintenance of the orphans wlio 
will be left after tho dissolution oE tlio Fund; their number is estimated at 
about lOG only in the whole of these Provinres. 

More expenditure was incurred on tlic relief of llic lespoctable poor 

than on any other object of the Fund. 

In the Darbar to wliicli reference has already 
been made, hold at Belvedere on the 8tli December 189G, Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, addressing the largo gathc^iing of na'ive gentlemen assembled on 
tliat occasion, said:—

From the beginning therefore this form of relief w«as regarded as one of 
tho primary and most beneficial objects of the Fund. 

Relief under this heading took tho form of gifts of clothing; provision of 
work, such as paddy-husking, cotton-spinning, clotli-weaving, etc., grain and 
money doles, the opening of cheap grain shops and otlier minor local variations 
of the above methods. In the administration of relief in the form of grain 
and money-doles, with a view to prevent the overlapping of Government and 
charitable relief, and to secure efficiency combined witli economy, the Govern¬ 
ment agency of circlo officers and Charge Superintendents was used to a con¬ 
siderable extent in the distressed districts. These officers already possessed 
village lists of persons deserving of reli),f and unable to go to the works, and 
it was the simplest and at the same time the safest arrangement to transfer 
tho respectable poor, after scrutiny of the lists, to tho books of the Charitable 
Fund. 

The expenditure under heading IV, though large, bears, it is believed, 
-n. j- Tir ^ smaller proportion to the total expenditure than in 

xpen ituro on jject . other severely affected provinces. The reasons were 
twofold. In the first place, there was no large mortality among cattle in 
Bengal, and the need for the provision of funds to supply fresh cattle in the 
place of those dead or parted with under the stress of famine, was not so great 
as elsewhere. Secondly, there was some delay in the distribution of relief 
under this head owing to a difEerence of opinion that arose as to whether it 
should bo given in the shape of loans or gifts. The greater part was eventually 
distributed as gifts, but in tho Chota Nagpur Division and tho districts of 
Khulna and Monghyr a certain amount was distributed as loans. Grants 
chiefly took tho form of gifts for purchase of seed-grain and cattle^ and a 
valedictory dole consisting of a small sum to all those in receipt of gratuitous 
relief when the relief operations were closed, the object being to give them a 
slight start till crops ripened. The enquiry into tho numerous applications 
submitted for these grants was an arduous task, but here, again, the existing 
Government agency was utilised with good results. Tho local knowledge 
acquired by tlie cirole officers in the course of the famine, and the enquiries 
already instituted on applications for Government loans under the Agriculturists’ 
Loaus Act ware of tho greatest use in testing the merits of each application. 
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Special care also was taken to have the distribution of these donations super¬ 
vised hy reliable official or non-official agency. 

The administration of the Fund was uniformly conducted by honorary 

Mi«»Uanoou. expenditure. an<l unpaid agency and the expenditure on clerical 

cstaolisuments, stationery and contingencies, 

amounted to only 1‘4 per cent, of the total expenditure. 

It is difficult to State exactly the total number of persons who have 

Number. rolieTed f*om tha Jeon relievod by the Fund. The form in which 
Charitable Belief Fund. the statistics Of persona relieved has been kept does 

not distinguish clearly between those to whom 

relief was continuous, in the shape of a weekly dole for a considerable 

period of the operations, or given once and for all, in the shape of a 

donation or loan with which to start afresh at the end of the famine. Attempts 

have been made in compiling the statistics to correct this defect by taking 

the average numbers relieved either daily or luouthly, but this was not possible 
in all districts, and the figures are at best appi'oximato. The compilation of 
statistics was also hampered by the untrained nature of much of the honorary 
assistance given. Roughly, however, the following figures show the number 
of separate persons who came under the influonce of the Fund. Some of these 
enjoyed it for long periods, some for shorter, and some in the form of one subs¬ 
tantial donation only, but it is not possible to give any accurate idea of the 
numbers relieved in terms of one daj':—-

The figures vary from a total of 110,777 persons relieved in Darbhanga 
to 61 in Howrah. Close upon 70,000 people were relieved in each of the 
districts of Champaran and MitzafEarpur, 61,000 in Saran, and over 40,000 
in Khulna, Gaya, and the Sonthal Parganas. In the 15 districts officially 
distressed 521,680 persons were relieved, and 193,400 in the remainder of the 
Province. 

A rough approximation of the numbers relieved in terms of one day may 
be arrived at by taking the expenditure under objects I and III, and assuming 
that one anna supported one person for one day. Similarly for orphans the 
expenditure under object II may bo takoU at the rate of half an anna per child 
pen day. On this ba$is the numbers relieved in terms of one day would 
amount to approximately 18,000,009. 

The average donation distributed under heading IV amounted to Ra. 3-4. 

As to the general result of the operations of the Fund, the CoutfUissioner of 
General. Patna obscTVes:— 

The efforts of the Committees, workiug with the assistance of the local officials, have 
succeeded in distribuf.iug the large sums at their disposal to very great advantage. It 
would be presumptuous and absurd to assert that there has been no peculation and no 
frtiud and deceit, but I believe that there has been little of either; while, on the other hand, 
I am oonfident that the funds haVe been wisely administered with for the most part a 
'iorupulous care and economy which was scarcely to be expected at first.*’ 

The outcome of the operations of tho Charitable Fund in these Provinces 
mtty bo summed up in the words of tho Provincial Committee 

It has fulfilled the purpose for which it was raised. It has lightened 
the burden of sufifering in multitudes of simple homes. It has stretched out a 
friendly hadd to thousands who held aloof the colder and more formal 
charity of the State. And if the gpratitude of these has not been loudly 
proclaimed, it is none the leks sincere and abiding. ^ The donors* of thil^ munifi- 
oent charity need feel no fear that their splendid gift was unnereded or unweb 
eome^ 6r that it has fatied to bring forth; its full fruit in due season for—

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CHAPTER XII. 

FOOD-STOCKS AND TRAFFIC IN FOOD^RAINS. 

In no respect does the famine organization of 1896-97 differ more 

completely from that of 1873-74 than in the 
Importation of grnin by Gov- relations of Governlucnt to tho ^rain trade. From 
Isza-ii cunTpurod with 1896 ^7.^ the outsct of tho fandiio of 1873-74 tlje necessity 

of Government undertaking the importation of 
grain into the distressed areas was contemplated as probable, anu at an early 
stage it was considered as certain ‘'that while private trade was doing all 
in its power in many directions with the greatest public advantage, vet 
there were extensive limits of territory within whicli it was powerless, ancf in 
which there was a general demand beyond its means to supply.’’ Government 
therefore entered in 1874 upon tho ta>k of importing grain to supplement the 
efforts of private trade. Estimates of the requirements of each district were 
iraiiicd, an elaborate transport system, with a strong reserve train to supply the 
deficiencies due to casualties, was organised, and the purchase of grain on behalf 
of Government for tho most part in liritish liurmahwas coinmonccd. While tho 
Goveri.rncnfc of India undertook tho task of purchuvsing the grain over seas and 
landing it in Calcutta, on the Loral Government devolved tho task of luiiding 
it in the distressed districts. Sumo idea of the magnitude of the operations 
will be convoyed by tho fact that at the height of operations 88 European 
military officers and 2,116 native officers and soldieis were engaged in 
supervising the transport, with a train of over 100,000 carts, some 14,00u pack- 
animals, 2,300 country boats, and 23 steamers. The Goverument ia)pr>rtations 
{inclusiv’o of the reserve in Calcutta) amounted to 48 d, 000 tons, of which roughly 
340,500 tons were eventually distributed. Out of a total gross expenditure of 
Us. 9,91,00,000 incurred on tho famine, no less than Ka. 7,00,40,000 was 
incurred in the promotion of the ptivate grain trade, tho purchase of Govern¬ 
ment grain, and the maintenance of the transport train. Against this may be 
set the recoveries by sale of grain amounting to Rs. 2,02,40,000 and a sum 
of Rs. 02,50,000, recovered as the price of grain advanced on loan to raiyats, 
but even then, tliere was a balance of some Rs 3,75,00,000 debitablo to this 
branch of the relief organisation; or in other words the net loss to Government 
on the grain transrtctions alone of that year amounted to more than three times 
tho total expenditure by Government on the famine of 1897. It is then 
manifest that one chief cause of the greater economy with which relief opera¬ 
tions were conducted in 1897 lay, in the policy of non-interference with private 
tiade. This policy, which would have possibly failed in 1873-74, was only 
rendered mactieable in the recent famine by the extension of railways and 
general iii^rovement of communications that has been effected since that 
time. The fact that a saving of nearly four crores of rupees in famine expen¬ 
diture has in this way, been brought about affords a remarkable illustration of 
tho wisdom of spending the Famine Insurance Fund on protective public works, 
instead c)f hoarding it to bo wasted on expenditure connected witfi hasty and 
expensive arrangements fc»r transport of food in years of actual distress. 

At the very outset of the famine, wlien tho prevailing high prices com* 

irenced to attract attention, and by reason of the 
** existing food- existence of scarcity in other parts of India the 
likelihood of food-supplies coming in from provinces 
other than Burma seemed to be greatly diminished, instructions were issued to all 
District Officers to institute sy'stun.atic enquiries as to the stocks in hand, and to 
endeavour to forecast the possibility of a depletion of food-stocks under the 
^ffect of rising ’piicos. The method of enquiry prescribed was tho asoor- 
Aainmcmt as far as possible of the amount of stocKS of food-drains believed to. 
in hand; the aggregate addition to the food-supply expected from the winter 
and rali crops, in the two events of tho ^ove^babor rains failing or 
requirements for consumption of the entire population for tbe oomi^ 
the pro^blo deficit to bo ouppUed by importatioxi|, or proba^Ck 
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surplus which might he available for export in each district. At the same time, 
it was again declared that Government did not intend to import grain, as 
was done in l87d-74, or otherwise to interfere with private trade, but that 
it desired to assist the mercantile community in forecasting approximately 
the extent to which it might bo profitabie to import grain from foreign 
countries. The enquiry was carried out everywhere with thoroughness and 
minuteness, and a vast amount of valuable information was collected, upon the 
basis of which, after scrutiny and check, a note summarising the results for 
the Province was compiled iu the Agricultural Department. In forwarding the 
results of the eiiquiiy to the Government X)f Intiia, tiie Lieutonant-Govornor 
observed that while it was never expected tliat anything like correct quan¬ 
titative estimates would be obtained of the food-storks in liand, or of tiio surplus 
or deficit in each district above or below the requirements for local consump¬ 
tion, the object of the enquiry had been attained. By the concentration of 
attention on these subjects, tliis Government was put in a position, notwith¬ 
standing the want of village patwarios or ether village revenue officials, 
such as arc available elsewhere, to forecast from the reports of local officers 
the extent and intensity t»f the distress and the cost of relieving it, with a far 
greater approach to accuracy than had ever previously been attained in these 
provinces, and, it is believed, with as close an approach to the actual require¬ 
ments of tho situation as was attained during the present famine in any other 
province of India. It is jiot proposed to discuss in detail tho estimates then 
framed. Here it is sufficient to say generally tljat the districts in which it was 
reported that there would be a deficit iiave in fact had to import food-grains, 
while those in which it was imported that there would be a surplus have been able 
to export to districts less favourably situated. 

Before proceeding to examine the actual results as shown by the 

figures of registered traffic in the districts in which 
Effect of the fa mini* year on the famine was acuto, it will bo instructive to examine 

brietiy the changes wrought by the famine in the 
course of the trade of the Province as a whole. Detailed information will 
be found in tho appendices attached to this report., but the net results may be 
briefly summarised. Taking, as will be done throughout for the purpose of 
comparison, the period from November 1896 to October 1897 as compared with 
the corresponding period of the previous year, the import trade in food-grains 
of tho Province as a whole, incliisivo of the local inter-district traffic, increased 
in round numbers from 1,245,000 tons to 1,660',400 tons, and the export trade 
from 1,271,000 tons to 1,630,000 tons. At the same time the not trade of Ben¬ 
gal, to and from outside countries and provinces, showed a total of 649,000 
tons of food-grains impnited and 664,000 tons exported, so that it appears that 
if there had been wo drain from other Provinces on Lower Bengal, the deficit in 
the distressed distiicts might have been made good by the surplus from other 
parts of these provinces. The extent to which Bengal is in an ordinary year 
more than self-supporting is shown by the figures of net trade for the < 5 orres- 
pondiiig pcu'iod of the previous year, when 758,000 tons were exported as com¬ 
pared with 271,000 tons imported. 

But tho effect of the famine will be more clearly shown by consider¬ 
ing the sea-trade of the Province separately, and hero we find that whereas 
in the previous year the I’roviiico imported 106,000 tons of food-graios 
by sea and exported 489,000 tons, in tho period of famine it imported 470,000 
4;oiis and exported only 224,000 tons ; in other words, while imports by sea 
increased by 356 per cent., exports by sea decreased by 54 per cent. 

Turning iiow to the registered trade of tho Province with other 
Provinces in liuiio, including Nipal, Sikkim, Tibet and Bhutan, it appears that 
while imports •fell from 261^000 tons to 235,000 'ons, or by 9*8 per cent., 
exports increased from 272,000 tons to 444,000 tuns, or by 6^3*4 per cen^. 
The most noticeable fiactuations may bo briefly referred to. JF*rom the North- 
Western Provinces imports increased by 25 per cent., but exports tp the same 
Province increased 62 per cent. ; and, while imports from tho Punjab 
fell by 54 per cent., exports to the Punjab rose by 1,800 per cent. From the 
Central Provinces imports decreased by 33 per cent» and sports rose by li400 
per cent. Imports from Assam increased W 33 per cent* i|nd exports tp the 
Province fell by 10 per cent, Imp^dts from Nipali,, Sikkim, Bhutan and 
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Thibet decreased by 52 per cent. The exports to these countries are insigni¬ 
ficant. At an early stage of the famine, the Nipal Darbar had prohibited 
the export of food-grains; and although grain in large quantities which escaped 
registration, was smuggled over the border, the embargo must have had an 
iniportaiit effect on the trade. The whole of the food-gtains exported from 
Bengal is not comprised of grain grown in Bengal, but tho drain upon this 
Province, which took place in the end of 1896, when famine appcia.rod imminent 
all over India, was very large. 

The course of trade in the districts officially declared to be distressed 

will naturally exhibit in a more marked degree the 
ordiSry luMo® in the features of increased imports and decroaring 

diftrefied districts. e*poits wbich characturir!e tho trade of the Pro¬ 

vince as a whole. 

In ordinary times every district of the Patna Division except Saran is 

Patna Diririon. “ exporter of food-grains. Although the 

major part of the traujc moves by rail, there is a 
large boat traffic, notably on the Ganges to Patna ; on the Sone canals; down 
the Gogra from the North-Western Provinces, and on the Gandak. There is a 
large cart traffic everywhere across the Nepal frontier, only a portion of which 
is registered, while much of the traffic of IShahabad goes from Zamania, a station 
outside the Province. Inter‘district cart traffic is also important. I'raffic by all 
these routes escapes registration, and the rail-borne traffic affords but an incom¬ 
plete indication of tho total deficit made good by importation of all kinds. 

The following statement giving figures of tho net excess of imports 
and exports exhibits the course of the rail-borne trade in the more acutely 
distressed districts of Bihar, as affected by the famine-

The comparatirely small exports from Cbamparan in the period October 
1895 to September 1896 are accounted for by tbe fact that the neater 
part of the export from this district does not go by rail. Shababad, after 
the rail crop of 1897, was able to export (though to nothing like the extent 
as after an excellent rofi crop in 1896), wb^e Saran_ went on importing 
on an ascending scale; but the other three districts exhibit the same features 
of gradually dwindling exports up to October 1896, and from then onwards a 
steady and marked excess of imports. Of the three districts, Darbhan^a wm 
the last to show tho chan^^e, and even up to December 1896 exports in this 
district exceeded imports. The influence of the faznine is shown in the epn- 
vertiiig of districts ordix^rily able to exi^rt, into districts importing largely for 
their food-supply. The net surplus of imports by r^ over exports in tbp four 
noHhern districts of Bihar during the famine period October 1896 to September 
1897 amounted to 160,700 tohs. Tho amount of the imports by read and river 
is not known. ’ 
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reaped, and tho crop failure in other parts of India became a certainty, the local 
middlemen and outside agents competed witli one another in buying up stocks 
for export. _ Tho trade remained brisk till March, when stocks showed sisns 
of depletion. From October 1890 to March 1897 no less than 19,50,429 maunds 
of food-grains were exported by rail, against 49,.323 maunds imported. From 
April to July imports increased largely, although still exceeded by exports, but 
with tho good, prospects of August and September, came round the normal state 
of affairs, and imports promptly dropped and exports were at once revived. 
The bonthal Farganas, like Bhagalpur, is in ordinary times on exporting*' 
district, but tho abnormal traffic early in tho year depleted stocks, and in 
July and August imports exceeded exports by 34.300 and 35,800 maunds 
respectively. 

The course of trade in tho Chota Nagpur Division is not capable of 
Chot. Nagpur bi^Uion. as accurate definition as elsewhere. The Division 

18 backward, anti its general inaccessibility and 
remoteness from tho line of rail have already been commented on, while so 
largo a proportion of its trade is conducted by carts and pack-bullocks that in 
the absence of reliable statistics for this portion, any general view of its trade is 
necessarily subject to many reservations. The question how far the ordinary 
efforts of private trade would be able to meet the requirements of the Division 
was a more anxious and difficult one bore than clsowhore. As e.arly as January 
tho Commissioner (Mr. Forbes, c.s.i.), in view of tho seriousness of the situation’ 
and tho alarm that was felt, ni consequence of the unprecedontod rise in prices 
(which were far higher than those prevailing in tho neighbouring Patna Divi¬ 
sion), and the prohibition of export from the Native State's, recommended the 
importation as a first instalment, of ono lakh of maunds by Government agency, 
and its concentration at Maharajganj on the border of tho Gaya district for 
sale to tho general public. To this measure Government wore unable to agree, 
and tho Commissioner subsequently modified his proposals to tho payment 
by Government of a bounty of 8 annas per maund on all Burtnah riee imported, 
further enquiries in tho Gaya district having given reasons for bclioving that 
the local merchants there would undertake to import on theso terms. 
The proposal in this form was finally submitted to the Government of 
India in Febiuary, and received their sanction as an instance of tho special 
cases in which Government interference was justifiable. From tho outset the 
difficulties of transport prevented the traders from taking full advantage 
of the Government offer, and tho amounts actually imported'fell far short of 
what hud been anticipated by tho Commissioner. In April, therefore, with a 
view to cncom-age tho Daltonganj merchants to join in the trade, from which 
the want of funds had hitherto debarred them, an allotment of Rs. 7.5,000 was 
sanctioned for loans for tho import of grain, on tho condition that grain should 
be brought from outside tho district, and no more than Ks. 6,000 advanced to 
any ono individual. During May the restriction of the bounty to Burmah 
rice was removed, and the privilege extended to all rice, but the difficulty of 
carriage still continued, and apprehensions commenced to bo felt regarding the 
8u^)p1ies of grain for Government relief works and gratuitous relief. Other 
measures were therefore decided on, and 15,400 maunds of Burmah rice were 
imported by Government vtd Gaya for use on the Government relief works and 
gratuitous relief only. With the advent of the rains in June, the difficulties of 
transport were immenseljr increased, and in July in view of the unmistakable 
signs of depletion stocks in Lohardaga it was determined to sanction a bounty 
of Re. 1 per maund up to a limit of Rs. 20,000 on all rice leaving Purulia for 
Ranchi within one month from 8th August. By the beginning of September, 
however, the prospects of excellent hhadoi and rice crops removed all ground for 
further apprehension. 

With the exception of ono cirele in Nadia and a limited tract in 
Puri, Chota Nagpur was the only area during the famine in which the general 
policy was departed from,_ of trusting to private trade to import grain alike 
for famine labourers, gratuitous relief and general consumption. At ono time, 
however, during May, in the affected area round Ramnagar in the Champaran 
district, a break-down in the railway traffic cause<l serious apprehensions as 
to the sufficiency of the food-supply, but under the jnrompt action taken traffic 
fortunately soon resumed its ordinary course. The total importations into 
Palamau under the bounty system from February to the end of August 
amounted to 14,227 maunds of Burmah rice and 5,465 maunds of country 
rice, the total bounty paid being Rs. .9,846. Of the total sum of Rs. 75,000 
ssuotioned for loans, for purchase and importation of grain Rs. 52,500 was 
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advanced. In Loliardaga 11,050 maumla wore imported under the system of 
bounties. 

With rc'gard to tlie course of tra<h5 in other districts than Palainau, which 
has been alrcauly noticed, the figures of rail-borne traffic in food-grains for the 
period Uctob(*r 1890 to Septoniber 1897 give the following results in the cases

In ordinary years it is calculated that Flazaribagh imports about 2,00,000 
maunds of food-grains and exports ab )ut 17,500, so the result of the famine 
was tr> materially increase imports and reduce exports to practically nothing. 
Manbhum on the figures of the rail-borne trade in rice for the years 1894—9(5 
exports more than it imports; the famine had, therefore, the result of reversing 
the ordinary course of trade, but in considering the figures it is to bo borne 
in mind that a good deal of the grain imported during 1896-97 went on 
to Loliardaga. Of the normal trade of l.iohardaga, carried on as it is almost 
entirely by pack-bullocks through Palamau and Hazaribagli, it is impossible to 
give any accurate figures. All that can be said is that from Oetolier to December 
1306 it exported largely ; in January exports practically stopped, and in March 
imports began, and continued till Sejiteinber. 

The trade of the Bankura district is ordinarily very restricted, and is 

all by road. During the famine period exports 
were abnormally large, and practically exhausted 
stocks in the affected tracts necessitating the introduction of su])plies from the- 
unaffected areas, and to a small extent from Jlidnapore. 

Ill tlio Presidency Division the figures of rail-borne traffic for the Nadia 

district, which appear to show a small excess of 
exports for the period February to Sc?ptouiber, arc 
misleading, as the large import of grains by cart from Burdwan, which is 
estimated at 3,00,000 maunds at Ica.st, is not taken into consideration. 
The rabi croi)S are at all times largely exported, and it is a significant 
fact that although in the distressotl areas the cultivation of rice exceeds 
by many times that of any other crop, yet the imports of rice and paddy 
largely exceeded the exports. At one time in one charge in this district 
rice gave out entirely, and the circle ofiicors were unable to obtain sufficient 
for their requirements. As no local traders would . come foiward, a loan 
of l\s. 20,000 was made to a local grain merchant, and the import of rice 
by him fr(un Calcutta relieved the situation. In Mursliidabad the excellent 
crops in the ^‘Karh’^ enabled exports to exceed imports in every month. 
The statistic.s for tlio Khulna district are of little practical value. The figures 
for the boat traffic of the district are not available, and without them 
comparisons are useless. Of Burmah rice alone, it is estimated that not less 
than manntls 50,000 were imported. In ordinary years large quantities of rice 
are exported. 

The district of Puri ordinarily exports largely and imports practically 

nothing in the way of food-grains, but the export 
by sea and rail during the famine period amounted 
toT08,C00 maunds only as against 362,647 maunds during 1895-96. In the 
out-of tho-way parts of the distressed area round the Chilka lake, it was found 
neccs.sary to stimulate the import of grain, and Rs. 3,100 was advanegd on loan 
to traders fer that purpose. In Satpara also Ks. 860 was spent in importing 
grain at Government expenso for sale at cost price. 

It is not p'ossiblo to give any exact statement of tho localities from 
j, . , . which the supplies that poured in to meet deficiencies 

uimaince. affccted districts were drawn, but the total 

imports of Burmah rice into Calcutta during tho period from November 1896 
to October 1897 ainoimtcd to 85,11,756 maunds, or about 312,677 tons; the 
imports of Burmah rice in tho previous year had amounted to 119 tons only. 
A good deal of this went up-country to other Provinces, but with tho exception

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of Bankura and Puri, liurmah rico was imported to a greater or less extent into 
every affected district, the total of such imports aniounting approximately to 
25,00,000 maunds, as far as can bo gathered from tho figures supplied by local 
officers. In the B( 3 ttia}i subdivision of tho Champaran district, Burmah rico for 
many weeks became tho staple food of tho people. In the uso of this rice tho 
experience of ail tho affected districts was the same; it sold as a rule about one 
seer cheaper than country rice, but was not at first taken to by tho people. As 
in the famine of 1873-74, various complaints were niado about it—that it was 
watery, unsatisfying, and conducive to bowel-coiuplaints. As timo went on and 
pressure increased, these complaints died out. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 


THE PKTCF.S OF POOD-GRAIH8. 


The course of prices of food- 
grairis during the famine of 
isye 97. 


Not only did prices of food-grains in the affected districts commence 

to rise at an unusually early stage of the distress, 
but ultimately reaching a height which had never 
before been known, they remained practically 
at tills level throughout the period of relief oper¬ 
ations. Even when the famine was over and the excellent crop prospects nad 
justified the cessation cf Goveruinent relief, prices were slow in falling, and 
in spite of a bumper harvest, have not yet returned to the ordinary level. 
While the most striKing features of those unusual conditions were manifest in the 
affected districts, the general range of prices in every district in the Province 
rose far above normal, causing great hardship to all classes, even though an 
actual state of famine was avoided. It was this circumstance which rendered 
the assistance afforded by the Charitable Relief Fund necessary and beneficent 
in nearly every district in Bengal. 

The history of prices during the year is necessarily mainly statisti- 
cal ; the circumstances of each district have boon elaborately analysed and 
compared in the district and divisional reports, and it is not nece.ssary here to 
do more tlian indicate the most noticeable points which are suggested by 
the experience of all districts: the suddenness of the rise; its abnormal extent ; 
and its unusual duration and scope, both as affecting the whole Province in area 
and every description of food-grain in degree. Nothing was more marked than 
the approximation of the ordinarily more expensive and cheaper grains to the 
same level—a fact which indicates that stocks of both sorts of grain had alike 
become depleted, and that the pcniple had to content themselves with quantity, 
regardless of quality to satisfy tlicir hungei-, having had to pay the same prices 
for inferior and superior food alike. Prices in their general features ordin¬ 
arily follow the course of the harvests, being cheapest just after the various 
crops are gathered and dearest just before the new grains come upon the market. 
In 1896, when the irregularities of tlio monsoon during July and August began 
to cause apprehension as to the outturn of the approacliiog harvests, the market 
commenced to get unsettled. When the failure of the September and October 
rains turned apprehension of lo .s into certainty, not only in this Province, 
but in the rest of India, prices iiiiiha* the influence of lai'ge purchases for export, 
went up with a bound. This is clearly shown by the price of rice in the 
affected districts on the 30th September and succeeding two fortnightly 
periods: — 
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As the cold weatlier went on, and the first panic was allayed, prices 
remained fairly steady, with a very slight tendency to grow easier as the winter 
rice, and the cold-weather crops, came upon the marl|ct. From March onwards^ 
however, they again hardened, and reached thbir highest pitch towards the 
end of July, thence falling slowly as the prospects of the hhadoi improved. 
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Taking the four typical periods-Slst October, 31st January, 30th 
April, and 3 Ist July—the following statement shows in each aifocted district the 
percentage of the rise in the price of common rice ubovc the normal:_ 
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These figuros speak for theinsclves, and convi y some idea of the severe 
pressure upon all classes. Conunon rice has been taken for the purposes of 
comparison for the Province as a win.lc in one coniuion staple, although in the 
Patna Division the coarser grains and pulses, r.lhcr Ilian lico, are lanri lv con¬ 
sumed by the poorer classes. 13ut the course of prices of one grain was the 
course of pi'ices in all. 

The highest price actually touched at any time hy common rice at tho 
head-quarters of each affectod district is shonn hdow :• - 
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In tho ("hota Nagpur Division prices in LoliarJaga and Palaniau touched 
a height which tlio (Joiinnis.>ionGr is probably right in saying was unknown 
during tho famine in any other part of India. On the 31.st .July rice was selling 
in Loliarclagii at 4 seers and under to tho rupee, in 29 dilleront marts in llio 
interior of the district, and on tho lotli August at 20 marts in tho district 
of Palatnau, at 0 seers and under. 

Tho annexed chart has been prepared illus¬ 
trative of tho normal course of tho average district 
average prices of cominou rice and inaizo, as 
compared with the actuid results of tho famine 
period in the fiftccMi aitcctod districts. 

It will bo scon that common rice at the begiiming of OctoIxT starts at a 
normal average of 15 seers to tlie rupee, falls slightly in December and January 
with the in-coming harvest, and rises to iis highest point of 131 seers in tho 
end-of July. Dining tho famine year it started at the corresponding period 
at 11 seers, rose at once to O;^- and 10 seers, remaining fp,irly sleiidy at tliat 
point till the end of March, which saw another rise to «S seers, at which prices 
remained, until in Septejnber they fell again slightly to about the level of 
November in tho previous jx^ar. Maize in its normal course is cheaji in 
October, as the harvcist has not long been reapen!. It then rises steadily, but 
with small fluctuations, till it touches tho level of seers in July,' from 
which it falls to 22 and 22^ seers as tho harvest again conn's round. During 
tho famine period at the commencement of October, tlio prico of maize stood 
at 15 seers. It then rose rapidly to 11 seei’s in January, at wliieh approxi¬ 
mately it remained till Mnrch.^ Then followed a further rise culminating in 
Juue-July at seers, or at a prico nearly as high as that of rice, after wliich 
the now harvest and excellent prospects induced a rapid fall. Tho chart 
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illustrator clearly tlio cliar act eristics of the famine poiiod; a range of prices 
uaifornily much above the normal; the sudden rise in October-Novomber, the 
stoadinc.'S of prices between .Jainiaiy and March; the further rise in March, 
culminating about June-July, iuid tlio suliseqiieiit decline, fairly rapid in the 
case oF iiiaiVe, but slow in that of c*ommon rice. 

Ill coin])aring the prices jirevalent during the recent famine with those 

])rc\ ailing in the famine of 1873-74, it is lu'cessary 
c\ ini»;iri^on wilh iliosfj to ri iiicmbcr that a large rise in riormal prices 

111 ilii‘lainnu- of iSoi- lukcu placo ill tlio intervening 23 years, but, 

allowir.g for tliat fact, the following statement still 
indicates how much higher ivas the general range of prices during the recent 
famine. Taking the four ty]»ical periods as above, the percentage of increase 
in ih(' price of common rice »‘Vor its price for the corresponding period of 
1873-74, is shown below ;— 
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In addition, moreover, to the fact that prices during 1873-74 never touched 
the level that was reached during tlui rocenr famine, they wore both later in rising 
and earli(*r to fall. The largi^ importations of Government grain during the 
former famine, and its sale at the i ato of 10 and 12 seers to the rupee, kept 
prices in that year lower than they otherwise would have been, while neither 
did the famine of 1874 extend to other parts of India, nor were there then exist¬ 
ent the means of communication 1 between district and district and province and 
province, ivliich while lending to equalise prices over a large area, tend to do so 
by levelling up in the producing area and levelling down in the area of deficit, 
riiat juices, notwithstanding tlio recent bumper rice harvest, are still above 
the normal is possibly duo to the replenisliiiig of old hoards which had become 
depleted during the recent famine, with the result of absorbing some of the 
surplus produce of the recent harvest, which ordinarily would he brought into 
the market for sale.

it tins feature is absent, aa should be tJio case had 
tlic adniiiiistration of famine relief been lakoi in liaiirl in time and cflicLoiitly 
conducted, for any induaition of dcfircase in stamina of the people, 'wlictlier 
indicalcsd in greater liability to disease, or in a d(‘creasiu^ fecundity and 
couse(iuently diminishing birtJi-rate. The j^ropi r function of vital statistics in 
famine administration is not by an abnormal di ath-rute to prove the existence 
of a famine, but ratlior to indicate tlio du^rea of success which lias attended 
tho efforts of Uoveinmcnt in mooting it. A large mortality from starvation 
pro-supposos the failure of tho Government nicasares ; but v/Iiilo Govcriimoiit 
may undortake, as far as possible, to pnjvcnt starvation, it is unable to jire- 
vont a largo dogroi' of deterioialion in the gem'ral wedl-being of the population, 
which will manifest itself in the vital slatistir-s of tlic period. 

In these Ih’ovincos up to the year l«Shl the registration of vital 
. , , c - 1 statistics, which is cornpulsmy in urban areas only, 

statistics ill Ucn^ul. hainis ul municipal agency. In that 

year the failure of llio existing system being 
shown in tho rates recorded, which were in uiifteslly below what was known 
to be the birth and death-rate of the Pinvince, the dut3" of registration 
was made over to tho town police, and at t]»o sanio time llio registration 
of births was t'xtendcd to rural areas. The sys'ciu now in force is to collect vital 
statislics b}" tlio agency' of the police and cliaukidars,. It is the duty of tho 
chaukidars, who are supplied with proper foi-ms for the purpose, to report 
both birtlis and deaths at tho weekly^' parades at. the police-stations, tlio returns 
so colloitod being subsec[ucntly'' compiled. Tlio work of the cliaukidar is 
subji'cf to Buporvision l.)\' the police and oilier ins]>ccting ofiicors on their 
visits to the villages, but the agciiey is at h«^st defective, though none better 
can be devised. fXmn granting that the arturd number of births and deaths 
is recorded with somt} ap^uoach to aceiuacyj and allowing for the greater 
attention given to tho subject in recent yaars, yet in the cause of death as 
reported tlu'ro must alway^s be a largo inargiii of error in statistics based on 
reports of illiterate and uneducated chaukidars.

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The will bo found to dilTor slightly from those supplied by the 

Sanitary Comiuissioncr, whoso note I’onns ono of the appendices of this nar¬ 
rative, allowance liaving been made by him for variations in the population 
sinco 1891, ilic year of tho last census. Tlui only districts which show a rate 
of moitality in excess o£ tho average rite of tho live years ending with Septem¬ 
ber 1895, not only tliroughout tho wiiole district, but in tho affected tracts 
also are—Shahabiul, the Suiithal P.irganas, the throe affected districts of the 
Chota Nngpiir llivisioii, and Ifaukura. In Ivhuliia tho death-rate throughout 
the district was above the average, but in the affected area it was about 
tho sfium. 

la Slialiabad tho physical comlition of tho affected area is in ordinary 
times poor. The rise in mortality is attributed to outbreaks of cholera and 
small-pox, with a Iiigh mortality fmin lever in August and September 1897. In 
tho Sonthal Pargana.s there was sonn? sponulic choli'ra, attributed to tho partial 
failure of the wat^r^supply and to b.rl and insufticient food. In Chota Nagpur 
up to April and May 1897 the yenr ^vas compxratividy liealthy. A chango 
for tlio worse then oecuirod. Cliolcra broke out in Jlanblium in April, and 
in TTazaribagh an J Palamnu in May mid continued to September. Mortality 
under the head of fever also incr« a-.e.l largely, and there was some small¬ 
pox in ^Manbhuni. Tlio hgures ol’ the imu’talily per inillc in the affected 
districts fium dujje to September as compared with tho normal rate arc shown 
below :— 
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The Civil Surgeon of Ilazaribagb has remarked:— 

“ It cannot l:u c )uc':‘alf''l that tho (lobiLLfiiorl cornliiion oC tho poonlo ma^lo them more 
subject to fatal disoi'<l u’-, and furtliii* that :i |> )rtion of tlr^ ]V3pnlation during tho rains was 
living on jungle product!*, \vhu»h, as art »1 of food at this period of tiio year, Avero dis¬ 
tinctly doloiciLous to liealtli, but it is .also ab olutoly cerlaiu that tlie rainy season of*this 
year (13'J7) was a very abnoninlly imhealtliv ono, causing an cxcossivo provalonco of bowel- 
disorders and fevers amongst all classes uf tho po];)ulatioii, whotlior subject to scarcity 
or not.” 

TJic Civil Medical Officer of Palamau is similarly of opinion that while 
famine did not operate as a direct cause of any disease, yet constitutions 
were deteriorated by privation, and want of food bx’ougLt on such a state 
of physique that the sufferers fell rea<ly victims to very slight indisposi¬ 
tions. Thoro were throe deaths from starvation reported in Lohardaga,— 
all of wanderer.-sj, wlioso names and residences could not be traced* Iti 
Ifaubhum 17 deaths from starvation wero reported, but on thorough enquiry 
in each case death was found duo to otlicr causes. The roluct inco of tho 
aboriginal tribes in Cliota Nagpur to c()nio on relief works, and tlicii’ preference 
for an independent life of extreme privation whilc3 subsisting on jungle pro- 
duels, has already been referred t.i, and it waa inovit iblo that much suffering 
should have been cxpiCrienced and tlio. indirect mortality increased. In the 
affccloil uTi'a ill Bankura tho increased mortality was duo to the outbreak of 
chohna between March and Juno. In Khulna too cholera was prevalent, 
attributable to tho deficient water-supply ; the water in the affected tracts 
was more or less imixrognatcd with salt, and people hati often to travel miles 
to got fiesh water for cooking and drinking. Under tho circumstances of this 
distiict, the provision of a bettor water-supply is a matter of time, but the 40 
tanks excavated as famine relief works and 43 more dug by private persons 
from Government loans effected a muoh-ueedod and substantial improvement. 
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In the romainin^^ alFocted fliBtricts tlio mortality was helow th« normal 
rate. Tho reason i» to bo sought in the scanty rainfall of 1890. The 
ground never becoming saturated, there was los^ ni ilaria and autumnal ferer, 
while the year 1897 was, generally speaking, extraor<iin:iriIy free from cholera. 
This is tho more remarkable when it is ronieniborc3d that the water-supply 
everywhere ran sliort, but against this is to b (3 Bet tlio increased attention 
given to tbo matter of preservation of tlio wator-supply and the instant 
remedies which wore taken wherever cholera inaJo its appearance. Tho effects 
of diseases aggravated by want and iii8utlici(M»t and unsuitable food were, 
however, traceablo, especially after the breaking of tlio rains. In tho Patna 
Division tho doath-rato in every district rose above, normal in August, and, 
except in tlio districts of Patna (not distressed) and Slialiabad, remained above 
normal in September. On tho otht3r baud, lliinLis liad by that time taken a 
turn for tho better, and a district like Gaya, which was not distressed, showed 
an cxcGKS above

normal as largo or larger thin the others. Bhagalpur is 
“an exceptional iinmuniry from dLsoase,^* while 
disease in an epidemic form was also absent in Nadia and Murshidabad in the 
Presidency Division. 

But apart from tho positive ovidonco of tho prevailing dcalh-rato during 

tho famine period, tlio figures#of birth-rate in the 
affected districts as c iinparcd with those of the 
previous year afford evidence of some lowering of the stamina of the 
j)eoj)le, and couLScr^uoutly lessened fecundity. For tlie purposes of compari¬ 
son a longer period than tho previous year ciiniu^t ,rifely bo takini : tho regis¬ 
tration of births in rural areas v/as only introduced into Jjt3ngal in iS92, and 
the figures of 1892 and 1892 are admittedly d f-'t-tive. A comparison with 
the figures of tho period October I89d to Sciituinbcr 1897 with tho corres¬ 
ponding period of the previous ytuir gives tho following results according to 
tho figures sup]3liad by tho Sanitary CJoimnissioner:— 
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The general dot^rcaso in tho birth rates as compared with the corre¬ 
sponding twelve months of the previous year is remarkable, and, in the 
absence of any general epidemic disease, tho result can, iu tho opinion of the 
Sanitary Commissioner, only be attributed to tbo effects of the scarcity 
deepening into famine, which commenced to spread over tire districts, when 
with the irregularities of tho monsoon during 1896, a serious crop failure 
)kecame certain. 
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It has already been mentioned that special famine hospitals were opened 
. in seven districts, and between the months of 
January and October 41,113 patients were treated 
in them, of whom 992 or 2*4 per cent, ultimately 
died, lioth the total admissions and mortality wore heaviest by far in Cham- 
paran, where a portion of the distressed area lay in a notoriously unhealthy 
tract, in which the health of the supervising staff was severely tried. Next 
ill order as to admissions come Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, and Saran. The 
mortality as compared with admissions was highest in Shahabad and Saran. 
Sickness and mortality combined were greatest in the months of Juno, July, 
and August, and the majority of the cases treated were sufferers from malarious 
fevers and splenic diseases; 305 cases of cholera with 39 deatlis were treated 
in the famine hospitals and in the villages by the special medical staff deputed 
to famine duty; the majority of the cases (2Glj wore from Ghamparan. Of 
small-pox, there were 134 cases and 4 deaths, the greater number of cases (^97) 
again being in Ghamparan. 

As regards the condition of the cattle, little noed bo said. There is no 
« evidence that their condition generally deteriorated, 

while in some ways they were better oti than 
usual. On the failure of the bhadoi and rice crops in many places, the 
cattle were allowed to graze them down, and ihe winter rains afforded a 
certain amount of green pasture. At the same time decrease in cultivation, 
especially in the area under the cold-weather crops, involved less field-work to bo 
done. Only in Shahabad and Puri wjis mortality from want of fodder and water 
reported. 'There was a sharp outbreak of rinderpest in Muzaffarpur in July, but 
nowheie else was there cattle-disease to any exceptional extent or calling for 
special preventive measures. In Khulna many plough cattle are said to have 
been sold, and in the Patna Division a good many changed hands locally and 
into Nipal, but no where to such an extent as to cause any depletion of the stock 


or any dilliculties in cultivation.

largo increaso in Chota Nagpur is coincident with the severity of the 
distress there oxporLencoJ, and its peculiarly abnormal character is duo to the 
fact more than once referred to iii the course of this narrative, of tlio aversion 
of tho wiM ]J)eo[)lo in that Division to availing themselves of the relief offered 
by the Slate; the increase of crime in Murshulabad, where distress was slight, 
was much less; wliile again in Khulna and Nadia, in parts of wliicli distress was 
greahu-, the figures rose very largely. 

A] )uit from this phenomenal increase in burglary and theft, the 

criminal histories of several districts during the 
period of famine present features of special interest, 
and Champaran districts of the Patna Division, dacoities 
increase. Tho grain dacoities in the Bliabhua subdivision 
in Iho end of 1896 afforded one of llie earliest signs of tho feeling of unrest that 
was abroad. In the Champaran district only two technical dacoities were 
of grain. Arson, with a view to discovering and plundering hoards of grain, 
which is a common feature of scarcity, was extremely prevalent, notably 
in Darbhanga and Champayan, but the reported figures give little indica¬ 
tion of the ri‘al extent of tho crime, as many fires were not reported and 
others returned as accidental whicli we re probably intentiouaL In the Bhagal- 
pur district dacoities show an increase, but it was in tho technical crime 
only, and tho district is reported to have been singularly free from any 
eruption of lawlessness, the people bearing their hardships with singular 
patience- In tlie Sonthal Pargamis there was a considerable increase in 
dacoity—31 cases against 3, tho mean of tho two preceding years. Alost of 
them were grain-looting cases. Special moasuros were taken to check tliis 
criino, and prosecutions were in most cases successful, while an efficient patrol of 
the roads had the satisfactory result of preventing any cases of loot of grain in 
transit. There was a remarkable iiicie.iso in dacoity in tho distressed districts 
of tho Chota Nagpur Division of no less than 336‘8 per cent, over the 
mean figures of the previous two years. None of tho cases are said to have 
boen serious, but of tho total of 83, the majority are said to liave been loots of 
grain. There was a satisfactory absence of grain riots in the affected districts 
of the Presidency Division. 

General wandering of distressed people from one district to another 

was not a prominent feature of the famine in these 
KpFErp OF THE FAMivE ov Piovincos. Oiitlie borders between adjacent dis- 

tricts, a ce rtain number ox people may have crossed 
over into the next district in search of work, but only in so far as it was 
accessible from their own homes. In tho border districts marching with the 
Nortli-AVest Provinces, people from Gorakhpur found their way into Bettiah 
and the Gopalganj subdivision of Saran. On tho other hand, it is possible tliat 
many from the districts of Bengal wandered into the North-West Provinces ; 
though owing to tho superior reputation Bengal enjoys among up-country 
people as a land of plenty, tho natural tendency was to wander towards 
Calcutta. The number of travellers down tho Grand Trunk Road was larger 
than usual, and, as has been shown, necessitated special measures for their 
maintenance. 

The only distressed districts from which emigration to Assam and tho 
colonies takes place annually on any considerable scale aro the Sonthal 
Parganas, the districts of the Chota Nagpur Division, and Bankura. In the 
Sonthal Parganas a comparison of registered emigrants for the period January 
to September for the years 1895, 1896, 1897 gives tho following results:—

But tho increase is progressive in ordinary years, and is duo to tho freer 
intercourse with Assam, and is not only attributable to the scarcity, though that 
too may have had some slight effect. The mass of the emigration, however, is 
what is ealltid “ free’’ emigration, for which no reliable statistics are available. 
In the Chota Nagpur Division the emigration from the Native States into 
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British territory wan very small. Emifjration from all districts increased. 
Inuring the period of distress (3,947 Iversons arc reported to Jiavo emigrated 
from the Hazaribagh district, against 2,003 for the corresponding j^eriod of 
the proviousS year. Eroni Manbhum 4,766 people were registered as emigrants 
in 1897, against 1,076 in 1896. From iVilainau also emigration increased. 
The figures cannot pretend to accuracy, as a great deal of emigration escapt 3 s 
registration. In Bankura the number of registered emigrants during 1896-97 
was 471 as compared with 264 and 209 in the two previous years respectively. 
Free emigration was unusually brisk, and from a census taken of emigrants of 
this class in March, it appeared that the large numbers of 6,264 and 2,248 had 
emigrated from the distressed areas of the Raipur tliana and Simiapal outpost 
alone, many villages being found almost devoid of males. In the Khulna 
district a considerable amount of internal inigration took place*, especially 
from the distressed area to the eastern pjirts, whore the harvests were good 
and the lands blotter protected from the salt water. 

From the districts of the Patna and Hluigalpuv Divisions migration of 
labourers eastwards at the beginning of tlie cold weather for temporary 
employment in the harvest fields and on roads, railways or any odd employ¬ 
ment that offers, takes place in ordinary years on a considerable scale, the 
labourers returning at the end of the hot Avea.ther in time for the agricultural 
operations in their own district, which coniimnico with the b irsting of the 
monsoon. Such emigration took place in inere::.scid numbers during 1896-97, 
but no accurate statistics arc available. Migration ef this kind in the Patna 
Division is greatest from the Saran district ioid h^ast from Cliampnran and 
Darblianga. The home remittances of iheso omigrynts are an important 
feature in the ocononiio asjiect of the Divi>:j<ui That very large reiiilttiuices 
come into the Division by money orJer »the favourite moans for an emigrant 
to remit his savings) issln>wii by the following figures of sums remitted in this 
way into the Division as a wliole;—

COLLEOTIONS. 


The increase during 1890-97 is noticeable. All tlio^e remittances are not made 
by emigrants, but the greater portion of nionoy-ordcrs are for petty sums of 
less than Rs. 10—a fact whicli supports the belief that remittaiu'es by emigrant 
labourers, including small cultivators, constitute no unimportant share of the 
total. On the whole the famine had no groat otTect in stiuiiilaling emigration. 

•Speaking generally, the famine has had little t3ffect upon the collection 

of land revenue, and llio collections of 1896-07 
only showed a decrease of Rs. 90,255 in comparison 
with those of 1895-96. Iii Government estates 
Landrevenuo. collections from the raiyats wore to some extont 

suspended, but the greater part of the distressed area being under the 
Permanent Settlement and the incidence of the land revenue light, it was 
not to be expected that there would, be any great necessity for remissions, 
or permanent falling off in collections. The decrease in revenue during 
1897-08 is estimated by the Board of Revenue at Rs. 8,00,000; but looking to 
the excellent outturn of the late winter rice and favourable prospects of the 
coming rahi crops, it is doubtful whether the decrease will bo* more than 
Rs. 4,00,000, or even whether that is not excessive- Special circumstances 
existed in special localities as exceptions to this general rule. In the Bhabua 
subdivision 'of Shahabnd, whore the landlords are mostly impoverished, leni¬ 
ency was shown in the enforcement of the sale law, but the arrears thus 
allowed to accrue will be subsequently realised. In Palamaii the March List 
of 1897 showed large defaults, and the percentage of total collections ou 
total demand for 1896-97 fell to 70*04 per cent, from 89*5 per cent, in 1895-06. 
In Nadia it wAs found •necessary to remit Rs. 2,185 out of a demand of 
Rs. 18,610 in the Government khas mahals of the Kushtia and Meherpur 
subdivisions. In Khulna, too, small remissions were given, while the collection 
of revenue from temporarily-settled estates in the Sundorbans showed a 
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marked decrease from 80*28 to 67*73 per cent* In Puri it was found neces¬ 
sary to grant remission during 1896-97 to an aggregate amount of Rs. 80,025. 
In cesses whore the opportunities for defaulting are more frequently 

availed of and the penalties for defatilt are less 
nottd C 0 S 8 . land revenue, there was no 

general decrease in collections* 

The effect of the famine on the excise revenue was more perceptible, 
. and is described ,in detail by the Excise Com-

Thus, though there was an increase of Rs. 32,874 in the receipts of 
1896-97 as compared with those of 1895-96, it is manifest that the steady 
growth of recent years met with a decided check. The average annual net 
increase during the years 1891-92 to 1895-96 was Rs. 4,31,792, or say 4 
lakhs; and at this rate the expected revenue for 1896-97 should have been 
Rs. 1,33,77,705 (the revenue of 1895-96 + Rs. 4,00,000 == Rs. 1,37,77,705), 
against the actual revenue of Rs. 1,34,10,579, and in this light it may be 
said that there was a real loss of Rs. 3,67^126, or roughly 3^ lakhs, due to the 
famine. Settlements having been concluded before the scarcity made itself 
felt, the effect of the scarcity was noticeable not so much in license-fees, 
as in the revenue derived from duty. The hoaviest loss was in the Patna 
Division, where the total decrease amounted to Rs. 1,03,373. In the Sonthal 
Parganas and Palamau also there was a heavy falling off under the head of 
country spirits. The probable receipts for 1897-98 are ostima^^ed at 
Rs. 1,28,46,338, or less than those of 1896-97 by Rs. 5,64,241, or roughly 5^ 
lakhs. On the other hand, if the steady growth in the annual increase had been 
maintained, a revenue of Rs. 1,41,78,000 could have been expected in 1897-98, 
against the probable estimate of Rs. 1,28,46,338, the difference being 
Rs. 13,31,662, or ajmroximately 13 lakhs* A serious decrease daring 1897-98 is 
anticipated in the (5hota Nagpur Division. In short the total loss in excise 
revenue due to the famine is estimated at about 16^ lakhs of nipoes.

of a largo number of bonds and documents, which may to a great extent be 
attributed to the scarcity. The estimate o£ receipts for the sale of stamps 
during 1897-98 amounts to lls. 1,73,20,677. It is likely, therefore, that an 
increase^ rather than a decrease of stamp revenue will result from the famine, 
the falling oif in suits instituted being more than compensated for by the 
execution of bonds and mortgage deeds.

The most remarkable instances of increase were in the Darbhanga, 
Champaran, and Muzaffarpur districts. 

The effects of the famine upon forest revenue were felt in the 

Suiidarbans and Chittagong Jforest Divisions. The 
** estimated lo&sontbis account amounted to Rs. 72,000 

in 1896-97 and Rs. 65,000 in 1897-98, or Rs. 1,37,000 in all. The greater 
part of the loss was in the Sundarbans. The loss arising from the concession 
given in the reserved forests of the Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions of taking 
edible roots and fruits free of charge was insignificant, and is estimated at 
seme Rs. 400 only. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

CONCLUSION. 

Liitio need perhaps he added to what has already been written on the his¬ 
tory cf the recent famine. It has 1).oon shown bow the interve ntion of Govern¬ 
ment was necessitated by the serious crop failure resiiltiii;^ from the abnormal 
rainfall of 1890, which, while succeeding a year of seriously deficient harvests, 
was aggravated by similar conditions obtaining at the same time in the greater 
part of India. The nature and organisation of the relief measures under¬ 
taken by Government have been indicated, and the degree of success attending 
its efforts for tlie provention of starvation has been described. At the same 
time, the assistance rendered to Clnvcrninenfc by the measures of public and 
private charity has been acknowledged, and finally the effects of the famine 
upon the different branches of tlie administration and on the general well-being 
of tho people liave been traced. 

Many lessons have been learnt during the recent famine, and much 
experience gained which will be of the utmost value should a similar calamity 
again overtake the Province. It is not, however, tho purpose of the present 
narrative to discuss tho changes and modifications which the experience so 
acquired may suggest in the recvognisod methods of dealing with fainino, but in 
reviewing as a whole tho recent famine relief administration, reforcnco may 
well be made again to the various salient points which the operations suggest. 
It has been seen that although the rainfall of 1896, succeeding a monsoon which 
had been almost ns \infavourable, was even worse distributed Ilian in 1878-74, 
and although the failure of crops had bt^eu as great as in the famine of that year, 
yet tho necessary relief was given to all who required it at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately one-sixth the sum expended during the earlier famine. It has been 
shown that this gi'catly reduced cost of the recent relief operations was due 
primarily to tho policy, wisely a(h>pted and ciourageouslj^ persevered in, of 
absolute non-interference with private trade, and in a secondary degree to the 
greatly im])roved methods and knowledge of famine relief administration, 
botli in the exaction of adequate tasks from the able-bodied as a test of distress, 
and in the careful selection from among those unable to work of suitable objects 
for gratuitous relief. At tho same time the mortality from starvation was practi¬ 
cally nil, and the people while maintained in good case, were able and willing 
to return of their own accord to their ordinary pursuits as soon as the hhadoi 
harvest was reaped and the prospects of the winter rice assured. 

As to how far the events of the recent famine have indicated any 
increase in the powers of the people to resist the effects of had seasons, detj^ilod 
and laboured comparisons and deductions from the cxpeiience of 1874 have 
not been .attempted. That under less favourable circumstances than in 1873-74 
the iiumbcu'S requiring Government relief should have been so much loss, would 
appear to establisli tho fact of a general improvement in tho general <urcurn- 
stancesofthe ])oople, but the whole conditions of the relief administration 
during the two famines wore so different, that the inference is not so conclusive 
as it would have been had the same methods been adopted in both cases. 
Nevertheless, tho general experience and observations of tho officers engaged 
in the famine, some of them with knowledge of the facts both then and novp, 
as well as the concurrent opinions of non-officials acquainted with these pro¬ 
vinces, do indi(.*atc tJiat, even in Bihar, during the past quarter of a century, 
there has been a considerable advanco in material iirosperity, and that the 
power of the country as a whole to withstand the calamities of seasons has 
greatly increased. 

9’liat the benevolence of Government was able and far reaching enough 
to embrace every creature in want of tho moans of subsistence, liad already 
been brought home to the peoi3le by the events of 1874, and tho history 
of the past year can only have emphasised that lesson; but at tho same 
time the administration oi the recent famine has taught the useful corollary, 
that the benevolence of Government is not indiscriminate, and that Govorn- 
ment has both the intentioa and the po wer, to ensure that its benevolence shall 
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not be abused. The great efforts made by Government and the noble and 
spontaneous charity of the English people cannot have failed to have imbued 
the minds of the people with a sense of gratitude and appreciation, and as 
charity blesseth him that gives as well as him that takes, the intimate relations 
which the famine operations have entailed between the distressed people and 
those to whom the administration of relief was entrusted, cannot but have 
created on both sides a feeling of greater mutual knowledge and sympathy. 
While the patience and fortitude with which tlie great mass of the people 
have borne their undoubted sufferings has evoked the sympathy and admiration 
of those whose task it was to relievo them, it has been brought home to the 
minds of those relieved, that Government and its officers have a very real 
desire and power to assist them. 

His Honour has separately placed on record in a Minute of this date, his 
high appreciation of the efforts of individual officers upon whom lias fallen the 
burdtn of the famino administration, but in expressing generally the cordial 
thanks of Government for the ability and devotion with which their anxious 
duties have been performed, Sir Alexander Mackenzie de&ires to express his 
entire concurrence in the opinions already expressed by Mr. Stevens, while 
officiating as Lieutenant-Governor, as to tlie complete success which has been 
attained by them in the operations now brought to a close.

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DISTRICT AND SESSIONS JUDGE FOR KHULNA. 

The Hoii’ble Babu SurendranaAi Bakeujeb asked— 

I have the honour to ask whether the attention of the Government has 
been called to the serious public inconvenience which is caused by there not 
being a separate District and Sessions Judge for the district of Khulna? 

Whether it is the case that when Khulna was formed into a separate 
district, the Secretary of State sanctioned the appointment of a separate 
District and Sessions Judge for Khulna, and whether or not, on a reference 
being made to the High Court, the Commissioner of the Division and the District 
Judge of Jessore, who performs the duties of District Judge for Khulna, these 
authorities recommendea the appointment of a separate District Judge for 
Khulna ? 

Whether or not, in consequence of the Sessions Judge of Jessore being 
also Sessions Judge of Khulna, the Sessions cases are often tried many months 
after the occurrences to v/liich they refer, and the interests of justice thus suffer, 
and for the same reason persons who after trial are found not guilty, have to 
remain in hajat for months together, and criminal appeals are not disposed of 
in time, although the District Judge is a very hardworking officer ? 

Having regard to these considerations, will the Government be pleased 
to sanction the appointment of a separate J udge for the district of Khulna ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bolton replied:— 

A general reply may bo conveniently given to the Hon’blo Member^s 
questions. The present arrangement in regard to the district of Khulna causes 
inconvenience and delay in the disposal of judicial work. When Khulna was 
constituted a district in 1882, the civil and criminal jurisdiction was vested in 
the District and Sessions Judge of Jessore. In 1891 work having increased 
in Backergunge, Dacca and Jessore-Khulna, an Additional Judge was appointed 
for those districts, to which Myrnonsingfi was added in 1893. The relief 
thus given has, however, been found inadequate, and a recc)mmendation with 
the object of increasing it has been made to the Government of India, who 
have called for a further report. Khulna itself would not provide sufficient 
employment for a separate District and Sessions Judge. It should continuo 
to form w'ith Jessore one Sessions Division, and provision should be made for 
further assistance to both the Judge of that Division and the Judges of the 
other districts named.”

THE CYCLONE AT CHITTAGONG. 

The Hon’ble Babd Subicndkanath; Banebjee asked— 

Will the Government be pleased to state what was tho total number of 
(a) human lives, (b) cattle, and (c) houses destroyed by the late cyclone and the 
storm-wave, respectively, in the ^strict of Chittagong ? 

What sum of money has been spent in tho areas affected in giving relief 
in food, &c., and in the re-building of houses, and from what sources these funds 
have been supplied? 

The Hon’ble Mb. Finucane replied:— 

** The number of human lives lost in Chittagong is reported to be about 
14,000. 

Tho number of cattle lost is estimated by the Collector at 15,000. The 
number of houses, destroyed is not known. 

“A sum of Bs. 65,000 has been placed at the disposal of the local officers for 
the relief of distress, of which Rs. 50,000 was given from the funds of the Pro¬ 
vincial Charitable Relief, and the rest was made up 1^ other subscriptions. Of 
this Rs. 30,899 was expended up to the middle of January. Rs. 50,000 have 
been sanctioned by Government for advances nn'der the Agricultural 
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Act, and a sum of one lakh of rupees for loans under the Land Improvement 
Act. Of this latter sura, Rs. 85,162 was distributed up to January last. 
Rs. 10,000 have been sanctioncKl for giving omploymont in digging tanks, and 
Rs. 30,000 will be expended in repairs to the Kutubdia embankment during the 
remainder of the current financial year 1897-98. Relief has also been given 
in the shape of remission of tolls on timber and thatching-grass for bunding 
houses.” 


REMISSION OF FOREST TOLLS. 

The ITon’ble Baku Subendranath Banerjee asked— 

Will the Government be pleased to state whether the facts, stated in 
the Chittagong newspaper Jyoti^ in its issue of the 27th January, with respect 
to the partial remission of forest tolls, are correct ? What loss of revenue 
has -Government suffered by the remission of half the rates of these tolls on 
building materials for two months as compared with the average of the previous 
three years? Whether February and March are not the two months when 
bamboos, canes, and especially thatching-grass are largely brought down 
from the hills and when the houses are usually re-built, and whether the 
period of remission will cover these two months ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finucane replied:— 

“ Government has not before it a copy of the newspaper which, it is 

understood, has been recently started, and is not aware what the alleged facts 
referred to by the Ilon’ble Member, are. Under a Government order of the 6th 
November, the tolls on grass, bamboos, canes and certain kinds of timber taken 
from the Government forests in Chittagong were reduced to half rates for the 
period of two months, a concession which, as regards timber, was, at the instance 
of the local officers, extended by an order of lltli January for two months more 
in the areas affected by the storm-wave, in Jaldee, Chakaria, Kutubdia, 
and Moheskal, and for one month as regards thatching-grass in the three 
southern tehsils. The loss to Government on account of the reduction of the 
forest tolls to half rates is estimated at about Ks. 25,000.” 

The Hon’blo Babu Surendranath Baneiuee asked— 

Whether any loss that Government is likely to suffer by this remission of 
half the rate of tolls is not likely to be wholly or partially recouped by the 
considerably larger importations of building materials duo to the wholesale 
destruction of houses by the cyclone ? 

The Hon’bio Mr. Finucane replied:— 

It is anticipated that the loss to some extent may bo recouped in the way 
suggested in the Hon’ble Member’s question.” 

STATEMENT OF THE COURSE OF BUSINESS. 

- The Hon’ble The President said:—In welcoming the members back to 
work, I must preface what I have to say as to the business likely to be 
brought before them by extending a hearty greeting to the new members 
who have joined the Council since it last met. I trust that the Council will 
maintain its old reputation of being a business-like and practical body, where 
more weight is attached to experience and brevity than to lengthy speeches, 
however able and interesting. 

'^The first measure that I must mention is the Bill for amending the Bengal 
Tenancy Act. The opinions of the officers and Associations that were con¬ 
sulted' upon the Bill as introduced were duly received. A good deal of 
opposition was raised by*the Landholders’ Associations and by Judicial officers 
to the proposal to abolish the Civil Procedure Code in tho settlement of rents 
of permanontly-settled estates, and to confer on the Revenue authorities the 
power of finally determining what are fair and equitable rents in such estates. 
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On considering theso objections, I addressed the Government of India in the 
following terms: — 

‘TJio Govommont of India are fiwaro that one of the Liontenant-Govemor’s main 
reasons for making the prox^osal to withdraw the judicial procedure in the settlement of 
rents both in permanently-settled and tomporarily-sottled estates was that the observance 
of that procedure was thought to be caiiubrous, dilatory and unnecessarily expensive. 

‘ When a seitlenient of revenue is iiiidertal^en in temporarily-settled estates in Bengal, 
fair rents must bo selllod for all tenants (d* all classes, whothor they or their landlords apply 
for a scitlomcnt of rents or not, the fair rents so settled being made the basis of the revenue 
demand, and the entire cost of suoh settlement being borne by Government. For this reason 
the adoption of a cumbrous and dilatory xirooedure entails unnecessarily large expenditure 
by Government; and it was partly with a view to remedy this evil that Sir Charles Elliott 
BUfrgosted, and Sir Alexander Mackenzie aooepted tho suggestion, to transfer the settlement 
aud final determinatiou of fair rents in 1 eiiiporarily-sottled estates to the Revenue authorities, 
aud to substitute for the Civil Proceduru Code in the sottlemont of rents tho procedure 
proposed in tho Bill introduced in tho local Legislative Council. His Honour thought 
that tho procedure prox>osod by him would bo less expensive and more effioient than that 
proscribed in tho Bengal Tenancy Act. Ihit as it had been conceded at the time tho Tenancy 
Act was passed that Government chihuod no facilities for^ tho onhanoemont of rents in 
its own estates, or in estates under settlement of revenue which it was not prepared to give 
to proprietors «f permanently-settled e^Nitos also. Sir Alexander Mackenzie thought it right 
to offer to ilieso jiroprielors tlio same mctliods and procedura for setllcmout of rents in their 
estates that lio proposed for adoption in Government and temporarily-settled estates. 

* As, however, tho proprietors of xioriiiimontly-settled estates prefer the Civil Procedure 
Code and the method «.d’ settling rents pvoscribfd in Chapter X of tho Bengal Tenancy 
Act as it stamls, tlio Lieutcnant-Govcri.or sees no reason to press on them against their 
consent what ho believes would be a more otHcient and less expensive procedure. In perma¬ 
nently-settled estati's rents are setllod only on tho apjilieation of the parties concerned, 
who have to jiay the cost. If they prefer i lie more expensive procedure prescribed in the 
Act with tho guarantees whicli they tbiuk nro afforded by apjioals to the Judicial instead 
of to tho llevoiiuo authoi iti<‘s, there is no roipon why their oxiposition should ho courted by 
forcing on tiiciu a move Mimmary and less e^pensivo method of settling rents. 

‘As regards Govoiuiiient and tenipoiaiilv-settlcd estates, tho case is different. In 
tho first place, as alri .'uly remarked, rt nts have in those cases to be settled on a great scale 
at the expense of Govermuent, aud Govornmmt alone suffers tho loss entailed by dilatory 
proceedings; in the next it has always boon admitted that Government is the sole arbiter of 
tho amount of land revenue w'hich may be equitably demanded; and as that amount depends 
on tho amount of the rcMits ci assets on which it is based, it necessarily follo^vs that the suiierior 
Revenue authorities and m t tJie Civil Courts should be the final authorities for tho determina¬ 
tion of fair rents where a settlement of revenue is being made or about to bo made; and lastly, 
there arc indications in the reports received that while the High Court and the Landholders* 
Assotiiations ore fctrenuousby opposed to the* transference to the Revenue authorities of the 
final determination of fair rents in tho case of permanently-settled estates, there would 
certainly bo less and possibl^’^ no serious opposition to such transference in tho case of estates 
under settloraent of laud revenue. 

‘For these reasons His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor nroposes to adhere to the 
principles of tho Bill for tho settlement of rr^nts and decision ot disputes as regards areas 
under settlement of lanrl revenue, and to adofit tho principles of Chapter X of the Act as it 
stands in the settlement cjf ivnts and decision t>f disputes in tho case of permanently-settled 
estates, while at the same tiuie removing the doubts and dilliculties which have arisen in tho 
interpretation of that cliajder owing to cjillicting or erroneous judicial decisions. Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor also proposes, as regards temx^orarily-settled aud permanently-settled 
areas alike, to adhere to the amendments in the substantive law relating to the enhancement 
aud reduction of rents already aiJproved by tlie Government of India. 

‘ If tho Supreme Government oocept tliese proposals. His Honour would briefly explain 
them in rofi rring the Bill to a Sele<^ Committee, and leave tho Oommitteo to formally 
embody them in the Bill.* 

“ Scarcely had that letter issued when the following letter was received 
from tho British Indian Association:— 

‘ Dated Calcutta, the 11th January, 1898. 

From— Rai Raj Kumar SARVAnniKAKi Bahadur, Secretary, British Indian Asso* 

ciation, 

To—Tho Secretary to tho Government of Bengal, Revenue Department. 

In continuation of my letter No. 283, dated 11th Juno 1897, containing the opinion 

of the Commhtee of the British Indian Association on the provisions of the Bill to amend 
the Bengal Tenancy Act which is now before the Bengal Legislative Council, I am direoted 
by tho Committoo to state that they have reconsidered their representation to Govemnlent 
regarding tho proposed procedure for the settlcmont of rents, thft withdrawal of the juiisdiof 
tion of the Civil Courts in the matter, and the vesting of such jurisdiction in the Revenue 
authorities. Since my letter was forwarded to you, the Committee have had the advantage < 
of TeoeiviDg important communioatioxlB on the aubjeot frbm severAl mafassol membm Of iae 
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Assooiation, who are of opinion that tho proposal for tho alteration of tlio proooduro for the 
settlement of rent, and the transfer of tho ri^^ht of ai>poal on questions relating to tho fixing 
of rents from the Special Judge to the Revenue authoriti^'g, has much to commend it, and 
that they are indinod to think that the proposed change will be an iniprovonif nt upon the 
existing procedure. My ComraiTteo have carefully reconsidered the question in the light of 
the facts and arguments placed botoro them by the mufassal memborH of tiie Association, 
with the result that theiv views have undergone oonsidcTahlo moditi cat ions. Under the cir- 
ciiTOstanoes, tho Cominittre are of opinion that they will best servo the interests of tho class 
they roprosonfc by withdrawing tho objections advonced iii paragraph 4 of my hdlor, to which 
reference has been made above. They submit that privuto I mdloids should be in tho same 
position as tho Btato, and that tho proc^edure prop)Osed lor tho settlement of rents in Govern¬ 
ment estates should be n]>en <o all private Imdlords. 

‘ If, however, tho Governmont does not seo its wny fo adhere to tho original principle of 
the Bill in its entirety, the Comm itee would venture to fuggest that, iu cases where the 
settlement of tho rate of rent is likely to affect a large area or the intorosts of the mnji>rity of 
the raiyats iu a vdlage, it shall bo incuinbont upon the Civil (Jourt to refer Fiich cates to art 
experienced Revenue otlieer for local investigation and report, and that tho finding of the 
Revenue offices on the question of liability to enchancM 7 y|f.jit the rates of rent b» 

xnfide binding on tlie Civil Court. What the Committeo desire is that the Civil Court shall 
adjudicate in aceordaneo with the report of tho Uevt'uuo officer, aud that appt'als from the» 
Civil Court shall be dispio.jcd of by the Spicoial Judge who may bo appuiuted for the 
purpose.’ 

“Satisfactory in ono way as this change of front la, I thought it did not 
do away with tho weight of advorao opinion origiii:illy received, and I informed 
tho Govorntnen^t i>f Indiii that I adherod to my h tter above quoted, but would 
leave tho Select Committee to discuss the proposal in tho lust paragraph of 
tho Association’s letter. The Government of India and tlie Secretary of State 
have accepted iny suggestion, the Government of India remarking: — 

‘ ^ • while tho Government cf India have accepted tho recommend at ion®^ 

of the Government of Bengal, they fear that they may not prove t<i be in the best interests of 
landlords and tenants, aud believe that both clas>os will ovontually rcKsognize that this is so. 

‘ Tae p)riucipal ground for iho change of policy was tho ox>positi()n of the landlord 
class to I’ho executive fixation of rents There is no r'.a'on w^hy tho interests of Government 
should bo prejudiced on this a^'count, and the amended Ihll shfjuld provide for the retention 
of th.j procedure for executive rent adjustraout in tho case of all Government estates as wcll- 
as in t/io case of touipoi'arily-settled areas under settlement.’ 

“ The Secretary of State’s Orders are— 

* I have no ohjociiou to proposed compromise, pToviiled original Bill in maiiitiiincd 
aa far as concerns temporarily-settled tracts during settleinont.’ 

“ W© have recast tho Bill accordingly. Tlie measure, as originally intro¬ 
duced will bo referred to a Select Committee wliicli will bo invited to recast 
the Bill on tho lines now approved by liiglier autliorit 3 ^. 

^‘Correspondence has been going on between this Government, the 
Government of India, and the Government of the North-Western Provincos tyith 
reference to ceituiu proposed amendments of the Court of Wards Act. r I afn 
not, however, yet in a position to explain the scope of the intended legishitlon. 
I hope to have the preliminary discussions finished in time to introduce the 
incasuro some time tliis session. One main object of the Bill will bo to place 
persons with a life interest only, or holding as executors, adnunistroturs, or 
trustees, on tho same footing us beneficial owuiers so far as the Court of Waids 
is concerned. It is tmoiualous that a person who would be disqualified if he 
were a beneficial owner, should be treat‘':id as qu dified if ho bo an executor or 
trustee. 

“ Passing from the Land Revenue to tho Municipal Department, wo hope to 
Is^y before you very shortly an elaborate Bill for reforming the Municipal Law 
of Calcutta. 

“ The necessity of legislation was originally urged upon us for tho 
pui’poso of enabling, tho Commissioners to recover license tax from certain 
companies which now escape paj’ment, and in order to supply*'.an oniis-ion in 
section 2B7 of the Act which renders it impossible for ilio Corporation to 
exercii^e effective control over alterations in buildings. Since the amondniont 
of the law with regard to these points was decided on, facts were brought to 
light in connoctlou with tlio alarm of plague iu Calcutta, which showed that tho 
prosciit constitution of the Municipality is ill-adapted to stand ilio strain of 
a. grave and sudden emergency, arid fails to secure tho prompt and cbntinuous 
Qxecutivo action which is necessary in* view of the fact that the sanitution and 
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conservancy of the great Indian maritime cities has now become a matter 
of inlernatiunal concern. In point of fact under the present law there is no 
Municipal coustitution at all in tho proper sense of tlie word. Everythingis fluid 
and indefinite. Tho Act vests in the Commissioners all powers whether they are 
such as a large deliberative body can properly exerdso or not; but it allows 
tho Chairman to exercise all the powers vested in the Commissioners, except 
those reserved to the Commissioners in meeting, subject to such limitations 
and conditions as may be imposed, before or after he has acted under this 
power, by a resolution of tne Com mission ors. It further confers an unlimited 
power of controlling tho Chairman bjf the action of Committees. By thus failing 
clearly to define the powers of tho Executive, the Act renders it impossible to 
say as regards any given matter in what part of the Corporation the Executive 
resides or indeed whether there is any Executive at all. The consequences 
have been what might have boon expected—a complete breakdown of the 
conservancy of tho town at a critical period and serious confusion in many 
other departments of the municipal administration, without the possibility of 
determining with any approach to certainty where the responsibility for such a 
state of things lies. 

“It was felt that it would be unfair to the Commissioners as a body, no less 
than to the Chairman and the heads of the Departments under him, to expect 
them to carry on tho administration of tlie city under the altered conditions 
arising from tho danger of the plague and the threatening attitude of European 
powers with a machinery so ill-adapted for its purpose, and the Government 
of India have accepted the opinion that material changes in the municipal 
constitution of Calcutta are called for. The proposals of this Government 
which were embodied in a provisional sketch of the amended law have been 
submitted to tho Secretary of State, and as soon a;? his sanction is received, a 
complete Bill which is now under preparation will, after receiving the formal 
sanction of the Government of India, be introduced into this Council. I may 
mention that 1 found, when at home on leave, that a keen interest is taken 
in this measure by the Secretary of State personally, by the commercial 
community at home and many Home authorities, who consider that a reform is 
called for without unnecessary delay. My proposals have met with the 

g eneral approval of the Government of India. are awaiting the orders of the 

ecretary of State (telegraphic intimation of his assent has just been received), 
and we shall then do our best to get the measure passed after a reasonable amount 
of discussion and consideration, 'rhe Bill is a large and, I hope, very complete 
measure, and deals with all branches of the administration of the city. It leaves 
untouched the number of Commissioners and tho existing methods of electing 
and appointing them. While it reforms the procedure for election, which is 
admitted by every one to be defective, it does not alter tho franchise, nor does 
it reconstruct tho present arrangement of wards. It provides the Corporation 
with an efficient executive and interposes between the main body of the 
Commissioners and the Chairman a working Committee of twelve, elected 
and appointed so as to represent tlio three chief interests in Calcutta—^the 
Government, tho oommerciat community and the residents. We have made 
use of the experience of Bombay which Mr. Risley w%8 specially deputed 
to examine on tho spot. The functions of the three Municipal authorities— 
the Corporation, the General Committee, and the Chairman—are precisely 
defined and carefully distinguished. To the Corporation is reserved tho power 
of fixing tho rate of ta/htion, of passing the Budget and of deciding all 
tho large issues which can properly be discussed by a deliberative assembly 
of 75 members. The Chairman, as in the Bombay Act, is vested with all 
executive power, to be exorcised, as is laid down in each * case, either 
independently or subject to the approval or sanction of the Corporation or the 
General Committee as the case may be. The General Committee as the working 
body of the Municipality stands between tho deliberative and Executive authorities 
md deals with those matters whioh by their nature are ill-adaptod for discussion 
^ the Corporation, and yet are too important to be le^ to be disposed of by the 
Chairman alone. ^ Power is taken for the General Committee to appoint Sub¬ 
committees, on which I hope to see all the real workers among the Commis¬ 
sioners utilised. ^ When the Bill is introduced and referred to a Select Com- 
mittesi the distribution of powers between th^^ Hunicipal authorities will be a 
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msttdr requiring careful diacuasion, but there can be no doubt that the principle 
of distributing powers somewhat in tho manner proposed, is essential to tite 
smooth and efficient working of tho municipal constitution. 

“ One grea^ advantage from the proposed change in the constitution is 
that 1 have reason to believe that the European community of Calcutta will, 
if it is accepted, no longer stand aloof from the Corporation, acting generally 
as hostile and not always well-informed critics, but will (as Kristo Das Pal 
hoped in 1876) take their fair share in municipal work and responsibilities. 

*• The remaining provisions of the Bill are of less general interest, and will 
bo explained when the measure is introduced. Mr. Itisley has been for 
some weeks past on special duty in connectio.u with the iJill. preparing it 
Chapter by Cliapter in communication with our Assistant Secretary and 
other coropotorit advisers for my oiders. I have been over it again and 
again section by section, and it is in my judgment a measure whicli will be 
welcomed by all who havo at heart the interests of Calcutta and the trade of 
Upper India. 

“ The Bill embodies such of tho suggestions of Mr. Justice Trevelyan’s 
Building Commission as could pioperly come within the scope of a Municipal 
Bill, and I take this opportunity of heartily thanking Mr. Trevelyan and his 
colleagues for the time and trouble they have bestowed on the important matters 
reforiod to them. 

“ Tho question of opening up the unhealthy and congested areas in Calcutta* 
in some of w’nich 75 per cent, of tho space is occupied by solid masonry, is a 
very difficult one and no attempt has been made to deal with it in this Bill. 

A woll-conaidered scheme f«tr meeting a similar difficulty is now under dis¬ 
cussion ill Bombay, and a Bill for giving effect to it has been introduced into 
Council there. It seems piobablo that whatever action may be taken hereafter 
in Calcutta will have to proceed on the same general lines, that is to say, a 
special Commission or Trust will have to bo formed, and funds will havo to bo 
placed at their disposal. Whore ore the funds to come from? In Calcutta 
^ere is no l ind for the Government to make over for the Trust to manage 
and improve and thus convert it into a valuable ass;d on the security of which 
money may be borrowed and applied to the formation of new streets. The 
only alteriiativo seems to bo the impositifin of some tax which might be 
administered by the Trust and might form the basis of their financial opera¬ 
tions. Several suggestions of this kind liavo been made by the Building 
Commission presided over by Mr. Justice Trevelyan, the report of which 
will be published as soon as the Municipal Hill is introduced into Council. 
Bach «f these suggestions raises large economic questions on which wide 
differences of opinion may exist, but there cun bo no doubt that unless some 
means of raising funds can be devised, the prospect of improving tho eongested 
areas of Oaloutta must be indefinitely deferred. 

“Then we have a Bill to amend the Excise Act. The Bill has been 
approved of by the Government of India subject to certain modifications which 

have now referred to tuo Board of JEIevcrme. It ought to bo ready for 
introduction by July. 

«The existing Excise Law (^Bengal Act VII of )878j has been in force for 
nearly 20 years, and like most measures of that kind, which deal with 
administrative arrangements liable to change from time to time, stands in 
need of amendment on a variety ef points, some of which have been mot by 
the amending Acts IV of 1881 and 1 of 1888. The main objects of amendir.g 
it at the presput time are to cany into effect the policy adopted by the Local 
and Imperial Goveinmouts in respect of— 

(1) tho introduction into Bengal of tho Madras system of levying a 

^ ' revenue on tari by taxing tho trees tapped for the purpose of 

drawing turi fur sale as an intoxicant; 

(2) the export of oxcisoable articles, including ganja, on payment of 

excise duty; and 

(3) the im provement of tho provincial system of excise in regard to 

^ ^ hem^ drugs in accordance wi^h the recommendations of the 

Indian Hemp Drugs Commission in so far a; they haredieen 
'' accepted by the Government of India. 
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**T1iq opportunity has boon taken of consolidating* and ro-arranging its 
provissions so as to follow tbo general form and arrangoment of the Excise 
Act, 18:^6. After introduction tho Bill will bo circulated for the opinions of 
district oflicers and public bodies. 

“ Xext there is the Bdl to iiinend tho Salt Act. This Bill was published on 
tho irth July last under Rule 81: oE tho Council Rules and was circulated for 
opinion. All tho opinions but one (that of tho Indian Association) have boon 
received. Tho objects of tho Bill are as stated in tho first piii*agroph of tho 
Objects and Reasons. Tho nccosity for taking power to control tho possession 
of stilt-eartli was forced upon ns by the discovery of the existence in the 
21-Pargaiias of an elaborate sysfcin of manufacturing illicit pa7?ja salt for sale, 
involving a loss of revenue which is osriiniitod by different observers at 2 lakhs^ 
and 6 lakhs a year. There is also s'>ma reason to believe that illicit manufacture 
of tho same kind exiwsts, though not on so large a scale, in parts oE Midnapore. 
The Bill has boon circulated, and the opinions received, wliicli are on tho whole 
favourable, are being considered. It is probable that some of its provisions 
may bo modified with the object of luaking it more clear that it is directed at 
the manuEacturo of illicit salt in large quantities for sale and not at petty 
domestic inaniifacturo for family consumption. 

** Alrliougli tho Bill has not yi t passed into law, we resumed charge of the 
salt administration of Orissa on the 1st October last, and tho Salt officers there 
are working under the Collectors there in accordance with tho provisions of Act 
XII of 1882, tho Northern India Salt Act, which is iti force. 

la tho other saliferous tracts Bengal Act VII of 1864 is still in force* 
This does not rec )guise Salt otlicers as such, and gives all powers to tho Police. 
It would be po-sible of course if the passing of our Bill wore long delayed to 
extend Act XII of 1882 to the coast districts, but 1 hope we shall bo able to 
get our own Bill through very shortly. 

‘‘1 may p rhaps resfer to the Bill to amend the Local Self-Government Act. 
This was dratted to enable District Boards to start veterinary dispensaries and- 
pay veterinary doctors. In the hot weather of 1890 it was expanded into a 
measure legalising pormisiive local taxation for water-supply and village 
sanitation and providing for tolls on bridges. Opinions were collected, and in 
October 1890 the Government of India communicated certain criticisms. 

“ We cannot, however, proceed with the Bill at present, as it is understood 
that file Government of India has under consideration a new set of arrango- 
motits affecting Provincial and local finance, but I hope tliat tho measure 
will not bo lost sight of. The neccsBity of improving ,tho water-supply 
and sanitation of villages is generally admitted, and District Boards are at, 
present suffering from tho inexpansive character of their revenues uncl^ all 
heads except that of road cess, which increases but very slowly as revaluations 
are made. The only means of giving them relief is by vesting them with 
certain liow’^ers of permissiv^o local taxation for purposes of local interest and 
importance sucli as water-supply, sanitation, education and medical relief. 

‘‘A further reason against proceeding with the Bill at present is that a 
proposal is before the Gov'ornment of India f=or reorganising tho I'ublic Works 
and District Vv^*rlvs ostabUsiiinents in Bengal. 

In tlio Jiulifdal Department we have a short Bill for extending to the 
Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, with such modifications as are required by local 
circumstances, the provisions of sections 15^ 15A and 16 which wore iiiserted^ 
by Act VIII of 1895 in the Police Act, V of 18.61, together with portions of 
other sections of a subsidiary character. 

•‘The sections in question authorize (a) tho quartering of additional police 
in areas which are in a disturbed or dangerous state, and the recovery of tho 
cost from the inhabitants, and (b) the award of compensation to sufferers from 
mifiomiduct of the inhabitants of such areas They do not at present apply 
either to Calcutta or the suburbs tliereof, for which there are special Police 
Acts (viz., Acts IV and 11 of 1860, passed by the Bengal Council), and the 
riots which occurred in tho Northern Division of Calcutta in June and July last 
have suggested tlio desirability of introducing them* into those areas, to be 
ready for use in ease of need. Provisions similar* to section 16 of tho: Act of 
l'86'l (as to the quartering of additional' police in- a disturbed area at the cost 
of the inhabitants) have boon enacted also for the City of Madras by Madras Act 
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III of 1888, sections 20 and 22, and for Bombny districts by lloiubay Act 

IV of 1890, sections 25 and 20. Tho necessity of this measure was brought out 
in connoctiou with the Tallali riots, and it has been sanctioned by tlie (Jrovern- 
mont of India.- 

‘^Mr. Wigloy has also kindly drafted for us a Gonornl Clausos Bill which has 
gone to tho Government of India for approval. Tho Bill follows tho General 
Clauses Act passoil by tho Supretuo Council last year, and it is nccesfiary bccauso 
(1) that Act applies only to laws passed by the Supremo Council, and (2) the 
General Clauses Act of this Frovinee[]V (B-C\) of 1897]] contains but a very small 
number of definitions. p]ach Brovinco should hhve a General Clauses Act on 
tho linos of tlio Government of India’s Act c»f last year dealinir witli tho Acts 
of its Council.” 

AMENDMENT OF THE BENGAL TENANCY ACT, VIII OF 1885. 

TIio Hon’blo Mr. Finuoanr moved that tho Bill to amend tho Bengal 
Tenancy Act, 1885, be referi*ed to a Sedect Committeo consisting of tho Ilon’ble 
Rai Durga Gati Banerjea, Bahadur, tho llou’hle Mr. l^jatt, tho Hon’blo 
Mr. Toynbee, the llon’ble Norendra Nath Sen, the lloii’blo Saligram Singh, 
tho TIou’blo Maharaja Bahadur Sir Luclimessur Singh of Darbhanga, and tho 
Mover* 

Tho Hon’bt.tji Babu Surt-^ndranath Bankrjkk said: —Now that tho motion 
has been made that this Bill be referred to a Select CoM.niittcc, the time has 
oomo when under the rules of tho Council tho piinci[)le of the Bill may be 
discussed, and thoso principles, I may observe, are of the greatest possible 
importance in a country lik(3 Bengal, with its teeming agricultural population. 
But apart from its intrinsic importance, the Bill raises collateral issues which 
deserve sorious consideration. Tho Bill may be divided into two parts—the 
first part has reference to what may be called tlie ‘ prevailing rate’ clauses of 
the enhancement scclions which purport to afford facilities to zamindara to 
enhance rents. Tho second part raises issues of a still graver character. It 
practically repeals Chapter X of the Bengal Tenancy Act and substitutes 
for it provisions which cannot but lead to considerable di8Cus^ion and contro¬ 
versy, and which, I am afraid, will bo considered in some quarters as being 
retrograde and reactionary in their character. With reference to tho first 
part of tlie Bill—I would refer to section 80 of tho Bengal Tenancy Act. 
The section lays down the conditions under which zamindars may enhance 
rents, and clause (a) provides that when a tenant holds land at a rate lower 
than the prevailing rate for land of tho same de>criptioii in the same village 
that oonstitutos a ground of enhancement. It is now proposed to alter tho 
law and substitute the words ‘|adjoining or neighbouring village ’ for the 
words * same village.’ That was the law before 1885. The law then was 
much more elastic, and afforded wider facilities to zamindars for purposes of 
onhancoment. But in 1885 the law was aniend^nl, and, as I have said, for the 
words ‘adjoining or neighbouring village’ tlie words ‘the name village’ 
were substituted, thus imposing a restriction upon the power of enhancement 
possessed by zamindars. It is now proposed to place zamindars in the same 
position in which tlicy were before 1885. If the present law is a real hardship 
to «amindars, if it operates as an injustice, I wmuld not bo understood as 
standing in the yray of the removal of a real grievance. At any rate this is 
a matter wo ought to consider, and I have not tho slightest doubt that it 
will be carefully considered by tho Select Comuiittee to whom the Bill will bo 
referred. Then as regards tho second point to which Your Honour has 
referred in yOur opening statement, I desire to call tho attention of the Council 
to an observation which the Hon’bio Member in charge of the Bill made in 
introdiioiiig tho Bill into Council. Ho said it was no part of tho intention of 
the authors of tho Bill in any way to interfere with tho jurisdiction of the Civil 
Courts or tho jurisdiction by way of appeal to those courts which is conferred 
by the existing law. As far, however, as 1 can see, 1 hold that tho moditica- 
tione which this Bill proposes will have the effect of curtailing to a very serious 
extent the jurisdiction now Jvested in the Civil Courts. Under tho existing law 
the matters which aro referred to in Chapter X are matters which are dis¬ 
posed of by tho Revenue authorities in acoordance with the forms of judicial 
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procedure. In the exercise of their functions under this chapter, such oflScers 
are to all intents and purposes judicial odicers. Against any orders passed by 
them an appeal lies to the Special Judge, who for the most part is a Covenanted 
Civilian ot the rank of a District Judge; and there is a further appeal to the 
High Court. Now all this is altered under tho Jiill. 'J'he Revenue officers will 
not ho guided by tho provisions of the Civil Procedure Code; they will act in 
accordance with rules laid down hy the Government, but not necessarily subject 
to the procedure of the Civil Courts, those rules being in tho nature of instruc¬ 
tions issued by the executive authority of the Government and subject only to 
its discretion. Again, tl*e appeals against the orders of tho Revenue authorities 
will bo preferred no longer to tho Civil Courts or the Special Judge, but to 
higher Revenue authorities. Tlie procedure wiil be summary, and the tribunal 
will not be a judicial tribunal; and the appellate authority of the High Court, 
as I read the Rill, will also be curtailed.” 

The Hois’’blb Ma. Finucane said:—‘‘The provisions of the present law 
both as to appeals to the Special Judge and to the High Court rcinaiti in the 
revised Rill exactly as they are now in respect of permain'iitly-setUed estates.” 

The Hon’uek SuuEXDRANATii Ranerjef. said :—“The revised Bill has just 
been laid before us, and 1 havt? n<>t liad lime to study its jjrovisions.” 

The Hon’ble The President said:—“A s regards pcrmanently-sottlcd 
estates, things will rc'main pra' tically as they now are, except for a slight 
sliortening of tho procedure to inaku it more simple and expeditious. As 
regards temporarily-settled estates and estates directly under Government, we 
intend to adopt a new proceduic.” 

The IIon'ble Sukendranath Ranerjee said :—“ TliatHinits the scope of the 
Bill ; but having regard to the sympathy which tho Government showed for the 
peasantry of the country when the J'cnancy Act was passed in 1885, when it 
modified the summary procedure, it does not seem to me that a case has been 
made out for tho resumption of tlie powers which it parted with in 1885. 1 

thankfully admit that the scope of the Rill has been rrstricted, but as regards 
tho Government and its tenants, I say with great deference that the Govern¬ 
ment having deliberately given up the right which it possessed of a summary 
procedure between itself and its tenants, no case has been made out for the 
resumption of the powers which it abandoned of its own will in 1885, 1 must 

say that I cannot express any sympathy with tho letter which Your Honour 
read as having been received from the Riitisli Indian Association in which they 
have witlidraw’ii from tho position which they formerly maintained in cojidem- 
nation of this summary method of procedure. I think the judicial procedure 
is beet suited to the circumstances of this country, and that procedure ought to 
be continued. 1 have one other remark to make. This Rill provides—I speak 
subject to correction—for a table of rales. I desire to record uiy humble protest 
ogginst the adoption of any such table. There are distingjiishcd Rov^enue 
officers in this Council, and I ask them whether it will be possible for Revenue 
oflicers to look careful y into these rates. Tiny will involve the inspection of 
evoiy piece of land in tlio village, and I ask whether it is within tho range of 
practical politics for the Revenue officer to go from field to field to satisfy himself 
that the rate which is to be fixed is a fsir and correct rate? 1’he practical result 
will be that the fixing of the rates will bo left to the amins^ and we all know 
what that means. One of the worst-])aid class of public servants, their financial 
exigencies too often put a veiy severe strain upon their honesty. It is, there¬ 
fore, most undesirable to add to the jRJWcrs which they possess. ^rhesc are the 
ob'-ervatioiis which 1 desire to submit for tlie consideration of tlie Council and 
the Select Gonuui'tee, and I hope and trust that when ihe bill emerges from 
the liaruls of the Select Committee, it wiil be so modified and revised that it will 
coiijniend itsrlf to the approval and judgment, not only of this Council, but of 
tlm country at large.” 

Hox’ble Babu Kata Citaran Banebjee said :—“ I think it iny duty to 
take exception, at this strgo, to the principle of the Rill, even with tho modifi¬ 
cations whichj we are now' informed, have been introduced into it. What 1 feel 
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is that the principle of the Bill, in certain contexts at any rate, is tainted with 
the tendency, ^observable of late, to neutralises the judicial control of the High 
Court, in the interests of Revenue officers who think they are hampered in 
the dischargee of their functions hy such judicial control. In paragrapli 3 of the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons, in connection with tho Bill, certain com¬ 
plaints are made on behalf of Revenue officers. Now, these complaints are 
nothing more or loss than complaints against certain decisions of tho High 
Court, in which it was held that Revenue officers had no jnrisdictioii in certain 
matters in which they would fain have jurisdiction, and the object of the 
Bill IS, as we have it in the opening clause, ^ to clear up doubts and difficulties.’ 
Those doubts and difficulties are cleared up by expressly conferring on Revenue 
oflicers jurisdiction in matters in which, as the }m*sent Act is interpreted by 
the High Court, they have no jurisdiction, and should not have jurisdiction. 
But not only so. In certain contexts at any rate, as tho Bill provides, Revenue 
officers are exempted from what, perhaps, they consider to bo tho trammels 
of certain provisions of the law under which tlio Civil Courts have to act. 
The assumption of summary jurisdiction by Kevenuo officers will entail an 
amount of hardsliip to tenants which it is iaipossible to overestimate, especially, 
coupled, as it is, with tho provision that appeals from their decisions will lie to 
tho superior Revenue authorities in :in asceudin*^ scale. The poor tenant will 
hardly be in a position to chfillengc those decisions in the Civil Court, and, in 
most cases, they will remain unchallenged altogether; for ho will have to wait all 
the time taken up in the decision of the lower Revenue authorities and the revdew 
of that decision by tho higher Revenue authorities, before he can institute 
proceedings in the Civil Court; and tho same litigation will have to bo prose¬ 
cuted twice over. This, 1 subniit, will be a great grievance as far as tenants are 
concerned. Then, with regard to tlie sottloiuciit of rent, it has already been 
observed, and I may repeat, that no principle of any kind has been laid down 
for the guidance of tho Revenue officers. In tho last clause of tho section bear¬ 
ing on it, there is a reference to certain jirinciplo^rog.irding the enhancement of 
rent, but they involve a cumbrous procedure, and as tho preceding clauses pro¬ 
vide a readier i>roceduro, it is not difficult to iinagino which of tho'^c procedures 
will be availed of by Revenue officers for tho s ttlcmont of rent. Practically, it 
will bo based on no appreciable principle, and rent will have to be settled more 
or less arbitrarily. It may be said that, sotnctinios, matters are disposed of more 
readily, if we adopt what may be dest-ribed ii'i tin? patriarchal system, but that 
is a system which can be worked by patriarchs ahjiie, and not by lyoung and 
inexperienced Revenue officers. One remark nioio, and that with regard to the 
definition, proposed to bo introduced, of tho term ‘ prevailing rent.’ Tho 
definition is very obscure, and wiiatis more, it will be unworkable, and lead to 
consgquencos detrimental to the interests of tenants. A now principle has been 
introduced in the definition of‘prevailing rent.’ Instead of understanding the 
expression in the sense of rent paid by the majority of tenants, section 4 of 
the Bill amending section 31A provides that ‘the highest of such rates at 
which and at rates higher than wdiich a larger portion of those lands is held 
than is hold at lower raters may bo taken to he ilie prevailing rate.’ It very 
often happens that in a village, a largo portion of the land is held by a single 
individual. Some one in favour with the landlord may help tho landlord to 
bolster up the rate of rent. But that is not all. Having regard to the proce¬ 
dure in the Civil Court, it will be impossible to ascertain the prevailing rent 
according to tliis method. When the tenants are examined, although they may 
be in a position to say what their rents are, tlicy nro often ignorant of the area 
of land comprised in their holdings, audit will be next to impossible for tho 
Courts to ascertain tho i)rcvailiug rate of rent according to this dofinilion. 
The matter, is ur»t made at all clearer, while thci'o is danger of routs being 
fixed arbitrarily, which wdll be disastrous. It may bo said that there is a pro¬ 
vision in the Bill for instructions from the Local Government to Revenue 
oflicers in the matter of tho settlement of rent, and that they may be 
expected to settle rent in accordamre with those instructions ; but 1 venture to 
say that such instructions mny not have an 3 nhing like corisi.-toncy or continuity 
of principle characterishig them, and as not opim to inspection b^^ th.e people, 
will stiiko tho public as charged with a periodic element of variance. For 
these reasons, I oppo.«e the principle of the Bill.” 
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The ITon'ble Mu. Finucank said ^‘‘Ishall reply very briefly lo the observa¬ 
tions which liave been made upon the principle of this Hill, and first of all I 
may say that I understand that the two Honourable non-official members, who 
have addre sod the Council, have spoken in the interests of raiyats. I c^^^rat i- 
late them and the Council on the fact that there are some Honourable elected 
Members who speak on behalf of raiyats and lookafter their interests, and from 
that point of view they have my entire s^^'inpatliy. But 1 think the conclusions 
to which they have come are based on a niisapprohension of tlio Bill as it is 
now proposed to modify' it. As I luive already said, it is not proposed to alter 
the present procedure, or to abolish the Civil Code Ih’oceduro in the settlement 
of rents in permanently-settled estates, which comprise more than 00 per cent, 
of the whole of the estates in Bengal. With reference to them, there is 
absolutely no'oliantre pioposod in tho jurisdiction of the Civil Courts, appeals 
being heard by tho Special Judge and High Court exactly as at present. In 
the case of all other estates, that is to say, temporarily-settled and Government 
estates where cpiostions of right, titio and tho like arise in connection with 
tho settlement and preparation of a rccord-of-rights, not oidy is the jurisdic¬ 
tion of llio Civil Courts not curtjuled, but it is actually extended. It is left 
to tho parties to move tho Civil Courts on all <][uestions excerpt tho amount 
of a fair rent. There is no appeal to tho High Court under tho present law in 
respect of questions of rent, the Special Judge giving the final decision, 
and there is to bo no appeal to tlio Tligii Court on the question of amount of a 
fair rent under the Bill. Therefore, I say that the idea that the jurisdiction 
of tho Civil Courts is interfered with is without foundatioti. Then as regards 
the prevailing rate, I explained, when I introduced tlio Bill, the reasons that 
have influenced tho Government in extending tho area of conqDarison, and I 
don’t think it necessary to reiterate what 1 then said. Tlio Hon’blo Member 
who spoke last said that the procedure for ascertaining a prevailing rate 
will be unworkable; I can only say that tho object is to make it possible to 
find wliat tho prevailing rate is, where there is one at all. At present it is said 
that it is illusory to give zamindars the prevailing rate as a ground of 
enhancement of rent, when, in fact, it can nowhere be worked as a ground of 
enhaucemont. If any Honourable Member will suggest a more workable 
definition that that proposed in the Bill, I fool sure that tho Government will be 
very glad to consider it. The Courts have hold that the prevailing rate is a 
uniform rate paid hy the majorit}' of tenants in a village. Such a thing as a 
uniform rate paid by a majority of the tenants in a village docs not generally 
exist even where rates do exist and are recognised, and therefore it is necessary 
to have some sort of definition, such as we here propose, if the prevailing rate 
is to be woikcd at all. I'he only other point on which any remarks have 
been made is regarding tlie proposed table of rates. It is said that a table of 
rates cannot bo made: that it is impossible for a Settlement or llovonue Officer 
to prepare such a table. But I would point out that the section is permissive 
merely, as it says that if tho Re\*enuo Officer finds it practicable to do so, ho 
may prepare a table of rates. If it is not practicable, lie will not attempt to 
prepare a table. In some parts of the country it is practicable; where it is not 
a tabic of rates will not be framed. It has been said that no principle has been 
laid down in the Bill for tho settlement of rents. Hents in permanently- 
settled cstalcs are only to bo enhanced on certain grounds whicli are distinctly 
specified in tlie law; as regards estates which are temporaxuly-settlod and 
Government estates, three or four systems are laid down under which all or 
any of the Hevenue officers may act. I think Honorable Members, when they 
oxatiiine tho revised Bill, will be satisfied that it is not so very dangerous 
a measures as they think, and I hope that when it emerges from tho Commit¬ 
tee, it will meet with tho approval of the Council.” 

The TTon’ble The Pkksident said;—I hope Honourable Members will study 
with veiy considerable care the provisions of this Bill which relate to the question 
of tho prevailing rate, and I hope they will carefully read tho papers which have 
been sent up ^yith regard to the Bill, and that the deliberations of the Select 
Committee will result in evolving a satisfactory measure. It is an extremely 
difficult subject, I admit. The papers relating to this Bill were sent out to 
me when 1 was on my way out from home, and having uothing to do, I

carnally studied them on board, and came to tho conclusion that it would 
be better not to interfere with tho procedure prescribed by the existing law 
with regard to^ permanently-settled estates. J3oth tho Government of India 
and the Secretary of State have accepted that view, and they have equally 
accepted tho view that as regards Government estates and other temprrarily- 
settlod estates, tho law should bo in Bengal as it is in other parts of tho country; 
and as regards such estates, 1 thinh tho Louiicil will not bo wrong in accepting* 
the proposals which are put forward in the Bill now before the Council.” ** 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to. 

AMENDMENT OF THE POLICE ACT, V OF 1861. 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Pratt moved for leave to introduce a Bill to extend certain 
portions of the Police Act, V of 1861, to the town and suburbs of Calcutta. 

He said :— 

“ 1 move for leave to introduce a Bill to extend <-ortain portions of Act V 
of 1861 to Ae town and suburbs of Calcutta. TJie power of quartering ad¬ 
ditional police in disturbed areas at the expense of the inhabitants was con¬ 
ferred on the Local Government by section 15 of Act V of 1861 as orin-inally 
passed. That section was recast by Act VIII. of and a clause was^addcil 

empowering tho Local Government to exempt any peisoii or class of persons 
from liability to bear any portion of the cost of such extra police. By section 
15A of this latter Act an important provision was introduced whereby any in¬ 
habitant of an area proclaimed tis being in a disturbed or dangerous state 
might recover compon.-ation from the inh-ibitants of that area for damage to 
property or for grievous bodily injury. Tho circumstances of tlio riots which 
occurred at Chitpur and in tho northern parts of Calcutta on the 30th of Juno 
and the 1st of July last, must, still be fresh in the memory of Uou’ble Members 
of this Council. On that occasion His Honour (he Orticiafing Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor considered tho question, of quartering additional police in the disturbed 
parts of the town at the exponso of the Muhammadan inhabitants; but when a 
reference was made to the Advocate-General and myself as to tho legality of 
any such action, we gave it as our decided opinion that Act V of l861 does 
not apply to Calcutta and its suburbs, and that tlie proposed expedient was 
therefore not possible. 

“ And we gave onr opinion in tho form of the joint memorandum in my 
hands. It is a somewhat lengthy opinion; I therefore do not propose to read 
it to you in extemo, but will ordy state the substance. Act V of 1861 never did 
apply to the town of Calcutta. If Honourable ilembers will refer to that Act, 
they will see that it applies to what is described as the ‘ General Police District ’ 
under the control of an officer called tho Inspector-General of Police and hia 
Deputies. Now, by Act XIII of 1866 of tho Supremo Council, which was 
repealed by Act IV of 1866 of this Council, tho ])oIice of Calcutta were 
placed under the control of an oflicer called the Commissioner of Police, who still 
occupies the position given to him on that occasion. With reference to the 
suburbs of Calcutta, no doubt Act V of 1861 did apply to them at the time it 
was passed, but subsequently by Act II of 1866 the suburbs were excluded from 
the provisions of that Act by a notiheation issued under section 1 of that 
Act. * There the matter would have rested wore it not for tho introduction 
in section 15 of the Act as amended by Act VIIl of fr95 of the words ‘any 
area subject to its authority.’ At first sight it would seem that that expression 
was wide enough to include Calcutta and its suburbs, but as a matter of fact, the 
Act nowhere rei^als the special enactments to wbicli I have referred, and to this 
day the Commissioner of Police exercises control both over the town and 
suburbs of Calcutta. And when we examine how those words came into the 
section, we find that they were brought in simply to make the language of the 
first sub-section uniform with that of sub-sections (2) and (3). As a matter of 
fact the draft Bill presented to the Supreme Council did not contain tho 
words to which I have referred, and neither in the speeches in Council, 
nor in the report of the Select Committee is .there the slightest allusion to the 
reason for changing the language employed. Thus by reference to the general 
sdupe of the Act and the history of Act YlII of 1895, we came to the decided 
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conclusion that Act V of 1861 extends neither to the suburbs nor the town 
of Calcutta. 

Now the Hill which it is desired to introduce is in itself a small measure, 
having for its object the removal of an anomaly whereby the l^ocal Govern¬ 
ment is dt barred from using in the metropolis the resource of quartering extra 
police on the inhabitants of a disturbed locality. The power to take such ac¬ 
tion already exists with respect not only to all rural areas, but also to the great 
cities of Northern India, and such large and populous towns as Patna, Gaya, 
Dacca and Howrah, the last of which is practically a suburb of Calcutta. More¬ 
over, there is a similar provision as regards the city of Madras to bo found in 
section 20 of Madras Act III of 1888. 

The causes which load to agrarian disturbances, such as quarrels about 
chur land or rent disputes between landlords and tenants, may not bo expected 
to find a place in Calcutta. But oxptiience has shown, both in the case of last 
year’s riots and in the serious riots at Sham Bazaar in 1891, that religious 
excitement in a populous city may quickly be fanned into a flame, spreading 
disaster and consternation far and wide. Outbursts of popular excitement are 
often sudden, and cannot generally bo foreseen, and where, as in Calcutta, the 
population is mixed and comprises a large body of low Muhammadans employed 
at the mills and factories, there is necessarily a risk of occasional outbreaks of 
lawlessness. Apart from distuibmicos which arise from religious excitement or 
class animosity, there might posbibly be an outbreak of persistent incendiarism, 
such as has been Itnown to happen in some mufassal districts. Is it right or 
expedient that the arm of the Local Government should remain shortened so 
that it cannot uso the same repressive and punitive measures for organized ter¬ 
rorism and crime in Calcutta, as it can in all other territories under its sway ? 
I think there can bo but one answer to this question, and I trust this Council 
will speedily provide the remedy by means of the enabling Bill which I now 
seek to introduce. 

‘‘ The material sections of Act V of 1861, as amended by Act VIII of 1896, 
which should be extended to the town and suburbs of Calcutta, are sections 
15, 15A, and 16, with some modifications to suit local circumstances. As 
regards the Town of Calcutta, an olHccr to be appointed by Government would 
assess and levy the cost of additional police and of compensation for injury, 
whilo the Magistrate of the 24-l^arganas, who exercises jurisdiction over the 
suburbs, would perform those functions in the Suburbs. In sub-section (2) 
of section IG the words ‘All moneys paid or recovered under sections 13, 14 
and 15 shall be credited to a fund to be called the General Police Fund,^ 
and’ have been replaced by * All moneys paid or recovered under section 15 
—as sections 13 ami 14 are not extended under the Bill, and there is no exist¬ 
ing General Police Fund for Calcutta and the suburbs, nor is it necessary to 
establish one for the purposes of this Hill alone. Finally, I would draw atten¬ 
tion to the proposed omission from sub-section (1) of section 15 A of the words 
‘ being an inhabitant of such area.’ Under the existing law, only residents of 
the disturbed area can be awarded compensation for injury from the miscon¬ 
duct of the inhabitants. Such a limitation seems hardly just for Calcutta, 
where a disturbed area would often be frequented by strangers on business or 
by persons passing through and wlio had received no warning of impending 
danger. Such was the case during the recent riots, and I need only instance 
the case of the two young officers travelling inoffensively on bicj-cles towards 
Dum-Dum, who were attacked on the Circular Road by an excited and insensate 
mob, and who might have been killed had it not been for the humane interven¬ 
tion of a Hindu mill-owner who afforded them a temporary asylum. With 
those observations, I move for leave to introduce the Bill.’’ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 19th. March 1898.

(6) to consider to what extent the principles recognised in European 

enactments relating to town buildings require to bo modified 
with reFerence to the soil, climate and rainfall of Calcutta, 
the prevailing diseases, and the habits of all classes of the popu¬ 
lation ; 

(7) to inquire into the desirability of opening out congested tracts in 

Calcutta, and to ascertain the most feasible plan for opening 
out such tracts ; and 

(8) to inquire whether the special circumstances of Calcutta call for 

any modification of the ordinary law of land acquisition. 

Main object 3. Tho intimate connection between defective dwelling-houses and spaces 

ConmuBflion’H in-epidemic disease was mentioned in tho Resolution, and referonco was made 
qniriea. spread of plague in AV’ostern India, to tho extent to which overcrowding 

prevails in Calcutta, and to the fact tliat tho tnethod of construction ot buildings 
in tlie older part of the town iinpede-4 or renders itnpjssible any effective 
conservancy. It was, in short, mainly in tho interests of tho public health 
that tho CoinmUsion was called into existence. 

Gimml diroc- 4. As regards the diroctioi'., cliaracter and limits of their inquiries, the 
tioni to CoiumiH- Commission were given a perfectly free hand. With reference t ^ the open- 
ing out of congested Imcts, tlie Cnramission were requested (with or without 
going into tho details of any particular scheme of street improvomont) to 
examine the general principles on wliich such operations ought to be conducted 
in order to make them financially as well as structurally successful. And it 
was explained tliat the issue which lies in fact at tlie root of tho whole inquiry 
is to what extent and in what directions private rights may equitably bo luado 
to give way to public needs. 

Directions bs to coiisequeiico of the eartliquako of tho 12th Juno, 1897, which 

cArtliquAkoB. cau.sed widespread damngo to buildifigs in Calcutta, the Government of 
J^engal, in a letter dated tUo 21st ^requested the Commission to consider 

whether any regulations should bo fiMiuotl with tho object of rendering build¬ 
ings in the City less liable to bo dmunsrod by earthquakes. Again, in a memo¬ 
randum dated tho 9tli August, liS97,[*J the Commission were requested by the 
Goveiuineiit to consider tho quc.stion of amending tho law so as to provide 
for tho piis.^ble contingency of earthquakes, or to give tho Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners wider powers than those wiu’ch they at present possess fo? aetormining 
the nature of tlie repairs that should bo executed ufter an enrtiiquakc. 

Del By in sub- G. The Commission wero, by the Resolution oft ho 6:h April, 1897, requested 
mission^ ^ to ciitcr upon their labours at once, and to report to tho Government tlie results 
misBiong port, deliberations witliiri six months. An apology is due for tho delay which 

has cccuircd in submitiing this report, but it may bo explained that ^ome of 
tho members of the Commission were absent from Calcutta lor soveral months, 
and that, in consequence nf all having other duties to attend to, it was found 
impo>sible to arrange for frequent sittings. Difficulty w^as also experienced 
in obtaining prompt replies to soiuo of the letters issued by tlie Commission, 
and even new replies have not been received from some of the gentlemen who 
were asked to assist tho Commission by an expression of their views. 

Method of work. 7. The Commission have sat twenty-one times, to discuss the questions re¬ 
ferred to tlicni, to consider the materials supplied to or collected by them, and 
to take the evidence of witnesses. It was cotisidered that tho best way to obtain 
the assistance of gentlemen and associations having knowledge of tho circums¬ 
tances with which the Commission had to deal was to formulate aeot of questions. 
This was done at on early stago, and tho questionspj wero widely circulated. 
Many valuable opinions have been received in answer to the said questions. 
fc?ome other circulars were sent to gentlemen and associations from whom it was 
desired to obtain opinions on particular points. As the papers received by tho 
Commission in reply to their Circulars provided ample materials, it was only 
found necessary to take the evidence of three gentlemen, namely. Dr. Simpson, 
Dr. Ranks and Rabu Jadu Nath Sen. The various materials obtained ano 
considered by tho Commission, together with minutes of their proceedings, are 
appended hereto.

HisTOIlY AND OPERATION OF THE STATUTE-LAW AND BYE-LAWS FOR BEGUI.ATINO 
THE CONSTRUCTION OP BUILDINGS, THE FORMATION OF STREETS, AND THE 
PROTECTION OP STREETS PROM ENCROACHMENT, IN CALCUTTA. 

Statide-law. 

8. Tiie statute-law relatinpr to the conatruetion of builditiffa, from the I’reiimitiarj. 
earliest t iiujs, has been collected and printed in Paper No. 1 in Appendix 

II to* this report. The portions of that law wliich bear more particularly on 
the matters dodfc witli by the Commission, and the .statute-law relating to tho 
formation of streets and tho protection of streets from encroachment, are as 
follows. 

9. Tho earliest niRctrncnt for regulating tho construction of buildings ineombastiblo 
ill Calcutta was Act Xll of 1837, passed bv tho Governor-General of^^*'- 

India in Council. 1 ho object of this Act was merely to secure the provision 
of an outer-roof of inconibustiblo materials on houses afid out-houses. Tho 
Act autlmriscd Magistiates to impose a fine not exceeding Rs. 100 on tho 
owner of any house or out house built after the 1st November, 1837, and not 
duly provided with sucli a roof; crnptiwored the Superintondent of I’olice to 
tender to tho owner of any house or oiit-house built before tho 1st November, 

18‘:l7, tlio amount rctpiircMl for covering tho snine with such a roof; and 
authcirised tho same ofticial to cause such a roof to be constructed in any 
case in wliich an owner had neglected to do so. 

10. (1) Act XIV of 1830, section 36, prohibited, under penalty of a daily innammabla 

fine not exceeding lls. 1 0 ,— roofi and walls. 

(a) the use of grass, leaves, mats or other inflammable material for tho 
external roofs or walls of huts or other buildings erected in the 
future, and 

(^) tho continued use, except with tho written consent of the Commis¬ 
sioners, of such njjiterials in such buildings erected in tho past 
which were contiguous to or adjoined any other building, 

(2) Bengal Act VI of 1883, aaction 142, and Bengal Act IV of 1876, 
section 211, contained similar provisions. 

^3) Bengal Act II of 1888, section 224, re-cnacted tho former law, with 
some modifications. 

11. (1) Act II of 1818, section 18,— 

la) required 14 days’ notice to bo given to tho Comniission'^rs before 
bc’giiiiiing to dig or lay the foundations of any new house, or 
to rebuild any liouse; and 

(&) provided that every such foundation ahoiild be laid at sueh level as 
tho ( 'oiiimifesioners’ Surveyor should direct. 

(■?) Act XII of 1852, section 40, repeated section 18 of Act II of 1818 
with some niodilicatioiiB. 

(J>) Act XIV of 1856, section 54, provided that, before beginning to build 
or re build a Iiouse, notice should bo given to the Comniissioners and a plan 
subniitccd showing the levels at w'hicb it was (U’oposed to lay tho foundation 
and lowest Hof>r. Section 55 allowed the Comniissioners a period of 14 days for 
sigtiifyiog their disapproval of tho proposed levels and fixing other levels; 
section 5*5 ciupowered them to alter or demolish a building witliiu tho same 
period if no notice had been sent or if tho building had been constructed at 
disapproved levels; and section 67 authorised the builder to proceed according 
to tho plan sent in if tho Commissioners failed to act within tliat pciiod. 

(4) IJcngal Act VI of 1863, sections 160 to 163, and Bengal Act IV of 
1876 sections 263 to 271, contained similar provisions, the lattbr Act however 
dealing with width as well as levels of foundations. 

m Act XIV of 1850, section 52, prohibited the erection of buildings 
upon a lower level than would allow of the drainage being led into a public

(6) Bengal Act VI of 1863, section 158| and Bengal Aot XV of 1876, 
section :^75, contained similar provisions. 

(7) The present Act (Bengal Act 11 of 18881— 

(a) by section 235, provides that before beginning to build a new.house, 
or to convert a hut or temporary structure into a house, a site 
plait shall be submitted to the Commissioners and their sanction 
to the site obtained, the Comnussionors being bound to approve 
or disapprove of the site within 30 days; 

(i) by section 236, provides that before beginning to build a new 
bouse on a site ai)proved under section 235, or to re-build or 
inaterially alter tlic structure of any house, an application shall 
be made to the Commissioners, describing the building, stating 
its dimensions and the purposes for which it is intended, and 
giving a plan of the building and other details; 

(c) by section 237, requires the Commissioners within 30 days irem 
receipt of such application either to sanction f)r to disallow 
the building, or to call for further information in rospeot of 
certain details, and authorises tlie Commissioners to reject any 
plan, section or description unless signed by a competent builds 
or surveyor; 

(rf) by section 238, requires the Commissioners, within 30 days from

{/) section 240, authorises the Commissioners to demolish any b^ild- 
ing which has been commenced without sending in a site plan

j(y) by section 241, authorises the Commissioners to demolish or alter any 
building or alteration which is commenced— 

S %) without sending in an application, or 
it) without waiting the prescribed period of 30 days, or 
ifVj otherwise than in accordance with the information furnished 
by the builder, or 

(iV) in contravention of any lawrful orders issued by the Commis¬ 
sioners ; 

(A) by section 242, authorises fines for building a new houso without 
sending in the prescribed site-plan, or for building, re*building 
or materially altering the structure of any house without 
making the prescribed application; 

(*) by section 243, lays down, in respect of buildings ^ which it is pro¬ 
posed to construct under section 236, certain requirements 
and prohibitions aa to levels and ^dth of foundAtion, level for 
facilitating drainage, hei^t of plinth, privies, ventilation and 
free circulation of air; and 

C/) section 244, authorises building or re-building to be proceeded 
with if the Commissioners fail to pass orders within the fma- 
scribed period of 30 days. 
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12. (1) Act XIV of 1856, section 50, erapowored the Commissioners to Building 

control the erection of huildin^j^s over sewers or ili ains. sewer or drain. 

(2) Jlengal Act VI of 18G3, section 156, and Bengal Act IV of 1876, 
section 27d, contained similar provisions. 

(3) The present Act (Bengal Act II of 1888), section 243, clauso (d), 
re enacts tlie former law. 

13. (1) Act XII of 1852, section 10, empowered the Commissioners or their Bumona builc 
surveyor to secure the demolition or repair of any house, building or wall, or etc. 
anything affixed thereto, when in a ruinous stat(3 or likely to fall. Notice was 

to be given to the owner or occupier to demolish or repair, and in his default 
the Commissioners themselves were empowered to take the necessary action, all 
expenses incurred being recoverable from the owner. 

(2) Act XIV of 1856, section 37, Bengal Act VI of 1863, section 143, and 
Bengal Act IV of 1876, section 266, contained similar jmovisions. 

(3) The present Act (Bengal Act II of 1888), section 233, re-enacted the 
former law, and declared that sections 207 and 208 ^summarised in para¬ 
graphs 25 (5) and 20 (8), infra^ sliall apply to housos demolished or repaired 
under these powers. 

14. (1) Act XIV of 1856, section 90, authorised the Commissioners to repair, Dangerous build 
protect or enclose any building, tank, etc., which was, for Avant of sufficient 

repair, protection or enclosure, dangerous to passengers. 

(2) Bengal Act VI of 1863, section 195, and Bengal Act IV of 1876, sec¬ 
tion 26 ?, contained similar provisions. 

(3) The present Act (llongal Act II of 1888), section 231, re-enacted the 
former law. 

15. (l> Act XIV of 1856, section 22, required notice to be given to the Com- Kreotlon and 
missiouers before erecting a hut or range or block of huts in or near any street alteration of huts, 
on ground not previously built upon, and gave the Commissioners power to 

require such huts to bo built so as to stand— 

(a) in regular lines, with a free passage or way in front of such width as 
to secure ventilation and facilitate scavenging, and 

(J) at such level as would admit of sufficient drainage. 

The section further empowered the Commissioners to secure tlie demolition 
of huts erected without notice or otherwise than as rccpiired by them. 

(2) Bengal Act VI of 1863, section 128, contained similar provisions. 

Bengal Act IV of 1876, section 277, required notice to bo givtm to the 
Commissioners before erecting a hut or a range or block of huts or sheds, or 
before adding a hut or shed to any range or block existing at the commence- 
inont of the Act, and gave the Commissioners power to require such huts or 
sheds to bo built so as— 

(i) to stand in regular linos, with a free passage or woy, in front of and 
bt tween every two lines, of such width as to secure ventilation 
and facilitate scavenging; 

(ii) to have the necessary number of privies and the necessary moans of 
drainage; 

* (iii) to stand at such level as would admit of such drainage; and 
(iv) to have a plinth of at least two feet above the level of the nearest 
public street. 

(4) Section 278 of the same Act empowered the Comnus><ioncrs to cause 
the demolition.of huts or sheds erected without notice or otherwise than as re¬ 
quired by them, and section 279 provided pecuniary penalties. 

^ (5) Bengal Act VI of 1881, section 20, declared that the powers given to 

the Commissioners by Bengal Act IV of 1876, section 277, should be exercised 
within 14 days after receipt of the notice proscribed by that section. 

(6) The present Act (Bengal Act II of 1888),— 

(i) by section 247, provides that before beginning to build, ro-build or 
add to any hut, an application shall bo submitted to the Com¬ 
missioners, together with a ground-plan, the Commissioners 
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being bound within 14 days either to approve of tho proposed 
-work or to disapprove of it for certain specified reasons; and 
provides also that if tlie proposal is approved tho work must 
bo done within six months, and if disapproved tho work shall not 
bo commenced until the plan has been modifiod as tho Commis¬ 
sioners may deem necessary; 

(ii) by section 218, authorises the Commissioners to demolish or alter 
any hut or addition which has been built (i) w’ithout making 
tho prONcribed ajipHcation, or (ii) without obtaining the Com¬ 
missioners’ approval; 

(i7<) by section 249, authorises fines for building, re-building or adding to 
a hut ill contravention of section 247; 

(ill) by section 2'>0, authorises building or re-building to be proceeded 
with if the Commissioners foil to pass orders within tho pre¬ 
scribed period of 14 days. 

IJloek of hutd 16 , ( 1 ) Act XIV of 1856, section 2.3, authoiised tho Commissioners to enforce 
esusiug risk of measures for tho avoidance of risk of disease to tho inhabitants or the ncighbour- 
diivase. JjqoJ arising from a block of hats being huddled together, or being without 

drainage and being so situated as to make scavenging impracticable. The pro¬ 
cedure*^ jirescribed was for tho tlommissioners to affix a notice requiring tho 
owner or occupier to take measures for the avoidance of such risk, and, in 
default of such owner or occupier, for tho Commisdoners themselves to pull down 
the huts or take such other measures as they might consider necessary. 

(2) Bengal Act VI of 1863. section 129, contained similar provisions. 

(3) Bengal Act IV of 1876, sections 280 to 283, contained similar provi¬ 
sions, but gave tlie Commissioners power to take action only at a special 
meeting and upon the report of two medical officers whom they were 
empowered to depute to make an inspection. It was further provided by 
sections 2''4 to 286 of the same Act that the Local Government might take 
action in default of the Commissioners. By section 283A of the same Act (which 
was inserted by Bengal Act VI of 1881, section 21), the Comiwissloners wore 
given an alternative power, acting with the sanction of the Local Government, 
to acquire the land occupied by an insanitary block of huts, to frame 
a scheme for tho improvement of the area, and to sell or let tho land to any 
person undertaking to carry out such scheme, or to engage with any persop 
to carry out tho scheme, or to carry out the scheme themselves. The Com¬ 
missioners were further empowcicd to borrow money for purchasing land and 
carrying out a scheme of improvement as aforesaid. And restrictions wore 
imposed on the length of time for which the Commissioners might keep 
possession of land acquired by them under the section. 

Be-mod»lll]ig of The present Act (Bengal Act II of 1888) contains provisions for the 

bviteot. re-modelling of busteos, which may be summarised as follows 

(a) By section 251 the Commissioners are empowered, subject to 

certain restrictions, to define and alter the external limits of 
any bustee. 

(b) By section 252 the Commissioners may require the owners of 

a bustee to prepare a joint plan showing (i) the manner in 
which the bustee should be laid out, with the huts standing in 
regular lines and with a free passage in front of and behind 
each line for ventilation and scavenging purposes, And (ii) the 
proposed drains, tho water-supply, the bathing arran^ments, 
privy accommodation, roads, common lands, &c. T. ne Com¬ 
missioners may modify such plan, and when they approve of it 
it becomes a standard plan. No nut may be built, re built, or 
added to, after a plan has been called for, until a standard 
plan has been prepared. • 

I e) By section 253 the Commissioners themselves are authorised to pre¬ 
pare a standard plan at the cost of the owners of the ^ustee. 
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(rf) By section 254 provision is made for hearing and disposing of 
objections by bustoe owners to the standard plan, 

(tf) By section 255 the building or re-building of or adding to huts is 
prohibited, except in accordance witli the standard plan, and 
provision is made for the re-building of existing huts in 
accordance with the plan, compensation being paid to the 
owners. The Commissioners are further empowered to require 
the owners of a bustee to carry out improvements to meet 
the plan. 

(/) By section 256 a buatee brought into conformity with a standard 
plan is to be deemed to be a re-rnodelled bustoe. 

18. The Act further reproduces the provisions of Bengal Act IV of 1876, Speedy imppove- 
sectiuns 280 to 283 and 283A Lsummarised in paragraph 16{3), supra^, with 
modifications. Tho now sections may be Bummarnod as follows:— 

(a) Section 257 empowers the Commissioners to have a bustee inspected 
by two medical officers when they (the Commissioners) consider 
that by reason of tho manner in which the huts are crowded 
together, or for any other reason, the bustee is in such an un¬ 
healthy condition that the procedure prescribed by sections 252 
to 256 ( summarised in paragraph 17, supra'] would be too 
dilatory. The medical officers are to make a report on tho 
sanitary condition of the bustee, to frame a standard plan of 
the bustee, and to certify which of the proposed works should 
bo taken in hand forthwith and -which of them should bo 
deferred for action under sections 252 to 256. 

(J) Section 258 authorises tho Commissioners to modify and approve the 
said standard plan and to require tho owners or occupiers of tho 
huts, or the land-owner, to execute the works which the 
medical officers have certified should bo taken in hand forth¬ 
with. 

(er) Section 259 authorises the Commissioners to execute such works them¬ 
selves, in default of the said owners or occupiers and at tho 
expense of the land-owners. 

(d) Section 260 contains provisions as to tl\o disposal of the materials of 
• huts pulled down in tho course of executing such works. 

(c) Section 261 authorises the Commissioners to acquire land other than 
• bustee land in the course of executing such works. 

(/) Section 262 declares that, when such works have been completed, 
section 255 shall apply to the bustee until it is brought into 
complete conformity with tho standard plan approved under 
section 258, after which the bustee shall be deemed to be a 
re-modelled bustee. 

(g) Section 268 gives the Commissioners an alternative power, acting 
with the sanction of tho Local Government, to acquire tho 
bustee, and to sell or let tho land to any person undertaking to 
• curry out tho standard plan, or to carry out the standard plan 

themselves. Restrictions are imposed on the length of time for 
which the Commissioners may keep possession of land acquired 
by them under the section, and it is declared that, when a 
bustee has been improved uuder the section, it shall bo deemed 
to be a re-modelled bustee* 

49. The Act further contains the following provisions, which aro now. Further prorif 
(a) Section 263, Standard plans, whether prepared imder section 252, ons as to bustee*.^ 
section 253, section 257 or section 268, shall not, without the 
consent of the owners, show more than -^th of the area of tho 
busteo ad roads, or more than ^ as open lands, excluding tanks 
which are not to be filled up. And they must, as far as 
poasiblp, provido for one or more huts being completely 
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contained in each separate plot of bu'^tee land; also for a duo 
proportion of roadway and open ground in each plot, cora- 
pensalion being paid vhore more than tho proscribed proportion 
of land is taken from any plot for roadway or open ground. 
(h) Section empowers any owner of bustco land by notice to the 
Commissioners to lake it out of tho category of bustoe land. 

(c) Section 265 provides that private roads shown in a standard plan 

shall remain tho property of their owners, but shall be kept 
open to the Commissioners’ conservancy carts and to tho use of 
tenants of the bustce. 

(d) Section 2C6 provides that notices under section 264 shall not, with- 
' ^ out tho express consent of the Commissioners, affect any road 

shown in a standard plan. 

(e) Section 267 secures to owners of land and huts the right to occupy 

' roads, common ground, &c., shown in the standard plan. 

20 (1) The earliest enactment which dealt with tho formation of streets in 
Calcutta was Act XVI of 1847, passed by the Governor-General of India in 
pal Commissioners. Section 15 of that Act directed that the municipal funds slioiild be 

applied alia to the opening of streets and squares in (Towded parts of the 
town, and the removal of obstructions to tlio free circulation of air, but no 
detailed procedure was laid down for effecting such improvements. 

(2) Huch a procedure was provided by Act II of 1848. Section 11 of that 
Act recited— 

^a) that it was essential to the health and convenience of tho inhahitants 
that straight and s])acious streets and thoroughfares should be 
continued where they bad been begun, and should in other 
cases bo opened out so as to perforate the mass of buildings in 
tho town in straight lines from south to north, from east to 
west, from south-east to nortli-wcst, and from south-wost to 
north-west, large open spaces being left from which the said 
streets should divergo in linos without interruption to the river 
and to tho surrounding open country, and 
(b) that it was necessary that the narrow iiinos and gullies inhabited by 
tho native residents should be converted into straight and 
spacious streets ami thoroughfares formed as aforesaid, compen¬ 
sation being paid to owners of buildingii. . 

Tho section then proceeded to require tho Commissioners to have plans of 
streets, thoroughfares and open spaces made j to select one ot such plans and 
submit itto the Govornmontwith their recommendations, and to carry tho selected 
plan into execution if sanctioned by the Government, and so far as funds and 
circumstances should permit. If any plan selected by ^tho Commissioners was 
rejected by the Government, a new plan was to be submitted, and so again until 
a plan was finally sanctioned by tho (Jovemment.^ 

Section 12 of the Act roquinid the Commissioners to purchase buildings 
and land for carrying out the plan, and left them a free hand in executing the 

necessary works. . . 

(3) Act X of 1852, section 65, merely repeated tho provisions of Act XVI 
of 1847, section 15 [summarised in paragraph 20(1), supra]. 

(4) Act XII of 1852, section 4, authorised the Commi8sioni?r8, with the 
consent of the Governor of Bengal, to lay out, mnko, build and constiuct streets, 
to alter and widen narrow streets, and to turn, divert, discontinue, or stop up 
streets, due compensation being paid to owners of land. It was, liuwever, de¬ 
clared that neither tho Commissioners nor any one else should make or jay out 
auy now street unless the same bo, if a carriage road, at least 50 feet wide, or, 
if not a cairiage road, at least 20 feet wide, tho draips at the side of the street 
being excluded in both cases. 

(5) Tho next Act was Act XIV of 1856, Section 6 of this Act authorised 
the Comm’issionor.s, with the consent ot the Local Goveminont, to lay out and 
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make new streets, to turn, divert, diseontinue or stop up any public street, and 
to widen, open, enlarge or otherwise improve any siieh street, due compensation 
being paid to owners and occupiers of land and buildings. 

Section 7 authorised the application of the principle of recoupment with the 
consent of the Local Government. 

Section 8 authorised the Commissioners to agree with owners of land for 
the absolute purchase thereof for tho purpose of laying out and making new 
streets or of widening, enlarging, or otherwise improving any public street or 
road. 

(6) Bengal Act VI of 1863, sections 110 to 112, contained similar provi¬ 
sions. 

(7) Bengal Act IV of 1876, section 190, contained similar provisions, save 
that the consent of the Local Government was not required, and that tho prin¬ 
ciple of recoupment was not authorised. 

(8) Th(^ provisioijs of the present Act (Bengal Act II of 1888) as to the 
formation of streets by the Municipal Commissioners are as follow :— 

(i) Section 37 declares it to be the duty of tlio Commissioners, inter alia, 
to open out and improve bustoes and to make adequate and 
suitable provision for the roguladou of new streets, while 
section 36 (7) declares that llie municipal propeity and funds 
shall be applicable, inter alia, to the construction aui alteration 
of streets. 

(n) Section 203 empowers the Commissioners to lay out and make new 
streets, to turn, divert, discontinue, or close any public street or 
part thereof, and to widen, open, enlarge, or otherwise improve 
any such street. 

(tit) Section 264 empowers the Commissioners to acquire land and build¬ 
ings for improving or making any public street, and authorises 
the application of the principle of recoupment. 

(m*) Section 208 empowers the Commissioners to prepare plans of project¬ 
ed public streets, showing alignment, intended regular lino, and 
other details, and declares that section 207 fas to line of street— 

# summarised in paragraph 25 (5), infra j shall apply to such 

streets. 

21. (1) Act XIV of 1856, section 21, gave the Commissioners powers of control by Mu- 
control over the making of new streets by private individuals, os regards level nieipai Commit, 
and width.

(2) Bengal Act VI of 1863, section 127, and Bengal Act IV of 1876, section 
200, contained similar provisions. 

(3) Tho present Act (Bengal Act II of 1888), section 213, contains 
similar provisions, and gives the Commissioners powers of control over tho 
drainage arrangements as well as the level and width of such streets.

(2) Bengal Act VI of 1863 section 141, contained similar provisions, but 
the restriction as to the width of the street was not rc-enacted, and a projection 
of 5 feet WHS allowed in all cases.

Bye-laws, 

None of the Acts prior to Bengal Act II of 1888 gave any specific Bye-lawsprlot t* 
make bye-laws fur regulating either the construction of build- ****• 
mgs or tbe formation of sireets. Some bye-laws w'cre, however, framed 
for tho guidance of municipal employes in working section 277 of the 
Act of 1876, relating to the erection of huts. These bye-laws are 
printed on pages 82 to 84 of Mr, O. C. Dutt’s “ Hand-book of tho Rules, Bye¬ 
laws, Regulations, &c., of the Calcutta Munidpality,” published in 1886, and 
are reproduced, with but little alteration, as bye-laws lU to 19 made under 
clause (c) of section 412 of Bengal Act H of 1888. 

27. By clause (e) of section 412 of Bengal Act II of 1888, power is con- Powem rItmi ty 
ferred on the Commissioners to make byo-laws with regard to tho “height and Act U <rf 

mode of construction of buildings,” and, by clause {/) of the sameb/oJsw?. 
section, power is given to make bye-laws with regard to “ventilation, 
and the extent to which spaco must be left for the free circulation of air 
as required by the provisions of section 243. ” These are the only powers 

g iven by tho present Act for the making of bye-laws as to the construction of 
uildings, and there are no powers for making byo-laws as to tho formation 
of streets. 

28. 


The existing bye-laws may be summarised as follows:— 

(i) Bye-hw (e) 1 declares that the re-building of an old masonry 
building sliall be regarded as the erection of a new building 
if more than half of the old building has been taken down. 

(;6) Bye-laws («) 2 to 7 contain directions as to foundations, walls, 
footings, the provision of a damp-proof course, support to 
beams and girders, and the use of incombustiblo materials for 
roofs. No. 6 incorporates by reference certain bye-laws of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works relating to walls and height of 
storeys. 

(8) Bye-law (e) 8 requires a declaration to be made when a proposed 
building or hut m intended to be used for -an oil, flour or 
soorkey mill, or an iron foundry. 

Bye-law (e) 9 directs thut buildings and huts shall be constructed in 
accordance with the plan approved by the Commissioners. 

(S) Byo-laws {e) 10 to 21 regulate the erection of new huts in bustees. 

Nos. 10 to 13, 15 and 16 contain directions as to building 
huts in lines and as. to the preservation of roadways, paths and

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spaces*; No. 14 directs that no now liat shall, without special 
sanction, be erected at more than 100 feet from'a road; No. IT 
directs provision of privies; No. 18 regulates the lieiifht of the 
plinth; Nos. 19 and 2^> deal with drainage, and No. 21 de¬ 
clares that the approval of the Commissioners shall be required 
to the re buildiiij^ of the sides and roof of a hut. 

(6) Byedaws (/), 1 to 7, deal with masonry buildings to bo newly erected 
on sites previously unbuilt upon. 

No. 1 regulates construction on sites tilled up with refuse. 

No 2 prohibits more than two storeys abutting on a street loss than 
40 feet wide except with the special consent of the Com¬ 
missioners. 

No. 3 requires, as to dwellings,— 

(a) that the whole of at least one side of every room shall either 
bo an external wall or abut on an interior open space or on 
a verandah; 

(J) that 8U(5h interior space shall have an area equal to not less 
than Jth of the aggregate floor area of all the rooms abutting 
thereon, and shall not be in any direction less than 9 feet 
across; 

(c) that such external wall shall, where it faces a street loss than 

lb feet wide, have between it and the boundary line of the 
promises an opiai space not less than 2 foot wide ; 

(d) that there must bo a space at the back, and if not attached to 

the adjacent premises then at the sides also, of 4 foot along 
the whole length between the building and tho boundary 
line of the premises, or, if the boundary line is a wall, then 
between the building and the inner edge of that wall; and 

(e) that every prescribed open space, whether exterior or interior, 

must be kept free from any erection other than a boundary 
wall, and must ho open to the sky, and must be kept open 
to access from each end. 

No. 4 requires that every such open space must bo raised at least 
one foot above tiie lovel of tho nearest street, so as to admit of 
easy drainage. 

Nos. 6 to 7 require that every room intended to be used as a

Inadequacy op past and present law, and continuance op evils. 

Inftdequsoj 29. The foregoing abstract shows that until the, year 1888 no real attempt 

iS'^to^onstrnAion made to control the construction of masonry buildings in Calcutta. Useful 

of masoniy provisions were enacted for preventing the use of inflammable materials in 

ing* ' the construction of roofs and external waits, and the placing of buildings over 

sewers was controlled; but bey.oAd those points the powers conferred upon the 
Cemmiseioners were of the most, meagm description. Between the years 1848 
and 1859 the Commissioners had authority merely fix; the level of foundations. 
From 1856 to 1876 they had no power beyond fixing thq levels of the founda¬ 
tions aud lowest floor, and in the latter year the additional power conferred 
upon them was to fix the width of foundations. These were the only powers 
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exercisable by the Commissioners in the case of new buildings. In the case of 
buildings in a ruinous or dangerous state they had powers of demolition and 
repair. 

30. In regard to huts, the Commissioners had fuller powers.' The Acts of prior to 

1856 and 1863 empowered them to enforce the erection of huts in regular lines, ^ 10 *^ 4 ** 
with proper passages for ventilation and scavenging, and at such level as would 
admit of sufheiont drainage; but those powers could only be exercised where tho 
ground had not already been built upon. The Act of 1876 removed the restric¬ 
tion just mentioned, and also empowered the Comniissionors to require the pro¬ 
vision of privies, drainage and a properly raised plinth. Special powers have 
also been enjoyed by tho Commissioners irom 1856 onwards for demolishing or 
otherwise dealing with blocks of huts found to be in an insanitary condition. 

31- As regards the formation of streets, the necessity for empowering Ltw pri»r to 
the Commissioners to opon out streets was recognised by an Act passed so long 1^88 as to formation 
ago as the year 1847. In the following year an important declaration was^ Btreets. 
made by the Legislature as t<> the necessity for forming straight and spacious 
streets and thoroughfares and breaking up narrow lanes and gullies, and the 
Commissioners were required to make plans and execute the necessary works for 
these purposes, so far as funds and circumstances should permit. Tho Act of 
1848 was, however, repealed in 1852, and from that year up to 1888 the Commis¬ 
sioners were merely empowered to lay out, alter and close streets. Between 
1862 and 1876 these powers could only be exercised with tho consent of the 
Local Government. From 1856 to 1876 the principle of recoupment was 
authorisod, but it was not re-established until 1888. 

From 1856 to 1876 the Commissioners were empowered to control the mak¬ 
ing of new streets by private individuals, but their control extended only to 
level and width. 

From 1852 to 1856 streets (whether made by the Commissioners or by 
private individuals) were required to be at least 60 feet wide, or, if not intended 
tor carriage traffic, then at least 20 feet wide (the drains at the side of the street 
being excluded from these measurements); but this provision was repealed in 
the latter year. 

32. For the protection of streets from encroachment there has been legis- P”®*" 

lativo provision of gradually increasing efficiency from the year 1848 onwards. tion^ofstreeiS^from 
while from 1850 tliore have been provisions for improying the lino of streets by encroachment, 
setting buildings forward or back. 

33. It was not until the year 1883 that the statute law was substantially Substantial im- 
improvod on the foregoing points, and it was not until that year that the provement in <liie 
Commissioners w'cre given power to make bye-laws to supplement the statute-effected 
law. Bolth the new Act and the bye-laws are, however, drawn in such a manner 

that many of the improvements which they were intended to introduce have 
proved in possible of achievement. 

34. The omission of tho Legislature to control the construction of Former repre- 
houses and other masonry buildings in this city until 1888 is tho more extra- 

ordinary whon wo find tiiat, early in the century, the attention of the Govera- necessitv for pro- 
ment had been called to the necessity for suitable regulations. So far back as building regu- 
tho 6 th of June, 1803, tho then GoVernor-Qeneral of Fort William, the Marquis 
of Wellesley, in a minute of that date, wrote as followB[*]]:— 

** The increasing extent and population of Oalcatta, tlio capital of the British Empire in 
India, and the seat o£ the Suprrmo Authority, require the serious attention of Goverument. 

It is now become absolutely necessary to provide permanent means of promoting the health, 
the comfort, and the convenience of the numerous inhabitants of this great Town.*^ 

Amongst the defects which His I^ordship enumerated as contributing to the 
nnhealthiness of Calcutta, he mentioned— 

“ the houfos in those quarters of the Town occupied pi-ineipally by tho native inhahitants, 
having been built without order or regularity, and tho streets and lanes having been formed 
without attention to health, convenienoo, or safety of tbs inhabitants, to which cause must btf 
ohiofly ascribed the frequency of by which many valuable lives had been annually lost 
and property to a great extent hojl been destroyed.” 

** It is a primary duty of Government,” llis Lordship continues, “ to provide for the 
health, safety, and oonvenienoe of the inhabitants of. this great Town by establishing a 
oomprehensive system for the improvement of roads, streets, punlio drains aud water-oourses, 
and by fixing permanent rules for the oonsiruotion and distrihution of tha hp^ses and public 
edifices, and for the regulation of nuisanoos of every description. 

« Xhe appearance and beauty of the Town are insepaiably connected with the health, 
safety and oonvenienoe of tho inhabitants, and every improvement which shall introduce a

greater tleprree (tf order, symmetry, and mognifioonco in the streets, roads, ghats, and wharfs, 
public odiiicos and private habitations, will tend to ameliorate the climate and seoure and

was fixed duiing His Lordship’s tenure of office for the construction and 
arrangement of houses. 

of 3G. In 1830, in pursuance of a recommendation made by Lord Auckland, 
the then Governor-General of India, a Committee was formed for the purpose 
of, amongst other things, framing a plan of local management and taxation for 
matters connected with the health, comfort and improvement of the Town of 
Calcutta. In one of tlie reports made by that Committee, the personal inspection 
of tlie portion of the town which is now included in Wards Nos. 7 and 8 was 
described by Sir John Grant and Mr. Rustomjee Cowasjee, members of tho 
Committee, in tho following words : — 

“We have passed through the greater part of the roads and lanes in the native part of 
tho town hounded by Lall Bazar, Chvo Street, Muobooa Bazar, and College Street. Setting 
out from Tank Square, wo passed through Old China Bazar, passed the Armenian Church up 
to Buira Bazar, through all the wimlirgs of which we passed as far as tho Mint, from thenoe 
to the Portuguese Church, Moorgheliatta, along the Cnitpur Hoad to Muohooa Bazar, and 
hack thiuugh Colootollah Boad. Through several of the lanes and alleys wo could not pass, 
the same not being wide enough for the admission of any wheeled carriage or cart. The whole 
of this space, with tho exception of some plaoes near College Street, is most thickly inhabited; 
the houses aud shops adjoin; and though not lofty are siifiioientiy high to exclude sun and 
air, tho froo circulation of the latter of which is effectually prevented oy the extreme narrow* 
noss, sharp angles, and perpetual tortuosities of the streets, few streets being more than a 
quarter of a mile in length in tho same direction, and many not so much ; none of the streets, 
except those to bo presently mentioned, much exceeding twelve feet between the front Walla 
of the opposite houses, many being much narrower ; and of this space, from ono foot to one 
and-n-half foot in width, being occupied by a kennel on each aide. These kennels are 
apparently two and-a-half feet deep, with brick sides, the bottoms filled with perfectly stag¬ 
nant water and filth ; and the tops covered, at distances of from one foot to two feet and two 
and-a-half feet apatt, with buildings from six to ten feet in length, which in a few places are 
the entrances to houses, hut which in all other instances arc tho supports of platforms used 
as shops, which platforms are erected immediately over the kennel, from one foot to three 
feet above it, the space between the bridge aud the platform being closed to the front, sO 
that no part of tho kennel is aooessible for the purpose of cleansing it, but the above-men¬ 
tioned intervals of one, two, or two and-a-half feet in length, at various distances of not 
less than six, or more than ten, feet from ^ob other ; while the whole stench freely escapes 
into tho stictts aud houses. 


The space above described is the most populous peu't of Calcutta, and fortns the “ chief 
seat of its wealth and place of the residence of all the native bankers, merchants * and 
tradesmen of Calcutta.’^

In spito of these reports, nothing seems to have been done before 
the year 1863 to . improve the portion of tho town the state of which was thus 
de8cribcd,pj nor was any attempt made till then to prevent tho condition of 
the rcmaiiuicr of the city becoming equally objectionable. 

37. Altliough much has been done under the powers conferred by the 
Acts of 1876 and 1888 to reduce the state of overcrowding described by 
Sir John Grant, by including the old surface drains in the road area and by 
opening out now streets, tho action of the Corporation has been limited by the 
funds available, and many portions of the town are still greatly overcrowded. 
For a doscri])tion of the present overcrowded state of the town as a whole, we 
beg to refer to the portions of tho following documents which refer to that 
subject, namely 


(a) the report addressed on the 28th October, 1896, to tho Sanitary

We are asked to report on the operation of the building clauses of that Act, and 
of the bye laws passed under the powers given by that Act. 

39. There is a certain amount of difference of opinion as to whether Questionwhethet 

buildings which have been erected since the passing of that Act are superior buildings erected 

to those previously built.[^3 In dealing with tliis question, we refrain from thole 

comparing the houses now being built with those which were built many years prerioudy built, 
ago in parts of Calcutta where land was cheap, and where it was possible for 

the person building a new house to make ample provision for the admission of 
light and air. We can compare only the buildings constructed since April, 

1889, the date on which the new Act came into force, with those which were 
built in recent times, but before that month.^ We are satisfied, on the evidence 
before us, that, in consequence of the provisions of the new Act and of the 
bye-laws passed thereunder, improvements have been made in the construction 
of houses; but, in consequence of defects in the Act and bye-laws and of 
difficulties in the working of them, to which wc will hereafter refer, the im¬ 
provements have not been so marked as might have been hoped. 

40. Of those Associations and gentlemen who answered No. 19 of our Opinions of au-

41. Before dealing in detail with the alterations which wo consider 
ought to bo made in the existing law, wo desire to report that the main defects 
which wo find in the Act and bye-laws and in their working are as 
follow :— 


(1) the absence of power to prevent the construction of buildings 

contrary to the regulations contained in the bye-laws; 

(2) the want of eflective powers of punishment for offences against the 

Act; 

(3) the absence of any provision in the Act for the width of streets or 

for the height of houses; 

(4) that much of the matter contained in the bye-laws would properly 

find its place in the i\ct; 

(5) that the Building Committee of the Commissioners is too large a 

body for the purpose of dealing with questions relating to 
buildings; 

(6) that bye-law (/) 8 QJ is too wide in its terms. 

Complaint has also been made against the first proviso in section 235 of 
the Act, but provided that the Committee wo recommend (see para¬ 
graph 44, infra) be appointed we sec no objection to such a proviso. 


Form of new legislation. 

Form of the 42. To remedy these defects extensive amendments in the law will be 
required; but it would be possible, by amending Bengal Act II of 1888, to pro- 
^ ’ vide for all that is necessary. Tho question whether the alterations in the law 

should take the shape of a now Act, or should bo introduced into the existing 
enactment, is one rather of form than of substance. The amendments whicn 
we are about t6 recommend are numerous, but they can conveniently be made 
by repealing tho building sections of the present Act and inserting new 
sections in their place. 

As the regulation of streets and buildings will remain a part of the 
municipal system and, if our recommendations (see paragraph 44, infra) are 
accepted, will be placed under the control of a Committee to be composed of 
members of the Corporation, it will be more convenient that the rules governing 
the construction of buildings should remain as a part of the law which consti* 
tutes the Municipality. 

A largo majority of the persons whom we have consulted r*j are in 
favour of an amendment of the present Act in preference to tho separation 
of tho building law from the rest of the law relating to tho Municipality, and 
we see no reason to differ from their views.

any variations in the general eloinentary rules, which are as necessary for 
sanitation and ventilation in one pait of the town as in another. The question 
will, however, be further dealt with in the Bill whicli, as stated in paragraph 
143, infraf we intend to submit to the Government. 


Changes needed in the existing law. 

44. Wo consider it to be of the utmost importance that the powers now Gommittco for 
possessed by the Commissioners to control the action of tho Executive with buildiajc 

regard to the erection of buildings, the enforcement of buildiiig regulations t^us^cic!^ regula- 
and the protection of streets from encroachment, together with such further 
powers in tho same behalf as may bo considered necessary, should bo entrusted 
to a small Committee, to whom only an appeal should lie from tlio action of 
the Executive officers. This Committee should be entirely indepondent of the 
general body of the Commissioners, and their decisions, when in accordance 
with law, should be final. The formation of new streets and tho carrying out 
of other schemes of improvement out of funds provided by tho Cuiporatioii 
should also be in the hands of this Committee. We think that tho Commis¬ 
sioners ill meeting should have power to settle the amount to bo spont and to 
impose such conditions as they may think fit on the expenditure of such funds, 
but that tho land should be acquired and all tho work siioiild bo exociitod 
under the direction of the Committee. The Committee, however, should 
neither undertake any work nor niako any substantial alteration in the details 
i)i any scheme without the permission of the Commissioners in moeting. 

Prosecutions should only be instituted with the sanction of tlie Committee, 
and orders for demolition should bo made only on their application. 

In order to relieve the Committee of difficulties in the interpretation of tho 
law, and to secure uniformity in such interpretation, tiny should be empowered, 
either at tho request of parties or at their own instance, to state a special case 
for tho opinion of tho High Court. Tho costs of such reference siiould be in 
the discretion of the Court. Wo have no doubt that the High Court would, in 
order to prevent such references becoming unduly costly, frame, as in tho case 
of Small Cause Court references, a scale of costs which would be confined within 
reasonable limits. Power should be given to the High Court to frame such 
scale. The powers suggested in this paragraph could apparently only bo given 
by tho Supreme Legislative Council. 

We have carefully considered how the Committeo should be constituted, 
and are of opinion that it might well consist of the following:— 

(a) tho Chairman, or, in his absence, the Vice-Chairman of tho Com¬ 
missioners, as President; 

{h) the Engineer of the Corporation ; 

(c) two Commissioners, to bo elected every three years by tho general 

body of Commissioners; 

(d) one Commissioner, to be nominated every three years by the Local

Moreover, for purposes of traffic and locomotion, it 
is necessary that the width of streets should be regulated. We will hereafter 
consider how far it is desirable and possible that new streets and spaces should 
be opened out in congested areas; but, apart from tliis, we think it absolutely 
necessary that a m'inimum width should be fixed for all public streets to be open* 
ed out in any part of the town. We are satisfied on the evidence p] before us 
that the proper minimum to fix /or the width of public streets in masonry areas 
is forty feet. This will give twen*y four feet for roadway and sixteen feet for 
footpaths. Twenty-four fret would admit of two lines of traffic progressing at 
moderate speed without getting into the channels, and would also give room 
for a heavy wagon or large carriage to turn safely. [*] Forty feet will of 
course not be sufficient width for main roads which have to be opened out as 
arteries of traffic and communication, but it is quite enough for a minimum.

85. In order effectually to control the emctlon of buildings, the Committee, 
the Engineer, and the ofiieois and agents of the Municipality should be 
empowered to inspect at all reasonable times, after giving reasonable notice,— 

(a) all buildings in course of erection, re-erection, or alteration, and 
(4) all buildings newly erected, ro erected, or altered, providod that the 

inspection be made during a period of ono month after the Amendmpnt of 
owner of the builditig has given notice to the Commissioners 
or to tho Committee that the building has been completed. 

86. We DOW come to the penal sections of tlie Act. They should provide 
effectually fer the punishment of any breach of the Act or of orders lawfully 
issued under it. 

In the opinion of the majority of us, tho owner and the builder should 
be mada responsible for all offences against tho Act. 

Bectiou 242 should render all persons building, re-building or materially 
altering without saiicdoii or in a way contrary to tlie Act or bye-laws, or deviat¬ 
ing from the sanctioned plan, liable to fine, and also to daily fine. The penalty Demolition oi 
under section 242 should bo laiscd. At present it is the same as in tho case of 
huts (sec section 249). 

87. We think that orders for demolition should be made only by a 
Magistrate, and, if possible, by a spetnal Magi^-truto to bo appointed under 
section 422. 

.The powers of doruolition under section a 210 ami 241 should apply to

should be a couit-yard oi not less than ono*fourth of the wholo area. 

Sj>uc€8 lor roads and passages .— Powtr should be given to insist upon proper spaces being 
left for roads and passages when it is proposed to build several huts on one site. 

114. To proceed to Part ( / ) of tho bye-laws: in tlie opinion of the majo¬ 
rity this Part should apply to every case, whether a house be newly built, 
re-erected, or materially altered. 

llo. Bye-law 2 will be superseded by our recommendations (paragraph 
50, supra) as to the width of streets. 


116. Tho portions of bye-law 3 which relate to court-yards and to the 
open spaces between houses nave received our most careful consideration. The 
letter written to us by the British Indian Association [*3 describes tho necessity 
for these court-yards for religious purposes as well as for the purposes of venti¬ 
lation. It is obvious that when a very small plot of ground is being built upon 
very little space can be left for a court-yard, but we think it necessary to 
prescribe a minimum larger than that prescribed by bye-law 3. We think 
that tho width of the court-yard of a one-storoyed house should be at least equal 
to tho height of the house. In casoaqK>f houses more than ono storey high, we 
would adopt the views of Babu Jadu Nath Sen, a builder of great experience 
in Calcutta. He would make the width the same as the total heighn of the 
second and third storeys In case of a two-storeyed house the width would 

be the height of the second storeys. 

Wo also think that a court-yard should have an area, in the case of a 
singlo-st.’ireycd building, equal to not less than one-fourth of the aggregate floor 
area of all tlie rooms abutting thereon, and should not bo in any direction less 
than eight feet across. In the case of a two-storeyed building such court-yard 
should have an area equal to one-half more than that required for single- 
storeyed buildings. In the case of a thr^storeyed building tlie court-yard 
should have an area equal to twice that required for a single-storeyod building, 
aud in that of a four-storeyed building it should be two and-a-iiulf times the 
area required for a single-storeyed buiWing: ^ 

Provided that, if the person intending to form such court-yard so 
as'wishes it, the area of tho court-yard may be made sufficient on each floor to 
tJoKtJrior bimcas! meet the above requirements, the size being increased at each floor level to the 
extent necessary to provide tho areas laid down. 

117. As to the space to be left between a house and the adjacent preitiises, 
we think that the rule should be as follows : at the back or sides of u ibuildimg 
there should bo an open space, extending laterally through the entire width

of such building. The distance across such open space from every part of 
such building to the boundary of any lands or premises immediately opposite 
or adjoining the site of such building should bo— 

{a) if the building has a court-yard, then— 

not less than 6 feet, if the adjacent building is next to the 
boundaiy wall, and 

not less tlimi 4 feet, it* there is a space of at least 4 feet on the 
other side of the boundary wall; 

{b) if the building has no court-yard, then not loss tlian 10 feet. 

There should be half as much again of space whero there are two 
storeys, twice as much space wlieio there are three storeys, and 2^ times as 
much space where there arc four storeys. 

If, liowever, any side of a building abuts on an open square or the like 
which is dedicated to public use' and is consequently not likely to be built upon, 

. no space should be required on that side. 

iiabii Nalin J3ehavi Sircar wishes to say that his views on the subject of 
open spaces are as follow :— 

Every masonry building, either nowJy erected or re-orected, must abut on a public street 
in its front. 

Having regard to the direction of tbo prevailing winds in Calcutta, every masonry build¬ 
ing should have an open space on at least two of its sides for I’reo vonfilution. In the case of 
a building standing on the ea«t of a street running north and south, or standing ou the south 
of a street running enst and west, the required open space shall be on its south an<l ptist sides. 

In the case of a building standing on the west of a street running north and south tho requir¬ 
ed open space thall bo on tlie south and north sides of llio building, or if standing on tho 
north side of a street runiung east and west, the required opou spaio shall be on the east and 
north sides of tho building. 

Tho open space on the south side in each case to be at least 6 feet in width, if it is a one- 
storeyed building. 

The open space on east side in each case to he at least 4 feet in width, if it is a one- 
storeyed building. 

The open space on the north tide, if no space can be left on its south, to be at least G 
feet; otherwise it should be at least 4 feet in width. 

In tho case of two-storeyed buildings, the open sjmoe must be at least 1^ times that 
required f'T a one-storoyed building. 

In the case of three-storoyed buildings the open space must bo at least twice that required 
for a one- storeyed building. 

In the case of four-storeyed buildings the open space must be at leaet 2J times that 
required for a one storeyed building, and so on. 

The above rule is applicable to buildirigs with court-yards or interior open spaces. 

Buildings having no court-yard or interior open space must have larger open spaces in 
tho exterior thereof than those mentioned above. 

118. In tho opinion of tho majority of us, bye-law No. 8 should not bo R^poal of bye- 
retained. It is not desirable that there should bo discretion given to any oneUw(/) 8 (power 
to override tho law, and it is clear that this bye law has been tho origin of 

many, if not of most, of the complaints which have been made as to the action of 
the Building Committee of the Corporation. Power should however be given 
to the Committee suggested in paragraph 4i, supra, to grant dispensations in 
special cases which are not provided for by the building law. 

119. With reference to the control of the construction of masonry buildings Masonry build- 
in bustee lands, it is quite dear that regulations are necessary. We recom-^ bnsteo 
mend the following rules on this subject :— 

(1) Where a new irasonrjr building is erected in a bustee area, the rule 

requiring the minimum width of a now street to be 40 feet 
(seo paragraph 51, supra) shall apply, the owner of tho land 
• being required to give up sufficient land to leave a space of 20 
feet between hip boundary wall fronting the street and tho 
centre of tho street. The land so given up should vest in 
the Commissioners, and the owner sliould be compensated 
therefor. 

(2) All masonry buddings must be erected so as to abut on a street of 

40 feet, or, whore there is no such street, sufficient land must 
bo left, as in tho above rule (1), for the making of a street. 

(3) Whero a hut is removed and a masonry building erected in its place, 

a space of at least 0 feet should bo left all round the new build-^ 
ing for ventilatioii, 
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(4) Where a new hut is erected adjacent to a masonry buildings a path¬ 
way of at least 0 i’oet should bo left between the two. 

(;3 Wlicro a new masonry biiildiog is erected adjacent to a hut, a pathway 
of at least 9 feet should be left between the two. 

(0) Whore a masonry building is erected in a busteo area, tho rules as to 
masonry buildings elsewhere should apply. 

(7) Tho Corporation should be required to open out roads in bustees as 
far as practicable, not only for tho purpose of securing proper 
ventilation for huts, but also with a view to the contingency of 
masonry buildings being erected at a future time. 


120 . Wo have made special inquiries as to whether tho law relating to the 
construction of privies requires aniondmont, and whether it is desirable to give 
further powers to deal with insanitary privies which are now in existence. 
The proceedings of tho Medical Hoard, with a copy of which wo have been 
favoured rn, and the answers wliioli wo have received to our question No. 10 of 
the «‘hd Afay, 1897 show that it is imperatively necessary that ampler * 
powers should bo given to the autliDiities. These powers should be given to 
tho Committee, or an appeal should lie to tho Committee from the orders of the 
executive officers. Wo desire to make tho following recommendations on this 
subject:— 


(1) Tho powers conferred upon the Commissioners by sections 2d2 and 

204 of tho Act should bo cxerciseable only by tho Com- 
inittco. 

(2) When there is no convenient access from a street, suitable for wheeled 

traffic, to a privy, tho Committee should be empowered to 
require that a passage at ground-level giving access to tho street 
in front of tho building shall be formed. Such passage to be 
not less than 4 feet wide. It may bo open to tlie sky or 
covered, but it must be provided with a suitable door. This 
should be provided for in the Act. The difficulty as regards 
privies to whicli tlioro are not sufficient means of access can in 
most cases be met by requiring tho privies to bo connected 
with the sowers [M. ^ 

(3) A clause should bo added to section 286 of the Act authorising the 

Committee, cither in addition to or in lieu of issuing a 
notice, to proscouto any iDcrson whose privy is not kept in 
good order, and providing for tho imposition of a penalty 
and of a daily line. Tho occupier sliould be hold responsible 
for tlie proper maintenance of privies, and should bo empowered 
to recover from tho landlord the cost of structural alterations 
made under tho direction of the Committee. 

(4) The erection of a dwelling-room over a privy should bo prohibited. 

Tho present law [bye-law (j/)!] provides that no privy 
shall bo constructed underneath a dwelling-room, but there 
is nothing to prevent a dwelling-room being constructed -above 
a privy, 

(5) No service privy in connection with a building should bo constructed 

at a distance of less than 6 feet from any other building 
which is or may be used as a dwelling-place, or is a public 
braiding, or in which any person is, or is intended to be, 
employed in any manufacture, trade or business. 

(6) A privj'', tho total height of which does not exceed 9 feet, may be 

built in the space at the back of the house. 

(7 ) It is not necessary to insist upon connected privies being detach¬ 

ed fromthe house. They may properly form part of the house. 

(8) A- service privy should not be placed in tho space at the back of a 

building unless there is a space of at least 4 feet between 
tho privy and the wall of the building.

with adequate means for constant ventilation at the floor, 
eaves, and ridge of such privy. 

* (11) Tho floor of such privy should be flagged or paved with hard tiles or 
other non-absorbent material, and should bo in every part 
thereof at a height of not less than six inches above tho 
level of the sarfac€v of tho ground adjoining siicli privy, 
and should have a fall or inclinati(ui towards the door of such 
privy of half an inch to the foot. 

(r2) Every privy in connection with a huildi»^g constructed for use in 
combination with a moveable receptacle for filth should be 
provided over tho whole area of the space imintidiately 
beneath tho seat of such privy with a flagged or asphalted 
floor, at a height of not less than tlircc inches above tlie level 
of the surface of tho ground adjoining such privy ; and tho 
whole extent of each side of such space between the floor and 
the seat should bo constructed of flagging, slate, or good brick¬ 
work, at least nine inches thick aud rendered in good cement or 
asphalted. 

(13) The seat of such privy, the aperture in such seat, and the space 

beneath such scat should bo coiistiuctcd of such dimensions 
as to admit of a moveable receptacle for filth of a capacity 
not exceeding two cubic feet being j^lacud and fixted be 
ncaili such seat in such a manner and in such a position 
as may effectually prevent tho deposit, upon the floor or 
sides of tho space beneath such seat or elsewhere than in such 
recejflacle, of any filth which may from time to time fall or be 
cast through tho aperiure in siicli scat. 

(14) Such privy should bo constructed in such a manner as to afford 

adequate access to tho space bcncntli each seat for the purpose 
of cleansing such space or of removing therefrom or placing 
and fitting tlieroin tho appropriatci rcce[)taclo for filth. 

(15) Every privy should be provided with a paved surface for ablution 

purposes, which should be drained into tho drainage system 
pertaining to the house. 

121. Wo desire to make the following additional recommendations for Certain bniU- 
tho amondmont of the Act:- 

The following buildings should be exempted from tho operation of so bye-la^rs. 
much of the Act and bye-laws as relates to tho erection, re-erection and altera¬ 
tion of buildings, namely:— 

{a) any building erected and used, or intended to bo erected and used, 
exclusively for the purpose of a pluiit-house, smrimcr-housc 
( not being a dwclling-houso ), poultry-house or aviary, to be 
wholly detached and at a distance of ten feet at least from any 
other building; 

(6) any building erected or intended to bo erected by, or with tho 
sanction of, tho Commissioners for use solely as a temporary 
hospital for the reception and treatment of persons sull’ering 
from any dangerous infectious disease. 

122. In tho case of buildings used by the public there should bo such Extema dooca. 
number of external doors as the Committee may require, but in tho caso of 

private dwellings there need only be one external door for ingress and egress, 
which should be at least 3 feet 6 inches wide by 7 foot high, measured inside tho 
door-frame.

Eomovai, &c. of 124. Excopt that we have recommen led tliat the Committee should have 

insanitary build- to compol ilouse-holders to rc-construct their privies on a sanitary plan and 

to provide suflicient access to them fi»r the municipal sweepers (paragraph 120, 
supra), we have not, so far, made any recommendations with regard to 
existing houses which uro not being ro-built or altered by their owners. We 
recommend that the Committee should have, with regard to such houses, powers 
similar to thos(3 given to tlie Ihesidont by the City of Madras Municipal Act 
(Madras Act I of 1881), section 323, which is as follows: — 

Powers of Prosi- “323. AVh« iiover the Tresident considers that any block of buildings in the City is, by 
dentlu cast* ofcner-of the manner in which sucli buildings aro crowded together, or of the want of 
^ drainage or ventilation, ami the impia(?tioabiliiy of cleansing, attended with risk of disease 

to the ocoupiers thereof or to the inhabitants of Hho neighbourhood, ho may cause a notice to 
be fixed to some conspicuous part of hU(3h block, requiring the ownors or occupiers thereof, 
Of, at the Option of tlio President, the owner of the land ou which such buildings are erected, 
within a ruasouablo time, to bo spoeilied in such notice, to execute such works or take such 
action as the President deems neopssary for the prevention of such risk. 

If such owners or occupiers neglect to execute such works or take such action within the 
time Bpocifiod, the President may, with tlio sanction of the Governor in Council, oaiiso such 
works to bo executed or such action to bo taken in respect of sucli buildings, and may, if 
necessary, cause sucli buildings or any of them to bo xmllcd down. [“]All the expenses so 
incurred shall be reooverablo from tho owner or occupier in the manner provided in 
section 437['*]. 

In eases where under this section a building is pulled down, the Commissioners shall 
make to tho owner or oecnpior thereof a rensonable compensation to bo ascertained in case of 
dispute in the manner prescribed in section 438.” 


AVo would roconuuend that these powers should apply not only to a block 
of buildings, but also to single buildings, that the sanction of the Government 
sliould not bo necessary, and that there be no demolition except by order of a 
Magistrate. On the order being made, the demolition should be conducted 
under tho orders of the Committee. 

Removal of 125. In our opinion it is necessary for tho health and comfort of tho in- 
habitants of tho city that the Commissioners in meeting should have tho power 
of removing from the quarters occupied by dwelling-houses such noxious and 
offensive trades and businesses as they might think fit. In doing so they 
should be compellod to acquire the land occupied by such trades, but it wquld bo 
unnecessary to require them to adopt proceedings under the Laud Acquisition 
Act. They should be required to pay compensation for the laud and buildings 
cnly, adding nothing for anything else, such as good-will. There is no doubt 
that tanneries, sooikee mills and other mills, places for the storage of hides or 
rags, and piggeries, ought to be removed from the neighbourhood of residential 
quarters. It has been suggested to us that cow-sheds and stables should^ also 
bo BO removed, but tho nuisance created by them would be more than counter¬ 
balanced by tho inconvenience which would be caused by their removal. 

It is also necessary to prevent dangerous and offensive trades being carried 
on within a specified distance, say 50 feet, of a dwellirjg-houae. 


Schemes fob laying out areas sparsely covered with masonry. 


Sobemes for lay- 12G. The enactment and strict enforcement of regulations, such as we 
the town which^ro suggested, will, WO anticipate, prevent an increase of insanitary building 
■parsely covered and of congested areas. This object would bo much aided by a scheme being 
witli masonry drawn for the laying out of those portions of the town subject to the Muni¬ 
cipality xvhich are at present but sparsely coverecl with masonry. It is wholly 
impossible to lay out any scheme with regard to the 'parts of the town whicn 
are extensively built upon [*j.

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{Opening out of congested areas.) 

The gentlemen whom we have consulted agree in considering that it 
would be possible to frame a general plan for the laying out of the suburban 
or other portions of the town which are not extensively built upon. In fram¬ 
ing such plan it would be possible to provide not only for the width of streets, 
but how tlio streets should run, and it would be possible to restrict certain 
areas to warehouses, business ofEces, residential quarters, public buildings, and 
shops, respectively. It is not within the limits of our Commission to specify 
the details of such a scheme, but we recommend that the necessary powers be 
given by law to the Commissioners. When such powers are given, it would 
be for the Committee and officers of the Corporation to elaborate a suitable 
scheme. The only recommendation we have to make as to the details is that, 
in any such scheme, it would be advisable that in quarters newly laid out the 
roads and open spaces should occupy at least as much ground as the building 
areas 


Opening out op congested areas. 

127. It remains for us to consider what steps should be taken with re- OiSning out of 

spect to the congested areas. The answers which we have obtained to areas. 

No. 21 of our Questions of the 3rd May, 1897, and Dr. Pilgrim’s report on 

Wards 22 and 25, [*] will show what areas require opening out. The most 
notorious examples are to bo found in Wards 5 and 7. All the persons consulted 
agree as to the congestion of Burra Bazar, Jora Bagan, and the neighbourhood 
of Colootollah. Burra ihizar pre-eminently needs opening out. Throughout 
Calcutta there are numerous areas which ought to bo opened out. 

The only possible means of opening out these areas are by driving roads 
through them, and by making open ^aces in them 

Dr. Simpson in his evidence p j considered that some portions of the 
city ought to be demolished. We are quite sure that if such a course were 
possible it would be to the advantage of the whole community, but we 
are unable to recommend it, as not only would the cost be prohibitive, 
but we hesitate to suggest a course which would cause so very much 
inconvenience to a very largo number of persons. For all practical purposes 
it would be sufficient to give to tlie Committee the powers we have recom¬ 
mended, and to open out a number of fairly wide streets. Where possible, it 
would be very desirable also to have open spaces, as lungs to the locality. 

Advantage might be taken of the existence of unwholesome tanks.. They 
might bo acquired, properly filled up, and laid out as are some of the squares 
in Calcutta. Parcels of bustcc land which aro in the centre of areas covered 
with masonry might similarly be acquired and laid out; but, with regard to 
them, care would have to be taken not to cause unnecessary hardships by the 
wholesale ejection of communities which might have to go far in search of 
suitable habitations. 

128. We understand that it is not intended that we should express Locahtips ia 
our opinion in detail as to where streets should be constructed, or where spaces be ^ ^ 
should be laid out. If we were to recommend, in detail all the streets which stracted or 

we thought desirable, the result might be a very serious increase in the cost 
of eventually acquiring the land. The land over which the roads would run 
would,-in the prospect of acquisition proceedings, immediately acquire a ficti¬ 
tious value, and it would be very difficult, at the distant time when the land 
may be acquired for some of these roads, to distinguish between the real value 
and this fictitious value. 

The gentlemen whom we have consulted have made a number of 
valuable suggestiobs to us with regard to new roads. They are to bo foun^ 
especially in the answer8[“^ to Question No. 23 of the 3rd May, and .we woulci

Funds fob improvements. 

Cost of improTe- 129. Wo iiow come to the most difficult portion of our task, namely, the 
ments how to be consideration of the question of how the cost of any extensive improvements is 
to be borne. 

rincipio of outsct say that, after very careful consideration, we 

betterment should have arrived at the conclusion that it would be unjust to require ncighbour- 
not be adopted. jjjg owners or occupiers to pay any portion of the cost of an improvement. 
There is not in Calcutta any substantial reason why owners of property 
should be required to give up portions of their property or rights for tho 
improvement of the locality in wliioh tiieir property is situate. It is true that, 
as far as wo can ascertain, the effect of opening out new roads, such as the 
Harrison Road and the Lansdownc Road, has been not only largely to increase 
tho value of property in their immediate neighbourhood Pj, but also greatly to 
raise the standard of health in the neighbourhood [*J. Tne rise in the value of 
land is, however, so very uncertain, and subject to so many influences, that it is 
impossible for us to predict with certainty that land in the neighbourhood of all 
new streets must necessarily increase in pecuniary value. 

It would in many cases be a great hardship to compel an owner to pay for 
the building of a street which he neither requires nor desires. Tho opening 
out of a now street is often as much a benefit-to persons away from, as to 
those residing in the immediate neighbourhood of, the particular locality ; and 
we are unable to say that there should be any deviation from the present 
system of not putting any greater burden upon the owners of land in tho 
immediate neighbourhood than upon other rate-payers. 

The first conclusion arrived at by the Select Committee of the House 
of Lords, tho report of which we annex as Paper No. 11 in Appendix 1, was as 
follows:— 

“ (l) The principle of betterment, in other words, the principle that persons whose pro¬ 
perty has clearly been iuoreased in market value bjf an improvement effected by local 
authorities should specially contribute to the cost of the improvement, is not in itself unjust, 
and such persons can equitably be required to do so. But the effect of a public work in 
raising the value of neighbouring Itmds is shown by experience to be unoertaiu. Whether, 
in any particular ojEkse, it is possible for a valuer to pronounce that such an effect has been 
produced by the completion of any public work, is a point upon which the evidence of eminent 
valuers differs greatly.’" 

It bas been said that, as the owners or their predecessors arc themselves 
responsible for tho congestion, they ought to be made to pay a portion of the 
costs of improvement, either by way of penalty or by way of being com¬ 
pelled to reimburse to the public the extra profits which they acquired at the 
expense of proper sanitation. But, having regard to the history of the growth 
of Calcutta, this view does not commend itself to us.

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131. The principle of recoupment pj, which was adopted in section 204 of Tlio piinciple of 
the present Calcutta Municipal Act, although there may be objections to it, »«<«>»?“«“*• 
seems to be now almost generally accepted in Calcutta. It is not desirable in 
any way to extend section 204, but we note that se veral of those gentlemen 
wliom we have consulted recommend the application of that section. Wo 
would, however, make these recommendations, that (1) when the Commissioners 
desire to acquire any additional land under clause (6) of the section, outside 
the regular line of a street, tlie owner shall bo at liberty to retain such 
additional land on paying a “ frontage rate ” to bo fixed by tho Corporation, 
or the capitalised value of such rate, and (2) the sanction of the Local Govern¬ 
ment should be req^uired in every case under clause (J), and not only, as at 
present provided, in cases where m(»re than one hundred feet of land aro 
acquired on either si<le of the regular line of a street. 

Tho Commissioners should further have power to make a contract with the 
owner of the land, giving him a right to a surplus of his land which would 
otherwise have been acquired, on such conditions as to payment of a lump sum 
or periodical payment as they should think fit. But, in tho event of such 
contract being made, tho owner sltould not bo liable to a special frontage 
rate 

A portion of the money required for street improvements could be 
obtained by acquiring surplus lands and by arrangements with the owners, but 
there is no doubt that, for any extensive inprovomeuts, large sums of money 
must bo forthcoming from elsewhere. 

132. Wo are quite satisfied that it is impossible to raise sufficient money The municipal 
fortius purpose by increasing the rates. As it is, house-owners in Calcutta ™to« should not be 
have to boar taxation «»ut of proportion to the burdens which are placed ”‘,1 

upon the shoulders of owners of i>ther classes i»f property *], and it would be upon, 
inequitable to force house-owners alone to pay the expense of a remedy for 

the existing evils. _ , 

The funds available to the Corporation are barely sufficient for the 
ordinary working expenses and for such improvements as become necessary from 
year to year, and we aro satisfied that their statutory borrowing powers cannot 
be drawn upon to adequately meet the necessary expenditure. The Adminis¬ 
tration Report for 189G-97 has satisfied us that it would bo impossible to take 
any money from the funds of the Corporation for tho pur[)oso of any large 
scheme of street construction without seriously interfering with other necessary 

works of sanitation. _ . , .n, 

133. So far back as 1803, we have the opinion of tho then Governor- pundc »houid be 

General that it was the “ duty of Government to contribute in a just propor- provided by the 
tion to any expense which may bo requisite for tho purpose of completing the • 

improvements of the town.” [‘J We submit that now, after the expiration of 

nearly a century since that minute was signed by the Marauis of Wellesley, 
it is equally the duty of the Government to come to the aid of the citizens of 
Calcutta in order to relievo them from the dangera to which they are subject. 

In the letter written by tho Secretary of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce to 
the Secretary of the Government of Bengal, dated the 4th of January, 1897 l‘ 3, 
tho Committee of that Chamber say that “ they bear in mind that taxation in 
the city is almost at a maximum, ana that it presses very heavily upon all classes, 
so that the question of money is one as to wMch probably the Government may, 
in the general interests of the Empire, feel called upon to come to the assistance 
of the city.” That it is in the interests of the Empire that Calc utta should be

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rendered as wholesome as possible, there can be no doubt. A serious epidemic, 
such as plague, if its ravages extended to Calcutta, would seriously dislocate the 
whole trade of the East. The Imperial revenues would be iifipaired, and the 
damage done to English Commorcoi and thus to the interests of England, would 
bo incalculable. 

Suffgoited taxa- 134. Calcutta is a large market, which distributes to the West the 
products of the East, and receives the products of the West for distribution 
throughout the Indian Empire. The city itself would by no means be the only 
sufferer by the destruction of its position in the Commercial and Financial 
world. It is not inequitable that a tax should be levied from the goods which are 
sold in the market, for the purpose of keeping up the market. For this reason it 
is worthy of the consideration of the Government whether some of the tax#*« to 
which wo will hereafter refer should not be imposed. There is also another 
reason why Imperial, or at any rate Provincial, revenues should bear a part in 
reducing Calcutta to order, namely, that for a portion of the year Calcutta is 
the seat both of the Supreme and of the Local Government. 

We take it that neither the Imperial nor the Provincial Government would 
be able to supply the funds without further taxation, and therefore the question 
arises, what lurther taxation is advisable or possible for the purpose ? 

We had hoped to have received from-the Bengal Chamber of Commerce 
and from the Calcutta Trades Association some recommendations as to how the 
money is to be provided, but neitlier of those influential bodies has favoured 
us w'ith any suggestions, although they each recognise the urgent need for 
improvements in the city. 

It is of course plain that the more suggestion of any form of taxation 
must necessarily raise up opposition, and that it would bo impossible to devise 
any scheme which would obtain anything like universal acceotanco. 

The real question is, what ought to bo taxed? The following suggestions 
which have been made to us are, we think, worthy of consideration:—> 

STiutonJute. (a) It has been pointed out to us that jute is ut present untaxed. As the 

jute industry is peculiar to Bengal, any tax on it would not 
unduly hamper Calcutta trade in competition with other parts 
of India. The tax could be easily and economically levied. 
We calculate that an anna a maund levied ou jute exported 
from Calcutta and on jute used in the mills in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Calcutta would produce over sixteen lakhs a year[^ ]. On 
the security of such a tax a largo sum could be raised for the 
purpose of improvements, and we think there can be no valid 
objection to its being levied. If a tax were imposed on jute 
exported from Calcutta it would be desirable, not only to 
impose a tax of similar incidence on jute used in the mills in 
the neighbourhood of Calcutta, but also, in order to prevent 
trade being diverted from Calcutta to Chittagong, whence 
jute is already exported, to levy a similar tax on exports from 
the latter port. The proceeds of the tax in Chittagong should 
be employed in improving that port, the funds of \7hich are^ it 
is understood, in need of assistance.

The average annual consumption of raw jute in the mills in the nei^bourhood of Calcutta between the 
1st August, 1893, and the 31st July, 1896, was 7,784,494 Mauodt. The estimated consumption from the 
1st Augusti 1896, to the Slst July, 1897, was 9,186,663 Maundy, and the probable consumption between the 
1st August, 1897, and the Slat July, 1898, ia estimated at 10,869,866 Maundi.

says: — 

*^The money wanted diould be obtained in the manner following, 
among others:— 

(1) Rupees 10 on every cheat of opium sold by Government, to be paid 
by the buyer. This charge nlono would enable about a orore of 
rupoes to be borrowed without disorganising the trade in opium. 

The nature of the trade or speculation in the drug is such that 
Government woidd not be affected in thoir sales in any appreciable 
degree. The point which I have dealt with, with regard to the 
Government rales of the drug, is very noticeable; the prices bid 
at the sales are dependent, not so much on the question of supply 
and demand of the drug in the market, as on speculations of a 
gambling charootor on the part of persons who are interested in 
the sales.'’ 

A similar suggestion was made by thelato Mr. Robert Knight in his 
articles on the condition of Calcutta[^]. Ten rupees per chest on 
opium would give nearly four lakhs a year. Opium is largely 
exported from llombay as well as from Calcuttaj^^J, and, if it be 
decided to levy a taxon this commodity for purposes of municipal 
improvement in Calcutta, it would bo desirable to impose a 
similar tax in Bombay, in order to prevent the diversion of 
Calcutta trade to that port. It is understood that largo schemes 
of improvement are under consideration in Bombay, for which 
funds will bo required. 

(c) Indigo and shellac have also been suggested as suitable for tar.ation, Taxation of 

but we do not see our way to recommending the imposition 

of any tax on these articles. Indigo is largely produced in ^ '*^^»*”*«*» « • 

Java, and is also subject to po8>ible competition with aniline 

dyes, while shellac is not produced exclusively in Bengal or 

even in India[®j. 

(d) If the Government wore to make over to the Municipality n Tax on petroleum, 

portion of the tax[*] on petroleum, that by itself would be 
almost sufficient. Ur the power suggested in clause (A) of this 
paragraph might bo conferred on tlie Corporation so as to

{ej Much might also bo done if the (.Tuvcniment made over to the 
Corporation a substantial portion of the canal dues and also

that the Bombay Government contributes' largo sums of money 
to the funds of tho Bombay Corporation. Tho amount paid 
by that Govornmoiit to the Corporation annually on account 
of liquor licenses is Rs. 1,43,750, while its annual contribution 
towards the “general tax” is, at 8 per cent,^ Rs. 92,587, and 
towards firo-brigade charges Rs. 5,787. In addition, the income

(/) In his note of the 14th January, 1897, Mr. Hughes suggested a 
terminal charge on railway and oanal ^oods traffic to and from 
Calcutta, and a tax on passengers arr^ing in and leaving Cal¬ 
cutta by mil or sea. We think the second of these suggestions 
worthy of careful consideration. The Bengal Chamber of 
Comtnerce[^], in objecting to the former charge, hay it 
would be a handicap to tho trade of the port as against 
other Indian ports, and for this reason wo would not 
further press the consideration of this charge ; but, with 
regard to passengers, although the Chamber say that they 
do not consider that tho tax could justifiably bo levied, 
they give no reasons for that opinion, and therefore there 
can be very little serious objection to the, tax. It could 
be easily levied, would not be seriously felt, and might 
bring in a large revenue. We beg to refer to Appendix 
C to Mr. Hughes’ noto[*], which contains particulars as to the 
number of passengers to and from Cacutta during the year 
1895-96. Every passenger who arrives in Calcutta derives 
more or less advantage from tho sewage system, the water- 
supply and other services maintained by the Corporation. 

{g) It has oeen suggested that the question whether an octroi should 
not be levied should he re-considered by the Government. 
This matter has already been considered In 1885 a 
Committee appointed by the Government were ‘‘ unanimously 
of opinion that a complete system of octroi, understanding by 
the term a cordon of stations or toll-houses round Calcutta for 
the purpose of levying town dues on articles of consumption 
generally, was not to bo recommended.” The only proposal 
on which they were agreed was that a tax of two annas a case 
should be levied upon petroleum brought into Calcutta. This, it 
was calculated, would bring in an annual income of Ks. 94,000. 
The proposal was agreed to partly because this revenue can be 
raised without difficulty or liability to abuse, owing to tho rules 
which are about to be introduced regulating the transport 
of petroleum by cart or boat, partly because, if the con¬ 
signees of petroleum find it convenient to store the^article in 
the town itself, instead of conveying it direct from the river¬ 
side’ depot to the railways which take it up country, there 
would be no injustice (considering the dangerous character of 
the commodityj in requiring a small fee to be paid for the use 
made by its owners of the town and its thoroughfares.”- With 
reference to the remark just cited, it may be observed that 
all petroleum brought to Calcutta is now stored at Budge- 
Budge, down the rivor. 

If our suggestions for the levy of taxes on jute and rail^y 
passengers should not be accepted, we would recommend that 
the question of imposing an octroi should be seriously con¬ 
sidered, Tbe emergency which has to be met is so great 
that new taxation in some form is absolutely essential. 

(A) If sufficient funds should not be obtainable from otheb sources, power 
might be given to the Corporation, with the sanction of the 
Government, to make a small addition for their own benefit to 
selected taxes. For example, the addition of one or two pies 
to tho four or five pies per rupee which are levied as income- 
tax might bo authorised, the proceods being handed over to the

{Modification of law of Land Acqumlion.) 

Corporation. This system has been adopted in some Conti¬ 
nental towns, and its groat advantage lies in the fact that the 
required revenue is raised by moans of an existing machinery, 
and without any appreciable addition to the trouble or cost of 
collection, flie only valid objection to increasing the income- 
tax that oc curs to us is that the measure would add to some 
extent to the burdens already imposed by the Calcutta Munici¬ 
pal Act upon residential house-owners. 


Modification of law of Land Acquisition. 

135. We are asked to consider whether the special circumstances of Mooification of 
Calcutta point to any amendment or modification of the law of land acqui- of laud acquui- 
sition. 

136. Before making specific recommemlations on this subject, wo desire Modification*for 
to recommend that the powers given to the Commissioners in meeting by »rapraving the city, 
sections 204 and 268 of Bengal Act II of 1888 be extended. They should, we 

think, have powers of purchasing land for the purpof-e of opening out any 
congested area, or of otherwise improving any portion of the town. 

They should also be empowered to acquire land for the purpose of 
making it over to a registered company undertaking to effect improvements, 
or to a private individual giving a similar undertaking if he satisfies the 
Commissioners that he is able to effect improvementsp]. Careful provision 
should, however, bo made to prevent undue interference with private 
interests. 

137. The Commissioners in meeting should also have power to acquire land m- difieation«for 

for the purpose of causing or permitting tho erection of large sanitary dwellings ^rectionof sanitary 
or barracks similar to tho workmen’s dwellings in London. We have made in- ^ ^ 

quiries as to whether it would be likely that, if such dwellings w^ere erected, they 

would be financially successful. Opinions vary a good deal on the subjectf^J. 

It is not within our province to consider the likelihood of such buildings being 
successful, but wo think it necessary that the Corporation should have power 
to make the experiment if they should think fit. T’he materials which wo 
have collected on this subject may be of assistance to them in considering this 
question. In Bombay, dwellings of tho kind have been made for mill opera¬ 
tives, and a small experiment was made in Calcutta by the European and 
Anglo-Indian Association. 'There are a great many difficulties connected with 
tho subject, but they do not seem to be insurmountable, and, although there 
might be some loss of money at the outset, there seems to be no reason why 
the Municipality should not bo able to make lodgings prpfitable as much as 
any other landlord. 

138. We have not very many suggestions to make with regard to the Amendment 

Land Acquisition Act. Those we desire to make are as follow:— the Land Acqaiii- 

{a) In order to avoid some portion of the delay which inevitably takes 

5 lace, we think tho Chairman of the Corporation should bo 
eclared to be a “ Collector ” for the purposes of tho Land 
. Acquisition Act. As it is unlikely that he will have sufficient 

time to perform all the functions of the Collector, he might 
be empowered to delegate them, or any of them. 

(5) As it is important that delay should bo avoided in the acquisition of 
unhealthy areas, power to acquire them at once should be 
• given to the CommissLonersp], '1 hese powers should only be 
given where the areas are declared to be unhealthy on the 
certificate of a Magistrate, granted after hearing any objections 
raised by persons interested. Provision sliould be made for 
the speedy service of notices to such persons and for an early 
hearing their objections.

PJ Of. Motion 17 of the Land Aoqnisition Act (1 of 1894). ^ 
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(cj Wo think that power should be given to acquire a portion only of a 
house, tuanufaclory, or other building on payment of compen¬ 
sation for severance. Under the present law, Act I of 1894, 
section 49, the owner can insist upon the whole building being 
acquired, 

(d) The extravagant prices which the Corporation has been made to pay 
for property acquired by it have arisen from the interpretation 
put. by the Courts upon the decision of the High Court of Cal¬ 
cutta in the case of PremchandBurral and another v. The Collector 
of Calcuitaj 1. L. R., 2 Calc., 103. The word “ market value” 
occasionally leads to difficulties. It is the price which a 
willing vendor might be expected to obtain in the open market 
from a willing purchaser. In the case to which wo have 
referred, it wa.s held that the fairest and most favourable 
principle of compensation to the owners was to inquire what 
is the market value of the property, not according to its present 
disposition, but laid out in the most lucrative and advanta¬ 
geous way in which the owners could dispose of it.” This 
expression of opinion has induced the Courts to assess lands at 
a price in excess of what owners would ordinarily have obtained 
for them in the market. We think it not unfair that for the 
purposes of land acquisition laud should bo valued according 
to its disposition sit the time the declaration is made. In the 
opinion of the majority of us, if it be shown that, before the 
declaration is made, the owner bad taken active steps towards a 
more favourable disposition of the land, and had spent numey 
for that purpose, further compensation might be given to 
him, such compensation being based on his actual loss. The 
value which ought to be paid is the value of tlie land to 
the owner, and nothing more. It should, however, also be 
provided that, where the market value is specially high in con¬ 
sequence of the jjroperty being put to a use which is unlawful 
or is contrary to public policy, public gaming, the special 
circumstance shall bo disregarded, and compensation shall bo 
calculated on the sum which would be the market value if 
the property were put to ordinary uses. 

(c) 111 the opinion of the majority of us it should bo provided that 
twenty-five times the annual value at which the property is 
assessed for the purpose of municipal taxation shall be presumed 
to bo the market value until the contrary is shovi’n. ^ This pro¬ 
vision, however, should not take effect until the particular land 
has been re-assessed after the passing of the amending Act. 
Pow’er should be given to re-assess for this purpose. The 
llon’ble Mr. Glass tiiinks twenty-five times the annual value is 
excessive, but agrees to recommending that rate. Babu Kally 
Nauth Mitter thinks thirty times the annual value would be 
faiicr. 

(/) In order to prevent to some extent fictitious transactions for the 
purpose of enhancing the apparent value of property to be 
acquired, it may be well to exclude evidence of deaWgs with 
the propeidy within two years before the declaration. It is of 
course for the Judge to endeavour to ascertain what the true 
value of the pro^ierty is, and to pay no attention to evidence of 
transactions which have been brought about in contemplation of 
land acquisition proceedings; but it is often exceedingly difficult 
io distinguish real from fictitious transactions. The intention of 
iho Municipality is known a long time before proceeding 
can actually be taken, and we tbink» there can be no real hard¬ 
ship in a provision of the kind we suggest if the owner be com* 
pciibatcd lor any improvements bond fide made by him during 
the two years before the declaration. 
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(g) Clausen fourthly and fifthly of section 23(1) of the Land Acquisition 
Act should not apply in the case of tanneries, soorkee mills or 
other offensive trades. 

139. Mr. Hughes considers that, in cases to which it might be applied, tho Michael Angelo 
provisions of Michael Angelo Taylor’s Act (57 Geo. Ill, c. 29) should bo applied, Taylor’s Act. 
That Act gave tho persons having control over the pavements in a parochial 

district within the limits of the Act power to alter, widen, &c., streets, and for that 
purpose to purchase the houses or lands which stood in the way of such altering 
or widening. There was no provision in the Act for any allowance for a com¬ 
pulsory sale, but Mr. Freeman says, at page 150 of his book on The Law and 
Practice of Compensation”:—There seems no sound reason why a claimant 
whoso land is compulsorily taken should not receive the allowance, whether such 
taking is under the Lands Clauses Act or Taylor’s Act, and it is submitted that 
such allowance should both be claimed and insisted on.” Tho other members 
of the Commission think tliero is no necessity for adopting any of the provi¬ 
sions of Michael Angelo Taylor’s Act. 

140. Mr. Hughes also considers that there .should be no statutory allow- Statutory allow¬ 
ance in respect of property acquired in unhealthy areas. Wo have carefully 
considered the question of statutory allowance, and are not inclined to recom¬ 
mend any alteration of tho present law. In some of the English Acts, no 

allowance is made for compulsory sale. In one [^], a discretion is allowed. 

Mr. Freeman, in his book to which we have referred, says, at page 41, that in 
England the allowance for compulsory sal© in the case of houses and building 
land is invariably 10 per cent., while in tho case of agricultural laud it is 
usually 25 per cejrt., and in some of tho northern counties rises to 50 per cent. 

The 15 per cent, fixed by law in this country is, wo think, fair. 

141. The only other Suggestion wo have to make as to proceedings under . Conferment of 
the Land Acquisition Act is that, when tho amount in dispute between the Cor- if[gifcouTL 
poratiou and the land-owner exceeds Ks. 5,000, the High Court should exercise 

the powers of “ the Court ” under tho Land Acquisition Act. In cases of largo 
amount, procoLclings in the High Court are less expensive. Moreover, as ques¬ 
tions of importance ofreu arise, it is better that the higher tribunal should have 
original jurisdiction, and wo believe that tho arrangement which we suggest would 
be appreciated both by the Coriforation and by tlie owners of property in this 
city. 


EAKTHQUiKES. 

142. We have also boon asked to consider wliethor any regulations should 
be framerl with tlie object of rendering buildings in (Calcutta less liable to be 
damaged by earthquakes. We have obtained a certain amount of information 
on the subject but are not in a position to recommend that tbero should be 
any specific regulations. There is no doubt that tho new buildings in Calcutta 
stood the shock of the recent earthquake better than the old ones. This would 
tend to show that buildings are now constructod with better materials and 
workmanship than formerly. Tho use of good mortar may strengthen a building, 
but, unless it be required that tho main walls bo braced with iron tie-rods 
secuiC^d to wall-plates, we know of no rule for the construction of a house 
which would prevent its being injured by future earthquakes* The special 
precautions suggested by the gontlomen whom we have consulted would too 
expensive to justify their universal application. The ordinary precaution of 
the use of good materials and workmanship seems to us. to be sullicient for all 
practical purposes. 

In Mr. Foley’s Memorandum of the 9th of August,. 1897 [®], we were asked 
to consider the subject of amending the law, so as to provide for the possiUe 
contingency of seismic disturbances, or give the Municipal Commissioners, 
wider powers in regard to the nature of the repairs that can be required* We

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are of opinion that the provision? of section 233 of the present Act (Bengal Act II 
of 1888), if intelligently worked, are sufficient for the purpose. It might, 
however, be better to give power to inspect structural rejmirs, and, if such 
repairs are not properly done, pull them down and otfoct necessary repairs, at 
the expense of the owner IVe propose to deal with secjtion 233 in the draft 

Bill mentioned in paragraph lio, infra. 


Conclusion. 

143, We have, so far as wc can see, answered all Ihe questions which have 
been referred to us, but we propose to submit a suiiplcinentary Report with a 
draft Bill embodying in legislative form our recommendations for the amend¬ 
ment of the law. Wo desire, in conclusion, to express our thanks to those 
Associations and gentlemen who have assisted us, and aho to express our 
obligations to our Secretary, Mr. Wigley, for his valuable services.

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A DISSENT. 

I KEGRRT to liaVo to difCoT from my colloaguet* on oi’o imp<)rtant matter. Point of diffoi. 
I cannot porsuado myself to agree in the recommendation made in paragraph*”**^®' 

44 of this Report that “ the powers now pos»e88ed by the Commissioners to con¬ 
trol the action of the Executive with regard to the erection of buildings, the 
enforcement of building regulations and the j)rotecfion of streets from 
encroachment, together with such further powers in the same behalf as may be 
considered necessary, should bo entrusted to a small Committee, to wlionr only 
an anneal should lie from the action of the Executive Officers. This Committee 
should be entirely independent of the general body of the Cummissionors, and 
their decisions, when in accordance with law, should be linal.” 

By this recommendation it is proposed to invest a small Cominittco 
with the power of general control over the Executive, which the Commis¬ 
sioners as a body have now been exercising for over 20 years, sinco the 
introduction of the elective system in Calcutta. The proposal is objeclionablo, 
as it appears to be subversive of one of the fundamental principles of local self- 
government, namely, that the Corporate body should in all respects have powers 
of general control,—a principle which forms the basis of tJie present svstem 
of municipal law in Calcutta, and which, I believe, is recognised by all civilized 
countries, at the present day, as an essential element of real municijial govern¬ 
ment. In tins connection I cannot refrain from quoting the following passage 
from an intorosling little book by Albert Shaw, entitled “Municipal (iovern- 
ment in Continental Europe.” Writing about German Municipal Councils 
he says:— 

“ However peculiar in a hnnflroil details the Gorman system moy bo, it is like Ibo ' 

English and the French systems in the inain fact that the voters elect a represetitative comiuou 
council, of considerable size and sitting in one chamber, which /ms in iis hands tor . srci cise 
direcUu Of indireeti;/ (he whole, auihori/y that ejrisis in lAe n.unicipa'ity. It is a body largo 
enough to ooulain men of various opinions, and it acts openly, with full responsibility.” 

There do not appear to bo any reasonable grounds for so radical a cl.aiige First objection : 
as would divest the Corporation of such important powers in regard to 
the working of the Building Regulations; nor have I been able to lind any tL CommWoMS 
justidcation for it amongst the mass of evidence placed before the Cmumi-ssion. •“ 

The Building Committee has, indeed, been accused by some of having ahused un[n8tia^We***aud 
. the discretionary power given to the Commissioners under bye-htw (/") 8; and 
in paragraph 41 of this Report, enumerating the main defects in the present 
Act and bye-laws, it is stated “ that the Building Coramittoo of the Commis¬ 
sioners is too largo a body for the purpose of dealing with <iuestions relating to 
buildings,!’ and ‘ that bye-law (/) 8 is too wide in its'tenus.” To remedy these 
defects the number of Members of the Building Committee might be reduced by 
law to 5 or 6, as proposed to be done in the case of the small Committee referred 
to above; and bye-law (/i 8 itself might be repealed, as recommended in para¬ 
graph 118. ^ What necessity is there, then, to divest the Commissioners as a 
body of.their legitimate function of general control, Avhich they have exercised 
not only over Exoculive Officers but also over the various Committees appointed 
by them, under sections 63 and 65 of the Act, to help the Executive in the dis- 
cnarge of their multifarious duties involving intricate questions which require 
'local knowledge and experience for their speedy and successful solution. Many 
instances will bo found in the recorded proceedings of tho Corporation where 
tbe CommissioneiB-in-meeting have found fault with the decisions of Commit¬ 
tees and have upset them altogether. That there are generally to be found, on 
the part of tho Commissioners as a body, a spirit of independence and impar¬ 
tiality, a desire to deal out even-handed justice to all parties and a tendency 
to uphold the Executive, will, I believe, be recognised by all who have taken 
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any interest in or who have watched tho proceedings of the Calcutta Corporar 
tion. I firmly believe that it is much safer to entrust the real and final 
controlling powers to a larger body, composed of persons from different 
sec tions of the coniinnnity ami representing varied interests, than to a smaller 
number of men. And it will, no doubt, be admitted by all who have experience of 
municipal affairs that a large body of representative men is more likely to deal 
justly and impartially with public matters than a small number of men who are 
consequently more liable to be influenced by party and personal considerations.

Committee would My next objection IB that tho powers assigned to this small Committee are 
such as would lead to confusion and, in some instances,toscriousadministra- 
tive inconvenience, causing gieat delay in tho transaction of the ordinary 
municipal work. It will bo observed that the Committee is to exercise original 
jurisdiclion in some cases and appelliito powers in others. With regard to 
“ the erection of buildings, the enforcement of building regulations and tlio 
protection of strreis from eiicroacdinient,’’ the Committee, it is recommended, 
will exercise only appellate jiirisdiction, the Executive exercising original 
powers. Ihit in regard to sections 206 (allowing to build within tho regular 
line of street, paragraph 57), 212 (removing obstructions or encroachments on 
public street, paragraph 61) and 233 (allowing supported verandahs to be erected 
and contracting for rent for same, paragraphs 61 and 65), also in determining 
whether a building may be sniictioned or not, if no orders have been issued 
by the Executive within the prescribed period (paragraph 6fS>, in selling lands 
which amendments in law make unsuitable for buibling (paragraph 74) and in 
stopping progress of building operations (])arograph 88), the Coraniiltee is to be 
em|]Ov\ercd to act in the first instance. Similarly, as regards the construction 
of new privies arul dealing with old and insanitary ones now in existence, it is 
reeomrnendcd (pai'agropli 120) that— 

“ the powers confoiriHl upon the Ooninu.‘'sionerB by sections 292 and 204 of the Act 
should be exerdsablo only by the Ooirnniiteo. 

“ when there is no oonvenient access from a street, suitable for wheeled traffic, 
to a privy, the Comniittee should he emiiowored to require that a passage 
at ground-level givii^g access to the street in front of tho huildiiig shall 
ho formed. 

“ a clause should bo added to section 286 of the Act authorising tho Committee, 
either in addition to or in lieu of issuing a notice, to prosecute any person 
whose privy is not kept in good order, and providing for the imposition of a 
penalty and of a daily 6ne.’’ 


Further, it is recommended (paragraph 124) that whenever any building 
or block of buildings in the City is, by reason of the manner in which such 
buildings are crowded together, or of the want of drainage or ventilation, and 
tho impracticability of cleansing, attended with risk of disease to the occupiers 
thereof or to tho inhabitants of the neighbourhood,’^ the Committee should have 
power “to cause a notice to be fixed to some conspicuous part of such block, 
requiring the owners or occupiers thereof, within a reasonable time, to be 
specified in such notice, to execute such works or take such action as the 
Committee may deem necessary for the prevention of such risk,” and that “it 
such owners or occupiers neglect to execute such works or take such 'action 
i?ithin the time specified, the Committee may cause stfch works to be executed 
or such action to be taken in respect of such buildings, and may, if necessary, 
cause such buildings or any of them to be pulled down ” under orders of a 
Magistrate. 

No provision for appeal, however, has been reooramended in anjr of. these 
cases; unless it be intended that the Committee will exercise both original and 
appellate jurisdiction,—a condition of things which would be highly objection¬ 
able on principle. 

Again, although it is recommended that with regard to ^4he enforcement 
of buildinff'regulations” the Committee will excrete only appellate jurisdiction^ 
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the power to prosecute for infringements of the building laws (sections 242 and 
249}| and to apply for orders for demolition of buildings (sections 240, 241 and 
248) are recou\niended to be exercised only by the Committee (paragrapli 44). 

Unaor the present law all those powers, although vested in the Commis¬ 
sioners, are, as a matter of fact, daily exercisul by tlie Chairman of the 
Corporation, under section Cl of the Act, subject, to the general control of the 
Commissioners-in-meeting. The recommendation ijuicie in this report, however, 
will have the eflFoct of transferring such powers from the Chairman t(» the 
small Committee, without any control whatev(.r on the part of any other 
authority ; this, it is feared, will lead to serious administrative inconvenience. 

In every case of prosecution and demolition undm’ Chapter X of tbrj 
Act (‘^Streets and Building regulations^') a meeting of the Committee will 
have to be called, and the matter will have to be discussed on its merits before 
any decision is arrived at; and, when one takes into consideration the number 
of such proso(!utions instituted every year, the impracticabiliiy of the proposal 
will bo apparent. Lust year the number of such ja’o.secutioiis in tl:e Town 
proper was 2,928p] mid in tho added area 212^], aggregating ^1,140. As for 
demolition, the order to demolish is at present issued by the Chairman. It is 
now rocoiTunendcd that su» h orders should be imnlc only by a Magistrate (para¬ 
graph 87) and that the application to the Magistrate for such orders sliould htj 
made only by the Coniinitteo (paragraph 44, secrnid sub-paragraph). Last year 
the number of notices issued for demolition under dilhn ut sections of Chapter X 
was l,8i2p] in the Town proper and 157p‘] in added an a, aggregating 1,969; 
and if police help were forthcoming the Chairman himself could have enforced 
his orders in as many cases as ho might have tljmigl.r iieteNsarv. 'Che proposed 
Committee will now determine the cases in r( spr'ct of which upjdications for 
orders for demolition will have to be made before a Magisirate, and the 
Magistrate, as usual, will not issue any orders unless ho lias taken down the evi¬ 
dence of both parties to the case. Tlius the procedure recommended is certainly 
no improvement upon the jnesent method of working; it must, in the nature of 
things, be cumbrous and dilatory. 

With regard to privies, the Committee will he autliorized, in addition to or 
in lieu of issuing notices, to prosecute under section 28(). The notices issued 
under this section during last year W'cre 3,69 . [y; in number in tlio Town 
proper and 1,195 [”] in the added area, aggregating 4,888; and it is in con¬ 
nection with these notices that the Committee will have to exorcise its discrO' 
tionaiy power of prosecution. Tliis is doubtlcs.s very onerous w’ork for the 
small Committee. 

Altogether, the proposed system will intrf)dnce in my opinion a complicated 
procedure, wliich will certainly not facilitate despatch of municipal business.

Under the pi est iit law the ( hairman is the 
only" Executive Oflicer wlio is authorized to join the Cominissionerc* in their 
deliberations and to have a voice in them; he is looked upon as the solo repre¬ 
sentative of the whole Executive machinery; ami the Engineer, though an 
important functionary, has always been Bubordlnatc to the Chairman, To single 
out the Engineer and give him a voice and vote in the direction and settlement 
of.a£fairs, particular!} when the appeal is against his ordeis, seems to me to bo 
open to objection and is certainly a great departure from the traditions of 
municipal government in Calcutta. If then tlio Engineer is to have a place 
on this small Committee, why should “the Health Otlicer be subordinate to the 
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Committee,” as observed at the end of paragraph 44 of thenot theReport Is 
Health Officer as important an Officer of the Corporation as? the Engineer 

Uosidea the Clijirman and the Engineer, theio will be sionershree Coinmis 
on the Committee—two to be eh cte<i by the general bo<lyners„of Commissio 
and the third to bo nominated by the T.f)cnl Oovernmont. The appointment of 
one of the members of a Committee of the Corporation by the Local Govern¬ 
ment is another departure from tho practice hitherto followed, and is also 
objectionable in principle. Either all the three Commissioner-members should 
be elected by the general body of Commissioners or two should be elected by 
the elected' Commissioners and the third by tho noirinated Con^issioners, 
following tho present procedure in the case of tho General Committee, under 
section 63 of the Act. In any case, the election to tho proposed small Com¬ 
mittee from amongst tho Commissioners slnmld be made by themselves and not 
by any authority e.\teinal to tho Corporation, even though it be the Local 

The constitution of tho small Committee, as recommended, will, I am afraid, 
be such as would tend to make the official majority preponderate: tho Chairman 
is an official; so is tho Engineer; and so mnsf likely will be tho Government 
nominee, for he will practically be tho Chairman’s nf)minee. For a Committee 
so constituted to dispose of appeals against tlie action of the Executive Officers 
would be, to say tbo least, little shoi’t of a farce. 

If it be intended to give to tho residents of this town a real Committee of 
Appeal against the. action of the Municipal Executive Officers, it is far better 
that it should consist of indepemlont ami unprejudiced persons, unconnected 
with the Municipality and possessing the rc(juisite technical knowledge, than 
that it should be the sort of Committee recommended in this Report. In 
London, under the London Building Act, IStM, section 176, the tribunal of 
gpppal consists of ^Ciue niemher appointed by abecreta.ry of State; one member 
appointed by the Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects, and one 
rnember appointed by the Council of tho Surveyors’ Institution.” The section 
distinctl)' lavs down that “ no member or officer of tho Council (the London 
County Council) shall bo a member of the tribunal of appeal.” 

Having regard to all the circumstances of the case, lam decidedly of 
opinion thtit there is no necessity for any change in^ the present methods of 
working the building regulations, so far as the Committoe of the Corporation is 
concertTod ; and would recommend that matters be left much as they are, except 
that the number of members of the Building Committee may be reduced to six 
(four being elected and two nominated Commissioners, with the Chairman of 
the Corporation as President), and the discretionary powers given to the Com¬ 
missioners repealed from both" tho Act and the bye-laws. Such Committee, of 
course, to be subject to the general rovisionary powers of the Commissioners- 
in-mooting, as at present. 

I would strongly object to any powers being given to the proposed small 
Committee “to grant dispensations in special cases which are not provided for 
by tho building law ” as recommended at the end of paragraph 118. What 
guarantee is there that “ in granting dispensations in special cases” the Com¬ 
mittee will not override the law ? 'I’o whom will they be accountable ? Who 
will put them right if they do override the law ? 

Reference has been made in this Report (paragraph 118) to “the com- 
* plaints which have been made as to the action of the Building Committee' of 
S the Corporation.” Most of the complaints have been made by Dr. Simpson ; 
and iu my opinion it would have been better to have enqmred into them 
from the records of the Corporation; for I helieve^such an enquiry would have 
cleared up many misapprehensions that now exist on the subject. It will, 
however, not be out cf place in this Note of Dissent^to embody a^few figures 
taken from the Administration Reports of the Municipality, showing how far 
the alleged interference with the Executive is consistent with the facts of the 
case. The following table will show the number of applications for sanotion 
to building dealt with by the Executive, the number of such applications 
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sanctioned, and the number of oases brought up before the Building 
Conimitteo:— ®

Resolu'J'ion.—P ri>posals for tlie establishment of Agricultural Glasses in the 
Sibpur Kiiginoering Ck^lloge were made in 1888 by the then Director of the 
Department of Land Records and Agriculture, Bengal, in connection with‘the 
enquiries of the Committee which was appointed in 1887 to report on the 
working of the Sibpur Engineering College. . The Director’s recommendations 
were endorsed by tho Committee, and were further developed in 1892 in 
consultation with Mr. J. Slater, Principal of the Sibpur College. No orders 
were passed by Government on these proposals, however, pendiiigconsideration 
of the Report of Dr. J A. Voelcker, who had been deputed by tho Secretary of 
State for India to advise on the best course to be adop^d in order (o apply the 
tc^chingrt of Agricultural Chemistry, and in order to effect improvements in 
Indian Agriculture. 
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52. • In considering the need for, and the advantages of pi’oviding higher 
education in agriculture, Dr. Voelcker expressed the opinion that it is not 
advisable, at present, to establish special Agricultural Colleges, but that it will 
be better to utilize existing colleges of science, and to add agriculture to the 
subjects taugh6inauch colleges. He recomnicndcd also that Universities should 
encourage the study of agriculture by making it an optional subject in the course 
for a degree, and that the claims of men who have passed examinations in 
agriculture should bo fully recognized for appointments in the Revenue and 
cognate Departments. These conclusions wore discussed at a general conference 
of officers of the Agricultural Departments convened at Simla in October 180‘i, 
and wore held to be included in the Resolutions previously passed at the fifth 
meeting of an Agricultural Conference held at Simla in 1890. The four Reso¬ 
lutions of the Simla Conference of 1893, which had a direct bearing on the 
proposal to open classes at Sibpur for the teaching of agriculture and allied 
subjects, wore as follows : — 

That, as a general rule, inatruotion in agrioulturo should be combined with the existing 
course of education, and not depend exolasively on separate speoi.il iustitutions. 

That it is highly desirable that the claims of traiued in soientiQo agriculture to 

appointments in the Ilevenue and o:>gaate Departments should be as freely recognized as those 
of men trained in Daw, Art, and Engineering. 

That where appointments in tiio Revenue and co 'rri'o Departments are made on the 
result of the competitive examinations, soientifio agriculture should bo included as an 
optional or necessary subjoot in the examination course. 

That in any provinoo in which it may bo determino I to introduce a scheme for higher 
agricultural education, no arrangements will be satisiaf-toi-y which do not prt>viile (1) for a 
thorough practical training of the students in the field aud laboratory, distinct from theory 
or practice as taught in the lecture, and (2) for examination lo:its of a special aud soaroliing 
nature in the above branches o£ work. 

Before issuing orders on the proposals and recommendations of the Agri¬ 
cultural Conference of 1893, the .Grovern merit of India decided that the views 
and wishes of the Local Governments should be more definitely ascertained, and 
for this purpose, Sir Edward Buck, Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Department of Revenue and Agriculture, was placed on special duty, aud met 
the delegates of the Bengal Government in January 1890 at Calcutta. At this 
Conference, the scheme of 1892 for the establisinuent of an Agricultural 
College was accepted, with some slight raoditications; and in paragraph 17 
of this Government’s letter No. OdOT. R. of the 24:ih June 1806, the sanction 
of the Government of India was solicited to the early formation of agricul¬ 
tural classes at Sibpur, aud to the appointment of an Agricultural Lecturer. 
The sanction of Her Majesty’s So.^.retary of State for India to tlie appointment 
of an Agricultural Lecturer at Sibpur College was communicated to this Govern¬ 
ment with the endorsement Nos. 1131—48-7, dated 21:th July 1897, from the 
Government of India. It has been decided that the agricultural classes will be 
opened at Sibpur from Juno 1898. 

3. The scheme of agricultural education to bo provided at Sibpur includes 
two classes. The course of study to be followed by students in the upper class, 
qualifying for the higher diploma, is intended tn train students for employment 
in the higher branches of the Revenue and cognate services, or for employment 
as managers and sub-managers of estates, or as tahsildars and land stewards. 
The course of study for the lower class will be suitable for candidates for 
the office of kanungo and other subordinate posts in the Revenue service. 
The theoretical course for both classes will bo limited to 14 months, in¬ 
cluding vacations, from June of one year to August of the next. During the 
eight months from November of tne second year to the following June, it is 
contemplated that the students of both classes will receive practical instruction 
on the Sibpur farm, as probationers on Govornmont and Court of Wards’ 
est&tos, and that they will make excursions to the Burdwan and Dumraon 
experimental farms. Dr. Leather, who was recently Agricultural Chemist to 
the Government of India, has also suggested that the students should visit the 
Allahabad and Cawnpore Farms, and Mr. Keventor s Dairy Farm at Aligarh. 

The higher coarse of study will bo open to students of the Engineer¬ 
ing College who have passed the P. E. examination at the end of their third 
yeari who will already have studied chemistry, physios, mathomatics, surveying,

hydra dics, booix-konping and zainindjiri accounts. Arrangements may be made 
fnr stinloMts to atteii I lectures in veterinary science at the Veterinary College, 
and sjM ci.il io^ turos will be given on the culture ot‘lao, indigo, sugar, &c., 
as .shown in Appendix A to this Itcsolution. 

Idle s>’llabiis of lectures prejiared by Mr. Mukherji and revised hy 
Dr. Lt athor, iato Agricultural Chemist to the Government of India, which is 
printed as Appendix A to this Itosolution, is provisionally approved, but will bo 
subject to such modification as may be found necessary. The lower course 
of study will bo open to students of the College who have completed thoir second 
year iii tiie app? cntico depavtinont, and to teachers sent from training schools 
with the sane i»»n of the Director of Public Instruction. The course will include 
agriculture, surveying, workshop practice, botany, and zamindari accounts. 
At the close of their terms of theoretical study, the students of both classes 
will be ox niiined im the subjects proscribed in their course, and successful 
students wi.l receive from the Principal of the College, in the higher class, a 
diploma; in the lower, a certiticatt; of proficiency. On the conclusion of the 
further term of practical training, and after further examination, the diplomas 
ami certificates of thoio students who satisfy the examiners will be counter¬ 
signed by the Diioctor of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture, 
and will then qualify the holders for employment in the higher or lower grades 
of the Revenue and cognate services. 

4. His Honour the Lieu‘onant-Governor is prepared to assign one 
appointment annually in the Provrincial Executive S-rvico, and one in the 
Subordinate Executive Service to such of the holders of agricultural diplomas 
as he may think most deserving of and suitable for these appointments, 
and will also consider favourably applications for nominations to bo given to 
such students, authorizing them to compete at the examinations for candidates 
for admission to tue Provincial, Executive and Opium Services, provided the 
applicants are, in other respects, considered by him to be suitable for admission 
to these services. Students who hold certificates of proficiency in agriculture 
will he eligible for employment in the subordinate services as kanungos, in the 
Canal Department, and under the Court of Wards, and as normal sciiool 
teachers. But it is not possible, at present, to state how many such appointments 
can be given each yeai' to the holders of agricultural certificates. 

5. For the present, students in the agricultural classes will not be required 
to pay tuition fees, but board, lodging, and lighting must be paid for at the 
ordinary scale; accommodation for students will be provided in the hostel 
attached to the College. 

Senior scholarships held by students when passing the F.E. examination 
will continue to be tenable in the agricultural classes during the fourth year; 
the number of such scholarships at present open to all the senior students of-the 
Sibpar College is 10, viz. 1 of Rs. 20 a month, 3 of Rs. 15 a month, 6 of Rs. 10 
a month. In addition to these scholarships, one graduate scholarship of Rs. 30 a 
month, tenable in the fifth year, will be awarded on the result of the fourth- 
year examination. To students of the apprentice department who join the 
agricultural classes, ten reduced feeships of Rs. 2 a month will be allotted, ten¬ 
able during the 14 months of their theoretical training. Duiing the final year 
of training, four stipends of Rs 10 a month will be awarded on the results of 
the final agricultural examination.

7. The whole control of the teaching staff and establishment will be with 
the Principal of the Sibpur College, but’ the nomination of the Agricultural 
J^ccturer will be left to the Director of Land Records, who will also be Official 
Visitor of the agricultural classes. The Agricultural Lecturer will, on this occa¬ 
sion, be taken from the staff of Deputy Collectors, and will draw his grade pay 
p^us a special allowance of Rs. 100 a month, and to fill the vacancy caused 
by his deputation, a new appointment will be added in the Rs. 300 grade. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has appointed Mr. Nitya Gopal Mukherji, a graduate of 
Cirencester, and, at present, Assistant Director of the Bengal Agricultural De¬ 
partment, to the post of Agricultural Lecturer. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in sanctioning the open¬ 
ing of these agricultural classes at Sibpur College. They will complete a 
scheme which Sir Alexander Mackenzie has had much at heart, viz., the 
expansion of that institution into a thoroughly equipped School of Technical 
Instruction, where young men can be trained to take part in the develop¬ 
ment of the resources of Bengal, whether as Civil Engineers. Mechanical 
Engineers, Mining Engineers, Electrical Engineers, or Agricultural experts.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERV'A'^nONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OETIIE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY 1898. 

Wbathkr ^luring February ^vas more disturbed than uaual. The daily ohanges in 
pressure and temi)eraturo were largo at times, and almost throughout the month the variations 
from tlio normal wore much greater tluiu usual. 

Thn^o dislurbaiiees occurred,—two in the early part of the month about tho 7th and 11th 
and the tliird Itofwccn the IGtli and 2Jnd. llainfull was fairly general during tho passage of 
tlie first two, but tho distribution w^as ahnormal in consequence of a larger proportion *than 
usual falling in the north of the ])ruvinco, ap|)arently to tho loss of tho southorii divisjons- 
Tho avei age fall in Bihar and North iJcngal was half an inch in excess, while in Lower 
Bengal and Orissa there w'as, in comparison w'ith tho fall, a large defect, varying from *7 to 
nearly 1 inch. No ruin fell during liio disturbanee towards tho end of the month, but the 
changes of pressure and temperature were unusually rapid, defect in pressure at one time 
being as much as *6 inch. Tho apparent reason for the irregular distribution of rainfall 
during the early part of the niontii and its entire aboonco during tho last week is the 
northerly displa(!emont of (he central area of tho doprossif)ns. During some seasons this 
area of lowest jiri‘ssure passes easLwai<l across Lower Bengal and Orissa, in which ease oonti- 
nued cloudy weather obtains for some days, as was tho case, ia the early pjart of 1897. The 
mean <Mjurso is over the cuutral purls ut ilie x»rovince, and then tho distribution of tho rainfall 
is most regular. During tho present sea-ou tho course taken by tlie depressions has been 
much more to the north than usual, so that tlio southern parts of tho province have received 
comparatively little rain and the falls mcreasj in amount towards tho north, being com¬ 
paratively heavy over tho liills. 

At the begilining of F4‘bruary the ]»resRurG distribncion was very nearly normal over tho 
Bay with tem}ieraluro also nearly nonnal, but low. Over the province it was different, 
l^iessuro climinisln d towards ilio north. Winds w'ere southerly and temperature was from 
2^ to above the nonnal Tho brisk tall of pressure on the 2Md and south-easterly winds 
in the west of Biliar showed the appioacli of a dcqjiession towards the northern districts. 
Winds were south or south-west in Lower Bengal and theie w^as a furtlier increase of 
temperature*, but over the Bay prartically no change occurred. The fall of teinxieraturd 
continuing slowly a fairly v.cll marked dexnvssion wes shown over tho province on tho 3ro 
wdih irregular cyclonic wdnds and very hiph temperature for the seiison, excess varying 
from to 10”. I'horo was, however, v^ ry little cloud and no rain except a few light 
showers in the hills. A ilnnigo began on tho 4th with a brisk rise of pressure in tho north¬ 
east followed by a conlinm^d rise on the oili aud a fall in tlio w’e&tern districts, in consequence 
of w^hich the depression became deepLi- over Bihar and a steep gradient obtaiiK d over the 
whole province, but especially in the nortli. Rainfall w^as fairly general over North Bengal 
on the 4th, luit on tho £»th it was gencrid and heavy over the wliole of tho north of the 
province. Though ihe dcprcbsioii filled uj> quhidy on the 6th, th(*io was still rain at most of 
tho noithorn stations. Tho rainfall exttmded soutliwards, but occurred in tho south of tho 
province oidy as scattered showere. 

The fall of tcmx:)crature began in the north, and as was ihe case with the rainfall 
extended southwards. On the 6th tho ddicronco of mean temperature from the normal 
varied from defect of 2” in the extreme uDitli of North Bengal to excess of nearly 10° in 
jiart of Lower Bengal; on the 7th theic was defect except in Lower Bengal where excess 
was much smaller, and on tho 8tli there was normal temperature over the whole province. 

The normal distribution of pressure ;iiid temperature, witli the usual northerly* winds, 
which became established by the 8th, ^vas of only short duration, as though pressure 
coniinuod to rise rather quickly on tho 0th the easterly winds in Bihar showed the 
approach of another deprcfision. Tompeiaturo was also being affected, as in tho west of 
Bihar there was excess of iiioro than 6°. On tho 11th the dex*Tesbion was over tho western 
districts aiid raiiifall was general especially in Bihar. The depression was shallow and 
passed quickly eastward, the rainfall on tlie i2th being much nifire scattered than on the 
previous day. It had ceased to affect weather on the 13th. AVinds were westerly or north¬ 
westerly at all stations, rainfall had ceased and tenix^^rature had fallen especially in tho 
wesiein districts wliere a moderate defect prevailed. 

For some days subsequent io the 13th ordinary weather prevailed over the Bay atid 
the province. Pressure o.sodlaiions continuLil on a scale rather larger than usual at inland 
stations and the gradient was moderately steep over the Bay from north-west south-east- 
warii. Light rain continued in ports of North Bengal, chiefly in the hills. 

Pressure began to fall on tho 16th and continued briskly or rapidly till the. 19th when 
there was a large defect over tho whole xirovinee with a deep depression in the extreme north¬ 
east. At Julpaiguri, Dhubri and Sibsagar defect was very little under half an inch. As 
readings diminished steadily towards the north, and tho winds remained westerly dming 
tho pa3.<^ago of this depression, the central area was evidently to tho north of tho province. 
The westerly winds being dry, cloudless weather with high temperature obtained. Between 
the 19th and 20th a rapid fall of tempoiature set in along with tho recovery of pressure. 
On tho former date mean temperature was generally 5° and iii places as much as 8° above 
the normaL On the 20th there was defect everywhere varyiiig'from 2° in the east to 8° in 
the west of the provinoe. The rapid rise of pressuie continued till the 22nd when the 
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difference from the normal was fimiill at inland stations, but the distribution ovor ibe Bay 
beoamo similar <o what had obta’ned before the disturbauce. Boin^ relatively low over tho 
80 uth‘ 0 ast of tlio Bay a rather steep gradient was established with steady north-westerly 
winds aud temperature every where below the normal by from 6^ to 10°. This arrangement 
oontiitaed with little or no cbange, excei)t a slow rise of tomporature till the end of Iho 
month. 

PrefiHure .—As stated above pressure changes have been much larger than usual and at 
times of distiirb-nieo wore more j)ic)longcd than is usunl jit, this season of tho year. Tho most 
marked etiso of those large changes was between the 16lh and ‘*^2iid wlien a det'p depression 
passed eastward with its oontral area over the bills. 'L'lio fall continued rapidly for three daj’s. 
Olid the recovery was ecpially ])roloiiged. Owing to the unusual dcplii of the d<»preasioii during 
♦hose days the monthly means are much below tho uornial, most so in Bengal Proper and 
Bibar, wb^^ro defect is very little under *1 inch. In Orissa and Oliota Nagur the dofoot is 
smaller, but generally over *00 iiicli. 

Tcmpcraturn was A’ory high for Iho season in the oarly nart of tho month, and, though 
it fell after the disturbances about the 6th and 1 Ith, it gciirrallj'’ remained above tho normal. 
Eor some days about the middle of tho month tho diflnroTire from the normal was small, but 
tow'jirds tho 19th there was again a largo excess which gave vvay after tho depressi^ui passed 
eastward. Prom fhat date till the end of tlio moulli cjol wealbor ])rovailod. As there was 
a largo excess during the greater [jart of the first half of tlie mouth .and a dtfoct towmrds tho 
end, tho means for ibe wliole monlh dith-r by only small amounts fiom the normal. Tho 
greatest excess is 1'^ in North and lilast Bengal, aud tho diHeionco in other parts is hail a degree, 
except in Orissa, where tiiere is defect of about 1®. 

Paittfafl was more lieavy than usual in tho north of the province and lighter than 
usual in the southern districts. In South-West Bengal ainl Orissa bfdwcon a tenth aud a fifth 
of an inch foil, and in East Bengal a third instead of 1 iiK h on .an average, whereas in North 
Bengal and Bihar the avciage fall was more than I inoli iiutoad of <ho normal half an inch. 
Most of tho fall occiiiTcd on or about two dates, the 6th and llth, except in tho hill districts of 
North Bengal, wbevcj light showers were more frequent. The latter half of tho month was 
almost entirely rainless.

The mean pressure, temperature, &c., are deduced from the traces of the Barograph and TWmograph^ 
and from observations made at 6h., lOh., 16h.| and 22h. 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from aelf-registering thermometers. All the 
thermometers are verified and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched abed open at the sides, and are suspended four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard, Newman’s No. 86b 
formerly at the Surveyor-General’s Office* 

The hygrometric elements are obtained from Tablet Ill, IV, and V of &e official tables computed in 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Regnault’s modifications of August’s fomiala. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the traoe of a Beokley’s anejoiograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

AMENDMENT OF THE OAL.OUTTA MUNICIPAL CONSOLIDATION 

ACT. 1888.

In continuation of previous confidential correspondence regarding the 
amendment of the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act of 1888, 1 am 
directed to submit, for tho formal sanction of the Government of India, a Bill 
to amend that Act which ihe Lieutenant-Governor proposes to introduce into 
the Bengal Ooaxioii,aLfbe earliest possible date. 

9, In explaaation’of the changes which the Bill will effect in the relative 
*pu dl»ni and dones of the Corporation, the ^uend Committee and the Chairman, 
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I am to submit, copies of tho papers contained in the appendix to this letter, 
and to say that, in view of tho facts therein stated, the Lieutonant-tJovernor 
reluctantly came to the conclusion that the state of Calcutta from a sanitary point 
of view was so appallingly bad as to call for the early and effective interven¬ 
tion of Govcrnniont, and that the first step necessary to bring about adequate 
reform was to revise the Act throughout, so as in the first place to provide the 
town with a responsible nmnicipal executive, and in the next place to furnish 
this executive with a law adequate to the sanitary requirements of the present 
day and the condition of Onlcutta as it now is, 

3. On the 9th October 1896 it was reported that a case of bubonic 
^ ^ plague had occurred in Howrah, and by a Resolu- 

ippimtx o . tion of tho 10th. October the Lieutenant-Ciovernor 

appointed the following gentlemen to form a Medical Hoard for tho purpose 
of determining the action to bo takcjii by all executive authorities, whether 
official or municipal, with tho object of preventing and checking the plague 
throughout Hengal:—

It was laid down in tho Resolution that the orders is.sued by the Board 
should bo deemed to be tho orders of Govermnent, and be carried out with 
all possible despatch by all executive authorities.

reference to certain main points, and to report tho results. Similar 
ctions were given to Surgeon-Captain Pilgrim, then Civil Surgeon of the 

24-Parganas, in respect of the area added to 
Calcutta by Bengal Act II of 1888. The reports 
submitted by these officers* disclosed a state of things which may bo sum¬

L —Ooercrolvded and badly built houses, —In many parts of tho town and 
suburbs they found that both pucka houses andbusteo huts were 
dangerously overcrowded, and were built in a manner whiidi 
rendered proper ventilation and efficient conservancy almost 
impossible. 

II,—Defects of public latrines —The public latrines and urinals we^e 
in many eases faulty in construction ; they were imperfectly 
cleaned and their number was insufficient to justify even a 
limited application of the penal provisions of tho law in regard 
to nuisances. 

III.—Defects of private latrines, —The private latrines were in many 
cases so constructed that they could not bo properly cleaned, 
•nor could the conservancy officers get access to them; and con-- 
sequently many of them were choked with accumulations of 
filth. 
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, 2V.—State of hour e-dr aine and down-pipes^ —The bout^u-drairiH and down- 
pipes were in many cases broken, choked, and out of repair, 

FI— State of surface '^rhe surface drains were blocked with 

. foul mutter, latrines were allowed to discharge into them, and 
the drains tliemsclvea were often used as latrines. 

VI, — Neglect of road scavenging. —The scavenging of the roads was im¬ 
perfectly carrit^d out; the staff was inadequate for the work ; 
and the subsoil had become dangerously polluted. 

VII,—State of compounds and courtfiards, —The condition of the com¬ 
pounds and courtyards of houses was in many cases extremely 
filthy, 

VIII, — Pollution of wells, —Wells in coui'tyurds were contaminated by the 
percolation of sewage impurities from the soil. 

IN,—State of cowsheds and stables. —Cowsheds and stables were situated 
in thickly populated placoKs; their construction was faulty ; they 
were greatly overcrowded, ami tljeir flooring was soaked with 
sewage which polluted the wtdls on the premises. 

-State of hackney carriage stands, —'Fhe number of hackney carriage 
stands was wholly insuffi<;*i(‘i.t to meet the current ro(]uireraonts 
of the town, and they were imperfectly flushed and cleansed. 

XI, — Condition ofhuslees. —Most busters were badly drained and im¬ 
perfectly ventilated; the luns were too clost^ together; the 
latrine ariangeineiits led to the pollnlioii of the soil; the roads 
and lanes were too narrow, and conservancy was imperfectly 
earrii^d out. 


4. The description given by the Samtnry oHicors of flu* condiliou of parts 
of Calcutta was born© out by the personal ob:i(‘rvation of tho members of tlie^* 
Board, all of whom, with the exception of the native meniber, wlio was in bad 
health, visited tho streets and houses, the conservancy' of which had boon most 
conspicuously neglected. Their accounts were also cnnilrmed in tho fullest detail 
and supplemented in innumerable similar instances tho reports and evidence* 
of Dr. Banks, who had large experience of praj.tieal sanitation as Civil Medical 
Officer of Puri, and was for this reason selected by' the Ideutenaiit-Gcjvcrnor for 
the post of the Chief Su])erintcndent of Conserv:iney in Calcutta, a temporary ap¬ 
pointment sanctioned by tho Commissioners early iii October 181)6. Dr. Banks’s 

reports cover the poiiod from the 19th 
October 1896 to tho 80tli March 1897, 
durihg which time he was constantly engaged in supervising the conservancy 
arrangements of the entire town and in directing tho work of tho extra conser¬ 
vancy staff appointedt by tho Commis¬ 
sioners oil 25th September 1896 for 
tho purpose of cleaning up the town 

in view of a possible outbreak of 

plaL'ue, and subsequently expanded, J on 
the 25ih January 1897. Altliough 
necessarily of a somewhat fragmentary 
character, they possess a special 
value as recording the daily observations of an experienced Sanitary ollicor 
who was occupied for about six mouths exclusively in looking after tho 
daily work of conservancy^, and they may he accepted as giving an abso¬ 
lutely truthful picture of tho .actual sanitary condition of tho City of 

Calcutta during tho period to which they relate. I am to invite special atten¬ 

tion to the ovidonce given by Dr. Banks nofove the Medical Board and to his 
reports of the 26th and 30th March 1897, which sum up tlie chief results of 
his enquiries. During the period of Dr. Banks’s deputation the extra staff, 
which worked from 4 a.m. daily under his personal orders, removed 10,722 tons 
of neglected filth, not including enormous quantities of night-soil re moved to

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the dopOta from privies, which, though connected with tlio sewers, wei*!} not 
provided witli any arrangements for flushing. They cleanod and whitewashed 
322 houses—many of them lodging-houses—33 rooms and 1,322 privies; and 
flushed and puriiied 3,430 drains. In addition to this work they issued notices 
under section 318 of the Act, which led to the lime-washing by private indivi¬ 
duals of 3,977 dw'elliiig-honses containing lo,8f>7 rooms, 120 stables, 30 coach¬ 
houses, 1,070 gotlowns, i 33 cattle-sheds, 437 granaries, 29 bakeries, 16 work¬ 
shops, 12 warehouses, 3 9 manufactories niid. 2,54G })rivies. Following in the 
main the heauings laid down by the Medical Board for tJio guidance of the 
oflicers who conducted tlio sanitary suivi^y, the results of iJr. Banks’s six 
months^ experience of the conservancy of Calcutta muy be st.ited thus:— 

(J) itrercrowdimj .—Tlierc was groat ove rcrowding in Wards 2, 0, G,7 and 8, 
wlicro houses of two, tlin o uml four stories were inhabited by monthly tenants 
w’uo are shop keepers, hawker-*, brokers tnid occasionally {pilgrims. The houses 
w'ero separ.iie i by narrow lanes or passng s into wliicdi all refuse was thrown, 
and drop p-ivios disclnrged their conicnrs. One such lane separating two- 
storied liouses in Ward No. o, GO fc»et long by Ifeet wide, was fi;uud closed at 
both eiuls aiid containing a mass of refuse 9 feet Jiigii. In another case, a similar 
Jane b .'tweeLi threo-storie* ! houses, measuring 100 feet by 1'4'', was clos(5d at one 
end by a privy and at the otle r by a pucka wall, and was filJe.l with house- 
refuse, nigal-soii and ether liitli. In a tliiivl tiio passage was only nine inches 
wide, aii'l no ineliter c -uhl get access to tlm privy. Houses sucli as these 
Dr, Banks considers far more unhealtliy than bustces compo.a*d of tiled huts. 
In 'Wards ‘J, o and 7 ii has been ascertain* d by recent iinjuiries tiiat 7o per cent, 
of tlui Mirfaco is <‘ccn])ii d b\ solid bloeUs of buildings. Tlie road space is 10 
per cf'iit., mi l tbo remaining lo per cent, consists of tanks, mostly unwholesome, 
and oi conrtvavds ^hur in oo all sides by lioiises. 

(2^ Viidic intiiurfi, — There wore only d) free latrines for the wliole town, 
each wilh an avcrag.j of 20 seats ; besi»ies urinals which wero invariably used as 
latriin s, urinating g'diig on outside. 3 lie number of latrines was absolutely 
insuflicient. Dr. Banks s-iw crowds of pi-oplo waiting round them from G to 
8 A.M. Jdany of the hitriiies w ci e badly located at the end of nan-ow lanes and 
aiTiid>t blocks of bigb houses. wcu-e not continuously flushed, and wero a 

nuisane.e lo llie noiglibourliood. The nuisance will be greatly reduced when 
the supply of unfiilei ed water is made continuous, 

(^i) i rifiile — ordinary private privy consists, according to 

Dr. Bunks, of a hole in tlie fl »or, abo'.it 9 inches in diameter, with a seat about 
the beighc of a britde. In the case of groniid-floor rooms the night-soil drops 
usually about, throe or four feet without any conducting pipe into a vault below, 
where it is received cit:-t‘r in a porous c;ot)ionware or in a hole in the floor 

of the vault, fiom whicli it is baled out by the mchter. In the case of privies 
on upper floors tlicro is somctinies a conducting pipe of masonry or Kaniganj 
poHery into the vault, but as often as not there is no pipe. In order to clean 
these ]>rivie.s the meliters have to crawl mi their hands and knees, or even to lie 
down, in order to gut at the (juvilas^ some of which are so larger that they can¬ 
not be moved, and are never properly cl^^aned. The vaults are usually quite 
dark. Ninety per cent, of the urine souks into the floor or gets into surface- 
drains. Tile number of pi’ivate privii^s was stated to bo 00,970, of which 
22,830 are pneka of the typo described above, and 3J,990 ktitafi^ with seats and 
vaults of masonry, walls of bamboos or mats, and roofs of tiles or corrugated 
iron. Only 5,112 are connectod with the sewers and have flashing arrange¬ 
ments. Connected privits wore never cleaned except wnen the connection* 
was reported to be clicked. From one sucii privy in Harrison Road, serving 
a bouse occupied by 90 persons, 14 tons of nigiit-soil wero removed by the 
extra stall'. Anotlier in Burtola Struct was full of night-soil anil choked by 
50 old shoes. Many similar iustanoes were found. There were 1,996 hiehteiu 
for unconnected privies, each of whom had on an average to look after 23*2 
privies. 

(4y Night-stil (Jepdts. —A night-soil depdt is described as an enclosed build¬ 
ing to \vhich night-soil is brought by the rnehters to bo disposed of as quickly 
as poBsibio. It is thrown into pits communicating with the main sewer into 
which it is washed with as muen water as is available# There are 31 dep6ts 
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Calcutta. The night-Hoil is taken to them in the early morning, buckets 
being used in the town and carts in the suburban area. The mehters have 
to go distances ranging from f of a mile to miles. Dr. Banks found that 
these depdts \}'ere greatly complained of by people living in the neighbourhood; 
suitable sites were most difficult to get, and some of the existing sites were 
considered by him to be y^ry objectionable. Some of the dep6ta were in bad 
repair, and in one the floor is described as being completely broken up. 

(5^ Sirce^-ckansing and disposal of home-refuse .—In their letter of 30th 
10 November 1876 tlio Medical Board expressed them¬ 

selves as satisfied, from evidence whjych had come 
before them and from their personal observation, that owing to the neglect of 
street-cIcansing the surface of the roads, lanes and gullies in Calcutta had 
become polluted to a dangerous extent. Dr. Banks concurred in this view, and 
considered great portions of the sub-soil to be polluted ‘*by the soaksge of privy 
contents, by promiscuous^ defoecation and urination, by horse-droppings, the 
discharge of foul water into streets at all hours, house-refuse, cow-shed and 
stable refuse, and by the fact that the streets are not scraped properly.” The 
reasons assigned by him for this state of things were-— 


(a) The hours for throwing out rubbish into the streets had been fixed 
under section 300 of the Act, so as to suit the habits of the 
people, with the result that the remains of meals, vegetable 
matter, house-sweepings and trade refuse of every description 
were “thrown into the streets by the ton daily at all hours of the 
day.” 

(J) The cart establishment maintained for removing refuse was insufficient 
and the system of employing hired carts for this purp(;se was 
inefficient. 

{c) The platforms on which the refuse is loaded into the tiucks of the 
Municipal iCailway for transport to the Salt Lakes were insuffi¬ 
cient in number, and so badly constructed that the bullocks 
and ponies employed were n^cdlossly knocked about, and carts 
were kept waiting for a long time to discharge their loads. 


(6) Surface drains .—These drains were said to be badly aligned and out of 
repair; they were largely used as latrines, and in many instances privies 
drained into them. In the amalgamated area and the suburbs the surface drains 

are kutedia. They are described by Surgeon- 
details two Appendix Nos. 3 Captain Pilgrim as “ foul beyoud description,”* 

being merely elongated earthen cess-pools into 
which house sewage flows freely, and it is believed to be absolutely impossible 
to keep them clean. 

(7) Saniiary condition compounds and courtyards of houses. —Dr. Banks's 
longer experience enabled him to confirm the reports of the special Sanitary 
officers under this head. Many similar instances are quoted in his reports. In 
one case twenty-five cart-loads of refuse, including the sweepings of rooms, vege¬ 
table matter and night-soil, were removed from the courtyard of a house in 
Harrison Road. The Conservancy Department had no staff for inspecting 
compounds and courtyards. There was a house-drainage department under the 
Engineer, whose duty it was to look after house-drains, gully-pit connections, 
&c., but they did not report to the Conservancy Department on the condition of 
courtyards. Defects in such matters only oamo to notice when Conservancy 
Inspectors* were invited into houses t« inspect proposed sites for privies, or when 
the neighbours complained, or foul liquid overflowed into tho streets. The 
Medical Inspectors (five permanent and six temporary) under the Health Officer 
occasionally reported sanitary defects when inquiring into cases of cholera, 
small-pox and other epidemic diseases. Notices wore then issued to remove the 
defects. The owners of insanitary premises did not bring their defects to the 
notice of the Health Department, but occupiers soinetimes did. especially when 
they wished to have their leases cancelled. 
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(8) WelU in courtyards .—Wells in courtyards are said to be numerous and 
liable to contamination from their proximity to privies. They were believed both 
by Dr. Banks and by the Medical Board to bo used for drinking wlien the 
supply of drinking water is shut off. If the water-supply were constant 
there would be no hardship in filling up the wells, which in their present 
condition contribute largely to the high cholera mortality of the town. 

(9) Cowsheds and stables .—The condition of tho cowsheds, especially in the 
added areas of Wards 1, 3, 4 and 9, is described by Dr. Banks as something 
terrible, and as really worse than it is roprest^nted in the report of the Sanitary 
officers. In most of them there is not enough standing space for the cattle, and 
they have to stand with their backs arched in order to keep their hind legs out 
of the drain. The sheds are purposely built thus so that the excreta of tho cows 
may fall directly into the drain, and the servants may bo saved the trouble of 
cleaning them up from tho floor. The cowsheds simply float in cow’s urine. 
Tho Municipality have not anything like enough carts for removing urine. 
They have cutogother 22 iron carts for removing foul liquid. In the whole of the 
Southern Division there are three. It is the business of tho Conservancy Depart¬ 
ment to remove urine; they are supposed to remove and empty it into tho 
sewers, but instead of doing so they throw it into drains. All the drains around 
cowsheds in added areas are filled with urine. The cow-dung, in the great 
majority of cases, is made into cakes and used as fuel.” Most of the cowsheds 
oontuined wells, all of which ought to be filled up. Tlie stables, especially 
those used for hackney carriages, were said to be little better than the cowsheds. 
MiiSt of the liHckney carriage stands in the town were unpavod and could not 
bo properly cleaned. 

(10) Gull//-pits .—There are 6,919 gully-pits in tho town. Tho establish- 
inOTit for cleaning them was insufficient, ana in Dr. Banks’s opinion ought to be 
doubled. It was stated that no carts were provided for removing the contents 
of gully-pits, and the carts set apart for roads could not be spared for this 
purpose. 

. (»!) JSstablishments ,—Excluding expenditure on the Municipal Railway 
and the pay of the Health Officer himself, the cost of conservancy in Calcutta 
during 1896-97 came to Rs. 7,68,818. Dr. Banks considered the menial 
establishment absolutely inadequate to cope with the work, and remarked that 
coolies, domes, bhistis and gully-pit boys were too poorly paid to expect honest 
work from them. (Jood coolies, he said, could not begot at Ks. 5-8 a month, a 
rate 6xed twenty years ago when foi*d was cheaper. As a result the municipal 
coolies supplemented their earnings by working for a contractor on tho square 
mile sot apart for dumping rubbish, by whom they were paid at the rate of Rs. 7 
a month. Dr. Banka proposed accordingly to increase the outdoor staff by 198 
coolies, 298 mehters, 136 bhistis, 44 domes and 73 gully-pit boys, and to raise 
tho pay of all these classes except the mehters, who are sufficiently paid. 
This would involve an extra charge of Rs. 1,20,752 ; but it seems probable that 
with belter organization and improved supervision so large an increase would 
not be found necessary. 

5. These evils are no new thing in Calcutta. They had for the most part 
been discovered, although not so fully set fortli, by Mr. Beverley’s Commission 
in 1884; and the fact that they still prevail to the extent described above seems 
to show that the present constitution of the Municipality is ill-adapted to stand 
the strain of a grave and sudden emergency, and fails to secure the prompt and 
continuous executive action whicli is necessary in view of the fact that the 
sanitation and conservancy of the great Indian maritime cities has now become 
a matter of international concern. In point of fact under the present law 
there is no municipal constitution at all in the proper sense of the word. 
Everj^thing is fluid and indefinite. The Act vests in the Commissioners all 
powers, whether they are such as a large deliberative body can properly 
exercise or not; but it allows the Chairman to exercise all the powers vested iu 
the Commissioners, except those reserved to tho Commissioners in meeting, 
subject to such limitations and conditions aa may be imposed, before or after he 
has acted under this power, by a resolution of the Commissioners. It further 
confers an unlimitecf power of controlling the Chairman by the action of Com¬ 
mittees. By thus failing clearly to define the powers of the executivCi the Act 
renders it impossible to say as regards any given matter in what part, of the 
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Corporation tho exocutivo resideSi or indeed whether there is any executive 
at all. The consequences have been, as htis been described above, a complete 
breakdown of the conservancy of tho town at a ciitical period, and sei ious con¬ 
fusion^ ill other departments of tho municipal ad m inis ti at ion, without tho 
possibility of determin.n^ with any approach to certainty where the responsi¬ 
bility for such a state of things lies. 

6. The most favourable account of tho Calcutta Municipality ij perhaps 
that given by Sir Henry Harrison in the Bengal Council on 4th Feoruary 1888. 
But even he remarked : 

“The rdfe which the elective Commisfrioners for the iiative wards have at once assumed is 
precisely that^of checking, watching and controlling m every wav, in seeing either that no 
expenditure is incurred without suiBcIent reason, or that projoots of improvement are not 
unaOTtekon which cannot be fully justiEed. They have in fact been the brake-power in tho 
municipal train. Rut a train cannot progress by brake-power alone, nor can a oity thrive by 
opposition alone, it is also necessary that you should have motive-power, and this is precisely 
the one point in which tho Corporation has been deficient. The motive-power has been too 
weak, while the opposition power very has been strong. ViTere time of no importance, I could 
prove this contention conclusively, but I hope the Council will accept my experience as a matter 
of ^stiiQony ruther than desiderate proof. In a body like the Corporation, the executive alone 
is in a position to push on the work. The Chairman therefore requires that the extratuely 
powerful oritioisin and opposition which is brought to bear to his proposals should bo met by 
an equally powerful backing up, where a sufficiently good explanation can be given of what 
is required to be done. Over and over again this has been wantingp-^tho executive govern¬ 
ment of the Town is working with a minority, and everybody knows what a compromising 
position that would be. 1 might go through the budget year by year and show that the 
Chairman has to make out a^ very powerful case before lie can get sanction for expenditure; 
and ho m thus mucli handicapped in his proposals lor improvement. I cannot put the case 
more succinctly accoiding to my own view than to say that the motive power in the Corpora¬ 
tion has been too weak. 

“I welcome cordially an effective opposition, but 1 equally contend that, if tho opposition 
consists of more than half of the meinoeis, then the difficulty of woiking is greater than it 
should be. • • * . ♦ * « elective 

system has been a euccesH as far as that it has organized an effective opposition and check to 
extiavagance. It has failed in so far as that opposition has been numerically too strong. At 
first its numbers were so large that it brought every thing to a deadlock. As it has decreased 
things have progressed more fairly. Consequently, I am perfectly justified in sayiug that it 
is only owing to the fact of the one-third nominated Commissioziers having furnished some 
counterpoise to the prepond^'rauce of the opposition that tho success of the Corporation has 
been secured, and it is hardly too much to say that this has been the hinge ou which tlio 
success of the Corporation has turned.’* 

binco Sir Henry Harrison’s time the power of tho Citairman has, it 
appears to the Lieutenant-Governor, been gradually dwindling, and the 
interference of tho Gommitteos” been rapidly growing. Tho *‘motive*powor” 
has been decreaising, and the ** brake-power’’ becoming too strong. 

• By section 61 the Chairman may exercise all the powers vested 

Act in the Commissioners, save such as are expressly reserved to 
the Commissioners in meeting. But he cannot act in opposition to, or in 
contravention of, any orders passed by tho Commiss^ioners at a meeting, and 
if any order already passed by him is brought before a meeting and modified 
or disapproved, ho has to modify or cancel his action accordingly. Under 
secUoDS 63-64 there comes the Oeneml Committee, which deals with Budget 
and Finance and such other business as mav bo referred to it by the Corpora¬ 
tion or does not lie within the sphere of any other Committee. When tho 
Chairman and the majority of the General Committee concur, and inconveni¬ 
ence is likely to arise from delay, action can be taken in unticipatioii of tho 
confirmation of a General Meeting, but not otherwise. Under section 6o tho 
Commissioners may appoint any other Comniittees, either standing or special, 
and consisting of so many members as they may think fit for tho purpose of 
enquiring'into and reporting upon any matter connected with the conservancy 
or improvonient of Calcutia not assiCTod by the Act or by the vote of the Com-, 
missioners in meeting to the General Committee, or for the purpose of advising 
or aiding the Chairman or Vice-Chairman in the discharge of any poHiou of tlie 
duties exerciseable by them under section 61, which, in the discrotion of tho. 
Commissioners, would be better regaluted or managed with the aid of sucU 
Committee* Tho Chahman end the majoiity of a Committee, if accord^ 
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have the same power as the General Committee of anticipating the action of a 
genera] meeting. 

8* The Lieutenant-Governor has enquired in what manner the discretion 
vested in them by section 65 has been exercised by the Commissioners. 
Besides two special Committees, one of 14 members, to deal with the question 
of the amalgamation of the Roads and Conservancy Departments, and a 
Boundary Committee of 17 members, there were in 1895-96— 

(1) the Bye-laws Committee with 9 members; 

(2) the Loans Committee with 0 members; 

(3) the Hackney Carriage Comniittoe witli 6 members. 

These subjects do not apparently interest the Commissioners greatly, and 
the Committees wore comparatively small; but as we go on wo find— 

(4J the Water-supply Extension Committee with 31 members; 

(5) the Busti and Town Improvement Committee with 38 members j 

(6) the Suburban Improvement Committee with 21 members; 

(7) the Roads, Buildings, Conservancy and Tramways Committee with 

48 members; 

( 8 ) the Complaints Committee with 33 members. 

0. It may be said that the existence of some, at any rate, of these 
Committees is necessary for the purpose of considering proposals involving 
contracts the subject-matter of which exceeds Rs. 1,000 in value, of recom¬ 
mending expenditure, of whatever amount, that is not included in the Budget, 
and of dealing with matters reserved for the decision of the Commissioners 
in meeting either by the Act or by sanctioned rules or bye-laws. But the Act 
itself imposes no such restrictions on the purposes for which Committees may 
be appomted, and leaves it open to the Commissioners to intervene in any 
question or class of questions, whether within the legitimate functions of the 
executive or not. An instance of such intervention is to be found in the 
formation of the Complaints Committee, which was described by Sir Henry 
Harrison in 1890 as a thoroughly unsound move, emanating from the wish of 
the Commissioners to concentrate in their hands all power, instead of merely 
the legitimate power of administration. He foretold, when the Committee 
was constituted, that they would find no field for their operations in the 
direction of bringing to light complaints which had received no attention, but 
that they would degenerate into a mere appellate tribunal from the orders of 
responsible municipal officers, after they had enquired into cases. This was 
precisely what happened. It was very soon found that the Committee took two 
months to dispose of a single complaint, while such complaints came in at the rate 
of twenty a day, and hence an oraer was passed that it should only have jurisdic¬ 
tion in tne case of complaints referred to it by the Chairman or by some Com¬ 
missioner. The result (said Sir Henry Harrison) has been the creation of an 
executive appellate tribunal of the worst type. Ordinary persons, who are more 
likel^r to need redress, cannot get access to it; it is reserved for a few favoured 
individuals who have influence enough with some Commissioner to get their case 
referred to it; that is, for the very persons who would be sure to receive ade¬ 
quate attention independently of any such Committee. Most of the more 
reasonable and experienced Commissioners fight shy of the Committee, whose * 
operations have consequently fallen into the hands of other and younger men 
who are, among the whole body of the Commissioners, perhaps the most in¬ 
competent to exercise the functions they aspire to.” 

10. In paragraph 31 of the Annual Report of the Commissioners for 1806-96, 
it was observed; '^In connection with these Committees two important 
changes were made, viz., practically the appointment to a Committee of every 
member who cared'to serve on it, instead or the number being limited to 24 or 
20 as in previous years; and, second^^, a resolution which was passed by the 
Committee that in future membeid 'of* various Standing Comm^teies be 
appointed for one year only ” ' Th^^'^edfture of membeip to be on some of 
these Committees was so great thaft iS^ Whe^end ^ery tt&ember' who desired’ 1^0 Ite' 
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there had to bo let in, A law unde^ which action of this kind is possible 
obviously fails to discriminate between the true functions of the Corporation as a 
representative body exorcisinj^ general and especially financial control, and the 
duties of their executive in giving effect to the positive provisions of the law in 
matters of conservancy and practical municipal work. No reasonable being 
can suppose that an executive hampered by the possibility of interference by 
any one of a scries of multifarious Coinniittces can administer successfully the 
affairs of a great city. 

11 . It is true that in May 1896, when it was found that many of tho 
Committee members only attended when they had cases to press in which they 
wore interested, tho Commissioners again limited the numbers on the Chief 
Committees to 24, on the Hackney Carriages and liye-laws Committees to 9 and 
on the Loans Committee t<j 6 , but this reform was only carried by 3 votes, 26 
members voting for it against 23 who preferred unlimited Committees. Since 
then the numbers on the chief Committees Isave been reduced to 18 and those 
on tho minor Committees to 6 or 9. 

12 . In order to see how the municipal business is actually carried on, the 
Lieutenant-Governor lias read all the proceedings of the Commissioners in 
meeting, of their General Committee, and of tlie varimis Standing and Special 
Committees from 1894 to 1897. He finds that tlie Chairman and tho Executive 
generally have far less power than they ouglit in have ; in fact, it may almost 
be said there are as many Chairmen as there are members of Committee. The 
Executive has no real head, or rather it is hydra-headed. Matters of tho most 
ordinary description which, under any reasonable system, would bo carried out 
by the Executive under sanction of law, are now-a«days submitted to the Com¬ 
mittees for consideration and orders, the Executivo evidently finding it useless 
to move without previous sanction. Even if orders are issued by the Execu¬ 
tive under tho Act, they are not infrequently brought before one or other of the 
Committees for revision. A common procoduro is that a Sub-Cornmitteo is 
appointed to enquire and report (i.e,, to do over again the woik of tho Execu¬ 
tive, whose reports apparently command comparatively little respect). Work 
is meantime suspended. Tlie Sub-Committee may report in couiso of time, or 
it may ‘‘ lose the papers.’’ Sometimes it keeps the matter pending for moiitlis 
or even years. A more effective device for banipering promptness of executive 
action could not be invented. 

13. No doubt tho proceedings show that many items of business are got 
through at tlie meetings in a reasonable time. If this were not the case the 
Corporation would long ago have come altogether to a standstill. It would not, 
indeed, be difficult to find instances of wasted hours in the proceedings of both 
the General Meetings and tho General Committee; but the Corporation is 
clearly within its right in discussing fully impoi-tant matters that come before 
it in meeting, and the Lieutenant-Governor does not desire to criticise too 
minutely tho manner in which that right is exercised. The drawback is that 
sometimes matters of trivial moment arc made tho occasion of long and 
profitless dispute. Instances, recent instances, of this are in the recollection 
of all persons familiar with tho work of the Municipality. As regards the 

^ .1 « .. General Committee, Sir Henry Uanison described* 

for 7 «rAprii? 8 » 8 “'^ meetings in the following terms:—“ We have 

no set discussions, and we often have separate 
discussions in each cornor of the room going on at the same time because 
•everybody cannot find an opportunity of getting in his word.” Sir Henry 
Harrison was arguing against enlarging the numbers of the General Committee 
beyond eighteen, of whom he expected twelve or fourteen to attend the 
meetings—^the largest number with which he thought work could be done 
properly. What would ho have said to the numbers since placed on the 
Subordmate Committees? 

It may be doubted whether things have improved since Sir Henry 
Harrison’s time, for Mr. Ritchie, in opposing the proposal to enlarge indefinitely 
the numbers on the Committees, said in meeting: ** Highteen was the outside 
number, and from his experience on occasions when mere were 84 members 
the Babel of confusion and the hublmb was such that business retarded, and 
only those who had stentorian lungs^obuld make themselves hseurd.’’ (General' 
meetiiig of 8nd June 1895.) Agaiti, ahbongk fiie not^bet, ef the General 
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Committee ia limited by law to 18, the Commissioiiora have set aside the law by 
allowing any Commissioner to attend, speak, and move resolutions on any 
question afiecting the int irests of his warcK ^ 

14. In his Annual Itoport for l«'594-95, the Health Officer gave a table 
showing that frequently when the Executive, «.£?., the Engineering’ Department, 
refused sanction to constructions as opp ised to tho BuiMing Regulations the 
aggrieved parties got the matter put before the ibiilding Committee, ancl the 
Executive orders were reversed. The list contains 56 cases, and in 90 per cent* 
of these the Executive order was set aside. The Lieutenant-Governor is aware 
that the^ Commissioners in iiu^cting took exf'option to the list as giving u one¬ 
sided view of their action, but the remarks of tlie Commissioners themselves on 
the working of the Building Committee show that private interests are con¬ 
sidered to tho detriment of the public, and there is nothing in the law as it 
stands to prevent this being the case. 

Thus ajb the ordinar>' meeting of hStli July 1895, when tho working of the 
Building Regulations was discussed, Mi/N. N. Ghoso said: — 

‘‘From a ooinmou-Ht>iiso view the law «ud tho bye-lawa Foemod enough ; hut sometimes 
the ingenuity of lawyers and sometimes ilio Commissioners themselves who bad cases to 
support had made the rules unworkable. Jii nuuiy oasi s where they were absolutely plain 
and uniimbiguoiiB, they had been twisted so as to make tlieiu inoperative and futih.’* 

The whole of his speech was a powerful indictment of the action of the 
Commissioners, and especially of tho liuilding Comniittoo. Ho showed how, by 
making exceptions to the Regulations on every possible pretext, they had turned 
the Law and Regulations into waste paper. If they made concessions in all 
cases (said Mr. Ghose), they had practically put an end to all law.’^ Babu 
Surondranath Hanerjee thought the existing rules good enough if they .were 
xvorked thoroughly, honestly, and in a consistent spirit without making the 
frequent exce]itions which had been macle.’^ 

Babu Kall^Miath Mitter maintaine I that the bye-laws had been violated 
in the most flagrant manner possible.’' It was not a case of difficulty of inter¬ 
pretation, but of misplaced generosity by tho members of the Committee. The 
bye-laws were not ambiguous, but they had been “violated” by the Building 
Committee. 

15. Even inside the Corporation there are to be found sorao who denounce 
the amount of talk. At tbe same meeting as that last referred to, on tho motion 
to introduce the closure, Mr. Simmons said : “He believed in tho time of the 
Justices tlioro were longer speeches but fewer speakers, and the matter was 
soon threshed out. Now every one who wanted to have his say had it, and 
there was an immense amount of sheer reiteration.” Mr. Ryland, a much 
I'cspectcd Commissioner, said—• 

“ He was not surprised that a new Oomniifsionor should take up a subject like this, acd; 
he agreed that tho experience of Mr. Apoar did not render him sufliciently alive to the waste 
o£^ time whioh most undoubtedly texA place. The Commissioners like eels had got used to 
skinning, arid they did not so rt^adily complain of the time that was wasted in talking; but 
outside of this Corporation it was impossible to spaak without hearing people talk in most 
strong language of the utter waste of time whioh took place, end it must most oertainly deter 
a groat many most useful men from taking part in tho business of the Corporation. There 
were many men of businoss w'ho in other deliberative assemblies took an active part, but 
who would uot^ come forward ns candidates oven for the European wards, and their only 
reason was that it was such a waste of time which they could not anord to lose. In regard 
to most of the subjects which were disoussed tho debates were a mere foroe, beo itise most of 
the Commissioners came prep^irod to give their votes. Canvassing for votes was a common 
praolioe which could not he denied.” 

16. Ab a fact tin? leading Commissioners thomBolvoB have on many occa¬ 
sions found fault with tho adminiatration of the town* Aa to the state of tho 
city, at the special uieetiug of 16th September 1895, Babu N. N. Sen said: 

•• jNever was Calcutta in a mor§ insanitary state thaii it was at present, and 
that a fact which was admitted on all handBJ’ 

t<j busti Jmprovements, Bubn R. C. Pal at; the same meeting said t 
“ Bust! improvement was one of the greatest neees^tias of the town; but it 
was now practically at a standstill* ».Tliero wera nartify -bustig in the Northern 
Divi^on of tho town which were in; the same atStf »W as they were ten yearn 
ago* It was a long-standing ob^laint fhaiibo W<»king of the Coaserraooy 
Department wm going from bad ^^orse ” ^ ' 
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Al the special meeting of 20th September 1895, Babu Joy Govind Law 
observed that “in recent years nothing struck him more than tho inordi¬ 
nate delay which took place in the - initiation and completion of w^orks of 
improTcnient# Look at the question of the floorling of certain streets ; look at 
tho question of the trenching-ground, which had been under the consideration 
of the Commissioners for the lust four years; look at the time it took to com¬ 
plete the preliminary survey for the drainage of the added art^a. He did not 
know what the reason might be; it might be want of establishment; it might 
be want of energy or want of ability to cope with tho difllculties wliich arose; 
but whatever the reason might be, the fact remained tliat there had been un¬ 
certainty and delay in the inception and execution of necessary works.’’ 

At the meeting of 29th December 1895, J5abu N. N. Sen said: — 

**B[e perfectly agreed with what had fallen from Babu Kally Nath Mitter, and he 
thought the resolutions which ha<l been moved should be adopted without fort-her delay. 
Much time had been spent in talking, and in^the nioantirne Calcutta was becoming as had as 
some of the malarious districts in Bengal. There was now hardly a house in Calcutta which 
was free from a case of fever, and tliat was wholly duo to the defective drainage of the city. 
There was a time when Calcutta was depopulated by fever, and it was in oonsequenoe of 
that state of things that the Medical College Hospital (then culled the Fever Hospital) was 
established. He thought the state of thin^ now in Calcutta was no better than it was years 
ago; therefore, no further time should be lost in discussion, but some practical resolution 
should he adopted, and he thougl t the resolutions proposed by Babu Xally Nath Mitter 
were of a practical character and embodied the sentiments of many members of the 
Corporation who were of a practical turn of mind, lie did not at all agree with the sarcastic 
remarks made by Dr, Sanders os to tho expression of opinion by the Chamber of ♦t.’omnieroe; 
pn the contrary, he thought they had done a public si i vice in addressing tho Government 
as they did. Ho considered their letter to bo a very sensible one, and the C'ommifesionora 
would only be establishing thoir reputation as talkcis if they did not now adopt these 
resolutions.” 

17. Examples of the way in which the Committees interfere with the 
normal action of the Executive are too nuTuerona to be quoted. The Com- 
niiasioners are satisfied that their interierciuo is propez*, ond quote with 
satisfaction instances where tho result of their having overruled tho Executive 
pi’oved good. No one imagines that the <'omniissioners ought not to control 
tho Executive, especially as regards financial questions. No doubt at times 
they interfere too far even in general meeting, hut it is the interfei'once by tho 
Standing Committees with tho every-day working of the Act which the 
Lieutenant-Governor specially condemns. 'I ho Chairman has, moreover, as 
their pi’occedings show, no proper hold over his subordinate establishments. 
They ai’e tauglit to look to the Commissioners ns their only masters. They ai'e 
constantly being hauled up by them and tnken to task. At one Committee a 
member reported that he had inilividually sent instiuctionB to a Superintend¬ 
ent as to the performance of his duty; yet no one protested against this 
intolerable interference Avith the functions of tho Chairman. 

The General Committee of 14th Septembei’ 1895 oi’dei’ed that “pz*ivy 
connections slnzuld not bo sanctiotiod in future without the special sanction 
of the General Committee.” True, this was not approved by tlie Commis¬ 
sioners in meeting, but it shows tlie policy of tho Genei'al Committee. 
At a meeting of the Hackney Carriage Committee, when tho illegibility of 
the paint on the caridage numbers was discussed, it was moved and carried that 
the Chairman should consult tho (yOinmissionors in all niattei's i*eliiting to the 
administration of the Hackeny Carriage Department— (he could not bo trusted 
oven to see that a painter did his woz’k;, —and this was conGruied by the 
(Jlommissioners in meeting. On a grant to the Alms-house being discussed, 
the Chairman was allotvtd to take up the question and submit a note.” 
These are only specimens of tho way in which work is done; but when the 
niortalit;^ in Ward 22 had frightened tho Coinmissioners, they begged the 
Chairman to'act promptly, Babu B. N. Basu remarking that “when a matter 
is referred for consideration to a Committee, it often bangs Gre for a consider¬ 
able time.” 

18. As an example of the way in which sanitaiy improvements are at 
times dealt with, I am to quote the following from the proceedings of the 
ordipiiry motithly meeting of 11th July 1895 : — 

The following Beaolution passed at the same meeting (of a Oommittee) having been 
eonfirnud%\m-^ 
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(b) That the estiinate of Kb. 2,138-10 for laying unflltered Avater-pipeB for flufihi^ and 
road-watering in Armenian Street be eanotioned— 

Babu Nalin Behary Sircar observed that, on tlio recommendation of the Health Officer, 
notiooB had been served uj)on tb© residents of Armenian Street (which was ip a very insani¬ 
tary condition) to connect such of their privies as were not connected, and tliis work was 
needed to ©ntiblo tlio privies to bo conneote«l. Subsequently at a meeting of the General 
Oommitteo on tlie l><th Mav, Mr. J. Ghosal put certain questions with regard to these notices, 
the result of which was that a resolution was i^assed to the effect that it was not an oocosion 

for serving notices, no water being available, and the notices were directed to hu oanoelled. 

Therefore, the reason for passing this estimato did not now exist, and the speaker acourdingly 
moved i/iCft rcBohttion (d) bo not confirmed^ 

Dr.’ Bhuhun Mohan Sircar remarked that the Health Officer on visiting these places 
found the privies lo be in an insanitary condition, and he wanted them to be connected with 
ihel sewers, but the Health Ofheers seived notices without knowing whether flusViing arrange¬ 
ments existed or not; and on that this Ofttiinate was submitted by the Engineer. Unleea 
flushing arrangements were provided, these privies could not be connected. 

Babu Priya Nath Mtdik seconded the motion of Babu Nalin Bohary Sircar that resolu¬ 
tion {b) be not coiifirmtd, 

Bnhu Kalin Bohtiry Sircar^B motion that resolution (b) bo not confirmed teas put and 
cnrrioiL 

That is, the notices had to be eancollod because there was no water for 
flushing. TJie pri>poj5al to supply the water was negatived because the notict s 
had boon withdrawn. So the privies romained as before. 

19. Tliero could be no better illustration of the incapacity of the Corpora¬ 
tion, as at*prcsent constituted, to deal with any administrative matter than the 
difficulty which the Medical lloard and tlie Government experienced in inducing 
the Couiniissioners to appoint a sufficient temporary staff to remove the vast 
accumulations of filth discovered bj^ the Sanitary officers. On the 2oth October 
1800, before the reports of these officers had been published, the Commissioners 
passed the connncadable resolution that “a thorough cleansing of the town 
should be effected as s lon as possible by emplojdng a special establishment,’’ 
consisting of 1 Superintendent, 2 Lispoctors, 200 coolies and 60 small carts. 
This establishment w'as fixed with reference to the reejuireraents of a single 
ward, and was quite insufficient to deid with the eight wards in which accumula¬ 
tions of filth had been reported to^oxish. But although on tlio 30th November 
the Medical Board addressed to the Corporation a number of specific recom¬ 
mendations for the cleansing of the city, it was not till the 22iid January, 
and then under the strongest pressutc from the Government and the Board, 
that they sanctioned a grant of lls. 30,000 towards a further temporary 
establishment for cleaning up the town, and oven then they entrusted the 
administration of the grant to Sub-Committee whose deliberations seriously 
impeded the action of the responsible executive officers. 

20. A striking example of the laxity of administration that is possible 
under the present Act is furnished,by the collection of rates* This subjc^c^i; was 
re[)orted on at length in my letter of the 19th October 1896. It was there 
show'll that tlie demands remitted and cancelled during the. preceding three 
yeai’s bad amounted to Rs. 6,30i33O, or an average of Rs. 2,12,077 a year, 
being 5*26 to 6*17 per cent, of t^o total demand# Of the sum shown ao^ve, 
bills amounting to Its. 4,03,'280 hud been written off for vacancy, error and 
reduction, and in addition to this, miscellaneous bills representing a demand of 
Rs. 1,47,004 had been cancelled during the same period. It was explaiood how, 
owing to defective arrangements and want of proper supervision, the work of 
collecting rates in arrear had bean.,left to ill-paid and irresponsible subordinates 
who had colluded with dishbneft( rate-payers tp defraud the Corporation.' In 
the last paragraph of the letter refeirod to above, a hope was expressed that 
the Commissioners might be persuaded to introduce substantial reforma in their 
system of collecting the rates. On the report of a Committee appointed to 
consider the question, materiel changes have since been introduced which the 
Chairman believes will bring about a great improvement. 

21. The Accounts Departm^t of the Corporatipn is report^ to be in 
unsatisfactory state both as regexes the coshmlfEiition of the mitiial aoMUnti 
their audit. The officer appoml^d to be , accountaxit

Ip spite,<n repeated protests by the Accountant-General, 
who. threpitened (jopie tin^e ago to report the matter to Government, but did 
not ;PPriy opt fiis threat,, the accounts of the General Store Department at 
Gntally, which issues atores to the value of a lakh every year, had not been 
made,up for three yeare, and consequently could not be audited at all. 

. i 92. A further defect in the wording of the present Act is the practical 
exclusion,of European men of.business from all share in. the municipal govern- 
. meat of Oalcutto* This is the more serious in the case of a heterogeneous com¬ 
munity where the European minority control the commercial interests to^ which 
the.town owes its existence, and realise veiy clearly the extent to which the 
prosperity of those interests depends on the sanitary condition of the town. It 
IS,, however, no new thing. The Calcutta merchants, who serve readily and do 
excellent work on the Port Trust, have always held aloof from municipal 
affairs. Even in the days of the Justices men of business in Calcutta could not 
find time to take part in the interminable debates of a large talking body, but 
were content to leave the affairs of the town to be controlled by the Chairman, 
whose executive power had not then been whittled away by a standing majority 
of middle class Hindus. In 1876, when the introduction of the elective 
system was under consideration, the Select Committee appointed to frame a 
constitution for the town fully recognised the peculiar character of the com¬ 
munity they had to deal with, and f£e necessity of bringing into their scheme 
the principle of spepial aptitude as opposed to that of numerical equality. 
They proposed that out of the 54 members to be elected, 27 should be Hindus, 
9 Muhammadims and 18 Europeans, Eurasians, Armenians, Jews, &o., while 
of the 18 to be nominated, 9 should be Hindus or Muhammadans and 9 persons 
of other nationalities. This proposal did not satisfy the non-pfiicial Europeans, 
one of whose representatives in the Council, Mr. Brookes, considered the pro¬ 
portion of Europeans too small for efficiency, and suggested that the number 
shonld be r^ed to 95. The Committee’s scheme was rejected, not in 
consequence of Mr. Brooke’s objection, but in deference to the views of Babu 
Kxisto Das Pal, who, while admitting the existence in the city of a varied 
community with conflicting interests, urged that the system of proportional 
representation would be inelastic and would prevent Hindus from electing 
Europeans as their representatives. ** It might be said that the larger number 
of rate-payers l^ing Hindus, they would flood or swamp the Corporation; 
that was to say, the majority of persons elected would probably be Hindus, and 
that other sections of the community would be overridden. He did not think 
that that would be the ease. For his own part he thought that the Hindue were 
well aware that they had to learn a good deal from Europeans, and that in the 
matteiT of municipal management they by themselves could not do much. 
United with Europeans, they could' do n great deal, but single-handed the 
Hindus were too weak. So he did not believe that the lesult would be in the 
direction apprehmided.” 

23. In illustration of this aspect of the question I am to invite special 
nitonliion to the Statements A, B and C annexed to this letter. Statement A 
illustrates the comparative representation of the chief nationalities in Calcutta 
M it stood in 1882 under Bengal Act IV of 1876 and in 1895 under the present 
law. It will be seen that me proportion of Hindus among elected members 
* has declined from 64*6 to 61*6, and on the main body of elected and nominated 
.Gemmissioiiers from 52 7 to 62 They still, therefore, have an absolute majority 
in the Corporation, while on the Town Council they compose 66 6 per cent.— 
fthe piftpoi-tioii as in 1882. In so far, then, as it was the intention of 

8 and 63 of the Act to reduce this undue preponderance, those provi- 

jlWaB appear to have proved futile. . . . 

The percents^ of Muhammadans has risen on the Corporation nom 
rll'l. to 17*8 and on the General Committee from 10 to 10‘6. This result, 
which io laigely doe to the Government having, at the instance fOf the Chair- 
man, nominated six Muhammadans in 1895, is in itself by. no imeans a matter 
for regret. But the gain of the Muhammadans ia more than counterbalanced 
by the decline in the‘proportion of Eluropeaus and Euzaaiana from 31*9 to 26*8

in the Corporation and from 20 per oent. to 5*6 per cent, on the General *Odm« 
mittoo. A comparison of the figures for Natiyes (Hindus and Muhammadans) 
with Europeans, Eurasians, Parsis, Jews and Armenians, brings out even more 
striking results. The percentage of Natives in the Corporation has risen since 
1882 &om 63*9 to 69*3, and on the General Committee from T6*6 to 83*3, 
while the proportion of other nationalities has fallen in the Corporation from 
36-1 to 30-1 and on the General Committee from 23*4 to 16'7. ^ 

Statement B shows the composition of the Municipality according to 
profession. Lawyers, who had 21 seats out of 72 in 1882, nave 27 seats in 
1805, Hindu lawyers having gained 6 seats. The number of land and house* 
owners has fallen from 17 to 12; while the merchants and traders, admittedly 
uiidor-represented in 1882, had the same number of seats in 1895 as in 1882/ 
although the commercial interest in the municipal administration has advanced 
rather than declined during the period. 

Statement C is based upon the statistics of the ward elections of 1895. 
It shows that the registered electors amount to only 2 per cent, of the total 
population of Calcutta; that the Hindus, who are only 66 per cent, of tho 
population, have 73*3 per cent, of the registered electors and 69*5 per cent, of 
the voting power; and that Muhammadans, who form 29 per cent, of the 
population, contribute only 10*5 per cent, of the electorate, and exercise only 
9 per cent, of the voting power. On the other hand, a comparison of Statements 
A and C brings out that the Hindus with 69*6 per cent, of the voting power 
secured in 1895 only 61*6 per cent, of the seats, while Europeans with 19*5 
per cent, of tho voting power got 23*3 per cent, of the elected Commissioners, 
and the Muhammadans with only 9 per cent, of the aggregate voting power 
succeeded in electing 13*4 per cent, oi the ward members. 

24. In whatever way the figures may be combined and analysed, they de¬ 
monstrate how conspicuously the elective principle has failed to fulfil the expecta¬ 
tions held out by Babu Kristo Das Pal, that the Hindu rate-payers would often 
choose European Commissioners, and therefore that precautions to guard against 
sections of the community being overridden were unnecessary. They show 
further how, under the system introduced in 1876, not only do Hindus and Muham¬ 
madans command an overwhelming majority, but Hindus alone outnumber all 
other nationalities on the Corporation, aud outnumber them much more deci¬ 
sively on the General Committee. Tho municipal government of Calcutta has 
ill fact passed into the hands of tlio educated Hindus. Tho Europeans, 
who ought to have a predominant influence in the affairs of the town, cannot 
be induced to take part in the general meetings of the Commissioners, where 
they consider time is wasted in ^ debate and where they could not hope to 
command more than an insignificant minority. They prefer to stand 
aside and make themselves felt through the Chamber of Commerce,^ the Jute 
Association, the Health Society or some other public body which ovety 
now and then puts forward some, very general proposal witn an im|^rfe^ 
knowledge of the facts, and no knowledge at all of the difiicalties, financial and 
administrative, involved in the sanitation of a large Asiatic city. It is one of 
the greatest evils of the existing state of things that among the various critics 
of the Corporation those who are ipost interested in the questions - tot issue and 
best able to make themselves bear'd should at tho same time bd the -‘worst ih- 
formed as to tho evils that exist, and the least responsible* as reg^tds the possible 
remedies for them. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot blame the merchants and 
tradesmen of Calcutta for the rdle they have adopted, but it is certainly a 
matter for regret in the interests, of tho tow^n that the really itifluential 
Europeans among the non-ofiBcial qommunity shoidd practically cut themselves 
off from municipal work. 

25. The results of the working of the preseut municipal law in Calcutta 
may now be summed up as follows- 

(1) the conservancy of the;town has beemshown to have broken down 

in material points ; . . * 

(2) the collection of tho rates has for. la Isng time been defective,' and 

about two lakbs of ,revenue Jhi¥ipai>;t.yearly .been written off * as 
irrecoverable * * ?i ■ < ■ ■ * 

(S') important branches of ' t ' 
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(4)-the uncertainty as to the respective functions of the Chairman and 
the Corporation has paralysed the action of the executive ; 

(6) the European commerciiu community is inadequately represented 
and does not exercise the influence to which it is entitled. 

The changes in the constitution by which the Lieutenant-Governor hopes 
to amend these defects are explained at length below. I am now to state briefly 
the substance of the more important provisions of the Bill. 

PART I.— Pbemminary. 

26. It is hoped that the Bill may be passed in time to come into force on 
the .Ist April 1809. ^ The sources from which the definitions are drawn are 
indicated in the margin of the Bill, and no further explanation seems to bo 
necessary* 

• PART II.— The Municipal Authorities. 

27. Although for the reasons stated at length above, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is cleaidy of opinion that radical remedies are called for, His Honour 
docs not propose to make any large changes in the actual constitution of the 
Municipality. He would leave untouched the number of the Commissioners 
and the methods of electing and appointing them ; ho does not propose to alter 
the franchise or to reconstruct tlie present arrangement of wards. For the last 
twenty years Calcutta has had an elective Municipality, and there are obvious 
objections to restricting the operation of the elective principle so far, at any 
rate, as the main body of the Corporation is concerned. But if the Corporation 
is to be retained on its present lines it is essential that it should be provided 
with an efficient executive, and that a small working Committee should be 
interposed between the Chairman and the main body of the Commissioners. 
It is equally essential, if the heavy and complicated business of the town is to 
be carried on smooUiIy, that the functions of these three authorities—the 
Corporation, the General Committee, and the Chairman—should bo precisely 
defined and carefully distinguished in the amended Act. The neglect of this 
precaution in the Act of 1876, and again in that of 1888, has left it open to 
the majority among the Commissioners to assume administrative duties which 
no representative assembly in any country has ever dreamt of undertaking, and 
by meddling in all work, however petty, at every stage of progress, to bring 
about a state of things which can best be described, in the words of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Telang of Bombay, as munici])al anarchy. Tlio management of a great 
city such as Calcutta involves questions of far-reaching importance, and without 
extensive powers of control resting in the hands of the responsible Chairman 
and of the Government, it is unreasonable to expect good results from any 
form of municipal administration. The Bill, therefore, abandons the system 
followG4 in the previous Acts, of vesting the entire municipal government in the 
Commissioners, with permission to the Chairman to exercise such powers of the 
Commissioners, not being expressly reserved to the Commissioners in meeting, 
as they may not withdraw from him by resolution, and subject to such con¬ 
ditions as tuey may lay down. It provides for three municipal authorities—the 
Corporation, the General Committee and the Chairman assisted by the Deputy 
Chairman, who will act only under the Chairman’s orders. All powers conferred 
by the Bill are distributed among these authorities, with reference to their fitness 
to exercise them, in the manner shown in detail in Statement D annexed to this 
letter. To the Corporation are reserved the right of fixing the rates of taxa¬ 
tion and all thoso general functions which can bo efficiently performed by a 
large body representing many conflicting interests, provision being at the same 
time itiade against the contingency of their deliberations impeding the trans¬ 
action of •necessary business. Following the Bombay Act the Bill (section 
6 IB) vests the •entire executive power in the Chairman to bo exercised either 
independently or subject to the approval or sanction of the Coiporatiou 
wherever this is expressly so directed. The General Committee stonds 

. between the deliberative and the executive authorities, and deals with those 
matters which by their nature are ill-adapted for discussion by the Corporation, 
* and y^ are too important to be left to be disposed of by the Chairman’ alone. 
: Power ia also taken for the Genera) Committee to appoint 3^Committ€es 
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either froin their own body or from the general body of the GommisaiQiierB on 
which the Lieutehani-Gdyernor hopes to see all the . real workers among the 
Commissioners utilised. 

28. Proceeding on these principles, section 4A enumerates the municipal 
authorities, while section 4B defines their reapoctiye functions and provides for 
a reference to the Local Governmont in case of doubt arising. Sections 4 and 
7 define the constitution of the Corporation, which will remain unchanged. 

29. Sectifm 7A. The General Committee .—The scheme for the appoint¬ 
ment of the General Committee in equal proportions by (a) the elected Commis¬ 
sioners voting by groups of wards, (&) the Chamber of Commerce, the Trades 
Association, and the Port Commissioners, (c) the Government, is based on the 
principle of giving ade^tiate representation on the governing body of - the 
Municipality to the three chief interests in Calcutta—to the European commer¬ 
cial community which has made the town a centre of trade; to the Government 
which has maae it the capital'of the Indian Empire, and is vesponsible to the 
world at largo for its sufficient and progressive municipal administration ; and 
lastly to the residents, house-owners ana ground landlords, regarding the last of 
whom Sir Henry Hamson observed in 1890 that the valne of their property 
had been increased two-hundredfold by the creation and maintenance of 
Calcutta as a commercial capital. If it be admitted, for the reasons stated at 
length in paragraphs 21 to 23 above, that the commercial community, and more 
cmecially the European section of it, have an unquestionable right to an 
effective voice in the municipal government of Calcutta, there seems to be no 
practicable means of enlisting their co-operation but that which is now put 
forward. Even if the Lieutenant-Governor were prepared to go behind the 
decision arrived at in 1876, and introduce the principle of proportional repre¬ 
sentation of nationalities into the election of the main body of the Corporation, 
it is doubtful whether that would induce the leaders of the mercantile and 
trading community to take an active part in the debates of a large talking body, 
where organization and manipulation of votes would be needed to secure any 
real influence. 

30. For the purpose of electing four members of the General Committee 
under section 7A (2) (a) it is proposed to divide the twenty-five wards into the 
four following groups or electoral divisions, each of which will elect one 
member from among the entire body of Municipal Commissioners:—

UrMi the Male of population shown m column 3 cannot^ be made absmute^ 
uniform $ but it must be borne in mind that the'population of many ofjtibe 
Wards in the^SoUtlMii and Suburban Divisions will tend to increase, while^on 
Ae other hand it lb one of the objects of the proposed legislation to ^prevent 
overcrowding aiid:lbiis reduce populatioin in the Northern and Dentsal Wexdi. 

The four seots^' rSMiwed to Goveitnment will enable it not only to secure 
adequate represeutai^ of its^^own important interestain the towu^ 
need be, to provide for n Ifuhaiinnadan member and to nomipate at 
Commissioner as the special representative of the htupbler worjemg moii.;^All 
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rajiks and tradea who eacn their livelihood in Caloutia. Aa Sir Hir Henry 
HaiTiBon observed in 1885 :— 

** Not only do the labouring olaases of Oaloutta, important as their intoreete are, get 
BO reprei^ntatiou under the present system, but thf re are ^ome of them who, by their depend¬ 
ent relation to the Munioipality, especially need it,'—1 mean those classes with whose £reed<mi 
of action we are ooropeiled, in the interests of the community at large, to interfere. Such 
are the residents in bastees, whom we have to displat-o in opening out crowded localities; the 
carters whom we tax first for using the streets, «md then for keeping their cattle Within 
municipal limits (there are 17,000 carts licensed in Calcutta); the gotcalan whom, wo 
compelled to prosecute in hundreds because they will not comply with our requirements 
regards the stabling of their cows, and who ought to bo placed under mueli closer surveiUanco 
to prevent disease being conveyed by milk; the who for the same rcASon. ought also 

to ha brought under sanitary xogulations as soon aa tho Suburbs come into our hands.’’ 

The Lieutenant-Governor believes that there will be no difficulty in findings 
a European or Native Commissioner who will undertake to acquaint himself 
with the needs and grievances of these classes and to become their represent¬ 
ative upon the General Committee. Provision lias been made in sections 1 (4), 
18D (2) and 21 of the Bill for constituting the first General Committee as soon 
as the new Act comes into force, and for holding general elections in Maroli 
1900, when it is proposed that tho body of Commissioners now abor^t to bo 
elected should vacate office. 

31. Sub* Committees. —Section 63G empowers the General Committee to 
delegate any of their powers or duties to Sul>Committees nominated by 
them. The numbers of these Sub-Committees arc limited to six,, and none of 
their members need be members of the General Committee. The General 
* Committee is to fix the time within which a Sub-Comraittco is to report; and 
all tho proceedings of such Committees must bo confirmed by the General 
Committee. 

82. The Chairman and Deputy Chairman. Sections 7B to 7K and GlB.*— 
As in Bombay, the entire executive is vested in tho Chairman subject to such 
express limitations as are elsewhere laid down. This will do away with the pre¬ 
sent uncertainty as to the functions of the executive. The power of appointing 
tho Chairman is vested in the Local Government as under tJie existing law, and 
the Bill also withdraws from the Commissioners the discretion they have 
hitherto exercised of fixing the Chairmans salary and house-rent allowance. 
A Government officer specially selected for this difficult and important post is 
placed in a wholly false position by the present law which makes Liim dependent 
on the good-will of the Commissioners for an addition to his pay which, owing 
to the great cost of living in Calcutta, is in most cases no more than is required 
to save him from positive loss while holding tho appointment of Chairman. 

Provision has also been made in sections 7D, 7E, and 7K. for the a^^point- 
ment by Government of a Deputy Chairman who must ordinarily possess 
eugineeiang and architectural qualifications. The new building regulations 
win greatly extend the duties of the Chairman, and it is essential for him to 
havo the assistance of a competent adviser to whom ho can on occasion delegate 
his duties. 

83. Elections. Sections SE to 19. —^In view of certain decisions by the 
High Court, and of the uncertainty that has been felt as to the interpretation 
of sections 19—29 of tho present Act, it is thought desirable to incorporate in 
the substantive law definite rules for the procoduro in municipal elections, 
instead of leaving such matters to be dealt with b;y rule. Tho draft sections 
proposed are based for tho most part upon sections 19—35 of the Bombay 
Act, but some important changes have been introduced with reference to recent 
experience. Section 18 A Ql) and (2) provides that persons who wish to be 
enrolled as voters must reg^ister their names in tho Assessor’s office, and must 
show that they have paid in their own names all rates and taxes duo from 
them for the first two quarters of the municipal year. Section 18A"(10) to (21) 
transfers the duty of revising the list of electors from tho Chairman to a 
revising Magistrate who would bo selected from among the Precedency 
Magistrates. 

34. Control. Section 38. —Tho section of the existing Act, conferring certain 
powers of control upon the Governu^nt, is framed in very general terms, and 
would, the Lieutenant-Governor believes, be difficult to put in force effectively. 
The cbnditiOQa requisite to give the Govemment juriraiction to intervisne are 
iraguely stated, and it is almost impossible to say what ooxtstaruotiLoa .should .be 
put upon '^^compiaint made/^ ** general default,” and ^^due enquiry.” Each of 
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tliese terms would of itself give rise to a controversy in which the Government 
would be charged with unfairly stiaining the law to the disadvantage of the 
Corporation, and this charge would be difficult to rebut. 

On the other hand the present law is unfair to the Commissioners in that it 
gives them no distinct right to show cause against an order, and forces the 
Government to take the extreme course of at once appointing some person to 
pel form the duty alleged to bo neglected, instead of calling upon the Commis¬ 
sioners to pei’form it themselves within a stated time. The section which the 
Lieutenant-Governor would propose to substitute is based upon section .64 of the 
Madras Act, and seems to liim to give the Government as ample power of in¬ 
tervention as it need reserve, while at the same time providing for a fair enquiry 
into the facts, and giving the Corporation sufficient opportunity for stating their 
view of the matters in disjiute. That the Governinerit ought to have an effective 
power of interference appears to the Lieutenant-Governor to be amply demon¬ 
strated by the facts set out in the earlier paragraphs of this letter. 

35. Sections 40 - 4 lD^ Officers of iJui Corporation ,—These sections have been 
framed so as to secure the following o)>jects which experience has shown to be 
essential to the efficient working of the municipal administration of Calcutta: — 

(1) 1 withdraw from the patronage of the (J<^>rporation the important 

offices of Engineer-Surveyor, Health Officer, Collector and Asses¬ 
sor, and other offices with a salary of Ks. 500 a month and 
over. The General Committee, constituted as now proposed, 
will be more likely to make a good selection than so large and 
miscellaneous a body as the Corporation, and the scandal that has ^ 
been caused by tho canvassing of rival candidates will be avoided. 
Sir Henry Harrison observed in 1890— and the remark lias never 
been contradicted—that all tho Commissioners well knew tl)at the 
AJunicipality ‘^failed most conspicuously in personal questions, 
when each Commissioner is subjected to private >:olicjtation and 
unwholesome pressure, and gives his vote under the influence of 
motives very fow of which are consistent with the well being of 
the city.” 

(2) To vest in the Chairman tlie selection of suitable persons to fill all 

offices carrying a salary of less than lis. 3U0 a month, togeilier 
with the power of lining, suspending and dismissing persons so 
appointed. To quote Sir Henry Harrison again,—“A single 
officer acting under a sense of responsibilify would efispose of 
these peisoiial questions far more equitably than the Commis¬ 
sioners as a body, where individual responsibility is overlaid 
by numbers, and the most unblushing srdicitatiou is practised.” 

(3) To enable the Local Government to prescribe the ciualifications of 

candidates for employment in the llealtli, Consoivailcy and 
Enginceiing Departments. 

The title of Vice-Chairman has been changed to Controller of Municipal 
Accounts, which more correctly expresses the duties which in i)ractice the 
present Vice-Chairman discharges. 

PART HA.—.Financk. 

36. Sections 6ji.A to 65G, relating to loans, reproduce the existing law and 
further provide for the preparation of the Loans Budget, its consideration by the 
Corporation and the determination of the sums to be borrowed during the year. 

Sections 66 to G6Fj dealing with the Municipal funds, are based on the 
corresponding sections of the Calcutta Act. Sections 68B to 72CC aae adapted' 
from the Bombay Act and lay down more fully than is the case in the 
Calcutta Act the procedure for making payuionts, investing surplus fun^ 
keeping accoupts, preparing and passing the budget and auditing the accounts 
of the Corporation. Section 72D imposes on the Cliairman the duty of reme- 
tiying defects pointed out by the Auditors. 

PART III.— Taxes. 

37* Sectio7is 77 to 86^ dealing with the tax on carriages and animals^ 
contain no material change, except that the executive authbrify is throughout 
reserved to the Chairman. The definition of carriage to ixiemde bicycles and 
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tricycletf, and tho imposition on these of a tax of Ils. 4 a year will, it is believed, 
add a substantial sum to the income of the Corpoiutioii. 

Sections »V7 to 03 and Schedule III embody tho amendments sanctioned in 
the Homo Department letter No. 49, dated the ^4th March 1896, and some 
minor amendments since introduced at tho instance of tho Corporation Rules 
13 and 13A of tho schedule substitute a Sab-CJoimuittoe of tho General Com- 
initteo for ‘‘a Bench consistinj^ of the Chaiiuuin or Vice-Chairman and not 
less than three CommissLouers’’ as tho alternative appellate authority under the 
schedule. 

In seciiona D4.’9Sy relating to the registration of carts, tho only change is 
the substitution of ^HJhairnian’^ for “ CommisMoners.” 

Seciiona 00-100 aic unchanged. 

PART IV.—Ratios. 

•i8. Hero again tho only change is tlio transfer of authority in purely 
executive matters fiom the Commissioners to tlio Chairnnin- No provision has 
been made in tho Bill for levying a police rate, but it is understood that tho 
Government of India reserve the right to deal with the question by legislation, 
which may take tho form either of levying a local rate or of charging a certain 
sum annually against the Municipal Fund. 

PART V.—AssEssMENr op Buildings and Land. 

39. Provisos have been added to section 122 defining more clearly how 
tho annual value of huaice. land should be detcrniined, and permitting the revalua¬ 
tion of a building, the valuation of which has licen reduced on the ground of 
exceptional cii cumstances, when such ciicinnstauces have ceased to exist.. 
Section 125 of the present Act has also been amplified so as to enable buildings 
or lands to be revalued under certain circumstances, 

PART VI.-CoLDUCTION OF liATHS AND TaXES. 

40. The draft provisions contained in tills part have been framed so as to 
adapt the Bombay procedure for collecting municipal dues to the circum¬ 
stances of Calcutta. They vest all executive functions in tho Chairinau. 
Section 142, following section 202 of tho Bombay Act, requires municipal dues 
to bo paid direct into the Municipal Oflice—a system which has been tried with 
success ill some mufassal inunicipalities in Jieiigal. 

PART VII.—WATER-surPLv. 

41. Under the piesont Act the supply of filtered water is intermittent; but 
the quantity actually pumped exceeds that which tho mains were laid to carry, 
so that tho provisions of section 153 with regard to the head of pressure 
during the hours of suj ply have ceased to he operative and the pressure varies 
greatly in dififeient parts of the town* Tho residents not unnaturany keep 
their taps continually open, in order to take the fullest advantage of any supply 
tlmy can get, and the result is that a largo proportion of the existing supply 
runs to waste. This practice, combined with intermittent pumping througii 
constricted mains, causes the pressure to bo so low thax in a large section 
of the town, and chiefly at present in tho Bara Bazar area, the water does not rise 

. above the ground floors, d he Commhsioueis, therefore, must either incur heavy 
. expenditure in order to enlarge tlie mains to meet the present scale of wasteful 
supply and restore the pressure of 30 feet, prescribed by section 153 of the Act, 
or must restrict the supply to reasonublo limits by preventing waste, d'lie Bill 
adopts* tho latter alternative, but it adds provisions which are greatly to the 
advantage* of the rate-paj’era. Sections 150-152 provide for a continuous 
supply so far as may bo piacticable of both filtered and unfiiiered water. 
The provisions iu the present Act for checking waste are contained,, first in 
section 158, which, with Schedule IX, fixes the size of ferrules with reference 
to the rating of the house supplied, and thus in theory automatically restricts the 
quantity of water used. On this point the Lieutenant-Governor is advised that 
the result of using **pea-ferrules” is very harassing to the smaller house-holders, 
and that . it shomd now be the object of tho (Jjrporation to restrict, not the 
fair use of water, but its abuse. The che^lc on waste by the iiso of such minute 
jerrules is also of doubtful value, as even tho smallest size of ferrules is qapakle 
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of delivering 480 gallons in eight hours, which would greatly exceed the 
statutory supply. In the revised table of ferrules included in Schedule IX of 
the Bill, all sizes lower than a quarter inch have therefore been omitted. The 
concession will be very popular, as the introduction of tho small ferrules was 
vigorously opposed in 1888, when the present Act was before Council. 

42. The second check on waste given in the present Act is the power 
conferred by section 155 of attaching a water-meter to the pipes of individual 
houses in cases w'here waste is suspected. This, however, must bo at the 
expense of the Corporation ; and as a meter costs from Rs. 30 to Rs. 40, and 
the number of house connections will probably at no very distant date 
approximate to 50,000 in the city and suburban areas, it follows that for 
iinancial reasons the section is now useless for general purposes, although it 
might have been of considerable use if it had been applied from the 
inception of tho water-works. Tho only practicable plan under the con¬ 
ditions which now prevail is to divide tho town into blocks for tho pur¬ 
poses of water-supply, and to keep a check on the consumption of water in 
each district by meters applied to the mains and sub-mains which supply the 
block. The Bill provides for tho introduction of this system, which has been 
worked successfully in a largo number of towns in li]ng1and ; and the Chairman 
is authorized by it to recover the value of the water consumed in each block 
over and above tho statutory allowance by a percentage charge levied rateably 
in the block on the wator-rate bills of connected premises The existing 
section 155 is retained for use in particular cases, and by section 155AA 
individuals who think themselves aggrieved by the levy of an extra water-rate 
on the district are given the option of claiming a meter for their own houses 
at a reasonable rate of hire. In other respects tho Bill follows closely the 
system already in force in Calcutta and Bombay. 

. PART VIII.— Rlgistration op Births and Deaths. 

43. In connexion with the question of securing the early reporting of deaths 
from plague, tlic Lieutenant-Governor has been led to consider the desirability 
of improving the entire system of registering deaths in Calcutta. Owing to the 
fact that tho registrars and sub-registrars are mere clerks who have no medical 
knowledge, the entries relating to the cause of death in column 8 of the form 
in the eleventh schedule of tho present Act are in a large proportion of cases 
wholly untrustworthy. Of the 70 persons who on an average die every da^ 
in Calcutta, the returns show that from one-third to one-half have had no medi¬ 
cal attendant, and in all these cases tho cause of death is more or less a matter 
of conjecture. The evils of this state of things arc obvious, more especially 
in view of the increasing tendency on the part of foreign nations to restrict 
privileges in respect of quarantine to vessels coming from ports which jean 
show accurate vital statistics. In order to comply with these requirements, 
tho chapter relating to the registration of births and deaths has been entirely 
recast in the Bill. Tho important points are the following:— 

(1) by section 185A no corpse can be removed from a building for 

burial or cremation without a certificate in the form of amend¬ 
ed Schedule XI; 

(2) section 186 requires the relatives and friends of the deceased to pro¬ 

cure tho certificate; 

(Q) section 186A obliges the registrar of the district to give a certificato * 
free of charge ; 

(4) section 187 obliges medical men to furnish ibis certificate of their 

own motion within 24 hours of the death of any one whom 
they have attended; . ^ 

(5) section 8dB makes it penal to bury or bum a corpse without the 

prescribed certificate ; 

(6) section' 10IB provides that if a corpse is brought to a burial or 

burning ground without a certificate, it shall be detained there 
till the friends procure a certificate, or the registrar in cher^e .4>f 
the district sOrtisfieB himself by enquiry as to the of 

death ; 
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(7j Boqtion 191C prohibits the examination of any corpse in opposition 
to the wishes of the relatives or friends of the deceased ; 

(8) section 1911> gives the Loeal Government power to make rules and 

to prescribe the qiialitications of registrars aixd sub*registrars; 

(9) section* 18*^ A A authorises the Ohairinan to license medical prac-, 

titioners. 

44. ^''he above scheme secins to the Lioutnnant-Governor to be likely toi 
bring about a great improvc^mont in tlie inortuaiy statistics of Calcutta, and to 
prove useful, not only iu respect of grave epidemic diseases siicfa as plague, but 
as a measure of sanitary adlllilli^trution. Tfco only danger to be apprehended is 
that the poorer classes who do nr>t employ licensed medical practitioners may. 
have difficulty in procuring cerfilicatcs. 1 his, liowover, is merely a question of 
organisation. Section 186A ol>ligt‘8 the District Registiar to attend free of 
charge for the purpose of granting such certificates, and if enough registrars are 
appointed, no delay should occur. Undfir section 181 (2) the Local Government 
has power to determine the number of distiiors, each of which must have a 
registrar whose qualifications will be laid down under section 191D. In case of 
epideinica the Ctiaiiman may appoint additional registrars-under section 181 (3). 
The system will no doubt.cost more than that now in force ; tmt having regard 
to the largo number of medical men in Cjalcuttu, and the keen competition 
between them, it seems possible that qualified medical practitioners will be 
wUling to accept the position of District Registrar on a small salory for the sake 
of the practice which the office will bring with it. 

PART IX.— Taking^ a Census, 

45. Mo material change has been made in this part of the Act. 

PART X.— Of Streets and Building Reoulations. 

46. The provisions of this part are based partly upon the report of the 
Calcutta Building Commission and partly on the London Building Act, I89i, 
and other English and continental building laws. The subject is a peculiarly 
difficult one owing to the irregular manner in which buildings have been con¬ 
structed in Calcutta in past years. The general principle on which the draft 

E roceeds is to lay down rules for new buildings and to provide that existing 
uildings shall come under those rules when they are re erocted or, at the dis¬ 
cretion df the General Committee, when they are materially altered. A special 
power of dispensation is also given to the Local Government to be exercised on 
the recommendation of any two of the municipal authorities. Following 
modem legislation on the ctuiiineut of Europe, the Bill provides for the reserva¬ 
tion of particular streets and quarters “of the City for particular kinds of build¬ 
ings. Goveriiinont buildings are exempted by sectiDn X 90 from all the 
provisions of this Part. 

PART XI.— Dbainaok. 

47. The drainage sections of the Bill aie mainly based upon the Bombay 
Act, the most useful clauses of the Calcutta Act being also incorporated. Of 
new points, the fidlowing are iho most important:— 

*(a) The clauses giving the Local Government considerable power of control 
over the outfall of the sewage system, especially with reference to any altera¬ 
tion in the outfall works made necessary by the decay of river channels— a 
possible but at present remote contingency attaching to all outfalls into the 
network of tidal creeks which intersect the i8alt Water Lakes. These provisions 
embody the orders issued on the outfall works now under construction, which 
were passed under section 274 of tlie Calcutta Act. 

(^) Care has been taken in drafting tlie Bill to emphasise the rights of the 
rate-payers, as well as the duties and responsibilities of the Corporation with 
regard to drAinage matters. 

By sections 296EE to 296MM it is proposed to substitute an unpaid 
agency of licensed plumbers working at rates approved by the Corporation for 
the present insufficient staff of drainage inspectors appointed by the Corporation. 
The number of house-coniuxtions now amounts to nearly 30,090, which is likely 
to merease, and it is found practioaUy impossible at reasonable cost for 
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the Corporation to do more than exercise a general control oTer house fittings 
or to accept responsibility for the repair and maintenance of these fittings with 
all the contingencies of occasional stoppages from misuse. The Bill, therefore, 
provides an agency, of which the public must avail themselves, to carry 
out house drainage works at reasonable rates, and the Corporation is bound to 
exercise proper control over this agency, and to punish breaches of the laws 
and byo-laws in cases where house fittings are not properly maintained. 

PART XIB.— Liqhtino op Streets and Public Places. 

48. Under this head the Calcutta Act (sections 296 and 297) is singularly 
meagre, and the provisions in the Bill are accordingly modelled upon sections 
330<635 of the Bombay Act. 

PART XII.— ^Sakttabt Provisions. 

49. ^ part of the Bill is based mainly on Chapter XV of the Bombay 

Act, which is in many roroects more eJBEective than the corresponding sections 
of the Calcutta Act. Those provisions of the latter Act which ^ve been 
found to work well have, however, also been included. 

PART Xlll.— ^Bye-laws. 

50. The framing of suitable bye-laws is a duty which large bodies such 
as the present Corporation have shown themselves ili*fitted to perform. The 
procedure proposed in the Bill seeros to the Liieutenant-Qovemor well adapted 
for its xDurpose. It will give both the public and the Corporation ample oppor¬ 
tunity of expressini^r their views and will leave the final decision to the 
Local Qovernmeut^ 


PART XIV. —Penalties. 

51. The scheme of this part is borrowed from the Bombay Act. 

PART XV. —Procedure. 

52. This part also has been adapted from the Bombay Act. Power has 
boon taken to appoint Special Magistrates for the trial of ofEences against the 
Act, as experience has shown that the Honorary Magistrates, before whom a 
large proportion of municipal cases come, are dilatory in their procedure and 
impose merely nominal penalties. Provisions have also been introduced for the 
purpose of securing the more active co-operation of the police in the adminis¬ 
tration of the law. 

Part XVI. —Acquisition and disposal op land and buildings. 

53. The provisions of this Part, which are based upon the recommendations 
of the Calcutta Building Commission, modify the Land Acquisition Act in 
j cspoot of some material points, which will require sanction under section 5 of 
the Indian Councils Act, 1892. 

Part XVII. —Supplemental provisions. 

54. Sections 62U to 526. Extension to Howrah^ —The report bv the 

Civil Surgeon, dated 25th January, to the Medical 
Appendix No. a. Board, and other evidence that has come before 

the Lieutenant-Governor, place it beyond question that the sanitary condi¬ 
tion of Howrah is in its way quite as deplorable as that of Calcutta. 
Although the town as a whole is not overcrowded, sonio of the bustoes in it 
furnish examples of the worst forms of overcrowding. The number of public 
latrines is insufficient; the 26,000 private latrines, both kutcha and pucka^ are 
MS bad as those of Calcutta over were, and the staff of sweepers, is too small to 
clean them properly. Besides the privies, there are in Howrah about .2^600 
cc'sspools which receive sullage and urine. It is believed that only oiie-eighth of 
this liquid sewage is removea by the sullage carts, and that the remainder idnks 
into the soil, drains into tanks and road-side channels or disappears by evapor¬ 
ation. The drainage of' the town is at present effected by about 3 miles of 
pucka and 80 miles of kutcha dT:iiins, most of them bfi^ly aligned and faultiw 
constructed, A regular system of sewerage and drainage 4a greatly wanted. 
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but tho difficulty of finding a suitabln outfall ia extreme, and the Municipality 
IB not at present in a position to borrovir the amount, roughly estimated at about 
25 lakhs, which a suitable drainage scheme would cost. A supply of filtered 
water was introduced last year, and is said to have already greatly reduced 
the mortality from cholera, but it must bo materially extended before its 
full benefit can be felt. Effective building regulations are greatly needed, 
particularly in the bustees, where the largo and increasing population of 
mill hands finds lod^ngs. The stables and cowsheds througuout the town 
are in a terribly insanitary condition, and arc reported to be the most fertile 
source of surface pollution. The municipal law in force in Howrah is tho 
Bengal Municipal Act of 1884, which is altogether inadequate to meet tho 
wants of the town, and contains no provisions whatever for preventing the 
spread of dangerous diseases. The Lieutenant-Governor was at first disposed 
to recommend that a special Act should bo passed for Howrah, possibly on 
the lines of the Bill which is understood to bo contemplated for Rangoon; but 
on further consideration he is of opinion that the better plan will bo to take 
power to extend to Howrah by notification any specified portion of the Calcutta 
Act, subject to such restrictions and modifications as the Local Government 
may think fit. From the sanitary point of view, Howrah is virtually a suburb 
of Calcutta; its population in 1891 was 116,606, representing an increase of 
28*4 per cent, on tne population recorded in 1881 ; it is the head-quarters of the 
East Indian Railway, and contains a large num^r of factories which attract' 
operatives from the neighbouring districts; and any outbreak of disease in 
Hoijrah would almost certainly spread to Calcutta. Owing to the constant 
intercourse between tho two towns, tho people of Howrah are familiar with tho 
system of taxation and municipal administration that is in force in Calcutta, and 
it would be simpler and easier to extend portions of tho Calcutta Act from time 
to time, in accordance with the growing needs of Howrah, than to enact a 
special statute for tho latter town. Tho J3ill provides for notice being given 
of tho intention to oxtund any portions of the Act and for the heoi'ing of objec-^ 
iions. 

j 

PART XVIII.— Railways. 

55. This part merely reproduces the corresponding provisions of tho 
present law. 

56. Some formal work still remains to be done in harmonising tho provi¬ 
sions of tho Bill throughout, renumbering the sections in a consecutive series, 
checking cross references, grouping provisions, and revising the division into 
Parts and Chapters. This is now in progress, and will bo completed before the 
Bill is introduced. 

^ 57. I am now to request that the Government of India may be moved 
to intimate its formal approval of the Bill at a very early date, reserving for 
communication later on such detailed criticisms as may be found to be called 
for. The Lieutenant-Governor wishes to invito the fullest discussion of tho 
measure, and pi-oposes to publish it under Rule 81 of the Council Rules as soon 
as it has been approved by the Government of India. Tho Bill will then bo 
introduced into Council and referred at once to a Select Committee, which can 

g roceed to consider its constitutional provisions while tho opinions of the 
lorporalion and the loading Associations are being invited on the measure os a 
whole. 

68. I am further to request that the sanction of the Governor-General 
may bo given under section 5 of the Indian Councils, Act, 1892, to the Bill being 
proceeded with, since it affects certain Acts passed by the Supreme Council.

In continuation of my letter No. 40, dated the 10th instant, convoying 
the approval of the Governor-General in Council to the publication under 
Rule 34 of tho Rules of the Hcngal Legislative Council of the draft Bill 
submitted witii your letter No. dated tho 7th instant, to amend tho 

law relating to the Muniiipal affairs of the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, and 
to authorizo its extension to Howrah, I am directed to say that His Excellency 
in Cbiiiicil sarmtions tho introduction of the Bill in the Council of the Ideute- 
nant-Govornor for the purpo.se of making laws and regulations. I am accord¬ 
ingly to convoy the sanction of tho Governor General in Council required by 
section 5 of the Indian Councils Act, 1892, and to say that Ilis Kxccdlcncy in 
Council lias no « bjoction to the penal clauses in tho Bill. 

2. Tlie Govci nor-Goncral in Council has carefully considered tho reports 
regarding the appalling state of affairs brought to light by tho Medical Board, 
which was appointed by the Lieutonant-Gt.vornor in October 1896, and by tho 
six Sanitary OllicfU's deputed by the Board to make a sanitary survey of the 
Town proper and tho added area, and in tho opinion of His Excellency in 
Council, they demonstrate the necessity for reform in the present Municipal 
law. This state of affairs is, in the language of tho Medical Board, a standing 
menace to tho health of the city and may seriously affect tho commercial 
relations of the port with foreign countries- It is calculated in the case of an 
epidemic to endanger many thou.-ands of lives. That there are defects in the 
constitution of the Municipality whicli have prevented the proper sanitation of 
the city will be admitted, the Government of India venture to believe, by 
most of tho Coiiiiiu.‘'sioners themselves; but tho Commissioners are not 
responsible for tlio.se defects, and it is to be Imped that they will appreciate and 
give their best assistance in furthering the c Tidcavoiirs which are being made to 
apply a remedy for the existing state of thiiiijs. Tho amendment of provisions 
which have been found to be unworkable is nmst conducive to the real advance¬ 
ment of Municipal Government, and the Governor-General in Council trusts 
that the changes to bo effected in the law will bo found to be reforms leading 
to tho better administration of the Municipal Corporation of the metropolis. 

3. Sir Alexander Mackenzie has conm to the conclusion that the first 
step necessary is to revise tlie Culcutla Municipal Consolidation Act, 1888, 
throughout so as in the first place to provide for a responsible Municipal Exe¬ 
cutive, and in the next place to furnish tliis executive with a law adequate 
to the sanitary requirements of tho present day and the condition of Calcutta 
as it now is. The Lieutenant-Governor does not propo.se to make any large 
changes in tho actual constiiution of the Municipality. Ho wislies to leave 
untouched the number of the Commissioners and the methods of electing and 
appointing them. Ho docs not propose to alter tho franchise or to reconstruct 
tho present arrangement of wards. But ho considers it essential that the Cor¬ 
poration should be provided witii an efficient executive, and that a small working 
committee should bo interposed between the Chairman and the inuin body of 
tho Commissioners. It is, in Sir Alexander Mackenzie's opinion, equally 
essential, if the heavy and complicated business of the city is to be carried on 
smoothly, that the functions of these throe authorities—tho Corporation, tho 
General Committee and the Chairman—should bo precisely defined and carefully 
distinguished in the amended Act. It is, liis Honour points out, tho absence 
of'such definition which has brought tho Municipal administration in Calcutta 
almost to a standstill. His Honour is accoruingly satisfied that tho time hM 
come to undertake the re-construction of tho Calcutta Municipal Act, which in 
many instances is imperfectly drafted, as has been frequently shown in tho 
Courts, oh the lines of the Bombay Municipal Act, so far as these are applicable 
to the conditions tif Calcutta. The draft Bill has been framed to give effect to 
His Honour’s rGcommiaidations. 

4. Sir Alexander Mackenzie presses u|K>n tho Government of India tho 
^itai importance of the constitutional clau^es of the Bill. The threatened 
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approach of plague bas, it is urged, thxowa into etropg relief not only the 
commercial and international eouseouenocs of shortcomings .in ^e oqnMTvancy 
of Calcutta, the need of a proper drainage syatem, an brnreaecd traier-8up{>ly, 
and a well organized Health department, but also tho^ necessity, for. tfiking 
oSectivo measures to reduce the overcrowdii^ of certain quarters’ of the niJiy^ 
the condition of which is such that if plague once found a footing ttthro. it 
might take years to eradicate it. For ^e effectual working out of el)* 

important reforms His Honour considers it essential that the powors' of -t^ 
Oeneral Committee and of the Chairman should .be defined as have boon 
posed in the BilL It is said that the sections defieii^ these powers 
received His Honour’s most careful consideration^ and that the .success of the 
Bill hinges entirely upon them. 

5. The Bill is of a most important character and introduces wide and’faVr 
reaching changes in the law under which the Municipal affairs of Calcutta are 
at present managed; and after giving anxious consiaoratiou to tbem, the Hot- 
ernment of India have determined to gira their general ap^O'val to iSir A. 
Sfachenzie’s woposals. The proposal to revise the law has also received iffip 
lypproval of tho deci'etary of State. The Governor^Generalin Council observe 
with satisfaction that tho Lieutenant-Governor is invitiug the fullest diacussi^ 
of the measure, and is assured that His Honour will carry out the proposed 
legislation in as conciliatory a mhnner as possible. His Sxoellency in Houi^il 
■does not propose at the present stage to examine the details of the 
but he will watch with interest the discussion of the 'measure .1^ .fhe Select 
'Committee and the Council of the Lieuienant-GoTeTnor, and fedb confident tibat 
the view’s of the Corporation and the leading .Association^ which Are heu^ 
.invited by the Lieutenant'^eyemot, will reoeive rcareful and attenture leonsi:* 
deration at their .hands.

2. The climatic conditions of the season were most unfavourable in both 
Climatie conditions of tho Agencies. The early cessation of tho rain in 1896 

season. was detrimental to the plants in the Bihar Agency, 

and the rain in February brought on blight, which is always liable to 
attack a backward crop. Fxcept whore irrigation was possible, th€3 cultivation 
suffered severely. In the Benares Agency the prospects up to the collection of 
the drug were more favourable, but blight, together with tho intense heat and 
high west winds in April and May, did great damage. 

3. In paragraph 2 of^the Government Resolution on tho Opium Adminis- 
Order, of thn Qov.rnment of ^«tion Report for 1^05-96, the attention of the 

India as to the principles rega- Board was inviteti to the Orders of the Government 
lating the extent of cultivation. Qf Jndia laying dowii tho principle to be followed 
in future in determining tho extent of poppy cultivation, and directing that the 
area of cultivation should, as far as possible, bo fixed so as to produce 54,000 
chests of provision opium annually in addition to 7,000 or 8,000 maunds of 
excise opium of 90** consistence. The results of tho year show that the 
efforts to regulate the settlements in accordance with the policy of the Govern¬ 
ment of India were not altogether attended with success. The actual outturn of 
the two Agencies during both the seasons (1895-96 and 1896-97) was considerably 
below the normal requirements. With regard to the season 1895-96 the Board 
report that the reason why tho actual outturn fell so far below tho expectation 
of Government, was that the average yield per bigha of the Bihar and Benares 
Agencies during that season was only 3 seers 1;3 chitaks and 4 seers 6^ chitaks, 
respectively, as compared with tho average for tho 22 years, from 1873-74 to 
1894-95, of 4 seers 2^j chitaks for Bihar and 4 seers 15^o chitaks for Benares, 
upon which the Government of India had based their estimate of normal 
requirements. In tho season 1896-97, while tlio continued decrease in the area 
under cultivation in Bihar was compensated for by an increase in cultivation 
in Benares, the average yield per bigha in both Agencies under the influence 
of the unfavourable seasons showed a worse result than even in the preceding 
year. 

4. The following statement shows the area engaged for, tho area sown, the 

net cultivation, and the produce in each Agency in 
Cultivation. seasous 1894-95, 1895-96 and 1896-97: —

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In the Bihar Agency there was a decrease in the area of land engaged for, 
and land sown, including failures, as well as in the net cultivation, deluding 
failures, to tho extent of 0,881: bighas, 19,059 bighas and 27,781 bighas 
respectively, with a. resulting decrease in the total produce, amounting to 3,529 
niaunds. The decrease occurred in the sub-agencies of Muzaffarpur, Hajipur, 
Aliganji Motihari, Bottiah and Gaya. The largest decrease, amounting to 
nearly 7,000 bighas, occurred in Ilajipur. It is explained that most of the land 
struck out in Ilajipur being unindgated, was not accepted in consequence of 
the difficulties that were anticipated from the severe drought that prevailed 
during tho year, while tho decrease in irrigated Iand_ is chiefly attributed to 
the previous existence of a largo ai'ea of paper cultivation. The subject of 
paper cultivation was mentioned in paragraph 3 of tho Government Resolution 
on tho Opium Administration Report of last year. The Board report that the 
Sub-Deputy Opium Agent of Hajipur, Mr. A. Christian, has been at great pains 
to ascertain the cause of the discreditable state of affairs that has existed for some 
years past in this sub-agency, and promise a report to Government in due course, 
which will bo awaited. The decrease in Aliganj was due to tho introduction 
of Mr. Tytier’s alternative aesamiwar scheme in that sub-agency from the Ist 
September 1896, in consequence of which advances were only given to solvent 
raiyats after the closest scrutiny.' 'Phe decrease in Bottiah was due to tho rejec¬ 
tion of useless lands and to the fact that, owing to a series of bad years, the 
cultivators were unwilling to increase their cultivation. The general decline^ of 
poppy cultivation in Bihar is reported to be more or less duo to the disinclination 
on the part of tho raiyats to cultivate more land with opium. This persistent 
decline in the area of cultivation in Bihar has already engaged the special 
attention of Government and was commented on in the Resolutions on the Reports 
of tho last two years, when the, effects of competition between opium and more 
paying crops were discussed. In last year’s Report, the Agent was of opinion that 
a good season would soon restore the popularity of opium ; but tho conditions 
of the recent season wore unfortunatoly not such as to test the accuracy of this 
belief. The average yield per bigha in the Biha.r Agency duringtho past year was 
3 seers 13i chitaks only, against 3 seers 15 chitaks in 1895-96. In tho Benares 
Agency there wasan increase of 43,533 bighas, 65,688 bighas and 95,618 bighas, 
respectively, in the area of land enpagod for, land sown, including failures, and 
the net cultivation, excluding failures, as well as an incrcMe in tho total produce 
of 1,420 maunds, as compared with the figures of the previous year. There was 
au increase in cultivation innearly all the sub-agencies. The area of land engaged 
for was 678,582 bighas, but the land actually sown, according to measurements, 
was 601,312 bighas. The excess area was entirely duo to the necessitous 
condition of the cultivators, and was allowed in the hope of getting a crop 
sufficient to meet requirements) and, if possible, to recoup tho reserve. Many 
men came in to got the advances who had never sown before, and many volun¬ 
tarily sowed in excess of their engagements ot without advances at all. The 
average outturn per bigha fell from 4 seers 6,J chitaks to 3 seers 12 -chitaks 
during the year, which was the inevitable effect of the unpropitious season, 
but tho Lieutenant-Governor considers that both Mr. Wright and the officers of 
his Agency deserve groat credit for the generally successful results of their 
operations. As long as the area sown in Bihar is short, and the total outturn 
of opium in both Agencies is not more than sufficient to meet the normal 
quantity required, tho Lieutenant Governor sees no objection to the extension 
of cultivation within the limits indicated in the Benares Agency. The willing¬ 
ness of cultivators thereto sow more land under opium points to the conclusion 
that the competition of other crops with opium is not so keen as^n Bihar. • 

5 ^ •piio results of check measurementa made by gazetted officers still show 
Check «e..are«ent. by ga:=ettod great variations in different sub-agencies in the 
omcen. numbers of cases detected m which opium had not 

been grown. In paragraph 3 of tho Governmqpt Resolution on the Adminis¬ 
tration Report of tho Opium Department for tho year 1895-96, the Board 
wore requested to consider how far tile new survey maps and records could 
be utilized for thb purpose of facilitating the settlements and checking the 
measurements of opium lands. It is reported that experiments are being made 
in selected tracts of the Muzaffurpur and Aliganj sub-agenoies, whwe the 
survey proceedings are suffimeatly complete, to see how far the orders of 
Government can bo given effect to, and that arrangements have -been made 
with the Director of tho Dopa*tmont of Land Records and" A^icultffre, for the 
deputation of two subordinate* of the Survey-Settlement Department for the 
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purpose of iuBtrucling the opium officers in tho use of the maps and records. 
Tho Lieutenant-Governor will await tho report promised by the Board on the 
results of these experiments, as also tho rep<jnt called for in paragraph 3 of the 
last year’s Resolution on the subject of tlio alleged insecurity of mnd tenure 
among the Koeris in tho district of Shahabad. 


6. Out of a total cultivation of 328,192 bighas, exclusive of failures, in 

Irritctfon .drance. for w.ll.. Agency, 286,016 bighas were inigated 

and 42,17o oignas unirrigated, whilo in the Benares 
Agency 540,399 bighas were irrigated and 30,569 bighas non-iriigated. 
Compared with tho figures of 1895-96, there was an increase of 4,112 bighas 
of irrigated land and a decrease of 31,89-3 bighas of unirrigated land in tho 
Bihar Agency. The most noticeable incrcti.so is in the Shahabad, Gaya, Tehta, 
Patna and Monghyr divisions. Aliganj also shows a small increase. Tho non- 
irrigated area in each of the other sub-agencies decreased, the most noticeable 
being Motihari and Bettiah, in both of which a largo number of wells wore 
constructed for artificial irrigation. Out of 16 divisions in tho Benares 
Agency, there are only 4 divisions with non-irrigatod lands, viz., Gorakhpur, 
Sitapur, Basti and Gonda. There was a considorablo increase of non-irrigated 
land in Gorakhpur, the number o£ bighas having risen from 6,762 in 1895-96 
to 10,132 in 1896-97. In the lit'iwah Division the Agent reports difficulties 
oil the i>art of^ cultivatoi’s in getting sufficient canal water for irrigation, 
but the Irrigation Department of tlie Government of the North-Western 


Provinces have promised assistance in tho matter. In consequence of tho 
scanty rainfall and drought that prevailed during tho year, it was directed 
by Government that advances for the construction and excavation of wells 
should be given freely to the opium raiyats in tlio Bihar Agency. Tlio 
Lieutenant-Governor notices witli satisfaciioii that tlu5.<e orders were, as far 
as practicable, carrrii-d out. A total suin of Rs. 1,07,262 was advanced 
during the year for wells, against Rs. 38,89-“) in tlio previous year, of which 
Rs. 54,538 wero for pucka and Rs. 52,724 fur kutclia wells. 791 pucka and 
17,429 kutcha wells wore constructed, as ngainst 349 and 3,943, respcctivcd}^, 
in the previous year. The balance outsifinding on tho 31st August 1897 was 
Rs. 74,629-9 2, of which Rs. 2,783-12-0 have since been recovered. In 


Bi3naresRs. 91,096 wore advanced, against Us. 13,063 in the i^rcceding year, 
tho increase being duo to the saiut> cause in Bihar. 239 pucka and 17,3(>2 
kutcha wells wore sunk during the year, ngainst 61 and 1,071, respectively, 
in the previous year. The kutcha wells were scattered over all tho divishms, 
the largest number having been constructed, as in the yirovious year, in 
Gorakhpur. The balance outstanding on 31st August 1897 was Rs. 25,007-10-10. 

7. Tho total outturn of the season was 45,500 chests of provision opium, 
Outturn and sales. which 22,000 chests wero manufactured in Bihar 

and 23,500 chests in Benares, as against 22,741 
chests in the former and 22,300 chests in the latter Agency in the previous 
year. One thousand five hundred and eleven chests of Benai*es opium had to be 
dravirn from tho outturn of that Agency, to make up the quantity advertised for 
sale inthe calendar year 1897, and there was a surplus of 1,841 chests available on 
1st January 1898, from tho outturn of the Bihar Agency in the previous year. 
Of the total number of 45,830 chests thus available for sale during 1898, 39,000 
chests in equal proportions of Bihar and Benares opium will be brought forward 
for sale, leaving reserve of 6,830 ehests on the 1st January 1899, after 
satisfying the requirements of 1898. Tho quantity of Nepal opium delivered 
during the year was 195 maunds, against 248 mauuds in the previous year. 
The decrease is reported to be due to the bad season. 

The opium obtained during tho year was good, but was again of excep¬ 
tionally high consistence in both Agencies, tho average in Bihar being 76®’35, 
as against 77®’87 in 1895-96, and in Benai’es 73‘^*39, as against 73°-96 
in tEo previous year. This involved loss to Government, to the esti¬ 
mated extent of over four lakhs in the two Agencies. The loss is twofold, 
for not only has Government to pay more to the raiyats, but caking at above 
the standard consistence is necessitated, although no higher prico is fetched. 
The hi^ consistence of the drug also entails additional work on the factory 
etaff. Proposals from the Factory Superintendent, Patna, for regulating the 
consistence ^ the drug have been circulated to the most experienced Sub- 
JDeputy Opii:w Agents for an expression of their opinion, and a report to 
Government is promised. There were lOllbs. of cake and 9121bB. of powdered 
niedioal opium manufactured at Patna, while SBllbs. of morphia hydrochloraa^ 
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12ib9. of morphia acetate and 131bB. of rn rphia sulphate were turned out at 
Ghazipur. The Qovonmioiit of India having nppproved of tlio scheme*pro¬ 
pounded by Dr. Seflgefield to the effect that a I^ondon film should be asked to 
undertake the Sale there of monthly consignmentB of opium alkaloids manufac¬ 
tured at the Ghazipur Factory, the Scc.retary of State was asked to conclude the 
necessary arrangements. Intimation was received after the close of the year 
tliat arrangements had been concluded with the firm of Messrs. Hurgoyne, 
Hurbidges and Company, who will dis^jose of tlio alkaloids by private contract 
or public sale at their discretion. Large purchases were also made by the 
Shanghai Dispensary. 

8. The homo produce being still considered insiifBcient for all require- 

ments, the plan of purchasing Malwa opium for 
avraopium. excise purposes was continued during the year. 

Mr. Hastings, who was deputed for the purpose, purchased 4,0:3 niaunds of 
crude opium, of which 1,8G7 inaunds were of special quality, as free from oil as 
practicable, against 1,408 maunds of that quality obtained during the previous 
year. The opium jmrehased was both cheaper and of better quality than in 
previous seasons. A saving of Rs. 1,200 was effected by the early purchase 
of Uali rupees, which are the main purchasing medium of Malwa opium, and 
the Government of India have sanctioned the continued deputation of Mr. 
Hastings to Indore to lay in a reserve of Uali coin at a time when the price 
is low. TJio Board had under consideration the question of the manufacture 
of abkari opium on an improved method calculated to further reduce the 
quantity of oil in the cakes, and have issued instructions for blending the Factory 
opium with tho ‘‘special’’ Malwa opium, or with “ordinary” mixed with 
“special” Malwa opium. The purchase and issue of Malwa opium involve 
considerablo loss of revenue t»> Governniont, and it is the exjjressed intention 
of tho Government of India that the s^^stem should not bo continued longer 
than is absolutely necessary. 

9. The expenditure of tho season in the Bihar Agoncy wan Rs. 85,70,864, 

^ against Rs. 92,76,235 in tho previous year, and 

^xpen I uro. Benarcs Agency Rs, 1,42,44,850, against 

Rs. 1,37,88,793 in the previous year. There was thus a decrease of 
Rs. 7,05,371 ill Bihar, and an increase of Rs. 4,56,003 in Benares, the net result 
being a decrease in both the Agencies of Rs. 2,49,308 in the total expenditure, 
as compared with tho previous year’s figures. Tho increase in Benares is due 
to larger outturn, and the decrease in Bihar to shorter outturn during tho year. 
The average cost per maund of opium on the not expenditure was Rs. 265-12-8 
ill the Benares Agency, and Rs. 271-6-8 in the Bihar Agency, against 
Rs. Si64-4-7 and Rs. 264-3-7, respectively, in tho previous year. Tho average 
coiit per chest in the Benares Agency wafi Rs. 479-14-2, against Rs. 480-12-4 m 
the preceding year; in the Bihar Agency the average cost per chest was 
Kb. 465-12-10, as against Rs. 461-14 in 1895-96, tho increase of Re. 3-14-10 
being due to tho smaller outturn of the treason. 

10. The total number of chests turned out by the mills in 1896-97 was 

52,256, against 41,860 in the preceding year. All 
chests were made of mango-wood, sd.! wood oeing kept 

in stock only to meet emergencies. Tho average cost of a mango-wood chest was 
Rs. 2-5-11, against Rs. 2-5-3 in the previous year. The increase is due to the 
rise in tho price of wood. The total cost of working the mills during the year 
was Rs. 41,931, against Rs. 36,925 in 1895 96. The quantity of mango and 
simul wood contracted for during the season was 191,126 cubic feet and 60,000 
cubic feet, respectively, against 83,063 cubic feet and 28,446 cubic feet, respec¬ 
tively, during the preceding year.

was introduced expcriuicntally in tlio three hjthlis

1st Septeinber 1806. Tho only parr, of ililiar, where the llonares syMtf m in it.s 
integrity has been adopted, is the Uarhi sub division of Gaya. The alternative 
sehome is in effect a compromise boiween tin; Hihiii* and iiouurcs systems. It 
jirovides for the si'parate adjustiiicuL of each iiiiyat's accounts at the lime of 
weiglimeiils, payments being made, as iiirlierto, through the khatla iars. It 
has boon reported that the experiiuont luis boLii an uimualitied success, 
while the piinciplo of ensuring payment iu tail to ilio producer cannot but 
tend to popularise tho poppy cultivation For the successful working of the 
scheme, Government is indebted to the energy of Mr. Tytler. Tlie Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governin’ Avill await a report from tho J^o.nd on the qiiesiioii of the exten¬ 
sion of the alternative scheme to the other sub agt iicies of Diliar.

IDENTIFICATION OP OLD OFFENDERS BY ANTHROPOMETRY AND 

FINGER IMPRESSIONS.

2. In my letter No. 2471 of loth March 1897, tlie relative advantages of 
iho tw o systems are discussed ; and as I was able to report, as the outcome of 
some years’ work at the subject that a satisfactory system of classification had 
been deviso'l; the Govermm nt of India was pleased to appoint tow ards the end 
of March a Committee consisting of Major-General IStrahan, r.e., Surveyor- 
General, and Mr. Pedler, f.r.s., to imjuire into and report on it. After careful 
examination of details, tliis Committee recorded their opinion (copy attached) 
that iho system of classification elaborated in tliis Province is most effective, 
answers nil possible le^ts, and must on its merits in time supoFvScde Anthro¬ 
pometry everywhere, and the Governni’ General in Council has now directed its 
inirodurtion throughout lliitish India. 

3. Boinhay, the North-Western Provinces, Burma, Assam, the Central 
Provinces, and, I believe, Madras are accumulating Finger impression cards, and 
the cjidcrs of the Government of India are awaited as to the arrangements 
under which otticers of these Provinces are to Lave explained to tliem the 
principles of the classification. It would possibly be convenient and conducive 
to ensuring that at the out-td a correct system is adopted if tlic explanation 
could be given at t’ e hi'iid-quartcrs of the several nrovincos, the opportunity 
being t iken to classify all th<i Finger impression cards collected there. 

4. It niay now be claimed that the great value of Finger impressions as a 
means of fixing identity has been full\ established, for there is no depart¬ 
ment of public business in tins Px-ovince in which this agency is not being 
u^cd. In the Opium Dcpaitmeiit it lias solved the difficulty experienced of 
ensuring that money eiitrusied lo iiii ldlemen sliall actually reach the culti¬ 
vators entitled to it. M he Opium Agent, Bihar, has now few or no cases 
in which the opium cultivatois repudiate receipts authentfcated by their 
thumb iniprossiun. In tlie Emigrutiou Department it is being used 'in 
agroement.s and in receipts for money. It is being regularly used in oiir 
comjielitivo examinations as a check on yiersonation. It has been introduced 
into the Postal l)(‘])arlmciit and in the Military Pensions Department. ]t is 
being fully utilised in all Kei istralion ollices, where it has been instrumental in • 
causing numerous cases of fal.se perstiiuitioii to be successfully worked out 
and the guilty punisln d, and it is being gradually brought into requisition by 
zamindars altA oil cr ])iivate persons in substitution for signatures. Its intro¬ 
duction must have the ellcct of reducing litigation and easing the burden on 
the courts, for wherever it is u.-scd in place of, or as supplementary to’signatures,, 
incontestable evidence is jn-ovided of identity which it is useless to challenge. 
A man may disown his signature and may at difforont times, give signature's 
varying from each other in css<?ntials, but he cannot disowm bis finger impres¬ 
sion, for il he is required to give it a sctM^iid lime, it must correspond in the 
thousand and one details which together make up the pattern, and this corre¬ 
spondence can be exactly pointed out and its probative vulue can, if necessary, 
be represented in mathematical calculation. 

6. During the year 2,638 persons were on arrest treated by the District 
Police as unidentified. By sustained enquiry the local police were successful 
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. ultimately in getting 1,498 of these recognissed, leaving a balance of 1,010 persona 
unidentified (of whom 124 wore juveniles, 32 were women, and 104 residonta of 
Native States, wlicre the system has not boon introduced\ with whom the 
Central Policcr oflfico had to deal. The following table gives statistics for

The figures in column 4 for 1897 include 121 persons recognized for the 
Calcutta Police, 31 for Assam, 1 for Madras, 2 for (]!ooch Behar, and 10 for the 
North-Western Provinces. It will be seen that the figures for total identifications 
ropreseut a maintained improvement f<»r each year of over 40 per cent, on the 
preceding year’s figures, and that in 1897 about 4 in every 10 possible cases wero 
identified. The 492 successful recognitions of 181)7 incjludc 171 cases in which 
the identification was effected b 3 '‘the Finger impressions only, not supplemented 
by measurements. 

6. On receipt of the orders of the Government of India recognizing the new 

system, we commenced, in June, to institute soardi under it and the 171 cases shown 
in column 3 represent results. Consi<lering the relative smallness of the F’inger- 
impression record, the measure of success obtained has been considerable, and 
boars out the opinion expressed by the Committee as to tho efficiency of this 
Bystcra, which has 3 delded better results in the first seven months of its working 
than were obtained by Antliroponietiw with a crimiuul record of approximately 
C'lrresponding volume in twelve montlis. It may bo noted that wo come 
across numerous instances in wliicb tho measurements submitted for search vary 
by considerably more than the all')wable difference from those originally recorded, 
and that the error attiihutablo to tho personal equation, even with automatic, 
and self-registering measuring instruments, is a frequently recurring enuse of 
failure. Such error practically disappears in a s 3 "stem of icieiitif 3 ^iiig by Finger- 
impressions, wbicli possesses the additional advaiitjigc that juveniles wlioso phy¬ 
sical structure has not been fully developed come within its scope. It has been 
deemed undosirablo to extend the system to females; so in future wonion alone 
will be excluded from tho class to whom it will bo made applicable. The 
great advantages which tho new S 3 'stem possesses as regards economy, taving of 
time,' certainty in results, and its capabilit 3 ^ of being wt^rked by unskil!e*d 
agency have been described in previous letters and in the report of the Committco. 
Sinee January 1897 tho Finger impressions only, and not tho measurements, of 
new convicts have been taken, and attention has been concentrated on reducing 
tlio Ahthioooir^otiic and building up the Finger Imj^ression liccord. Wo have 
now over SO,000 classified Finger impression cards, and by obtaining Fineror 
impression duplicates, have reduced the Anthropometric record to loss than 
25,000^ and within the next few months will eliminate some 5,000 more. 
I3y the end -of this year, the Anthropometries record will contain less than 
jP0,'^;00 cards, and tho Finger impresKinn record considerably more than 2e>,000. 
Daring 1897 two out of evt-ry three recognitions wero effected by Anthropo¬ 
metry ; this propcption will be reversed in 1898. The complete reduction of 
the Ahthropoinetilc record may occupy about three j'cars. The cards that 
are contain meuauremehts recorded with exactness, whicli 

Bhould be of value to Anthropological research in Europe. Fending orders of 
Goveriimeht as to their disposal, they will not be destroyed. 

7. In conclusion, 1 may call attention to a disability imposed by a recent 
interpretation of the law. The law wliich regulates the admission of the 
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lestinioTiy of experts is conttiinod in sootion 45, Indian Evidence Act, end is to 
llie fallowing oifoct — 

“When a Court has to form an opinion uj»on a point of foroigii law, .or of science or 
ni*t, or ne to the identity of handwriting, the opinions upon that point of persons epeoialLy 
skiilod ill siioh foroign law, soionce or ail, or in questions as to identity oi handwriting are 
ivlevimt faots. Buoh pt^irioin are called ©xj^'ida/* 

'Idle High Court ill ti contested case has decided that Eingor impressions 
tiro not handwriting, and tliat consoquoritly export testimony us to their 
dociplierineiit is inadiuissiblu. Witli suitable appliances it is easy so to enlarge 
the impressions Inouglil under comptirisoii as to make pluiu to Magi>tr*ate or 
Judge or Jury tlio points of coincidence or divergence relied upon, and they 
can then form their own opinion as to the value of this cvideucu. But with no 
such appliances available, ilie JudgL- or Jurors, whose eyesiglit from age or 
other cause may he defi ctive, are ri*quired to compare iuijiressions, always on a 
relatively small scale, and t'oinctiines partially blurred, and this is work outside 
their competency for whi'Ji ibe help of experts is more needed than in questions 
of handwriting. The addition of iho words “ or finger impressions’ after the 
words “as t«> identity of handwriting''in section 45, Indian Evidence Act, would 
meet this didiciilty. 


RKPORT OF GOMMITTKE TO EX.\:^IINE INTO THE SYSTEM OF IDEMTI- 

FIOATION BY FINGER IMPRESSIONS. 

U:NnKR instruct ions from Iho Govornraent of Bengal, t he undeisignod mot in the office 
of Mr. Henry, luBpector-Gciieral of Polh e, J.owor Provinces, on iho 20tli March 1897, to 
report on his sysLcm of i den til/cat ion by linger impressions. 

2. Mr. Henry first exidaincd the pn sniit, or anthroponietricfil, system of idoiitifioation 
hy mouaureiiicnts and its elassifiliation, whitli has yielded exOflleiit and progressively improv- 
if)g results cacli year. During 1890, 4 uut of ovesry possible 10 cases wore identified. But 
the system luia week poinls ; — 

(r/) Skilled jj. rsons are rt quircd to take the measurements, and they must have 
Butficieiit education to oiuihle them to road the iustruments and to use the 
d« oimal notation. This is more particularly a serious objection in India, 
where war ders nnd police incn are frequently far from m ell-educated men. 

Carefully male and delicate instruments are necessary to take the measurements 
with sutlicient accuracy. 

(r) The number (if measurements to he taken is considerable, viz., 3 for the length of 
head, 3 for the width of head, 3 for length of left forearm, 3 for length 
of left foot, 3 for length of loft little finger and 3 for height, or 18 in all; 
the mean of each group of 3 is taken as the final measurement. In addition 
to tho^e, marks uiid soars are starched for, ai:d so the actual anthropometric 
record of one jJiTBon oeciijjies the measurer between half an hour^aud one 
hour 

((/) Owing to the liability to error in moasuniig or in recording the measureinentB, 
notwilhstaiidiug that the in.'-trumcrits usod, i cr., callipers and sliding bars, 
liavo b^cn renderod autonuitio in tbeir woiking, and, in the former cose, self- 
rogi>terii!g ab.o, it has been found desirable to allow for a possible variation 
(d 2 imlliiiiolros in excess and in defect of the measurements. This jioces- 
sitalcs, in t-omc cases, s'earcli being mode in 10 or even 12 diiferent pigeou- 
hfdos ior the duplicate of a ease which is being tested, to insure its not being 
passed over. The average time c)f search, thirofuro, under this system exceeds 
one hour. 

As an instance of how inaccuracies will creep in, the last oard, of which the original hod 
ju->t been discovoved, showed two errors or variations in measurements, one being as much os 

3i milUnietres. ^ i-i.ii.xji 

3. After having eecn the authiopumctrlo system and having noted its defects, the 
system of finger impression was carefully cxauimed. The first thing that struck us was the 
facility with which the iinprossioiis were niado, and the clearness of the impressions them* 
solves; every little detail being, as a xuIj, sharply defined and easily seen with the help of 
an ordinary xnagnilying glass. The method of taking them is simplicity itself; all the 
materials required arc, a fiat ]uoco of tin, a bottle of ordinary printer’s ink, and a small rubber 
roller to s])reud the ink ou the tin. The finger is rolled carefully# without rubbing, on the 
inkei tin. aud then on to x^aper; to take iiupressionB of all the 10 diadts occupies onlpr 5 
minutes or less, and in this short time an absolutely accurate^ record, without any possibility 
of aecideutal error, is obtained, without skilled laboitr and without instruments. 
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4. The melhod of clnsBification deyised hy Mr. Ilonry was then explained to ns. The 
fiyst cliissiBcation divides a’l the different kinds of iuiprossi'iiiB into two classes only, which 
can bo recognised at a glance; by taking the combinations of theso two classes, as exhibi¬ 
ted in the 10 different digits taken in pairs, all deporiptivo cards can bo divided into 
1,024 classes, and to each class is allotted a separate pigeon-hole. By moans of the key, a 
copy of whieh is attached, any one pigeon-hole can be at once found with the greatest ease, 
and certainly even by a person who has never seen the system before. We were both 
enabled to do this at once without any difficulty. Having thus located the card in one 
particular pigeon-hole, a further cLissiHoation is necessary to assist in the search through nil 
the different cards in that pigeon-hole; this further classifioaLion dcpenils on the details in 
the impreEsions, which it is imneccssary to enter into hero, hut it is so sinijilo that wo were 
both able to find the origintils i f two of the most intricate cards that could bo produced, with 
ease and certainty. The men, wheso duty it is to look up for the ori^iiial.*^, in no case took 
more than five minutes to produce the original, the duplicate of which we had haiided to 
them out of a file of some GOO reoords, and the originals of which w^cre part of a file of 
finger print cards, exceeding eight thousand in nunjhcr One case which was selected as 
being apparently an esx>ccially difficult one, as it was veiy indistinct, was found in two min¬ 
utes only. The principles of the sub-ciossificatioii nio such, that Ehonid minute distribution 
bo netded in consequence of any great aocumulalif.n. in any one pigeon-hole, it can easily 
be mode by extending the same princijdes. The system of search is, therefore, much more 
rapid and more certain than that lor the aulhroponietrio data. 

6. The greatest sceptic would ho at once eon vim cd of identity on being shown the 
original and duplicate impressions. The exact repel iiiou of most minute details is quite 
astonishing. There is no possible margin of error, and there are no doubtful eases 

G. Thus the three main conditions laid down by the Committee, appointed by the 
Secretary of State, to enquire into the best means available for identifying habitual criminals, 
are fully satisfied, viz:— 

(1) The descriptions, measurements or marks, which are tlio basis of the system, must 

bo such as can he talien readily and with sutTic.ont accuracy by prison warders 
or police officers of ordinary intelligence. 

(2) The classification of the description must be mch that, on the arrest of an old 

offender, who gives a false name, his record may bo found readily and with 
certainty. 

(3) When the case has been found among the classified descriptions, it is desirable 

that convincing evidence of identity should bo afforded. 

In that same report it is acknowledged that Mr, Gallon’s finger-print method complete¬ 
ly met the first and third conditions, hut thfy disappiovtd of his method of classification. 
Mr. Henry’s method of classification and sub-ola^sification has, we cxinsider, effectually got 
over the objections raised by them, for, out of 8,000 cards, no sub-class contained more than 
from 10 to 20 originals, and the system is capablu of almost endless amplification, if 
neoessary. 

7, In conolusion, therefore, we ^e of opinion that the method of identification of 
habitual criminals by means of finger-prints, as worked on the system of recording impres- 
aioQs, and of clacsification devised by Mr. Henry, may ho safely adopted as being superior to 
the antbropometrio method, (1) in simplicity cf woiking, ‘2) in the cost of apparatus, (3) in 
the fact that all the skilled work required is transferred to the central or cbissification bureau, 

(4) in the rapidity with which the proooss can be worked, and (5) in the certainty of the 
results..

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AMKNDMENT OF THE BENGAL TENANCY ACT, VIII OF* 1885. 

Tbo Hon’blo Mr. Finucanb presented the Beport of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend tlie Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885. lie said:—. 

The Rc 5 port is very brief and has been unanimously agreed to by all the 
Members of the Select Committee. The Report, with the amended Bill, will be 

F ublished in the Calcutta Gazette on Wednesday next, and on this day fortnight 
propose to ask the Council to take the clauses of the Bill into consideration 
and to pass the Bill. I will not occupy the time of the Council in reading the 
Select Committee’s Report, which explains itself.” 


CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. RisIjEY moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the law relating to tho Municipal ali'airs of the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, 
and to authorize the extension of tho same to the Town of Howrah. 
He said:— 

I have the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
Bengal Act II of 1388—the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act. As I shall 
have to explain at some length the provisions of the Bill which extends to nearly 
700 sections and makes large changes in the present law, I may dismiss the 
early history of tho subject with a few words. Municipal government in Cal¬ 
cutta dates from 1840. In that year the town was divided into four divisions, 
and the Government was empowered, on the application of two-thirds of the 
rate-payers in any division, to entrust to them the assessment, collection 
and management of tho rates on a scheme, to be approved by Government 
But this self-working system never worked, for not a single application was 
made to Government under the Act. There followed experiments with seven 
Commissioners, with four and with three. The last of the series deserve to be 
remembered as tho originators of the drainage scheme. In 1861 a sort of 
federal system was proposed by a Committee presided over by Mr. Seton-Karr, 
but tho scheme was not accepted, and two years later the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners were superseded by the Justices of the Peace working under Act 
VI of 1863. Further legislation on a variety^of points followed, and b^ the 
end of 1874 tho municipal government of Calcutta was regulated by no fewer 
than 14 Acts. Tho attempt to consolidate these resulted ultimately in the 

M assing of Bengal Act IV of 1876, which created an elective Corporation. 

'he constitutional provisions of this Act were repeated with no very material 
alterations in the present law. 

“ Bengal Act II of 1888 has now been in force since the 1st April 1889, 
or nearly nine years. During that time it has, I believe, given rise to more 
doubt and dilliculty as to its construction and operation than any Act that has 
been passed by this Council. It has been condemned on material points by the 
Courts, by tho many learned Counst 1 who have advised on its interpretation, 
and by most of the officers who have had to do with its working. Suggestions 
for the amendment of the Act were made as long ago as 1801, but Sir Charles 
Elliott was reluctant to undertake a task of such magnitude except under 
pressure of the strongest neoessity. In 1805 a partial amendment was decided 
on with the object of enabling the Commissioners to realise lioense-tax from • 
certain companies which under the present law escape assessment. Subse¬ 
quently the Corporation represented that section 237 of the Act was defective 
in so far as it afforded no means of exercising effective control over the 
rebuilding of houses and material alterations in their straMare and urged the 
necessity of immediate legislation* ^ . 

while the Bill making the necessary ohanges iin the law was being put 
into Btiape iz was reported that a case of plague had occurred in Howrah, and - 
tho Medical Board, now the Plague Commission, was appointed for the purpose 
of checking the spread of the £sease. {a of the powers then dele¬ 

gated to tiiem the Board deputed six M^^oal Officers to make, a sahitaiy 
survey of the Town and Suburm of With refeitaoe to 
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indicated for -enquiry. The reports of these officers disclosed an 
state of things^ but 1 do not propose to drag the Council through ail this mire. 
I will merely read a euniuiary which omits the detailed horrors of the 
reports:— 

/.— Overcrowded and badly built —In many parts of the town and 

suburbs they found that both pucka houses and busteo huts wore 
dangerously overcrowded, and wore built in a manner which 
rendered proper ventilation and efficient conservancy almost 
impossible. 

/7.— Defects of public The public latrines and urinals were 

in many cases faulty in construction ; they were imperfectly 
cleaned and their number was insufficient to justify even a 
limited application of the penal provisions of the law in regard 
to nuisances.' 

7/i’.— Defects o f private The private latrines were in many 

cases so constructed that they could not bo properly cleaned, 
nor could the conservancy officers get access to them ; and con¬ 
sequently many of them were choked with accumulations of 
filth. 

IV. — State of house-drains and down-pipes. —The house* drains and down- 
pipes were in many cases broken, choked, and out of repair. 

V. — State of surface drains. —The surface drains were blocked with 
foul matter, latrines wore allowed to discharge into thomi and 
the drains themselves were often used as latrines. 

VI.—Neglect of road scavinging. —The scavenging of the roads was 
imperfectly carried out; the staff was inadequate for the work; 
and the subsoil had become dangerously polluted. 

VII. — State of compounds and courtyards. —The condition of the com¬ 
pounds and courtyards of houses was in many cases extremely 
filthy. 

VIII. — Pollution of wells. —Wells in courtyards were contaminated by the 
percolation of sewage impurities from the soil. 

IX.. — State of cowsheds and stables. —Cowsheds and stables were situated 
in thickly populated places; their construction was faulty; they 
were greatly overcrowded, and their flooring was soaked with 
sewage which polluted the wells on the premises. 

X.—Stale of hackney carriage stands. —The number of hackney carriage 
stands was wholly insufficient to meet the current requirements 
of the town, and they were imperfectly flushed and cleansed. 

XI.—Condition of bustees. —Most bustees were badly drained and im<* 
perfeotly ventilated; the huts were too close together; the 
• latrine arrangements led to the pollution of the soil; the roads 

and lanes were too narrow, and conservancy was imperfectly 
carried out. 

On these reports the Chamber of Commerce observed in a letter signed 
by tl^e late Mr. Clarke-— 

^No one oan rise from even a cursory perusal of these Reports without having the 
oonviotion foroed upon the mind that there exist in Calcutta conditions of iiisanitation which 
oonstitute a permanent and standing threat against the health, of the inhabitauta and the 
prosperity of the city. This would be sufficiently serious i£ it concerned Calcutta alone, 
bht the Committee cannot blind tbemselves to the position which Caloutta occupies with 
respect to the rest of the Province and to India generally. It is in a special sense the point 
to which all blasses throughout the country are attracted, and from which they arc dist>ersed 
over immense areas, eimer in the pimuit of busines^s, or in obedience to the impulses of 
reiUgion. Further, the enormous and widely distributed trado of the city makes the health 
of we inkabitants a matter of constant interest over almost the whole of the world. When 
viewed in this manner, the state of the as disclosed by the Report of the Medical 

Boerdi^. calls for more than the attention of the Municipal Commission entrusted with the 
etdinairy care of the city: it is a matter whioh opnoerns not only the Government of Beng^ 
bnt the Smrettie Goverximent, and it is sure, the Committee think, to attract very special 
Mtioe lD Soi^bxid, m well as m other countries.’ 

^ Tfab'desoriptiob rivdn by the Sanitary Officers of the condition of parts of 

#ll9l:^oi!^e 6iit%3r the personal observation of the menibers of the Board, 
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all of whom, with the exception of the native member, who wag in bad health, 
vigited the streeti and houses, the conservancy of which had been most conspi¬ 
cuously neglected. The reports were also confirmed in the fullest detail and 
supplemented in innumerable similar instances by the reports and evidence of 
Dr. Banks, who had large experience of practical sanitation as Civil Medical 
Officer of Puri, and was for this reason selected by the Lieutenant-Governor for 
the post of the Chief Superintendent of Conseryancy in Calcutta, a temporary 
appointment, the Cliamber observed, sanctioned by the Commissioners early in 
October, ISIiO. 

These evils are no new things in Calcutta. They had for the most part 
been discovered, although not so fully set forth, by Mr. Beverley’s Cominissioii 
ill 1884, But they are a far greater danger to the town now than they wero 
then. For in the meantime the relations of Calcutta to the commercial world 
at largo have been drawn materially closer, and -the sanitary conditiem of the 
city attracts and promises to continue to attract the critical attention of foreign 
nations to a large and in' reasing extent. 'I’his is due to two causes,—the great 
extension of communications which has taken place tliroughout the world and 
which as Bombay, the Punjab and the North-Western Provinces now know only 
too well facilitates the conveyanc<^ of infectious disease from one country to 
another, and the growth of the science of bacteriology which traces disease to 
microscopic organisms and seeks to ascc.rtaiu the conditions whudi gov’ern the 
development of these organisms and their transmissitm from place to place. A 
glance at the proceedings of the recent Sanitary Conventions of Genova, Paris 
and Venice will show the importance of what may I may venture to call interna¬ 
tional hygiene and the prominent part that is played in it by scientific experts. 
Diplomacy and science are now working hand in hand towards certain practical 
enas On the one hand they arc disposed to modify the earlier ideas on the 
subject of quarantine which refli*ct the crude notions of the middle ages on the 
subject of the transmission of disease. But on the other they do so only 
subject to cei-tain express conditions. They demand the production of accurate 
statistics of mortality, and they insist on the effective maintenance of a 
modern standard of sanitation. Failing these, foreign powers will assuredly 
enforce quarantine or its modern equivalent as stringently as the Italian Maritime 
Republics of the 15th century, and will be hampered by even fewer scruples as 
to the damage that may be infiictod on their greatest commercial rival. In the 
face of these tendencies and of the facts set forth by the Sanitary Officers, 
it is essential for us to put our house in order, and the first step necessary is 
to revise the present Act throughout, so as in the first place to provide the 
town with a responsible mumcii>al executive, and in the next place to furnish 
this executive with a law adeciuato to the sanitary requirements of the present 
day and the condition of Galcutia as it now is. It follows further that as the 
interests threatened are in the first instance those of the foreign trade, not 
of Calcutta only, but of the whole of Northern India and Assam, the time has 
come for the representatives of the coujmercial community to take an active 
part in the administration of the city. I say in the first instance advisedly, 
for there is no interest in Calcutta that mu^ not stand or fall with the com¬ 
merce of the town. Commorfo has made Calcutta: when commerce d-eserts 
it, house property will dwindle in value, lawyers will lose their clients, schools 
their pupils, and Calcutta wil' become a city of the dead like Bruges or 
Rave na, * r the once famous Ca.que Forts. 

And to say that there must be a change in the constitution of the Matii- 
cipality does not necessarily imply any reflection on the work done in the past 
by the Commissioners or their executive. It means merely this, that the con¬ 
stitution introduced a\ 1876;i and maintained in all essentials in 1888, fails, to 
meet the wants of tlie present day. Times' hayn changed since thenthe 
municij^al constitut'on must change accordingly!. 

In point of fact, as His Honour the Presideht observed in his statement j:>n 
the.opening of this session, ‘under the law there is no mnnicii^l 

constitution at all in the proper sen^-tdl^ ^thp word. Everything 
and indefinite. T^he Act vests in all powers^ wjbfther the^ 

are such as a large deliberative t can properly exercise 
allows the Ohairm m to exercise all the powers vmtod in the Oommissiohers,. 
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except ijioee reserved to the Commissioners in meeting, subject to such limita¬ 
tions and conditions as may be imposed, before or after ho has acted under 
this power, by a resolution of the Commissioners. It further confers an 
unlimited power of controlling the Chairman by the action of Committees. 
By thus failing clearly to detine the powers of the executive, the Act renders it 
impossible to say as regards any given matter in what part of the Corpora¬ 
tion the executive resides, or indeed whether there is any executive at all. 
The consequences have been, what might havo been expected, a complete break¬ 
down of the conservancy of the town at a critical period, and serious confusion 
in other departments of the municipal admiriLstration, without the possibility 
of determining with any approach to certainty where the responsibility for such 
a state of things lies.’ 

The cause of this uncertainty, the great flaw in the present Act, is to bo 
found in section 61. By section 61 the Chairman may exorcise all the powers 
vested by the Act in the Commissioners, save such as are expressly reserved 
to the Commissioners in meeting. But he cannot act in opposition to, or in 
contravention of, any orders passed by the Commissioners at a meeting, and 
if any order already passed by him is brought before a meeting and modified 
or disapproved, ho has to modify or cancel his action accordingly. Under 
sections 63-64 there comes the General Committee, wliich deals with Budget 
and Finance and such other business as may be referred to it by the Corpora¬ 
tion or does not lie within the sphere of any other Committee. When the 
Chairman and tho majority of the General Committee concur, and inconveni¬ 
ence is likely to arise from delay, action can be taken in anticipation of the 
confirmation of a General Meeting, but not otherwise. Under section the 
Commissioners may appoint any other Committet s, either standing or special, 
and consisting of so many members as they may think fit for the purpose of 
enquiring into and reporting upon any matter connected with the conservancy 
or improvement of Calcutta not assigned by the Act or by tho vote of the Com¬ 
missioners in meeting to tho General Committee, or for the purpose of advising 
or aiding the Cfiiairmau or Vice-Chairman in the discharge of any portion of tho 
duties exerciseable by them under section 61, which, in tho discretion of the 
Commissioners, would bo bettor regulated or managed with the aid of such 
Committee. The Chairman and the majority of a Committee, if in accord, havo 
tho same power as the General Committee of anticipating tho action of a 
General Meeting. 

Now in 1895-96 there were the following Standing Committees under 
section 65:— 

(1) the B 3 'e-laws Committee with 9 members; 

(2) the Loans Committee with 9 members ; 

(3) the Hacknej’' Carriage Committee with 6 members. 

These subjects did not apparently interest the Commissioners greatlj^, 
and tlio Committees were comparatively small; but as wo go on we find.— 

^41 the Water-supply Extension Committee with 31 members; 

(5; the Busti ana Town Improvement Cominittee with 38 members; 

(6) the Suburban Improvement Committee with 21 mombers; 

. (7) tho Roads. Buildings, Conservancy and Tramways Committee with 
48 mombers; 

(8J the Complaints Committee with 33 members. 

“ In paragraph 31 of the Annual Report of tho Commissioners for 1895-96, 
it waA observed: *In connection with these Committees two important 
changes were made, viz., practically the appointment to a Committee of every 
member who caiedto serve on it^ instead of the number being limited to 24 or 
26 as in. previous years; and secondly, a resolution which was passed by the 
Cemmittee tb&t in future members of the various Standing Committees be 
Itopbiiited .folr one year only.’ The pressure oC members to be on some of these 
epm^iito^s wai so great that in the end every CommissionerwlLo desired to be 
qA aha^ to be let in. It is true that in May 1896, when it was found

limited the numbers on

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to 9, and «« the Loans Committee to 6, but tWis reform was only carried by 3 
votes, 26 members voting for it against 23 who preferred unlimited Committees. 
Since then the numbers on the oiiief Committees have been reduced to IH and 
those on the minor Ct>mmittcc8 to 6 or 9. liut even now they are too large and 
who will venture to say that they may not in future be raised ? ' 

“ It may be said that the existence of some, at any rate, of these Com¬ 
mittees is neopssary for the purpose of considering proposals involving 
contracts the subject-matter of which exceeds Us. 1,000 in value, of recom¬ 
mending expenditure, of whatever amount, that is not included in the Budget, 
and of dealing with matters reserved for the decision of the Commissioners in 
mooting either by the Act or by sanctioned rules or bye-laws. But the Act 
jf vague and defective is it—imposes no sm^h restrictions on the purposes 

for whicli Committees may bo appointed any more than it limits the number of 
members who may servo on them, and leaves it open to the Commissioners to 
iuterve no in any question or class of questions, whether within the legitimate 
functions ot the executive or not. Tlio machinery for such intervention is to be 
found in tho Complaints Committee, tlie formation of which was described by 
Sir Ilonry Harrison in 1890 as a thoroughly unsound move, emanating from the 
wish of the Commissioners to concentrate in their hands all power, instead of 
merely tlie legitimato power of administration. Mo foretold, when tho Com¬ 
mittee was constituted, that they would find no field for thoir operations in 
tho direction of bringing to light complaints which had received no attention, 
but tliat tliev would degenerate into a mere appellate tribunal froQi the orders 
of responsible municipal officers, after they had enquired into cases. 'I’his was 
precisely what happened. It was very soon found that tho Committee took two 
months to dispose c»f a single complaint, while such complaints came in at the rate 
of twenty a day, and honco an order was passed that it should only have jurisdic¬ 
tion in the case of complaints referred to it by tho Chairhian or by some Com¬ 
missioner. ‘ I’he result fsaid Sir Hem-y Harrison) has been the creation of an 
executive appellate tribunal of the worst type. Ordinary persons, who are more 
likely to nerd redress, cannot get access to St; it is reserved for a few favoured 
individuals who have influence enougli with some Commissioner to get their case 
referred to it; that is, for the very persons who would bo sure to receive ade¬ 
quate attention independently of any such Committee. Most of the more 
reasonablo and experienced Commissioners fight shy of the Committee, whose 
operations have consequently fallen into the hands of other and younger men 
who are, among the whole body of the Commissioners, perhaps tho most in¬ 
competent to exercise the functions they aspire to. ^ 

“ Smnmiug up tho result of these sections they come to this: 1 he Chairman 
as such has virtually no powers under tho Act. Whatever he does he does bn 
Buflrcranco with the knowledge that the power he has ventured to use may bo 
withdrawn from him by resolution, or that the action which he has taken may 
be upset with retrospective effect. Let any one consider what this moana’in the 
light of the following remarks of Sir Henry Harrison, as fair and sympathetic 
a witness as it is possible to cito;— 


*Tho role whioli tho elective Commissioners for the native wards have at once assumed is 
precisely that of checkin g. watching and oontroUing in every way, in ^ag either that no 
expenditure is iuoxirted without sntfioient reason, or that projects of im^vement are n^ 
undertaken which cannot be fully justified. They have m fact been the faake-power m the 
municipal train. But a train cannot progress by brake-power alone, nor OM “ City thnvo by 
opposition alone. It is also necessary that you should have nwtive power, and thw is preoisely 
the one point iu which the Corporation has been defioient. The motive power has ba<m too 
weak, while the opposition power has been very strong.* 


“ The Chairman has the brake-power always sig^inst him. He has tb 
convince an adverse majority on a number of Comi^tfcees which are appomt^ 
onlv for one year and may consist from time to ttoe of dinerebt ^ mempe^ 
Every case he deals with he may have to deal 'v^lth twice over-once m ^er to 
settle what is to be done, and once again week or a month m

jug especiidly finanoial eoii^wAJ' lihe duties of^wbir lUsMtitiyo in 
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giviD^ effect to the positive provisioxis of the law in matters of conservancj' and 
practical municipal work. No reasonable being can suppose that an executive, 
hampered by the possibility of interference by any one of a series of multifari¬ 
ous Committees, and watched by a Gornplamts Committee which any grievance- 
monger carrset in action, can administer successfully tho affairs of u great city. 
The Chairman may rise superior to these difficulties, and by dint of personal 
influence cause tho unworkable to work, but how about his subordinates ? Gan 
you expect good subordinates under such a system ? CJan you expect men whose 
appointments depend on the will—it may be the caprice—of the brukosmen to 
be very zealous in obeying the orflers of the engine-driver? Can you look, 
in short, for any thing but doubt, hesitation and general paralysis in the 
action of the Executive? 

** A further defect in the working of tlu> present Act is the practical ex¬ 
clusion of European men of business from all share in the municipal government 
of Calcutta. This is the more serious in the case a hetovogoneous community 
where the European minority control tho commercial interests to which the 
town owes its existence, and realise very clearly the extent to which the 
prosperity of those interests depends on toe sanitary condition of the town. It 
is, however, by no means a thing of today. The ('alcufta merchants, wlio serve 
readily and do excellent work on tho Port Trust, have always held aloof from 
municipal affairs. Even in tlie days of the Justictesmen of business in Calcutta 
could not find time to take part in tho intorminablo debates of u largo talking 
body, but were content to leave the alfairwS of tho town to be controlled by the 
Chairman, whose executive power had not tin n been whittled away by the 
action of Committees. In l87fJ, when the introduction of the elective 
system was under consideration, tho Select Committee appointed to frame a 
constitution for the town fully recognised the peculiar character of the com¬ 
munity they had to deal with, and tho nccf'ssity of bringing into their scheme 
the principle of special aptitude and special interest us opposed to that of numeri* 
cal eqnalty. "I'hey proposed that out of the o t members to b© elected, 27 should 
be Hindus, 9 Muhammadans and 18 Europeans, Eurasians, Armenians, Jews, 
&c., while of the 18 to be noniinaled, 9 should be flindus or Muliamniadans and 
9 persons of other nationalities. This proposal did not satisfy tho non official 
Europeans, one of whose representatives in the Council, Mr. Brookes, considered 
the proportion of Europeans too small for efficiency, and suggested that the 
number should bo raised to 2/>. Tho C ommittee's scheme was rejected, not in 
consequence of Mr. Brookes’s objection, but in deference to tho views of the 
Hon'ble Kristo Das Pal, who, while admitting tlio existence in the city of a varied 
community with conflicting interests, urged that tho system of proportional 
representation would be inelastic and would prevent Hindus from electing 
Europeans as their representatives. ^ It might be said that tho larger number 
of rate-payers being Hindus, they would flood or swamp the Corporation; 
that was to say, the majority of persons elected would probably be Hindus, and 
that other sections of tho community would be overridden. Ha did not think 
that that would be the case. Eor his own part, he thought that the Hindus were 
well aware that they had to learn a good aeal from Europeans, and that in the 
matter of municipal management they by themselves could not do much. 
United with Europeans, they could do a great deal, but single-handed the 
Hindus were too weak. So he did not believe that tho result would be in the 
direction apprehended.’ 

In iUastratiou of this I would ask the attention of the Council to the 
'Statements A, B and C which I lay on the table. Statement A 
illustrates the comparative representation of the chief nationalities in Calcutta 
M it stood in 1882 under Bengal Act IV of 1876 and in 1895 under the present 
law* It will be seen that the proportion of Hindus among elected members 
has declined from 61*6 to 61 6, and on the main body of elected and nominated 
Commissioners from 62*7 to 62. They still, therefore, have au absolute majority 
in the Corporation, while on the General Committee they compose 66*6 per cent. 

-the same proportion as in 1882. in so far, then, as it was the intention of 
seetioos 8 and 63 of the Act to reduce this undue preponderance, those provi¬ 
sions appear to have proved futile. 

percentage.of Muhammadans has risen on the Coi^oration from 
}>1^ to And on the Gtoneral Committee from 10 to 16*6. This result, 
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which is largely due to the Government having, at the instance of the Chair¬ 
man, nominated six Rfulianimadana in 1895, is in itself by no means a matter 
for regret. Hut the gain of the Muhammadans is more tiian counterbalanced 
by the decline in the proportion of Europeans and Eurasians from 31*9 to 26*8 
in the Corporation and from 20 per cent, to 5*6 per cent, on the General Com¬ 
mittee. A comparison of the figuies for Natives (Hindus and Muhammadans) 
with Europeans, Eurasians, Parsis, Jews and Armenians, brings out oven more 
striking results. The percentage of Natives in the Corporation Jias risen since 
1882 froiu 63*9 to 09’3, and on the General Committee from 70*6 to 83*8, 
while the proportion of other nationalities has fallen in the Corjjoration from 
36*i to 30*1 and on the General Coiiimittee from 23*4 to 16*7. 

‘^Statement B shows the composition of the Municipality according to 
profession. Lawyers, who had 21 seats out of 72 in 1882, have 27 seats in 
Hindu lawyers having gained. 6 siuits. The number of land and house¬ 
owners has fallen from 17 to 12; while the merchants and traders, admittedly 
under-represented in 1882, liad the s.iiiie number of seats in 1895 as in 1882, 
altliougli the commorcial interest in the municipal administration had advanced 
rath<*r than declined during the period. 

Statement C is based upon the statistics of the ward oloctions of 1895. 
It shows that the registered electors amount to only 2 per cent, of tiie total 
population of Calcutta; that the Hindus, who are only 66 per cent, of tho 
pf>pulation, have 73-3 per cent, of the registered electors and 69*5 per cent, of 
the voting power; and that Mulianimadans, who form 29 per cent, of the 
population, c mtiibute onl 3 ^ 10*5 per cent, of the electorate, and exorcise only 
9 pur cent, of the voting power, t the other hand, a comparison of Statements 
A and C brings out that the Hindus with 69*5 per cent, of the voting power 
secured in 1895 only 61*6 per cent, of the seats, wliile Europeans with 19*5 
per cent, of the voting power got 23*3 per cent, of the elected Commissioners, 
and the Muhammadans with only 9 per cent, of the aggrtjgate roting nowe? 
succeeded in electing 13*4 per cent, of the ward ineinbcrs. 

‘‘In whatever way the figures may be combined and analysed, they demon¬ 
strate how consjncuouslj^ the elec!iv<* principle has failed to fulfil the expectations 
held out by Kristo Das Pal, that tlie Hindu rate-payors would often choose 
European Goniniissionora, and therefore that precautions to guard against other 
sections of the community being overridden were unnecessary. 3’hcy show 
further how, under the system introducedin 1876,not only do Hindus and Muham¬ 
madans command an overwhelming majority, but Hindus alone outnumbor on the 
Ct)rporation all other natiimalitios put together and outnumber them much more 
decisively on the General Committee. The municipal government of Calcutta 
has in fact passed into the hands of the . educated Hindus. The Europeans, 
who ought to have a predominant influence in the affairs of the town, cannot be 
induced to take part in the gene ral meetings of the Commissioners, where they 
consider, rightly or wrongly, that timo is wasted in debate and where tli(»y 
could not hope to command more than nn insignificant minority. They prefer 
to stand aside and makn tlieniselv'‘s felt through the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Jute Association, the Health Society or some other public body which every 
now and then puts forward some very general proposal with an imperfect 
knowledge of the facts, and no knowledge at all of the difficulties, financial and 
administrative, involved in the sanitation of a large Asiatic city. It is one of 
the greatest evils of the existing slate of things that among the various Critics 
of the Corporation tln>8C who are most interested in the questions at issue and 
best able to make thems^^lvos heard should at the same time be the worst in¬ 
formed as to the evils that exist, and the least responsible as regards the possible 
remedies for them. 1 am not .prepared to blame the_ merchants and 
tradesmen of Calcutta for the rOlo tiiojr^havo adopted, but it is a fatal defect 
in the law under which the town, is administered tnat it compels* the really 
influential Europeans among the non-official community practically to cut them- 
solves off from municipal work. * . 

» “Having thus explained, t feai* at unfi^vqideblelength, the generalon 
f<ir legislation, 1 turp now to the provisions|-oif Iflie Bill. , / , ,• 

..“We hope to pass the weatlier, sq tb^t, it 

iutp force Joy the (at April, 1899* Sep^iipni 1 (^) aocoi^cllp^ly; 
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appointment ol the new General Committee in time to take up its duties 
when the Bill comes into force. Over the definilions I need mot linger, as 
1 shall refer to them, so far as may be necessary, in explaining the substantive 
sections to which they relate. 

‘‘PART II.— Constitution and Government. 

“ The Bill leaves untouched the number of the Commissioners and the 
methods of electing and appointing them; it does not propose to alter the 
franchise, nor does it reconstruct the present arrangement of wards. But it 
provides the Corporation with an efficient executive, and interposes a small 
working Committee between the Chairman and the main body of the Com¬ 
missioners. The functions of these three authorities—the Corporation, the 
General Committee, and the Chairman—are precisely defined and carefully 
distinguished in the Bill. The management of a groat city such as Calcutta 
involves questions of far-reaching importance, and without extensive powers 
of control resting in the hands of the responsible Chairman and of the 
Government, it is unreasonable to expect good results from any form of 
municipal administration. T'he Bill, therefore, abandons the system followed 
in the previous Acts, of vesting the entire municipal government in the Com¬ 
missioners, with permission to the Chairman to exercise such powers of the Com¬ 
missioners, not being expressly reserved to the Ccmimissioners in meeting, as 
they may not withdraw from him by resolution, and subject to such conditions as 
they may lay down. It provides for three municipal authorities—^the Corporation, 
the General Committee, and the Chairman assisted by the Deputy Chairman, 
who will act only under the Chairman’s or<lers. All powers conferred by the Bill 
are distributed among those authorities, with reference to tlieir assumed fitness 
to exercise them, in the manner shown section by section throughout. To 
the Corporation are reserved the right of fixing the rates of taxation and all 
those general functions which can be efficiently performed by a large body, pro¬ 
vision being at the same time made against the contingency of their deliberations 
impeding the transaction of necessary business. Following the Bombay Act the 
Bill (section 24) vests the entire executive power in the Chairman to be exer¬ 
cised either independently or subject to the approval or sanction of the Corpora^ 
tion or General Committee wherever this is expressly so directed. The 
General Committee stands between the deliberative and the executive autho¬ 
rities, and deals with those matters which by their nature are ill-adapted for 
discussion by the Corporation, and ^et are too important to be left to be disposed 
of by the Chairman alone. Power is also taken for the General Committee to 
appoint Sub-Committees either from their own body or from the general body 
of the Commissioners on which it is hoped all the real workers among the 
Commissioners will be utilised, whether they are members of the General 
Committee or not. Proceeding on these principles, section 5 enumerates the 
municipal authorities, while section 23 defines their respective functions and 

S rovidos for a reference to the Local Government in case of doubt arising. 

ectlons 6 and 7 define the constitution of the Corporation, which, as I have 
saidf will remain unchanged. 

The scheme for the appointment of the General Committee in equal 
proportions by (a) the elected Commissioners voting by groups of wards, (4) 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Trades Association, and the Port Commissioners, 
• (c) the Government^ is based on the principle of giving adequate representa¬ 
tion on the working body of the Municipality to the three chief interests 
in Calcutta—^to the European commercial commimity which has made the 
town a centre of trade; to the Government which has made it the capital of the 
Indian* Empire, and is responsible to the world at large for its sufiicient and 
progressive municipal administration; and lastly to the residents, house-owners, 
and ground landlords, regarding the last of whom Sir Henry Harrison observed 
in 1890 that the value of their proper^ hud been increased two-hundredfold 
by the creation and maintenance of Calcutta as a commercial capital. Once 
aamitf as every reasonable man must admit, that the commercial communitv, 
aod more especially 'the^ European section of it, have an unquestionable right 
to an effectiye voice ip the municipal government of Calcutta, there is, I believe, 
no pfnotieable means of enlisting their co-operation but that which is now 
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put forward. Even if the Government wore prepared to go behind the 
decision arrived at in 1876, and introduce the principle of proportional repre¬ 
sentation of nationalities into the election of the main boly of tiU3 Corporation, 
4t is doubtful whether that would induce the leaders of the mercantile and 
to take an active part in the debates of a largo body, 
where orgamZatioU -and mampnlathm e>i fotes wouii be need^ to secure any 
real influence. Business men will work on a business Committee and wiW wotkl 
on no other. 

‘‘For the purpose of electing four members of the General Committee under 
section 8, the Bill jjroposes to divide the twenty-five wards into the four 
fidlowing groups or electoral divisions, the Commissioners of each of which will 
elect one member from among the entire body of Municipal Commissioners:—

“This arrangement, which is based upon population, will bo conve¬ 
nient for engineering and conservancy purposes, and will correspond more 
closoly with the municipal needs of each division and the work to be done, 
than one framed with reference to area, taxation, or voting power. As each 
division must bo composed of contiguous wards and must bo ol a manageable 
area the scale of population cannot bo made absolutely uniform ] but it must 
bo brnno in mind that the population of many of the wards in the Southern 
and Suburban Divisions will tend to increase, while on the other hand it is one 
of the objects of the Bill and of the further legislation which maV be found 
necessary to prevent overcrowding and thus reduce population in the Northern 
and Central Wards. I observe that a proposal to break up Calcutta into divi¬ 
sions for tho purpose of electing tho members of the General Committee who 
are elected by the elected Commissioners was brought forward by my friend, 
Babu Rally Nauth Mitter, in 1894, but was rejected as being illegal under tho 
present law. I am glad to be able to appeal to his great authority in support 
of the principle of electoral divisions. That principle will, I believe, ensure the 
adequate representation on the General Committee of all parts of Calcutta; it 
will harmonise tho local interests of the wards with tho general interests of the 
town; it will place the four elected members in a very strong position as 
representing each a group of wards, while at the same time it "W^l not diminish 
the influence of the Ward Commissioners, but will focus it and enable it to 
be exercised more effectively through the divisional members. 

Tho four seats reserved to Government will enable it not only to secure 
adequate representation of its own important interests in the town, but also, if 
need be, to provide for a Muhammadan member and to nominate at least one 
Commissioner as tho special representative of the humbler working men of all 
ranks and trades who earn their livelihood in Calcutta and who are at present 
wholly unrepresented. As Sir Henry Harrison observed in 1885,— 

‘ Not only do the labouring classes in Calcutta, important m tbeir interests^ are, get 
no representation under the present system, bat there are some of them who, by tneir depraa- 
ent relation to the Municipality, especially need it. I mean those o1a(>Be8 with whose fxeraom 
of action we are oompolfed, in the interests of the community at large, to infetfere.^ Such 
are the residents in bustees, whom we have to display crowded lowiti^; the 

carters whom we tax first for using the stieets, wd then for keepmg ^eir cattle Within 
muhieipal limits (there are 17,000 carts licensed: iu Oaloutta) ; the whom we are 

compelled to prosecute in hundreds because they will not comply with oar teqni^n^eius ae 
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ratrards the stabling of their oows, and who ought to be plooed under much closer suryeillanoe 
to prevent disease being conveyed by milk ; the ukohee.,, wlio for H»o same reason ought also 
to be brought Under sanitary regulations as soon as the Suburbs come into our hands. 

“ I am confiflent that there will be no difficulty in finding a European or 
Native Commissioner who will undertake to acquaint himself with the needs 
and grievances of those classes and to become their representative upon the 
Ocneral Committee, Provision has been made in section 3 of the Bill for 
constituting the first General Committee as soon as the new Act comes it to 
force and in section 4li for holding general elections in March, 1900, when it is 
proposed that the body of Commissioners now about to be elected should vacate 

Suh-Committees. —Section P8 empowers the General Committee to de’egato 
any of thi-ir powers or duties to Sub-Committees nominated by tliom. 'The 
numbers of tluse Sub-Committees are limited to six, and none of their 
iiieinbers need bo members of the General Committee. The General Com¬ 
mittee is to fix the time within which a Sub-Committee is to report; and nil the 
proceedings of such Committees must bo confirmed by the General Committee. 
Under section 93 foes will be paid to members of tho General Cominitteo and 

of Sub-Committees. i • n i *■ 

“ The Chairman and Deputy Chavrman. —As m Bombay, tho entire executive 
power is vested by section 20 in tho Chairman subject to such express limita¬ 
tions as are elsewhere laid down. This will do away with the present un¬ 
certainty as to tho functions of the Executive. Tho power of appointing tho 
Chairman is vested in the Local Government as under tho existing law, and the 
Bill also withdraws from tho Commissioners tlio discretion they have hitherto 
exercised of fixing the Chairman’s salary and liouse-ront allowance. A Govern¬ 
ment officer specially selected for this difficalt and important post is placed in 
a wholly false position by the present law which makes him dependent on tho 
good-will of tho Commissioners for an addition to his pay wliicli, owing to 
the groat cost of living in Calcutta, is in most cases no more than is required 
to save him from positive loss while holding the appointment of Cliainnan. 

“ Provision has also been made for tho appointment by Government of a 
Deputy Chairman who must ordinarily possess engineering and architectural 
qu^ifications. Tho new building regulations will greatly extend tho duties 
of the Chairman, and it is essential for him to have the assistance of a 
competent adviser to whom he can on occasion delegate his duties. 

Eleetwna.—d.n view of certain decisions by tho High Court, and of tho 
uncertainty that has been felt as to tho interpretation of sections 19—29 
of the present Act, it is thought desirable to incorporate in tho substan¬ 
tive law a definite procedure for municipal elections, instead of leaving 
such jmatters to be dealt with by rule. Tho draft sections proposed are 
based for the most part upon sections 19—35 of tho Bombay Act, but 
some im portant changes have been introduced in consultation with Mr. Bright 
with refOTence to recent experience. Thus section 43 (/) and (3) provides 
that persons who wish to been rolled as voters must register their names 
in the Assessor’s office, and must show that they have paid in their own names 
all rates and taxes due from them for the first two quarters of the municipal 
year. Section 43 (10) to (21) transfers the duty of revising the list of electors 
from" the Chairman to a revising Magistrate who would bo selected from 
among the Presidency Magistrates. ... 

“ Control, Section 23. —The section of the existing Act, conferring certain 
powers of control upon the Government, is framed in very general terms, and 
would be difficult to put in force effectively. The conditions requisite to give 
the Government jurisdiction to intervene are vaguely stated, and it is almost 
iT npf»a«it>lA to say what construction should bo put upon 'complaint made,’ 
* general default,’ and ‘ due enquiry.’ Each of these terms ,would of itself 

give rise to a controversy. , . , • ^t. « • . . , 

“ On the other hand the present law is unfair to the Commissioners in that 
it gives t he m no distinct right to show cause against an order, and forces the Go¬ 
vernment to ta ke the extreme course of at once appointing some person to 
perform the duty alleged to be neglected, instead of calling upon the Commis¬ 
sioners to perform it memselves within a stated time. The section which the 
Bill jnibstitutM is based upon section 64 of the Madras Act, and gives the Govern¬ 
ment as powes of intervention as it need reserve, while at the same time 
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providing for a fair enquiry into the facts, and giving the Corporation sufficient 
o})portunity for stating their view of the matters in dispute. That the Gov¬ 
ernment ought to have an effective power of interference is, I imagine, 
incontestable. 

CH-Ai*'! ER IV.—Municipal opfickrs and servants. 

** Tliis Chapter has been framed so as to secure the following objects, which’ 
experience lias shown to be essential to the efficient working of the municipal 
administration of Calcutta:— 

(1) To withdraw from the patronage of the Corporation the important 

oflicos of Engineer, Surveyor, Health Officer, Collector and 
Assessor, and other offiecs with a salary of Ks. oOO a month and 
over. The General Committee, constituted as now proposed, 
will bo more likely to make a good selection than so largo and 
miscellaneous a body os the Corporation, and the scandal that has 
been caused by the canvassing of rival candidates will be avoided. 
Sir Henry Harrison observed in 1890—and the remark has never 
been contradicted—that all the Commissioners well knew that the 
Municipality ‘ failed most conspicuously in personal questions, 
when each Commissioned is subjected to private solicitation and 
unwholesome pressure, and gives his vote under the influence of 
motives very few of which are consistent with the well-being of 
the City.’ 

(2) To vest in tho Chairman the selection of suitable persons to fill all 

ofiices cjarryiiig a salary of less than Ks. 300 a month, together 
with the power of fining, sasmnding and dismissing persons so 
appointed. To quote Sir Henry Harnson again :—* A single 
otficor actipg under a -sense of responsibility would dispose of 
these personal questions far more equitably than the Commis¬ 
sioners as a body, where individual responsibility is overlaid 
by numbers, and tho most unblushing solicitation is practised.’ 

(3) To enable the Local Government to prescribe the qualifications of 

candidates for employment in the Iloalth, Conservancy and 
Engineering Departments. I trust that this seemingly un¬ 
important provision may prove to be tho germ of a school of 
Sanitary Engineering which will open a now career to educat¬ 
ed young men and -will meet a very real demand. 

“ The title of Vice-Chairman has been changed to Controller of Municipal 
Accounts, which more correctly expresses the duties which in practice the present 
Vice-Chairman discharges. 

“PART III.— Finance. 

“ The sections relating to loans reproduce tho existing law and further 
provide at Mr. Bright’s suggestion for tho pr^aration of a Loans Budget, its 
consideration by tho Corporation and the determination of the sums to be 

borrowed during the year. , 

“The sections dealing with the Municipal Funds ore based on tho corre¬ 
sponding sections of the Calcutta Act. Sections 103 to 144 are adapted 
from tho Bombay Act and lay down more fully than is the case in tho 
Calcutta Act the procedure for making payments, inves^g surplus funds, 
keeping accounts, preparing and passing the budget and auditing tho accounts 
of the Corporation. Section 144 imposes on the Chairman the duty of reme¬ 
dying defects pointed out by the Auditors. Provision is made for the budget being 
prepared by tho Chairman, revised by tho General Committee and considered 
by the Corporation, who may refer it back to tho General Committee or amend 
it as they think fit subject to the condition first that they must make adequate 
and suitable provision for essential matters, and secondly, that they must 
settle the budget and determine the rate of taxation between the 16th December 
when tho budget will be circulated to mdividual Commissioners and the last 
day of February. No payment can bo made by the Chairman exdeqit for 
purposes or works special^ sanctioned or for certain ediergent. pnxposeB expen. 
diture on which must be reported. No contract for a purpose Mq^ting tdhe 
approval or sanction of some other municipal author^ may he made 1^ tito 
Chaizman without such approval or sanction. .All oontraots fo» rams l^etwetm

Its. 500 and Ra. 5,000 must be reported to the General Committee, and all oon- 
tractB for sums between Its. 5,000 and one lakh require the Committec^s 
approval. CoiitracTs above one lakh require the approval of Govornmjut as 
under the present law. 

*<PART IV.— Taxation. 

“ Under Chapter X relating to rates the only change is tlie transfer of 
authority in purely oxecutiv** matters from the Commiasiciners to the Chairman. 
No provision has been made in the Bill for levying a police rate, but the 
Government of India have expressly reserved tlie right to deal with the 
question by legislation, which may take the form either of levying a local rate 
or of charging a certain sum annually against the Municipal Fund. 

“In lyhaptt‘r XI dialing with the assessment of buildings and land the 
opportunity has been taken of defining more clearly how the annual value of 
hvstee land should bo determined, and permitting a building, the vailuation of 
which has been reduced on the ground of exceptional circumstances, to bo 
revalued when such circumstances have ceased to exist. Section l!25 of the 
present Act has also been amplified so as to enable buildings or lands to be 
revalued under ciertain circumstances. 

“ Chapter XI1 dealing with the tax on carri.^ges and animals contains no 
material cliange except that the executive authority i.s throughout reserved to 
the Chairman. Tlie definition of carriage to iucludo hicvcles and tricycles, and 
the imposition on those of a tax of Rs. 4 a year will, 1 believe, add a substantial 
sum to the income of the Corporation. 

“CHAPTER XIll.— ColtjECTion of Rates and Taxes. 

“The draft provisions contained in this part have boon framed so as to 
adapt the Bombay }>roceduro fi)r collecting municipal duos to the circumstances 
of Calcutta. They vest all executive funciions in the Cliairman. Section 19d, 
following section ^02 of the B ombay Act, roi^uin s municipal dues to be paid 
direct into the Municipal Ofiice—a system wliich has been tried with success 
in some mufnssal Municipalities in Bengal. 

“ Chapter XIV and Hchcdiile 111 embody the arnendinonts rendered neces¬ 
sary by tlie High Coiu’t decision in the qase of the Svamlard Life InsuiMiico 
Company, when it was held that a Company carryirig on business in Calcutta 
could not be assessed to lic.ense-tax unh ss itcinTieJ on a business expressly men¬ 
tioned in the schedule. They also include some min(»r amendment-^ introduced 
at tho instanne of the Corporation. Rules 13 and 14 of the schodule substitute 
a Sub-Committee appointed by tho General Committee for ‘a I’ench consisting 
of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman and not loss than three Coniinissioners ’ 
as the altiTuative appellate authority under the schedule. 

“ CHAPTER X VIII.— Watek-sufpdy. 

“ Under the pr'esent Act the supply of filtered water is intermittent; but 
the quantity actualljr pumped exceeds that wiiicli the mains were laid to carry, 
so that tho provisions of section 153 with regard to the head of pressure 
during tho hours of supply have ceased to bo operative and the pres.sure vario.s 
greatly in different parts of the town. Tho residents not unnaturally keep 
. their taps continually open, in order to take tho fullest advantage of any supply 
they can get, and the result is that a large proportion of the existing supply 
runs to waste. This practice, combined with interniittont pumping through 
constricted mains, causes tho pressure to be so low that in a large section 
of the-town, and chiefly at present in the Bara Bazar area, the water does not rise 
above the ground floors. The Commissioners, therefore, must either incur heavy 
expenditure in order to enlarge the mains to meet tho prcse’it scale of wasteful 
supply and restore tho pressure of 30 feet prescribed by section 153 of the Act, 
or must restrict the supply to reasonable limits by preventing waste. The Bill 
adopts the latter alternative, but it adds pri>visians which are greatly to the 
advantage of the rate-payers. It provides for a continuous supply so far 
as may be practicable of both filtered and unfiltered water. The provisions 
iu the present Act Tor checking waste are contained, first in section 158, 
whicb^ with Schedule IX, fixes me sisse of ferrules with rei'crenco to the rating 
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of the house supplied, and thus in theory automatically restricts the quantity 
of water usecl. It is believed that the so-called ^pea-ferrules’ are very 
harassing to the smaller house-holdorsi and that it should now bo the object 
of the Corporation to restrict, not the fair use of water, but*its abuse. The 
check on waste by the use of such minute ferrules is also of doubtful value, 
as even the smalient size of ferrule is capable of delivering 480 gallons in 
eight hours, which would greatly exceed the statulory supply. In the revised 
table of ferrules included in Schedule XII of the Bill, alt sizes lower than a 
quarter inch have therefore been omitted. 

The second check on waste given in the present Act is tho power con¬ 
ferred by section 155 of attaching a water-meter to the pipes of in iividual houses 
in cases where waste is suspected. This, however, must bo at the expense 
of the Corporation; and as a meter costs from Rs. 80 to Rs. 40, and the 
i^umber of house connections will probably at no very distant date ap¬ 
proximate to 50,000 in the city and suburban areas, it follows that for 
financial reasons the section is now useless for general purposes, although it 
might have been of considerable use if it hud been applied from the 
inception of tho water-works. The only practicable plan under tho con¬ 
ditions which now prevail is to divide tho town into blocks for the pur¬ 
poses of water-supply, and to keep a check on tho consumption of water in 
eaoh district by meters applied to tho mains and sub-mains which supply the 
block. Tho Bill provides for the introduction of this system, which has been 
worked successfully in a large number of towns in Kngland; and the Chairman 
is authorized by it to recover the value of the water consumed in each block 
over and above the statutory allowance by a percentage charge levied rateably 
in tlio block on tlie water-rate bills of connected premises. The existing 
section 155 is retained for use in particular cases, and individuals who 
think them Bid ves aggrieved by the levy of an extra water-rate in the district 
are given the option of claiming a meter for their own houses at a reasonable 
rate of hire. I trust, however, that it may not bo necessary in practice to resort 
to the levy of an extra rate on the block. There is, 1 am told, an instrument 
called a stothoscope which enables waste to be traced to individual houses. 
Those people might fairly bo called upon to take meters and pay rent fi>r them 
until they amended their ways and took to closing their taps—with a constant 
supply there is no excuse for leaving a tap open. In other respects the Bill 
follows closely the system already in force in Calcutta and Bombay. 

CHAPTER XIX.— Dbxinaqe. 

‘‘Tho drainage sections of the Bill are mainly based upon the Bombay 
Act, tho most useful clauses of the Calcutta Act being also incorporated. Of 
new points the following are the most important 

(a) Tho clauses giving the Local Government considerable power of control 
over the outfall of tho sewage system, especially with reference to ar\y altera¬ 
tion in the outfall works made necessary by the decay of river channels—a 
possible, but at present remote contingency attaching to all outfalls into the 
network of tidal creeks which intersect the Balt Water Lakes. U'hose provisions 
embody the orders issued on the outfall works now under construction, which 
were passed under section 274 of the Calcutta Act. 

(i) Care has boon taken in drafting the Bill to emphasise tho rights of the 
rate-payers, as well as the duties and responsibilities of the Corporation with 
regard to drainage matters. 

(c) By seciions 815 to 322 it is proposed to substitute an unpaid agency 
of licensed plumbers working at rates approved by the General Committee for tho 
present insufficient staff of Drainage Inspectors appointed by the Corporation. 
The number of house-connections now amounts to nearly 30,000, which is likely 
to increase, and it is found practically impossible at reasonable cost for 
the Corporation to do more than exc'rciso a general control over house fittings 
or to accept rt spoftsibility for the repair and uiaintenance of theso fittings with 
all the contingencies of occasional stoppages from misuse. The Bill therefore 
provides an agency, of which the public must avail themselves, to carry 
oat house drainage works at reasonable rates, and the Corporation is bound to 
exercise proper control over this agency, and to punish breaches of'the laws 
ahd bye-laws in cases where house fittings are not properly maintained. 
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Under the head of the lighting of streets and public places, the Calcutta 
Act {sections 296 and 297) is singularly fneagrCi and the provisions in Chapter 
XXV of thp Bill are accordingly based upon sections 330-335 of the Bomoay 
Act. 

^•The sanitary provisions contained in Chapters XXVI to XXXIII and 
XXXV of the Bill are based mainly on Chapter XV of the Bombay Act, 
which is in many respects more elfectiv’e Uian the corresponding sections of 
the Calcutta Act. 

CHAPTERS XXI to XXIV.—Of Streets akd Buiu^ino Reguijltioks. 

“ This, Sir, in my opinion is the most important part of the Bill. It is also 
by far the most difficult, and the one on which I am most anxious to invito the 
fullest criticism from the public. At the same time I do not propose to go 
into very great detail now. The draft which has been inserted in the Bill is 
based in the nnain upon the report of the Building Commission, but I have 
imported into it several important provisions drawn from foreign sources which 
I will explain presently. It is still under the consideration of the Building 
Cominision, ana their assistance has been, and I trust will be, of the utmost 
value, 'rhe Government is under great obligations to the President of tho 
Commission for the report that has been submitted and tho groat mass of 
evidence that has been collected. I desire myself, both as a Me mber of tho 
Commission and as in charge of this Bill, to tender my most c )rdial personal 
thanks to Babus Kally Nauth Mitter and blalln Behaii Sircar for tho he’p they 
have given mo in dealing with these sections. Their knowledge of the condi¬ 
tions of the native part of the town and tho difficulties which have to be mot 
there has been invaluable, and I have found them most open-minded and ready 
to consider and enter into now proposals. 

Bow the trouble about a building law is that you have to deal in it 
with two widely different sots of conditions—things as they are and things as 
they ought to be. Tilings as they are, especially in the native part of the 
town, may be briefly described as chaos. One can easily see hf*w it camd 
about. Take Bara Bazar as an illustration. There you have 75 per cent, 
of the surface occupied by solid masonfy and tho balance made up Oi narrow 
lanes and tiny courts and yards. No doubt it was originally a bustoe consist¬ 
ing of huts built unsj^mmctrically all over tho place, with narrow passages 
between them which may have been wide enough for tho original re*{uiri?ments 
of the place. By degrees the huts were converted into masonry buildings 
and vacant spaces were built up, but the passages remained the same, as it 
was no one’s business and no one’s interest to get them widened. This 
is tlio process that we seo going on everywhere now, and it is a very 
dangerous process, for the passages which are wide enough for huts 12 or 15 
feet high with ventilation through the oaves of tho roof and also to some 
extent through the walls, are clearly not enough to ventilate an area mado of 
huge masses of masonry 40 and 50 feet high. I do not say this is peculiar to 
Calcutta, for it is not. You see just the same state of things in many continontal 
towns wliich grew up round a central market-place. Tho streets in tho old 

S art of Cologne are not much wider and certainly not more regular than in 
!ara Bazar, and tho same may be said of dozens of other towns. Nor is the 
European business part of Calcutta wholly free from these defects. Tho streets 
no doubt are wider, but between street and street are great spaces piMCiically 
filled up by solid masonry. And a tendency in tho same direction may be 
seen even in the residential quarter. Compounds are gradually being bui't up 
and air-space encroached upon, and it is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
Chowringheo and Theatre Road are going the way of Burra Bazar. 

‘‘ How can this state of things be dealt with by a building law ? There 
seem to me to be two solutions. One solution is to say the whole thing is pa-^t pray¬ 
ing for. Chaos it is and chaos it must remain so far as the ordinsiry building law 
is concerned. All we can do is to reconstruct parts of it from time to time, as wo 
can find the money, by planning new streets, buying up land and sidling it ag iin 
so as to cover the cost of each undertaking. That is a tenable position, and as 
regards some parts of thq town it may have to be adopted. No ordinary bui ding 
law can. make much impression on Burra Bazar. But for the greater part of the 
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town we Bhould, I think, go beyond this laisser-aller policy. W© cannot of course 
make all things new. We cannot take that short way with offending structures 
which is expressed in the lino— 

* Diruit, oxliBoat, unit at quadrats rotundis.’ 

But wo can control and check. We can provide that new buildings and 
old buildings reconstructed shall conform to cei'tain ruh s, and wo can stop the 
building up of vacant spaces. This the Bill attempts to do by sectiot-s 367 and 
372. But the control thus exercised must not be absolute and automatic, or 
great hardship may result. The Bill gives a certain discretion to the General 
Gommittee to apply or not to apply the provisions of the Bill in easels where 
buildings are inateiially altered. And in addition to this a general power of 
dispensation is vested in the Government to bo exercised on tho application of 
any two of the municipal authorities. 

** Subject to these safeguards the regulations intended for new buildings 
on new streets will apply to new buildings on old streets and to existing buildings 
when they are re-rrected or materially altered. In other words, provisions 
designed for things as they ought to be will apply with certain checks and 
balances to things as they are. 

Among the provisions relating to new streets and new buildings will be 
found some principles which have been adapted from modern continental 
legislation. The most important of these is embodied in section 365, which 
runs as follows:— 


‘ 3G5. (/) Tlio General Committee may give public notice of thoir intention to declare

that in any partioidar Btreet^, squares or quarters *»£ tho 
town speoitied in the notice, or in any specified |>ortions of 
such streets, hquares or qualters,— 


(«f) continuous building will be allowed subject to tho provisions of this Aot relating 
to continuous building, or 

(ft) the erection of only detached building^ will be allowed, subject to tho provisions 
of this Act relating to buildings, or 

(r) tho erection of shops will not be allowed without the special permission <»f the 
General Committee, or 

(rf) tho erection of buildiitgs of tho warehouse class will not be allowed without the 
special penniBsion of ihe General Committee, or 
(e) tho erection of buildings of the warehouse class will be allowed subject to the 
provisions of this Act relating to such buildings, or 
(/) tho elevation and construction of the frontage of all masonry buildings thereafter 
erected or ro-erooted shall, in respect of their arohifceotiiml features, be such 
as the General Committee may oonaider suitable to the locality, or^ 

(^) the erection of huts will not be allowed without tho speoial permission of the 
General Committee. 


* (5) Every such notice shall be publiBliod in stiob manner as the General CoDcmuvtee 
may think fit, and shall specify a period within which objections will be received.^ 

‘ (5) The General Committee shall consider all objections received within the sai l 
period, and may then prepare a declaration relating to tho streets, squares or quarters 
referred to in the notice, and submit the declaration to the Local Government, together 
with the said objections (if any) and their report upon them. 

* (4) The Ijooal Government, after ooiisideiin^ the said objections (if any), may oonfirin 
the declaration, and before doing so may modify it, but not so as to extend its effect. ^ 

‘(5) When any snob declaration has been so confirmed, it shall be published in the 
Calcutta Qozotto and shall take effect from the date of suck publication.* 

This principle has been accepted and acted upon in a number of con«> 
tinental towns, notably in Vienna, which in 1890 took in a large area of suburbs, 
as Calcutta did in 18b9, and at once appointed a Building Commiasion to con¬ 
sider the probable rehults of the change. Tho report of this Commission and 
the draft Bill annexed are most instructive documents, and I liav© made much 
use of thoin in drafting portions of tho Bill.^ The section I‘have quoted 
departs, however, from the continental principle in so far as it does not 
attempt to fix outright and embody in the law the streets and quarters in 
which particular sorts of buildings shall or shall not bo allowed. That, I 
submit, would be impossible at present. We cannot foresee with certain^ the 
details of tho future development of Calcutta. One can say in a general Wcly 
that a ISuropoan residential quarter is likely to be'formed in AlipoiC'^ ,an4 
Ballygunge, and may extend southward as for as drainage and 
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permit. A native residential quarter may also develop on the north of 
the town towards Barrackpore. The area rouitd the Docks will probably 
oomo to be ^ taken up for wareh«>uses and business premises generally, 
while tlio river bank on both sides above and below Calcutta will bo 
oocupied by mills, docks and wharves. Years ago one would have located 
the residential quarters along the river bank, but the waterway is too 
valuable commercially for that to be possible at the present day, and tlic glories 
of Garden Reach are now a thing of the past. Beyond tho^e general proposi¬ 
tions it is at present impossible to go, and obviousiy no precise differentit tion 
of quarters can be bas^ upon what I have just said. I venture to think, 
therefore, that the expedient adopted in the Bill is in principle a sound one. 

I trust that the clause as to architectural features will be accepted. The idea 
is not a new one. It is at least as old as the Renaissance when the people of 
Siena created a special department for beautifying their city, the ufficiali del 
omatoy the decorative department, whose influence on the streets can bo traced 
even now. I have no doubt Calcutta architects will rise to the occasion when 
the temptation to sacrifice everything to gaining an inch of space is withdrawn. 

“Another point for which I am indebted to continental practice is the 
distinction between continuous building, that is to say, building in rows of 
houses like a London street, and detached buildings of the villa type. It is a 
convenient distinction, as it enables you to formulate distinct rules for the two 
classes of buildings. Thus in the case of dwelling-houses built in streets whore 
continuous building is allowed, the Bill provides for rdear space at the back 
equal to half the height of the house, while a dwelling house built in a quarter 
reserved for detached building must have a clear sjifico all round equal to the 
height of iho house. So far as new streets and new buildings are concerned, 
the rules will, I believe, work well, but my friend Babu Kally Nauth Mittor 
pointed out to me the other day that their application to existing streets will 
require very careful consideration, where you have streets of continuous 
building separated by large spaces filled up by detached buildings. In connexion 
with continuous building, 1 may add that the Bill proposes to introduce the 
continental system of fixing a building lino four feet behind the street align¬ 
ment. Both terms are defined in the Bill. Practically it means this, that a 
man building on a street cannot put his main front wall on the alignment. 
He must put it four feet back. But ho may uso this four feet for verandahs, por¬ 
ticos, oriels, balconies, steps and decorative projections of all kinds. It is claimed 
for this system that it gets rid of a host of vexations disputes about projections, 
that it adds to the air space, and that it encourages decorative methods of 
domestic architecture. 

“ The Bill follows the Vienna draft proposals in respect of a third point of 
considerable importance. It distinguishes between provisions relating mainly 
to sanitary considerations, such as ventilation and the like, and provisions relat¬ 
ing to construction. The former it proposes to embody once for all in the law, 
on the ground that they rest upon permanent principles which are matters of 
settiod doctrine and are not liable to vary from time to time. The latter it 
relegates to a schedule as being liable to change, and provides a procedure by 
which the scliodule can bo altered. This, I think, is reasonable. Illustrations 
will ooouT to every one; For instance, a new process in the manufacture of 
iron might greatly increase the strength of iron beams, and in that case the 
'prescribed dimensions might be reduced. But it would be absuid to have to 
amend the Act for that purpose. 

“ Finally, before leaving this part^ of the Bill, I must draw attention to 
sections. 364 and 439 to 450, which introduce in two different forms the 
continental. principle of the reallotment of building sites. In a great 
many oases the alignment of. a new street, whether designed on the 
radial, the rectangular, or the circular system, divides the blocka.of-land owned 
^7. individuals, irregularly so as to leave a number of odd pieces, triangular, 
sC^n^ittal and the l&e, which cannot be fitted into any orderly system of 
Inmdfng. In such cases if the frontage of the buildings is laid on or parallel 
to' iho alignment of the. street, their plan must be more or IcsA oblique; 
while' conversely if the^ houses are built oh a rectan^lar plan, their front- 
i^s will run obliquely to the line of the street. If the proprietary blocks 
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are entirely irregular, the difficsulty of utilising them for building is propor¬ 
tionately increased. In order lo get over this difficulty power has been 
taken in somo continental Acts, the best known and most successful of 
which is the Act passed by the Free City of Hamburg in 1890 for the 
reconstruction of the suburbs i»n the right bank of the Flbe to throw 
together all the proprietary sites in a building block, cut them up into suitable 
building sites, and give them back to the proprietors. The division is to be 
made in such a manner ‘ that every ground proprietor shall get a share 
in the aggregate value of the reallotted plots of land proportiona'e to the share 
which he had in the aggregate value of the plots before reallotment.’ It sounds 
at first rather intricate, but it is nothing like as puzzling as a batwara which is a 
familiar thing, and it has been worked successfully, with the consent of the 
proprietors concernetl, at liasel in Switzerland, at Mainz, in Hninburg and at 
Cologne, and it is proposed to extend it by special legislation to the whole of 
Prussia. Obviously it must add materially to the value of the land. As applied 
to bustees, it seems to offer a ready moans of getting over the practical difficulties 
of remodelling them without compelling the Corporation to acquire tho entire 
land and without any hardship to the proprietors. The cost of the procedure 
would be the value of the huts, less materials given back to the owners, and 
the value of the land taken up for roads, less tho value of existing roads 
surrendered. 

“ An fllternativo procedure borrowed from the scheme for Vienna and 
embodied in section 864 provides on the application of the owners of not loss 
than half the area affected for throwing together unsuitable plots, dividing them 
into mitablo building sites, and selling them by auction. This is said to have 
worked well in several continental towns. 

Both procedures seem to deserve consideration. It is obvious that some 
special powers are necessary to secure regular building sites on new streets and 
that the value of regular sites will be greater than that of irregular ones. 

‘‘CHAPTER XXXIV.— Regtstratiok op Births and Deaths. 

“ In connexion with the question of securing the early reporting of deaths 
from plague, the Government has been led to consider the desirability 
of improving the entire system of registering deaths in Calcutti. Owing to tho 
fact mat the registrars and sub-regiptrars are mere clerks who have no medical 
knomedge, the entries relating to the cause of death in column 8 of the form 
iu the eleventh schedule of the present Aot are in a large proportion of cases 
wholly untrustworthy. Of tho 70 persons who on an average die every day 
in Calcutta, the returns show that from one-third to one-half have had no medi¬ 
cal attendant, and in all these cases tho cause of death is more or less a matter 
of conjecture. Tho evils of this state of things are obvious, more especially 
iu view of the increasing tendency on the part of foreign nations to restrict 
jirivilegos in respect of quarantine to vessels coming from ports which can 
show accurate vital statistics. In order to comply with these requirements, 
the chapter relating to the registration of births and deaths has been entirely 
recast in the Bill. The important points are the following 

(1) by section 552 no corpse can be removed froni^ a building for 

burial or cremation without a oertifici^te in the form of 
amended Schedule XI ; 

(2) section 555 requires the relatives and friends of the deceased to 

procure the certificate; 

(3) section 556 obliges the registrar of the district to give a certificate 

free of charge; 

(4) section 557 obliges medical men to furnish this certificate of their 

own motion within 24 hours of the death of any one wbom 
•they have attended; 

(5) section 562 provides that if a corpse is ^ brought to a burial or 

burning ground without a certificate, it shall be detained there 
till the friends procure a certificate, or the registrar in charge of 
the district satisfies himself by enquii^ as to the cause of 
death; 
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(6) soction 663 prohibits the examination of any corpse in opposition 

to the wislies of the relatives or friends of the deceased; 

(7) section 564 gives the Local Government power to make rules and 

to prescribe the qnaliiicationB of registrars and sub-registrars; 

(8) section 553 authorises the Chairman to license medical prac¬ 

titioners as registrars. 

The above scheme is calculated to bring about a groat improvement in the 
mortuary statistics of Calcutta, and to prove useful, not only in respect of grave 
epidemic diseases such as plague, but as a measure of sanitary administration. 
The only danger to be apprehended is that the poorer classes who do not 
employ licensed medical practitioners majr have clifficulty in procuring certifi¬ 
cates. This, however, is merely a question of organisation. Section 556 
obliges the Districit Registrar to attend fre^j of charge f\>r the purpose of granting 
such certificates, and if enough registrars are appointed no delay should occur. 
Under section 546 the Local Government has power to determine the number 
of districts, each of which must have a registrar whose qualidcations will bo 
laid down under secrhin 564. In case of epidemics the Chairman may 
appoint additional registrars under section 646 (y). The system will no doubt 
cost more than that now in force; but, having regard to the largo number of 
medical men in Calcutta, and the keen competition between them, it seems 
possible that qualified medical practitioners will be willing to accept the position 
of district registrar on a small salary for the sake of the practice which the 
office will bring with it. 

Chapter XXXVIII, which is based on the recommendations of the Calcutta 
Building Commission, modifies the Land Ac(}uisition Act in some material 
points. Secti<»n 584 extends the power of the Corporation to acquire land and 
buildings; section 585 creates a presumption, which in the case of unhealthy 
areas may bo conclusive, that the market value of property so acquired is 
twenty-five times its annual value as entered in the municipal assessment book. 
Section 588 further empowers the Corporation to transfer land acquired by 
them to a Company or a private individual for the purpose of carrying out 
improvements in accordance with a regular scheme. 

‘‘The procedure proposed for the framing of bye-laws in Chapter XXXIX 
of the Bill is new. It will give both the public and the Corporation ample 
opportunity of expresing their views, and will leave the final decision, as it is 
left by the present Act, to the Government. 

‘‘ The scheme of Chapter XL, which brings together in one place all penalties 
imposed, is borrowed from the Bombay Act. The Bill makes no material 
changes in the existing scale of penalties. 

“ Chapter XLI, dealing with procedure, has also been adapted from the 
Bombay Act. Power has been taken to appoint special Ma^strates for the trial 
of offences against the Act, as experience has shown that the Honorary Magis¬ 
trates, befbre whom a large proportion of municipal cases come, are dilatory iu 
their procedure and impose merely nominal penalties. Provisions have also 
been introduced fur the purpose of securing the more active co-operation of the 
Police in the administration of the law. 

“ Chapter XLIT reproduces the provisions of the present Act relating to the 
alteration of the limits of Calcutta and contains an important section (656) 
nving power to extend to Howrah by notification any specified portion of the 
Bill subject to such restrictions and modifications as may be thought fit. Of the 
necessity of some measure of this kind I believe no one who is acquainted 
with the facts will entertain any doubt. 

“The sanitary condition of Howrah is indeed in its way quite as deplorable 
as that of Calcutta. Although the town as a whole is not overcrowded, some of 
the bustces in it furnish examples of the worst forms ^ of overcrowding. The 
number of public latrines is insufficient; the 26,000 private latrines, both Jeuteka 
and pucka^ are as bad as those of Calcutta over were, and the staff of sweepers is 
too small to clean them properly. Besides the privies, there are in Howrah about 
2,500 cesspools which receive sullage and urine. It is believed that only one- 
e^hth of this liquid sewage is removed by the sullage carts, and that the remainder 
shlks into the soil, drrfins into tanks and road-side channels or disappears by 
evaporation. The drainage of the towp is at present effected by about 3 miles 
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of pucka and 80 miles of Icutcha drains, most of thorn badly aligned and faultily 
constructed. A regular system of sewerage and drainage is greatly wanted, 
but the difficulty of tiiiding a suitable outfall is extreme, and the Municipality 
is not at present in a position to borrow the amount, roughly estimated at about 
26 lakhs, whicli a suitable drainage scheme would cost. A supply of filtered 
water was introduced recently, and is said to have already greatly reduced 
the mortality from cholera, but it must be matcu'ially extended before its 
full benefit can be felt. Effective building regulations are greatly needed, 
particularly in the bustees, where the largo and increasing population of 
mill hands finds lodgings. The stables and cowsheds throughout the town 
are in a terribly insanitary condition, and are reported to be the most fertile 
source of surface pollution. The municipal law in force in Howrah is the 
Bengal Municipal Act of 1884, which is altogether inadequate to meet the wants 
of the town, and contains no provisions whatever for preventing the spread of 
dangerous diseases. Prom the sanitary point of view, Howrah is virtually a suburb 
of Calcutta; its population in 1891 was 116,806, resprosenting an increase of 
28*4 per cent, on the population recorded in 1881 ; it is the head-quarters of the 
East Indian Railway, and contains a largo number of factories which attract 
operatives from the neighbouring districts; and any outbreak of disease in 
Howrah would almost certainly spread to Calcutta. Owing to the constant 
intercourse between the two towns, the people of Howrah are familiar with the 
system of taxation and municipal administration that is in force in Calcutta, and 
it will be simpler and easier to extend portions of the Calcutta Act from time 
to time, in accordance with the growing needs of Howrah, than to enact a 
special statute for the latter town. The Bill provides for notice being given 
of the intention to extend any portions of the Act and for the hearing of objec¬ 
tions. ^ 

“That, Sir, is the Bill. It is a large measure, and the introduction in the 
constitution of the proposed General Committee of the principle of proportionate 
representation is, I allow, a new departure. But it is an honest attempt to solve 
a problem which at all times and in all cfuintries must remain a difficult one— 
that of giving to a numerical minority the rights to wliicli it is entitled, not 
merely in its own interests, but in the interests of the community of which it 
forms part. I appeal to those who in this Council represent the dominant 
majority on the Corporation as it now exists to accept it in tlie spirit in which 
it IS meant and to accept it the more cordially as it seeks to realize the ideal 
set before us by their great predecessor, the Hon’ble Krisio Das Pal—the ideal 
of uniting Europeans and Natives in the wissi progressive and energetic govern¬ 
ment of this City.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tlte Hon’ble Mr. RieiiRir applied to the IVesident to suspend the Bales of 
Business for the pxupose of introducing thd Bill.

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As a** mattor of fact tho introduction of tho Bill has hcon from various causos 
long delayed. We have lost much time during the present cold weather, 
partly because tho roiiort of the Building Commission was not ready and 
partly because we were not able to get the whole time of our Assistant Score- 
tary, although ho has worked very hard on the Bill. But wo are anxious 
to have the Bill laid before tlio public as soon as possiblo, and to have it 
referred to the Corporation and to all the Associations, and to everybody who 
can give advice to the Select Committee. Tlie main principle of the Bill is 
perfectly well understood by every one in Calcutta whose opinion is worih 
having in the matter. Hon’bio Members present could stand up now, if 
they chose, and discuss the whole princi|de of tho Bill, and therefore 
there is no reason whatever, trom the pf)int of view of the public in¬ 
terest, to object to the suspending of the rules to enable us to get through 
the purely formal stages of introducing the Bill and moving that it be 
read in Council and «»f tho Secretary reading the litle of the Bill. 'I'his will 
enable us to circulate the Bill for opinion at once. When the JHll comes to be 
referred to a Select Committee, Hoii’ble Members will have full opportunity 
to discuss it to their heart’s content, and I mn prepared to sit de die in diem 
until they have been heard. In the meantime, 1 see no reason why the rules 
should not bo suKpende<i for tho purpose of introducing the Bill aud reading 
tho title, and I suspend the rules accordingly.” 

The Iloii’blo 'rim Puksident having declared tho Rules suspended— 

The Hon’ble Mit. Risley introduced tho Bill and moved that it bo road 
in Council. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Tho Bill was road accordingly. 

EXTENSION OF THE POLICE ACT, V OF 1861. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Puait intn^duced the Bill to extend certain portions of 
the Police Act, V of 1861, to the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, and moved 
that it be read in Council, lie said:— 

‘‘At the last mooting of the Council, T explained that Act V of 1861, which 
is in force only within the general police district, the police of which are under 
the control of tho Inspector-General of Police, has no application to tlie town 
and suburbs of Calcutta, the police of which are iilaced under the administrative 
control of tho Commissioner of Police. I also pointed out that the police of tho 
suburbs and town of Calcutta are governed by two special Acta. I further 
indicated tho necessity for extending certain portions of Act V of 1861, as 
amended by Act VIII of 1895, to the town and suburbs of Calcutta, so that the 
Government may bo armed with the power of quartering additional police in 
disturbed areas at the expense of the inhabitants; and that injured persons may 
be provided with a sure and simple means of recovering compensation. What 
I said as to tho necessity for legislation has been emphasized by recent events 
in another presidency town, and it is alsosomowbat remarkable that my allusion 
to the possibility of incendiarism forming part of tho programme of some 
future* disturbers of the public peace has received such speedy and apt 
illustration in the ill-fated city of Bombay. The Bill which I now intro¬ 
duce consists of only two sections, the material portions of the Act which it is 
sought to extend to the town and suburbs of Calcutta having been referred 
to* m the form of a schedule. The principal sections which it is sought to 
extend, with certain modifications suitable to local circumstances, are sections 
16 and Id A, and I desire on this occasion to add nothing to the observations 
I made at the last meeting of the Council with reference to those sections.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Bill was read accordingly. 

The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 26th instant.

O. StovoTi<», Oifiolatiiig Lieutenant-Governor 
ol l^cn^al, oil the 26Lh Novomb-n* IS97, on the subjeot- 

On tlio niglit of tho 21tJi Octobi r 1897, tho Chittagong district was visited 
by a cyclone of extraordinary violence. The cyclone was accompanied by a series 
of storm -wuvls more disastrous than the cyclone itself. Tho m iin force of the 
disturbance was felt across the whole breadth of tho district from about fourteen 
miles north of Chitragong town to a point about four miles south of Cox's 
J3azar, a distance of somo seventy miles. In the southern portion of this tract 
lies th (3 delta of tho Mahamuri river. Tho low-lying laiuLs of this dtilta and 
of tho islands which lie off it were completely swept by tho storm-waves- In 
many villaiics half tho inhabitants were drowned. The survivors found their 
houses levelled to tho ground, their crops entirely destroyed, a great part of 
their cattle drowned, and themsolvi'S without any stores of fotxl or clothing. 

2. Vigorous steps were at once taken by the? local oilicers to ensure that 
to these disasters should not bo added suffering or donth from starvation. The 
available officers were placed each in charge of a defined tract, funds were 
placed at their disposal by the Famine Relief Committoe, and arrHnirements 
were made for the ininiodiato distribution to those who had sufiV^n d most 
severedy of food, clothing and building material, or the means of baying 
these necessaries. In the following month, the Officiating liieutciiant-Govcrnor 
himself visited the district and considered, in consultalitiii with the local 
officers, the further moans which should bo taken for relief of the sufferers 
and repair of the damage caused by the disaster. 

3. 0 / life and privale property ,—The Commissioner has reported the 
total loss of life due to the cj'clone to be about 14,000 persons. Iz is estimated 
that about 15,000 cattle wero drowned. Tho rice crop, which had promised to 
be a 20 anna one, was in the tract submerged by the storm-wuve'entirely 
destroyed; in a further belt of country it was reduced to a four-a,nna crop 
of damaged grain; tho rest of tho district yielded a 14-aiina crop. This 
loss, coming as it did on the top ot two bad seasons, was peculiarly unfortunate. 
Thrimghout the affected tract houses and huts were unroofed and demolished. 
To affurJ somo help in repairing this last loss, an immediate reduction of 
ono-half was made in the rates of the forest tolls in tho severely affected tracts, 
fees on passes for cutting building materials in the khas mahai forest.s were 
entirely n iiultod, and the Collector procured 10,000 bamboos from^ the hills for 
gratuitous ilistiibution in tho worst villages whore building materials were not 
to be had. 

4. Health of the inhabitants of the affected area ,—For some da3'’s, the sub¬ 
merged tract was slrewn with the corpses of men and cattle drowned in the 
stcrm-wiivo. Every effort was made to secure tho water-supply from 
pollution, but, as was to be anticipated, cholera broke out with great virulence 
in places. It was rojiorted to the Oommissioner during his recent visit 
to .Kutubdia that in this island alone no less than 1,300 deaths from 
cholera had occurred since tho cyclone^ .No information is furnished as to 
the mortality wliich attended the epidemic in tho remaining portion of the 
affected area. Tho Civil Suri^eon nas beon^ authwized to entertain Hospital 
Assistants and to purchase medicines for distribution in the affected* jparts from 
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tho funds! placed at tli(5 disposal of the District Magistrate by the (Central 
Comiiiittj o of tlu3 Famine Relief Fund, It is iiopcd that tlie>.o measures will 
prove succ*o>sful in arresting tho progress of tlifj epidemic. 

5. R ' ief operations .—'The fund at tin', disposal of tho District Magistrate 
for carrying oil relief oper iticiHB amounted to Its. bo,104-. This was tn. do up 
of (1; a giant of Rs. 5;:,000 made by the Famine; Relief Committoc, (2) a sum of 
Rs, 4,000 transfinod from tho Noakhali lu‘lief b'und, (JD Rs. 2,200, b< ing the 
balance of the Chittagong Rediof Fund, and (4) Rs. 8,805 collected by public 
subscriptions. Up to tho middle of January last tho expenditure amounted to 
Rh, 30,809, a balance of Rs. 34,205 b< ing left in tho hands <d tlio District 
Magistrate, 'The Commissioner has satisfi^nl himself tl at tho relief administered 
has been suflicient to prevent any loss of life hy starvation. Relief w* rks 
were opened, but were not f ^und to answer, partly because the adult males 
had migrated to Arracan in thousands to cut crops, and partly bi^cause 
the loans advanced by Government had jdaced the people in a position to 
Z'epair their own private embankments. ^Flie number of persona requiring relief 
at present is considerably diminished by the oxf>ila.s to Arracan, and will bo still 
further reduced wlioii tho labourers return fiom that district with their 
earnings. Jii thoao circumstances, the Conwrissioner has already withdrawn 
some of tho odiccrs specially deputed to sup riiitoiid the relief oper.itions, and 
is restricting relief within narrower limits. JIo would, however, give gratui¬ 
tous relief lor some lime move to widows and oiplmns, and to tho women 
and children whoso bread-wiuiiers liavo gone to Arracan. Ho would also 
continue medical aid until the rains bring the usual diminution of cliolera. 
This course has tho Lieutenant-Governor’s ap;>!*oval. 

C- Loins .— Conmiissiorier was /it first authorized to distribute one 
lakh of rupees under tlie Agiicultuidsts’ Loans Act. Subsequent enquiries 
showed, however, that loans under tho Land Improvement Advances Act 
for the lojiair of embankments wore more urgently needc.d. The authority 
of Govermiieni was therefore obtained to cJisiribute one lakh of rupees under 
the latter Act, the aincaint allotted for loans under tho former being at tho 
same time reduced to Rs. 50,000, Lonns amounting to Rs. 85,J02 have 
already boon distributed under tho J-iund Improvomont Advances Act. 
Applications for loans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act are being registered, 
and tho total amount applied for already exceeds a lakh of rupees. These 
applications will be taken in hand after those for tlio grant of loans for the 
repair of einbankments have been disposed of. To be of full use, they should 
be dealt with promjitly. 

7- Remission of revenue, —The CommiHsioner has separately submitted 
proposals rc<5ommending the remission of revenue in tcnipor.arily-settled 
estates, amounting to Rs. 1,34,295, which arc being considered in the Revenue 
Department of this Governmout. 

8. JDamaae dove to public buildings, einbankments^ roads, bridges, —Almost 
all • the public buildings have suffered. At Chittagong tho salt golas were 
wrecked. ±\u estimate has been prepared feu' rebiiihling them at a cost of 
Rs. 61,175. The offices of the General Manager of tho Court of Wards and C)f 
the khas tahsildars at Satkania and Patiya wore completely blown di>wn, while 
the Sadar Tfthsil office was entirely unroofed. The sub-tahsil offices in 
Satkania, Cox’s Bazar and Patiya, and the post and telegr pli offices in the 
south of tlie district had all to be rebuilt; and most of tho police-stations were 
also wrecked. The mufassal dispensaries wore either seriously damaged or 
destroyed, but have been re-constructed by the Dispensary Committees; and tho 
school buildings, with the exct'ption of the htrgcr ones, have also mostly be<3ii 
rebuilt. Orders have also been issued for t’no reconstruction of tho Munsifs’ 
Courts at Raojan, Patiya and Satkania, and t!io funds required for the purpose, 
viz., Rs. 9,400, will bo provided in next year’s budget. It has been decided to 
hand'over to tho Public Works Dt partincut the einbankments round tho island 
of Kutubdia. The cost of their restorati on has been estimated at Rs. 40,221. 
Almost all the roads, bridges and buildings belonging to the District Board were 
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either destroyed or damaged. Perilling the submission of a revised budget by 
tho Board, the liistrict Engineer has Ijoen furnished with an advance to enable 
him to deal with urgent repairs. 

9. Damage clone to the Shipping md Port ,—Tho English vessels escaped 
very lightly, considering the violence of the cyclone, *^l’hG native ci'aft, 
however, fared badly. Five brigs have been oflicially reported to have sunk 
in the river. As these wrecks are considered to be a source of danger to 
the navigation of the river, tho Marine JJepaitinciit lias arranged with the 
ofliccr in charge of Sub-Marine Defences to blow them up. 

The Norman’s Point Light-house has been slightly damaged, but tho 
lantern of tho Kutubdia Light-house, as well as the dwelling-houses of the light* 
keepers and the cdl godown have been entirely destroyed. As it was impossible 
to repair tho light, an indent for a third order flashing light has been sent to 
England. Pending its arrival, temporary arrangemeiils for lighting havo been 
made by the Port Commi.-sioners with the assistance of the old six-wick burner 
and pressure lamp with temporary bnek reflectors. This light is visiblo at a 
distance of 17 miles. In addition to this, blue-lights are burnt ©very half-hour 
from sunset to sunrise. Llstimates havo already been sanctioned for the 
re-erection of the light-keepers’ houses and store godowns. 

10. South Ltishai Hdh .— In the Soutli Lushai Hills also great damago was 
done to the buildings and roads, as well as to the standing crops. Some villages 
havo suffered seriously ; others little. No lives have, however, been lost. An 
expenditures of Its. 11,197 has been sanctioned Ly Government for clearing 
roads and for repairing camps as well as buildings damaged by the cyclone 
at Lungleh and Domagiri. 

11. Chittagong Mill Tract b ,—The tract of conr.try that has suffered most 
here is that lying betw^een and along the banks of the JMahamuri and Kornafuli 
rivers. The total loss of human lives is reported to have been 55, and that of 
cattle 1,500. Tho number of boats lost was 1,760, excluding those carried 
away during the storm in the Chakina circle. Considerable damaero was done to 
crops in the Jlohmong and Cbakma circles, while in Rangamati the Government 
buildings suffered greatly. 

12. Conclusion .—The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that all 
the officers who were employed on relief operations have given satisfaction in 
the discharge of their very onerous duties. The thanks of Government are due 
to them and to tlie Commissioner, Mr. Collier, and the Collector, Mr. Anderson, 
on whom devolved the task of organizing relief, as also to Captain Good, tho 
Port Officer, to whoso foresight and exertions it was mainly due that the 
vessels in the port suffered so little. The promptitude with which the Provin¬ 
cial Famine Relief Committee provided funds for tho relief of the destitute 
sufferers and the liberality of Maharaja Sir Jotondra Mohun Tagore Bahadur, 
K.C.S.I., Nawab Sir Khwaja Ahsuiiullah Bahadur, kc.t.e., Babu Monindra 
Chandra Nandi of Cossimbazar, Raja Rajendra Narayan Roy Chowdry 
Bahadur of Jihawal, Raja Moliima Ranjan Roy Chowdhuri of Rakiua, Babu 
Kalikissen Tagore of Calcutta, and Mr. P. C. Sen, Barrister-at-law, also 
deserve the grateful acknowledgments of Government. Nawab Sir Khwaja 
Ahsunullah Bahadur, k.c.i.e., has further to bo thankedK^for placing the steam- 
launch Marnagore at the disposal of the Commissioner at a time when he was 
greatly in need of such assistance. 

Ordku.—O rdered that a copy of this Resolution, together with copies of 
the Commissioner’s report and the minute of the Officiating Lieutenant- 
Governor, bo forwaidea to the Government of India for information. 

Ordered also, that copies of the Resolution bo forwarded to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Chittagong and the Revenue and Marine Departments of this 
Government, and that the Resolution bo published in the Calcutta Gazette.

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EXTENSION OF THE POLICE ACT, V OF 1861. 

The ITon’blo Mr. Finucane, in tho absence of the Hon’blo Mr. Pratt, moved 
that the Bill to extend certain portions of the Police Act, V of 1861, to the 
Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, bi5 referred to a Select Committee consisting 
of tho Ilon’ble Mr. Qrirnley, tho Hon’ble Nawab Syud Ameer Ilossein, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Turner, the Hon’ble Ilabu Surendranath Banerjee, and the Hon’ble 
Mr. Pratt. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Rihi.ey said:—I beg to move that tho consideration of 
the motion which stands in my nnine, namely, to move that the Bill to amend tho 
law relating to the Municipal afl'airs of the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, and 
to authorize the extension of the siuue to the Town of Howrah, bo referred to a 
Select Committee consisting of the Ilon’blo Rai Durga Gati Banerjoa, Bahadur, 
tho Ilon’ble Mr. Oldham, the llon’ble Mr. Bucklt^y, the Hon’ble Sahibzada 
Mahomed Bakhtyar Sliah, the Iloii'ble Mr. Turner, the Hon’ble Babu Norendra 
Nath Sen, tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee, tho Hon’ble Mr. Spink 
and tho Mover, be adjourned till Saturday, tho 2nd April. Hon’blo Members 
have represented that they have had insufiicient time to study tho principles 
of the Bill, and I tliink their objection is reasonable. In order to facilitate the 
study of the Bill, I have had prepared a statement which shows in parallel 
columns tho functions assigned by the Bill to the Corporation to the 
Chairman and to tho General Coinmiltco, and distinguishing tho.se functions 
which may bo exercised by the Chairman with the sanction of the Corporation 
or the General Committee, as the case may bo. I trust this statement will 
render it simpler and easier to f<>Ilow tho application of the general principle 
of the l^ill throughout its numerous sections.’’ 

The Hon’ble the President said:—^‘I should have been glad had we been 
able to commence the discussion of the principle of the Bill to-day. It was not 
intended to take a vote on the mol ion at this meeting. But if it suits the con¬ 
venience of Ilon’ble Members, 1 have no objection to postponing discussion to 
next Satmday. 'J his will put Hoirble Members in precisely the same position 
in regard of time as if the Rules had not been suspended last week. It was 
desirable to get Iho Bill read in Council then, as we wished to ciiculate the 
measure for opinions as soon as possible, and this has now been done. The real 
work of the Select Committee will not in fact begin before July. It will thus 
be clear that the charge that the Bill is being rushed through Council is 
p,ltogether baseless. 

I may also point out that some Hon’ble Members have been misquoting 
to tho outside public the rule of Council regarding translation of Bills. It 
is a mistake to suppose that Rule 31 requires translation into the Vernacular 
before reference to Select Committee. The words in that rule ‘on some sub¬ 
sequent occasion’ mean, and have always been held to mean, on some sub¬ 
sequent occasion to the meeting at which the Bill has been introduced. The 
rule runs:— 

* When a Bill is introduced, it shall, together with a Statenaent of its Objects and 
Reasons, be published in the English and Vernacular languages in the official 
Gazettes of such parts of Bengal as are affected by tbe Bill* And on some 
Bubsequent occasion the Member in charge of it shall mahe one or more of 
the following motions: — 

(a) that It be referred to a Select Committee, or 

{b) that it be taken into oonsideration by the Oounoil; at some future 
day, or 

(o) that it be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon.* 
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.. It only necessary preliminary to reference to a Committee is laid down 
in Rule 32, viz*, that copies ot the Bill and Statc3ment of Objects and Reasons 
must have been seven days inHon’ble Members’ hands :— 

* No such motion shall bo made until after a copy of the Bill and a copy of tho 
^Statement of Objects and Reasons have been furnished to each Member. 
Any Member may object to the motion unless such copies have been fur¬ 
nished to him at least seven days previously ; and such objection shall 
prevail unless the President, in exercise cf hia disoretion, allow the motion 
to be made/ 

The translation of tho Bill into Bengali, the Vernacular of Calcutta, is 
being made, but it is in this case sheer waste of time and money, as every 
person capable of giving a useful opinion on the Bill will road it in English, 
the language in wliich, I may observe in passing, all Municipal business is 
carried on here. I asked one of the Hon’ble Members last Saturday for whose 
benefit ho was so anxious to liang up the Bill till translations were made, 
and he replied that ‘the Marwaris ought to sec it/ I have never myself met 
a Marwari who could road a Bengali Act, and Bengali is tho only language 
into which the Bill will or can be translated. Tho inner meaning of this 
anxiety for translation 1 leave the Council to surmise. 

“ I should also like to take the earliest opportunity of removing another 
misconception, viz., that the Government of India had tho Bill under consider¬ 
ation for only a week or two. As a fact they had the main principle of the 
Bill in full draft, and a pretty good skeleton of the rest of it before them in June 
last, and had it under consideration for over six months, while the Secretary 
of State was informally made aware of its genoi\tl lines as far back as July. 
There was perhaps hardly ever a measure which has received more full and 
anxious consideration from all responsible for it. Mr. Risley and I have been 
working at it and consulting people about it for over a year. As I said last 
Saturday, tho one feature in the Bill about which Government lias made up its 
mind is tho strengtliening of the City Executive. All beside that is more 
or less tentative, and will, I hope, with tlie rest of tho measure, bo carefully 
examined by the bodies to whom we havo referred for opinion. 1 am happy 
to know that very many leading citizens, both Native and European, are entirely 
with UH in our main proposals. But as the lion’ble Mr* Risley is willing to 
accede to the wish of Hon^ble Members, I have no objection, and I adjourn the 
Bill to next Saturday.

I^eiter No. 71 A., dated 15th JonuaTy 1898, from the Board of Revenue, submitting 
the Iteports of the Director oJ' the Department of Land Records and Agri> 
culturo, on Settlements, ami the Superintendent of Settlement'Surveys, 
Bengal, on Surveys in Bengal for the year ending the 30th September 
1897. 

Both the rciiort of the Director of Land Records and that of the Superin¬ 
tendent of Settlement Surveys wero submitted to 
The reports. Board by the due date. 

2. CajJtain R, T. Crichton, i.b.c., was in charge of the office of Superin¬ 

tendent of Settlement-Surveys throughout the year, 

Charge and inspecuoa. exception of the period from 12th Feb¬ 

ruary to 17th March 1897, when he was on privilege Icayo, and Captain 
C. W. H. Symonds. Officiating Deputy Superintendent, officiated for him. 
Captain Crichtoti spent 95 and Captain Symonds 29 days on tour. The total 
of 124 days is less than the touring done in the previous year owiug to tho 
contraction of the field season in consequence of tho famine in North 
Bihar. Mr. P. O. Lyon, c.s., acted as Director of Land Records up to 
23rd November 1896, when Mr. W. C. Maepherson, c.s., resumed charge on 
return from furlough, lilr. Maepherson held charge for the rest of tlio year, 
with the exception of the period from 23rd June to 5th September 1897, 
during wliich he was on special duty in Orissa in connection with the settle¬ 
ment of that Province, and Mr. C. G. II. Allen, c.s., officiated for him 
in addition to carrying on his duties as Settlement Officer of Chittagong. 
Mr Lyon, Mr. Allen and Mr. Maepherson wore on tour for 4, 83 and 26 days 
respectively, exclusive of the period of Mr, Maepherson’s deputation to Orissa, 

referred to above, _ , . , i j 

3. One small traverse section and two cadastral sections wore employed 

in North Bihar during the year; but in view of the 
Gcn«»l resulto'Xiunroy during advent of famine, the original programme, which 
1896-07. provided for tho traverse surveys of 50 and 317 

square miles, and the cadastral surveys of .500 and 600 square miles in the district 
of Saran and the north of district Darblianga respectively, could not be adhered 
to in its entirety, and the Saran cadastral section ultimately took up only a 
small area in thana Basaiitpur, while tho Darbhanga cadastral section confined 

oncrations to the south instead of the north of the district, tho areas 
being selected as those which wore the least likely to bo affected by the prevail¬ 
ing distress. In view of the reduction in the Bihar survey parties. Captain 
Cnchton was, in addition to his administrativo duties as Superiiitendent of 
Settlement-Surveys in Bengal, placed in executive charge of the Bihar survey, 
his head-quarters being transferred from Calcutta to Bihar. The outturn of 
survey work during the year ending 30th September 1897 amounted to 908 
square miles of traverse survey; 845 square miles of cadastral suiveyj 
record-writing for 846 squaie miles ; and topographical survey on the'16 and 
2" scales, for 211 and 190 square miles respectively. 

The following ■ statement shows the general outturn and cost of survey* 
settlement work during tho year under report and during the preceding three 
years;— 
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TIic followin^^ sta-temoiit showH the conipinotivo cost rates per square rnilo 
of survey work in different districts during the year under report:— 
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During the year the total area eadastrally surveyed amounted to SI*) 
sejuare miles, and the total cost of cadastral survey and record writing to 
Rs. 1,78,511 ; the average cost of survey aivl reeord-wriiing was therefore 
Rs. 2J1 per S(|uaro mile. The Superintendent of Settlement-Surveys has satis¬ 
factorily explained the reasons for the groat diversity of the rates shown in 
the above statomont, and the Board draw attention to the diflicultios Avhich 
they illustrate in making a fairly close cstijuato beforol^<and of the cost per 
acre of survey and settlement operations under tlio Bengal Tenancy Act. The 
rates in Midnapore are no criterion of the ordinary rates either in that district 
or elsewhere, as in addition to the small area uikUi’ survey (three square miles), 
the operations were for special reasons conducted with great detail in order t<> 
ensure absolute accurac}^. Otherwise the abnormally liigh rates of the year under 
report ax’e due to the general contraction of tlic .survey programme in Bengal, 
and to alterations and reductions of the programme in Bihar on account of the 
famine. The latter course was unavoidable, while it was impossible to omph»y 
the establishments at such short notice outside Bihar, nor Avas it desirable 
to break up the highly-trained parties. 

4. With a view to giving efTect to the orders of Government as to the 
, survey of diara villngcs, it was decided during the 

anges in proco uie. year that all diara hinds within the district bound¬ 

aries should be traversed, and that a surveyor, provided with a skeleton maj) 
on a small scalo of the village boundaries so surveyed, should pass oA^er tlie 
ground and mark on the map an approximate line separating the fields 
having permanent boundaries from those subject to ri\"er action. On the 
river side 6f the line thus arrived at, all villages belonging to Government Avoro 
to be cadastrally surveyed in the ordinary courj^e, and all other villages topo¬ 
graphically surveyed only on the 16 inch scale. During the year urea slips for 
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each holding showing the name of the principal tenant, the number of each field 
in the holding, and the area of each, were for the first time prepared in the 
Bihar cadastral survey camps, and supplied to the Settlement Department for 
distribution to the tenants some time before final attestation", the supply of 
similar slips to tlio landlords is contemplated. The issue of these slips 
some time beloie atiostation will enable landlords and tenants to become 
acquainted with the areas of their fields in sufficient time to put forward any 
objections they may have to make at the attestation stage, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor agrees with the Board that this is a most valuable and practical 
innovation, and worthy of general adoption wherever possible. 

5. No difficulties in dealing with the people were expcTieucodin North 
Bihar. It is reported that in Saran the raiyats 
Altitude of the iKopie. wero apathetic in attending the cadastral camps 

during the detail survey stage, but showed great interest in the work at the 
time of khanapui i, and were anxious to obtain their parchas. In Darbhanga 
there was a little trouble at first, probably due to the sudden change of pro¬ 
gramme. In Xoakhali no opposition, but on the other hand no help was 
offered. In Midnaporo the test survey was accepted witli indifference. The 
Licntonnnt-Governor is glad to observe that great care is exorcised in the 
imposition of fines for non-attendance, which, as the Board rightly remark, 
considerably affects the popularity, and consequent success, of the operations, 
ff. Owing to tho exigoncies of famine work, no junior Civilians could be 
^ attacliod to any of the survey' parties for tho 

o y(Ming ivi i»ms. of instruction during tho year.

The survey operations in Muzalfarpur and Charnparan were, completed in 
1895-96; but two villages, covering an area of 1*75 square miles, in tho 

former district, which had been originally surveyed in 189d-94, were .surveyed 
anew. In tho Saran district 00 square miles, consisting wholly of diara 
lands on the Gaiidak river, wore traversed, 25 square miles of diara lands were 
topographically surveyed, and 210 square miles cadastrally surveyed and 
khanapuried. Out of the total area of 2,t)22 .scpiare miles of tho district, there 
remain for traverse survey 180 square miles only, including 12 square miles of 
the outturn of 1892-93, lying in tlio Gamlak diara^ which will have to bo ro- 
traversod; for cadastral and topographical survey 1,190 square miles remain to he 
completed. In the Darbhauga district 417 sfpiaro miles were traversed, 545 
square miles were cadastrally surveyed and kliaiiapuricd, and 40 square miles of 
diara lands in tho Ganges river were topographically surveyed during tlie year. 
In both districts the change of programme necessitated by the famine very 
much delayed operations.

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10 . Mr. C. J. Stovcnson-Moore, c:.s., held charge as Sottlcmcnt Officer of 

Nortli Biliiir from tlie dato of his return from leave 
luaniTorimr. ^October 1800, ond Mr, R. B. Hughes, c.s., 

was in immediate charge of the operations tliroughont the 3 ’Gar. in the Mu- 
zaffarpur and Dnrbhan^a di.stri<*.ts, with the exception of a period of about three 
months, during which lie was absent i»n privilege leave. Nino Assistant Settle¬ 
ment Officers wore employ ed in tlm district of Muzalfarpur at various times 
during the year. Tlio spec-ial fealuros of the year’s work were the check to the 
progress caused by the farniiio, the large amount of case work, publication of 
records, and oflice work accomplished, and the success attained in recovery of 
costs ill llajipur, to which operations were limited. Attestation of records 
was completed in 4o2 villages, ineasniiug 436 square miles, leaving only five 
villages still unattested in the district; cases for settlement of fair rents in 
the area attested in 180")-90, and 785 in the area attested during 1890-97, were 
disposed of; 12,576 ohjecliuns under section 105 of tho lion gal Tenancy Act 
and 770 disputes under section 106 were decided, and records were finally 
published in 1,7.29 villages. From the notes kept of the nature of 1,107 
objections tried b^-^ one nf the Assistant Settlement Officers, it appears that 488 
referred to jjossession and 420 to the nioin y rents recorded ; of the former, 207 were 
instituted by 1 I 10 landlord against the raiyats, 120 by ruiyats against their land¬ 
lords, and 00 hy raiy ats against raiyats. The Settlement Officer remarks that 
^Mho figui es are interesting assliowing that theraij-ats have a full ajiprociation of 
tho importance of having their holdings correctly recorded in our rec<'rds and as 
showing that tlic rights of the raiyats have Ijeen well protected at attestation.” 
Out of 131 appeals in fair rent cases deposed of by the Sj^ecial Judge up 
to 30th September 1897, the original decisions in 101 or 79 per cent, were 
uphold, 11 or 11 per cent, wero modifK 'l, and 13 or 10 per cent, reversed. In 
connection with an appeal filed by the manager of the 'Tikari Raj against the 
Settlement Officer’s deidsion, . tho Sjiccial Judge remarked that tho a])ppal 
should luivcv have been filed on the unsiiiisfactoiy evidence produced. There ia 
reason for thinkinir tiuit tlie AX'ard’s Estalo had been following the example of 
certain other laiullords and filing appeals in tho hopes that the raiyats would 
eventually compromise, d’lie Lieutenant-CJrovernor agrees with the Settlement 
Oflicor that it is the duty of the Manager to see that appeals are not filed on 
pure I frivolous grounds. 

In boundary disputes it is most eati.dactory tliat out of 88 a|qieals filed in 
tho course of opeiations in this district, in tnily 4 wt‘rc tho decisions modified 
and in 3 reversed, while onlj^ 6 per cent, of such decisions have been appealed 
against, indicating that this important ),art of the woik which has often 
been attacked, has <ni tho whole been correctly clone. Tho work remain¬ 
ing ill Muzatt'arpur district consists chhily of attestation of 6 villages, 
disposal of 905 objections uiidc.'r section 105 and of 1,135 cases under section 
105, final publication of records in 897 villages, completion of statistics and 
preparation of the final report, and the computation and recovery of costs. 

Operations for recovery c;f the cost from landlords and tenants were tem¬ 
porarily suspended in .thana Lalganj cm account of the famine ; but in the 
llajipur thana, which was not aifccted by famine, 75 per cent, of the demand, 
was collected as the 1 insult of a few days work in March 1897, without recourse 
to coercive inoasurcs. Altogether Rs. 30,179 were collected during the year, 
bringing the total recoveries from the beginning to Rs. 73,230 only. A satis¬ 
factory feature was tho reduction inthe cost of collection to 3’62 per cent, 
on the total sum collected, against a percentage of 9*33 in tho previous 
year. A considerable sum was collected at head-qiiartei s without the expensive 
procedure of a recovery camjD, and the cost of computation is not included in 
the calculation above, but even allowing for this the improvement was con- 
si Jc* rsihlo and the Sottlcmcnt Officer anticipates with confluence tho collection 
of the total deinn lid with an expenditure of less than 10 i)er cent. 

Now that tho settlement in this district is nearing conclusion, some 
gem rai res^ultsof the opei ations are not without interest. The district has been 
surveyed in over four million plots or survey numbers, and over a millioxL 
tonaiicios or parcels of laud have been recorded, representing twice the number 
of agricultural leiunicios in the whole of England, Scotland and Wales. 
Complete statistics of tho status of tenants have not yet beeii cbnipiledy but it 
is understood that nou-occupanoy raiyats and undor-raiyats do ^not together 
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comprise as much as 10 per cent, of the tenancies. From the beginning of the 
operations rents have been settled in this district for only 16,481 tenancies 
(omitting rents settled for 595 diara tenancies) out of l,0d6,000 tenancies in the 
district, with the result that the former^ rents of the tenants affected, which 
aggregated Rs. 1,83,932, have been raised to Rg. 1,45,759. The average 
incidence of rent to the acre in Muzaffarpur, as paid by various classes of 
raiyats, is shown by the Settlement Officer as follows, so far as figures have been 
compiled : —

Under-raiyats generally pay produce rents. The total expenditure on 
survey and settlement since the commencement of the operations has been 
about 11 lakhs. 

11. Mr. J. H. Kerr, c.s., w.is in subordinate charge of the operations in 

the Champaran district, but from the middle of 
amparan. February to the end of July he was deputed to act 

as Subdivisional Officer of Bottiah in consequence t.f the famine. Seven 
Assistant Settlement Officers wore employed in the district for various periods. 
The programme for completion of attestation of records iu this district was not 
accomplished on account of the famine, wliioli interfered veiy seriously with 
the operations. During the year 665 square miles were attested; records were 
published in draft, and finally in 718 auti 801 villages, respectively; fair rents 
were settled in 514 cases, and 4,050 objections under section 105 and 914 
disputes under section 106 were disposed of. Out of 37 appeals in boundary 
disputes dealt with up to the end of the year under report, the decision of tho 
Revenue Officer was upheld in 34, modified in 1 and reversed in 2 cases. Tho 
work of settling rents was confined during tlic year to areas where distress was 
not acute. In such areas the rents of 24,970 tenants were raised during tho 
year, entirely on tho ground of excess area, from Rs. 2,25,U84 to Rs. 2,43,6-50. 
The following table shows tho amount of work doue in tho settlement of fair 
rents from tho beginning of operations according to tho area attested in each

The increase in the enhancement allowed during 1896-07 was due to the 
fact that the greater part of the area attested lay along the river Gandak and is 
subject to constant changes from alluvion and diluvion. Practically all tho 
increase was decreed in terms of comproiuit^cs, after careful enquiry into the 
fairness of the rents agreed upon, while in no case was an enhancement awarded 
in excess of 83 per cent. The Lieutenant-Governor regrots to observe tho 
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remarks made by the Settlement Officer as to the terrorism and oppression 
exercised by the agents of the Madhuban Babu over his raiyats. 

A review of operations in this district, so far os figures are at present avail¬ 
able, shows from figui'cs compiled for 1,750 out of 2,855 villages that settled 
and occupancy raiyats make up 92^ per cent, of the whole number of tenants. 
Rents have been settled for 94,601 out of a total of 402,800 tenancies for 
which records have been attested, with the result that former rents aggregating 
Rs. 8,48,283 have been raised to Rs. 9,25,076, or by 9 per cent. The average 
incidence of rent to the acre in Champaran, so far as statistics have been com¬ 
piled, is as follows:—

It is probable that non-occupancy raiyats and under-raiyata hold inferior 
lands. They pay produce rents for a great part of their lands. The average 
size of the lioldings of the various classes of raiyats varies considerably thus 
while a raiyat at fixed rates usually actually cultivates 7*5 acres, the similar 
holding of an occupancy raiyat is only 3*5 acres, and of a non-occupancy raiyat 
1'6 acres. I'he Settlement Officer has given cultivation and crop statistics 
complete for the whole district. Of the area cadastrally surveyed 68 per cent, is 
cultivaled and 32 per cent, is uncultivated. The following extract from the 
Settlement Officer’s report furnishes some interesting particulars as. to the 
different crops grown:— 

Of the net cropped area of 1,438,560 acres, rice oovers nearly 52 per cent. In 
Shikarpur rice covers no Iops than 79 per cent, of the cropped area, and in Adapur 83 per 
cent. After rice comes barley, which is grown on 16 per cent, of the cropped area, and then 
maize, kodo, and wheat, which each coveis about 8 j>er cent. Indigo is grown on only C per 
cent, of the total area; but excluding Bagaba and 8bikarpur, where the quantity grown is 
inconsiderable, the proportion works out to nearly 9 per cent. The largest proportion of 
indigo is in Kesaria ILana, where it covers over 11 per cent, of the cultivated area. Sugarcane 
oovers only 9 per cent, of the total area, but in Bagaba the proportion is nearly 3 per cent. 
Opium is grown on 60,147 acres, or over 3 per cent, of the cultivated area. The area is 
greatest in Dhaka thana, where the proportion is over 6 per cent. Tobacco only covers 1,070 
acres. A small quantity of coffee is grown chiefly by Muhammadans in the Bottiah and 
Kesaria thanas for private consumption/' 

Recoveries from landlords and raiyats during the year on account of^ the 
cost of the survey and record-of-rights amounted during the year to Rs. 73,390, 
and altogether Rs. 1,18,567 have now been recovered. On account of the famine 
no attempt was made to collect from raiyats during the year, except in some 
villages in the Bettiab thana, where Rs, 217 only were realised. 

12. Mr. M. F. Gauntlett, c.s., was in direct charge of the district of Saran 

throughout the year, but from oth May to the 12tb 
September he acted as Joint-Magistrate at Chapra 
in addition to his other duties. Thirteen Assistant Settlement Officers ^ were 
employed in the district for various periods during the year. In this district 
also the attestation programme of the year was seriously curtailed on accounli of 
the famine. In all, more than one-half of the field survey and record writing, 
but not one-fouith of the attestation work, has been completed. During the 
year khanapuri work was completed in 212 square miles, and attestation on 
477 square miles, while records were published in draft and finally in 615 and 
09& villages respectively. T he attestation programme was particularly heavy, 
containing no less than 1,303,708 plots; it suffered from the dislocation of 
work duo to the famine. The numbers of disputes instituted and decided 
were very large, and an interesting account is given.by the Settlement ‘Officer 
of a few typical cases illustrating the difficulties which beset this -branch of 
the work. In the area attested during the year,. 72^ cases for the settlement 
of fair rents wcijo decided. One hundred fait rent cases were disposed of* in 
the area attested in 1894-95, and 375 cases for the review of the origitial 
cases were instituted, of which 368 were dfedlded. Altogether, the renta of

7,168: tenants were settled during the year, and were raised generally on com¬ 
promise, and chiefly on the ground of excess area, from Rs. 91,215 to 
Rs» 96,462. Fifty-seven appeals in fair rent oases were decided by the Special 
Judge. Tn 3 cases he upheld the original decisions, in 2 modified, and in 
3 reversed them. The other cases were remanded for further enquiry. During 
the year 6,452 objections under section 165 were disposed of, and 256 disputes 
were tried as civil suits under section 100. So far as statistics have been 
compiled, it has been ascertained that settled and occupancy raiyats hold 
about 78 per cent, of the tenancies. The average incidenco of the rent to 
the acre in Saran, so far as rents have been recorded, is as follows :—

As it was evident that the coat of survey and record of rights in Saraii 
would be greater than in Muzaffarpur and Champaran on account of the larger 
number of fields, tenants, and proprietors, and the consequent greater compli¬ 
cation of the record-writing, an acreage rate of 10 annas was sanctioned for 
recovery in this district against 8 annas sanctioned for Muzaflarpur and Champa¬ 
ran. The only recovery made during the year was of a sum of Rs. 50,000 
from the Hatwa Raj. 

13. The Maharaja of Darbhanga and Raja Gameshwar Singh having agreed 

to an entire re-survey of all their estates in this 
ar anga. district, in placo of a revision of Mr. Finucane^s 

survey, it was decided that the whole district should be surveyed professionally 
on the scale of 16 miles to the inch. Field survey and re<!ord-writing began 
during the year in the Samastipur and Dalsinghserai thauas instead of in 
the north o£ the district, the change of programme being necessitated by the 
severe famine which was prevalent in the nortlu Mr. R. B. Hughes, c.s., was 
in charge of the work in addition to his duties as Assistant Settlement Officer 
in charge of Muzaffarpur, and throo other officers were employed for various 
periods in the area under khanapuri. During the year khanapuri work was 
completed in 586 square miles. Owing to tlio intricate paitidari system and 
the dense population, the average size of a plot worked out to only *32 of an 
acre. Out of 1,085,010 plots found in 545 square miles disputes wore filed 
concerning 57,602 plots. Out of this enormous number, the revenue officers 
could only deal wim the disputes relating to 10,904 plots, and disputes affecting 
41,098 plots remained to be decided at the attestation stage. Special attention 
has been drawn to the necessity of greater supervision at tlie stage of khanapuri, 
and arrangements will be made to increase the number of officers so employed. 
During the year 301 boundary disputes were disposed of, and out of 24 
appeals decided, 20 were upheld, 1 modified, and 3 reversed.

year. Scarcity maps for the districts of Champaran, MuzafEarpur, and Saran 
were prepared by the Settlement Department, and formed a basis of reference 
at the Conference held by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor at Sonepur in 
November 180C, while the Settlement Officer draws attention to the valuable 
means which will bo available in the crop statistics, for idonti^ing those 
villages which are most largely dependent upon the rice crop ' ana therefore 
most likely to suffer severely should tluit crop fail. The reports of the Assistant 
Settlement Officers while in camp were of great service in gauging the extent of 
distress and crop failure, while Mr. Stevenson Moore himself submitted two 
useful notes on the agricultural conditions of the affected area. The parchaa in 
Chainparan, Muzaffarpur, and Saran were invariably referred to before granting 
advances, and furnished an easily available and reliable record of the 
necessity for the loan and of the security which could he offered for its 
repayment. In the acquisition of hnid for railways and other public works 
the settlement records were found of the greatest value in Champaran and Dar- 
bhanga, especially in the former district, where the acquisition proceedings in 
coniieetioii with the land taken up for iumine relief works were based entirely 
upon tlie settlement survey and records. The advantages for the purpose of 
laud acquisition proceedings of an existing survey and record prepared by a 
highly trained staff and previous to tlio acquisition proceedings are undeniable, 
and the Settlement Officer gives special prominence to the point that where these 
records are available the necessity of a further survey should be entirely obviated. 
The only difficulty is one of scale, the survey scale of 330 feet to the inch being 
smaller than the usual land acquisition scale of 150 feet to the inch. In view of the 
special exigencies of the famine conditions, the adoption of the survey scale was 
sanctioned as a special case, and was found to work well. The matter was 
considered by the Officiating Lieutenant-Governor in August 1897, in connee- 
tion with the utilisation of the survey and settlement records in the acquisition 
of railway land in Orissa. Mr. Stevens was then of opinion that while it was 
desirable to utilise these records as far as possible, yet in the case of minute 
plots the scale of 330 feet to the inch was too small to bo of practical value, 
and the decision as to tho use of the survey maps in any particular case was 
therefore left to the land acquisition officer. 

16. Tho questions of the mainfenace of records and boundary marks 

were separately dealt with in Chapter 11 of the 
Director of Land Kecords’ Annual Agricultural 
Report for the year ending Slst March 1897, and 

wore reviewed in paragraphs 2 to 5 of tho Government Resolution thereon^ 
No. 842T.-R., datoci 8th October 1807. With regard to the registration of 
mutations under tho Land Records Maintenance Act III (B.C.^of 1895*, the 
CSeltlement Officer of North Bihar has furnished the following information as to 
tho results obtained by the Sub-Registrars of Hajipur and Bettiah:—

The Settlement Officer reports that, from enquiries made on the spot in four 
selected villages in the jurisdiction of the SubrRegistry Office of Hajipur, the 
percentages of mutations of all soiks and of transfers by succession to the total 
number of holdings in the villages were found to be 13*72 and 6?38, rOroecHyis^ 
ly, and that similar enquiries made in four villages belonging €9 the Laheria 
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Indigo Concern in Bettiab showed that over 200 transfers lind actually occurred, 
but that only 21 had been rcj?:istered. It is iliereforo clear that a very small 
percentage of the transfers by succession that liave taken place have been 
registered, and as long as such is not the case the utility and accuracy of the 
reonids is largely impaired. Suggestions for improving the present procedure 
are promised with a view of more fully attaining the objects of the Act.

The great progress made in the settlement of rents was a most satisfactory 
feature of tho year’s work. 

In paragraph 11 of tho Government Resolution upon the Report of tho 
Director of Land Records for the year ending 30th September 1896, reference 
was made to the principles upon which the draft rules had been framed for tho 
guidance of tho Settlement Officers in settling rents. Certain modifications wero 
made in these rules after the visit of the Lieutenant-Governor to Orissa in 
January 1897, and after a further oonference in March, and the rules so modi¬ 
fied were finally approved by the Government of India after the close of tho 
year under report. It has been decided to fix tho term of the new settlement 
in Orissa at 80 years. The rents of oooupancy tenants are being settled fur 
15 years and those of non-oocupancy tenants for 5. The proportion of the 
assets to be taken by Government as revenue in the present settlement and all 
other questions connected with the eettlement have been finally decided^ on a 
xe^iapnable and moderate basis, and Government has announced that, in view of 
thfB fpeciel^oiroumsIisnoM of. ^|ie present ooeasion, it will at this settlement be 
oon^t with leas than its normal share of the assets.

In Khurda, existing rents, aggregating Rs. 2,96,814, have been raised to 
Bs. 3,62,4;38, or by 22 per cent., and rents payable directly to Government have 
been raised from Ks. 2,86,812 to Rs. 3,62,708. These enhancements have 
been accepted by the tenants, unci the new rents are bein^ realised without any 
friction or difficulty. Rents of cultivated lands in Khurda are being enhanced 
3 annas in the rupee on account of rise of prices sinco 1881, when they were 
last settled, and the considerable increase of cultivation. Bazaar rents are 
being enhanced one anna in the rupee only. In the temporarily-settled estates 
in Cuttack existing rents have so far been retained for 58 per cent, of the 
tenants, in Balasore for 55 per cent., in Puri, exclusive of Khurda, for 60 per 
cent., and in Khurda, for 27*72 of the tenants. Since March 1897, the percent¬ 
age of rents retained has been 50 to 55. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees 
with tho Board in thinking that the progress made in settling rents is highly 
satisfactory and beyond the most sanguine anticipations. Tho work has 
chiefly been conducted on the basis of express acceptances given by the tenants 
to the rents proposed by the Revenue Officers, and Mr. Maephorson, after 
personal inspection of the work in a number of camps, had satisfied himself 
that the tenants’ acceptances were genuine. That the Settlement Officers 
have proceeded with care and moderation is shown by the fact that only 
1,820 tenants out of 1,048,462 objected to the rents settled, and that, up 
to 30th September 1897, only nine appeals had been filed before tho Special 
Judge against settled rents. Out of those appeals, six are pending, in two 
appeals, the Revenue Officers’ findings were expressly upheld, and one appeal 
was dismissed. Up to the end of the year assessment reports had been prepared 
for 311 out of tho 6,243 tcmporarfiy-aettled estates in Orissa, and the Commis¬ 
sioner had passed orders on reports for 142 estates. It is anticipated that the 
existing revenue of the temporarily-settled estates, viss. Bs. 13f lakhs, will be 
increased at least to 21 lakhs, or 53*4 per cent., and of Khurda, from 3 lakhs to 
rather over 3^ lakhs. ^Phe expenditure of the year on settlement work in Orissa 
amounted to Rs. 5,28,190. The expenditure from the beginning has been on 
survey Rs. 10,35,294 and on settlement Bs. 16,39,881. 

17. Mr. C. G. H. AUen, c.s., was Settlement Officer in^ Chittagong 

throughout the year. In addition to his settlement 
^*^*^*’ duties, he officiated as Collector of the district for a* 

short time on two Occasions, and as Director of Land Records from 28rd June to 
6th September 1897. Five Assistant Settlement Officers were employed for the 
whole of the year. Out of 1,037 vUlagM under settlement ^9cmiprisiug au area 
of 1,923 square miles, assessment has now been completed Mr 979, and the draft 
records of 969 and final records of 767 have heon/WtlMished. Undw the 
programme, final publication should have been coi&]^MimM for the whole district.. 
but the delay 'was chiefly due to the uudiiie j ^tftttate of the number' of 
Noabad tenants.

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S id by the 67,666 tenants of all degrees, were raised from Rs. 1,35,521 to 
I. I,o0,187. Rents of raiyats in the mass were increased by 7 pet cent., 
of which ^fehs was on account of excess area. Rents of raiyats paying 
direct to Government wore increased by 10 per cent. In the case of 22,336 
tenants of all degrees paying rents or revenue direct to Government, the in¬ 
crease made was from R». 58,422 to Rs. 76,671, or 31 per cent., and rents were 
settled in addition for previously unsettled lantis to the amount of Rs. 14,168. 
The result of the settlement operations from the beginning in this district has 
been to raise the Government revenue of the Noabad lands from Rs. 3,50,940 
to Rs. 5,30,121, or by 51 per cent.; and the whole increase of revenue likely to 
be obtained is estimated by the Settlement Officer as Rs. 1,96,500. 

18. The settlement of the Palamau Government estate has now been

early date. The estate 
under dispute, lying in 18 tuppas, with an area of 181,050 acres, or 283 
square miles (exclusive of 11 square miles of jagir or revenue-free land which 
were not under settlement), measured in 161,352 plots or fields. The settle¬ 
ment was conducted under the provisions of Act Ylll (B.O.) of 1879 and on 
the tittakar system (under which rent is paid for every bigha of land within 
a tenant’s heudingj instead of on the parmdari system (under which up-lands 
are not assessed). Mr. D. Sunder continued to bo in charge of the work 
till the beginning of February 1897, when he was placed on famine duty. 
He returned to settlement work in July 1897. TheAwork done during the year 
consisted chiefly of the distribution to raiyats of parchaa ; explanation to raiyats 
of the jamabandis published under section 9 of Act VIII (B.O.) of 1879; the 
revision of boundaries of villages and formation of blocks of protected forest ; 
the compilation of statistics and the preparation of the completion report for 
the settlement. 

The result of the settlement has been to give a rental of Rs. 74,43 3 as com¬ 
pared with rents settled in 1865, amounting to Rs. 40,892, and against an attested 
rental of Rs. 57,693 paid to the ihikadara. The rates of rent are practically the 
same as those of the last settlement, and the increase is due to extended 
cultivation. Rs. 3,270 have been settled as the rent of mahua trees, and 
Rs. 10,087 as the rent of palas and kuaum trees. The increase of rental from 
all sources thus amounts to Rs. 46,947. There was no appeal against the assess¬ 
ment. The new rents were brought into effect from September 1896. The

The thikadari system has been abandoned, and the estate has been brought 
under kbas management. The expenditure of the year on the settlement 
amounted to Rs 7,650| andthetotab cost of the operations, exclusive of survey^ 
is shown by the Settlement Officer as Rs. 43,436. The cost of survey was 
Bs. 79,165.. 

19. The area under resettlement in the Darjeeling Terai is 230*15 square 

miles, consisting of 824 jotes, 91 thirty-year lease 
Psfjssliss T«rs»* grants, 17 market sites, and 3 blocks of khas land. 

The principal work done during the year was that of assesi^ent. The Qovem- 
mentnaSf as a matter of grace, conceded to the jotedars a limit of enhancement 
of 60 per cent« on the rents now paid by them. The resettlement of the jotes is 
expeotod^ to result in an increase of 22 per cent, on the existing revenue of 
Rs, 88,66&. In the case of the SO-year grants, it has been found that the provi* 
sioQS of tihe existing leases which limit the re-assessments to half rates will only 
allow very small eimanoements. The term of the new settlement has. been fixed 
at Slo yeam, and the new revenue has bmn brought into effect from the kiat of 
January lw8. The, expenditure incurred on this settlement up to the end of 
tXUii'jrear amounted to-Rl. 90|940i exclusive of the cost of survey#

Kolhan Estate, Ringbhum. under no specific law, but the pi ocodure adopted 

followed, as far as possible, the settlement' laws in force. The traverse survey of 
the estate was made by a professional party, but the fiidd survey was suj^ervised 
by the Settlement Officer, Mr J. A. Crsven, who also conducted the settlement 
proceedings, with the help of two Assistant Settlement Officers of junior rank and 
under the guidance of the ]3oard< The work done during the year comprised 
the survey of 173 villages with an area of 281*8 square miles, comprising 8,521 
holding-^ and 151,445 plots; extraction and checking of field areas, coinparing 
hhatiana vixXh, khasras^ copying i»f the preparation of abstract khaiian^ and 

jamahandi\ attestation of khatia^is for 8,521 holdings; calculation of the rents 
of holdings; preparation of parchas ami compilation of statistical statements 
for 173 villages; disposal of l^fi boinidary disputes, 1,343 joto disputes and 
1,414 cases of disputed sales and mortj^ages; in addition to the work connected 
with the exclusion and demarcation of the excess protected forests, and enumera¬ 
tion of all fruit trees and all mahua^ ku&inn^ asan and palan trees in the estate, and 
prepuration of a record of those trees for each village. The only work remain¬ 
ing is the issue of pattas and of records of rights to the Alankis and Mttndaa. 
The former aggregate rents, amounting to Rs. 64,828, have been raised to 
Rs. 1,77,300, or by 173*5 per cent. The cost of survey and settlement during 
the year was Rs. 45,312, and the total cost of the operations has been 
Rs. 1,88,256. The rate of ^st per square mile is Rs. 134, and per acre 3 annas 
and 41 pies only. This low rate, and the large increase obtained by this 
sottleiuent, reflect great credit on tlio Settlement Officer; and, us tlio iioard 
have observed, it is a satisfactory feature of this largo settlement that it has 
been completed at loss cost than was originally estimated. 

In the course of the operations the survey and record of rights of 10 
lakhiraj villages within the boundaries of the estate were made, at the cost 
of ihe lakhirajdars^ under the supervision of the Settlement Officer. A survey 
of all lands within the Chaibassa Municipality was also made under his 
supervision. 

21. The estates of the Raja of Hill Tippera, in Tippera and Noakhali, 

Tippera known as Cltakla Roshnabad, comprise an aveaof 

556*85 square miles, with 1,507 villages. Mr. J. G. 
Gumming, c.s., was the Settlement Oilicer throughout the year, up till the 
27th July. He resumed charge after the close of the year. Six Assistant 
Settlement Officers were employed during the year, chiefly on attestation and 
case work. 'I'lie completion of the programme for the year was interfered 
with by the withdrawal of officers for famine work. The records of 600 
villages were attested, and the records were wholly draft published in 112 villages 
and ill part in 210, and finally published in 88. During the year the rents of 
3,297 raiyats and 277 tenure-holders were settled, resulting in an enhancement 
of raiyats’ rents from Rs. 33,224 to Us. 39,836, or by 19*8 per cent., and of 
tenure<'holders" rents from Rs. 8,272 to Rs. 13,458, or by 62*6 per cent. The 
onhancem. nts were made partly on the ground of rise in the price of rice, bat 
mostly on the ground of excess area. Seventy-five appeals against deoisLonB 
in the fair rent cases were decided| with the result that the decisions of the 
Settlement Officer and of his assistants were upheld in 61 cases, reversed in 2 
cases, and modified in 5 cases, while 7 cases were remanded for * rehearing. 
Two hundred and ninety-eight appeals were pending before the Special Judge 
in fair rent cases at the end of the year. The Lieutenaat-GoTemoir regrets the 
delay that has occurred in disposal of the settlement appeals, and hopes that the 
appointment of an Additional Judge made in October 1897 w:ili have the effect of 
hastening the conclusion of this protracted and difficult s^tlemept. * Progr^ 
on the settlement continues to be stow, the attitude of 1^ raiyats being reported 
to be one of stubborn unroasonablezteSs at the outset, followed by mild interest* 
The statistics tabulated during the y^far show that o]^^ of 64,758 holdings 49,661 
are hold by settled oi* oocupancy raiyats paying rent of JEis* 3-10-9 

per acre. The expenditure inourrea on settlemei^ ■ during the 3 ^ 6 ar was 

Bs. 63,005-8-5, the total expenditui^ down to <^;aad of the year having been 
Bs* 3,94,816, or at the rate of 17 anhas 6 piesi^avliore so far as the w<m kmi

Rents were settled for 3,280 tenants in all in Government villages ; 
for 451 tenants existing rents wen retained as fair; for 26 tenants rents 
weVe settled ex parie^ and 3,254 tenants accepted the routs settled. In the 103 
villages dealt with rents have been raised in the aggregate from Rs. 52,040 
to Rs. 65,763, or by 9'33 per cent. In 961 holdings contained in 40 villages 
produce rents have been commuted to cash routs to the amount of Rs. 10,651. 
'Phe average size of a tenancy is about 7 acres in each estate. The soil of the 
Government estate is by far the least fertile, and this estate also comprises the 
greatest quantity of waste land. The average rates of rent paid by occupancy

25. In the Jaipur Government Estates records for 126 villages, with an area

^ogra. “ the year under report, Kouts were settled for 5,760 

tenants during the year in the Government estates and for 220 tenants on the 
application of the landlords of a private estate comprised in the villages under 
survey. The result of the settlement, as roport(id at the end of September, 
has been that existing rents payable to GovonnuGut, aggregating Ks. 39,263, 
have been raised to Us. 51,051; in the private estate, jpcnts aggregating Rs, 927 
have been raised to Rs. 1,163. The general principle followed in fixing the 
present rates which show great inequalities has boon to equalise them on 
the general legal basis of the rise in the price of rice. Records were 

P ublished in draft for 155 villages and finally for 119 villages during the year. 

i'he Settlement Officer during the year disposed of 610 objections preferred 
after draft publication, leaving 13 ending at the cud of the year; no disputes 
under section 106 were instituted. 

26. There were seven Government estates and temporarily-settled estates, 

, with an aggregate area of 39,632 acres, or 6193 

os in ac ergnngo. ^ square miles, under settlement under the Bengal 
Tenancy Act in the district of Backergunge during the year, in addition to the 
settlement under the old Regulations, of 51 potty estates witli an aggregate 
area of 22 square miles. During the year the settlement oj^orations were 
complelod in the estates Padma Manosha, Heshamuddin and Krishnapura, and 
completion reports Arere submitted. In Tuslikluili rents wore settled and 
the records published in draft, and in KnUipara the survey and initial 
record-writing wore completed. 

27. Fifteen Government estates in Shababad, covering 18 square miles and 

containing 20 villages, were under settlement under 
Chapter X of the B^gal Tenancy Act. Survey, 
record-writing and attestation were completed before the year under report, 
but the records were re-attested during the year. Rents of all the 958 rent- 
paying tenants in the estates were settled, the former rental of Rs. 19,784 
being raised, almost entirely on the ground of rise of prices, to Rs. 22,926. 
No appeals were preferred to the Special Judge. For 14 out of the 15 estates 
records were finally published before the close of the year 1304 FasH (11th 
September 1897). 

28. Ckauraai estate in the 24 -Parganns. —The Chaurasi Estate in the 
« . 24-Parganas comprises 43 villages, with an area 

nva o es a ea. 20,399 acres. Its settlement was undertaken 

on the ^plication of the proprietors, Maharaja Durga Charan Law and 
others. Smvey, AAa^ra-writing and attestation of records were completed 
in previous yecurs. Rents for 697 out of 800 tonancios held direct from 
the proprietor have been settled, and final publication of records for all 
villages was made between September and December 1896. The total rent 
payable to the proprietors was raised from Rs. 21,876 to Rs. 28,695, or 
by 30 per cent., by assessment of excess area and by enhancement of the 
abnorDually low rents in some parts of the estate. The Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets the delay that has occurred in the disposal of appeals to the Special 
Judge. Out of 191 such appeals, only 12 had been decided up to 30 th 
September 1897. The total cost of survey and settlement was Rs. 19,052, or 
14^ annas 2 pies per acre. 

29. TanUbania estate in Khulna, —The only work done during the year was 
the disposal of 2 cases under section 104 and 5 cases under section 106 of the 
Tenancy Act remanded in appeal by the Special Judge. This necessitated 
the republication in draft of portions of the records of 4 villages and final 
publication for a second time of portions of 5 villages. 

^rhe settlement work in other private estates during the year does not call 
for special remark. 

30. Dahhin ShaMasspur and Sriramj^ur estates in Backergunge. —The settle* 
w imte ment work in these estates was completed before 

Wards estate!. imder report. Sums ag^egating Rs. 14,725 

and Rs. 6,873 were recovered in Dakhin Shahbazpur and Sxirampur during the 
year, leaving balanops of Rs. 3,106 and Rs. 81 only to be recovered out of 
its* 78,261 and Us. 0,426, The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Director 
of I^d Repordt^ the results of the recovery work were satisfactory. 


Frirato estates. 
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31. Ifarha'fi estate in Monghyr. —T-ittlo work remains to be done in the 
Narlian estate^ but the work during the year under report was interfered with 
by the fact that tlie services of the Settlement Ofticer were required for famine 
duty. Sixty villages with an area of 48*19 square miles were surveyed and 
khanapuried ill 1895-96; and during the year under report records for these 
villages, which contain 11,097 tenants, were attested, rents were settled for 50 
tenants, records were published in <lraft for 28 villages, and two objections 
under section 105 of the Tenancy Act were disposed ot. 

32. A Bill to amend sections 30, 31, 39, 52 and 119 and Chapter X of 
Amonament of tho Bengal the Bengal Tonaucy Act, VIII of 1885, was intro- 

i naucj Aci. duced iu the Bengal Legislative Council on 3 rd 

April 1897, tho changes proposed being to clear up doubts and difficulties of 
proci'dure which have arisen m tlio course of experience in the working of 
Chapter X of tho Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885 ; to faeilitato tho settlement of 
rents whon undertaken on a large scale either for the purpose of settling laud 
revenue or on the application of private individuals ; to amend tho substantive 
iaw relating to the enhancement and reduction of rents, so as to make 
certain provisions of the law woikable, and to give effect to the intention 
of its authors regarding certain points on which, owing to want of sufficient 
clearness in the wording of tho law or to the interpretations put on it by the 
Civil Courts, it has been found in practice to bo inoperative. The Bill was 
published in the Calcutta Gazette and circulated for opinion among Revenue 
and Judicial Officers, the Chambers of Commerce and Jilie different public 
Associations. On receipt of these opinions a revised Bill was prepared, and 
has been passed by the Bengal Council. 

34. Mr. W. C. Maepherson has recently vacated the i>ost of Director of 
Q ^ „ Land Records, which ho had filled with marked 

i^eivi L8 0 o tors ability and credit since 1892, and the Lieutenant- 

Governor fully agrees with tho praise bestowed by the Board upon the zeal, 
energy and devotion with which he has worked, and upon the buccessful results 
which ho has achieved during the period of his incumbency. The magnitude 
of the work done W the Settlement Department in Bengal and Bihar since 
tho passing of the Tenancy Act is obscured by the fact of its being done so 
quietly and with so little friction, but its extent will be understood from the 
fact tliat in the year under review an area of more than 22,000 square miles 
was under survey and rccord-of-rights and that rents were settled for more 
than u million tenants in this one year. For the results achieved the Director 
of Land Records and the Settlement Officers deserve the warm thanks of 
Government ITis Honour also desires to thank Captain Crichton, Superin¬ 
tendent of Settlement-Surveys, and (Japtain Symonds for tho excellent work 
done by them during the year. With regard to the other officers named in 
paragraphs 50 and 51 of the Director of Land Records’ Report (a. copy of 
wliicli will bo communicated to the Appointment Department), Sir Alexander 
jMackenzie cordially endorses tin' following remarks made by tho Director of

The rabi 
liaryest is proceeding, and a good outturn is generally expected. The oolleofion of opium is 
over, and the weighments have begun. The pressing of sugarcane is almost finished, and in 
some districts fresh cuttings are being planted. The tnahna crop in the Bhagalpur and 
Chota Nagpur Divisions is promising. Prices remained almost the same os in the previous 
week. Cattlo-diseaso is still reported from Burdwan, Nadia, Noakhali, Bhagalpur, Pumea, 
Balasoro, Angul, and Lohardaga. There is a defiolency of fodder-supply in parts of Rangpur, 
Chittagong and the Sonthal Farganas, and of drinking water-supply in the same parts and 
also in parts of Nadia and Dacca.

Average x^^ioe of common lioe at Sadar 15 
soors and at Gobindpur 14 seers per rupee. Supply suSEloiout. 

Singhbhum.—Rainfall nil. Rice plentiful, and price from 12 to 16 seers per rupee. 

General Sninma^. —There was no rain during the week except *90 at Alipur Duars. 
Itaiii is generally required for plonking and early sowings. In some districts the spring 
crops are also in need of rain. In Orissa the dalua or spring rice is ripening, and cutting has 
been commenced in places. The harvesting of the rabi orops is being rapidly oompleted, 
and the outturn is gencrolly expected to he good. The planting of new sugarcane is going 
on. The mahua crop in the Bhagalpur and Ohola Nagpur Divisions is being gathered, and 
promises to yield a good outturn. There has been no important ohange in the price of rice 
since the last rexiort. Cuttle disease continues in Lohardaga and Angul, but is subsiding 
in the latter district. Cattle-disease is also reported from parts of Burawan, Hooghly; Fabna, 
Tippera, aud Purnea. Deficiency of fodder and water is reported from places in Central and 
Eastern Bengal and in the Sonthal Parganas.

Tb» maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self-registering themometers. All ilM 
hermometers are verified and the readings have been corrected to a standard oonstruoted and verified at the 
Sew Observatoiy. They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides, and are suspended four feel 
hove the ground* 

The Womeler readings are correeced approximately to those of the standard, Newman's No. 86, 
ormsriy at the l^rveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygrometrie elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed )B 
he Meteorological Office, snd bssed on RegnauU's modifications of August's formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the tmee of a Bedkl^s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the grouiid.

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AMENDMENT OF THE BENGAL TENANCY ACT, 1885. 

The Hon’ble ^ Mr. Finuoane moved that the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885, be taken into 
consideration, and that the clauses of the Bill be considered in the form 
recommended by the Select Committee. 

The Motions were put and agreed to. 

The HonTble Babu Kata Chaban Bahebjee moved that the words or in 
neighbouring villages ” be omitted from section 2 of the Bill. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kali Charan Banerjee also moved that the words or 
neighbouring villages be omitted from clause (/ ) of section 3 of the Bill. 

The BLon^ble Babu Kali Charan Banerjee also moved that the words 
or villages” be omitted from sub-section fi) of section 31A in section 4 of 
the Bill. 

He said:—“ My reasons for moving these amendments are these. In the 
first place, it does not appear whether the clause is intended to give the land¬ 
lord the option of choosing whether ho should draw the materials for his 
evidence from the same village or from, neighbouring villages; or whether 
the intention is that ho should be limited in the first instance to such evidence 
as may be available in the same village, and that only when it is not possible 
for him even to start a ceuse on such^ materials as may be available in 
the same village, he should bo permitted to draw the materials for his 
evidence from neighbouring villages. That is not clear. Then further, 
inasmuch as in the older law another expression was usod, namely, ^ad¬ 
jacent places,* the phrase ‘ neighbouring villages,* vague as it is, will 
be rendered doubly vague by suggesting that a distinction is meant 
to be drawn between ^adjacent places,* as used in the previous Act, and 
‘neighbouring villages* as used in this Bill. The object of introducing 
these words ‘or in neighliouring villages’ into the section, 1 under¬ 
stand, is to give farther facilities to landlords to prove their case when 
they seek enhancement. It is pointed out—I refer to page 3 of the 
Abstract of Opinions—^by the District Judm of Burdwan that ‘nothing has 
been shown why landlords should have turther facilities given them for 
the purpose of enhancing rents. If statistics be collected, it will bo seen 
that the landlords are still too eager to have rents enhanced on false 
pretexts.’ Nobody has shown why further facilities should be placed at 
^eir disposal. In page 1 of the Abstract, the District Judge of Murshidabad 
says:—‘ One very strong argument against extending the area from which a 
zamindar may draw his evidence is the custom already in vogue of manu¬ 
facturing evidence of high rates.’ Thus we have the opinion of two District 
Judges on both points, namely, that there is no reason why the area irom 
which evidence may be produced should be extended arid further facilities 
afforded for enhancing rents, and that there is every reason why the area should 
not be extended for giving them further facilities.. * Then referring to page 
4 of the Abstract, where we have the opinion of the Board of Revenue, 
reference is made to the posirion taken^ by Mr. .Nolan, which deserves every 
consideration. They say:—‘ Of the ofiicers who have considered this section, 
Mr. Nolan is the most strongly opposed to it. He says that the old Regula¬ 
tions took the pargana rates, aa the standard, while Regulation V of 1813 
introduced the rate payable in ‘ places adjacent* as the standard^ according * 
to which rents might be increased or decreased. Act X of 185ft retained 
this definition of ‘ prevailing rate * for purposes of enhapeement only* It 
was found that Revenue Officers abused the reference to ‘ places adjacent,’ 
and the Tenancy Act of* 1885 reduced the area of. comp^son. to,the village, 
on the ground that a raiyat could, not pi pduce evidence aa to rates outside ms 
village.’ We have it, therefore, that at one time .spm^tlufig correspQnding tO' 
what it is now proposed to introduce was the law, gimrit wae; found lihat that 
law was abused, and so the Tenancy Act of 1885 vestficted^i^ cif ooippa- 

rison to the village in which the land , wes- situatp. , tt mjjtrpppsed toj^ mck 
to the law which was abused laying aside aU oontid^^fip ^po>n 

which the area of comparison was restricted m 

could not produce ovidence a. to rates outside bis in 

page 6 of tne Abstract, to ^cefer still to ibe opinion ojf the Bctaxa of Revenne^tbat 
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^ if the rairate hare legal docisiona in their favour which make it difficult to uae 
tlie pveyaifiDg rate against them, they are entitled to retain this advantage, even 
though it be iniconvenient to Revenue Officers.’ And lower down, we have it 
that * Mr. Nolan’s argument that a rai^at cannot be asked to get evidence outside 
his own village is correct in prinoiplei’ Thus we have it that it was once 
found necessary to reduce the area ox comparison to the village, the expression 
* adjacent places’ having been found to be very vague and liable to bo abused. 
I submit there is no reason why we should practically goback to theold law and 
introduce the expression ^neighbouring villages’ while it does not appear what 
the intention is, whether to confine the landlord, in the first instance, to the 
vill^e, or to allow him to import evidence from neighbouring villages at his 
option. These are the reasons which have induced me to move this amend¬ 
ments” 

The notfble Sfls CEfARnss Paul said:—I oppose this amendment. I 
think the expression ^neighbouring village’ is a very proper phrase. In 
practice we often find that similar lands cannot bo found immediately adjacent 
to the land in dispute. In such cases wo should go to the neighbouring 
village, and I think it is quite right to do so.” 

The Hon’blo Mb. Finuoans said;—I also object to this amendment. The 
question simply is, whether the area of comparison should be confined to the 
villago itself or extended to neighbouring villages. I stated at length when 
1 introduced the Bill, and afterwards when I moved that it be referred to a 
Select Committee, the reasons which induced the Government to extend the area 
of compazison^ and I do not propose to repeat them. When the Bengal Tenancy 
Act was passed there wasmo charge more frequently levelled against the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal than this, that it showed undue bias in favour of raiyata and 
against landlords, and that charge has been made ever since up to the present 
time; iti is significant new that tho Government proposes to relax in a very 
moderate and reaBonid>le degree the restriction which the law then imposed, 
thoA Elon’ble Members who represent the popular view should oppose the amend¬ 
ment^ of the law. There is scarcely a single alteration proposed in tho law in 
favour of zamindars which one or other of those Hon’ble Members is not 
pveparei to str^e out* As for the reason^ given in support of the amendment 
now proposed, it is said that the section as it stands is not clear, that it is difficult 
to ^ SBy whether the intention is that the zamindar should be compelled to give 
evidence if possible from the same village and failing that to get evidence from 
naig'hboaring villages, or wlmflier it is meant that he may select tho ovidonco 
which he should give from the same or neighbouring villages at his pleasure. 
But- the Hori’ble Membeis instead of proposing an amendment which would 
make that pomt clears proposesr to omit the ^ neighbouring village ’ altogether. 
If hiai intentions is to make the section clear, then he should have by his 
amendment miovided that tflie) zamindar should fimt go to the village itself, and 
thra, if e^aence as* to a psfevailtng nJbe was not forthcoming in it, to tho 
nei^bcusittg villages; Secondly, there'is the general objection that the Hon’ble 
M^bmr has urged togging any ftmther facilities to zamindars for enhancefiient 
of reilt^bat that (fiijection has-been discarded over and over again. There are 
pernmna who* aoense the zahnindars of fabricating evidonce, of inslitnting false 
snitiP and^pie{)ariiig ficthions rates of rent. I do not see what that has to do 
with iAiis pttttionlanqaestion; If the zamindars fabricate evidence of fictitious 
rates, they vdtl do* sir whether you confine the area to ttie village or extend it 
to irri^hbonrin^ villagesi At all events>I do not think an accusation of that kind 
sboallw be mode ag^ehsit a body of men like tho zamindars of Bongal 

or^ b^ceghft forward as* a reason against this section. Some opinions have 
iMeft* quoted* agai^ ssct&mi bw the vast preponderance of opinion is in 

flmiur of it*' Then'> it hr sa&d* Mr. Nolan has pointed out that the raiyat 
cannotPbe exported to produce evidsnee outside his own village. He is not 
expeeled^to dovsoi The Zaudndar produces the evidence; all that the raiyat 
has to do, ^if he io dissa/tfsfiedv’wfth the evidence produced by the zaminoar, 
m to rebut it by getting evidence to oontradict it from the same or neighbouring 
villages. The ^lect Committee preferred ^ neighbouring villages ’ to * places 
adjacenV’ as being more definite and more narrow in its scope.” 
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Tho Ilon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjer said:—It will be in the recol¬ 
lection of tho Council that I raised this question at the time when the motion 
was made to refer this ^Bill to a Select Committee. I pointed out that this 
provision in the Bill practically amounted to an abandonment of a concession 
which had boon made in the interests of the raiyats. The Hon’blo Member in 
charge of tho Bill has introduced some personal considerations into this contro¬ 
versy. It has boon observed by the Hon’blo Mr. Finucane that Hlon'ble 
Members wore in favour of the zamindars when the Government wanted to 
legislate on behalf of the raiyats. [The Hon’blo Mr. Finucane said:—‘I said 
the accusation had boon raised against the Government of Bengal of being on 
tho side of tho raiyats.’^ Further it has been said that the hon’ble mover of the 
amendment ought not to have quoted certain observ'ations which had been made 
by certain Judges. Those observations wore not the observations of the Hon’ble 
Member but of certain high officials of the Government, and my hon’ble friend 
was quite right in laying them before tho Council. If they involved reflections 
upon the zamindars, my hon’ble friend was not responsible for them. I venture 
to submit that not a shadow of a case has been made out for this important 
alteration of the law. The Select Committee has submitted a report whicli is 
very short and sweet, but not the smallest reference is made to some of the 
cardinal points in the Bill which ore in opposition to the interests of the raiyats. 
I have great pleasure in supporting this amendment.’’ 

The Hon’blo the President said ^^This question of the * prevailing rate ’ 
has always been a vexed one on which different opinions have boon hold by 
different classes of persons. So far from the adoption of the section as it 
stands in tho existing Act being intended as a concession to tho raiyats, it was 
intended and definitely declared to be a concession to tho zamindars. Very 
many authorities were at that time in favour of leaving out the * prevailing rate’ 
as a ground of enhancoment of rent altogether. It was, however, retained, 
and, as I said, distinctly declared to bo a concession to zamindars. Now it has 
been proved by expeiionco that the concession as it stands in the Act is unwork¬ 
able and more or less a fraud on zamindars, and therefore it has been for many 
years urged by competent authorities, among whom was Sir Charles Elliott 
and the Board of Revenue, that some alteration of tho law is necessary. 1 pro¬ 
posed that a comparison should be made between tho rates in the village and in 
such neighbouring areas as might be fairly comparable, raising thereby the 
direct issue whether the villages examined are fairly comparable in tho matter 
of rates or not. 'l^'ho Select Committee baa preferred to adopt the phrase 
‘neighbouring villages,’ and I am not prepared to say they are wrong. Origi¬ 
nally what was to bo considered the prevailing rate was the pargana rate. 
But a pargana includes many viHages, and the history of the thing is that 
-fvhen Act X was passed tho idea was that the pargana rates were uncertain, and 
therefore tho framers of ibat Act adopted the phrase ‘ for lands of similar 
description with similar advantages in places adjacent.’ It was pointed out at 
the time tliat that expression was vague, and it was undoubtedly used to the 
prejudice of raiyats. I do not know whether any one would suppose that the 
sympathies of either the Hon’ble Mr. Finucane or myfeclf woula be against 
raiyats. But wo wish to bo fair to zamindars also. ^ The intention is that this 
ground of enhancouient bo mado workable on a rational basis; for to confine 
the comparison to the village is practically impossible, because as Sir Charles 
Elliott said, a revenue village is an area which may contain a hundred or o, 
thousand acres, or it may consist of scattered places far apart. It appeared 
to me, therefore, that tho rate prevailing in the neighbourhood of tho land in 
dispute was tho proper tost, and the Select Committee has adopted the phrase 
^in the village or in neighbouring villages.’ If wo remember tnat a landlord 
claiming enhancement on this ground has to prove his case to the satisfaCstion 
either of a Civil Court or of a Settlement Officer, I do not think there is much 
risk to the raiyat from the phrase as it stands. At' any rate the Select Com-' 
mittee, after considering the reports which have been received have adopted thafc 
phrase, and I see no reason for departing from their ireoommendation.” 

The Motions were put and negatived. 

Tho Hon’ble^ Babu Kali Chabak Bakebjeb, by leave bl tkb 
withdrew the motion that section 2 of the Bill be omitted* ’ 
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• The Iloii’ble Babij Norendba Nath Sen moved that soctioa 31A in sec¬ 
tion 4 of tlio Bill be omitted. 

lie said:—“Though I signed the report of tho Select Committee, I reserved 
to myself the right to move any amendments I liked, and tho Ilon’blo Member 
in charge of the Bill will be able to bear me out on tliis point. I make 
this motion on three gi’ouuds. First, that it will be diOicult to work this 
section, and almost impossible to find out tho prevailing rate by the method of 
calculation contemplated by this section; secondly, that it will be extremely 
difficult to classify lands and ascertain their dilferent rates of rent in the 
manner indicated in the illustration, and thirdly, that it will give opportunities 
to zamindars’ agents to manipulate forced or fictitious rates of rent; and thus 
this provision of law, though probably correct in principle, might be turned into 
one engine of oppression. I should prefer to leave tlio law as it stands at 
present, and as it iias been interpreted in various decisions of tho High Court 
and the Privy Council. It is not alleged that that interpretation has caused 
any great hai’dship or any failures of Justice. I tliereforo move that the 
section bo omitted.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr Ftnucank said 7 ^^ I nppo><o this amendmont. Tho reasons 
given by my hon'ble friend for modifying or omitting this section aro practi¬ 
cally the same as those urged for the previous ainondincnt wliich has been 
lost, namely, that it is not desirable? to give any facilities for the enliancoment 
of rent—more than are now enjoyed. As to the objccthui that the section 
cannot be worked, I think lIon''bie Members having experience in tho mufassal 
will admit that tho prevailing rate can be ascertained in some localities, and 
tho section tends to facilitate the ascertainment of it. It is not intended that 
this section shall apply indiscriminately to all paits of tho country. It is not 
proposed to extend it 10 districts or parts of tlisfricts where rents are already 
sufficiently higli. It is only intended for districts whore rents aro unduly 
low and zamindars are nf)t able to obtain fair and just rents. In parts of the 
country to which tho soctioii is not extended the law will remain as it is, and 
the interpretations whhdi the (yivil Courts have put on tho existing law as to 
what is a prevailing rate will not be affected by this section. Unless the 
Council hold that it is not dosirablo to give any facilities for tho enhancement 
of rent, I submit this section ought to be parsed,” 

Tho Ilon’blo the President said: — As T said before, this question of the 
prevailing rate has always appeared to me an extremely difficult one, and this sec¬ 
tion is an attempt to find a workable basis for it as a givuind of tiiihancemcnt, and 
it has boon strongly supported by many very ex])erienccd Revenue Officers, and 
also by Sir Charles Elliott, who was an experienced Settlement Officer himself. 
But I was myself so uncertain as to the possible result ot it, especially in Bihar, 
that I thought it desirable to safeguard it by a proviso and also by the addition 
of tho section which follows, namely, that when once tho prevailing rato has 
boon ascertained in this way rent shall not be enhanced again except on the 
ground of a rise in prices. With these safeguards I think the section will be 
sarfe. At an;^ rate certain very experienced ofiicers have said that they think 
it may be safely introduced and worked, and I have no doubt tho Government 
of Bengal will make careful enquiries before introducing it into any district, and 
that it will he worked with caution; but that it is workable I am convinced.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kadx Charan Banerjee moved that for the words “ the 
highest of such rates at which and at rates higher than wdiicli the larger portion 
of these Iknds is hold may be taken to be the prev«ailing rato ” i»i ^ub-gcclion (i) 
of section 31A in section 4 of the Bill, the words “the rato ])nid by a majority 
of the raiyats for such lands in the village may bo taken to be the prevailing 
rate ” bo substituted. He said:— 

“ It is not disputed that by ^ prevailing rate ’ in section 3 is meant the rate 
paid by a majority of the raiyats for such lands in tho village. It has to be 
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seen whether it is necessary to introduce a definition of ‘ prevailing rate’ 
other than that which is understood to be the definition of‘prevailing rate’ 
as used in section 2. In going over these papers I was somewhat struck 
with tlio fact that there was almost a consensus of opinion as to the 
obscurity of the proposed definition. One Judicial Officer goes the length 
of saying that ‘ it certainly makes a British-born subject pause a little wficn 
ho reads this section’; others characterise it as, Mingraminalical.’ Others 
again, including the Board of Revenue, are of opinion rhat the introduction 
of this sec-tion would be misleading, because there is no definition in 
the Act of ‘prevailing rate’ as used in section 2; the safeguard in the open¬ 
ing words of the section notwithstanding. In the absence, therefore, of a 
definition of ^prevailing rate’ in section 2 this section is misleading. Then 
again this is a definition which must lead to rack-renting; it will raise tho rent 
to tho highest rate possible in the circumstances. Fui’ther tho definition will 
be unworkable on another ground, a ground to which I had the honour of 
referring when the Bill was referred to a Select Committee, namely, that under 
this definition raiyats will be expected, while giving their evidence, to be able 
to state tho areas of their holdings. It is pointed out by one of the Judicial 
Officers that it is not to bo expected that they should be able, while stating 
what rates they paid, also to state the areas of tlieir holdings. Consequently 
it would be very difficult to come to a finding as to what tho prevailing rate 
should be taken to be according to this definition.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Finucanis said:—“I oppose this motion, the effect of 
which would simjoly bo to omit the section altogether. I have already pointed 
out that in districts or parts of districts to which this section is not extended 
the definition of ‘prevailing rate’ remains as it is under the existing law.” 

The Hon’ble thk President said:—“ I am surprised that a legal gentleman 
of the eminence of the Hon’ble Member should have put forward the fallacy 
with which he started. It is the zamindar who is required to prove his case. 
Tlio raiyat is not called upon to state the area of his holding. When Hon’ble 
Members were discussing tho question of tho prevailing rate, it was urged that 
the area would bo taken into consideration and not tho number of persons 
who pay that rate. If the zamindar is the unscrupulous man he is made out 
to be, he would have less difficulty in manufacturing a majority of raiyats by 
splitting up tenancies than in showing that higher rates are paid over a larger 
area.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hou’ble Babu Kali Chaban Banebjee, by leave of the Council, with- 
di'ew tho following motions of which he had given notice — 

(1) That (ho words In any district or part of a district to which this siib-seotron is 

extended by the Iiooal Govemment by notification in the Caloutta Gazette 
in Bub-section (I) of section 31A in section 4 of the Bill, be omitted. 

(2) That the Illustrations be omitted from sub^seotion (i) of seotion 31A in. section 4 

of the Bill. 

(3) That sub-section (^) of seotion 31A in seption 4 of the Bill be oxnRjbed. 

The Hon’ble Babu Sobendbanath Banebjee moved that for section 5 
of tho Bill, the following be substituted, namely:— 

''5. After the word ^correot * in Bub-section (d) of seotion 39 of the said Act, the words 
* and mi^ presume that the prices shown in the lists prepared for any year prior to tne, passing 
of this Act are correct * shall be inserted.’* 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon^ble Babu Kali Chaban Banebjee^ by leave, of thf^, Council, wit)i- 
drow the motion of which he had,given notice t^at spic^on 6 of thp Bill hsf 
omitted. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Saliqram Sinqh moved that the words “or at any 
lower rate that may appear to the Court to bje^fw a^d equitable” be pmit-^ 
ed from section 6 of the Bill. 
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The Hon’ble the President said :—If the land cannot bo identified, then 
the average rate is applied. If on the other hand it can be identified, 
then it is rated according to its class. It is not logical to say tliat for land 
which cannot bo identified the average rate ‘or any lower rate that may 
appear to the Court to be fair and equitable ’ may be taken, and therefore 
those words should be omitted.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Babu Saltgram Singh, by leave of the Council, withdrew the 
motion of which ho had given notice that for the words lower rate in section 
6 of the Bill, the words “ other rate” be substituted. 

The Hon’blo Babu Kat.i Chaban Banerjre moved that the following bo 
inserted at the end of section 6 of the Bill, namely;— 

“(6) Providod that no tenant who holds under a lease with defined boundaries shall 
bo liable to pay enhanced rent in respect of any excess area found to be within the bound- 
orios stated in the lease.” 

He said:—“Clause 6, which it is proposed to insert, has raised a question 
in the minds of some of the Judicial Officers. The Additional Judge of the 
24-Parganas says:—‘Would this apply to a village with defined boundaries 
and a descriptive specification of area ?’ Even the Board of Revenue 
say:—‘ It does not appear to the Board clear whethei* this new sub-section 
is intended to apply both when |tho holding in which there are excess lands 
is held at a lump rent and with specified boundaries, and when it is held at 
specific rates without boundaries. The old rulings arc that if land is settled 
at a lump sum with definite boundaries, it is not enough in order to prove a 
demand of higher rent to show that the nominal area of the land has been 
found greater than it was originally recorded. Boundaries prevail against record 
of nominal area.’ Thus the Board of Revenue are in doubt whether the sub¬ 
section is meant to modify the law as laid down by the High Court.” 

The Hon’ble The President said:—“ I think every Lawyer will hold that 
wo do not modify the ruling of the High Court. We have no intention of 
altering the law in that respect and the ruling of the High Court.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Kali Charan Banerjee said:—“ A doubt has been 
raised, and I therefore proposed this amendment. I beg leave to withdraw it.” 

The Motion was, by leave of the Council, withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Babu Norendba Nath Sen, by leave of the Council, with¬ 
drew the motion of which he had given notice that for the words “ one 
or more of the boundaries ” in clause (c) of section 102 in section 7 of the 
Bill, the words “all the boundaries” bo substituted. 

The Hon^ble Babu Kali Charan Banebjee moved that the procedure 
for settlement of rents and decision of disputes iu estates under settlement of 
land-revenue be the same as tho procedure for settlement of rents and deci¬ 
sion of disputes in permanently-settled estates. 

The Hon’Jble the President said“ I must rule this motion out of order. 
It is not. an amendment of tho Bill. It is a sort of omnibus clause which would 
require a long series of amendments to give effect to it. The point should have 
been raised at the time when the Bill was referred to a Select Committee.” 

Tlxe Hoti’ble Babu Kali Chaban Banerjee moved that the words “ either 
orally or” be omitted from clause (b) of section 104 A in section 7 ci the Bill. 

The.Hon’bleTHE President said;—The rules will necessarily lay down 
that oral admissions will have to be read over to the tenants and attested by the 
Settlement Officer. If you leave in Mn writing’ only it might raise a dUffiemty.” 
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Tlio Iloii’ble Mr. Finucane said:—I would not object to the omisa^ion of 
the words ‘ either orally or in writing/ and say simply ^ accepted.’ ” 

The IIoTi’ble Sir Gtiareks Paul said:—do not think it is necessary. If 
a raiyat makes an oral statcinciit, tliat is all he can do. If there'is any chance 
of fraud in that, there is equally a chance of fraud in bringing another man to 
sign for him. ” 

The Ilon’blo the President said:— ‘^I think wo better bo guided by the 
advice of the learned Advocate-Gerioral and leave the section as drafted.” 

Tho Motion was put and negatived. 

The Ilon’ble Bauu Norendra Nath Sen moved that clause (c) of section 
101 A in section 7 of the Bill be omitted. 

He said: — “^’'lic table of rates is practically based on competition rent. 
This section leavo.s tlic settlement of rates entirely to tho Settlement Officers 
estimate of what is fairly and equitably payable by raiyats or tenure-holders. 
Ila<l tlie tnblo boon based solely on existing rents, there wf)uld have been very 
little ground of comjdaint. As tho section is now worded, the assessment of 
rents is loft absolutely to the distrretion of the Settlement Officer. If the large¬ 
ness of area of a particular settlement, such as Orissa, be in view, the Resolu¬ 
tion of the Government of India of tlio 1st August, 1882, is a sufficient 
answer to the dcniaiul of (lie Government in this Bill for tho table. Tho table 
was pro]josod as early tiien, but it was abandoned. Tho Rent Commission, 
appointed in 1884, also made the same proposal, but it was again abandoned. 
1 fail to see wdiy the Government should now ask the Council to adopt it, and 
I therefore move that tho clause be omitted.” 

The Ilon’bh^ Mr. Finucani; said I oppose this motion. Clause (tf) of sec¬ 
tion 104 begins thus: ‘ If tho circumstances are in the opinion of the Revenue 
Officer such as to make it practicable to prepare a table of rates therefore if 
the cireunistances are such as not to make it practicable, a table of rates will 
not bo prepariMl, Having given many years to the study of tliis ques¬ 
tion in almost every district in Bengal, I am confident that in some 
cases the preparation of a table of rates is practicable, and where it is 
practicable there is no reason why such a table should not be prepared. 
The lion’blo mover of the amendment says that the pieparation of a table of 
rates will leave raiyats to the tender mercies of the Hevenne Officer, and that no 
principle has been laid down for his guidance. I would refer him to section 104D, 
under wdiich, in preparing a table of rates, the Settlement Officer is bound to 
haveregard to tlfo general principles laid down in the Act regulating the enhance¬ 
ment <»r reduction of rent; so that he is tied down by ihe general principles of 
tho Act. As tho learned Advocate General has pointed out, the Revenue 
Officer will have to justify any tabltj he may prepare to the Confirming and 
Appellate authorities. He can only justify it by showing that his enhance¬ 
ments Avere made on the grounds of enhancement prescribed by the Act.” 

'^riio Motion was put and negatived. 

Tlie Hon’ble Babu Kali Cuaran Banerjee moved that the following be 
added to clause (c) of section 104A in section 7 of the Bill, namely: — 

“ Provided that any enbancoment of rent involved in such a table of rates sball bo con¬ 
ditioned by the grounds of enbancement &pecific‘d in section GO.’’ 

Ho said:—Section 104 A has four clauses which are distinct and which lay 
down four different methods for the sotticraent of rents. It has been pointed out 
tome that there is a proviso in clause (^/), namely, that in making any settlement 
regard shall be had to the principles laid down in certain sections of the Act; 
and that in section 104D it is provided that in framing a table of rates under 
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section 10413 and in settling rents under section 104C, the Revenue Officer shnll 
be guided by such instruct ions as the Local Government may issue in this behalf, 
and shall, so far as may be, and subject to the proviso to the said section 1040, 
have regard to the general principles of this Act regulating th€^ enhancement 
or reduction of rent. The words * so for as may be, ^ modify the proviso, 
with the effect that in preparing a table of rates, Settlement Offic€»r8 will not be 
bound to stand by the principles laid down in the Act on the subject. In the 
second place, the words ‘sliall have regard to,’ mean ‘may tnke into con¬ 
sideration ; ’ so that these words also do not bind Settlement Officers to follow 
the jirinciples of the A(^t. That is why 1 tliink something more explicit is 
needed if the intention is that the Settlement Officer shall bo guided and 
governed by the principles laid down in the Act. It is because the provisos 
do not go far enough that 1 move this amendment.” 

The Hon’blo Ma, Finucane said:—I think sections 104C and 104D 
sufficiently meet the case. It is not necessary that in settling each particular 
individual tenant’s rent the Settlement Officer should be tied d-.wn by the table of 
rates. If ho thinks that the rates given in the table should not bo applied in 
settling any particular I'Miyat’s rent, he is not bound to apply tliem ; therefore the 
section is made a little more elastic than tho Hon’hle Member would have it, and 
as there is an appeal to the Superior Revenue authorities, it is very unlik< ly tlsat 
injustice will be done either by fiaming rates which are not jastitied by the 
prhmiplcs prescribed in tho Act, or by the rigid application of them in settling 
individual tenant’s rents.” 

The Hon’ble the Pm sii.^knt said :—“I tliink the thiiig cuts both ways. The 
Settlement Offic(‘r has to find rales which are fair and ecjuitable. It is a matter 
of judgment, and we say that in forming your judgment you must conform to 
certain rules and certain principles. Those who have to control sett lenient work 
know very well that it must bj to a large extent a matter of <Uscretion, based 
on certain principles of coarse. Their object is to find rates which are fair and 
equitable to both sides.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’blc Babu Kaei Ciiaran Banerjek also moved that for the words 
“such instructions as the Local Government may issue in this behalf” in 
section I04D, in section 7 of the Bill, the words “such I'ules as the Local 
Government may maice in this bohalf ” be substituted. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finucank moved that tho words “and shall causo it to be 
finally published in the prescribed manner and for the prescribed period” be 
omitted from sub-section (3) of section 104F in section 7 of the Bill. He said:_ 

*‘Thc Hon’ble Babu Norendra Nath Sen will rememlw that when we 
discussed this in Select Committee, we came to the conclusion jfhat tho Settle- 
medt Rent Roll should bo incorporated with the record-of-iights, but by a slip 
of tho pen these words were left in this sub-section.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen moved that “twelve months” be 
substituted for “ six months ” in both places in wliich those words occur in 
snb-soction (;^) of section 104H in section 7 of the Bill. 

Her said :—“ In support of this amendment, it is necessary to see what the 
present law is* Article 14 of the second schedule of tho Limitation Act proscribes 
a limitation of one year for suits to set aside an act or order of an officer of 
Government, and by Article 45 of the same schedule of the same Act, the three 
years’ rule has been proscribed for suits to sot aside awards under Regulation VII 
of 1832.. As far as the Government as landlord is concerned, awards under Re^-u- 
lation VII of 1823 are, similar to those under Chapter X of the Bengal Tenancy 
Acrt/i Under the old law it was not even necessary for persons to briug suits to 
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set aside awards if they were in possession. They have all a limitation of 
twelve years from the date they wore dispossessed of. That being* the state of 
the law, I submit that a limitation of six months in this seetion is too shoit, and 
I have proposed the moderate courso of substituting twelve months for six. It 
must be rtunombored that in cases whore the Government is a party, either as 
landlord or tenant, two months’ cdoar notice has to bo given under section 424 of 
the Civil Procedure Code. Practifjally, thcsrefore, in cases where the Government 
is a party, the party injuriously affected has only left three months or a little 
over three months; for some time must be taken after the termination of the 
notice to file a suit. The difficulti<'S in filing a suit are great. It is necessary to 
collect materials and to seek legal advice. It may bo urged on the 5ther side 
that proceedings under the Tenancy Act shouhl bo concluded in as short a 
period as possible; it has thoreforo perhaps been tlnmght necessary to provide a 
six months’ limitation. Under the existing law there is practically no limita¬ 
tion, Hon’hlc THE PKEsrntNT said:—‘What was the limitation under 

Act Vlll of 1879?’] I will contend that it was three years. [^The Hori’ble 
THK President said:—Wt was four montJis under that Act: wo are giving 
two months more.’J In fact under the Act of 1879 no suit was necessary 
sometimes, because all these entries might be contested when a suit is brought 
against a party, and he is not re(][uired to bring a separate suit. If any 
suit is brought against a tenant for rent on tlic strength of the record, hv. 
could even then contest the correctness of the entry, and no suit was necessary 
to bo brought.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finuoane said:—^‘Perhaps I may explain the meaning 
of this section. The Ilon’blo Member has been talking as if this section related 
to suits in general, whereas it simply relates to cases in which any person is 
aggrieved by an entry of rent settled in settlement record. It only applies to 
entries of rents settled in a Settlement Rent Roll, and when any person 
objects to such entry, he must bring a suit within six months. Under Act VlII 
of 1879, the jammahnndee was published, and within four months after that 
publication suits to set aside settlements had to be brought. The period now 
proposed is longer than that allowed under Act VIII of 1879. The section 
leaves the law of limitation in suits regarding right and title exactly as it stood 
before.” 

The llon’blo Baeu Jatra Mohun Sen continued:—Act VIII of 1879 was 
repealed. My contention is that the time is too sln^rt. The Ilon'ble Member 
in charge of tlie Bill observed that settlement proceedings should be settled as 
soon as possible, but that may bo done by securing an order to dispose of 
cases of this kind within six months,#just as rent cjsos are disposed of within 
that period. In this connection the opinions of distinguished gentlemen have 
been given, and one of the District Judges, Mr. Gordon said—” 

The llon’blo the President said:—‘‘It is simply a question of opinion 
whether a limitation of six months or of twelve months should be prescribed.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen also moved that the words “or addi¬ 
tional rent” be added at the end of clause {a) of section 104II in section 7 of 
the Bill. 

Ho said:—“As at present drafted, this section may be confined only to 
those cases where the parties held rent-free or revonue-frco tenures. I do not 
think it was intended to limit the scope of this section in that manner. 
I therefore suggest that the scope of this section be widened by adding the 
words I have proposed. In that case a suit may be brought by a party 
where additional rent has been fixed on his tenure or bolding, when as a matter 
of fact no additioDul rent is chargeable. The principle has been recoanised 
in this very section, because the incidents of the tenure have to be noted, and 
where the incidents of a tenure or holding have to be noted, it is but fair that 
the parties should also have the right to sue against' ah additional rent beihff 
fixed on the^ holdings if additional rent has been fixed against any redognizea 
law or principle.” 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Finucanb said:—oppose the amendment, but I am not 
certain whether I understand the meaning oi it, if it has any meaning at all. 
If the Hon’blo Member moans that the tenant may sue on tlio ground that the 
Revenue Officer has settled a rent in excess of that previously payable and 
that the land is not chargeable with additional rent, that it is in fact hold at a 
fixed rent, that only moans that the tenancy has bcefi recorded in a wrong 
class for which the section provides a reniody. If on the other hand he 
means that the party aggrieved should be allowed to suo whenever the rent 
settled is in excess of the existing rent, whether the status of the tenant has 
been rightly recorded or not, then his amemlment goes against tlio whole 
principle of the Bill. If the tenant is recorded in a wrong class, he may sue 
on that ground. If the record says that lie is an occupancy tenant and ho 
claims to be a tenant at a fixed rate of rent, ho can sue. But he is not 
entitled sue in the Civil Court merely on the ground that the rent settled is 
too high/^ 

The Hon^ble the President said: —We allow an appeal to the Civil Court 
to discuss the question of status, which is outsiflo tlio fiscal question of rent. If 
the words ‘or additional rent ’ bo added, the whole question of enhancement 
of rent comes in, and that is quite contrary to the piimiple of this Bill.’’ 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The TTon’blo Babu Norendra Nath Sen moved that after clause (ff) of 
section 104H in section 7 of the Bill the following bo added, namely— 

(A) that tho alteration mad© in tho oxisting rent by the llevonuo Officer has not 
boon made in accordance with, or is not juBtifieii by, tho provieions of this 
Act regulating such altorations.*' 

lie said:—“ The only question of most vital iraportanco to a tenant is the 
rent which he has to pay ; and when his rent has been enhanced, and he is not 
permitted to contest its justice or legality by a regular suit, it would seem 
idle to confer upon him the privilege of bringing suits in matters of far loss 
importance to him. Looking at tlie wording in tho beginning of section 10411 
—‘any person aggrieved by an entry of a rent settled in a settlement rout roll,’ 
and also to tho words in sub-section ( 4 .)—the (.^ourt may ‘settle a fair rent,' 
and also to the words in sub-section (^)—‘tho Court shall bo guided by the 
rents of tlie other tenures or holdings of the same class,’ it is edear the 
Legislature intended that the raiyat should be allowed to contest the legality 
of the enhancement in Court. If it wore not so, tho words at the beginning of 
tho section would be meaningless, and tho provision that ‘in any other case,’ 

under clauses £?, e and /, the Court ‘shall settle a fair rent’ becomes still 
more unmeaning, because under neither of tlieso clauses rent is contested and 
the Court is not required to settle rents. For clause (c) relates to tho question 
whether a tenancy exists, (d) whether the land has been wrongly excluded or 
included, (e) that the class to which the tenant belongs is wrongly stated, 
and (Z) that the date from which the settlement is to take effect is wrong. If 
enhancement of rent is not allowed to be contested under this section, then all 
these provisions, I submit, become perfectly unnecessary. I earnestly appeal 
to your sense of fairness and justice, Sir, to make this all-important conces^iion 
in favour of the raiyat. It will be the only possible remedy open to him 
against much unintentional hardship which the extensive and extraordinary 
powers, conferred by this Bill on Settlement Officers, might cause.” 

The Hon’ble Babd Subendranath Banekjee said: —“The amendment 
which stands next in tho agenda in my name is practically tho same as tho 
above^ though the wording is somewhat diSeront, namely, that after the said 
clause {ff) the following bo added: — 

* (A) that the euhancement of rent is not justifiable under the provisions of this 
Act.’ 

^^As has just been observed by my hon’ble friend, tins amendment raises 
a vita) .question of principle* Under seotiou IdlH any person aggrieved by 
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an entiy in the rccord-of-rights ia given the power of instituting a civil suit on 
certain grounds spc?citiod in that section. 1 propose and my hon^blo friend 
proposes tlmt an additional ground should \}q included among those which are not 
covered by tlio grounds given in the section. The question of enhancement of 
rents is a vital qiK'stion to the raiyat, and it does seem to mo that in a matter of 
this great inipovtanco, a raiyat should have the opportunity of contesting the 
decision of tlie Revenue Officers by tiling a suit iii the Civil Court. The Hou’ble 
Mr, JFiniicano in introducing this Bill made certain observations which encourage 
me to appeal to him with some confidence. He then said: — ‘The people of 
Bengal are rightly zoiiious of any interference wdth the powers of the Civil 
Courts, and that it is to the reign of law impartially auministered that they 
owe the inaiiitenaneo of their civil rights.’ 

“And it is because we are anxious about that this reign of law should be 
maintained unimpared that we appeal to tho liou’blo member with coufidonce 
to accept an amend mcmt which will give tho raiyat the right to appeal to 
law wiien his rent has boon enhanced. Having regard to the well-known 
sympathy of the Goveriimont with the raiyat and ttj the expression of opinion 
of tho Hon’blc Member in charge of the Bill which I have quoted, I hope 
your Honour and tho Council will see their way to accept this amendmont.’^ 

The Iloii’ble IVIr, Finucane said:—“I regret it is wholly impossible for mo 
to accept these amendments. TJiey are directly contrary to the principle of 
ihe Bill as regards tho sottlomont of rents in Government estates. The prin¬ 
ciple is that the Revenue authorities are the best judges of econoinie facts, that 
is to say, of rents and the rates of rent to be fixed for lands of particular classes. 
But as tlie Uevenuo authorities may go wrong on questions of law, it has boon 
provided that if they do, there is a remedy in the Civil Courts; and if an error 
in law leads to errors in the settlement of rents, then it is also provided that the 
Civil Court shall settle the rent on the same principle as tho Revenue Officer 
has settled them in similar cases. Tho principle is that tho Revenue Officers 
arc the final authorities to settle what a ftiir rent should be. To accept the 
principle contained in the amendment would be tantamount to upsetting tho 
whole principle of the Bill. It would be tantamount to saying that after tho 
Revenue aiithorith'S have decided what the fair rent should be, then the raiyat 
may go to tho Munsif*s Court and ask the Muiisif to fix the rent novom 
That, 1 submit, is preposterous. 1 adhere to what I said in introducing this 
Bill about the reign of law, but I also enunciated this principle that there are 
matters 'which involve economic questions as to which tho Revenue authorities 
are the best persons to decide, but they too will decide according to law.” 

The Hon^ble Sm Chauees Paul said:—“I also oppose this amendment, 
which I consider to bo in direct contravention of tho principle upon which 
this Bill is based. I regret that I have had to observe in this Council, not on 
one occasion, but on many occasions, a desire on the part of certain Hon^blo 
Members to put the hands of the clock back, and they will persevere although 
the Council has said ‘ No,^ and I venture to believe that if this motion is 
negatived, some other proposals will bo made exactly in tho same way against 
tho principle of this Bill. I submit that this mode of proceeding is very 
inucli to be deprecated, and I think the intelligent gentlemen whom I see 
before mo will see that they are simply retarding business by asking the Council 
to go back to a state of things which lias long since been loft behind.” 

The Ilon’ble Bauu Suurkdkanatii Banerjee said:—“I must be permitted 
to reply to the porscmal attack which the Hon^ble Member has just made upon 
me and my colleagues.” 

The Hou’ble The Pkesioent said :—“I cannot allow personal matters to be 
discussed, and 1 must, in all fairness, say this, that though the ordinary iruls of 
the Council is that the principles of a Bill are settled at tho debate when the 
Bill is rcEc-rrod to a Select Committee, in this particular case the Bill which vrait 
referred to a Select Committee was the Bill as it was introduced^ But^X lihen 
made an oral statement that 1 should propose to the S^eot 
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modify the Bill in cei*tain particulars, riiat modification was not actually 
before the Council at tho time, and therefore J cannot say that the observations 
which have been laid before us are out of order; because the reference to tho 
Select Committee was an open order to adopt tho modification of tho Bill which 
would be proposed by Government. It might therefore bo said that the Hon^blc 
Member^ who have moved tho amendments now before tho Council had no 
opportunity before of stating their views on tho Bill as ultimately shaped by 
Government, and I cannot say that they are out of order, as they would have 
been had they had the opportunity before.^ Coining to tho point in the Bill now 
under discussion, I say that wo have maintained the reign of law over a great 
portion of Bengal. Wo have retained tho provisions of tlie Tenancy Act with 
regard to permanently-settled estates, but oven in tliat law it is acknowledged 
by tho Hon’ble Mr. Finucane, and by every authority on the subject, with 
a few exceptions, that the Revenno.Officers are the best authorities to deal with 
fiscal questions, such as the fixing of rents. In tlie Act an appeal was given 
to a Special Judge, but it was distinctly said that tlio special ofiicer so appointed 
need not bo the Civil Coui't. It was open to tho Government to appoint a 
Comniissictner of Division or any high authority not under the Civil Courts 
to be the Special Judge. There was nothing in the law to compel the Govern¬ 
ment to appoint a Judicial Officer. And the general admi.ssion has all along 
been that for the purpose of settling fiscal matters, such as tlio rates of rent, the 
Revenue Officers are the best authorities. In respect of all permanently-settled 
estates we projicsed to bring the whole procedure in connection with rent under 
the Revenue authorities, as it is in every other Province in India, and as it used 
to bo in Bengal itself, our proposal did not find aeceptance with Judicial Officers 
and zamindars generally. The fact that Revenue Officers are well qualified 
to judge in such matters has, however, boon shown by the fact that the British 
Indian Association, who at first opposed the proposal to give jurisdictiru to 
Revenue Officers, have actually moved the Council to corapol Munsifs to refer 
all questions relating to rents to Revenue Officers, and to be guided by tho 
decisions of such officers. The Select Committee have, however, not seen their 
way to give effect to that proposal, and I am not prej^arod to propose it. I 
think the zamindars on their part have made a mistake, but the Council 
have accepted the principle of keeping the Special Judge in respect of 
permanently-settled estates. But in respect of Government estates wo main¬ 
tain tho 23rinciplo that the Revenue authorities arc the parties to settle all 
questions of rent. As 1 said at starting, had wo strictly adhered to the 
principle of the Bill as it was referred to the Select Committee and not altered 
it to the lines on which it stands now, the llon’ble Members who move this 
amendment would have been out of order, but as matters stand now, I cannot 
say that they are out of order.’* 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjee, by leave of tho Council, 
withdrew the Motion of which he had given notice that after clause {g) of 
section 104H in section 7 of the Bill, the following bo added, namely:— 

(^) that the enhancement of rent is not jiistitiablo under the provisions of tliis Act.** 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatra HEIIohan Sen moved that after clause (y) of 
section 104H in section 7 of the Bill, the following be added, namely— 

** (A) that the settlement of rent has been made against the terms of a contract, express 
or implied, or other incidents, binding upon the partus.** 

Ho.said:—** Practically a concession has been mado to parties injuriously 
affected to jbnng.Buits to establish that the incidents of their tenancy or hold¬ 
ing have been wrongly recorded or have been omitted altogether. My 
amendment purports to give the right of suit to contest rents spttled against the 
terms of a contract or against the incidents of their tenures or holdings. The 
amendment will have the effect of making tho section more exhaustive. Tho 
nght does not seem to have been taken away, but the object of the amendment 
to make it more clear. ” 
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The Hon’ble Mb. Finucane said:—“ The hon’ble merer of the amendment 
does not soom to hare examined section 110 (d), which prorides that ' if the 
existing rent has been 6xed by a contract binding between the parties for an 
unexpirod term of years, the rent settled shall take effect from the expiration of 
that teina.’ ” 

The Motion was, by leare of the Council, withdrawn. 

The Hou’ble Mr. Finucane mored that the following be inserted at the 
end of sub-sootion (3) of section 10411 in section T of the Bill, namely:— 

** The Secretary of State for India in Council shall not be made a defendant in any 
such suit unless the Government is landlord or tenant of the land to which the aforesaid 
entry relates or in respoot of which the aforesaid omission was made.” 

He said :—“ The section here referred to is the section we hare been dis¬ 
cussing regarding the right of any person to sue who is aggrieved at the entry 
of the rent settled in a settlement rent-roll. I should have thought it obvious 
that if the tenant is aggrieved, he should sue the landlord,^ or if the landlord is 
aggrieved, ho should sue the tenant; but the obvious meaning of tho section has 
been taken to be not the tine moaning, and therefore J want to make it clear. 
It has boon suggested that the Government should bo sued, as tho Government 
is responsible for tlie acta of the Revenue OflScers. I move for the insertion 
of these words to make it clear that the Revenue Officer or Government is not to 
be sued in such cases except where Government is directly interested as 
landlord or tenant; it would be just as reasonable to suo a Judge ^or Gov¬ 
ernment whenever a Judge gives an erroneous decision in a case in which Gov¬ 
ernment has no immediate interest.” 

'I'he Hou’ble Sir Ohakees Paul said:—“There is a notion prevailing 
that the Government is liable for the wrongful acts of their servants but Sir 
Richard Garth ruled that the Government is not liable. I quite agree wi^ the 
Hon’ble Member in charge of llio Rill that there is a tendency to bring in the 
Government whenever it can be done, and in order to avoid that I think this is 
a very proper amendment.” 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Bauu Jatka Mo han Sen moved that sub tection (3) of section 
lOlH in section 7 of the Rill be omitted. 

He .said :—“This section is not at all necessary. It provides that ‘in 
settling a fair rent under sub-section (4)r tho Court shall be guided by the 
rents of the other tenures or holdings of the same class comprised in the same 
settlement l•ent-^oll, as settled under sections 104A to 104F.’ It may so 
happen that in ono village there may be many tenants of the same class, but 
very few of them may choose to bring suits in tho Ci'^1 Courts to maintain 
thoir position against tho settlement authorities. If their rents are to be settled 
on a comparison with the rents of other persons who bold similar lands, but do 
not choose to bring suits, the decree of the Civil Court will be nullified.. ^As 
ample power lias boon given to the Court to settle fair rents under suh-seotion 
(4), I ao not think this sub-section is at all necessary. [Tlie Hon’blo the 
President said:—‘ You are aware that it is the existing law under 
section 108 of tho Tenancy Act: it is simply reproducing the words of that 
section.’^ No doubt it is so, but in that case tho Courts have ample discretion. * 
But hero the Courts are confined to tho particular rate fixed by tne^ Settlement 
Officer, and for augbt we know other tenants may not care to bring suits to 
establish thoir position. Sub-soction (4), I subimt, is quite enough for-the 
purpose and sub-section (6) is not at all necessary, if the Courts ace guided hy 
just principle and by the provisions of this Act. li^ on the other hand, tb^ 
are to be guided simply by tho rent-roll of tenants of the same class, tOBltty 
of whom may not appear to contest the rent therein fixed, it woSild entbea oo 
hard upon' those who do bring suits.” ^ 

The Hon’ble Mb. Finucane said:—**I oppose- this' 

Hon’ble tho President has already pointed latotitien NSII[^®6d«eee 

the present law.” 

The Motion was put and negatived.

The Hon’ble Babu Jatba Mohan Sen also moved that for the word 
deemed ” ia section 104J in section 7 of the Bill, the words presumed until 
the contrary is proved” be substituted. 

He said — “To settle matters of this kind, section 103B provides that a 
certificate signed by the Revenue Officer stating that a record-of-rights 
has been finally published shall be conclusive evidence of such publication; 
and every entry in a record-of-rights so published shall be presumed 
to be correct until the contrary is proved. I submit that section 104J should be 
worded on the same lines as section 103B, and therefore I move this amend¬ 
ment.” 

The Hon’ble Sm CnARLES Paul said :—The Hon’ble Mover of the 
amendment wants, after it is finally settled what is a fair and equitable rent, to 
go back and say.it shall be presumed to be correct until the contrary is proved.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Mohan Sen also moved that for the word “deemed” 
in section 8 of the Bill, the words “presumed until the contrary is proved” be 
substituted. 

Ho said:—“ Section 8 refers to a past record. It provides that all records 
published under section 105 of the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885, before 
the amendment of this Act, whether in draft or in final form, shall be deemed to 
have been duly published. As we are going to give retrospective efEect to past 
proceedings, we must look to the state of the law at the time, and to the impres¬ 
sion of the people as to the law they are under. As far as the district of Chit¬ 
tagong is concerned, the people are under the impression that it was not neces¬ 
sary for them to contest the proceedings of the revenue officers. They pre¬ 
ferred to have their rights settled in the Civil Court, and with that idea they have 
not contested any of the decisions or settlement of rents before the Settlement 
Officers. Therefore, if this section is passed, it will operate great hardship 
upon the people.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finucane said:—“Section 8 only reproduces the wording 
of section 105 ( 2) of the present Act, which provides that the publication of 
records shall bo conclusive evidence that the record has been duly made. It is 
no new principle, and therefore I oppose this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Jatra Moiiun said :—Under section 109 of the same Act, 
all undisputed entries can be disputed in the Civil Courts.” 

The Hon’ble the President said:—“It wouldbe very convenient if Hon’blo 
Members who have just joined the Council would place tnemselvos in communi¬ 
cation with the Hon^blo Member in charge of a Bill so as to ascertain the 
meaning and intention of the Bill before proposing amendments that are futile 
and worthless.” 

• The Motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Norendra Nath Sen moved that section 9 of the Bill 
be omitted. 

He said:—“This section seems to me to be obviously inequitable. It pro¬ 
poses to give retrospective effect to the present Bill, which has been protested 
against by all Judicial Officers. Under the rulings of the High Court, the 
Settlemjont Officers’ decisions were not conclusive, and, therefore, most TOople 
did not appeal. To make these decisions final and conclusive now would be to 
take away the existing rights of the parties without any reason whatever.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendbahatb Banerjee said:—“ The same Motion 
stands in my name* It is a question of principle that I desire the Council 
to consider. Before this Bill is passed into law, certain rights will have accrued 
jto pwtias concerned, and these rights, it is now proposed to take away by 
giving xstrospeotive effect to settlements made before the commencement 
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of "this Act. That seems to me to be wrong in principle. This is tha one section 
of the Bill which lias been condemned by the Englishman newspaper while accord¬ 
ing a general support to the provisions of the Bill. The reasons are not stated, 
but this is the one blot which the Englishman lays its fingers upon,' and I hope 
the Hon’blo Member in charge of the Bill will not mar the character of his 
Bill by introducing a principle of this kind.” 

^J"ho Hon’ble Mr. Finuoane said:—“ I regret I cannot accept this amend¬ 
ment. All the section does is to declare that every settlement of rent in 
respect of which an appeal has not been preferred shall be held to be final 
and correct. That is the existing law. When there is no dispute there is 
no decision and no decree. But where there lias been a dispute, the Revenue 
Officer is bound to treat the dispute as a civil suit and to decide it, and 
when ho has done so and given Jiis decision ; my lion’ble friend says if that 
decision is accepte^l by the parties and is not appealed against, it is not to be 
final, but if it has been appealed against, it nmy be taken as final. In other 
words, decisions tliat liave been accepted by the parties arc to have no finality. 
I do not see the slightest danger of any injustice arising from this section. It 
is only decisions that are rnadc final. More undisputed entries have only 
presumptive value of correctness attached to them under this Bill, just as they 
had under Chapter X of the Tenancy Act.” 

The IIon’bloTHE President said:—There can be no possible doubt to any 
one who has studied the proceedings in connection with the passing of the 
Tenancy Act, that it was tho intention of the framers of tliat Act, that the 
proceedings of the Revenue Oflicers and of the Special Judgo should be final. 
Possibly the idea got abroad that these proceedings were not res judicata^ but 
the tendency of the more recent decisions is to tho effect that they are ; and 
I am certainly of opinion that if they are not, they ought to bo declared to have 
that effect, and that wo oughc not to stimulate a crop of litigation, which might 
be very agreeable to gentlemen of tho legal profession but to nobody else. This 
is an equitable provision in the Bill, and tho Government have no intention to 
withdraw from it.” 

The Motions were put and negatived. 

The Hon’blo Babu Jatra Mohan Sen moved that at the end of sub-section 
{!) of section 9 of the Bill, the following be added, namely :— 

** Provided also that a suit may, within three years from tho commencement of this Act, 
be instituted in a competent Civil Court to contest the correctness of any seitlemont of. rent 
made in an uncontosted cose, or the oorreoiuoss of any decision of a dispute.’ 

He said:—“In considering this amendment*let us see what rights have been 
conferred upon the people with regard to future settlements. Section 104H, 
clause (c) gives certain rights to parties to sue in the Civil Court. Under the 
present Act no such suit is necessary, and people were under the impression 
that they had a right to institute a suit in the Civil Court to contest entries 
whenever a suit is brought against them. It is just that some time should be 
given to the parties, wdien retrospective effect is going to be given to past records, 
to contest their rents in the Civil Court. I have suggested three yours, because 
the people of my part of the country have suffered lately from the effects of a 
cyclone and also from scarcity. If three years be given to contest an award 
under settlement proceedings, no hardship will accrue. But when retros¬ 
pective effect is going to be given to past records, tho justice of the case 
requires that some such time should be given to parties to have the 
records corrected. The people are strongly of opinion that their» rights are 
not affected by the settlement records, and cannot be better expressed than in 
tho words of Mr. Pargier, who says that the people, rightly or wrongly, regulated 
their conduct in the belief that they had a right to bring a civil suit, apd th^ did 
not think it worth while to contest these matters before, the Revenue 
The Rulings of tho High Court have been to the effect that Settlement Office^ 
have no power to decide disputes between landlords .and kuidl6rdji^ O^^^ 
tween tenants and tenants ; nor have they power to fix thejeeilt:pl ,4 tfenui^ ,d)r 
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holding which the tenant claims to hold rent free. The recent ruling of the 
High Court to which reference was made by the tfon’blo Member in charge of 
tho Bill, did not declare that the decisions of Revenue Officers operate as res 
a^judicata .' The questions before the Judges in those cases, there wore several 
ca8<?s—were whether tho Special Judge had power to review his own judgment, 
and whether an ap]>eal lay to the High (^ourt on questions of rent. In de¬ 
ciding those cases, one of the Judges held that tho power of review was 
inherent in Judges, and he also held that the review sections of tho Civil 
Procedure Code applied to cases tried by Settlement Officers and tho Special 
Judge. The main question has not been touched in those cases, and the previ¬ 
ous judgments were not reversed. That being tlio impression of the people, 
when retrospective effect is going to be given to past records, 1 submit that 
some time should be given to the parties interested to contest tho entries in 
the records in the Civil Courts.” 


The ITon’blo Mr. Finucanp: said:—amendment is opposed to tho 
conclusion just come to on the previous amendments, that settlement of routs 
and decisions by R-evenue Officers are final. It is proposed by this amendniout 
to give a period of three years to contest them.” 


Tho Hon’blo thp*. President saidWhatever tho impression of the people 
might have been, the fact remains that in Cliittagong the rents fixed were so 
moderate that they have not only been accepted, hut they havo been paid, and 
I think the people will be very unwilling to waste tiioir inonoy, trying to upset 
the decisions now, aftbr they have accepted Ihcin and have paid their rents, 
notwithstanding that the lawyers may incite them to tho contrary.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Fixucank mov^ed that the Bill, as settled in Council, 
be passed. Ho said:— 

“ I shall bo very brief. I desire to explain that when I spoke of the 
Government of Bengal having been accused of being too much in favour of tho 
raiyats, I had not in my mind anything said by Iloirblo Members but what 
has been said outside. 1 do not complain of tlio time which lias been taken 
up by the hon’ble movers of the amendmenfs in the discussion which has 
taken place. The time wiiich baa been occupied in this discussion is only 2 
hours and 10 minutes, and I cannot consider that unreasonable, nor can I 
complain of the^ Hon’ble Member from Chittagong trying to effect som€ 3 fhiDg 
which he conceived to be favourable to the people of that district. In pro¬ 
posing that tho l^ill be now passed, I will only express the hope that tlio Bill 
will effect the objects for which it was introduced, namely, that it will afford 
reasonable facilities for tho onhancement of rents whore rents ought to be 
enhanced, without at the same time unjustly affecting tho interests of raiyats 
or endangering them. I hope also that the Bill will clear up doubts and difficul¬ 
ties which havo arisen in tho working of the present Act. And above all I 
hoM that the Bill as now amended will continue to bo the law of landlord 
and tenant in Bengal for at least a generation, and that there will bo no 
nnjsettling of tho law or interference with it for many years to come. The 
principles on which settlements of rents are to be made under this Bill aro 
eclectic and elastic, and I hope one or other of them will suit the varying 
conditions of things in the different parts of this vast Province, and that tho 
Bill will in the course of time bo found in its operation to be fair and just alike 
to landlords and tenants and to Govornmont, 

The Hon’ble the President said I congratulate the Council and the 
JSon’blo Member who has been in charge of this Bill that it has at last reached the 
final stage, and 1 hope that it will prove satisfactory in its working. It 
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consists really of three parts, as it were: The first part contains certain amend¬ 
ments of the substantive law of rent, the second enacts certain ainendmonts of the 
law of the settlement of rents in permancntly-scttlod estates, and the third part 
contains provisions, which 1 hope will prove effective, for a cotnplefeo and sound 
settlement law for temporarily-settled estates and Governniorit estates and such 
estates as may, under the provisions of the law, have 4;hnt parr, of the JJill extend¬ 
ed to them tlirou;^hout liengal. The amendments in the substantive provisions 
of the law of rents are, it has been said, favourable to ssamiiidars. I am not 
much concerned to d(my that, but I believe that the concessions which have 
been made are reasonable and ju^t, certainly not oxtravagiint, and merely 
such modifications as are required to give effect to the intention of the Legis¬ 
lature in l88o. I have throughout my official life fought many battl es for the 
raiyats, but I h;ivo always endeavoured to maintain an open luiud as to the 
merits of the rent controversy on both sides, and it is a satisfaction to me 
that I have boon able to see my way to support amendmcnis of the substantive 
law in the direction which they have taken in this Hill. It is a matter of 
special satisfaction that wo liave at last sucoeoded in giving Bengal a proper 
law of revenue and rent settlement. Tlie old settlement pFocoduro under the 
licgulation of 18‘3J was undoubtoJly good onongh, and many good settlements, 
botti of rev’onue and of rent, w’^cre carried out under those provisions, and the 
discretion of the Koveiiue Officers was tlien unfettered by positive enactment* 
When the Bent Law, X of 1859, was passed, it was declared to apply to the pro¬ 
ceedings of Setflemont (Officers. I will not go through ti>o whole history of the 
Cl urso of legislation, as I think it was given at very considerable length in the 
Hon’ble Mr. Finucane’s opening speech when introducing the Bill and in tho 
papers connected with tlio Bill. But there can be no doubt whatever, and it has 
been hold in this Council repeatedly within the last twenty years, that it is a 
crying w.int in Bengal that vve should have a proper law of settlement. .The 
Legislalure in 1885 sought to effect it by placing tho Government and the 
zamindars on the same pliitform and providing for the appointment of Special 
Judges, intending, I said thi.s morning, that tlie proceedings of such officers in 
dealing with rent questions should be final. Unfortunately this intention was 
frustrated in some parts of the country by both raiyats and tenuro-holders being 
advised to keep away from tho Setdem'^at Officers and to take their chance in the 
Civil Courts. As 1 have already remarked, 1 see very little prospi^ct of their 
followii g the very bad advice they are receiving; for in Chittagong the rents of 
tenure-holders are being paid without tho slightest difficulty or objection, and 
the same is tho case nlso in Orissa, I am happy to state, where tlio settlement 
is proceeding through its stages in a remarkably satisfactory manner, and the 
proposals of tho Revenue Officers are being accepted by the j^ooplo. The Govern¬ 
ment is always moderate in its settlement of revenue, but in a settlement which 
is being effected after 60 years, it must be expected that something will be 
taken out of the pockets of the zainiiidars ; but X hope it will be in a large 
measure made up to them by a moderate enhancetnent of rents, and in a very 
short time by the growth and development of the country and by tho opening 
out of new railways. The settlement of Orissa will be for a term of thirty 
years, and it is hoped that circumstances will during that period so considerably 
improve as to take away almost all tho sting of bitterness out of the enhance¬ 
ment of levenue which the Government has had to lay upon tho landholders. 
In tho third part of tho Bill relating to permanently-settled estates, the Govern¬ 
ment has endeavourefl and tho Select Committee have endeavoured to make the 
procedure more simple and cheap, and to remove all difficulties of construction 
of sections which have arisen since tho passing of the Act of 1885. I congratu¬ 
late the Council and myself on tho passing of this Bill.’^ 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to.

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BENGAL FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOE 1898-99. 


PART I*—Qeneral Review. 

(1) ACC0U:NT3 op 1896.'J7. 

In tho Financial Statement wliich was laid before the Council on the 
27th March 1807, it was assumed that tho year 1890-97 had opened with a credit 
balance of Ra. 58,20,000, and had closed with a balance of Its. 41,07,000, 
that the total amount available for expenditure during the year was 
Its. 5,22,01,000, and that of this sum Its. 4,80,94,000 bad been spent. The actual 
result proves to have been worse than this estimate by Its. 1,52,581. The amount 
actually available for expenditure was Its. 5,26,72,002, but the amount actually 
expended during the year amounted to Rs. 4,87,17,507, thus leaving a closing 
balance of Rs. d9,54,495, against Its. 41,07,000, anticipated in March 1897. 
This reduction is chiefly due to excess expenditure under Famine Relief and 
to the grant of grain compensation allowance to certain Government servants 
on low pay. 

2. There was an increase of 4^ lakhs on tlio receipt side, of whicli 
Rs. 2,36,000 were under Irrigation and Navigation,” due to (1) enhanced receipts 
under water-rates owing to the great demand for canal water caused by the 
failure of rainfall, (2) better collections arising from thr hifjh I'ti o’otaiued by 
the cultivators, (3) the realization of arrear demands on tho Orissa and Sono 
Canals, and (4) larger receipts from transport of rico. There was also 
an increase of Rs. 1,12,000 under Stamps owing to the execution of a large 
number of mortgages and deeds of sale in consequence of tlio prevailing scarcity 
and failure of crops; and of Rs. 82,000 under Jails due to larger sales of 
manufactures to the Military Department. 

3. Tho increase of expenditure was chiefly under the heads of Land 
Revenue (Rs. 60,000), Law and Justice—Courts of Law (Rs. 64,000;, Jails 
(Rs. 1,22,000), Police (Rs. 1,09,000), Fducation (Rs. 66,000), and Famine Relief 
(Rs. 3,05,000.) The increase under Courts of Law was duo partly to pay¬ 
ments of compensation for dearnoss of provisions, and partly to increased 
expenditure under Salaries, and that under Jails to larger purchases of grain 
made in the two closing months of the year. Tho increase under Police 
was duo partly to the opening of new outposts and to an increase in tlie 
number of Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors and payment of their travelling 
allowances, but chiefly to compensation for the dearness of food-grains, a con¬ 
cession which was extended to the constables employed on watch and ward 
duty on railways and as punitive police. 

4. Tho total expenditure on Famine Relief for 1896-97 as passed by 
tho Government of India amounted to Rs. 23,00,000, thus—

5. The actual net result wasa deficit of Rs. 18,65,581, against Rs. 17,13,000 
anticipated when the revised estimate for the year was passed. 


EEVISEP ESTIMATE FOE 1897-98. 

6. The budget estimate for 1897-98 as passed by the Government of 
India accepted Ks. 41,07,000 as the opening balance, and provided for receipts 
aggregating Rs. 4,54,83,000 and tho expenditure Rs. 4,85,90,000, so that the 
year should close with a balance of Rs. 10,00,000. The revised estimates now 
passed by the Government of India provide for a total revenue of Rs. 4,61,07,000 
and tho exp€?nditure of Rs. 4,95,22,000. The not result is a deficit of Rs. 34,15,000, 
against Rs. 31,07,000 anticipated last year. The chief cause of this falling off 
is due to the debit of Rs. 30,78,000 under Famine Relief, against Rs. 22,18,000, 
originally estimated. When tho estimates for the year were passed, by the 
Government of India in March 1897, it was anticipated that Local Funds 
would be able to contribute Rs. 8,17,000 towards the total outlay on Famine 
Relief mee-sures, and that of tho remainder, Rs, 22,18,000 would be borne 
by Provincial Funds, this being the sum which those revenues could b^r 
without reducing the Provincial balance below half the minimum of 20 lakhs pre¬ 
scribed by the Secretary of State as the working balance in ordinary years. As 
Local Funds have hitherto contributed Rs. 3,56,000 only gainst Rs. 8,17,000 
estimated in March 1897, the Government of India have directed that the Pro¬ 
vincial Revenues must make good the amount (Rs. 8,17,000—Rs. 3,56,000= 
Ks. 4,61,000) which the local bodies are unable to pay, and have accordingly 
reduced the closing balance of the Local Government from Rs. 10,00^000 to 
Rs. 5,39,000. The chief difficulty in realizing the full amount of contribution 
estimated in March 1897 lies in the fact that the Local Funds of the districts in 
which famine was anticipated, but was not actually declared, cannot fairly be 
called upon to contribute to expenditure incurred outside those districts, while in 
others the repairing of damages caused by the earthquake and the measures for 
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tho prevention of bubonic plague are likely to tell heavily on their resources, so 
that there may bo some practical difficulty in enforcing the full liability 
originally imjjosod. Tho question what contribution can bo demanded is 
under the consideration of Government. 

7. On the receipt side the revenue is expected to show an increase, as stated 
above,' from Rs. 4,54,83,000 to Rs. 4,61,07,000, or by Rs. 6,24,000. Of this, 
Rs. 4,00,000 are under Provincial Rates, owing to tho increase of cess demands 
from revaluations, and Rs. 3,65,000 under Irrigation and Navigation, from 
larger collections of water-rates on the Sonc Canals owing to tho dryness of 
the earlier part of the year and the consequent high demand for water. There 
are also small increases under Stamps (lis. 1,31,000), Jails (Rs. 1,02,000) 
und Marine (Rs. 1,46,000). Against these increases tliere are decreases of 
Rs. 3,00,000 under Excise, owing to the prevailing scarcity and higli prices of 
food-grains, in consequence of which a largo number of licenses have remained 
unsettled ill some districts, while in others settlements could only be oflbeted at 
reduced rates; and Rs. 2,57,000 under Miscellaneous, owing to partition fees 
and fees for Government audit of Incorporated Local Pounds being now 
adjusted in reduction of charges instead of being credited to that head. 

8- The net increase of expenditure is Rs. 9,32,000, which is made up 
of an increase of Hs. 8,60,000 under P^aniino Relief, tho reason of which is 
cxjilained in paragraph 6 above, and of Rs. 1,26,000 under Irrigation and 
Navigation, owing chiefly to an adjustment of the value of stock in the 
Dehri workshops, which is being transferred from Imperial to Provincial 
account. There are also increases in tho Civil Department due to the grant of 
compensation to the lower paid servants of Government for the dearness of 
provisions, which is estimated by the Accountant-General at nearly five lakhs, 
of which Rs. 1,32,000 appears under Law and Justice—Cimrts of Law, and 
Rs. 2,70,000 under Police, while the balance is distributed under several other 
lioads. Expenditure in the Medical Department has been increased by charges 
in connection with tho suppression of plague, and by the cost of tho camp at 
Baniganj for pilgrims to the liedjaz. Against these increases, savings are 
anticipated under Land Revenue (nearlj^ two lakhs), owing to partition fees 
being adjusted in reduction of charges instead of being credited separately 
under the head MiscclTaneous.

BUDGET ESTIMATE, 1898-99. 

9. The budget estimate for 1898-99 as passed by the Government of 
India adopts Ks. 5,39,000 as the opening balance, and places both receipts 
and charges at Rs. 4,55,30,000, so that the closing balance will be the same as 
the opening balance. Compared with the budget estimate for 1897-98, the 
total receipts for 1898*99 show a small increase of Rs, 47,000, while, as 
compared with tho revised estimate, there is a falling off of Rs. 5,77,000. This 
reduction is due to a special assignment of Rs. 6,23,000 having been made 
from tho Imperial Revenues in 1897-98 for survey and settlement charges which 
is not to be. repeated in 1898-99. The receipts from the Forest Department are 
expected to bring in less revenue owing to tho cessation of the sleeper operations 
in the Singhbhum Division, while the increase of revenue under Irrigation and 
Navigation realised in 1897-98 from water-rates in the Sono Canal is not 
expected to recur. The receipts under Marino also show a decrease- On tho 
other hand the Excise revenue is expected to recover with the general imj)rove- 
ment of agricultural prospects, and increased receipts are looked for under 
Provincial Kates from tho revaluation of estates. On the oxjicndituro side the 
total grant is Rs. 4,66,30,000 against Rs. 4,85,90,000, the budget estimate for 
1897-98,‘and Rs. 4,95,22,000, the revised estimate for the year. Tho reduction 
is chiefly due to no provision being made for Famine Relief, to the elimination 
of the grants for the administration of the South Lushai Hills which has been 
transferred to the Assam Administration from tho 1st April 1898, and to the 
hecessity of bringing the expenditure witliin the receipts of the year. The 
budget is explained somewhat more fully in the following part of the 
statement. 
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PART II.—Detailed Remarks on the Budget for 1898-90. 

RECEirrs. 

10. Land Revenue. —The total collections under this head in 1896-97 wore 
Rs. 3,87,08,379, and the estimate for 1898>09, including Rs. 7,51,000 for recov¬ 
eries on account of the Rihar survey charges, amounts to Rs. 4,08,73,000. The 
increase is chiefly noticeable under collections from Government estates which 
are estimated at Rs. 48,67,000 against Rs. 33,99,796, the actuals of 1896-97. 
Th(i increase is chiefly duo to the increased demands arising from the recent 
settlement operations whhJi a bumper harvest will render it possible to collect. 
The adjustments between Imperial and Provincial will probably result in a 
net transfer of Rs. 17,11,000 to Imperial in 1898-99, as shown below:—

12. Stamps .—The budget estimate of the total revenue from Stamps for 
1897-98 was passed by the Government of India at Rs. 1,74,25,000. The 
actuals in 1896-07 amounted to Rs. 1,75,74,296, and the latest returns from 
the Comptroller-General show that the receipts during the first eleven months 
fd 1897-98 exceeded those of the corresponding period of the preceedmg year by 
Rs. 04,000. As, however, a part of this increase must have been due to the 
execution of a largo number of bonds and documents on account of scarcity, 
the revised estimate for 1897-98 has been placed at Rs. 1,76,00,000 and. the 
estimate for 1898-99 at Rs. 1,76,56,000. The Provincial sW© is three-fourths 
of this sum, and amounts to Rs. 1,32,42,000, 
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13. Excise .,—The budget estimate of the total revenue under this lioad for 
1897 98 was Rs. 1,34,60,000 against Rs. I,;h3,99,312, the actuals of 1896-97; but 
as the settlements of excise sliops up to Slst May 1897 showed, owing to the 
scarcity then prevailing, a decrease of Hs. 4,01,1 as compared with the results 
of the corresponding period of 1890-97, the estimate was reduced to 
Rs. 1,28,00,000 in December 1897. The Comptroller-Generars latest statement 
shows tliat the revenue has gradually begun to roviv'O, and the revised 
estimate for 1^97-98 has been passed for Rs. 1,28,50,000. The (‘stirna.te foi- 
1898-99 has been placed at Rs. 1,32,50,000, and the Provincial share of one- 
half amounts to Rs. 66,25,000. 

14. Eromncial Rates ,— The actual collections of the Public Works Cess in 

1896- 97 ainountod to Rs. 43,07,112, and the receipts in the first 10 months of 

1897- 98 showed an increase of Ks. 1,18,679 over those of the corresponding 
period of tiie preceding j^our. The revised estinuito for 1897-98 has accordingly 
been raised to Rs. 44,30,000. The receipts frojn the general rate for the manage¬ 
ment of private estates aggregated Rs. 1,50,199 in 1896 97 and showed an in¬ 
crease of Rs. 19,148 in the first 10 months of 1897-98 over those of the 
receipts of the preceding year. The total estimate of collections for 1897-98 has 
accordingly been placed at Rs. 46,00,000. 

15. Forests^ —The receipts under this head have been entered at 
Rs. 2,67,000 less than the revised estimate for 1897-98, as the doinand 
for sleepers for the Rai Hareilly-Benaros Railway lias now ceased, aii<l no further 
departmental timber operations arc contemplatod. It is expected that 
Rs. 8,60,000 will he realised from timber, &c., received by purcllasers. 

16. Registraiion ,—The budget estimate under this head for 1897-98 was 
Rs. 14,20,000 against Rs. 15,44,695, the actuals of 1896-07. The receipts 
both in the latter part of 1896-97 and in the first six months of 1807-98 
wore comparatively large on account of the largi^ number of bonds, 
mortgages and deeds of sale registered owing to the prevailing scarcity; and 
the revised estimate for the year has bcoii placed at lis. 15,50,000. 
The increase in registration is not expected to continue during the current year, 
and the estimate has accordingly been placed at Rs. 15,10,000. 

17. Raw and Jtistk e—Courts of Law, —The receipts from magisiorial fines 
still continue to decline. The revised estimate for 1807-98 has hoeii placed 
at Rs. 7,90,000 and the estimate for 1808-99 at Rs. 7,96,000 against 
Rs. 8,22,122, tlie actuals of 1806-97. 

18. Jails ,—The estimate under this head is Rs. 10,06,0U0 against 
Rs. 9,70,703, the actuals of 1896 97. The increase is mainly duo to larger 
supplies of iiianufacturos to the Military Department and the Police. 

19. Police ,—The estimate under this head is Rs. 2,22,000 against 
Rs. 2,42,000, the revised estimate for 1897-98, and Rs. l,88,4 6o^ the 
actuals of 1896-07. The increase is due to larger recoveries on account of 
police supplied to railway companies and for punitive police. 

20. Marine, —The budget estimate for 1897-98 was Rs. 9,54,000, 
which has been raised to Rs. 11,00,000 in the revised estimate with relerence 
to the actuals of the first ten months of ihe year. Tho increase is 
mainly under pilotage receipts in Calcutta, which fluctuate with the tonnage 
of vessels visiting and leaving the port. Tho estimate for 1898-99 is 
Rs. 10,00,000. 

21. Education, —The estimate under this bead amounts to Rs. 6,62,000 
^against Rs. 6,99,000, tho revised estimate for 1897-98, and Rs. 5,64,666, the 

actuals of 1896-97. The improvement is due to tho inclusion of rccoipis from 
the Eden Hindu Hostel, and to larger receipts anticipated from the Kurseong 
Boys* and Girls* Boarding Schools. 

22. 'Scientific and other Minor Departments, —The total receipts for 1898-99 
are estimated at Rs. 2,31,000 against Rs. 2,19,000, the revised estimate 
for 1897-98, and Rs. 2,03,980, the actuals of 1896-97. The increase 
is expected partly from larger sales of quinine and partlj^ from receipts on 
account of the hostel attached to the Veterinary Institution at Belgachia. 

23* Miscellaneous,—'The receipts under this head amount to Rs 6,94,000 
against Rs. 9,35,000, the budget estimate for 1897-98, and Rs. 9,13,956, 
the actuals of 1896-97* . The decrease is due chiefly to partition fees being 
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now adjustod in reduction of char*^os in the Land Revenue budget instead of 
being credited to Miscellaneous, and paitly to the fees for Government audit 
of IncorjiOMited Local P’unds being now adjusted by deduction from the 
Provincial exp< nditure of Civil offices of Account and Control in the General 
Administrarion Budget. 

2 4:. Irritfation,—Direct receipts from Major Works ,—The budget estimate 
of direct receipts for 1897-98 was Ks. 19,o0,000, and the revised estimate 
has been taken iit Rs. 20,00,OOO; the reason of the increase of Rs. 8,50,000 is 
that on all the canals the collection of water-rates and the navigation receipts 
and on the Midiiapore Canal the miscellaneous receipts are expected to exceed 
the budget. The actual receipts during 1890-97 were Rs. 19,09,613, of wliich 
the sum of Rs. 18,05,121 was from water rates only. '^Jdie budget estimate for 
1898-99 is Rs. 17,02,000. 

25. Cioil Works ,—The estimate of receipts in charge of tho Public Works 

Department is Rs. 1,93,000, which is the same as tho budget estimate foi* 
1897 98. a(^tuals in 1890-97 were Rs, 2,71,309, but they included 

Rs. 30,507, being profits of tho ('alcutta Workshops, and Rs. 03,649, being the 
Government shiiro of the surplus profits of Darjeeling-Himalayan Railway for 
tho year ending 30tli Jnno I8V'(). The e.stimatc of receipts from works in 
cliarge of the Civil Department is Rs. 2,58,000, and Rs. 11,000 for rent of 
staging bungalows, which are credited under this head from 1897-98 instead 
of under the Ik ad Miscellaneous as heretofore. 

Expenditure. 

26. nefttnds and Drawbacks, —Tho total Provincial expenditure in I898d#9 
is estimated at Rs. 1,78,000, against Rs. 1,73,000, the revised estimate for 

1897- 98, and Rs. 1,80,744, tho actuals of 18f^0-97. 'I’he actuals for 1890-97 
included some special payments in the district of Faridpur to claimants of 
mesne prtdits which had been credited to Govormuent under Land Revenue 
Larger provision has been made under Stamps owing to tho anticipated increase 
in revenue 

27. Land llr'v^nue,~li^\iQ total Provincial expenditure for 1897-98 was 
originally estimated at Rs. 45, *‘1,000, but in the revised estimate this has 
been reduced to Rs. 43,85,000, owing to partition fees having been adjusted, 
under the orders of the Comptroller-General, in reduction of charges, instead of 
being credited to Miscellaneous, as heretofore. The excess expenditure under 
the head of grain compensation allowance has been counterbalanced by savings 
due to lower rate of exchange compensation allowance. The estimate for 

1898- 99 is Rs. 40,48,003, which includes a provision of Rs. 4,65,000 for Survey 
and Settlement charges, against Rs. 8,06,000 provided for in the budget for 

1897- 98. The following are the details of the charges under these heads for 

1898- 99;—

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Against this reduction larger grants have been made for agricultural and sani¬ 
tary improvements in Government fjstatos. 

28. Excise .—The total expenditure for 1898-99 is estimated at Rs. 6,92,000, 
against Rs. 6,09,000, the revised estimate for l^s97.9^s, and Rs. 6,96,420, the 
actuals of 1896-97. 'The estimate for 1898-99 includes a provision of Rs. 15,000 
for the supply of uniforms to the Excise Detective staff and for tlio strengthen¬ 
ing of that staff in Bihar in fsast* it is decided to introduce the system of tree-tax 
on toddy tret*H. The actuals <)f 1896-97 included charges for the construction 
and repairs of distillery buildings which have now been transferred to the 
Public Works Department. 

29. Pruoinvial Rales .—The Provincial expenditure for 1897-93 was 
originally estimated at Rs. 1,19,000, against Its. 71,204, the actuals of 1896-97. 
It was intended to revise the arrangement sanctioned in 1879, under which 
the Govorninent cost of collecting the coss was fixed oncr3 for all at l*'8. 48,000, 
wliich was equivalent to one-third of the cost as it then stood, and the balance 
was made payable by the District Funds. In settling the terms of the now 
contract, the Gov(*rnment of India were asked to make an assignment so that 
the Government share might be fixed at a sura equal to one-third of the cost 
actually incurred in 1896-97. But that Goverument was unable to make any 
assignment on this account; and in view of the diminished resources of this 
Government, it has been decided to defer sanction to the contemplated change 
for the present. The revised estimate under this head has now been reduced 
from Rs. 1,19,000 to Rs. 60,000, and the estimate for 1898-99 has been placed 
at Rs. 59,000 

80. Forests. —The budget grant for I89S-99 is Rs. 5,55,000, against 
Rs. 7,07,000 and Rs. 6,25,000, the budget and revised estimates for 1897-98 
respectively. Rupees 82,000 have been provided for in 1898-99 for Roads and 
Building (including Rs. 6,000 for a portable tramway in tlie Darjeeling Division, 
and 14,000 for the construction of two head-quarters bungalows, works 
which had to be deferred in 1897-98\ The increased provision in the budget 
for 1898-99 is also due to the fact that the reorganization scheme will now be 
fully worked up to, and that the vacancies in the class of Extra Assistant 
Conservators will be filled up. 

31. Registration. —The estimate for 1898-99 is Rs. 8,87,000, against 
Rs. 8,73,000, the budget estimate for 1897-98, and Rs. 8,52,358, the actuals 
of 1896-97. The increase is chiefly duo to larger provision for commissioii to 
Rural Sub-Registrars and remuneration to copyists and section-writers. 

32. General Administration. —The total f^rovincial expenditure in 1897-98 
was originally estimated at Rs. 17,28,000, but in the revised estimate this has been 
reduced to Rs. 17,02,000. The roduotion is hoininal and is due to the audit 
fees recovered from Incorporated Local Funds having been adjusted in 
reduction of charges under the sub-head “ Civil Offices of Accounts and Audit ’’ 
instead of being croditeil to the head Miscellaneous.’’ The estimate for 
1898-99 has been placed at Rs. 17,24,000, and includes a provision of Rs. 40,000 
foi' tho construction of a new steamer for the Commissioner of Chittagong, as 
the old one has become unserviceable. 

‘ 33. Law and Jmtice-^Oriminal Courts. —The original estimate of expen- 
diUiro for 1897-98 was Rs. 89,42,000, against Rs. 89,53,640, the actuals of 

1896- 97. The compensation for dearness of provisions, debited to this head in 

1897- 93i will probably amount to Rs. 1,32,000, and the estimate of total expendi¬ 
ture has been raised to Rs. 90,60,000 in the revised estimate of the year. The 
estimate for 1898-99 is Rs. 89,73,000, and includes larger provision for foes to 
pleadero in criminal cases and for process-serving charges. 

:34,^ Jails .—The estimate for 1898-99 amounts to Rs. 23,50,000, against 
Rs. 25y00,0p0, the revised estimate for 1897-98, and Rs. 25,01,572, the actuals of 
1896-97. Both the revised estimate for 1897-98 and the actuals of 1890-97 
included larger a^nts for dieting charges consequent on the rise of the price of 
food-grains. In the estimates for 1898-99 a provision of Hs. 7,00,000 has 
been • made for the purchase of raw materials, against Rs. 6,50,000 provided 
for in the estimates for 1897-98 and Rs. 7,.75,626, the actuals of 1896-97.

The original estimate of expenditure for 1897-98 amounted to Rs. 61,18,000, 
against Rs. (>2,19,099, the actuals of 1896-97. The revised estimate has 
been raised to Rs. 63,^»2,000 in ordcsr to provide for lls. 2,70,000 on account 
of grain compensation allowance for dearness of provision. The decrease in 
the budget for 1898-99 as compared with tlie revised estimate for 1897 98 is 
duo chielly to no expenditure being anticipated that year on account of 
grain compensation allowance, and to the transfer of the 8outh Lushai 
Hills I’olice to the Assam Administration from the 1st April 1898. Under 
Village Police provision has been made for the introduction of the Village 
Police system into Orissa under Act VI (B.O.) of 1870. Under District 
Kxecutivo ITorco provision has been made for the substitution of Sub- 
Inspectors for liead-constablcs, in accordance witli the recommendation of the 
Police Commission, for temporary police force required in connection with 
the various Plague Camps, and for additional police sanctioned in the 
Sorarnpore subdivision of the llooghly district and in the district of Backer- 
gunge. Provision has also been made for the revision of boat establishment 
and allowances in Backorgunge sanctioned as a tentative measure. 

66. Marine .—The estimate for 1898-99 is Rs. 8,91,009 against Rs. 9,11,000, 
the sanctioned estimate for 1897-98. The decrease is under ^ Pilotage and 
Pilot Establishment,the expenditure under which varies according to' the 
number and tonnage of vessels visiting the ports. A provision of Rs. 12,000 
has been made for a light for the Kutubdia Jight-house at Chittagong to be 
indented for from England. 

37. Education .—The total expenditure for 1898-99 has been estimated 
at Rs. 28,97,000 against Rs. 27,40,000, the sanctioned grant, and Rs. 27,80,000, 
the revised estimate for 1897-98. The increase is due to (1) the reorgani¬ 
zation of the Educational Service; (2) the appointment of two additional 
Inspectors and of two Sub-Inspectors ; (6 ) the large provision made for boarding 
charges in theKurseong Boys^ Boarding School; (4) the opening of a new board¬ 
ing school for girls at Kurseong; (5) tho provision for boarding charges of 
the Eden Hindu Hostel, a corresponding entry being made on the receipt 
side; (6) the examination charges of schools under the control of the Inspector 
of European Schools; and \7) lai*ger expenditure on grants for the encourage-^ 
iiient of literature and other purposes. I’ho provision for the Agricultural c^ss 
of the Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, and for apparatus for ^e miniiig 
course has been repeated. /

S8. Medical, —Tho estimate for 1898-99 shows an increase of Rs. 62,000 
over the charges originally sanctioned for 1897*98, of which Rs. 60,000 aie 
duo to the provision for tho prevontioii of plague. On the other hand the 
revised estimate for 1897-98 has been raised to Rs. 19,58,000 so as to provide 
a lakh and-ar-half on account of the above expenditure, while savings are 
anticipated under the head of salaries of medical men owing to tho deputation 
of several medical officers to military and famino duty. 

39. Scientific and ether Minor Departments. — rhero is an increase of 
Rs. 10,000 as compared with tho budget for 1897-98 which is explained by 
the increase under ^‘Veterinary Charges’^ owing to tho increase in the pay 
of lecturers, employment of additional establishment and provision for boarding 
charges of the students in the hostel attached to the school. The small differ¬ 
ences under other subheads do not call for special remarks. 

40. Miscellaneous, estimuto for 1898*99 is Rs. 19,000 less than 

the budget for 1897-98. The decrease is due to no provision having been made 
for special Gomiiiiasions of enquiry and also to the transfer of the charges for 
staging bungalows to head “45—Civil Works.” 

41. Irrigation Major Works. —Under the category of Major Works are 
included the Orissa Canals, the Midnw ore Canal, the Hidjili Tidal Caual^ 
and the Son6 Canals, the outlay for the construction and extension of all 
which has for tlie most part been advanced from the Ivpperial Treasury, while 
the Provincial Q-overnment, which gets all the receipts from these works, is 
responsible for the maintenance of them and fcir the payment of interest on the 
capital invested on them. The total grant for working expenses for 1898-99 
is Rs. 13,67,000 against Rs. 14,46,000, tho budget grant for 1897-98, and 
Rs. 13,60,000, the revised estimate for the year, as shown below:—

The decrease in the revised estim^^o for 1897-98 is duo to tho reduction of 
the grants for the Orissa, Midnaporo and Hidjili Canals against a small addi¬ 
tion of Rs. 23,000 to the grant for Sone Canals. The^ amount of Interest on 
debt‘varies with the amount outstanding from time to timo. 

42. Irrigation Minor Works in charge of the Puhlie Works Department.^ 
The revised estimate for 1897-98 is Rs. 17,44,000 against the budget estimate 
of Rs.‘ 15,25,000. The increase is mainly duo to the additional grants (1) of 
Rs. 1,05,000 sanctioned to meet the transfer of the stock of the Dehri AV^ork- 
shops from “49—Imperial” to this head; (2) of Rs. 30,000 for the repairs to 
the Kutubdia embankments in Chittagong damaged by the cyclone; (3) of 
Rs. 30,000 sanctioned for repairs to embankments in the South-Western 
Circle and other works; and (4) of Ib. 64,000 transferred from 42—Major 
Works to mi&et increased charges for capital expenditure on Orissa and Calcutta 
and Eaatem Canals. The budget estimate of total expenditure for 1898-99 
is Rs. 14,83,000 against Rs. 16,25,000 for 1897-98. The estiniate for 1898-99 
includes an assignment of Rs. 1,36,800 under Calcutta and Eastern Canali 
for the Bhangore khal improvement project against Rs. 3»78,000 in 1897-98. 
The variations under other heads are shown in detail in Appendix B. 
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43. Civil Works .—Tho expenditure in charge of the Public Work*

CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Ri 81 .ky moved that the Bill to amend the law relating to 
the Municipal affairs of the To'vn and Suburbs of Calcutta, and to authorize 
the extension of the same to the town of Howrah, be referred to a Select Com¬ 
mittee consisting of the Hon’blo Rai Durga Gati Banerjea, Bahadur, tho 
Hoti’ble Mr. Oldham, the Hon’ble Mr. Buckley, tho llon’blo Sahibzada 
'Mahomed Hakhtyar Shah, the Hon’ble Mr. Turner, the Hon’blo Baba Nurtmdm 
Nath Sen, the Hou’ble Baba Surendranath Bancrjee, the Hon’blo Mr. Spink and 
the Mover. 

The Hon’ble Babu Nobendfa Nath Skn said:—“ When asking for leave to 
introduce tho present Bill in Council, tho Hon’blo Member in charge of tho 
-Bill, with a view to explain tho necessity for an amendment of Act II of 
1888, pointed out how during tho nine years the Act has been in force ‘ it has 
■given rise40 more doubt and diffioultv as to its construction and operation 
than any Act that has been passed by t^ Council. It has been condemned 
'on • material points by the courts, by the many learned Counsel who hare 
advised on its interpretation, and by most of the officers who have had to do 
•with its working.’ So far, there ris Imrdly any difference of opinion, and 
I am prepar^ to <give'Diy cordial support to a Bill which seeks to remove 
’the'^bOvtaintiiBS and supply the dafioieneies of the Act, and ^to give the 
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Corporation and the Calcutta public, in its place, a well-considered and effective 
Code with clear and unainbig^uoua prc»visions. 

‘‘I regret, liowever, that the piesent Bill goes much further, and seeks to 
intr‘»duco radical changes in the constitut ion of the Municipality which are of a 
distinctly retrograde character, an i entirely subversive of the principles of Local 
Selt-Govcrnment in the Municipal Administration of Calcutta. 

In fact, Sir, 1 do not think that a measure of a more reactionary and revolu¬ 
tionary charact(3r has over been introduced in this Council, and not only the Indian 
rate-payers of this city, but also ail Indian inhabitants outside the limits of Cal¬ 
cutta, have been struck with dismay and consternation, and there is quite a panic 
among them. I am not in the least exaggerating tlie popular feeling on the 
subject. With all the pains that the Executive Government has taken to find a 
pica for the justification of its action in moving the Legislature in this matter, I 
submit, Sir, that not a shadow of a case has been made out against the Calcutta 
Municipal Corporation for striking a blow at its constitutional indepentienco. So 
far as the principle of the Hill is c yiicorned, 1 may bo pardoned for characterising 
the measure a groat mistake. It is unnecessary, unjust, and un^-allcd-for. 
is early fifteen months have boon spent in ruinnmging the old records of the 
Corporation to justify the present U^gishition. The plague, wliich is answerable 
for many of the ills from whi- h India has been suffering for nearly two years, 
oamo in, in time, to strengthen the hands of the Government. And here we 
are now in the midst of a crisis, such as has not visited Calcutta during the 
wliolo period of its municipal history. There would have been some intolH- 
gent reason for the propos^-d measure if it had been i>roecJed by a visible 
deterioration of health or an exceptional kind of unheaitliiness in tlie city, or 
by a well-grounded agitation against the administration of our municipal affairs. 
But we see no such thing. The present Bill is introduced on the mere 
assumption that ‘Calcutta is in a terribly insanitary condition.^ 

“At the present stage of the Bill, I have no intention to make any reference 
to the details of the measure, some of which ai"o open to grave objection, and 
will prove greatly oppressive to the rate-payors. I’hese are matters which can 
more fitly, and with greater advantage, bo discussed at a later stage. 

“Originally the town was divide<l into a small number of wards. Each 
ward elected its own Commissifmer, who received a monthly .salary of Rs. 250. 
The elected C(uumissioners, generally one European and three Indians, took their 
morning rounds daily to satisfy themselves of the condition of the roads and 
drains. This system was replaced by a Government triumvirate, consisting of 
the Commissioner of Police as Chairman, the Surveyor-General of Calcutta^ 
and a whole-time Vice-Chairman who conducted the Municipal Administration 
of the city up to the year 1863, when the Corporation was constituted under a 
body of Justices, appointed by Government In 1876 the Corporation was 
reconstituted on an elective basis, two-thirds of its members being elected by the 
rate-payers, and the remaining third being nominated direct by Government. 
In the legislation of 1888, the proportion of Commissioners, elected by the rate¬ 
payers, remained the same, but the Government conceded to the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce, the Calcutta Trades* Association^ and* the Port Commis¬ 
sioners the privilege of electing two-fifths of the one-third to bo nomiuated.by 
Government. 

“ The success of the elective system, introduced in 1876, was made the basis 
for demanding an extension of the elective element in the Corporation, when 
the present Act was before the Council, for giving the Commissioners a voice * 
in the appointment and removal of their Chairman, and for larger powers and 
greater independence in other matters, and although all the privileges asked for 
were not granted, some substantial concessions were made, and, ampng other 
things, the privilege of fixing the pay of the Chairman within certain limits, as 
also of demanding his removal from offico, was granted to the Commissioners. 
On the whole, the-policy of the Legislature in this matter has been liberal and 
progressive. 

“ Ouiing the last twenty^one years or so that the present system of Muni¬ 
cipal Government has been in force, immense improvements in various directions 
have been carried out; the old complaint of chronic financial embarrasammt 
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has entirely disappeared under the wise, and judicious administration of • the 
Commissioners, and in spite of the enormous outlay on works of improvement 
and the extension of the drainage system and of water-supply, both filtered and 
unfiltered, the finances of the Corporation during the last few years have never 
been in a more prosperous state, nor did its credit ever stand any higher than in 
the last few years. 

It is very much to be regretted that juab at the very time, when the system 
of Municipal Self-Government in Calcutta has been working smoothly 
and efficiently, and when the successful result of its working has shown itself 
in various directions, that this most objectionable legislative measure should 
be introduced in this Council. Authoritative testimony has been concurrent 
as to the good work, done by the Corporation under the present elective sys¬ 
tem. It is useless for me to refer to the docid|[d testimony, borne by the 
Sanitary Commission, appointed under Section 28 af Act IV (B. U.) of 1876 to 
enquire into certain matters connected witii the sanitation of Calcutta, that 
^ real and solid progress has been made ’ by the Corporation in the path of 
sanitary improvement; or to what was said by Dr. Kenneth Macleod some 
years ago, that ‘ to sight and sense Calcutta has, within living nSemory, under¬ 
gone a revolution,’ and that the policy of the Corporation has bocti attended 
with ‘gradual and progressive reform.’ I am afraid, that the initiation of the 
present measure is due more to a misappi'ehcii8ion of the actual state of things 
than to anything else, f<ir it is well known to those who can speak from 
personal knowledge and experience that the truth is, that if the Municipal 
Government has in this city suffered now and then, it is because of tlve apathy 
and negligence of the Executive. Many of the shortcomings of the Corpora¬ 
tion, as set forth in the letter of the Government of Bengal, dated the 7th 
March, 1898, to the Government of India, rightly belong to the Municipal Execu¬ 
tive, but they are sought to be laid on wrong shoulders. I think, Sir, that 
it is not right to make the Corporation responsible for any imperfections, unless 
it is empowered to appoint and remove its executive officers. At present 
it is impotent, in many instances, to enforce its orders. The Commissioners 
are now unjustly hold responsible for what is the result of the insouciance 
or negligence of their executive officers. In many instances, the executiv’e 
officers require w'atching aud control, so that they may be kept up to the work. 
Already the Municipal Executive possess large powers, and it is not at all 
desirable that those powers should be increased still further. And yet the 
Bill seeks to throw larger powers into the hands of the Executive. This is the 
most objectionable feature in the Bill, and I strongly protest against it. 
The powers, possessed by the Executive, are so large indeed, that some of the 
former Chairmen of the Corporation were looked upon as nothing short of 
autocrats. When the existing Act. was passing through the Council, there was 
great opposition to the proposed enlargement of the powers of the Executive. 
For the proper working of the Corporation, it is desirable that its executive 
officers should be made as little independent of it as possible, except in the 
matter of details. 

The irregular proceedings of the Municipal Executive in many mattets 
have become a hye-word among the inhabitants of this city. The Executive 
have failed repeatedly in the discharge of fheir most important duties, and 
to place larger powers in their liands would bo most dangerous. Indeed, 
I contend that the Executive have not shown that they are fit to be entrusted 
with still more extensive powers. It is a vicious system which obtains in Calcutta 
to combine administrative, executive, and deliberative functions in one and the 
same person, who happens to be the head of the Municipal Executive, when such 
,person is answerable to the Commissioners for many things, done by him 
in his executive capacity. Such a system docs not exist at least in Bombay. 
It is astraiige anomaly that the Calcutta Municipal Chairman should be allow¬ 
ed to preside over meetings, called to judge of the shoitcomings of the exe¬ 
cutive officers, of which he is the head. The Municipal Commissioners in 
cpnsequence not unoften feel powerless to cope with many evils. .No city 
.pipibably suffered more from giving extensive powers to the head of the 
, Municipal Executive as Bombay before 1872. ^ Before that time,’ to quote 

the words of Guide to Bombay for the current year, ^ the municipal 
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administration had been conducted by a Commissioner and the Bench of Justices; 
but the powers of the Commissioner were so extnnsive that he became practi¬ 
cally iiTcsponsible, and though he did excellent service to Bombay, he expended 
the rate-payers' money so lavishly, that in 1871 something like a popular 
revolution was accomplished, and the Govoriimont felt itself* compelled to 
create a new municipality in which the rate payers themselves should by their 
representatives have an authoritative voice.’ The instance of Bombay, 1 think, 
ought to be a sutliclent warning to C dcutta, and to put us upon our guard 
against the abuses which always result from absolutism. practically, the 

IJill gives absolute powers to the Municipal Chairman, subject to the contrcl 
of what 1 should call a packed General Committee of twelve members. If the 
Bill bo jmssod into law, we shall simply revert to the ‘good old rule, the simple 
plan’ of absolutism, which prevailed in Bombay at one time, and proved the 
ruin of that cify. I cannot too much dwell on the magnitude of the injustice 
of extending the large powers, already possessed by the Executive, when such 
powers have shown a frequent liability to be abused. 

The Coimnissioners, as* a body, and also individually here and there, have 
probably many shortcomings to answer for, but tluir worst enemies cannot 
deny that theirs is a record of work which any body of administrators may 
very well look back upon with pride and satisfaction. On the whole, I maintain 
that the fCommissioners have deserved well of Government and the Calcutta 
public, for the success of their administration, which is in no small measure 
due to the time and energy, devoted by individual Commissioners, unstintingly 
and ungrudgingly, and in many cases at considerable personal sacrifice, towards 
the work of the town. One might naturally have expected that when this 
Council next undertook the revision of the existing Act, it would show its 
appreciation of the woi*k, done by the Cori>oration, by an extension of the 
principles of Self-Government both in the ct)nstitution of Iho Corporation and. 
in the powers conferred upon it. It is sad and disheartening to find that 
the Government has come forward with condemnation of the Commissioners, 
instead of thanks, and with proposals to practically destroy self-government 
instead of extending it. 

“The Bill treats, I am sorry to find, with scant courtesy that element in the 
Corporation which has hitherto been the most predominant and most useful 
clement in it, and which has contributed so greatly to the success of Municipal 
Self-Government in Calcutta, and made it more a reality than a name. What 
has it done, that it should be practically kept out of the proposed General Com¬ 
mittee of 12, and why should that particular element, which has hitherto done 
the least for the Corporation or for the rate-payers, be alio ved to have a poten¬ 
tial voice in the deliberations of the General Committee? One of the most 
magnificent boons that England has conferred upon India is Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment, and since its introduction into this city, the Indians have shown them¬ 
selves to be in earnest in exercising fully and freely all rights of citizenship, 
accorded to them by law, and in making municipal institutions a reality in 
Calcutta. Wliether in Bombay or in Calcutta, the Europeans have^ not cared 
to trouble themselves much about municipal affairs, or to take ordinary pains 
even to be represented on the Corporation. Not only ha^e the European 
wards failed to return to the Corporation European Commissioners to represent 
their interests, but some of these wards have even sometimes failed to elect 
any Commi^sion^^rs at all; and in such cases the Government has stepped in, 
anj by reason of default on the part of thoso wards, nominat^^d, under the 
lawj fit persons to represent them, at tho expiration of the time, allowed by the 
Act. 1 distinctl^^ remember one such instance in which about 17 years ago, 
Ur. Cayley and my friend, Maulvi Mohamed Yusuf, Khan Bahadur, were nomi¬ 
nated by Government to seats on tho Municipal Board by reason of df)fauli ou 
the pari of wards Nos. 15 and 16. I do not know, Sir, on what principle of 
justice such treatment, as is contemplated by the Bill, should bo meted out 
to the Indians who have done so much to further the cause of Municipal Self- 
Government in Calcutta. If the Europeans have not been such a* strong 
element in the Corporation, it is their own fault. If they have been a 
minority, there is no help for it. And what the Bill in effect seeks iB to 
enable a minority to control a majority. If the voters of Calcutta haye elected 
so many Hindu Commis>ionors, it is because they have preferred them to otherS) 
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and it is because the Hindus form numerically the largest ratio of the popula¬ 
tion, that is over two-tliirds of it. It is better by far that tho semblance of 
free institutions wq have got in Gilcutta should bo altogether swept away than 
that there should be such legislative interforenofi as to restrain and hamper 
the elective system so much. People look upon tho present measure as a sort 
of class legislation, trying to introduce tho domination of a minority over a 
Vast majority, though the minority may have no abiding interest in tho city. 
No on© would deny tho iinportanc(3 of tho commercial and trading intorojsts, 
so far as the municipal administration of Calcutta is concerned. Tho Indian 
Municipal Commissioners of Calcutta have been always too glad of the help 
and co-oporavion of their European colleagues. The energy and zeal of some 
of the European Commissioners have contributed much to tho sanitary improve¬ 
ment of the city, and to tho merciless exposure of many irregularities of the 
Executive. The obligations of tho Endian inhabitants of Calcutta to tho local 
iiO!i-official European community are as great as they are numerous. What¬ 
ever of political life the Indian inhabitants of this city have acquired, they 
owe chiefly to their non-official European fellow-subjects. They know, too, 
that ihoy can cany out many municipal reforms effectually and promptly with 
the assistance of their European friends. Hut it is their misfortuiio that they 
have fallen upon evil times, that they do not often get such assistance as 
ihoy did in tho pa^t. The fact is that the present generation of non official 
Europeans are tno much engaged in their own business to be able to give any 
portion of their time and attention to public affairs. These are days of keen 
competition in the commercial and trading world. Tho JJill proposes to tempt 
them from their work by offering a fee of Rs. ‘3*2 for attendance at each meeting 
of tho General Committee. Hut this will hardly bo a sufficient inducement to tho 
higher class of Europeans. And so the proposed moasuro will fail in its object 
in this respect, while it will have the appearance of importing a race question, 
for tho obvious object of the measure is to break the preponderance of the 
Hindu element in tho Corporation. 1 know, that the great sin of tho Corpo¬ 
ration is its Hindu majority, and, however usoful work tho elected Hindu 
Commissioners may have done since the year 1876, tliej’' aro at prosout the 
best abused men in tho city, for whom no sneer or ridicule is too bitter or 
Scathing. 

‘‘The present Hill seeks to reduce the Corporation to a nullity by depriving 
it of all powers of control which it has exorcised during all these years, to the 
eminent advantage of tho administration, while it concentrates all powers in tho 
Executive and a committee of twelve, on which tho representatives of the 
rate-payors would bo in a standing and hopeless minority, and makes them to n. 
qertain extent independent of each other, and answerable to none. Nothing 
can be surer than this, that if the Bill bo passed into law in its present shape, 
tho popular element in the administration of tlie town, with all its safeguards 
against Executive high-handedness and extravagance, would entirely disappear, 
and give place to a system of adeninistratiou whiedi would be a curious admixture 
of despotism and oligarchy with all the attendant dangers of both. 

‘*Tiie explanation of tho attitude, taken up by Government in this matter, 
was shadowed • forth in your speech, Sir, at the opening of tho current sessi«*n, 
<fcud has since bt-eii given in an amplified form in tho speech of tho Hon’bl© 
Member in charge of the Bill, when asking for leave to introduce it in Council, 
and in the published correspondence between the Governments of India and 
Bengal on tho subject of the present Bill. 

“From an examination of these, it appears that, in the opinion of the 
Government of Bengal, the Municipality htis no constitution, that * everything 
is fluid and indefinite;’ that it is ‘ impossible to eay in what pait of tho system 
the Executive resides, or indeed whether there is any Executive at ail q that there 
was complete breakdown of the conservancy of the town at a critical period’ 
(referring obviously to the autumn of 1896, when the plague first appeared in 
Bombay), ^ and serious confusion in many other departments of tho municipal 
administration without the possibility of determining with any approach to 
certainty where the responsibility for such a state of things lies. ’ 

“ liio proposed remedy for all these evils is to define the powers of the 
Executive, which means to vest in the Chairman almost all powers wliicli uralor 
the express provisions of the present Acttlie Chairman can exercise on behalf of 
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tho Commissioners, subject to the possibility of their revision and control, and thns 
make him accountaVjle to no one; and others, including almost all those which, 
under the present Act, are reserved to the Cominissioners-in-ineeting, in a Com¬ 
mittee of 12, of which two-thirds would bo nominated by Qoverunient, and by 
the European mercantile and trading community, and the Port Commissioners, 
while only the remaining third will represent tho rate-payers. Leaving out tho 
general body of the Corporation which, if tho present Bill b© passed into law, 
would bo of no account, this Cominitteo of 12 would, for all practical purposes, 
be the governing body, and supply the place, occupied by tho general body of the 
Corporation under the present Act; and by tliisBillitisnow sought to roaucothe 
proj>ortion of elected members from two-thirds to one-third, and increase the 
proportion of the iioiiiiiiated Coinniissioners from one-third to two-thirds. 

Now, let us examine the position a little carefully. Under the present Act, 
tho Chuirimin has certain powers reserved to him. Certain powders are vested,in 
the Commissioners, and certain powers are reserved to the Commissionors-iii- 
mocting. Under the express provisions of law, all powers, vested in tho Com¬ 
missioners, can be exorcised by the (Chairman. 

“ But hc5 caniK»t act in opposition to, or in contravention of, any orders, 
passed by the Commissionors-in-mceting, and if any order, already passed by 
liim, is brought before a Mooting, and modified or disapproved, he has to modify 
or cancel his action accordingly. 

“The Hon’ble Member in chaige of the Bill sums up these provisions in the 
following words:—* The Chairman, us such, has virtually no powers under the 
Act. Whatever ho does, he does on sufferance with tho knowledge that the 
power he has ventured to use, may bo withdrawn from him by a Resolution, or that 
the action which he has presumed to take may bo upset with retrospective effect,^ 
and suggests by implicarion that if in these circumstances tho Chairman is 
apathetic or inactive, he has good reasons on his side. Now, I maintain that* this 
is not a fair suiiiniary of the situation at all. This would practically amount to 
saying that a person cannot, exercise any powers, unless he is to be made abso¬ 
lutely unaceonntablo to any one. Such a proposition would bo preposterous. 
Where aro the La’ounds for assuming that tho Commissioners arc a set of perverse 
men, who cannot be trusted with powcis of control with judicious discretion? 
Where aro the instances of reckless and irre8pon^ible exercise of the powers of 
control, and in tho face of the protests of tho Chairman ? 

“Far better it would be for the rate payers and i*osidenls of the town that 
tlie Municipality should be administered as a department of Government as 
it was before 1863, rather than its government should be made over to a handful 
of men, accountable to no one for their actions. 

“The present Act has been in force for nine years. There have been three 
Cliairmen during the first seven years of this period—tlie late Sir Henry Harrison, 
the late Mr. Harry Lee and Mr. Ritchie. Not one of them ever complained of 
tho reckless interference of the Commissioners, so as to seriously hamper execu¬ 
tive action. They w'orked with the-Commissioners generally in a spirit of har¬ 
mony, and there was no complaint* During the next two years there have 
been two Chairmen — Mr. Williams and Mr. Bright. Neither of them was 
suiliciently h>ng at the head of affairs to make themselves thorohghly acquairded 
with the work. Moreover, they were both in indifferent health, and have been 
obliged to go on furlough within a short time of their appointments to the 
office on the score of failing health, and if these gentlemen or any of them have 
thought lit to complain of the undue interference of the Commissioners; such 
complaints ought to bo rated at ttioir proper value, and not allowed to ovendde 
the opinion of equally able, if not abler, men, who have been longer connected 
with the administration of the Municipality. ’ ' 

“The next point which requires consideration, is what has been said about 
the breakdown of the conservancy of the town at a critical moment, and the 
existence of serious confusion in many other departments of the municipal 
administration without the possibility of determining where the responsibility 
lies. With the utmost deference to your opinion, Sir, 1 would submit that at 
would be quite possible to fix the responsibility on proper investigation, 
and I am stiorgly of opinion that in justice to the Commissioneps, us well as 
in the best interests of the town, such an investigation ought to have preceded 
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any leglalaiion for providing a remedy for the state of things referred to by 
Govcinment in this Council. It is my duty to toll you, Sir, v;ith tlie utmost 
emphasis at my command, that there is a very strong feeling among the 
Ooinmissioiiers that they have been condemned unheard. 

‘‘Without alluding in detail to the different departments in which 
confusion is said to have prcjvailed, I need only say that, in the absence 
of any proof to the contrary, it is obviously the Executive alone which 
must be held responsible for such confusicyi. To the credit of the Com¬ 
missioners, it should be said, and borne in mind, that it was mainly through 
their efforts, and sometimes, in spite of the ohstnictiveness of the Executive, 
that attention has from time to time been drawn to irregularities and mal¬ 
practices in different departments of the Corporation. It was the ComnussLoners 
who unearthed the irregularities in the Collector’s Department and in the 
License Department many years ago, and reorganised those departments. In 
recent years, tlie irregularities and malpractices in the Workshops, and in the 
Warrant Department, have been brought to liglit, through the exertion of the 
Commissioners, and even at the present moment, a strong Committee is now 
engaged in mu king enquiries with reference to certain allegations which, if 
substantiated, would prove that serious irregularities, if nothing worse, have pre¬ 
vailed in one of the spending departments of the Municipality, involving heavy 
loss of rate-payers’ mone 3 ’'. The executive heads naturally dislike enquiries 
by Committees, as when irregularities and malpractices arc eventually cstab- 
lislied, they indirectly reflect on the want of proper supervision b\" tho execu¬ 
tive heads. As I have already said, instances are not rare in which the 
Executive have supplied tho brake-power, and tho Commissioners had to 
supply the motive-power, in bringing departmental irregulaiities and malpractices 
to light. 

“ With refei*encc to the neglected state of tlic conservancy, I would merely 
draw attention to some of Dr. J.lanks’ reports, fie removed 14 tons of refuse 
from one privy in Harrison Road, and he reported that another privy* in Burlola 
Street was full of night-soil, and choked by 50 old shoes. ’l"his proves 
that the Commissioners were perfectly justitied in their reiterated complaint 
that the Health Officer and his supervising staff were not doing their duties, 
and that the Executive required a rudoawakening andstiicter interference from 
the Commi^ssioners. 

“ Dr. Banks reported thatsonio of the night-soil dep^^ts were in bad rej)air, 
and that in one of them, tlio floor was c‘oiiipletcly broken up. 'This proves 
that tlie Executive failed in attending to what was urgently required for the 
purposes of sanitation. 

“If, as Dr. Banks reported, the refusc-caits are so badly constructed that 
the bul^cks and ponies are needlessly knucked about, the E cecutivo alone 
can be considered at fault. If the surface drains are badly* aligned, and if 
the Conservancy Department throw urine Irom cowsheds into drains, instead 
of emptying it into the sewers, the inevitable conclusion ought t i bo that the 
Sixeoutive are inefficient, unless it can bo shown that the Commissioners pre¬ 
vented them from doing their duties. 

“ As regards the construction of insanitary buildings, it is an open secret 
that the Executive, instead of taking vigorous steps as soon as the constrac- 
tion of such a building is commenced, defer taking any action till it is too 
late. It is a fact that the Commissioners on several occasions ordered the 
demolition of houses, constructed in contravention of tho existing building 
regulations. Is it not worth enquiring why the Resolutions of the Commis¬ 
sioners were not carried into effect ? Only two explanations are possible. 
Either the building regulations are bad and unworkable, or the Executive are 
inefficient. If tho Building Committee, in a few cases, permitted slight devia¬ 
tions from .the b^’O-laws, and sanctionea plans, they dwindle into insignificance 
before the deviations taken no notice of, or permitted bj' the Executive. 

“On the first a^rm of the plegiio in Bombay reaching Calcutta, tho Com¬ 
missioners at once placed the sum of Ks. 3,000 at the disposal of their Health 
Officer for the adoption of precautionary measures against the plague —vide Pro- 
oeedings of the 26th Meeting of the General Committee held on 25 th September, 
18d6» A4 thbaame tiniO| the Oommiasioners requested the Health Officer to pay 
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daily visits to different parts of the town instead of three visits in the week, and to 
issue strict orders to Iiis subordinates to pay particular attention to the cleansing 
of the town. I'lio Commissioners did more. In addition to this, they indivi¬ 
dually visited dilferoiit parts of the town with the Acting Chairman to see how 
the work was going on. At their next meeting, held on the 28th September, 1896, 
the Health Officer asked for an allotoient of Rs. 36,000 for six months and 
Rs. 6,000 for the cleaiisingof certain filthy parts of the town, and for the adoption 
of precautionary measures against the plague. The Commissioners iminodiately 
consontod to vote a grant for the extra carts and coolies required, but declined 
to appoint any Medical Inspector or Chief Superintendent on Rs. 1,000 a 
month, since tliey coutouded that the Health Officer witii his existing super¬ 
vising staff ought to bo able to do the work. Eventually, at a special 
meeting of the Gonorul Committee, held on the 5th October, 1800, the pro¬ 
posal of the Health Officer to entertain a certain number of additional 
Medical Inspectors was sanctioned, and it wiis decided to apply to Govern¬ 
ment for the services of aii officer on a pay, not exceeding Rs. 1,000 a 
month, for thrct^ months, to superintend the cleansing of the town, and 
introduce a system of oi’ganisatiou, under which the town would get the fullest 
benefit of tlio amf)unt spent on its conservancy, it being the general opinion that 
through the ineompctoncy of the Executive in the Health Ifepartment, the Com¬ 
missioners did not gc t sufficient work out of the men employed. 

^‘Besides this, the Commissioners granted Rs. 1,000 for sower flushing, 
Rs. 31,410 for tlie construction of flushing chambors in ward No. 2, and Rs. 1,221 
for counoctiiig llui bathing platforms with the filtered water-supply, with a view 
ty relievo the unliltorcd vratcr-siipply for sewer flu.shiiig. 

The following passage is an extract from the letter of the Government of 
Bengal, dated 7th March, 1898:—‘Although on the 30th November, the Medical 
Board addn^ssed to tlie Corporation a number of specific recommendations for 
the cleansing of the city, it was not till the 22nd of January, and then under 
the strongest pressure from Government and the Medical Board, that they 
sanctioned a grant of Rs. 30,000 towards a further tempox'ary establishment 
for cleaning up the town.’ Nothing could bo more unfair to the Commissioners 
than this. The f!!ommis.sioners had long before this resolved on spending any 
reasonable amount of money for thoroughly cleaning up the town, and it 
was entirely duo to the Executive that a definite scheme was not laid before 
the Commissioners until Januarj^, 1897. 

^‘Tho Bengal Chamber of Commerce have a potent voice in the Corpora¬ 
tion, if they only choose to exercise it. They have in their individual capacity, 
a largo property vote, and besides have the privilege of sending four repre¬ 
sentatives directly to tho Municipal Board. The representations of the Chamber, 
whether made directly by thorn or through their representatives, have always 
received tho rospeciful and prompt attention of the Commissioners. ^ 

I would hero take the libeity of quoting the opinion of a European 
gentleman who has sat on tho Municipal Board ever since the present Act came 
into operation, as a representative of the Calcutta Trades Association:—^It^ is 
taken for granted that because wo, European Commissioners, are in the minority 
that wc can do nothing, and that in any attempt at reform, we are outvoted and 
sat upon by an overwhelming majority. This is not my experience; and I 
have beem a Commissioner for seven years, and I can honestly say, and I feel it 
my duty to say, tliat in all my attempts at improvement in the special subject 
I nave taken in hand, I have received tho readiest as>istancei and no opposition 
from the natives, but the difficulties I liave been confronted with have always 
been from the Executive. Improvements have been initiated, passed without 
opposition, funds found and voted, and yet owing to the ineptitude of tho 
J'^xocutive, nothing has been done.’ 

‘‘The weakest part of the Bill is that it makes an indirect attempt to 
undormiuo the independence of tlieCorpr>ration, and to rcSuce it to a non-entity. 
It deals almost a death-blow at local self-government If self-government 
in Calcutta has failed, let it be abolished by all means. But while it lasts, its 
integrity and independence must be respected. .. .. 

“ Municipal self-government is an imp<^rlajit political experiment in this 
country. Not many years ago, Her Ma|i3iE^ the Queen-Empress attached. 
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particular significanco to the successful development of this movement, on which 
depends the chance of any further extension of the representative system 
of government in tJiis country. The succtjss of the experiment is now 
an admitted fact. To use some of the words and arguments of a Bombay petition 
from the municipal body of that city, submitted to Government some yeans ago, 

* such general success is compatible with occasional blunders and miscarri¬ 
ages. ’ Municipal Corporations in India have been established in pursuance of a 
policy which aims at fostering habits of self-government among the people of 
this country. Habits of self government cannot bo acquired or usefully ex¬ 
ercised without freedom of action. The danger of a Municipality lies in its 
liability to too mucli interference of Govertinieiit with its duties and responsibili¬ 
ties, however wholesome Government interferenco sometimes may be. Too 
much of such interference will deprive a Municipality of that independence, so 
essentially necessary to its successful working. Government should not bo 
allowed to usurp tho functions of Municipal bodies, except when tlioy are 
proved to bo wrong. This Bill is essentially opposed to tho principle on 
which the Corporation is constituted. It is calculated to destroy the sense 
of trust and responsibility, reposed in tho Coiniaissioners. It will make the 
Corporation self-governiug only in name. TJiis Bill goes against some of tho 
fundamental principles, enunciated in tho Resolution of the Government of 
India on Local Self-government, dated the JOtli October, 1881. Some of these 
principles are : — 

‘ The Governor-General in Council has no hesitation in stating liis con¬ 
viction that the only reasonable plan,open to tho Government, is to induce the 
people themselves to undertake as far as niuy be the management of their 
own affairs, and to develope and create, if iummI be, a capacity for self-help 
in respect of all matters that have for imperial reasons to bo retained in 
the hands of the representatives of Government. 

* The non-official members must be led to feel that real power is placed 
in their hands, and that they have real responsibilities to discharge. It is 
doubtful whether they have, under present arrangements, any sufficient in¬ 
ducement to give up their time arid attention to tho transaction of public 
business.’ 

“ In giving his qualified assent to the existing Act, Lord Ripon, as Viceroy 
of India, said :— 

* Having regard to the great importance, attaching to the development of 
municipal and other similar iustitutiuns iu India, it appears to the Governor- 
General most desirable to avoid as far as possible taking any step which 
may have the appearance of arresting tho growth of such institutions or of 
unauly restricting their liberty of action.’ 

“ In another place he remarked :— 

* ' It must be remembered that the introduction of municipal institutions 
into India is only of comparatively recent date, and that even in England, 
where such institutions are of long growth, and are consonant with tho habits 
of the people, many^ instances might be adduced from the records of Town 
Councils and other local bodies not only in the past, but also in the present 
day» of proceedings little, if at all less, open to criticism than the most notice- 

*abio of the cases which have given ground for complaint in this country.’ 

** The fate riot only of the Calcutta Corporation, but the development also 
of local self-government in this country, Avill depend very much upon what 
ultimately awaits this Bill. I have no hesitation in saying that tho Bill is a 
direct menace to the existence and extension of local self-government in this 
country. 

*^In tho Statement of Objects and Reasons, appended to tho Bill, we are told 
that it is sought to attiiin the ends of the Bill by reconstructing the existing 
Act more or less on the lines of tho Bombay Municipal Act with certain 
material changes, &c. But it is most curious that while the Bill copies some 
of the sections of tho Bombay Act, more or less important, it eschews altogether 
some of the redeeming features in the Bombay Municipal system. It would 
have been a decided gain to our city if tliu constitution of the Calcutta Corpora¬ 
tion had been assimilated somewhat to that of the Bombay Corporation. Tho 
Standing Committee of the Bombay Corporation, corresponding to the General 
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Committee of the Calcutta Corporation, has its own separate Chairman. Il 
consists of 18 nnnjjbers, of whom 8 are appointed by the Corporation, and 
4 by Government, the Chairman holding liis office for a year only, and is 
elected by the members of the Committee, "i’^he Corporation Jias also it? 
own separate Chairman, who also holds his office for a year, and is elected 
by the members of that body. TJio entire executive power and responsibility 
are vested, for a renewable term of tliree years, in the head of the Municipal 
Kxecutivo, who is known as the ‘ Municipal Commissioner of the City oi 
Bombay.^ Ho is entitled to be present at all the mootings of the Stand* 
ing Committee and tlie Corporation, to take part in the discussions at those 
meetings, but he is not allowed to vote upon, or to move any Uesolutions. The 
head of the Bombay Municipal Executive does not possess such uncontrolled 
autliority as the Calcutta Municipal Chairman does. While the head of the 
Executive of the Bombay Municipality is not allowed tt> vote at any of its 
meetings, the Chniriimn of the Calcutta Municipality is allowed a casting vote, 
and also to move any Resolution he likes. The system is wrong in principle, and 
leads to much abuse. The Bill gives no power to the Calcutta Commissioners 
to elect their own (yhairnian, either of the General Committee or of the Cor¬ 
poration itself, while the Chairman is allowed to bo the Chairman of the 
Corporation as well as of the General Comraittoo, and to bo at the same time the 
licaa of the Executive. If the Calcutta Chairman, therefore, is not an autocrat, 
I do not know who is. And yet the Bill seeks to make him a greater autocrat 
still! A more dangerous state of things can hardly bo conceived, and 
the worst of it is that while the 78 Commissioners, of wliom 50 arc elected, arc 
allowed to remain untouched, they will be all dummies excepting the fortunate 
twelve within the charmed circle of the General Committee. The elective 
S 3 *stein will remain only in name, while ever 3 ^thing will be done by the Mun- 
cipal Chairman or rather Municipal autocrat, in the sacred name of that system! 
The General Committee will be a packed body altogether, for out of the 12 
iiiemhers, constituting the Committee, not 8, as in Bombay, but only 4 will bo 
returned by the Corporation; and with the help of this packed body, the 
Chairman may at an 3 ^ time execute his sweet will and pleasure.’’ 

• The Ilon’ble Mr. , Turnkr said:—On behalf of the body which I have the 
lionour to represent, the Bengal Chamber of Coinmerco, I bog to express my 
entire satisfaction at the introduction of the Bill now under discussion which 
aims at the iniprovement and partial re-construction of the municipal body as it 
now exists in Calcutta, and I congratulate the Hon’ble Member in charge of the 
Bill on the veiy able, clear and exhaustive statement which ho made on the 
occasion of introducing the measure into this Council. Tho Chamber of 
Commerce has addressed the Government of Bengal on the shortcomings of tho 
Calcutta Municipalit 3 ’ at various times, notably in July, 1895, September, 1896, 
Sind January, 1897. In July, 1895, the Secretaiy of the Chamber had occasion 
to call the attention of the Secretary to the Government of Bengal to tho 
increase of fever of a typlioidal character throughout tho city and the insanitary 
construction of the city generally. The letter also referrcxl to the possible 
danger of, and the very serious consequences which would follow from, the intro- 
ducti<)n of plague into Calcutta which at the time had appeared slightly at* 
Singapore. Mr. Clarke, tho then Socretar}?^, went on to sa^’ : ‘ The Committee 
have reason to believe that there is a very strong feeling on tho part of a section 
of the community that efforts should bo put forth by those responsible for 
tlio health of tho city to grapple with its insanitary evil, and I am to say that 
as ill© Municipal Commis.sionor 3 have failed to do so, tho Committee consider tho 
time lias arriv'ed when the Government of Bengal should lend its influence and 
help to recti y the state of affairs I have alluded to.’ The attention of Govern;*- 
merit was also dravrn to the terrible state of tho trenching ground to tln> sou^* of 
the city at Ooragacha in tho midst of the populous suburbs of Alipore, and tho; 
Comniittoo appealed to Government to take action under the controlling Bootion 
of Act II of 1888. • 

“ In 1896, the Committee of the Chamber had again oocaaion te 
attention of the Local Govornmont to the necessity for takin^g 
tions to prevent the importation of plague into Oaloutto, a 
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the Committee considered was beyond the power or capacity of the Municipal 
Corporation to deal with. 

“In January, 1897, the Secretary to the Chamber addressed a long com¬ 
munication to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Municipal Dopaii;- 
ment, dwelling earnestly on the very serious state of the city of Calcutta which 
was a source of danger and apprehension in the face of the plague existing in 
Bombay. The Committee referred to the report of the Medical Board, dated 
28th October, 1896, on the sanitary condition of Calcutta, especially to the com¬ 
plaints of the bad working of ^ the sewerage system of the city, the want of 
sufficient water for flushing drains, and the coiisof|uent tendency for the sewers 
to ‘ become elongated cess-pools.’ The letter referred to the disgraceful condi¬ 
tion in which certain portions of private houses wore kept and the terrible 
state of insanitation which constituted a permanent and standing threat against 
the health of the inhabitants and the prosperity of tho city. The Committee 
consid»ed that tho report called for more than the attention of the Municipal 
Commissioners, as the matter concerned not only the Government of Bengal, 
but the Supreme Government. They called upon tho Government to con¬ 
sider the question of legislation for tho improvement of the Municipal Act 
so as to make it more readily effective. 

“ As regards the question of the sanitation of Calcutta, 1 think it must 
be admitted by all parties that it is a mattej* which not merely concerns 
our Local or Impeilal Government, but it is a matter of Inieniutional 
importance. For some years past the attention of Foreign Powers has been 
directed towards the health of India. I reinenib(^*r some few years ago, when 
an outbreak of cholera occurred in Bombay, how certain Continental Powers 
at once took fright and issued stringent orders in regard to the quarantine 
of all vessels sailing from Bombay. The rules were strictly and rigidly 
enforced. After a time the former stringent restrictions against an ordinary 
epidemic, such as we look upon cholera in this country, were generally 
modifled, but with tho advent of plague to India, Foreign Powers have become 
more alive than ever to tho necessity for watching cnrefully the sanitary con¬ 
dition of India as a whole. But as the Hon blc Mr. Itislcy observed, Liplo- 
macy and Science joined hands, and the famous Venice Convention uf 1897 was 
an all-important result. Clear and absolute rules wore drawn up in regard to 
the treatment of cargo and passengers arriving from infected ports. Disinfec¬ 
tion and observation were substituted for quarantine, and the regulations agreed 
to were fair and reasonable. But a stricter watch than ever is kept on the 
sanitary condition of India, and it is therefore not only necessary, but tho duty 
of Government to take such steps as will provide lor an efficient and complete 
working of the municipal bodies in all Presidency towns. It is difficult, it is 
almost impossible, for us to realise what would be meant if plague apj)eared in 
Calcutta, and Foreign Powers blocked tho importation of merchandise from 
Calcutta, Bombay and Kurrachee. It would mean that tho foreign export 
trade of India would cease; disaster to the commercial classes would follow, and 
a financial crisis might have to be faced by the Government itself. Now I 
think it cannot be denied that in view of all this the commercial interest in 
Calcutta is not one to be disregarded. Further, I would remark that total value 
of ifnports into Calcutta amounts to no less than 88 crores per annum and our 
exports to 51 crores, so that the commercial class has surely a great and reason¬ 
able claim upon Government to have its representations considered, and also to 
.have a reasonable share in the management of municipal matters in this great 
city. 

“It has been urged in some of the A agio-Vernacular papers that the 
present constitution of the municipality is a complete popular representalion 
that enormously good work has been done in the past, multifarious improve¬ 
ments have 'taken place in the city by the construction of new roads, the 
opening of congested areas and bustee reclamations; and one particular journal 
goes on to say : ^ the Commissioners are elected representatives of the people, 
who do their work from a sense of pure public spirit. But the head of the 
Govenment is not on th6ir side, nor are tho members of the Anglo-Indian 
communityk And do you know what are the Commissioners for ? It is to keep 
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tho Europeans in comfort and luxury at the cost of the general body of rate¬ 
payers. They, the Europeans, must have more water, more gas, wider and 
cleaner streets and belter conservancy, all |t the cost of the Indian ta,x-payer. 
In short, tho Commissioners exist not to do duty to their constituents, but to 
pander to tho convenience of the European community.’ Kow, Sir, if an 
educated journalist cau write in this unfair and absurd manner of matters 
which vitally affect the city and tho country at large, is it possible for \xs to 
convince him or his friends of the necessity for absolutely perfect sanitation 
and for improvements which no human being of ordinary intelligence can deny 
are sadly and urgently needed ? It must be known that the supply of pure 
and filtered water is an enormous benefit to the people at large* It must be 
admitted that wider and cleaner streets and better conservancy must improve 
the health of tho very humblest of the citizens of Calcutta. Europeans as a 
rule can get away from tho dangers of insanitary Calcutta, but the poor 
people are obliged to remain and to suffer in silence from I will not lay the 
incapacity but tho indifference of their fellow-citizens, who comprise the 
majority of the Municipal Commissioners. 

Now 1 quite admit that some good work has been done in the past few 
years, although on some occasions it has taken years instead of months to work 
out matters of vital importance. I understand the drainage works which 
were commenced some two years ago wore for seven years under consideration. 
Now I will undertake to say that had this matter been in the hands of a compact 
body of picked men, such as I hope and expect the new Standing Committee will 
be, this matter of drainage, a matter of supreme importance, would have been 
decided uf)on and completed in as many months as it took years under the present 
^stem. As regards the shortcomings of the Municipality, 1 am bound to say that 
1 do not think they fully appreciate the intense necessity for sanitary improve¬ 
ment. I do not blame the Municipal Commissioners entirely for the result, rightly 
described as tho appalling disclosures of the Medical Board enquiries in 1896. 
The Executive seem to have been partially responsible, but it must be remembered 
that tho Executive were trained to consider each Commissioner as his master, and 
how can any man serve 75 masters ? Then, too, it has been most unfortunate that 
in the past three years we have had as many Chairmen of the Municipality. 
Constant changes of heads of a department are disastrous, and I am strongly in 
favour of having the appointment of Chairman made a permanent one. This 
will moan either that the salary of the post must be made sufficiently high to 
retain the services of a Civilian with brilliant prospects before him, or Govern¬ 
ment must go outside the Civil Service for their selection. This is a matter 
which I would ask Government to seriously consider. But apart from this 
consideration, it must be allowed that at times the Municipal Conmissioners 
have proved seriously obstructive and have opposed various improvemento for 
reasons which are inexplicable. I would refer, for instance, to that Ha^ison Road 
scheme, which has opened up one of the most, congested Iqcalitim. in Calcutta. 
It was in 1888 vigorously opposed by all the Hindu. Oomm^noners with 
the exception of six* Eventually, the scheme W;a*s through by the

absolute failuro to rsaliao' what 'were the rights of the city, as combed w^h 
individuals.' And it was because thait was the very wew taken 'ny'evei^ oapiwlp 
they were tbe very persons who failed to appreciate what was the meaui^ w IRo of a 
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city* that what Mr. Cotton said acquired such immonse importance. Was it possible to 
entrust the lives and health of the people to a body of Commissioners, whoever they might be, 
who so little appreciated the enormous and transoendant importance of making improvements 
of this kind.’ 

Again in 1896, when the Health Officor’a proposal for increased expendi¬ 
ture to’provide for precautions against the plague was under discussion, Maulvi 
Abdul Jubbur declared that ‘ pestilence and famine were a divine chastise- 
ment for our sins and like the Excise Revenue in Bengal are yearly on the 
increase and keep pace with the advancement of what you call civilization. 
No human agency can fight against a decree of heaven.’ On the same occasion 
another gentleman, who, I believe, has^ been educated at Oxford, also opposed 
the proposal and said ‘though there might bo overcrowding among natives, and 
though they might live in insanitary conditions, their fathers and grandfathers 
had lived in the same way and under very much more insanitary conditions 
and had attained great age.’ These quotations go to show that some at 
any rate of our present Municipal Commissioners entirely fail to appreciate the 
absolute necessity of keeping pace with modern requiremonts in matters 
sanitary or the gravity of questions brought up for their consideration. 

“ Now as regards the Bill itself, it has been objected that too much independ¬ 
ent power will be given to the Executive, and that the Municipality will be 
too much in the hands of Government. Suction 22 which empowers Govern¬ 
ment to step in and act on certain occasions, expressly stipulates that such action 
will be taken only if the Municipal Commissioners neglect their duties, and if 
the Corporation fail to comply with the orders which may bo given after due 
enquiry has been made by a Commissioner or by a special officer deputed for 
the occasion. As to the question of Government interference, generally we 
overlook the fact that in cases of breakdowns at important crisis, the Govern¬ 
ment of India look to the Local Government and not to the Corporation. The 
eyes of the world in fact are fastened on the Government and not om a muni¬ 
cipal body in case of shortcomings. 

“ Now in England where municipal bodies exist, I suppose in almost every 
town it is not an uncommon occurrence for the Local Government Board to 
interfere in questions where Municipal Board are unablo or unwilling to 
carry out urgent necessary improvements. I may quote the Thames Valley 
drainage works. At one time the sewage from most of the riverine towns on 
the banka of the Thames was discharged into the river, this was always an 
objectionablo feature, and at length thev^ the Conservators of the river Thames 
took action and obtained an injaction a^inst the practice. After considerable 
delay the Local Government Board stepped in ana insisted on the river drainage 
works being effected, failing which the town to which I refer was to be heavily 
penalised. Action was ultimately taken, and the sewage disposed of by a 
chemical process. The Local Government Board also, 1 believe, goes to the 
length of insisting upon loans being raised to carry out necessary works, so 
that in taking action to put the Calcutta Municipality in order the Government of 
Bengal merely follow the practice adopted in England. 

‘‘ Then again it has been said that this is a serious interference with Local 
Self-Governmeut and the declaration of Lord Ripon in 1882. In this connec¬ 
tion I would like to read an extract from a speech made by His Excellency 
fhe Mwqui^ of Ripon on the 8th November, 1882, when he addressed the 
Mjunicipwty of Lahore. While deprecating any attempt to drive those who are 
to Z0$ncgp local,institutions too hard and fast, ho went on to say that:— 

‘Tii^agh Id^Bx^e to see patience exeioised, and though I deprecate haste or undue 
Olid oyereisger expeotatiops o| immediate results, I, on the other band, am firmly determined 
t^t experiment shall, npt. fail through the pertinaoiouB nesrleot, through tbe sloth or 
tKiroiigh the continued inoompetenoe of the loqal bodies that ore about to spriog up. Not to 
do so would be to betray the policy which we aro advocating and to abandon those interests 
that we hi^ve most near at heart. We must, therefore, retain sufficient control over these local 
bodies, a control vaiying in different parts of the country according to the advancement of 
the people and the oiroumstanoes of each district. Wo must maintain, I say, sufficient control 
over those looid bodies to see that they do not permanently, obstinately or slothfuLly neglect 
their duty towards their fellow-citizens ana that control. Gentlemen, I, for my part am 
determinea to maintain, and Itrpstthat it will.be applied patiently, but still firmly, by Local 
Governments.’. 

<< BhU I contend^ that it is no interference with the principle of self-govern- 
menA at jdlv nor can it be described as a retrograde measiu'e when a represeuta- 
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tion of all sections of the community is more fully and equally ensured than 
under the old system. The essence of Local Self-Government is, I take it, the 
fair representation of all classes. I cannot imagine that it was ever intended 
that one section of the community or one class of that section should be the 
predominant power and in fact control the working of the Municipality. This 
is the case under the present regime^ and it is a state of things which most 
decidedly justifies Govorrimont in its present legislation. I iiave no doubt 
it will bo said that Europeans will take no more interest in municipal matters 
than of old, but 1 absolutely deny IhiH. As regards the Chamber of Commerce, 
even though some of iho leading members may have their time too fully 
occupied to attempt to take up municipal matters, there are many men of 
excellent business qualifications fully equal to the task of assisting in the 
administration of the municipal conduct of the city, who are, I believe, sufficient¬ 
ly public spirited to give up some of their time when they see that the General 
Committee is really a workable and businesslike body, and that time will 
not be wasted in fruitless discussions. 

It appears to be taken for granted that the Members of the Chamber are so 
iadiflferent to tlie municipal administration of the city that they tacitly con¬ 
sent to being reiiresented by native incmbors. At one time, however, when 
tho 1889 Act eaiiio into force the Chamber was represented by European 
members, and for many years these gentlemen were regular attendants at 
the meetings of tho Corporation, but each in turn withdrew in disgust after 
finding out lliat tho meetings wore an utter waste of time and that the native 
majority swamped their proposals and obstructed their reforms. 

8o, too, Europeans will no lunger stand for tho wards in tho European 
quarter of tho tfjwri, because they find that they are of no use to their 
constituents against tho overwhelming majority of opposition to reform. 

Once tlie new system has been inagurated and is in fair working order, 
there will*be no lack of Europtians quite ready to come forward as of old to 
represent tho various interests of tho wards in which the Europeans chiefly 
reside. 

“ As regards the new laws and regulations relating to the buildings and 
streets of Calcutta, I have not had time to examine f.hem in detail, but I think 
there can bo no disputing the fact that our first requirement is enlargement 
of a number of the main thoroughfares, especially those leading through 
tho native town and that these main thoroughfares should bo intersected 
by streets running at right angles, jpo that the town itself, should as it 
were bo split up into a number of squares. I would also urge for 
the provision of open spaces, not on behalf of tlie Europeans (as some 
of my native friends might think), but on behalf of the poor, especially the 
children, who, under present circumstances, seem to take their enjoyment by 
playing over tho open drains of the streets and bustees. There is no 
doubt that Calcutta is extending rapidly towards Alipore and Ballygunge 
and care should be taken that maidans be preserved for the use of tho 
public. If necessary, they should be acquired by Government under the 
Land Acquisition Act, and so provision be made for open air space, which 
like the maidan of Calcutta, will prove tho lungs of the district in which 
they arc situated. “ . 

behalf of the mercantile community, I would tender to you, Sh*, 
our grateful thanks for having grappled with tho great and important 
question of municipal reform and the improved sanitation of Calcutta. 
You have done so at the risk of losing a certain amount of popularity 
with a section of tho community, but your sense of duty and responsibility 
has overcome all sentimental feelings, and you have now, as you have always 
done, acted fearlessly and uprightly regardless of possible oeusure from . those 
who disagreed with your convictions, and happy in the feeling that, you are 
doing the greatest good for tho greatest numDer.’’ 

The debate was adjourned to Monday, the 4th instant.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OE THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATiONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF MARCH 1898. 

Wkatukk during: March waB in it^ general features more abnormal than usual, and the 
changes woro nt timos so irregular that it is dilBoult, taking account of the limited space over 
wliioh the laud obsorvations iu the ooconipanning iablos extend, lo give a oonnootod account 
of the dipturbancos which occurred during the month. 

The cl'ief peculiarities iu the weather, mainly due to the line of advance of the shallow 
depressions, were— 

(1) an almost entire absence of rainfall ; 

(2) the quick fall of temperature which was more noticeable in night than in day 

readings; 

(3) the relatively low pressure over Burma, which followed the passage of the 

depressions and caused dry morth-westerly winds over Bengal instead of the 
southerly winds more usual at that season of the year. 

Two yioriods of disturbed weather ocourrod, one in the first w'oek and the second 
about the beginning of the tliird week. The depressions were both very sliallow, so much 
HO that it was difiicult to recognise their approach; btit they were followed by a rapid rise 
of pressure wliic?h had proljably a good deal to do with the siihsequont low prcssui'o over 
Burma, as the rise stopped short over Bengal, The wave of rising pressure in the first 
case moved over Bengal from the west, while in the seoend it began in North Bengal and 
appeared lo extend south-weefAvard, but ultimately with the sanio result on the general 
disiributioii. In each case readings became highest in Bihar and lowest iu the south of 
Burma, c*onsequently, with a reversal of tla* gradient. 

Fairly general light showers fell in Bihar and North Bengal during the passage of 
the first depression, lait with the second i>raotioally the only rainfall was reported from 
Chitlagong Altogether, as may be seen from the rainfall table at llio end, the various 
divisions of tlio province received only a snmll fraction of the normal amount for March. 
In East Bengal, on an average, it was *2 iiuili instead of 2*59 inches, in Biliar *11 inch, 
and in Sontli-VVost Bengal, Orissa and Ch<»ta Nagpur the amount was barely measurable, 
v'lioreas in ordinary years the south-westtm districts receive about i inch. 

Owing to the ahsenco of cloud, day loiiiperatures were not so h)W as is usual during 
disturbed weather; hut as north-Avosterly winds became established and continued for some 
days, the nights wore much cooler than usual. The difference from the jiormal for the 
month in day temperatures varied from excess of 4° in South-West Bengal to a small 
defect iu tlio north of the province, while mean njinimuTn temperature was below the 
normal eA’orywhere, by amounts varying; from nearly in East Bengal to in the Avest of 
Bihar. Owing to this excess during the (lay and the defect at night, the average difference 
from the normal for the whole day is not huge, rarely more than 

At tlio beginning of the month theio were signs of a depression over the northern 
districts, but not AveB marked. I’roBSure, Avbich during the previous day had fallen briskly, 
was A*ory unife rm and above Die normal by small amounts. The best indication of the 
depression was the cyclonic circulation (jf winds. A further fall occurred before the 
morning ef tlie 2nd, largest in tlj© west uf Bihar, after which the area of lowest pressure 
w’as over the west of the province, but still with a slight gradient. In Bihar winds had 
cliaiiged from AA’cst to east, but the rapid leoovery of pressure set in almost immediately, and 
they soon became west again. These varijiiions in the wind oiroulatiou were accompanied 
by fairly general local storms over Bihar with light rain, most of them occurring between 
the morning of the 2ud and the morning of the 3rd. 

The changes of pressure on the 3rtt varied from a fall of *05 inch in East Bengal, 
wlieic the depression then w-as, to a rise of -15 inch in the extreme west of Bihar, and a 
steiqi gradient was then sliown over the western districts. The wave advancing south¬ 
eastward, w'as over South-East Bengal in its anaximum phase on the 4th, and was to 
a largo extout cheeked "theie. The fall uf temperature which aocompauied the ri&e.waa 
unusually rapid. On the 3rd there Was excess over the whole province, except the west of 
Bihar, and it was as much as 6^ in Norih Bengal. On the 4th defect varied from 15® 
iu part of Bihar and Chota Nagpur to 3 ' iu South-Ea^t Bengal, and on the 5th a uniform 
defect of about 12“^ i)revailed. 

Settled weather followed with unusually dry cool westerly winds owing to the pressure * 
distribution caused by the depression, that is, with highest pressure in the west of Bihar 
and lowest in the south of I^urma and a gradient the reverse of what is usual in Moroh. 
This abnormal arrangement of pressure cmitinued till the 10th, with the usual, though 
rather largo, oscillations, the n.ost notioeahlo of which ooourred on the 8th and 9t]i, when 
there was first a fall of about *1 inch in the north of the province and then'a rise of similar 
amount. The general weather, however, remained the same till the 11th, when, after a steady 
moderate fall of pressui'e during the previous days, readings were lowest in North Bengal, 
and southerly winds began to replace l^he hitherto regular westerly ourreut. 

AViththe southerly winds temperature rose, but differed from the normal by only 
small amounts till the 15th, when there was excess in all districts and in places as much as 5^ 
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From tho 15th to tho 22Dd weather was of a fairly uniform character. Pressure 
remained low over Bengal, and southerly winds continued from day to day in the north of 
the Bay. Inland they were more wes'erly, with a cloudloss sky and temperature considerably 
above the normal. The hin-h temperature did not extend over tho Bay where, as shown by 
the coast stations, there was usually a small defect. As in tho ^arly part of the month, 
considerable oscillations of ijressure obtained, but it wa.s not still the 22nd that any decided 
change occurred. Pressure then rose rapidly in the north-east of Bengal, and on tho 
following day over the whole province. 

With tho rise of pressure there was a general fall of tomporature owing to tho northerly 
winds which sot in. On the 22nd the difference from tlie normal varied from defect of 8^' 
in the west of Bihar to excess of 2^ at the more soutlicui stations, and on the 23rd a unifoim 
defect of about 7® prevailed over a great port of tho piovince. 

At that time the pressure distribution was somewliat similar to what had followed the 

E revious disturbance, with the difference that the area f)f highest pressuro lay along the 
limalayas, and the low pressuro was not confined to tho south of Burma, but was genoral 
over the south of the Bay. Excess in pressure in North Bengal and Bihar was about 
•14 inch. The unusual arrangement was, on this occ asion, of shorter duration. A rapid 
fall of pressure set in over Bengal on the 2oth, the southerly winds wore restored at the 
head of tho Bay and temperature was rising rapidl^^ 

Between the 26th and tho end of the month ordiunry weather was general. The 
pressure distribution becamo practh'ally normal, and temperature rose over tho province, 
tut remained low over tho Bay, as had been the case during tho third week. 

Pressure ,—Oscillations were laigor than usual during the month, and at times tho 
variation from the normal was considerable. Though two ’depressions passed across the 
province, the preliminary fall of pressure was only of moderate amount and somewhat 
prolonged. The recovery, on the other hand, was quick. In each case an abnormal <listribu- 
tion followed the passage of the disturbances, as stated above, with high pressuro in the 
north-west of the province and tho lowest in tho south of Burma and the south-east of tho 
Bay. In the early part of tlie month the arrangement continued for a consi<lerahle time, 
but in the latter lialt of the month it was for about two days only. At other times pressure 
was lowest in the north of the province and highest over tho Bay with Eoutherly winds and 
high temperature. 

Temperaiure —Was low in the first and third -weeks and high at other times. During 
the periods of cool weather tho depression of tomperaturo was greater at night than during 
tho day, probably owing to tho oloudloss skies while the disturbances wero crossing the 
province. Maximum temperature was high, and minimum temperature low, in somo of the 
southern districts by as much as G°. The mean teuq)erature, however, though lower than 
usual, generally differed by only small amounts from the normal. On an average for tho 
larger divisions there was oxcoss in Assam and Ohota Nagpur and defect olsewlioro, of about 
1°, except in North Bengal, whore mean temperature was very nearly normal. 

- Was to a largo extent absent in the southern parts, and only a few light 
and rather soatterod showers fell in North Bengal and Bihar at tho beginning of the month. 
East Bengal received, on an average, *2 inch, Bihar *11 inoli and the other diviai<uis less than 
'1 inch. Tho normal fall for March varies from half an inch in Bihar to 2 0 inclios in East 
Bengal. The details of the rainfall are given in tin? accompanying table.

The duties of the Health Officer of the Port of Calcutta were performed 

by Dr. Forsyth. His work was done in the 
steam-launch Jielief, Surgeon-Captains J. Gould, 
B- C. Oldham, F. O’Kinealy, and Dr. C. Banks were appointed Additional 
Health Officers of the Port. A steam-cutter was placed at tho disposal of the 
Health Officer for the use of these officers. The Sanitary Inspector carried out 
his duties in a hhoUo, 

2. The total number of inward and outward bound vessels inspected 

during the year was 2,091, against 1,566 in the 
previous year and 1,592 in 1895. Tho total number 

of vessels which arrived in port was 1,182, of which 958 were inspected. There 
were 1,186 departures, of which 1,133 were inspected. All vessels arriving from 
the ports of Bombay, Goa, Jeddah and Karachee and flying the quarantine 
flag, as well as those arriving from foreign ports, were inspected on arrival. 
Indian coasting steamers were inspected only four times during the year. 

3. The Health Officer mentions six vessels that have had their forecastles 

improved. In his report for the previous year, ho 
brought to the notice of this Department certain 

defects in connection with the new types of vessels which have recently been 
introduced by the British India Steam Navigation Company and tho Clan Lino. 
The defects having been brought to the notice of the British India Steam 
Navigation Company, they undertook to secure improved ventilation of cabins 
and to provide an awning for the protection of officers, and the Health Officer, 
in September last, stated that he would refer to the subject again in his Annual 
Report for 1897. In the report under consideration, however, no further 
information is given on the point. The attention of the Health Officer will, be 
drawn to the matter, and he will be asked to state whether tho necessary 
improvements have been'Carried out. 

4. The number of European seamen who arrived in the port during the 

year was returned at 19,608, against 17,053 in the 
previous year. The daily average number in port 
was 1,202, against 1,124 in 1896. The total num¬ 
ber of admissions into hospital amounted to 995 ; the death-rate per mille was 
21*63 against 28*46 in the year j^rovious, and the quinq^liennial mqan of 17*21. 
Including the deaths out oi hospital, the death-rate per mille was 33*27 during 
the year, against 40*92, 31*44 and 26*33 in the three preceding years. Of the 
admissions into hospital, 13 were due to cholera, il of which ended fatally* 

9 here were 52 admissions from bowel-complaints, and one from small-pox, but 
none of these ended fatally. There were three admissions |rom sunstroke^ 
with one death. There were seven case^ oi drowning during the year.

8'54. Of this total, 116 deaths wore from cholera, 50 of which occurred in 
hospital against 156 deaths from this cause in 1896. There were 8 deaths from 
small-pox, 47 deaths from fever and 13 from bowt^l-complaints. 

6. The S.S. Sultan sailed from Calcutta for Jeddah on the 21st 

January 1897, with 60 pilgrims on board. Tlie 
Pilgrim tra c. g g^ Pekin left Jeddah on the 28th May 1897, 

with 1,021 pilgrims, touched at Bombay on the lUth Juno, and arrived at 
Diamond Harbour on the 29th June with 443 pilgrims. No complaints were 
made. 

7. The S.S. Africa arrived from Uangoon on the 15th January 1897, 

with one case of small-pox on board. The case 

Infectious diseases. removed to the Campbell Ilospital, and the 

vessel disinfected ; unprotected members of the crew and passengers were als<^ 
vaccinated. 

8. One hundred and ninety-four vessels arrived during the year from the 

plague-infected ports of Bombay, Goa, eleddah and 
^ Karachee, flying the quarantine flag at tlie loro. 

None of these vessels had a suspicious case on board. 

9. The number of corpses and carcasses found floating in the river shows 

an increase. The number of corpses was 167, 
Corpsesand carcasses floating in against 165 in 1896, 133 in 1895, 79 in 1<S94 
the river. yg 1893. The number of carcasses was 

2,718, against 2,707 in 1896, 2,216 in 1895, 2,179 in 1894 and 1,932 in I89:i. 
The matter will be brought to the notice of tho Judicial Department. 

10. Municipal filtered water was supplic’.d to the shipping throughout the 

year, and no complaints regarding tho quality of 
the supply were made. 

tho Native crow of the S.S. Clan Linpsay were 
examined, and 50 bags of rice were condemned. 
Three members of the crew of the ship Kentmere 
col iplained of the salt-beef supplied to them as being bad. On examination, 
it was found to be of excellent quality. 

The master of the ship North Star submitted flour from the ship’s stores 
for report. It was found damaged by water and unfit for use. 

On a complaint made by the Serang and a lascar of the S.S. Clan Macphei - 
^on regarding the rice issued to them, 40 bags (about 80 maunds) were rejected 
as not being up to sample. 

Four of the crew of the sliip JLevernbank complained to the Magistrate of 
the food being unfit for consumption and short in quantity. On examination, 
the supply was found sufficient and the quality good. 

At the reqiiiest of the master and agent of the ship County of Dumfries^ 18 
bags of the sHip’s biscuits wore examined and oondemned.

'Bote on the outturn of the rahi crops in Bengal for 1897-98, 

Explanatory ,—The preseut report furnishes estimates of 
the area and outturn of all kinds of rahi crops (food and 
non«food) and of such special crops as sugarcane, tobacco, 
ganja and opium, for which no separate reports are pub¬ 
lished. 

The normal areas shown in column 5 of the appended 
statement have been revised with reference to the average 
areas found to have been sown during the past five years, and 
also in accordance with revisions made by local officers in 
the course of the past year. 

2. Character of the Season ,—Good rain fell during the 
monsoon season of 1897, and left sufiicient moisture in the 
soil for the sowing of the rahi crops. In October, every 
district of these Provinces received considerably more than 
tho normal fall of rain. In November the rain was well 
distributed, all Divisions of these Provinces receiving slight 
rain. In December, the rainfall was below the normal in 
all districts. In January, Bengal Proper received rain in 
excess of tho normal, while in Bihar, Orissa and Cbota 
Nagpur rain was deficient. In February, the rainfall was 
above the normal in North Bengal and Bihar, and below the 
normal in other parts of these Provinces. Most of tho fall 
was received on or about the 6th and 11th, except in the 
hill districts of North Bengal, whore light showers were 
more frequent. Tho latter half of February was almost 
entirely rainless. Slight showers of little consequence were 
received in a few districts in March. 

3. Area cultivated ,—According to the revised estimates 
shown in column 5 of the appended returns, it will be soon 
that tho total normal area under rahi crops and under the 
special crops mentioned in paragraph 1 of this note amounts 
to 14,649,500 acres. 

The total area sown with all the above crops during 
the year under report is estimated at 14,234,300 acres, 
against 13,632,500 acres sown in 1896-97. The increase in 
area in 1897-98 amounts thus to 601,800 acres. 

Tho area sown during 1897-98 with rahi food-crops, 
t.0., exclusive of sugarcane, is estimated at 9,023,100 acres, 
against 8,813,600 acres, estimated to have been sown during 
the previous year. There is thus an increaso of 209,500 
• acres (2*3 per cent.) in the area cultivated in 1897-98. ^ An 
examinatio]:i of similar entries against sugarcane will a 
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show an increase of area in 1897-98, amounting to 129,000 
acres. The estimated area in 1897-98 under rabi non-food- 
crops and under tobacco, opium and ganja^ amounts to 
4,249,200 acres, against 3,985,900 acres, the corresponding 
area in 1890-97. 

The increase in all the above cases in the area culti¬ 
vated in 1897-98, as compared with the area sown in 

1896- 97, is duo to the more favourable character of the 
season at the time of sowing during the year under review. 
And it must be noted that the increase was really greater 
than would appear from the figures given, as a revision of 
figures in the Shahabad district has led to a decrease in the 
areas returned, und a similar revision appears also to have 
been made in Monghyr. 

4. Character of tlia crop .—The outturn in 1897-98 of 
all the rahi crops of these Provinces, and of ttie special crops 
referred to already, is estimated at 15J annas against 10J 
annas estimated for 1896-97. The outturn of tho rah% food- 
crops, inclusive of sugarcane, is estimated at 16J- annas for 

1897- 98, as compared with an outturn of 101 annas estimated 
for 1896-97. The outturn of rahi non-fooa-crops, inclusive 
of tobacco, ganja and opium, is estimated at 14 annas for 
1897-98, against 11 annas, the corresponding estimate for 
the previous year. The increase in the outturn of 1897-98 
is due in all cases to tho more favourable character of the 
season throughout tlie growth and development of the 
crops. From the Opium Administration Report for the year 
1896 97, it appears that the yield of opium per bigha in 
1896-97 was about equal to the average of the yield of the 
previous ten years. It is probable, therefore, that the crop 
of 1897-98, which is returned as being a little better than 
the crop of 1896-97, will reach the full average crop of 16 
annas. The estimates returned hy District Officers, viz., 14 
annas for 1897-98 and 13 annas for 1896-97, appear to bo 
low, in view of the figures given in the Opium Administra¬ 
tion Report.

(c) Has Dr. Haffkine j^ronouncod any opinion as to the nature of the 
bacilli ho may have^ found in the blood and fluid of the glands of patients 
that wore sent to him ? Is Government aware that there are .differences of 
medical opinion as regards the bacteriological diagnosis of plague ; that the 
true bacillus of plague, if there is any, has not yet been positively determined ; 
that some say it is Kitasato’s bacillus, others that it is Yorsin’s,^—which is the 
true plague bacillus? Others again have said that there is a third variety 
which is found in plague cases, and that it is yet uncertain which is the real 
pathogenic bacillus. Under these circumstances, would it not bo premature 
to declare Calcutta to be a plague-stricken city? If Government had acted 
on the opinion of the late Health Officer of the Calcutta Corporation, Dr. 
Simpson, Calcutta would long ago have been declared as such. Would it 
have been proper to do so ? 

HI. Qiieslzon hy Ms JBon^ble Hfr. Twrasr.—Has the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment been drawn to the alleged cases of plague in Calcutta during the past 
week, or cases of disease resembling plague, and will the Goveramont be 
pleased to state the result of the enquiries made in connection with the said 
cases ? 


Answer hy tho Ilor^hlc Mr. H. II. Rishy. 

I WILL answer all the questions relating to plague together. The facts are 
as follows:—On the night of the JlGth April a sudden death from fever, accom¬ 
panied by swelling of the glands of the left groin, occurred in Kapalitola, a 
crowded locality near Bow Bazar. The post-mortem examination showed 
symptoms which wore regarded by the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, 
the Sanitary Commissioner and the Health Officer of Calcutta as suspicious. 
Oil the other hand an experienced local practitioner considered the case to 
bo ono of septicoemic fever of a type known to him as not uncommon in 
Calcutta. The deceased was a native of Eastern Bengal, resident in Calcutta, 
and there was no evidence whatever of his having had any communication 
with persons coming from the areas in Bombay and the Panjab which are 
infected with plague. The house in which he died was thoroughly disin¬ 
fected; all persons who had been in contact with him were removed to a 
segregation camp in Narkooidan^a; and all clothes which might convoy 
infection were burned, compensation being at once paid to their owners. 
Cultures were made from, the important organs and were sent to Monsieur 
Haffkine at Bombay for bacteriological examination. 

On the following day three other persons in Kapalitola were found to be 
suffering from somewhat similar symptoms. One of these, a boy two years 
■ and-a-half old, has since died, and the other two are under observation. Seven 
other persons who had been in contact with the deceased were discharged 
after detention for ten days, during which time they showed no suspicious 
symptoms. 

A Dom who assisted at the post-mortem examination got accidentally 
pricked in the finger, and has been dangerously ill, but is now reported to be 
recovering. 

On the 27th April three more cases occurred in the neighbourhood of 
Kapalitola, one of which was fatal. 

On the 24th April four cases, of which three were fatal, occurred in Market 
Street and Municipal Office Street, and on the same day a man died with 
suspicious symptoms at 39, Ezra Street. On the 27th four more cases occurred 
in the same locality, two of which have proved fatal. There were three 
cases, one fatal, on the 28th; and two more, one of which died, occurred 
yesterday. 

On the 25th April a bearer in the employ of Messrs. Kilburn and Company 
(Uod suddenly at 4, Fairlie Place, and on the following day a second bearer 
of tlie same firm died in Jaun Bazar. 

On the morning of the 28th a man employed in Clive Street was admitted 
into the contagious ward of the Campbell Hospital with*,suspicious symptoms^; 
and died the same evening. 
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On the 27th April four cases were adoiittod into the Medical College 
Hospital from Phear's Lane, Cliunam Gully and Champatola. 

Owing to the admitted existence in Calcutta at all times of the year of 
a form of fever accompanied by bubonic swellings, which on occasions proves 
fatal, and in view of the fact that, the general death-rate of the town for 
the week ending the 23rd April was only 31"3 per thousand per annum 
as compared with 38’9, the mean death-rate of the corresponding period for 
the last five years, there seemed until yesterday morning to bo room for 
doubt as to the character of the suspicious deaths which have occurred during 
the last fortnight. That, I fear, can now no longer he said. Monsieur 
Hafikine, whoso authority on the subject of plague is undoubted, now reports 
by telegram: ^‘Cultivation sent from Calcutta produced typical plague involution 
forms. Identity with plague microbe undoubted.’’ The Lieutenant Governor 
has conferred with all the Medical Officers of Government who have seen the 
suspicious cases, aud they are unanimous in pronouncing them to be true plague. 
As I have already stated, no connexion can be traced between the persons 
affected, all of whom are residents of- Calcutta, and any travellers who have 
arrived from the areas now infected in the Bombay Presidency and the Panjab. 
All such travellers are most carefully inspected at Chausa and Chakardharpur. 
Their railway tickets are punched with a peculiar mark before they leave 
the infected area, and persons holding such tickets are kept under observation 
throughout the iourney and for ten days after their arrival in Calcuttd. No 
suspicious cases nave been discovered among the persons from Bombay and 
the Panjab who are now under observation here, and the Health Officer, after 
making special inquiry into the point, has been unable to traco any connec¬ 
tion between the local cases and the arrivals from infected areas. Rats, how¬ 
ever, have been found dead in considerable numbers in the press-room of the 
East Indian Railway and in godowns connected with the coasting trade with 
Bombay, and it is possible that the infection has been imported by those 
animals. 

The fact already mentioned, that the general death-rate of the town is 
exceptionally low, affords grounds for believing that the cases which have now 
been reported are the first which have occurred, and that if the people co¬ 
operate cordially with the Goverimient it may be possible to prevent the disease 
from gaining a firm footing in the town. The possibility of plague appearing in 
Calcutta has long been foreseen, and a sdheme for dealing with it was prepared 
by the Chairman of the Corporation iii consultation w’itU the Government 
some months ago. As part of that scheme twenty-five doctora and as many 
nurses were procured from Engltmd, and it was arranged that until their 
services were required in Calcutta they should bo employed and paid by the 
Bombay Government. The Bombay Government has now been asked by 
telegram to send two doctors and two nurses at once for duty in Calcutta, 
and mdre will bo called for as occasion may demand. Meanwhile from the very 
first as ample precautions have booh taken as if the first ceise had been known 
to be a case of plague. A plague hospital and a segregation camp had already 
beep prepared; the suspected eases were removed lo the hospital, and the con- 
tarct cases isolated at. the camp. All houses believed to be contaminated have 
been disinfected as thoroughly as possible, and places in which dead rats have 
been found have been thoroughly cleansed. 

The measures to be adopted in deuling with an outbreak of plague are 
stated briefly in Chapter XVI, Repoi't on the Plague in India, 1890, 1897, 
recently published by the Government of India. They are the following:— 

(/i) The prompt detection of cases by carefully enforced death regis¬ 
tration, house-to-house visitation, and such other means as are 
found practicable. 

(b) The segregation of the sick and their careful nursing and treatment 

in well-ventilated and sanitary hospitals. 

(c) The segregation, after disinfection of clothing, bedding, &c., under 

medical supervision and in sanitary surroiindioga, of the persons 
’ who, by association with the sick, have been especially exposed 
to the risk of infection. 
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(d) The evacuation of infected houses and localities, the inn^tes being 
lodged in carefully supervised health camps. 

(tf) The thorough cleansing and disinfection of infected houses and 
localities before the inmates are permitted to return. 

(/) The enforcement of general sanitary precautions, such as extensive 
' cleansing of dwellings, freer admissions of light and air, destruc¬ 
tion or modification of insauitary buildings, improvement of 
drainage and conservancy, abatement of overcrowding, and 
opening out of congested localities. 

Plague Regulation No. 9 of the 10th November .1897 gives effect to these 
principles in Calcutta, but mitigates thorn in the case of the upper classes by 
providing in rule 46 for the formation of private hospitals and segregation 
camps subject to the necessary precautions. 

To these must now be added inoculation with the prophylactic virus 
prepared by Monsieur Haffkine in his Laboratory at Bombay. Monsieur 
flali'kine asserts that inoculation by this material prevents from 80 
to 90 per cent, of deaths from plague and reduces the .plague from an epidemic 
form to the position of a sporadic disease.” Surgoon-Major-Goneral Harvey 
was deputed by the Government of India last month to Bombay specially to 
examine the results of M. Haffkino’s inoculations. This Government asked to 
bo informed of Dr. Harvey^s conclusions, and enquired further whether, if those 
results were favourable, the Government of India would agree to any modification 
of the segregation system. The Government of India have replied that Surgeon- 
Major-General Harvey’s report is being forwarded bjr post. It is stated to be 
generally favourable to toe system of inoculation; but the Government of 
India consider that the inoculation of the inmates of an infected house cannot 
take the place of the evacuation of the house, which is essential for the purpose 
of disinfection. . They hold that the inmates of an infected house may be given 
the option of being inoculated instead of being removed to an observation 
camp for the full period of incubation; but after inoculation it will be neces¬ 
sary to keep them in a segregation camp during the course of the inoculation in 
order that they may be propcad^ sheltered und kept under medical surveillance. 
As soon as the process of inoculmon is over they may ba^released from segrega¬ 
tion. The Government of India also csonsidLOC tha't the inmates of houses round 
an infected house may, if they submit to inacmlation, be exempted from both 
evacuation of the houses and segregation of their inmates. These concessions 
do not afiEect the treatment of persons actually sufiPexing from plague in unin^ 
oculated households,^ who must be segregated either in public or private hospitals. 
But now that the efficacy of the Hafftiue virus has been demonstrated, the experi¬ 
ment will be tried of exempting all families, which have been entirely inoculat¬ 
ed prior to the occurrence of any case of plague among them, from liability to 
segregation. That is to say, if a member of a completely inoculated famify is 
attacked by plague, neither he nor his family will be liable to removal to^ a 
segregation camp. This privilege will be subject to the strict proviso 
that any case that may occur in the family must be reported to the Health 
Officer within twelve hours of the patient falling ill, and that the direo- 
tions of the Health Officer as to the isolation of the patienf within tlie 
house and the daily disinfection of all parts of it are faithfully carried out« 
The Lieutenant-Governor wishes it to be distinctly imderstood that while 
on the faith of the experience in Bombay he strongly commends the ^eibod 
of inoculation to the people^ inoculation will be pressed on no . one. Every 
man will be left ontirmy zree to satisfy himself of its efficacy and of the pro¬ 
priety of asking for it in tho. oireumstancoa of his own household. Every 
assistance will .be given to those who do apply, but the matter; is.left abimlute^ 
aud entirely to the discretion of the people tnemselves. 

This .Government has already, recognised and given effect.to Ihe principle 
that all hospitals, whether Gpymmment ho^itals or pxitate caste hospitals, 
should be so arranged, ae tp provide acooiismodatiQn the. immediate xan^ 
the patienta.

Bombay by the Governments of Germany, Austria, Kussia and Egypt, and by 
other foreign scientific authorities. Hut this bacillus produces three diflerent 
forms of plague—simple, septiccemic and pncum<»nic—according as it attacks 
different parts of the liuman system. The bscdlt disc^^vered by Dr. Simpson 
were not plague bacilli at all. They were common atmospheric bacilli, and 
Dr. Cunningham showed conclusively thait tboy did nor come from the blood 
of the persfms supposed to be suffering fiirom plague, but were the result of 
contamination by the air. f 



Speech h*f Sis Sonour th4 Lieutenant-Gevemor. 

To the very clear and calm statement which has been read to you by 
Mr. llisley, 1 think it is desirable that 1 fiftiould, on an occasion so important, 
add a few words of my own. 

You have heard that not till yesterday were we able to say whether the 
dropping cases which have occurred during the last ten days were or were not 
plague. It is, alas, now certain that they were plague, and, as was our duty, 
,we have told you frankly and at once. 

But 1 want you to take courage, and to give courage to those whom you 
represent and innuenco. 

You know now that in a population^ of 800,000 people there has been 
only the absolutely infinitesimal occurrence of a couple ot dozen cases in ten 
days. They are few and sporadic, and ejyery one has been dealt with as it 
occurred, with the entire precautions that:the plague rules require. We think, 
therefoi;p, we may assume that the plague has been taken firmly and in time. 
We have had the immense advantage over Bombay in 1890 that we were on 
onr guard, and that the plague had not establishid itself before it was recognised. 
It has come at a Jhime of year which is the least advantageous to the spread of 
it,^andin a season whicli, as Mr. Risley lias shown to you, is exceptionally 
healthy. There is therefore every reason to hope and believe that we shall 
succeed in preventing the plague from assuraing an epidemic form; and in all 
the encouraging features of the.case no sensible person will feel the smallest 
grounds for alarm. I am sure you will all join with me in circulating to your 
constituents this consolingiund rea8suring;rcliaracter of the case. 

In another and very important matter 1 will ask you to give your aid in re¬ 
assuring the people. Whenever segregation is necessary, it will be carried out 
with the'strictest regard to the feelings of Imuian nature. No wife shall be separ¬ 
ated from her husband,no husband from his faniily, and the better classes will 
receive every encouragement in the arrangement of private hospitals in their 
own compounds or in gardtm houses in tji© suburbs to which they can remove 
themselves and their families in case of attack. But in addition to all this miti¬ 
gation of the Bombay rules, we have announced to you to«ctay the success of a 
new method.* Inoculation, 1 repeat, will be pressed on noliody, but in this 
method^ whm once you have assured yourselves of its efficacy, lies, I am

APPENDIX II. 

Undek-clothino, bedding, wearing apparel, mattresses, carpets, etc., which are con¬ 
taminated or suspected^ should he disinfected in stoves at normal pressure^ or at a pressure of 
from one and^a-half to two degrees^ with or without the presence of steam. 

Before a stove is passed as efficient for the purposes of disinfection, it should be subjected 
to a test, with the aid of a signal thermometer, showing the moment when the temperature in 
the middle of a mattress rises to at least 100^ (centigrade). 

To ensure that the disinfeotioxi is eifeotive, tiiis temperature must be maintained for 
from 10 to 15 minutes. 

Disinfecting solutions— 

(n) Solution of corrosive sublimate, of 1 part in 1,000, with the addition of 10 parts 
of chloride of soda. 

The solution should he coloured with aniline dye or indigo. It should not be placed in 
metal vessels. 

(6) A 5 per cent, solution of pure crystallized carbolic acid, or 6 per cent, of crude eom^ 
meroial carbolic acid^ in a warm solution of soft soap. 

The carbolic solutions will be useful, more particularly for disinfecting articles, such as 
metals, instruments, etc., which can neither be subjected to a temperature of 100® centigrade, 
nor plao^^ in contact with corrosive sublimate. They may idso be used at ports not provided 
with a disinfecting stove of the prescribed pattern.

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CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL BILL. 

The debate on this Bill was resumed:— 

The Hon’ble Babu Sitrendkanath Banerjke said :—Sib, —My first duty 
is to coiig*ratulate the Hon’hle Member in charge of the Bill on the lucid 
and exhaustive statement with which he has prefaced his introduction of the 
Bill. Greatly as 1 differ from him with regard to his views about the 
Bill, and strongly as I condemn the measure, I am bound to recognize 
the tact, judgment and ability, and above all the conciliatory attitude, which 
are so conspicuous throughout the speech. My hoii’ble friend rests his 
case not so much upon the failure of the Commissioners as upon theraMeged 
inherent weakness of the system under which they had to worfc.^ lif: is- the 
system rather than the men that ho attacks. I commend this part of his speoch. 
He has thus endeavoured, so far as it lay in bis power, to clear the atmosphere 
and relieve the controversy of those personal elements which at on© time 
threatened to darken the issues involved; for I can conceive no greater misfor¬ 
tune than that we should in approaching this grave consideration allow our 
minds to be perverted—our judgments to be warped—bjy any sentiment of 
personal or party bias or by any lingering recollection or a controversy which 
I hope and trust has now been forgotten. We should endeavour, in couHideriiig 
this question, to rise to the height of judicial impartiality and level-headed¬ 
ness, for the issues involved are of grave and fai>r©aohing importance. If this 
Bill should unhappily become the law of the land, and if its principles are to 
be engrafted upon the system of Local Self-Government wliich prevails in the 
Mufussal, then I have no hesitation in saying— I say it with regret, but say it I 
must—that one of the greatest blessings which we enjoy under British Rule, and 
with the inauguration of which, Sir, your name is so honourably associated— 
the inestimable boon of Local Self-Government—will have become a thing of 
the past. 

Well, Sir, if I have rightly understood the attitude of my friend —and it 
is an attitude which challenges the sysloin rather than the men—then the 
question which we have to'^aek ourselves is this—what are the grounds upon 
which he bases his conclufiaons ? My hon’ble friend says in substance that the 
municipal system of Calcutta has been tried and has been found wanting, that 
the conservancy arrangements have broken down, that the constitution does 
not ensure prompt and oostinuous hx^isurtive: action, and that it is unequal to 
the stmin of a grave and sudden emergency. This represents the sum and 
substance of his indictment against the Corporation. Great as is the authority 
which undoubtedly belongs to my hon’ble friend as the Head of the municipal 
administration of these Provinces, 1 think we shall' be guilty of no disrespect 
towards him, if we ask him to produce his evidence and to place before us the 
materials upon which he has based his opinion and. upon the strength of 
which he invites this Uounatl to endorse lua judgment., Sir^ if we* emmin© 
the matter a little closely, we shall find that my hon’ble friend^ has^ under¬ 
taken a task besot with serious difficulties. It will not be emough for him to 
show that in regard to the municipal administratibn of Calcutta there has been 
a failure here—a defect there—a break-down eltowhere. He must canFy his 
evidence much further tbasi that. He 1 llust^ dlow. that the system* has so 
completely failed—the situation is so desperate—that, no partial r^edy will 
suffice—that there must be a radical and fundamental change—that the system 
must bo broken up, the site cleared for the erection of a new And a totally 
different superstructure. Nay more—^he must advance a stage yot further. 
My hon’ble friend must show that in the i actual cireumstanees of Calcutta, 
menaced by the plagm^, the only remedy that is left opeartoms^m sensible And 
wise men is to adopt the discredited municipal system, of. Bombay whi^ was 
not able to keep out the pHaguo. A zbore clesperatb ppsiti^bti—b*n*s. more 
entirely at variance with the dictates of reason and sound. SenSS^it would be 
difficult to conceive. My friend may welLfeel staggered^ J will at the 

temerity of the enterprise, but at the graTity;of. the task^ w^iuhhe.h^ 
upon himself, and if he is not able to justice to his great abiUte-wuI not 
be at fault—the badness of the oause will be reSpunsiblb/j^lf it. 
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Well, Sir, my hon^hle friend has laid before the Council the Report of the 
Sanitary Inspectors appointed by the Plague Cooimittoe. I have not the 
smallest desire to whitUe down the evidence of these distinguished experts; 
but I have *a complaint to make—a complaint with which I am sure the Council 
will sympathize—as to the procedure which my hon’ble friend has thought 
fit to adopt. The Hoti’ble Member has not done the Corporation the justice 
which the Corporation is entitiod to receive at his hands. My friend has road 
out the indictment but not the explanation—the charge but not the answer of 
the Corporation. It is not for one moment to be supposed that tho Corporation 
allowed judgment to go by default. At more than one meeting did the 
Corporation consider the Report of the Sanitary Inspectors—more cthau one 
explanation did they submit with regard to that report. Some of the 
allegations were admitted, others were challongod, with regard to tho rest 
explanatory notes were submitted. 1 cravo the indulgence of the C6uncil to 
be allowed to proceed with the^ details of tho Explahation submitted by the 
Corporation. 

* (a) Overcrowded and hadly-hutU Aosws.—The general statements made under this head 
are mainly oorreot, but it is to be noted that most of the houses and liuts attended to by the 
Medioal Board were oonatruoted before the present ruleis came into force.’ 

^^1 maintain therefore that the Commissioners are not responsible for this 
dofect. But let us proceed 

* (6) Defeds of pubhc lairinee,-^ These defects are fully admitted and will be remedied as 
soon as the unflltered water-eupply is increased. It is to be hoped that this wiU be accomplish¬ 
ed in six to nine months.’ 

The unfiltcred water supply has now been increased :— 

* (c) Defecie of privaU —In the opiniou of the Commissioners the state of things 

described by the Medioal Board is not common in paella houses, except in those of old stand¬ 
ing, and as regards privies in bustees they would remind Government that previous to 1884 
there were practically no piivies in bustees at all. As soon as tlie uuflltered water-supply 
increased notices will be served upon the owners of houses in which there are bad privies to 
have them connected with the sewers. The Oommisbloners think it also necessary to add that 
in the case of some poor people the Commissioners have paid from Municipal Funds for the 
connection of their privies with the sewers. Paragraph 3 of the Health Officer’s Note deals 
fully with this subject.’ 

Now, Sir, there are 50,000 latrines in Calcutta. Could the Sanitary 
luspectors have seen one-tenth or even one-hundredth part of these latrines ? 
In some c^uarters and among a certain class of experts, I am afraid, there is ton 
great a disposition to jump to sweeping conclusions when they happen to be in 
harmony with their preconceived ideas. Could the laws of induction have 
been more openly set at defiance by scientific men who ought above all to be 
scrupulously careful of them ?— 

* (d) State of house drains and drain^pi^es.^Jt's fully admitted that these are in many 
oases ^oked and out of repair, but an establishmonb of Inspootors is kept up for*^ the ius- 
pection*of house^drainage.’ 

^*Ndw 1 come to statements that ore challenged by the Commissioners.— 

* (s) State of fiurfltee* drains .—The OomttiiBBionprs are not prepared to admit the general 
statement that latrines ore allowed to discharge into surface drains. Oooasionally it is found 
that Buoh a practice exists. With reference to paragraph 3 of the Sanitary Omoer’s report, 
they would call attention to paragraph 6 of the Health Officer’s Note ^ oopy of whioti is 
sent herewith) on the surface drains, and to paragraph 20 of the Chief Engineer’s Note sent 
(herewith). 

•(/) Neghtt of rpdd —As* regards the sufficivnoy of the staff there is a 

oomriderable diffel^kioe of opimon, mid the whSe qu<)stion has attracted the careful attention 
of'the OommiisioDere. As regards the question of the pollution of the subsoil, although 
there is no doubt that iw oer^u places tnis is the cause ot many most noxious smells, y^t it 
is a matter of doubt whether in many oimes it is not the sewers^ which are maiulv responsible. 
As to tile means sugaested to minimise the evils of pollution, it will be observed from 
pamgtaph 12 of the Health Offioer’s Note that he is strongly opposed to the use of per- 
ohlonde df meifcury, and that in the fact of such opposition the Oommissioners have not 
hilhbrth thought it advisable to give this expcArhnent a trial. 

8tai» qf •asst veayS^d#.-^he Commissioners genendly differ vary much 

frotirwe remarks df tbw Medioal Board on this subject if they are intended to apply generally 
toHsU iooeUtixuh'I^ifi^ ^47 fully admit thefr atoplioability to Wards 6 and 7 (Burra Bazar and 
Jorabagan) as a whokrandxor this reason have allotted to those wards a special est'iblish- 
t&ent. Amn is being*penijsiently taken under section 318.’ 
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1 would in this connection call attention to the remarks which the Com- 
znbsioners make on this liead in a subsequeut communication dated the 2lBt 
April, 1897. They say: — 

‘ Witii regard to Che remarks in this paragraph, the Commissioners would point out that 
it is iu»t apparent wlienoe the Board got its information about tho number of ooolies, &o., 
omplo\-0rl, but fiom tho Health Otflopr's report datel l»5th March, it appears that on that day 
1,588 men were on tho roll, of whoia l,ai7 were procent at work, and also 329 oorts. The 
whole of tlio sum alLoted has now been spent. As regards the question of the supe^ising 
staff l ying in or near the wards whore they work, the Commissioners fully agree with the 
remarKs of tho Medical Board ; but they would point out that the cost of providing quarters 
is very expensive. 

‘(*) I*oUation of tcells .—With regard to this, the Commissioners wish to point oat that 
in recent yea'S a very large number of wells has been filled up, and this hllixig up will be pro* 
ceed»^d with as soon a« the water of tbo wells has been analysed and the increased supply of 
unfiltere«l wuter provid* d. Tho Comm isanmera are of op nion that if the existing wells are 
filled up before tnis is done, that very great hardship will bo suffered by many house-holders. 

* (f) State of c and —Although a great deal undoubtedly remains to be 

done in the question of improving them, latterly there' has boon a most decided improve¬ 
ment in some iustiinees, and it is to be believed that recent modifications iu the bye-laws will 
lead to still further improvemmt. 

* j) Tfifi tifate of haofcnef/ carriage standi, —The Oommissionors are fully aware of tho 
bod state of these stands, and scarcity of money has alone prevented thorn from making 
many of tho improvements required.' 

is the old question of the eternal want of pence from which Adminis- 
tratioTis higher than that of the Municipality suffer even more grievously than 
the Munidpality does: — 

Conditions of bus^eee ,—^The Commissioners fully admit that there is a groat deal of 
room for improvements in bustee, that they would call attention to the fact that a great deal 
has lately been done and that improvements are being steadily pushed on. More money 
than is required by the law to be spent on this head has been spent/ 

In ton years’ time the Qommissionerii have spent 13 lakhs of rupees upon 
improvement. When I joined the Corporation in 1876, a sum of only 
Bs. 10,000 was set apart for busi^ie imprr)voment. Since then it must be adh 
mittod there has been an enormous growth in expenditure upon this most 
important sanitary purpose— 

* Dfspjeai of lionee-refuee, —W’ith reference to this the Commissioners would invite 
attention to paragrnph 13 of the Hoilth Officer’s Note. Considerable difiioulty is 
experienced in including native house-owners to allow tho retention of the refuse food on 
their preudses duriag the day, and it will be probably necessary to amend the Act on this 
subject/ 

^^Now^ here are statements and counter-statements—statements made by 
high authority and coanter-statements made by authority equally high and 
equally entitled to weight. What are we to do in the midst of this conflict 
of testimony—this divergence of opinion—this war of opposing views ? We 
are left in a dilemma, and we have a complaint to make against the Govern¬ 
ment that it has not lent us a helping hand to rescue us from this uncertaia. 
and duhious position. The natural^ the normal procedure which the Govern¬ 
ment should kave adopted in -a tose o£. this kina was to hayp appointed a 
Commission which would have sifted the matter, taken evidence and submitted 
a report. That would have been in accordance with precedent, for when 
in 1884 a complaint was made some of the ratepayers of Calcutta regard¬ 
ing the sanitary administration pf the town, a Commission was appointed 
with Mr. Justice Beverley as President. If such a Commission were appointed 
and it found in favour of the views of the Sanitary Inspectors, Sir,, 

that would have silenced all CMriticism, removed all doubte.; and would have r 
enormously strengthened the hands of the Ooveimment -iiiV^ any legislation - 
which it might liave thought fit to undertake. I cannot i^animve any possible 
objectum to the appointment of a Commission except the score oi (lelay. 
But, Sir, the constitution of the Calcutta MunicipaJi^fhlis T^pw^ been allowed, 
to exist for a period of thirty-five years, extending the lifetime of. a gene-. 
ration, and if it were allowed to survive for or two longer^, no 

catastrophe would have happened, the world not have: come; to * 

an end. Further, a Commission might appointed with inetmo- 

tions—with the mandate—to report within nSMBpiite time. Tho Beverley Cbtnr > 
mission to which I have referrea waa appdlitisd in Aujgusti lj384^) it'fepbirted' in' 
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January, 1885. The Building Commission submitted its report with praise¬ 
worthy proujptitude. Is a public body—I ask—like the Calcutta Corporation 
to be condemned unheard—a public uody with a brilliant record of active and 
useful service for the good of the town ? Such a proceeding does not recom¬ 
mend itself to one’s sense of justice and fair play, and will not, I am sure, be 
endorsed by this Council. 

“In judging of the report of the Sanitary luBpectors and of its effect Upon 
tVie course of legislation, the fact must not be overlooked that there is scarcely 
any European town, be it the richest or be it the most perfect in regard to its 
sanitary arrangements, to some portion or other of which these or similar 
remarks might not apply. 'I'ake London, the capital of the British Empire, 
the richest city in the world. London and Calcutta cannot of course be 
compared in regard to their sUnitary arrangements. They cannot be 
mentioned in the same breath; but not many years ago, in 1883, an account 
appeared of the back-slums of Lond«m in a well-known book, ^ The Bitter Cry 
of Outcusto London,’ which would put to shame the most vivid descrip¬ 
tion of the insanitary condition of the worst parts of Calcutta. I will, Sir, 
with jrour perriiisaion read an extract from the book: — 

*' We do not say tbo oondition of their homes, for bow can those places be collod homes, 
compared with which the lair of a wild beast would bo a comfortable and healthy spot P 

‘Few who will read these page4 have any conception o£^ what pestilential hnmau 
rookeries ore, where tens of thousands are crowded together amidst horrors which called to 
mind wbat we have hoard of the middle passage of tbo slave-ship. To get into them you 
have to penetrate courts reeking with poUonous and malodorous gases arising from aooumu- 
lationa of sewage and refuse soatteied in all directions and often flowing beneath your feet-; 
courts, many of which the sun never penetrates- which arc never visited oy a breath of fresh 
air, and which rarely know the virtue of a drop of cleansing water.. You have to ascend 
rotten staircases which threaten to give way bent^ath every step, and whioh in some places 
have already broken down, leaving gsps tiiat imperil the limbs and lives of the unwary. 
You have to grope your way along dark and fllthy passages with vermin swarming. Then 
if you ore not driven baok by the intolerable bteiich, you may gain admittance to the dens 
in which these thouHunds of beings, who belong es much as you to the race for whom 
Christ diod, here live together. Have you pitied the poor creatures who sleep under 
railway arches, in carts or casks, or under auy shelter which they can find in the open air ? 
You will see that they are to be envied in oomporisen with those whose lot it is to seek refuge 
here.' 

“Sil’, ill judging of the system of municipal government which it is now 
proposed to supersede, we must take into consideration the sanitary condition 
of Calcutta such as it was in 1876, when the municipal system of this City for 
the first time came under the control of the elected Commissioners. This 
was what Dr. Payne, the Health OflBloer, said of the sanitary condition of 
Calcutta in 1876:— 

‘ On the evidence of its mortuary record the town is surpassed in fatality by many 
eastern towns and by sprue in the west, and yet it is impossible to oonoeive more perfect 
oombinatian of all the evils of crowded city life in the primitive filthiness and disorder than is 
presented in the native portion of Galeulta. Dirt in the most intense and noxious forms that 
a dense population can produce covers the ground, saturates the water« infects the air and 
finds in the nabits and incidents of the people's lives overy^ possible facility for re-entering 
their .bodies ; while ventilation could not be more shunned in their houses than if the climate 
werd arctic instead of tropical. If then Oalcutta be not a deadly place, filth in its utmost 
intensity must be innoouous and satdlation-a pretentious sham.’ 

Going back to a point of timo atilhoarlier in the history qf the municipal 
administration of Oalcutta-^to a point of time when the municipal system was 
entirely controlled by the Government, we have revealed to us a state of 
insanitation which in the words of Mr. (afterwards Sir) John Strachev, 
<^QStituted a scandal to a civilized administration; and yet it is now seriously 
proposed'to establish a form of municipal admiaistration which makes the 
nearest approach to complete Government control ! Let mo read an extract 
ram. the report to which 1 have referred :— 

‘sFor many years past the sanitary condition of Calcutta lias bnon a constant subject of 
complaint, and this Cf»iuHtioti has probably never beou much worse than it is at the present 
time. ^ Tm state even of the southern division of the town, whioh contains tho fine houses of 
the principal European inhabitants, is often most oilensive and objectionable, while with 
regard to^ the northern or native diviaioa of Calcutta, which oontaiuB some hundred thousand 
people, it is no figure of speech but the simple -truth, to say that no language can adequately 
de&crihe its labominations. In the filtiuest quarters of the filthiest towns that I have seen in 
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other partB of India or in other oountries, I have never seen anjthing which can he for a 
moment compared with the filthiness of Calcutta. Tliia ia true not merely of the inferior 
portions .>f the town or of the bye-ways and places inhabited by the poor classes, but it is 
true of the principal thoroughfares mid of the quarters filled with the houaos of .the richest and 
most influential portion of the native oonimunity. If a pluin unvarnished description of the 
northern division of Calcutta, bordered by their horrible open drains in which all the filth of 
the oity stHgnates and putrifies, were given to the people of England, I believe that they 
would consider the acoount altogether incredible.’ 

“And again:— 

*It is not my wish to attempt to describe in detail the condition of Calcutta. To all who 
arc here upon the spot the facts are i.otorious. The state of the capital of British India, one 
nf the greatest and wealthiest oities in the world, is a scandal and disgrace to a civilized 
Governmfnt.’ 

“ Such was Calcutta in 1803—such was Calcutta in 1876—such was the 
legacy which the Justices received from the Government and which, with the 
sanitary arrangements somewhat improved, they bequeathed to the elected 
Commissioners. And wh^t use, let me ask, diu the elected Commissioners 
make of this filthy bequest? Why, Sir, they turned it to splendid account. 
They introduced sanitary improvements which have converted a city which 
from a sanitary point was a scandal to a civilized administration into a city 
which is one of the healthiest in India, to which our countrymen flee in hundreds 
and thousands, driven from their malaria-stricken homes in the mufassal, os to 
a hoalth-resoii;. '^rhe elected Commissioners completed the drainaf 2 :e and water¬ 
works which had been initiated by the Justices. They have taken in hand tlie 
drainage and the water-works of the suburban area—they have reel aimed 
filled up foul tanks and have opened out new roads. The net result of their 
sanitary works has been that the price of land has been doubled within the last few 
years ; and this, Sir, not owing to the expansion of trade and commerce,—tor the 
growth of trade during tlie last five years shows> a falling off, according to the 
statement of the Hon’blo Mr. Allan Arthur before the Supremo Council, as 
compared with its growth in the five years preceding—but to the advance c f 
sanitation and the consequent improvement in the health of the people. The 
position which 1 have ventured to assume as re^^ards the great sanitary im¬ 
provements which have been effected under the present municipal system 
is supported by high and competent oflicial authority. To the testimony of 
these distinguished men I desire to refer. Let mo quote W'hat Mr. Cotton, 
now Chief Commissioner of Assam, said as a Member of the Beverley Com¬ 
mission :— ^ 

‘ 1 have devoted myself at oonsiderable length to this historloal retrospect in order to 
demonstrate once for all how utterly unfounded is the charge brought against the Corporation 
that the action t^eii by it is fitful, spasmodic and at haphazard. It is true that at one time 
there was a period of inaction, but tlie reason for that is fully explained. The policy of the 
Coiporation is rather, as Dr. MoL>eod described it, one of ^radufid and progressive reform. 
'Iho whole case is, as the Army Sanitary CommiBsion describe it, os complete as il^well could 
be. I do not think the trae friends of Local Self-Govemmenti who are watching with 
iinconrealed anxiely the (struggle for existence which marks the infant growth of a great 
prinoiple, could find anywhere in this country more satisfactory tokens of enoourageinent and 
hope than exist in the metropolis. The smaU tree is here firmly |>lantcd. J am not careful 
to enquire whether a better practical administration of t^Viiflaiiv of the town might not bo 
possible. It is possible that the municipal work of oity mighr. be more efficiently 
administered under the ideally perfect control of a beiiOVblent despotism. But be that as it 
inay, the policy of Government is now cast in another mould. ^ We have another object in 
view, the education and training of the people, an^ for this end we are content to put up 
with many failures in practical administration. And Co even if there, had ^ been failure in 
Calcutta, if the Municipal Commissioners had betiCi found wanting, if there hod been short¬ 
comings, I would have appealed to the Lieutenant-Governor in hie oonsideration ,of the 
lleport of this Commission to deal with those imperfeotions tenderly and with patient^. But 
I have shown, and my colleagues have shown, that there has been iio failure. The Corpora¬ 
tion of Calcutta as a representative body commands the oonfidcnde of the vast majority of 
the ratepayers ; it has already done very much in the direotioki of sanitary reform ; it ha# 
not retrograded in giving efleot to a single sanitaiy improvement ; stimulated by the healthy 
it^ion of public opinion and profiting by the greater ey|i^ehoe gained year oy year, it has 
aliorded, by the systematio enterprise of the past three yeani> the most solid guarantee that it 
will contmac to advance on the path of progress.’ . 

I will not refer to the acknowledg^i^Ut pf the work of the Gprporation 
made by the CommisBiou itself. My bon^ble friend the member representing 
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the Corporation quoted it at length; but I will pass on to the evidence of 
Mr, Henry Lee^ the Chairman of the Corporation, who thus observed in the 
Administration Report for 1891-92 

*The most damaging oritioism that is commonly levelled against the principal of Local 
Self-G-ovemment in Bengal is that it prevents and obstructs a reasonable out-turn of work. I 
maintain that the record of the Calcutta Commissioners refutes this criticism. The system 
of municipal government that has been in vogue here for many years past doubtless entails 
greater demands on the time and patience of the Executive officers than did the old 
autocratic or oligarchical system. And suoh demands have been growing and will continue 
to grow year by year. ^ But so lo:^ as the strain can be borne, and the Executive and the 
oonsultalive or administrative offioers of the governing body work harmoniously together, 
they produce a regular and satisfactory harvest of good works, of which there is no need to 
be ashamed.’ 

^‘One other quotation I desire to make iu this connection, and that will b:? 
from the Government Resolution dated tlitj 20th November, 1893; it is a 
Resolution of the Government of Sir Antony MacDonnell :— 

** Sir Antony MacDonnell has perused vdth much interest the report reviewed in the 
preceding paragraphs ; it records me execution of much useful work, espeoiully iu the direc¬ 
tion of sanitation and of^ structural improvements, such as the extension of drainage and 
water-supply and the improvement of hustee^ and for their share in carrying out thcs«^ 
measures the thanks of the Lieu tenant-Governor are due to the Executive offioers of the 
Corporation, the Engineer and ihe Health Offiof-r. The Commissioners themselves have, as a 
whole, displayed a care and attention to Iheir duties which is veiy meritonous and has in 
some oases risen to the level of devotion. The year, though not actually one of straitened 
resources, was yet duuded bv the shadow of impending peouninry difficulties, and the policy 
of the Commissionors has doubtless on some occasions been guided by this oircumstance, 
which has induced them to shrink from expenditure on objects which have strong claims 
upon them. In executive matters the Lieutenant-Governor perceives an occasional w'ant ol 
vigour, especially in tlie collection of rates, th6 enforcement of the law in regard to license 
fees, and the recovery of expenses from the owners of hmtees* But these defects admit of 
remedy; and on suitable oppoitunities tliey will no doubt be remedied. Leaving them out 
of consideration. Sir Antony MacDonnell very cordially acknowledges ihe services the 
Oorporation have rendered to the city, and thanks them for the careful control which they 
have exercised over the various departments of the muncipal admmistration.’ 

‘‘From the testimony of })igh officials, let us pass on to the testimony of 
facts, and here is a statement which, to save the time of the Council, I will not 
read, but will hand over to the Reporters. It shows the out-turn of sanitary work 
done by the elected Municipality which it is now proposed to supersede:—

** But it is said that thip Corporation is unequal to the strain of a grave and 
sudden emergency. I dxroutd the proposition. There is absolutely no evidence 
in support of this view of,, ^e matter. » Whatever evidence there is, distinctly 
negatives it. Well, Sir,, ibero never was a greater crieds in the history of 
Calcutta than when it weus feared that the plague would spread into the CapitaL 
How did the Corporation on that oceanou ? It acted with virar and promp¬ 
titude. It was on the 21th September, I'8d6, that it was reported in tire news¬ 
papers that the bubonic piaj^e had appeared m Bombay. The same d^, there 
being a meeting of the Corporation, the matter was considered by the Commis- 
.sioners. On the following .jlay, the matter was again discusaed by the General 
Committee. The Commisa^bhers did not'indulge in mere talk. That was not a 
season for talk or declamatioti, but for vigOrons and decisive action. 
Commissioners at once plabbtl themselvCs in communication with the Govem- 
nicnt of Bengal, which at that time ' was staying at Darjeeling, with 
the Commissioner of Police,, with tlie 'Port Trust and the Railway Author¬ 
ities. The Government ,tgas asked tq enforce a strict system of inspec¬ 
tion in respect of . all passengers coming from Bombay to Calcutta. Dr. 
Simpson, the Health Officer, was directed to visit different parts of the town 
daily instead of three tiniee e week—his aubordinatqs were to payjspeoial 
attention to the cleansing of the town, for which they .were aqtiiotiaed to 
entertain special establishments, and suspected oases were_ forthwith to be 
reported to the Health Officer. At my instance, a sum of three thoumnd rupees 
was placed at the disposal dX the Health Offit^'for any preventive ‘measiires 
which he miaht think fit to take. An extra Conservancy e^bliahlmeiit was 
entertained at an outlay of 5,500 a month. This efrtahHihthebt' Wall aven- 
tually raised to 1,500 coolies and 329 carts. ' Eight Medical IntpUctors were 
appointed and the services of a Chief Superintendent Cfii Cfmservan^ were 
entertained on a'salary of one thousand rupees a mcn^v' 

Arrangements were made for alh isolation hospital, ea4 Wihulanoe carts were 
provide. T^e operations of thfi, Commiwioners ih.'thiijiwsp^ cost them a sum 
uf two lakhs of itnpees. Sir, the late Health Offifse^ji; Dr^'Sinipson, waadlvi^ys'a 
severe ciitic of the Corporation, hiit'the measurM of the Corl>oration elicited 
praise,oven from him. This was what he said in .Ms Administiation Report:— 

‘From the above aowuut it will .bo swn/..jQ^'nc pams have beau spoeed to protoot

“ But, Sir, it has been said-^r^eiSid i wgret to have tb.rem8rk.tiwikii|tto 
merit appears in the letter of tiie^£i»cal Government 

inent'of India, and it has been repeated liy the Hon’hlC M^her^^eseriti^ 
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the CSiamber of Oommeroe-^that the Oemmiasioners did all this under pres- 
Mte. The Qovernment letter says *it was not till the 32nd January, and tiieh 
under the strongest pressure from the Ooremment and the Boam, that the 
Commissioners'sanctioned a grant of Rs. 80,000 towards a further temporary 
establiriiment for cleaning up the town.’ Sir, I venture to challenge this 
etatement. It is not in accord with the facts of the case. Instead of the Com- 
ihissioners being pressed by the Government, they were pressing an indifEerent 
Executive, strangely insensible to the exigencies of the crisis, to do thoir 
duty. This view of the matter will be amply rapported by a ^reference to tiiB 
proceedings of the Commissioners. A question was asked at the meeting of 
the Commissioners on the 19th January, 1697, by my friend, Babu NaUn 
Behari Sircar, one of the ablest and most active among the Commisslonersj 
whom I am glad to see here, and the answer given by the Ghairiuan will 
leave no doubt on Ihe mind of any one that the Commissioners were fully 
alive to the exigencies of the situation, and they did not need any pressure 
ftrom the Government cor front any atm else. Babu Nalin Behari Sircar 
asked:— 

* What speotal measures have been taken by the Corporation einee Ootdher lott tS renaove 

these acoumutated OepomU of paoi yeara ? if no special efforts have been put forwa^ 
will the Ohairman kindly explain why this has not been doneP (8) Is not the Gbaliv 
man aware of a Resolution passed by the Gleneral Committee and unanunpusly oonfirzned 
by the CJornmissioners in meeting, to the following effect:—That baling regard, how¬ 
ever, to the prevalence of the disease in Bombay and to the intimate business relk- 
lions that exist between the two Cities, the OommissionerB ate decidedly of opin¬ 
ion that a thorough cleansing of the town diould be effected as sOon .as posSibHe 
"by employing a speoial estabii^iuest, and that they ate prepared to spSnd any reasonable 
amount for the purpose.*' (4a) What action baa been taken by tho Exec^ve on this Resolu¬ 
tion of the Gommissioiiers pass^ so long ago as 2dth Ootober, 1896 ? (5J If nothing hap 

been done, will the Chairman kindly explain udiy this Resolution of the Qommisaiouens h^ 
not yet been given effect to, particularly when the chances of an outbreak of plague jn 
Calcutta are not so remote now as they were fn Ootober last? (5a) When does the Chair- 
man propose to bring forward before the CommissioneTS spociffc proposals for entertaining 
otlier special establishments for tho ^eedy and prompt removal of oceumulations of dift 
from all such parts of the town as abound in themr (6) Will it be next week.?' 

I will not take up the time of the €k>uncil by reading in full the answer 
that was given. I will confine my attention to the part whi^ bears upim the 
point I am endeavouring to explain. Mr# Williams said:— 

* Before asking the Commissioners for extra establishment beyond the Special Oloansing 
Stdff granted in October, the Health Officer considered it desirable, in order not to put the 
Commissioners to unneocssary expense, to ascertain what the sedstiug staff could do tindor 
the excellent and energetic supervision of Dr. Banks. Dr. Banks, after making himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the oapabilitieB of the existing^ establishment and of the local 
insanitary condition of the City, which of course required time, came to the conclusion that 
the establishment was inadequate—an opinion with which the Health Officer agrees. Dr. 
Banks has now placed before the Chairman a carefully considered statement in which he 
proposes as very considerable increase on the present establishment, and amounting to an 
extra expenditure of over two lakhs per anniiiu. But the discussion of these proposals is 
likely to take up some time.' 

These procefedings took olace on the 19th January. ^ The Medical Board 
addressed the Government on the 20th, probably after having seen the proceed¬ 
ings of the Commissioners which appeared in the newspapers of the 20th. 
What the Commissioners did on the 19tb January, it is very obvious, could 
not have been prompted by any communication which the Medical Board 
addressed to the Government on the following day. 

“ Now contrast the proceedings of the Bombay Corporation with those of 
the Calcutta Corporation which it is toeupersedo. The acting Chairnian, Babu 
Kila^ber- Mookerjoe, addrest^ed a tele^am to the Municipal Commissioner of 
Bombay maki^ enquiries about the suspicious cases reported in the Calcutta 
newspapers. What was the answer that he received? Well, Sir, the Municipal 
Commissionor reported from Poona that there had been one or two sui^pioious 
eases Here was the plague, the deadliest and the moat insidious enemy which 
Bombay has bad to fight against in the whole course of the century, slowly 
making its way through the doomed City, and the Head of the.ilQXecutive of the 
Corporation—and that Executive is to be our model—Was at^Pbona from where 
be suspected one or two casesi Sir, I have no hesitation in saying that 
such a th^g would have been impossible on the part Of the Chairman of the 
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Calcatta Municipalify under the existing constitution. The supineness .of the 
Bombay Executive m tho earlier, stagoa of the plague recently formed the 
subject of a motion for a vote of cenaiire by the.Commissioners, and the inotion 
was carried in a modified form. What therefore is proposed is' this—that the 
municipal system of Calcutta, which was tried by the stress and the strain of 
the plague, and which on the whole was not found wanting, is to be simerseded 
by a municipal system which notoriously failed to meet the crisis! Well, Sir, 
I have always thought that experience was the guide of the practical adminis¬ 
trator ; but we are now going to discard the lessons of experience* and take a 
big jump into the unknown with results that aro unknown. We are truly 
fallen upon evil times and upon evil tongues and by darkness and danger com¬ 
passed round. ., 

But, Sir, it is stated that our municipal constitution is unequal to the 
requirements of modem sanitation. Where is the evidence in support of this 
view of the matter? Here, again, the lessons of experience raise a strpng 
presumption in favour of the Commissioners being well qualified and of the 
municipal system being well-adapted to meet the sanitary requirements of a 
large city like Calcutta. It is admitted that the scavenging is pretty, well 
done ; and you were good enough to say in your Palmer’s Bridge spoeoh that 
in the lanes and streets where municipal carts can have access, the cleaning is 
fairly well done. Whatever insanitation there is, is largely duo to defects in 
the structural arrangements of the City; and for those defects neither the 
Commissioners nor the system under which they work is responsible. The 
Commissioners did not create Burra Bazar—they did not make the filthy hueiees 
-—they did not open out the narrow lanes All that came as a legacy to them 
from the Justices and the Government. The building regulations did not 
come into force till 1880, and we have it on the testimony of Dr. Simpson and 
of the Building Commission that if these regulations had been fully given 
effect to, even then they would not have gone very far. Whatever building 
regulations you may now pass, based on the most advanced continental models 
which the extensive researches of my hon'ble friend may open up to him, 
they cannot be permitted to have any retrospective effect. The sentiment of a 
civilized community would rise in revolt against any retrospective legislation. 
Whatever laws you pass cannot affect the existing pucka buildings of Calcutta. 
It is not laws, but funds that are needed. You have to open up the congested 
areas of Burra Bazar and Jora Bagan, The Government ought to recognize its 
responsibility in the matter. Calcutta is the capital of the Province and of the 
Empire, ana the responsibility of the Government to open up the congested 
parts of the Metropolis was fully rocognized, so far back as 1^05 by Lord 
Wellesley, but it has merely been a recognition in name—^no practical effect has 
been given to it. The question of structural improvements is a financial and 
not a constitutional question, and it is to be solved, not by depriving the 
Corporation of its constitution, but by providing funds. My hon’l^lle friend, 
the Member representing the Chamber was good enough to express much 
sympathy with the budding regulations. Will the mercantile community 
consent to the imposition of tho Octroi ? In Bombay the .Octroi duties come 
up to about nine lakhs of n^ees a }^ear. If we had such a fund at our disposal 
at Calcutta, the financial difficulty, which is the difficulty in connection with 
this^and most other problems, would have disapiieared. 

^^But, Sir, it has been said that the constitution of the Municipality does not 
ensure prompt and continuous Executive action. Sir, if there has been any 
fadure in tnis respect, I have no hesitation in saying that the Government is 
responsible for it. The Government appoints the Chairman. ^ Since 1890, wo 
have bad five Chairmen—^in eight years we have had five Chairmen. How can 
you possibly expect prompt and continuous Executive action when tKe Head of 
the Executive is being constantly changed? And, Sir, the duties of the Chair¬ 
man of the Corporation are of an onerous description They are Yeay different 
from the duties that ordinarily appertam to district administration. They have 
to be learnt, and by the time the Ohedrinan has lemrnt them, a new inoumbent 
appears on the scene to relieve him 6f his responsibilities I How can you 
possibly expect Executive vigour and efficiency under such a state of things ? 
Did^ the great and distinguished men, who in the ptet have filled the office of 
C^mrmau, over complain of the weakness of their position—was ever such a 
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complaint uttered by men like Sir Henry Harrison, Mr. Beverley, Mr. Cotton 
or Mr. William Souttar? If Sir Heniy Harrison at all thought that hia position 
was weak as Chairman, nothing could have been easier for him than to have 
amended the law when he was in charge of tlie Bill in 1888^ on the lines now 
^ suggested. 

<< Further, it has been observed that the Municipality has no constitution, 
and that it is all fluid and indefinite and that it is impossible to fix responsibi¬ 
lity; ^ Sir, I must be permitted to express my surprise at this statement. Why, 
Sir, in section 4 and in subsequent sections of the Municipal Act we have 
sketched out for us the outlines of a firm, clear and consistent constitution. You 
may not like it—you may disapprove of it. All that I can understand, but 
the constitution is there, set forth in clear and definite lines which any one who 
runs may read. Equally extraordinary is the statement that it is difficult to 
fix responsibility. Well, Sir, lhave been connected with the Corporation for 
the last 22 years. I have been associated with numerous Committees of 
ehquixy connected with various departments of the Corporation, and speaking for 
myself, and I may add on behalf of my colleagues, I will say this—^that we have 
never had the smallest difficulty in fixing responsibility for the various sins of 
omission and commission that were discovered. Why, Sir, only the other day 
we had a Committee enquiring into the Warrant Department, and we had not 
the smallest difficulty in finding out who were to blamo and who were not to 
blame. In this connection, I would desire to call attention to a Note issued by 
Sir Henry Harrison, delegating his powers to his subordinates and fixing their 
responsibility. For the first time under the Act of 1888, the Chairman was 
empowered to delegate his powers to his subordinates—he did not possess this 
power under the Act of 1876 or under the still earlier Act of 1863. On the 
passing of the Act of 1888 Sir Henry Harrison drew out a statement assigning 
duties and firing responsibility with that statesmanlike breadth and sagacity 
for which he was so conspicuous. 1 will read an extract or two from this state¬ 
ment :— 

* The Seori^tary is empowered to sign all letters isBuiiig on behalf of the Oommissioners, 
or of the Chairman, and all orders, after satisfying himaelf that the order has been passed 
W an officer entrusted with due authority to pass it. Ho is entrusted with the seal of the 
dorporation and with the oustody of valuable doouments, contracts and records. He will 
expressly see that all notices of meetings are duly issued, and that the terms of the Act 
regarding such notices are complied with. 

* The Engineer will exercise the TOwers necessary for the efficient performance of the 
duties of a Chief Engineer in a lar^ City. He will directly supervise and control what 
are ordinarily known as the Water Works Department, the Drainage Department and the 
Hoad Superintendent's D^artment. He will also have under his orders the Workshop 
Superintendent and Workshop Establishment, the Municipal Railway Establishment and 
the Salt Water Lake Establishment. The maintenance and repairs of all the municipal 
buildings and machinery is also placed under his general supervision. 

' ^ Drainage Inepeotor ,—Section 290 (inspect drains, <Sbo., issue one hour’s notios of in¬ 
tention to clean out drain and remedy defect). 

* Of course, it does not follow that thdse subordinates will always exercise, without r^fer~ 
enco to the Engineer^ the powers assigned to them ; the Engineer should make them clearly 
understand that they should always oonsult him in all matters of importanoe as heretofore, 
and h^ will be genera^ responsible to the Oommissioners and myi^li for all orders issued 
by his subordinates. The object of assiguing power is not to limit resjf^nsibility, but to 
enable the subordinate’s action to be legwy valid, 'rhe same remark applies to the powers 
conferred on the Engineer. 

* The Health Officer will, in a gpeneral way, exercise the powers neoessary for the efficient 
performance of the duties of the Chief Executive Officer of Health in a large city. He will 
dhreotly simrvise and oontrol what are ordinary known as the Gonservanew Department, the 
Nuisance Department, and the Bustee and Sanitary Departments. He will also have under 
his* orders toe Assistant Health Officer and. his own office, the Food Inspectors, the Medicid 
Inspectors, the Analyst to the Corporation, the Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination and 
his establishment, all officers and subordinates engaged in the registration of births and 
deaths, whether at the registration offices or at the burning-ghats and burial grounds, the 
Gowkhanna Superintendent and establishments, and the Superintendent of the Slaughter¬ 
house. Alt4he markets of the town are also placed under bis general supervision.* 

Now I ask could there be anything more clear and definite than this 
deleration of duties and the res{>on8ibility which such delegation necessarily 
involves, and yet it is said that if is difficult to know where me responsibility 
Tesides?

Thufi it will be Been that the grounds upon which it is sought to jOstify 
the supersession of the Calcutta Munieipality will not stand the te^t of 
scrutiny. When tried in the crucible of reason and oMUmon senses they 
vanish into thin air. You propose to give us the eonstitution of'the Bombay 
Municipality. But the fact is overlooked that the entire system of Loom 
Self-Government in Bombay is retrograde when compared with the system 
which prevails in these' £^rovinoes. You^ Bir| very well remember the at&tikde 
of the Bombay Govcmtnent in regard to Lord Ripon’s scheme of Local Self- 
Government, and the remonstrance which has become histcsrical which iftS 
Home Secretary you addressed to that Government* I will read an eiftract 
from your letter:— 

Goveruor Genetslin Connoil is at a kM to ootMssite what eau have kd tiis Ocseiia- 
nieni of Bombay to eOppoflo that the Govemmeht of , India had intention either of 
subverting altogether the existing system in il^mbay, or of oonfesving unlimited powess 
mon munioipalities and looaljraar^. In the separate oommuiuoation to the (^ovemnient of 
^>mbay noted on the marg^dstress is laid upon the advdbntagSs whioh the emstenoe of a 
widely spread system of mtcnisi^al and Iho'al fund boards gave to that in follow¬ 

ing out of the prinoiplea advocated by the Supreme GoVemtnez^. suhteirsidti hut 
adaptation and expansion el existing arrangettente was whait tfato Oovemment d 
desmed. Furthermore the powers which it is proposed to entrust to looal boards are not. in 
any sense unlimited, but are in fact most strietty limited. 

In such an insalubrioas atmosphere, #ith thh weight of official opinimi 
arrayed agamst it, the tender plant of Local Self-Goyernmetit could not thrive, 
and the whole scdieme Conceived upon lines far less Kbcral than What we 
find in Bengal. Hero, S&, in Bengal in most Mufassal Municipalities, two- 
thirds of the members Are elected; in Bombay, only one-half of the members 
are elected. In most Mufassal M uCMpalitiCS in Bengal, the Chairmen are 
elected; in most Mufassal Munioipalitios in the Bombay {^residency, ibe 
Chairmen are nominated. As in the interior, So in the Presinency tbWn^ the 
system sufiers by comparison with that of Bengal. In 1865 the Bombay Muni¬ 
cipality was constituted upon a basis which made the Chairman the autocrat, or 
as my hon’ble friend, the Member for the Gornoratkm, said the other daythe 
despot of the situation.’ TThe system hopelessly teroke doWn after a short trial. 
It brought the Corporation to the verge of bankruptcy, and this autocratic 
system had to be abandoned, and the Municipal Admihistratiou was re-cUst 
in 1872 upon more liberal lines. 'J'he Act of 1872 was amended by the 
present Bombay Act, and it was passed on the clear understanding, at any 
rate, on the part of the Indian Members of Council, that the OorporaticKn was 
to exercise general oonUrol over the Executive,! that it was to supefirviae, direct 
and guide the Executive# This was what the'Hon’ble Mr. Tslhog s8id 

* Mr. Pheiozshah and mysdf are most anxious that there should not be^'any iuterlezenos 
w^th the Executive functioxM of the Commissioner. We only want that it should be subject is 
the general control of the jiduntoipal Corporation, and that is Substantially provided for in the 
present Bill.

. itself.. Human events move in cycles. So for bodk as 28 ycamago^ Ariuddi 
from his place in thin Oounoil proposed the adoption of BCiUbay 
Constitution. The proposal was otqected to by Bai Slristo Las Pal Bahadur as 
Whalf-measure—it was vehemently opposed by Mr. Stuart Hogg, then Chaiemsm 
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of the Corporation; and the opposition it. elicited was so strong .that the proposal 
was not eyen formirlated in the shape of a definite resolution* 

Sir, it is worthy of remark that the Bombay Municipal Bill, which is to 
fijtrzii^h the model for our Municipal Constitution, was stoutly opposed at the 
third reading of the Bill by Mr. Forbes Adams. Mr. Forbes Adams was 
afterwards knighted for his distinguished services, aud was the representative 
ofBombay Council. This was 
whWt he said:— 

f After the full disoussion vhioh has taken plaoe duriuff the debate on the amendments, 
it i^y perhaps be thought superfluous that an^^thing should now be said. I oannot, 
howe^r, refrain from taking advantage of this opportunity to observe that much 
as I hope that the Hill now about to oe read a third time may be found in praotioe 
to ’ wh^fc smoothly and satisfaotorily, X harbour and entertain grave misgivings. I 
regi:^ that Your Exoellenoy’s Oounoil has not s^n its way to give suoh oonsiatenoy 
and alUpervadin^ness to the great eentral principlo of the Biu'—the principle that 
the Corporation is the governing body—<that no possiblity of question, uncertainty or 
clashing could hereafter ariae.^ The idea of oo<oidinate authority seems to me to be fraimht 
with ohanoe of friction and irritation. It ,ui an attempt to reconcile what is irreoi noilable. 
It possesses the elements of imsettlement and fchd. 1 firmly believe the Bill might through¬ 
out all its sections have emphasised and aoomituated its contra! principle without running the 
slightest danger of fettering or interfering unduly with the Uommiesioner in oarrying out 
the details of the Exeoutiye work of the Munioipality/ 

We deplore the want of interest on'the part of the European community 
in OUT municipal concerns. Wo should rejoice if they could be persuaded to 
co-operate with ua in our municipal work* But the Hou’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill completely misses the fundamental conditions of the problem. I 
cordially acknowledge that Calcutta owes ..its greatness to a considerable extent 
to European trade and commerce ; but it is not to be forgotten that European 
merchants come here for a particular purpose, viz., their business; and it is no 
part of their business to feel an interektr in the insanitary drains and bu^ieea 
which may abound in Burra Bazar and Jora Bagan. Their business is all-en¬ 
grossing, and ill these days of keen competition leaves tljiem no time for other 
and weighty public afEairs. Our laws indeed bear traces of the efforts of the 
Legislature to enlist the sympathies and to secure the co-operation of the 
European community in too municipal work of the town. Under the Act of 
1876, the southern wards of the town inhabited by Europeans had each 
the right of sending three Commissioners to the Corporation, while the north¬ 
ern wards each sent only two Commissioners. The experiment did not 
succeed. Under the Act of 1888, special constituencies wore created for tho 
benefit of the European,community. Tiie experiment again did not succeed; 
and now we are embarked upon another experiment, upon somewhat different 
lines, but in the fi^me direction. Well, Sir, 1 am not a prophet. Prophecy is a 
danfi^rous art. No one ought to ptophei;y.unless he knows; and for myself from 
my place jin this Council, surrounded by the legislative wisdom of this Province, 
I haya no desire to assume the prophetic function. But if our experience of 
the pait is any guide for the future, thei|,l have no hesitation in saying that 
as our.6xperimenta in this direction havei not hitherto been attended with sue* 
cess^^we-cannot hope for a better result from the new one which we are about 
to try. My hon’ble friend, the Member representing the Chamber of Commerce, 
is conffdant of inaccess. He is more fortunately situated than myself. To him 
has been vouchsafed the gift pf the seer which is denied to the leas gifted 
i^lMlren 6f the Ifith Century. Sir, I not singular in the opinion which I 
khld u itP ibe hopelessness of the task which tho Hon^ble Member in Charge of 
the Bdl Wfk andeii^ in legislating with a view to secure the co-operation of 
the European community in the work of the Municipality.

** A higher authority than even that of Sir Henry Haxzisoh, -tiie thfan 
Lieutmaant-G-ovemor of Bengal, i^oke in the same strain. Sir Stetuut Bayley» 
as President of the Council, observed 

'My own fear is just the'Oontrary—^thai vou will never be able to ^at the ivrnires^J^dfrtti' 
of oommeroe to go out of their way to bring their knowledge and praotioal ability to 'hedr eii 
the affoirs of the town. I wiah. it could be otherwise.' 

“What do we find iri'.Bombay under the op^tion of the Act whit^.ill. to 
supersede our law and w^mh, it is said, ^ cfdoulated to ensure the corbiieicp^h 
of the European community in our muuioi{ml affairs? Why, Sir, the 
attendance of the Indian,rclement is. higher Ilian the average attendance \ 
European Members of Corporation. Here is a statement which 1 haiTe 
obtained from Bombay 


* Thera were 69 Corporiti^ meetin« in 1896*'96. The nte of average native attSndanos 
at these meetings was 64 areh^ 64 of Europeans. 

* In 1896-97 there wera^re Corporation meetings, the rate of average native attenAuifle 
was 66 against 41 of Europeh^.’ 

“ It will be seen that'the attendance of Europeans was much higher for 
1895-96 than for 1896-9T.' The difference is easily explained. Dr. Blainey, 
one of the most active l^l^pean Members of the Corporation, resigned in . 1896, 
and there was a perceptil^U falling-off in the average attendance. 

“ And now, Sir, wi^" your permission, I desire to advert for a moment to 
the speech of the Hon'h^ Member representing the Chamber of Commerce. I 
must deprecate the tope'; iButd the style of that raeech. My hon’Ue friend 
professed great admiramu lor the e^eech of the Hon’ble Member in ch&rgo of 
the Bill. Admiration is ^^st expressed by imitation. The Hon’ble Member 
representing the Cbambur^did not, hotvever, imitate the conciliatory attitude 
of the Honb’le Mouiber In charge of the Bill.

“Then, atgain, my hon^hie friend nrietxed to the rednotium of Ra. 30,000 in 
the Heal& Officer’s hndget. If he .knew all the facts in connection with this 
redaction, 1 auu sure insteaid ox blame he would have bestowed praiae upon 
the Commisaioners. The fausts are tibesec—Tlte year was a year of unusual 
finnwaial depression. Mr. Lee, the Ohahrman, of his own motion and without 
any pressure, from tiie Comm^onere, asked the Heads of Depairtments to 
reduce their budgets. The Assistant Health Officer, who WM thaha officiating 
for the Heedda Officer, out down his bd^et by Rs. S6,000. In tile meantime 
Dr. ti ^ni paon returned to bis duties. Ho tnought the reduction bad been carried 
too far, and cat it down to Bs. 46,000. Now mark what the Oommissionera 
did when the matter came up before tfaetd for consideration. They raised the 
expenditure of the Hepdth Department and would not consmat to reduce it to 
below Rs. 3C,000. Now let me atic my Jaop’ble friend whether after this ex¬ 
planation he does not thank that tnll 'Oommissionera were worthy of praise 
rather than of blame for the part tiaey took in this naatter ? Reference 
has been made to the redueti<m of Rs. 10,000 for road-soraping. It is per¬ 
fectly true the CoDondsBioners put down this amount, but surely not ozt the 
ground of economy. They insisted up^ the road-sonming being removed 1^ 
their pwia conservancy carts. They ot^eated to this wora bmng done by hired 
carts fbr which Ba. 16,000 bad been provided, on the ground tiaat the work 
was b^y done and the Corporation did not get an adaqinaie cetom for the 
money spent. Subsequently the CommiiMoners granted a ium of Rs. 7,000 
for roadosorapang. liy hon’ble friend’has referred to a sum of Rs. 8,000 which 
hari been disallowed for the ooiaservancy arrangemmats of the added area. 
Here a gain the Hon’ble M<tinber is ignoraht of the facts of the case. A sum 
of Rs,. 13,000 bad been provided for the conservancy arrangements of this 
part c^tiaetowu. In tiae middle of tbe year after the budget had been framed^a 
frirtiaer sum Ra. 8,000 was asked. Ifo. ]RLtohie, the Ohairm'an, bimselt said that 
the QonaxnissioneM could not grant this extra sum. In judging pf the policy of 
tiae OenAnissioners in oomaectaon witia the Health Officer’s ^ Department, at is 
not Bundy fair to pick out uaiton of expenditure here and aa item there, and say 
ttntt*.tiae ^mmiasionera have not done .tiaeir duty. The whole expenditiare on 
tiae HehUh Officer’s Department extendi^ ^er a series of years can alone give a 
<x>rre^.yi0wof the pedmy which the Gcipinunoners have followed in this matter.

He b«m referred toanitem of Rs. 50 which 
tiie ’ OoBSinisticner#'''disaB^ed, altiiotigh. iihe money had been paid by tiie 
Cbaxrina%'’Bi&* lUttiiie, ttr' Mr. Wilsorovtiio was then a candidate for the 
Oowkhaaa Svpcxiiitendentahip. The Hen’ble Member possibly referred to 
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this matter as an instance of financial meanness on the part of the Oommis 
sioners. Here, again, he displays only a superficial knowledge of the facts of 
the ease. The Commissioners had no option left in the nia'mr. Under the- 
law they were bound to disallow the sum, and Mr. Bitohie hieaself admitted 
that the Commissioners were in tlie right and that he was in the wronE* Tbii 
was what he said about the matter at the meeting of the Commission's :«<» 

* Smoe the Resolution was passed (by the General Committee) he had enquired what would 
have boon done in Government service under similar oiroumstanoes —-what -view wouild '&e 
Accountaut'General take of' an itom such as this, and Bitohie was bound to say that 
the answer was it would probably not have been sanctioned. He thought that in most 
niatten he as well as the Oommisuionors could not do better than to follow the pmoedifire of 
the Government who dealt with many similar oases, and he had therefore oaused the amount 
to be refunded.' 

“Sir, my hon’ble'friend has referred to a communication of the Chamber 
of Commerce addressed to the Goirernuient, dated the 10th .Tuly. 1895. In that 
communication the Cliamber complained of the increase of typhoid feTor in 
Calcutta. On the matter being inquired into, it was found that there had been 
no increase of typhoid fever, and the Government in its reply to the Chamber 
censured the Health OfiBcer for lending the weight of his name to the spread of 
a false rumour. 1 will FMid an extract from the letter of Government:— 


* It is a matter of much regret that after lending the weight of hie authority to the 
statement that typhoidal fevers are largely inoreasing in Calcutta, the Health Otfioer should 
have neglected to comply wiHi the request that the grounds of that opinion might bo fully 
set forth. Owing to this omission it is im]^8ible, as the matter now stands, to arrive at 
any certain or even probable ooedusion on the important question whether the increase iu 
fever mortality which has occurred during the lost three years in Calcutta is due to purely 
local causes which admit uf being diminished or removed, or to general oa^s affecting the 
whole surrounding country, which it would be vain to attempt to oope with. The position 
is a very unsatisfactory one, and illubtiatea the dama^ that may be done to sanitary progresa 
by making vague general assertions and withholding the evidence upon which they are 
based.’ • 


« One other remark I desire to make in connection with the speech of the 
Hon’blo Member representing the Chamber, He observed that the present 
Bill provided for a fair representation of all sections of the community in the 
Corporation. Does he regard it as a fair representation of the rate-payers that 
on we General Committee they should be represented by only one-third of 
the entire number—is it fair that those who pay the maximum of taxation 
should have the minimum of representation? Such an arrangement, I am sore, 
will not recommend itself to our sense of jlistice and fair play. 

“ Well, Sir, we have been told that under the proposed law there will be 75 
Commissioners as before, and that the conditions of the franchise and oi the 
distribution of the wards will remain unaltered. Th^ Commissioners w^ vote 
tho Budget, fix the rates and then—I was goii^ to say—go to sleep. Ilieir 
function will be like that of tbei gods of the Epicureans of old as described by 
Cicero in his i>e Naiura deorwnr^ihoy created the world and then went, to sleep. 
The gist of the proposed changes may be summarized as follows r^’^The trans¬ 
fer of all authority from the representatives of the rate-payers to the official 
representative of the Governmmit and to the representative t^of the European 
mercantile community. The supreme power of the CorpWarion will be gone 
x-Local Self-Government will be gone. Far bettw, WCrild it be to away 
with this semblance of a show—this mockery of Xiom^l^if-Governio^aiit^and 
copvert the Calcutta Municipality into a Govemipeiw., vereau, controlMed asd 
directed by the Government. . ^ ^ 

« X<et me observe that in all European^ oooidirias which have aC^ f<Mrtn of 
Municipal Government, the supreme authority iiitdways vested in tl^ Ccrpora- 
tion. This is what Mr. Albert Shaw says in wp irwl-known book:- 
* Muniripal Quvemmenta, elsewhere than in tba^Sbhed States, alter Jhai ‘ 
ruling body, do not erect a aepazate one-man pOWSlFthd it the nwatit- 
ruling administrative body and to diminish itqv and resi 

whei>e is an integral part of the Oouncnl. Sootoh am , .

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to sixtj'fquTf according to their eiee. So far aa those bodies have authority ta pass bye-laws 
at all, their authority is complete, and nobody obtrudes a veto. They appoint and remove 
all olheiahu They have entire charge of Municipal Administration, distributing the work 
of departmental management and supervision to Standing Committees of their own number 
which they drganize and constitute as they please. If such a Local Government cannot bo 
trusted, the fault is with popular institutions. It is quite certain to he as good a government 
as, the people concerned deserve to have. The location of responsibility u perfectly 
definite/ 

Mnnicip^ Government in America is diflferontly constituted. It is orga¬ 
nized upon lines which we are very unwisely going to imitate in the Bill 
before us, and the municipal system lu America, according to Mr. Albert Shaw, 
is a failure. This is what he says in his book :— 

* The typical American Mayor is no of tlie Council or its organization. He is 

elected directly by the p^ple He is an indepedont co-ordinate autnori^. He bears 
somewhat the same > relation to the Council that; the President of the TJnited States 
sustains towai^ds Congress or the Governor of a.Staie towards the I^egislature. The analogy 
falls short,, however, in the very impictant praotioal fact that the work of Congress and‘ 
the State Legislature is principally that of legislation, while the work of Municiped Councils 
is of necessity principally that of administration. The theoretical independence and dis¬ 
tinct executive responsibility of the President and the Govf«rnors is extremely difficult to 
maintain in practice, for the line between legislative and administrative work and authority 
Is not at all distinct. Still more difficult is it in practice to apportiou duties and responsi¬ 
bility between an American Mayor and the Common Council in snob a way as to secure 
real e£B.oienoy on botti sides. It is not easy to see whore in the nature of things, the proper 
functions of one authority end, and those of the otlier begin. In the dispersion of authority, 
definite responsibility too easily disappears. The embarrassments and opportunities growing 
•out of this divided responsibilitv are among the principal causes of the comparative failure 
of City Government in the TJ i ited States.' 

^Tlero in Calcutta the authority of the Corporation has always^been supreme 
aiuce there has been a Oorporulion, This has been the constitution of the Muni- 
jcipality ever since 1863. Every time the constitution has come under con¬ 
sideration, this principle has been recognized. Tt was first affirmed by the 
Act of 1863; it was reaffirmed in 1876; it was again affirmed in 1883, 
and under this constitution the Municipality has introduced those vast 
and stupendous sanitary works which have changed the lace of Calcutta. If 
wo had a tabula rasa upon which wo might inscribe what we pleased, there 
might have been perhaps little room for complaint. But a constitution is a 
growth—in the words of Edmund Burke, the greatest political Philosopher the 
world has ever seen—it is an organic growth; and let me ask my hon’ble 
friend, the Member in charge of the Bill, whether he regards the Bombay Muni¬ 
cipal Act as tlie natural and the most reconD development of our municipal 
sj'atem? If not, it is a foreign body—an extraneous excrescence—sought to 
be engrafted upon our municipal system, and as such it is doomed—^fore-doomed 
tp failure. 

. ‘*#Sir, I base my objection to the Bill upon the highest considerations of 
expediency, '^l^he Bill, if passed into law, would lead to the dispersion of all 
sense of respionsibility on the part of the Executive and would'operate as a 
hardsjhip upon the poorer sections of the community, whose well-being ought to 
btif .tlie supreme concern of all Qpvemmeuts. Undev the existing law the 
authority of the Corporation is supreme. To the Corporation, the Chairman 
ahd :tbe General Committee are responsible. To whom will they be respon- 
sibi^:ander the new law? To noue^tbey will be responsible only to their own 
cpu^oiences—the divine monitor within; and, Sir, power vested in the best 
and : the wisest amongst us is liablje to be abused when adequate provision is not 
made for bringing home a sense of responsihility. There will, under the new 
law^ P^, three co-oidinate authorities, fuming paii: and parcel of the same system, 
moyii^^ in their own appointed spheres, without any central or controlling 
fprG^>.{:Why,.B the material universe could not endure under such a system. 

dominates the world of man’s actions. The Bill,' a|3 1 have 
remerli^ilf he a prolific source of pnpression practised upon the poor. The 
Ohdirmto possibly perform all ^his vast and varied; functions. He will 

have to delegate his duties to his subordinates in an endless'chain.' The Exe¬ 
cutive . will* tnus incJucle the muniis^isil underlings, and we know who and 
wha^ theqr arb. They are just as unnopnlar as the police, and* their purity is on 
a par with that of the police. But tb^ are far more meddlesome and mischiev- 
• ous. Their du&es affecting the daily lives and habits of the people afford them 
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the amplest f>pj>orfunity for black-mailing. Now a remedy ie provid* d by the 
appellate and loviaionul jui*ir)d>ction of the Oorporatioii which may be invoked 
by any ComminHirmor. Hut wlien thin power is taken away fr« m tlio Corpora^ 
tion, these underlings will bo the virtual masters of the si*^uatioii—the lorda 
of all thev survey—their ritrlit none to dispute,—and the lot of the poor man 
hard um it is in Calcutta, will become harder stilL 

‘^iSir, 1 desire to 8ay one word with regard to the constitution and the 
powers of the Cicneral Committee. Under the present law tUb General Com¬ 
mittee consists of 18 members elected by the Corporation and is responsible 
to the Coiporation. Under tlie proposed law th« Ooneral C'omiiiittee will 
consist of 12 members, of whom only lour will bo elected by the CoTf>oration. 
The Genoial Ctmnuitteo will bo entrusted with tlie details of administration 
in a variety of important matters. The Corporaaon will have to tind the 
funds. The Co'potation having under the new system no part in the actual 
woik of adininistiation and therefore unfainiliar with the requlr* mental of the 
administrjtion, may vote inadequate finds, and then the Government, like the 
dens ex mathtna of the old diamas, will descend on the scene to avert a crisis. 
Here we have an tmperium \mp^rio with ayengeunce, with all the worst evila 
of that h^'stcin, accf^ntuated in their gravest foim. Let us hear what a Bombay 
paper wliich you. Sir, very ughtly described from your place in the Supreme 
Council us being disfinguishtd for sobtiety and moderation—the Indian 
SpCLtiitor^saya w.tb regaid to this aspect of the hill:— 

* Tho division is a quef*r one, involving a logioal fsllaoy, for, are not zuerohants too 

ref>ideutsP Our Standing is elected liy tlie Corporation, as a whole, and so thera 

is no fr otion. The General Oominittee, as sketched out in the wools of Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, quoted above, would be, as it seems at first sight, an an* inoly, an tmpcriifm in 
intfjofto^ imd the work ol divitiing the responBibilities between the t«o bodies to be oieated on 
the one hand, and between them and the Chairman, on the other, would surrly tax ingenuity, 
li the Budget and the rate of taxation is to be fixed by the Corpora*ion, if the strings ol the 
piiise are to be in their haids exclusively, we do not see bow a be dy that is not their re* 
presenta ti\e can In Ip becoming often a stumbling block in the way of smooth work ng.’ 

Sir, it has been said with regard to the Committees of the Corpoiation 
that they hamper work and cause delay. Tho statement is founded upon 
an enfiio miscoiicoption of the situation. These Committees facilitate work 
and avoid a good deal of discussion which otherwise would be inevitable 
at meetings of tlie Commissioners. *In 19 cases out of 20’ said Sir Henry 
Hanisou from hi^ place in this Council, ^the decisions of Committees axe 
accepted without any discussion. Nor do these Committees cause any delay 
when tho Chairman is in agreement with them, and this is usually the case ; 
for tlien h^s proposals may at once be given effect to.’ In this connection there 
is one aspect of the question which this Council cannot overlook and which 
I am suie Your Honour will not overlook when we bear in mind the eloquent 
words which you addre8^ed as Home Secretary to the vaiions Local Govern¬ 
ments, impressing upon them^ the importance of fostering the beginnings of 
Local Self-Government, as an instrument of popular and political education. 
The^o Coinuiitfees familiarise the CommissioneTs with the work of the Cor¬ 
poration, inspire them with a sense of respomibility and promote tile ends, of 
political education. 

Lastly the Government has assumed to itself funciicns which do not 
belong to it under the piesent law. I thought. Sir, that vdeccntializatiou 'Was 
the order of the day. But I presume it is a€icentraliaati 9 )(| when power iS t&' be 
deh^gnted to officials or official bodies, and it is centraliiAticn when powcir has 
to be withdrawn from popular bodies. Here is statement which t have 
drawn up showing the powers and functions which the Government proposes 
to as'^ume under the Bill:-—

** Sir« I do not propose to detain you any longer. It i» not for one moment 
to be sappoat'd that 1 regard the present constitution of the Calcutta Munioi* 
parity BB perfect. Far from it. It ie babble of improyement, but it does 
^ lie in thn diiectione indicated in the Bilh The Bill hae bam launched in 
the name of sanitation. Could we persuade oars'-lyos to believe that it would 
promote sanitation and thus confer an nnmixed benetit upon the people, ,what' 
could be more natural than that we should Hupport a measure, so wise in its 
scope*— so benedeent in its intentions. Fi>r’ C alcutta is the ci^ of our birth 

_it is tbe city of our sires— it is the city of our childron—and it is tu be the 

destined city of our children’s children. We have a fur more permanent and 
abiding interest in its sanitary well being than any other section of the com¬ 
munity enu’d possibly have. We would welcome any rational seheme of sani¬ 
tation which would brinir to our peo^de an accession of health and all the 
blessings which the possession of health implies. But we are persuaded that 
♦.hi, Bill will not promote this great object: It is not laws but. funds that are. 
needed for the structural improvement of Calcutta We have had of recent yeaxe 
too many laws. We want rest, pauoe, the. repose of peace, freedont from^ the' 
excitement consequent upon new proposals for the enactment of »»ew laws.^ lb 
is money and iiot-a change in the constitution of the Municipality that is required 
for the .sanitation of Caicutta.

“ The Hon’ble Spink said:—“ The chief among the interesi^ to be 

maintained by the Municipality are those of the European communit^^' and it 
assuredly never was intended that the management of the affairs of this great 
and growing City shopld pass into the hands of one section only of the commu¬ 
nity. Europeans haye.been reproached for not coming forward in the past 
to take an interest in hmnicipal affairs and to share in the work of t^e Muni¬ 
cipality. The accusa^on is an unjust one. The gradual falling off of the 
European element id- the Corpoiation and in the General Committee can be 
readily explained. ' I need only refer you to the statistics fumished by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Kisley to ^ow how hopelessly Europeans have been, placed in 'the 
mimtrity by the operation of the existing laws. Even supposing they we^e 
more numerous, men od business cannot spare time to take part in the too 
often fruitless debated of a large talking body. They are mways ready and 
willing.to serve on buamess Committees, and I need only instance such bodies as 
the Port CommissioneA, the. Chamber of Commerce anti its various Committees, 
and the Trades AsspMution, to show that Europeans are willing to, and do 
flovoto their time to public questions. It is impossible, as things now stand, to 
get a sufficient number of Europeans 'to join the Corporation, and to give the 
Executive the benefit their experience and their counsels. The one. solution 
for the problem presmted by this unsatisfactory condition of things i|^, in my 
opinion, to be found; in the principle of the Bill now under discussion. 
It will secure for Uo a representative General Committee capable of 
performing its various \duties in a prompt and busineBBlike way, and who, 
armed with a comprehdnsive and well-defined Act, will be able to carry 
out much'needed sanitS!^ and structural reforms, and to administer tho affairs 
of the town on soundf^and modem principles. Such a Committee, 1 take 
it, would represent' more truly the voice of the people than tho present 
one, and would be morif^ truly based on the fundamental principles, of Local 
Seif-Govornraent.

** Then, there.is anothir object for which the Bill provides, namely, a largm 
measure of European representation. The object, I contend is not tO;' {nro- 
tect the interests of Eur<q[^ean minority, but to help the E'uropean minority .to 
dominate. Wi^ regard to this, let ns see what the Bill provioes. There am to 
be 75 Commissioners altog^her, out of whom 60 shall be elected as follows 
50 at ward elections, 4 l^ toe Chamber of Commerce, 4 by the Trades' Asm- 
dation, and 2 by the Fdrt Commissionma. The remaining 15 ace to bo 
nominated by the Local Government.

as at present, and therefore thought their interests were quite safe 

in the -honds of the Chairman. That is the .explanation offered the Hon’bl'e 
Member.' - If he hipaself is satisfied with that explanation, then of all men, he 
should bs toe last to expect European gentitoaen to take any interest in the 
concerns of' the Municipality when they know that they wul have under this 
Bill an irresponsible Executive, more independent of, and unfettered by toe. 
action of Committees of the Corporation than ever. I have been asking myself 
whether^ the European community will take as a compliment all that the Hontole 
Member, in charge of the Bill has so frankly said of its interest in, and critimsm 
of, matters municipal, or be tempted to ery ‘save us Brom our friend.’ 
Although the Hon’ble Member who repres^ts^ the Chamber of Commerce took 
it upon himself to say a number of things in .disparagement of native Commis¬ 
sioners aa to their ideas of sanitaticm, &c.,.,the Hon’ble Member in charge of 
the Bill'would warn vis against laying much' stress upon such criticisms. 

Europeans ought to have an influence bn the administration of toe town, 
not, however, by artificial provisions of law, but by really to using their 
influence in the Corporation as to gain the position which might well be 
assigned to them. The Bill would gi've toem a predominant position, noton 
their oiljtti merits, but by an artificial provision of the law under which they 
will ha'TO'toat influence. The Hon’ble Member mid :—* The Eiuropeans, who 
ought 'to have a predominant influence in the affairs of the^ town, cannot be 
inoueed. to take paxt in toe general meetings of the Commissioners, where they 
contidbi^ rightly or wrongly, the time is . wasted in de^te, and where they 
could not hope to command; more than, an insignificant minority.’ 

‘*1lphe question is, why not ? Why cannot they hope to command more than 
an im^^ificant minority ? There have been European members of the Cor¬ 
poration'who have, I believe, in their day led the Corporation, and there is ncT 
reason^twhy European members should not again lead the Corporation by 
dint of tom own merit, if they would divest themselves of their prejudices 
with reg^i^ to the. oonduot of meetings. There are some who rush into 
8tatembilli|,like these, that there is wasto ^ time, that there is unlimited talk¬ 
ing. Beoause other people cannot acoe^ their ipaa dianf, they are ready to 
put it'down to a desire ox talking, and oomplain of waste of time. When there 
IS a' <b|^i^tion to tedk, Europeans are quite -as forward^ to talk as Hindus are. 
'Whilb t Matting that Europeans should occupy an important position in the 
Ootybrati^f. I submit it shodld not be .^, means of an ar^oal provision of 
law, but biiil'toeir own merits. Then the H^’ble Member said ‘ They prefer

The Hon’hle Babu Jxtilk Mohax Sun said:—I desire to record my protest 
against this Bill. I am not $^mi liar with the questions which form the subject of 
discussion before the Council, but from what I have read wd heard, it appears 
to me that the pasedng of this pill will be a blow to the principles of Local Self- 
Oovemment for which, as I am awene, no case has been made out.

in the luxury of interferenco in season and out of season, and retain, the 
right of disclaiming responsibility. If people keep on poking their fihgers 
into tho works of a clocK, they must expect to be taken to task if the cfock 
goes wrong. Moreover, as regards the really grave question of the temblo 
state i>f tilings discovei od by the Medical Board—the Commissioners expressly 
assumed entire responsibility. On the 1st of December, 1896, the Government 
asked the Medical Board to make a full and searching inquiry iiiW the 
causes of the lamentable du the part of those responsible for the town 

conservancy. On tho 9th bf December the Medical Board addressed di'veiy 
polite letter to the Cominisstoiioi's, in which they asked certain questions, none 
of which imputed any noglo^t to the Commissioners. The questions were 
(1) Are the facts correctly stated? (2) Were they reported to the Commis¬ 
sioners by tl)e Health Officer, and with what results? (3) Is the law, as it 
stands, suflicieut? (4) Is tl|© law enforced, and if not, why not? (5) What 
are the duties of tho Ilealth Ofl^cer, and have they been properly carried out? 
To this tlio Coininissioners replied that they respectfully aeoliued to consent to 
the Medical Board being constituted judges between them and their officers. 
Can there be a more complete/-assumption of responsibility than that ? Ii^^the 
face of that Resolution, is it possible the Commissioners now at this disttoce 
cdther to dispute the facts or to deny or whittle away their responsibili^.^fpr 
them ?

The danger el tiio 
teslr^fj^r;i!|<ling infection Europe was practically niY, and^oould be disreeurd- 
Vas it connected with the rest of India as it is now, a fact i^ioh 
douhpe^i: explsina its immunity from ' plague. In those days the liiuit of 
fnftM^flp. -was- the distance a man could walk with the seeds of disease in hin\; 
now:^|s.the distance he can travel by rail at 40 miles an hour—a very ditferei^ 
thin^Vv;}.T^e eopious references which have been made to the pest accompli^* 
m'ents 'of •the Commissioners are really irrelevant. No one denies that nmoh 
has li^h;,doh.c and a geat deal of money spent. 1 have every wish to do ample 
ju8ti^^:}ahd 1 admit that it is in their dealings with large issues that we see^e 
Cominissioners at their best. They passed the Harrison Hoad scheme, it is 
true, only by a narrow majority, and under oxtrenie pressure, but they did pass 
it, notmthstanding thoir strong feelings on the subject of the right of property 
in ariiCestral houses. They agreed to the drainage scheme much against thou* 
desire for economy as such and their fear of a rise in the rates of taxation, and 
1 am not at all disposed to go behind what was stated in the Ouvemment Hsfio. 
lutipn as. to the time they took over it. But that rcfci's only to the combined dratn- 
age sbheide. It refers to the scheme embracing both the suburbs and the town. 
If I axn not mistaken, the defects of the drainage system of Calcutta itself I^d 
been before the Commissioners for a veiy much lunger period. The Health Officer 
claim^ to have brought it forward as long ago as 1886, when he first came to 
Calcufta, and 1 am not aware that his statement has ever boon challenged. In 
both cases public opinion, which can make itself felt in large issues, drove them 
at last to do something, the necessity for which many of them realised very 
irap^'feotly. But this is all beside the point. Tlio large issues no one proposes 
to take away from them. The Bill will not witlidraw from the general body of 
Commissioners the decision on these large issues, but it will give them an agency 
by which the large scliemes will be prepared and digested'. It will give them 
the initiative and driving power which they now want.

the difficulties that hare arisen in the interpretation and the working of the 
Bailding Uegulations as given in Act II (B.C.) of 1888) and of the bye-laws 
passed by the Commissioners and sanctioned by the Local Government, and on 
&e uonerally unsatisfactory character of those Rogalations, and that the Memo¬ 
randum, when prepared, be sent up to the Local Goremment after it has been 
adopted by the Commissioners in meeting.’ In his speech he said:—' From a 
common-sense view the laws and bye-laws seemed enough, but sometimes the 
ingenuity of lawyers, and sometimes the Commissioners themselves who had 
cases to support, had made the rules Unworkable. In many cases where they 
wore absolutely plain and unambiguous, they had been twisted so as to make 
them inoperative and futile. Third storeys, for instance, ought not to be 
allowed in streets of less width than 40 feet. * ,* *. * * 

♦ • * But recently the rule bad been violated in a very large 

number of cases. To be strictly correct he should say that the rule had not 
been so much violated as it had been interpreted in a loose way. If there had 
been special esses only, the violations would not have been so much complained 
of, provided they were not taken as precedents. But when third storeys were 
allowed on the ground that they were cook-rooms and thakoorbaretg, or when 
they were ssmetioned because the sbruoture in the third storey was 30 feet from 
the middle the road, then such cases formed precedents against the intention 
of tho law. He need not multiply instances.’ In the same debate Babu Norendra 
Nath 8en agreed with the Mover on all points, that is to say, he agreed that the 
regulations had been broken. Babu Surendranath Banerjee said He had not 
been convinced that a modification of the law was necessary; he did not think 
they had worked the bye-laws in a manner to justify that belief. If they worked 
tho bye-laws in the way they might be worked, he thought the bye-laws and 
the building sections of the Act would amply suffice for all purposes. He quite 
agreed with Mr. N. N. Ghose that the elaborate regulations of the London 
Building Act were not required here; Calcutta was not London. At present 
it would be sufficient if the existing rule^ were worked thoroughly, honestly 
and in a consistent spirit, without making the frequent exceptions which bad 
b-^en made. He thought the rules as they stood were amply sufficient for the 
purpose.’ Thon Babu Kally Nath Mitter, a very high authority on the subject, 
said: * His friend, Mr. Ghose, considered that the bye-laws had not actually 
been violated, but that they had been loosely interpreted: on the contrary, the 
speaker maintained that the bye-laws had been violated in the most flagrant 
manner possible. All that was wanted was that they should be properly 
worked- Babu Priya Nath Mulliuk had referred to what he considered an 
ambiguity in tho wording of the bye-laws under Chapter (y} of the byo-laws, 
but the speaker did not think it could have been made pluiner, namely, that 
no threc^storey ed house could be built in a road of less than 40 feet width. Take, 
for instance, the case of a bailding at 4, Sunker Qhose’s Lane, in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Buildings Committee on the 2l8t May, 1895, which was thus 
reported:— 

The Ohainnan submitted for ooneideration the question of the constraotion of the pro- 
pored building at No. 4, Sunker Ohose’a Lane, '^e only objection in this ease was to 
the third storey, the street being loss than 40 feet wide. It was not a mere cook-room or a 
(hoAoofdareet but a regular third storey. 

*Babu Jodu Nath Sen pointed out that the third-storeyed portion of this house was 60 
feet removed from the roacl, and at the last meeting a third storey only 80 feet removed was 
aanotioiied. 

* The Chairman was strongly against sanotioning a third storey in a road which was only 
T4 feet 9 Inohes wide. If the Oommissioners wanted to ssnotion a third storey in suoh a narrow 
road, they ahoald repeal the hye-law on the suhjeot.' 

''Was there any ambiguity in that? Was that a case of loose interpreta¬ 
tion, of the 40 feet rule? It was a deliWrato violation^ of the bye-laws in this 
esse by allowing the construciion ol a third storey in a road only 14 feet 
9 inohes wide. The speaker, tlierefore, mainrained that it was nor a case 
of difficulty ’ of interpretation, but of- misplaced generosity by the Members 
of the .Committee, and ccmsequentlv there was no need ox a Committee for 
tire revision of the bye-laws. He g^ve another instance to illustrate his 
meaning, la the same Proceeding^ there was a motion against an order 
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for the demolition of ft eook-room on the third storey ot a house at 76*^1, 
Sit&darbagan Street. In that case:— 

^ Tho Ohalrman explained that in this oose the Committee sanotioned the building 
of a t^o-atoroyed houae, waiting the objection that two feet space had not been left in front 
of a passago to the cast. The house was not built according to the sanctioned plan, the 
four feet apace on the back having been built upon, and a third-storey erected without sanc¬ 
tion. He made an order on the 19th September to remove the third storev, bat noti<» undur 
section 241 Was not issued until the 7th of December, Uabu Maliil Behari Sircar having 
re[)re86nted that tbo owner Was negotiating for a piece of land for a cook-room. Nothing 
had, however, been done. The Department bad no knowledge of the Ward OomixdsBioiiexM' 
letters. 

* Babu Norendra Nath Sen remarked that there was not the least doubt that in this 
case the Building Uegulations had been violated, and a cook-room built on the third storey 
without sanction. It was only in special oases in Burra Bazar that cook-rooms were aBowod 
on the third storey. 

* Babu Bamtaron Banetjee observed that there had been ropeated violation of the rules 
as regards the building of thud-storeys in narrrow streets, leaving the requisite spaces and the 
like. In this case the bervioe of notice was delayed in deference to the representation made 
by Babu Nalin Behari Sircar, and ho thought any Censure on the Road Department was 
uncalled for. 

* Mr. J. Ghosal remarked, apart from the merits of this case, that every dewUing-house 
must have a cook-room, and In houses like this, built upon very small plots of lamd, the 
beet place for a cook -room was On the roof.

** There was in this case no ambiguity in the application of the mlb; ncme 
whatever* Therefore, what was wanted was iirstruclions from the Commis¬ 
sioners to their Committee to see that the bye-laws were more strictly adbeKd 
to. Ho thought that would be quite sufficient. There might, of course^ be 
one or two bye-laws which Heeded some amendment to make them plain, but 
he thought tliat a general resolution of tins kind would cause serious mia- 
chiof. He could well understand why exception was taken to the Chairman’s 
preparing a note on the subject, because ho would be bound to point out 
protnineiitly all these cases of violations of the bye-laWs, which perhaps was 
not desirable-’ 

And in winding up the debate, the Chairman said • it was a matter 
of complaint that though a Committee had been appointed two years ago, 
nothing hud been done} but it was no use for a Cfommittee to sit ffotmd a 
table unless the points which they wore to consider were properly put before 
them.’ t 

I will now turn to some of the specific statements made by the Hoii’ble 
Babu Surendranath Banerjee in his extremely lucid and able speech upon 
this Bill. Ho spoke, among other things, on the question of busteo procedure, 
and ho said that during the last ten years the Commissioners had spent no less 
than 10 lakhs on the improvement of bustees. Now the bustee question goes 
back to the year 1885, when the Government of India addressed the Government 
of Bengal on this subject. They said that * there can be no^ doubt that though 
the Commissioners have, since tne introduction of elective institutions Jn 187d, 
done much to improve the City, there have been at the. same time very serious 
shortcomings on which the Government has been frequently compelled to 
comment.’ Yqars of valuable time were wasted in discussion before the exten- 
sii>n of the filtered water-supply was put in lmnd*v JjCt was not till I88d that 
a beginning was made in bustee reclamation, atid expenditure up to date has 
fallen far short of the minimum sum of ohe-hailf lakhs per annum, which the 
Government of India in its orders on the report for 1882*^83 declared’to be 
necessary. . It was not until the beginning of 1883-84 that an establishu-ent for 
the surface cleaning of bustees began to be organised. 
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’*Tho figures for bustee improvement from 1883 to 1890 were given in 
paragtnph 24^ of the last Administration Report of the Commissioners. They 
ale the following:—

So that in that number of years the total expenditure by the Commissioners 
on bustee improvement was Rs. 9,36,000 or Rs. 66,000 a year—less than half 
tlie amount laid down as a minimum by the Oovornmont of India in 1883»84. 
On this subject one of the Commissioners themselves, in discussing the Admi¬ 
nistration Report, said :—^ In i>nge 112 a very interesting statement was given 
showing tlie amount expended during last ten years upon buktee improvement, 
but he regretted to say that the amount expended last year was the lowest on 
record, namely, Rs. 2!,939, Biistoo irnproveumnt was ono of the greatest 
necessities of the town, but it was now practically at a standstill. There were 
many bustoes in the northern division of the town which were in the same state 
now that they were ten years ago, and if active measures were not taken 
to improve them, their condition would become worse.’ 

*‘Then my hon’bie friend read an extract from a well-known book describ¬ 
ing tliio terrible state of things existing in some of the London rookeiios. But 
what does that prove ? Kvery body knows that London taken as a whole is ono 
of the healthiest cities in the world. The death-rate is very low, and London, 
and Sngland generally, has been continiiously free from any of those epidemic 
diseases from wliich other Europocm towns havo suffered. If there was tho 
smallest danger of a foreign port patting any sort of embargo on vessels hailing 
from London, it is quite certain tiiat popular indignation would wipe out the 
County Council in a week, and would insist on the Government at once appoint¬ 
ing, a ^di^ater io carry out tho necessary reforms. 

My hGtti’bte friend challenged tho statement that the Corporation is unequal 
to great emergencies, and he referred to tho correspondence which took place 
with the Medical Board on tho subject of the cleansing of tho town. It was 
stated in the course of this debate that the Commissioners had been prompt in 
their dealings with the Plague. I find the same statement made in a Not© by 
a well-known Commissioner which has been sent to me—a Note whirfi I recog¬ 
nise <as the brief from which xny hon’bie friend spoke:—‘The Commissioners 
at once emp[k>yed another highly-paid officer as Special Superintendent of Con¬ 
servancy.’ As this appointment is thus pointedly referred to as a test case, 
I may be allowed to refer to the proceedxngs in connection with tho appoint¬ 
ment of the Superintendent. On tho 2dtli September, 1896, the Chairman laid 
before the. General Committee a telo^am which he had received, and the 
Health Officer at once asked that he might have a man of the highest capacity 
for the purpose of superiutending the work done in the town by tho Conser- 
vatioy establishment. It was stated that this was not a new proposal, and that 
he had asked before for the appointment of such an officer, but now there was 
an emergency^ and it was his duty to press his demand for it at once. That 
was the first opportunity tho Commissioners had to show their readiness to meet 
an emergency ; but although in that very debate Babu Kali Nauth Miitor said 
that his own conviction was that if the money was given it would be^ well spent 
in* acaso of this kind, and Babu Norendra Nath Sen observed that in point of 
Sanitation Calcutta was no better off than it had been ten years back, the 
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Commissioners gave the Health Officer the miserable sum of Rs. SjOOO which 
was strongly opposed by Mr. N. N. Ohoset and they absolutely refused to 
give a supervising officer on which the greatest possible stress was laid, by the 
Health Officer. ^ On the 28th of September another meeting was held at which 
the Acting Chairman said:—‘ He had an urgent matter of a very important 
nature to submit for the consideration of the General Committee. This 
morning he visited the Burra Bazar ward and. another ward in company with 
the Health Officer, and they found the place so filthy and dirty that the Health 
Officer desired him to ask the Commissioners to see the place to-morrow 
morning. The Health Officer asked for an establishment for six months at a 
total expenditure of Ks. 36,000.’ 

** Even then all they did was to resolve Hhat the Health Officer be authorised 
to spend on his own responsibility the sum of Rs. 3,000 placed at his disposal 
on such preventive measures as he thinks necessary.’ They did net give him 
more money, but they authorised him to spend what had been given at his 
own discretion. Next I come to the 2nd October, 1898. On this occasion Babu 
Nalin Beliari Sircar, who took the greatest possible trouble in connection with 
this matter, said:—^ He also had inspected the Burra Bazar ward with the 
Chairman, and he was shocked to see the utter neglect of the existing staff of 
the Conservancy Department. There was not a single gully-pit which was not 
choked and from which the water was not oozing upon the street. In privies, 
flumlas full of nightsoil were visible from ihe streets, and the neighbours stated 
they had been in that state for a length of time. He also saw a narrow passage 
full of nightsoil, which was said to be used as a sort of drop-privy.’ 

“ One gentleman, who was present at that meeting, was of opinion that * the 
Note of the Health Officer now before the meeting »hould not be considered 
until a satisfactory explanation was submtted as to the disgraceful state 
of things which had Deen described.’ But even then the Health Officer 
did not get his Superintendent, and it was resolved that there was no necessity 
for additional Medical Inspectors. Next wo come to the dth of October 
(three days afterwards); and that meeting was opened by Babu Surendra- 
nath Banorjee regretting on behalf of the meeting that ' the Health Officer had 
not ^iven effect to their Resolution disallowing the employment of the additional 
Medical Inspectors which ho asked for.’ Next Mr. N. N. Qhose remarked 
^ that whatever might be wanted in Bombay, a case for the appointment of 
Medical Inspectors could not arise here until cases of bubonic {uague occurred 
in Calcutta.’ We know from the sad experience of Bombay that the one thing 
necessary is to catch yoiur first case of plague, and the only way to do that is 
to have a special estoblishment to catch it. At the next meeting of the 
General Committee on the 9th October, Sir John Lambert attended, aud it 
was only under strong pressure put on the General Committee by him that 
they accepted a proposal to appoint a Chief Superintendent of Conservancy 
temporarily for three months. ,1 submit that the action of that Committee 
between the 2oth September and the 9th October cannot fairly be described as 
meeting a great emergency promptly, and that it fully justifies the statement 
which has been made that the present constitution oi the Municipality is not 
calculated to deal promptly with great emergencies. 

now draw attention to the correspondence with the Medical Board. I 
understood my hon’ble friend to say that a certain establishment was sanc¬ 
tioned by the Commissioners on the 19th January, 1897, and that oti the 20th 
January, 1897, the Medical Board wrote to the Government protesting that 
that establishment had not been appointed.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendbanath Banebjbe, interv^ing, said:—The Com¬ 
missioners took action independently of any pressure brought to bear upon 
them either by the Medical Board or by me : Government. The mating 
of the Commissioners took place on the 19th; Jiinuary, and the letter of the 
Medical Board is dated the 20th of JapOfi^*'^ I suggested that the Medi^ 
Board took action after seeing what the CjS^ihissioners were doing.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Rislbt, contintted:—** I now understand what my 
hon’ble friend said, and can correct him as to his factsr Sometime in the 
beginning of October or in the end of September, 1896, the Oommissioners 
sanctioned an establishment for cleaning up Burra Bazar* That establishment 
was calculated to deal with one ward and one ward only. Later on, after the 
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Sanitary Olfe^ew had discovered vast accumulations of filth in eight wards, it 
came to ihe notice of the Medical Board that the Oomniissioners did not pfo- 
poAe td iHttTCtiotf any more oKtablishment. but intended to clean np thu (‘ignt 
tvarda one after the oBter by means of the utaff r,anctioticd for one wwd. 
•liia Medical BAard considered this arrangcni(.nt to bo utterly inadequate, and 
said so in tlteic letter of Sfifch January ■mtli some emphasis. On the V2nd of 
Jannary, not on the 59th, as my hon’ble friend says— after an«l not hefvre 
the letter of the Medical Board, a grant of Hb. sO.OOO was made for the purpose 
of dCansIug the towns, its administration being, however, entrusted to the 
inevitable Sub-Committoe which, I am informed by Mr. Bright, never sat and 
never reported. 

“ Then my hon’ble friend drew a comparison between the action of the 
Calcutta Corporation and Bombay to the detriment of the latter, and his argu¬ 
ment was that this, was the model constitution proposed to be given to Calcutta. 

I ‘do not at all admit that the Bombay administration is faulty; they got to 
wcurk very promptly. They made mistakes, as all of us are likely tn do, in 
dealing with a terrible calamity, and nobody would blame the Bombay Corpora¬ 
tion because they spent too much money on throwing corrosive sublimate into 
tiie drains; but any one wlio has read Mr. Snow’s narrative and ihe account 
6f the work done by my friend Qoneral Gatacre’s Committee, must I think 
admit that the latter Committee was, to say the least of it, fortunate in being 
appointed just as the disease was declining. They got the credit for what 
would in any case have happened from natural causes. Mr. Snow carried on 
the Work np to that period under the provisions o£ the ordinary law, and so 
far from its being admitted that the Bombay Corporation failed, the popular' 
verdict on that side of India now is in favour of taking plague management 
out of the bands of the Special Committee and making it over to the Municipal 
Commissioner, who corresponds to the Chairman in the Bill. 

*‘My hou’ble friend commented on'fhe frequent change of Chairmen. 
That, I admit, is very much to be regretted, but like many other things, it 
has largely to do with the system on which work has ti> be done. If a man 
has ito do every piece of work twice over, it is no great wonder if he breaks 
down. When ordinarily the Executive work of the City is heavy enough to 
task tbo energies of any one man if he has merely to do it, and be done 'witii 
it; if he has to do it over and over again and fight constant battles 'with 
Committees, it is enough to break <lown any ukui. Nor is tlia*-* any reason t» 
suppose that a non ofiicml Ohairnian would stand suuh a strain any better than 
an ofiieial Chairman. 

A reference Was made to Sir Henry ll nrison’s Note, when the present 
Act came into force, distributing very elaborately, carefully and wi.sely the 
Boyeral functions which the t'liairman was entitled to defegate among *tlio 
various Officers of the C >rpdration to wlioiu tjioso powers were delegated. 
It is true that as between tho Ch-iirman and his subordinntes the powers have 
been distrilitod; but not as b< tween the Chairman and the Cootiiiissioiiers. 
Th«r Conlmissiom'rs have not eV('.u by a rcvoeablo resolution parted ■with any 
iraetioii of their powers of discrerionary interference. One would have 
thought tiiat the Couimissioners would have s.iid to tJieir Chairman :—‘ Wo make 
over to you such and such jrowers.’ That, liowevor, was what they did not 
do, and that is wdry all the/.rouble has m-is.-n. They left tho whole toing 
indefinite. They reserved in regard to eacdi <>f tho scions of tho Act. the 
right of revision, of turning everything up.sidi' down; and that was wliat the 
J.^residept iiieoiit when ho said that evi'i-vtliing was finid and indetinitc;; 
defined enough as far as the suboi'dinatos wero concornod, hut absolutely 
undefined as regards the Chairman It is literally true that under the picsrnlt 
Act ho one can ^y in what pirt of the Corporation the Exectxtivo reside o.r 
indeed whether there is any Executive at all. The Cnairinan may Imve power to 
sanction verandahs to-day; it may be witlidraivii to-morrow nuU iriven back the 
day after. In each and every ^Action tlic power li.es with the C->mmissioncr.s. 
They may withdraw it generally; they may resoivo paiticulur cases; they 
may upset the Chairman in one case and upiiold him iu a similar cusc. Tim 
whole thing is a'series of bonundrums, tp wliich the answers vary from day 
to day. 
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Then it waa pressed both by the Hon’ble Babu Surendranath Banerjeo 
and the Hou’ble Member of the University that under this Bill as proposed^ 
the General Committee and the Chairman will practically be responsible to no¬ 
body. As to that 1 should like to ask—^Is it not better in Executive matters that 
the Obairman and the General Committee should be responsible to nobody, than 
that in such matters nobody should be responsible to anybody ? And what is 
meant by saying that the Chairman and the General Committee^ would be 
practicafly responsible to nobody ? If it moans that their orders will be final 
i]i cases when the Bill empowers them to do certain things, then I a^ee. 
Beyond that, making their orders final in no way removes responsibility. 
Clearly it is the other way, that it tends rather to enhance the sense of respon¬ 
sibility than to reduce it. llesponsibility in not the same thing as indefinite 
liability to appoil. A man wlioso authority is final is far more likely to do the 
light thing than if he is subject to a Committee and the Committee again is 
subject to further authority. Can there be any method more effectual for 
whittling away the sense of responsibility? Either he will disregard the 
Committee, or ho will put before the Committee that which it is likely to 
accept, which need not be the best thing or even the second best. 

1 am not greatly concerned to defend Europeans from the charge that they 
will not attend to the business of the Corporation in the future, because they 
have not attended to it in the past; because their position under this Bill will 
be very different from that which they have occupied under the present Act. 
They could be in the past only an insignificant minority. If they had exerted 
themselves as much as possible and got elected in all the wards in which it 
was conceivable they might hii elected,*thoy would not have had any real power* 
in the Municipality. The Jlon’ble Member for the Calcutta Trades’ Associa¬ 
tion has stated how Monibjivs of that Association, who formerly withdrew from 
serving in tlie Corporation, cjnie forward at once directly they heard that this 
Bill had been brought in. I believe the same thing has been experienced amongst 
tlie Members of the Chamber of Cemtnorco. Some years ago leading Membors 
of that body did attend meetings of the Corporation and did their work, but 
finding their voice ineffectual, they cried off. There is another point. There 
is an argument which has been used against Europeans, and 1 wish all the 
more to meet it, because I find it quoted as having been said by Sir Stuart 
Hogg, lie said:—* Europeans in this country are, as a rule, merely birds of 
passage, and will often tako a very partial view of measures put before themi’ 
I am surprised that a man of Sir Stuart Hogg’s authority should have lent 
Ills support to such a fallacious statement. In the midst of the floating 
j^opulatioii here, tho groat mercantile firms are tbo most stable and the most 
]>crinaiient element. It ii true that individual members of such firms go home 
lor a change from time to lime and from time to time retire, but the firms go 
on.. The whole object of tho mercantile community, and especially of tho 
Englishmen hero, is to found firms which will last. Within the limits of the 
trading community you have to distinguish between two kinds of traders. 
You Jiave a class of traders, mostly foreigners, who do merely an export 
business, and who, if anything happened to Calcutta, would shift their business 
olaewlK-re and be no worse off. But among tne English firms you have 'frhat 
you may call fixed capitalists, who have built up a trade and invested their 
money in the development of the resources of the country. haye sunk 

luillioiis in Calcutta and with Calcutta they must stand or fall, x o speak of 
such firms as birds of passage, because tiie individual partners do not live for 
ever, is simply to misuse words. 

The question of making over certain appointments to the- General 
Committee and their withdrawal from the general body of the Corporation 
was referred to on a former occasion, and 1 think it is unuecej^sa:^ for 
mu to add very much by way of reply to the Remarks which I quoted^from 
Henry Harrison in my opening speech. / But 1 shall first refer to an 
instance within my own personal knowledge* ^ A native friend of mine was 
a candidate fur a certain office, and though' he was a proud mun and hated 
it, he found it necessary to canvass. Well he went his rounds; he had 
Dante’s experience and found it very unpleasant, but a day or so before the 
election he came to me with a list of positive promises giving him C)n absolute

majority! Next day he was easily defeated. No doubt he had got the pro- 
tuises. The people who gave them had not the strength of mind to refuse, 
so they just promised all round, with no doubt a mental reservation. It 
is a nice case •of casuistry, and is a very good illustration of how the present 
system works. But is it fair to put people in such a position ? Is it not better 
to withdraw the power? It seems too obvious to need argument, that of all 
methods of filling appointments, which require very careful selection, that of 
election by a mixed body of 75 persons was by far the most unsuitable. 

^*In connection with this matter there was a reference by the Hon’blo 
Babu Surendrariath Banerjeo to America. I know Mr. Shawls book which my 
friend quoted. It is an excellent book in its way, but it refers to American 
Municipalities only incidentally and by way of comparison with English 
Municipalities. If my hon’blo friend wi8hc38^ to know the best that has been 
^itten on Municipal Government in America, ho should read Mr. Bryce’s 
book, and in particular the chapter called ‘ an American view of Municipal 
Government’ by Mr. Seth Low, the Mayor o( Brooklyn City. lie wiU be 
left, I believe, with little doubt that Local Self Government was to a great 
extent a failure in many' American Cities, hut why did it fail ? It failed 
because it was too popular, because it. was too democratic. Of late years 
they have been retracing their steps. In America, at any rate, there is 
no prejudice against the elective principle, no bias in favour of autocratic 
or bureaucratic institutions. But what was one of the chief recommendations 
of the famous Commission, which sat twenty years ago to consider Muni¬ 
cipal Government and the state of New York ? They proposed * an extension 
of the general control and appointing power of tlio Mayor, the Mayor himself 
being subject to removal for cause by the Governor of the State.’ In Boston 
the Mayor and Aldermen (a body of 12) appoint the heads of all the chief 
departments. In St. Louis the Mayor appoints with the approval of the 
Council. In Brooklyn the Mayor appoints absolutely without confirmation all 
tlie Executive heads of departments; the theory being that where Executive 
work is to be done, it should be committed to the charge of one man. So 
thoroughly has this view been accepted by the most democratic community in 
the world, that you can read in Ford’s American Citizen’s Manual ‘there can 
be no question that one of the most proliHc sources of olGcial corruption and 
incompetence lies in the multiplication of elective ofiices.’ If America can go 
as far as that, surely the Bill cannot err greatly in going lialf way. Wo pro¬ 
pose merely to transfer a certain power from a less qualified body to a more 
qualified one—to adapt means to the ends they are intended to serve. 

“Then my hon’ble friend says the Government has taken to itself too 
much power. The Government is in this position, that whatever it does or 
does' not do, it is hold responsible. All Municipal Government is a delega¬ 
tion from the ruling power of coitain of its functions for certain purposes, *and 
the limits of that delegation are a pure matter of convenience and experience. 
In this Country the Government is so situated that if anything goes wrong, it 
is immediately held responsible, and it is, tlicreforc, bound to reserve to itself 
a sufficient power of control. If the town falls into an insanitary state, the 
Government will be told ‘ Why did you let the Municipality do it ? ’ And unless 
an effective Act is passed, we have no reply to that question. I see that the 
Hon’ble Member for the University referred to race sentiment, and depre¬ 
cated the introduction of race sentiment into this question. I for one certainly 
did not introduce the question of race 'sentiment either directly or by sugges¬ 
tion, and the reference to it comes from the Hon’ble Member himself; but 
jtis it has been mentioned, I say the question is one which every now and then 
baa to be faced; and you can no more eliminate a certain modicum of race senti- 
'ment from matters municipal than you can eliminate the factor ot personal 
character from matters of every-day life. 

“Then there was some discussion about the relations between various muni¬ 
cipal authorities in Bombay. This can be best answered by a quotation from 
the Hon’ble Mr. West’s speech in the debate on that Act. There was consi¬ 
derable discussion in the Council as to the relations of the Municipal Counnis- 
sioners and the Corporation; some said they were co-ordinate authorities; 
others said they were not. In the Bombay Act, as in this Bill, the authorities 
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aro not ob-ordinftte. The Oomn^i^fiiener^ 89 Mr. West explained} 'is 
independent power in his 6wn circle. He cannot in any way thwart the generid 
policy or desires of the Oorpotation. ^ That is a reasonable position for 
the Ohairman of the Otdcutra Municipality tO occupy. Ton giro him 
certain things to do, and powers to do themn As to the rest} he depends for 
all oixlinary Hchemea oii the General Committee and for all larger schemes 
bn tile Cor])oration; and it i«]ioald be remembered that all sohemes ol hny 
sort depend in the last resoi't on the power of the purse whioh rests in thi# 
Corporation, 

"Some Hon’blo Member referred to the question of Fees. I am aware thrt 
this is a vexed question on which a good deal has been said^ but the Bombay 
experience shows that the system of paying fees to Members of the GeUerm 
Committee has worked very smoothly, and, it has the support of commercial 

E ractice, for it is the custom in almost all public Companies to pay fees to the 
Erectors for their atrendance at Board meetings, and the experience of all 
business men is that the system is a satisfactory system and works well. 

" Finally, there is one point of departure from the Bombay system which 
I wish to explain, for it is a matter of some importance. I understood the 
Hon^ble Member for the University to take exception to the composition of the 
General Committee, and ho pointed out that it differs from the Bombay 
system. In Bombay the Corporation, whioh is itself only half elected, appoint} 
eight Members of the Standing Committee, whereas we propose that it should 
appoint only four. The reason for the difference is this, that Bombay differs 
from Calcutta in some very important particulars which tell in favour of the 
proposal in the Bill. In Bombay it is as a matter of common knowledge that 
natives of all classes are very largely concerned in commercial undertakings} 
and they have an infinitely larger interest in the prosperity and trade ot the 
town than Bengalis, who as a rule hold aloof from business and do not regard 
the trade of Ckilcutta as an intimate concern of theirs. Then again, Bombay 
differs further in tlds, that the European element is very much smaller, and tne 
•European commercial element has not such a permanent interest in the City as 
it has here, there is not the same amount of European invested capital, and 
you have there the case, wdiich is very uncommon here, of a number of 
native firms trading under European names. Thirdly, the Muhammadans 
of Bombay are a far richer and stronger body than they are here in Calcutta} 
and you have there also the Parsecs. The result is that you may almost 
say that the Bombay comiriunity is homogeneous. It is of course not literally 
homogeneous, but the different classes are so evenly balanced that you 
may practically treat that coinmunity as one that is homogeneous. You do not 
need} therefore, to go out of your way to prevent any one section of the com¬ 
munity being swHinped by others, and it was conspicuous at a meeting pf the 
Bombay Staiuling Committee which I attended last July that the proportion 
between the various cominunitios was very evenly balanced. It was distinctly 
a cosmopolitan assembly, wliich is the last thing which can be said of the 
General Committee here. 

This is all 1 have to say by way of reply. I have endeavoured to answer 
the criticisms of m> hon’ble friends, so far as I have been able to follow theixt} 
and 1 have again to thank them for the courtesy which they have shown me 
in discussing this measure.” 

The H^m’ble the Pr^^sident said I shall not detaii^the Council at any 
length, as I am pliysically unfit to do so, but it is necessary for me to say some* 
thing in winding up this debate. 1 think the Corporation has lost nothing 
at the hands of its defenders here, and I have listened with considerable 
interest and pleasure to the speeches which have been made during the last twh 
days. I have admitted fully that the Gorporatiem has done good worli^ and 
that it is not in respect of its larger scaemea is most open to adverse 

criticism, though indeed I remember that , of one of the big 

schemes, I onco myself declared it in this OoUhdtl years ago to be an ' arsenal 
of delays’ But there is no doubt that ipuch-good work has been done by the 
.Corporation, and I recognise that there ara .hiany good men among its Motubers. 
I'have been intimately acquainted with the affairs of the Municipality from 
the time when I first came to Calcutta in 1864 or 1865; fot duHng fnatiy 
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years 1 was myself in direct charge of the affairs of Municipalities as Secretary 
to the Governinout of Bengal in the IVIniucipjU Department. I have been 
intimately acquainted with all the OhainiKiu of the Corporation, with the 
exception of Mr. Harry Bcoj and there was not one of those Chairmen whom 
I liaYO known who have not told me at oim time or other that the system on 
which the Corporation has been coitstituto«l is n, Kysfcom which it is almovSt 
impossible for any one, were he an angel from heaven, to work satisfactorily. 
It is perfectly true that some of them have snceeoded in getting business 
dono, but if you refer to the debates ip this Council and to Sir Hunry Harrison’s 
speeches m 1888, you will not find more scathing c*ritici«ai of the Corporation 
and tho way in which its business is carried on than in Ihoso utterances. When, 
therefore, wo came face to face with a pcssiblc aj)})alliiig oniorgency in the shape 
of an approaching plague, I felt it necessary to i ike stock of tho situation. I 
shall not bo hero, but I wish most solemnly anri ojupliatically to utter a warning 
to you that you should not assiiiiio that the plagno will not come to Calcutta. 
I do not at all like tho conditions of thinL;s at present in Upper India. 
Exporionce shows that the jdaguo may stay witli us for years. I hope to Crod 
it may not. But it may, and Wii are in mor<> danger hero in Calcutta from the 
appearance of the plague in Upper India,, in tho I*anjab and. tho North-Wostem 
Provinces, than wo are from its existence in Ihnnbay, because tho populntion 
of those parts of the country is far more migrittory Wo bavo already stopped 
one distinct case of plague coining Irorn the into Bengal at Chauna^ and 

tho most stringent orders have been given th:it any one vsliowing symptoms of 
the slightest appearance of plague should not. bo allowed to pass; and the 
Medical Officers of the Government .have been told that I hold them personally 
responsible that not a single case should esca[)c tludr vigilance. But you never 
know when it may come. A case may cs(m):»o attention, and therefore 1 say 
that in Calcutta you must ketq) your eyes open mid put your house in order, 

^^Now I have said that there are many good men in the Alunicipality. 
There are, though I am sorry to say that some of the best of them have 
deliberately kept; themselves aloof from mo during tho whole time I have been 
hero; but that does not prevent mo from rerogiiisiiig their wortli and that they 
have done good work. I have read througli tho whole of the proc^eedings of 
the Corporation for years j)aat, cubic, feet of rhcni, tho procoedimrs of General 
Meetings and of the General Committee an<l of Special and Sub-Committees, 
and I have formed ray own judgment of tho men who are doing goo<l and 
effective work on tliese Coinmittoos, and it w.is a pleasure to me to pick out 
two of them and to ask them to help us iu t lie matter of tho building regula¬ 
tions, and I wish now to acknowledge with thunks the work they have dono 
on tho Building Commission. Their assistance has boon of the utmost import¬ 
ance both to tho Hoii’blo Mr. Risloy and to tho llon’blo Mr. Justice Trevelyan ; 
and if I ^thought that under this Bill the City was going to be deprived of. the 
services of men like these, I would throw the Bill into tho fire, iiut my own 
belief is that it is only in this way or by some such scheme that we can give full 
effect to tho worth of men like these. It is pcidcctly true, as my hon’ble friend 
Bal^i Norendra Nath Son has told us, that \vc should look at the work dono by 
tho Corporation. .1 see it—I have admitted it; there is a fair outside and an 
imposing superstructure, but we all know thnt boiieath this there is a good deal 
of what no Corporation or any one can foci proud of. I am not going to 
make an attack upon individuals or upon anybody specifically, but we all know 
that there is underneath the surface, in tho present system of working, things 
which ought not to be. We all know that there are certain classes of candidates 
who come forward to contest municipal elections, not out of love for tho public 
service, but out of a regard for their own personal advantage. We all kiuiw 
that when it comes to the question of making appointments in the Municipality, 
there is canvassing, there is jobbery, there is even corruption;^ and I say that 
tho work of no Ci^y can be carried on until there is some effective stop put to 
iniquities of that description. My theory of the Bill, the canlinal principle 
of tlio Bill, tho essence of it, is that we must leave the erdinary^ every-day 
work of therCityin one man’s hands. That is a principle which, as the 
Hon’ble Mr. Kisley has told ua, is recognised in the more advanced Cities 
of America, where there is less corruption than in some of the other Cities. 
That is the principle recognised iu Bombay, and which I now desire to 
see recognised here. If that is once secured, all tho rest appears to be a 
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matter of arrangement and detail. In theory under the present Act all tliis 
power is given to the Chuirnian, but you have not done that. You 
have insisted on interference by the appointment of Committees and Sub¬ 
committees. You talk of your Cliairman constantly breaking down. I say you 
do yoni* best to kill them ; botli Mr. Williams and Mr. Bright, and others beside 
them liave been broken down by the way in whicli the work has to be done and 
r<?-cIone. It is wohowever, owing to complaints by either Mr. Williams or 
I\Ir. Bright that this Bill lias taken its origin. That is an entire mistake. 
Mr. Bright is rather proud ol* the way in whicli ho was getting on with the 
Commissioners; but I have seen him coming staggering into my room after 
a day’s work quite oxliauskil, and when 1 asked liim what he had been 
doing, he said ho had bccai cngagoil sitting with a Committee lor four 
hours at the end of his da\'s work. I do not want to make the Chairman 
absolute. 1 want him to liavo the power to do the ovory-day work of the 
Corporation, but 1 have carefully provided tliat every Member of the 
Corporation capable of doing good work should have thc3 opportunity ol 
doing so, and if the Select Committee find in going through tJiis Bill that 
the actual distribution of p(i\ver as its stands at present can be unproved, 
it will be open to them to make a recommendation to that effect and to 
introduce emendations in the Bill for that purpose. I shall say one word 
about a tiling which struck uw- yestciday very fox’ciblj’^ witli reference to what 
fell from tlie Hoirble Membt'r for the (Jorporation. lie said something about 
a Member of the Calcutta Trades Associatioii who was a AIember of some 
Committee and wlm said liow admirably they had got on ther(3. Why on 
earth then should not the i>opiilar re]jro.'^ciitatives also get on in the General 
Committee y Is it supposed that every question which will come before the 
General Committee will be a question between Natives and Kuro])eansV 
8uroly, even if they ai’e popular representatives, they should not trciat business 
questions in that way. 'Ihcieis no reason to suppos(j tliat there will bo ariy 
predominant Jiuijoiity in the GeniTal Committee. Alen of all dosses vill, 
1 hope, unite then to do the work of the town in a businesslike way. There 
jiocd not bu aJid should not be any faction lights. I hope that the selections of 
men to serve on the General Committee will be sucli that every man who is 
a member of that body will show himself willing to do good work and assist in 
considering what is brought forward, and he will find that h(i will bo able to 
work with lus Kuropean oolh agues and the Government nominees just as if 
they too had been cnosen hy popular representation. 

^‘I do not think I need go into details, but I just wish to notice ono point 
as to what has been said about tlie domination of minorities. Of course Ilon’ble 
Members refer entirely to numerical minorities, the democratic notion of major¬ 
ities^ and minorities. I have no hesitation iu saying that there is no country in 
the world wdiero that principle applies with less propriety than in Ind^a. We 
have not to count lieads, but to Avoigh interests in deciding on^ the best form of 
City Government. The figures which the lion’ble Mr. Risley has quoted 
show tliat, however much you may talk and write about it, the elective system in 
Calcutta is not a popular system. It is a system which appeals to very limited 
numbers, and to talk about the poor rate-payers taking an interest in -this Bill 
because they will be oppressed under it is abject nonsense. In fact they will 
have much less to j)ay under this Bill than they have now. 

Now as regards the representation on the Committee of the trade and 
commerce of the town, I am happy to know that we have behind us the support 
of the Secretar 3 ' of State. The Secretary of State, I may say, takes a very real 
interest in this measure, and on the very day I was leaving London 1 received 
a note by special messenger assuring me of his strong support in ca^ying out 
any measure necessary for the well-being of Calcutta, and he writes in his 
Lispatch to the Government of India:— 

*1 accept the view taken by your Government, and by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal tliat eomo change is required in the Calcutta Municipal Law with a •view to strength¬ 
ening the Executive; and I approve of the propi^sal that the bodies which repiresont the trade 
of Calcutta should have a voice on the General Oonunitteo (or Town Oonnoil) of 12 Members^ 
which will be the Executive body of the new Municipality.^ 
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“That he said with our detailed proposals Ijoforo him. I am quite content 
to rest upon that, and to leave the Hill in the hands of the Council, feeling quite 
safe regarding* its fate in the hands of my Successor. 

“ I want now to say one word with referonco to Honibay. We are not in 
a position to criticise the Bombay arrangeniciits. My information loads mo to 
confirm what the Hon’blo Mr. Tlisley has said, namely, that whoever is to blame 
for any breakdown that may have occurred or have been thouglit to liavo 
occurred in those arrangements, it was not tlio Municipal Commissioncir or the 
Municipal Corporation who aro to blame. ^ Quotatifuis have boon made from 
popular authorities in regard to the provisiimsof this Bill and as to the sub¬ 
ordination of municipal authorities to one anotlior; that was a point which was 
settled in Lord Reay’s excellent speech in winding up tlio debase in his Council, 
but I find that the ono thing Mr. Tilang (who has been quoted against us) 
insisted iipon-was the absolute necessity of ^nio governing spirit ruling tlio whole 
of the Municipal Administration, and ho preferred giving powers to the Municipal 
Commissioner ratlier than to Executive CJommlllci'S. Wo have souglit to secure 
the one governing spirit in the Chairmau while associating with him experienced 
Members of the Corporation as advisers and guides. 

“In respect of the Corporation itself, tlic I5ill follows the piinciple laid 
down by Ji?)rd Ilcaj’’. The Corporation is given those jiowovs which can 
properly bo exercised by largo deliberative assemblies. The Ooinmittee is 
given the sjieoial control which cannot well b(‘ excriised by the larger body. 
The Chairman is given and must be given the power of conducting Exocntivo 
operations, the every-day work of the City, williout minute interference, which 
can only do harm and has done much harm in the jrist. As Lor i Iteay .sai<l : — 
•The functions of a representative assembly smdi as the Corporation aro tliose 
of superintmidenco and check. Administrative work can only bo done by those 
who are trained to it.’ A clear separation of functions on these lines tin', 
essential principle of this Bill; and I hope ^vIn'a the Bolcct Gommittef; has the 
Bill before them tlioy Avill carefully consider tlie representations wliich may btj 
received from tlic local bodies who have been :ul Iressod on the subject fif this 
Bill, and will see their way to carry out the (urdiiuil principle of the Bill which 
will be afTirined by the vote which will bci tiken to-day. If they recoguist' 
that the majority is against them, 1 hope tiiey will not deprive the Committee 
of the benefit of tlieir experience. I hope tlu\y will help tlie Government to 
carry out its own jiroposals in the best way, alt])ougli from llieir point of view 
they may not consider thorn the best. I liop(^ they will approach the subj<^ct 
ill Committee in a fair and reasonable and slatcsmanliko spirit.”

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POLLUTION OF THE RIVER HOOGHLY. 

Tho Hon^ble Babu Surknduanath Banebjee asked— 

I have the honour to call attention to a question which 1 asked in Council 
on tho 7th August last, regarding the pollution of the river Hooghly by the 
discharge into it of the sewage of mills on both banks of the river, aha specially 
the pollution of the river caused by the new mill at Titagarh. The Chief 
Secretary, the Hon’ble Mr. Bolton, said in reply to the first part of the ques¬ 
tion that the matter has not escaped attention and is still under the consideration 
of the Sanitary Commissioner. With regard to the second part of my question, 
the Chief Secretary observed that the Sanitary Commissioner would bo asked 
to enquire into the matter. Will tho Government be pleased to state the result 
of the enquiries made with regard to both branches of the question ? 

The Hon'ble Mb. Risley replied:— 

Owing to the heavy demands on the medical service in Bengal, arising 
from tho deputation of a number of officers to active military service and to 
plague duty, it has been impossible as yet to undertake the inquiry into the 
alleged pollution of the Hooghly by the drainage from mills and factories, 
which was referred to in the Hon’ble Mr. Bolton’s reply given in Council 
on the 7th August, 1897. It was stated in that reply that the case of the 
new mill at Titagarh would be dealt with in connexion with the general 
question. ” 

The Hon’ble the President said :—“ I may add to this reply that I have 
had an opportunity of hearing something about the pollution qf the river at 
this particular point of its course, and the Hon’ble Member ha8|^my assurance 
that the matter will bo enquired into and reported upon with the least possible 
delay.” 

PLATFORM AT SEORAPHULI (EAST ISDIAN RAILWAY). 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Sobendbakath Banebjee asked— 

I have the honour to call attention to a question which I asked in 
Council on the 7th August, 1897, in which I referred to the condition of the plat¬ 
form at the Seoraphuli station. In reply, the Hon’ble Mr. Bolton laid on the table 
a letter addressed to the Government by the Agent to the East Indian Railway 
Company—Colonel Gardiner—in which he said that he was of opinion that Seora¬ 
phuli had a claim to a high-level platform, and that he would recommend the 
same to the Board for sanction. This letter is dated tho 23nd April, 1897. 
Will tho Government bo pleased to state what action, if any, has been taken 
to raise the Seoraphuli platform, the low level of which is a source of serious 
inconvenience to passengers, specially Hindu ladies ; and if no action has been 
taken, what is the earliest date when action may be expected to be taken ? 

The Hon’blo Me. BockIiEY replied :— 

Tho reply received from the Agent of the East Indian Railway to the 
communication addressed to him by this Government shows that the work of 
raising tho platform of the Sheoraphuli station, East Indian Railway, has been 
started and was stopped for a ^y or two during the late rush of traffic to 
Tarkessur, but has again been re-started.” 

PLAGUE INSPECTOR OP DACCA. 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendbanath Banebjbb adeed— 

(a) Will the Government be pleased. (1) to give the name of the 
gentleman who has been appointed Plague Inspector of Dacca by the Magistrate 
of Dacca; (2) his qualifications, medicsJi sanitary or engineering, if any; 73 ) and 
the pay of the post? e; ^ » v / 
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(i) Is it the case that the Magistrate has compelled the Gommissioners of 
Dacca and, despite their protest, to dispense with the services of the Engineer- 
Secretary, the Chairman being told that ho would be held personally responsible 
for bis pay if the Engineer-Secretary was not at once removed? Will the 
Government be pleased to lay on the table the • correspondence on the 
subject? 

The Hon’blo Mb. Rislbt replied^ 

The Government has no information on the matters referred to in the 
question except as to the name of the Plague Inspector. He is a Mr. Connan 
and was employed as Famine Superintendent at Muzaffarpur. The Commis- 
ioner of the Dacca Division will be asked to report the facts.” 

RETIRING BONUS TO MR. BUSKIN, MANAGER OF THE HATWA 

RAJ. 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendbanath Banerjee asked— 

Will the Government be pleased to state whether there is any truth in 
the announcement made by the JBehar Herald that Mr. Buskin, the Manager of the 
Hatwa Raj, who is now about to retire from the management, is to receive a 
bonus of Rs. 67,000 for long and meritorious service.” If so, will the Govern¬ 
ment kindly state the nature of the meritorious services, and whether there was 
anything specially marked in them to call for this munificent recognition ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finucanr replied :— 

*^Mr. Buskin served the late Maharajah of Hatwa for 30 years as Manager, 
Assistant Manager, and in other capacities. lie was the Maharajali’s confiden¬ 
tial friend and adviser, and highly esteemed by him. It is the custom of the 
Raj to give pensions to old Servants on their retirement, and it is reported that 
the late Maharajah wished to give Mr. Buskin a liberal pension. The Maharani 
has since the Maharajah^s death pressed on the Court of Wards the propriety 
of giving Mr. Buskin a pension of Rs. 600, and also of leasing him a Raj 
Inmigo Factory on favourable terms. The Court of Wards agreed to the 
pension, but refused to lease the factory. Mr. Buskin has been allowed to 
.commute the pension into a lump sum according to the rules of Government 
service for commutation of pensions. The value of the pension according to 
the rules is approxima.tely Rs. 67,000. 

The Maharani has expressed her regret and disappointment that a more 
liberal reward for his services has not been given to Mr. Buskin.” 

BENGAL FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1898-99. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Rislet moved for the discussion of the Bengal Finan¬ 
cial Statement for 1898-99. 

The Hon^ble Babu Surendbanath Banerjee said:—^*lt was impossible lor 
the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Financial Department to present what is 
called a prosperity budget at a season like the .^present when tne country is 
just emerging from the direful visitation of a great famine and of a great earth- 

S uake, with the prospect of the plague looming in the near future. These 
isasters have left their impress upon the financial situation of the^ country. 
The financial situation is always an index to the prosperity, or otherwise of the 
country. It is an infallible barometer of the national condition. I need only 
remina. the Council of the weighty words of John Bright, one of England’s 
greatest orators and statesmen. He said, “ Tell me what the financial 
condition of a country is, and I will tell you all about the position bf the 
Government and the prospects of the people.” Judging by this standard we 
have no reason to congratulate ourselves on the present occasion, but 1 do not 
mean to throw any bl&me on the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Financial 
Department.^ I blame nobody. I cordially acknowledge the fact that the 
Hon’ble Member has done his best. under the adverse ciroumstances in 
which he found himself placed, and that he has ably safeguarded our financial 
interests. The Financial Statement which is befmre the Council gives 
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us tho actuals for 1890-97, the revised estimates for 1897-98, and the 
budget estimates for 1898-99. I regard the revised estimates for 1897-98 
as the most important of these. The actuals for 1896-97 may be regarded 
by some as ancient history, and as important only in their bearing on 
the revised estimates for 1897-98; and the budget estimates for 1898-99 
represent merely a forecast which, no doubt, has been prepared with consider¬ 
able care and forethought, but which may be upset by eventualities which the 
wisest may not be able to anticipate. It was estimated that the closing balance 
for 1897-98 would’ be ten lakhs of rupees; the closing balance, however, was only 
five lakhs. Tho orders of tho Secretary of State are that the working balance 
of this Administration should be at least 20 lakhs. That order is a wise and 
stateanianlike order, and, having regard to the financial position of this province, 
namely, that we have to deal witli an annual revenue and expenditure of five 
crorbs, I do not think that a working balanco of 20 lakhs is at all too much. 
That balance has now dwindled down to five lakhs. If you refer to the 
actuals of 1896-97, you will find that the working balanco for that year was 
about 39 lakhs, and there have been times when the balance was even higher 
than that. Therefore, we are confronted with a situation in which, under the 
orders of the Secretary of State, the working balanco should be 20 lakhs, 
which was estimated at ten lakhs but which has now dwindled down 
to five lakhs. My Hon’ble friend has given an explanation of this in the 
admirable note which is appended to the Financial Statement. That 
explanation is complete as far as it goes. It is this;—It was expected that 
local funds would contribute a sum of eight lakhs towards famine expen¬ 
diture ; the local funds were in a position to contribute only three lakhs 
towards famine relief; there was, therefore, a deficit of five lakhs, and, under 
tho orders of the Imperial Government, that deficit was made good from the 
Provincial Fund. I hope I may bo permitted to .express my regret at that 
order. Tho Imperial Government is the custodian of the Famine Insurance 
Fund. It has made itself responsible in the eyes of the whole civilised world 
for the protection of human life and the mitigation of human suffering from the 
calamities of famine, and the ;ces])onsibility, therefore, for famine relief 
devolves almost exclusively on thA shoulders of the Imperial Government. I hone 
and trust that the Imperial Government will see its way to recoup us to tne 
extent of tho five lakhs of rupeetf 'which the Local Government has had to contri- 
buto on this account. My hon’^ble friend makes a statement in this connection 
which is extremely innocent in its character. He says;—* The question as to 
what contribution can be demanded is under the consideration of superior authori¬ 
ties.’ The demand is a demand upon the local bodies; the local bodies are 
hard pressed ; they have not sufficient funds to meet their own local demands, 
and I feel this view will be endorsed by my hon’ble friend. They are 
not in a position to meet the strain which their own requirements put upon 
them, and to ask them to add to tliat and to contribute a sum of five lakhs to 
famine expenditure would involve a serious burden which I am afraid they will 
not be able to bear. I would ask my hon’ble friend to state t)ie names of the 
districts which have been called Upon to make this contribution, and the amount 
which they arc required respectively to contribute. 

^•Coming to tho side of the receipts, I find that, in 1897-98, there was an 
improvement to the extent of six lakhs of rupees. We might at the first blush 
be disposed to congratulate ourselves on the elasticity of our revenues, but, on 
looking info the matter a little closely, the illusion disappears into* thin air. Out 
of the six lakhs, three lakhs represent collections from water-rates imposed upon 
raiyats for drawing water from the Sone Canal, and my hon’ole friend, 
with admirable candour, says that this large increase in the payment of the 
water-rate is due to the scarcity of water. Practically it comes to this, that you 
take three lakhs from the pockets of the agriculturist in the payment of water- 
rato and put tho money into the pockets of the general tax-payer. I admit 
that you are quite within your rights in doing what yon have done. I'he Sone 
Canal was excavated at the expense of the general tax-payers, and the Govern* 
ment has, therefore, the right of levying a water-rate for the benefit of the 
general tax-payer. But the community of Bengal is pre-eminently an agri¬ 
cultural community, and the well-being of the people depends upon the 
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agricultuTO of the country; therefore the agricultural community should be 
treated with some consideration, and I submit that this increase in the receipts 
from water-rate is a matter which does not afford much room for satisfac¬ 
tion. Th^en, looking at the receipts from stamps, we have an increase of 
Rs. 1,30,^0 under this head. My hon’ble friend says that this increase is 
due to an increase in the number of mortgages and the number of transfer deeds 
owing to the prevalence of high prices.^ However, the darkest cloud has its 
silver lining, and we find that the excise revenue has fallen off by a sum of 
three lakhs; but that does not represent a permanent improvement in the habits 
of the people: it represents their straitened circumstances. It points to the fact 
that they were not in a position to indulge in the luxury of liquor. Let us 
hope that those who through scarcity or otherwise abstained from intoxicating 
liquors for one season may from prudential considerations continue a habit 
which they found to bo economical. ^ ^ 

Then wo find on the expenditure side a sum of eight lakhs for famine pur¬ 
poses, and here I desire to congratulate the Government on the signal 
and pre-eminent' success which has attended its efforts in this direction. 
And, speaking of famine operations and famine relief, it is impossible to 
refrain from referring to the kindly ^d practical manifestation of sym¬ 
pathy which the people of India received from the British public in the 
hour of their sorest need. It is sympathy such as this which "is calculated 
to draw closer together the bonds of amity and good will which unite the 
two countries. It were much to be wished that the admirable suggestion of 
the Maharaja of Darbhanga bad been adopted—^a suggestion which was en¬ 
dorsed by the high authority of Sir Henry Fowler—^tbat a grant should bo 
made from the Imperial Exchequer for famine purposes. On the expenditure 
side I find also that a sum of 5 lakhs was expended as grain allowance to the 
menial servants of the Government, and I trust the day is not far distant when 
this sum will be found in the estimates as a permanent increase to the 
salaries of the menial and ministerial servants of the Government. They are 
the most poorly and inadequately paid servants the Government has in its 
employ^ Their salaries were fixed as far back as the year 1865. In 1885 a Com¬ 
mission was appointed, of which Mr. Grimley and Rai Durgagati Banerjea were 
members, ana they recommended an increase of salaries to the extent of 75 per 
cent. That recommendation has not yet been given effect to, but I hope that, 
with the advent of returning plenty and prosperity, your Honour will find it 
possible to do this act of long-deferred justice to this deserving class of public 
servants. I find that a sum of Rs. 6,23,000 which had been provided in the 
revised estimates for 1897-98 as a grant from the Government of India in 
respect of survey and settlement charges has been discontinued. 1 should like 
to mow the reason why. 

Coming to the budget estimates for 1898-99, we find that an estimated 
increase^of 13 lakhs is expected from the reassessment of the kbas malials. 
I look with some little apprehension at this increase of revenue, specially in view 
of the somewhat summary law which this Council passed the other day. 1 
should like to know the entire sum which the Government derives as zamindar 
from the khas malials, so that we may bo able to judge of the percentage 
of the increase which is expected. 1 am quite sure that the Setttlement 
Officers of the Government will deal in a considerate manner with the raiyats. 
Then I find on the receipt side of the budget estimates for 1898-99 an increase 
of Rs. 70,000 under the head of Education and ‘ Schools—General.’ I do not 
know what this means; but^I hope it does not involve an increase in the 
feed to.be levied in schools. Then, under tho head of Excise, I find an increase 
* of one lakh of rupees. This increase is connected with distilleries, and I should 
like to know how much of this increase is expected to be derived from outstills, 
how xnax^ outstills we had in 1896-07^^ how many in 1897-98, and how many are 
estimated for 1898-99; and what were the proceeds from these stills ? We find 
that lor 1808-99 the receipts from ferries show a falling off as compared with 
1897-98. Does this mean that a larger sum has been made over from the pro¬ 
ceeds of ferries to the local bodies ? If so, I congratulate the Government on the 
result. The general practice is to make over one-half the proceeds of ferries to 
the local bodies. These receipts represent purely local rimds, and it seems to 
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mo that looal bodies would bo enormously sttengthened if the entive veeeipts 
could bo made over to them. It would bo a woloooie addition to their atraitened 
resources. ^ • 

Coming to the expenditure side, I find that there is an increase under the 
head of ‘ Forests/ and the ex])lanatuin given is that this increase is due to vaoam 
dies in tho appointments of Extra A88i>d;ant Conservators having been filled Up* 
1 should like to know how many Extra-Assistnnt Conservators you have^ how 
many are natives of India, and how many Europeans and Eurasians? It 
seems to me that this is one of those Departments in which the children of the 
soil ought to be largely employed. There is one other observation 1 should lihe 
to make in this connection, namely, that there Seems to bo a very wide scope 
for tho employment of educated natives in tho liigher appointments in connec¬ 
tion with the minor Civil Services. It will be in the recollection of Hon’ble 
Members that there was a somewhat heated and animated discussion in this 
country in connection with tho resolution of the House of Commons affirming 
the principle of simultaneous examinations for the Indian’Cjivil Services. If 
you will look at the Blue Jlook which has been published, you will find 
that not a single Grovernmont—neitlier tho Supieme Government nor any of 
tho Local Governments—^has said a word against the holding of simultaneous 
examinations in regard to the minor Civil Services. 'J herefore, as far as the 
wider employment of the people of tho country in the higher appointments in 
tho minor Civil Services is concerned, we are justified in making the inference 
that there is no abjection on tho part of tho Government, at any rate there 
is no political reason against such cmploj^ment. Then we find in the 
Budget that provision has been made f<jr an Additional Commissioner. I should 
like t(j know why. We have been able to do with the present number of Oommis- 
sioners; why then is another Commissioner wanted ? The matter reouiros 
explanation. Then I find another item of increase on the expenaiture 
side. It is a small item, but attention should be drawn to it. Under the 
head of victualling for officers and men afloat an increase has been found 
necessary. In 1896 97 the actual expenditure under this head was Rs. 18,000 ; 
ill the revised estimates of 1897-98 it rose to Hs. 20,000, and the budget esti¬ 
mates for 1898-99 provide for its. 23,000. The expenditure seems to beinoreas- 
ing year by year; the attention of Government saould, therefore, be drawn to 
tliis item. Then, with regard to some other Depaitments—there is a tendency 
to ihcretise in the charges of superintendence. 1 desire to call attention to two 
such departments—the Excises and the Calcutta Customs Department. With 
regard to these, the Hou’blo Member explains that, as regards the Excise 
Department, the full establisliment has been entertained and hence the 
increase, but 1 do not know why there should be any increase in the 
charge for superintendence in the Customs Department. Then, under the 
head of Law and Justice, the expenditure in 1898-99 is ostimaljf^d' at 98 
lakhs, and the receipts from stamps* 130 lakhs* There will, therefore, bo a 
balance of about 30 lakhs I refer only to the share of these receipts to 
which we are entitled, and not that which belongs to the.Imperial Govern¬ 
ment; and it appears that we have an enormous balance. 1 remember that 
last year Sir Thoby Prinsep said, from his place in Council, that, after all charges 
had been met in connection ivith tho administration ot justice, there was a 
clear balance of 13 or 14 lakhs. If there is that balance, or a balance of 80 lakhs 
as estimated for 1898-99, or whatever the balance may be> the first charge 
On that balance ought to bo the stre^lgt]lening of the judicial establishments. 
You cannot say that our judicial system is perfect. Tbe^ CMuncil and 
tho Government must bo awaro of the infinite delays to which suitors are 
subjected from the paucity of judicial officeis It is notorious that'you have 
not an adequate number of Munsifs to try petty civil cases, and I desire to 
know w'hctlicr it is proposed to add to tti© number of Munsifs, and, further, 
whether it is pro[) 06 od to provide hc»use accommodation for Munsifs. I 
know and thankfully acknowledge that something has been done in this direc¬ 
tion ; but nmcli more remains to be done^ an|l, as long«as I have tlie honour to 
be a Member of this Council, it wdll be my duty to press this matter upon the 
attentioM of iho Government. 

1 ustly, let me refer to the expenditure under tho head of Education, which 
shows an increase of about one lakh ; that is to say, tho estimated expenditure 
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is set down at 28 lakhs as against tho revised estimate of 27 lakhs. But, 
notwithstanding the proposed increase, the charge for education per head of 
the population in India is about the lowest as compared with similar charges 
in other parts of Her Majesty's dominions. It has i)oen remarked that the 
faculties of our countrymen are capable of tho greatest possible dovol >pinent 
under education^ and this splendid material is being wasted by inadequate pro¬ 
vision being made to promote the education of the people. 1 should like to know 
how much of tho increase in education charges is duo to European education? 
In the explanatory note it is stated that provision is made fi»r the encoumgenient 
of literature. 

** 1 should like to know how much it is proposed to dovnto to this object, 
'"^hen there is a considerable increase under tho head of Inspection charges due to 
re-organisation. Hero, again, I should like to know how much is duo to in¬ 
creased salaries allowed to the native members of the Department and how much 
to Europeans ? I find that there is a reduction in the fund for grants-in-aid and 
scholarship grants. This is a matter which deserves the careful sciutiny of the 
Government. 1 rejoice to find that strenuous efforts aie being made to promote 
the cause of technical education. I am an advocate of high education, none the 
less I desire to congratulate the Government on its policy iu tlds connection; 
for tho objects cf high education and of toclmioal education aro not 
antagonistic. They both minister to the same purpose, namely, the elevation 
of the people. But, unless you are prepared to open out careers to at least 
tho most distinguished of tho young men who avail themselves of technical 
education, you can hardly exj^ect your philanthropic efforts to bo sucocssful. 
That was tho policy of the distinguished men who were concerned in the 
opening of the Calcutta Medical College. Incentives were offered to induce 
young men to overcome their prejudices, and tho results have been marvellous. 
It is necessary that this fact should be recognised. Men after all are dominated 
much more by material than by moral oonsidorations and the practical adminis- 
trator should not lose sight of this fact. I may mention that ProEo>sor J. C. 
Bose last year, while addressing a meeting of tho Society of Arts in London, 
remarked that students trained in electricity in the Prt'sidcncy College were 
fully qualified to fill some of the higher appointments in the Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment. C^^^he Hon’bio Mr. Risley rising to order said : — I think this is not 
•relevant.’’]] lam only illustrating my contention tliat it is useless to open 
technical schools unless you are in a position to offer Kuitablo careers iither 
r.ndependently or with tho aid of the Government ot India to at least tho mo.-^t 
distinguished students who arc trained in those schools... My contention is that 
there are no suitable careers open to them, iirul that, unless tliore ar€>, your 
scho^ds will not bo the flourishing institutions tlioy ought to be. If these young 
men find that they have to starve, they wid disBuadt3 others from joining iheso 
institutions; and, on behalf of these young nn ii I venture to make an caVnost 
appeal to the Government to furnish them \Nitli suitable prospects, and 1 have 
not the slightest doubt that my appeal will not bo made iu vain.” 

• 

• The Hon’ble Baud Norendko Nath Sl‘:n said:—There is very little to 
criticise in the Budget of figures presented to us, especially as tho appropriations 
from Provincial income to Provincial and Juqieriul expenditure stem to have 
been made under the maii^ateB of the Govcriimeut of India. Tlio Provincial 
Statement, Sir, is simplicity, itsolf as compared with tho Imperial Statement, pub¬ 
lished last month. It does not contain inucli matter of a controvoisial character. 
There is one point, however, wiiicli is refcviM^d to in the present stat^inont iu 
naore pbicais than one, whicli, it is to be hoped, will recvive the attention or the 
Government as bearing on e economic condition of the masses. In lefciriiig 
to the increased income from stamps and resist rat ion, the iucrcaFo seems to bo 
regarded as a satisfactory feature in tho operations of the j^ear, but seeing that 
tho increase is reported, and correctly reporuvl, as ^lue to tho large number cf 
bonds, mortgages and deeds of sale registered owing to the prevailing scarcity, 
it is moi'e than doubtful whether there is any roasonablo ground for satisfaction 
■or congratulation in any such contingency. The Bengal Govemniont has lately 
published a compariaon between the famine administration as it was in lcS74-7d 
and as it has been in 1807-98, and, alluding to tlio money costs of the two 
periods, gave us to understand that the cost was double of what it lias been 
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now. Doubtless, the development of railways and irrigation accounts for a 
great part of this decrease on the present occasion^ but the true test will be 
found in the staying power of the masses, as manifested^ in the' stamps and 
registration income. Will the Government be good enough to satisfy the 
desire of the public for this knowledge ? 

There is one other point which requires elucidation in the present accounts. 
In the expenditure table, the Forest and Registration Departments are said to 
coat 8-^ and 44 lakhs against incomes of 61* and 7f lakhs respectively. The 
assessed taxes wore put down as costing only Rs. 91,000 against an income of 
over 1^44 lakhs. Again, Provincial rates are a source of reve,nue to the extent 
of over 444 ^ lakhs, whereas the machinery employed for the collection of these 
rates is alleged to cost 74 lakhs. Doubtless, there must be some satisfactory^*^ 
explanation of these anomalies forthcoming; but it would be more satisfactory 
if the accounts were presented in a form which may be understood by the 
general public. 

As the Provincial Statement may be said to form in a manner only a part 
of the Imperial liudget^ tiie recent debate on that Budget ha^ covered most of the 
ground, as far as Bengal is concerned, wliich it was the intention and purport of 
some of us to traverse. One of our greatest grievances, if you, Sir, will allow mo 
to say so, is in oonriectiou with the working of the subordinate Civil Courts. The 
subordinate judicial service, it is notorious, is insufficiently manned, its members 
are acknowlodgedly under paid, and very badly housed, indeed. The ministerial 
officers in Bengal are also inadequately paid, and if irregularities, and oven much 
worse things, result as a consequence, they follow as a matter of course. This 
subject, however, lias been most ably and exhaustively dealt with by Sir Thoby 
Priusep from his place in the imperial Council, and he has scarcely left us 
room for criticism. But even if ho had left room for further comment, this would 
hardly have boon the time to press the matter, oonsideiing how the resources of 
the Government of Benyal have lately been put to the severest test by the 
extraordinary charges it has had to meet on account of the plague-scare, the 
famine, and the terrible earthquake of June last. I can only, tnerefore, express 
a hope that the Government will bear in mind the grievances of the members 
of the subordinate judicial service, and of the ministerial officers in Befugal— 
grievances which have been so often urged on its attention—and will take the 
earliest' opportunity to apply the necessary remedy. 

“ Having regard to the special circumstances to which I have referred, the 
Bengal Financial Statement, so far as it goes, must be accepted as satisfactory. 
But we must look to our past experience. Any forecast which we may now 
make may belie us hereafter. Calamities, equal to those which we have just passed 
through, or of much greater magnitude, may overtake us at any moment, and 
upset our most hopeful calculations. We must, therefore, be very cautious, and 
not 'too sure or coiiiideat about the future. I have no desire to be a jprophet 
of evil, but it is ever best to keep a large margin for probable and even pos¬ 
sible evils or misfortunes. 

** With your permission. Sir, I will now direct the attentiop of the Govern¬ 
ment to at least one subject of the gravest importance to the teeming millions of 
Bengal. It is said that the Government should make some provision for meet¬ 
ing the scarcity of drinking-water, especially in this hot season. It may be 
said on behaU of the Government, that the maung of such provision lies well 
within the province of municipalities, zamindars and the Road-oesa Department. 
This would be special pleading, and a beneficent Government should not shelter 
itself under such a plea. Tlie Government ought not for a day longer to neglect 
this matter of supplying drinking-water to the people of the interior in these 
Provinces. We c£> not feel the want in Calcutta. Well-to-do municipalities 
in the mofassil may be able to raise large loans for water-works, but there are 
numerous places in Bengal which have not such financial resources. I do not 
mean it in any way as a reflection on the great British Government, but 1 may 
mention that in ancient times*, it was the first duty of Hindu kings to supply 
wholesome drinking-water to his subjects, and this he had to do in discharge of 
a strict religious injunction. Water is the very life of the people. Would it, 
therjafore, be too much for me to request the Government to set apart a sum for 
the purpose of supplying drinking-water to the people? 1 would go further, 
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•nd ask the GoTernment to hold out special inducements to zamindars and 
other well-to-do pe<mle to rink wells, dig tanks and re-ezcaTate old tanks. If 
this be done^ we shaUll be able tp contribute much to the health of Bengal,^ and to- 
keep out cholera and other epidemic diseases.’’ 

The Hon’ble Babu Kau Charast Bambrjbb srid;— ** It is to be- regretted^ 
Sir, that in the Budget Statement an improvement in our agricultural prosj^ots 
should have to be associated with an increase of the excise revenue, has 
always appeared to me to be the duty of the Government to extricate the 
Hon’ble. Aminber in charge of the finances from the awkward position of having 
to congratulate himself whenever in view of an improvement in the agrioulturm 
prospects, he can count upon an increase of the Excise Bevenue, and of 
congratulating himself so tar as to be unusually liberal in his appropriations 
to the Excuse Department. As has been already pointed ovt, the »11 sanO' 
tioned scale of officers and establishment has this year been provided for under 
all the heads. Then, coming to the head of Education, it is a gratifying 
fact that provision has been made foe increased expenditure the encouragement 
of literature aud for the establishment of a hew boarding school for girls. 
It is striking, however, that while there is to be an increase of expenditure 
under this head, the increase is not likely to ^ve satisfaction. The test of a 
healthy increase of expenditure is that it results in giAring satisfaction to those 
concerned. If we take, for example, the incireased expenditure in connectiem 
with the reenrganiaation of the Educational Service, it is very striking timt 
while the reorganisation of the Educational Service has led to an increase of 
expenditure, the new scheme has not sutisfi^ the parties concerned. That 
there should be an increase of expendituref and yet those immediately con¬ 
cerned should not be satisfied, seems to pte to be anomalous. Then, a gain, 
the amount appropriated for grants-in-aid has been cut down.; so that those 
educational insntutionB which have to depend on grants-iu-aid from the Gov¬ 
ernment, will have their grants from the Government reduced. They, there¬ 
fore, cannot be satisfied. If the test to which I have referred is at all a proper 
test, increase of expenditure should secure the satisfaction of those who are 
affected by such increased expenditure; but.we have here the phenomenon of 
an increase of expenditure without the satisfaction which ought normally 
to result from increase of expenditure. There is one other point under the 
head of Education to which I tHsh to refer, namely, that the increase of ex¬ 
penditure is attributed partly to the examiuialion charges in connection with 
Bchools undmr the charge ol European Inspectors. 1 do not know the details 
of those chuges, but certi^ly a considerable proportion of those charges 
must 1^ (due to the fact that in connection with European schools, an 
examination has been started which is smmrate from the Matriculation examin¬ 
ation oi thfi University. . Time 'was^ wnen there-was only one examination 
for Bengali and for European schools.' Whether this increase of expenditure on 
account of examination charges is chiefly due to there being a separate examin¬ 
ation for European imhools I do not know; but 1 think it is a matter for 
consideration whether there should be a separate examination for European 
schools.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. BnoKt.BT said:—**The Hon'ble Babu Surendmnath 
Banerjee has referred to the increase of three lakhs in t^e Irrigation 
revenue, and he said that it does not afford much room for satisfaction. I 
am quite sure that, if he was aware of all the circumstances connected 
with that increase of revenue,. he would see reason to change his opinion. 
It is true we cannot show in these provinces financial results from irngation 
works equal to those in the North-Western Provinces or in the Punjab. 
Our irrigation works are a considerable drain, in one sense, on the Provincial 
revenues, but, in another sense, I think the expenditure upon them is most fully 
justified. I speak from pers9nal experience of the Souo Canal, which did its work 
in the past famine in a way which was, perhaps, hardly appreciated by the 
Government, although.I am quite sure it was most thoroughly appreciated by the 
people. 1 understood the Hon’ble Member to say that these three lakhs were 
extracted from the pookets of th«.>Be who paid the water-rates for the benefit of 
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the general tax-payer. It is true that the rate-payers paid increased rents in 1896 ; 
but they paid tnem most readily, the actual collections were ,99*6 per c^^nt. ot* 
the current demand of 1 he year. They were in fact very well off and they 
wore happy- In 1873, during tho last fanuno which occurred in these provinces, 
it was the policy of tho Government to iiriport large quantities of grain for 
the benefit of the people of Bihar. That policy has now been departed from. 
In 1873 160 lakhs of inaunda of rice were carried into Bihar, a quantity 
which was far in excess of what was required. Tho Sone Canal in 1896-97 
actually put into the hands of tho people at least 45 or 50 lakhs of maundsof clean 
rice (not paddy) available for the use of the famine-stricken people of Bihar; that 
is to say there were 50 lakhs of inaund of rice in the distiict which would not 
have existed hud not tho canal been there. Something approaching to one-third 
of tho total quantity of grain wliich Sir Richard 'reiuplo with great labour 
imported in 187*3. This is a point of some impoitance. Though the revenue 
which is obtained from the canal is not large, it is steadily though slowly in¬ 
creasing. Tho most important point, however, is that tho people now thoroughly 
appreciate tho benefits of the canal and nsk for more water than can be given to 
them, and leases are now actually being refused. There is a small irrigation 
w^ork constructed by a native gentleman in Oliatnparan. It was rny duty to rido 
about that district during the late famine, and I saw miles of rice crops where 
you would hardly gather a handful of rice from an acre. But under the protec¬ 
tion of that little irrigation work the value of the rice crop which was saved by it 
was full)'* equal to the cuitire capital cost of that canal, if not more. It would 
have paid tho people living near that canal to have constructed that work for 
that one season alone. The same is true to a considerable extent with 
regard to our large irrigation works. Tho rains failed to some extent in 
1895, and again in 189b, and tho crop saved in those two years by the action 
of tho Sone Canal was estimated to be equal to about two-tliiids the total cost 
of those works. In the famiiie year 1896, when all the irrigated fields were 
rich in grain, the people sold their crops to enormous advantage, two or 
three times over the value, in ordinary years, and they were rolling in w'ealth ; 
they are happy and contented and paid their rates cheerfully.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. Finucane said;—‘*I will reply, as far as I can, to the 
questions which have been put in connection with the Departments with which 
1 am associated ; but, before 1 do so, I hope 1 may bo permitted to congratulate 
the Council on the moderation of the Hon^ble Members who have criticised tho 
budget. 3"he8e discussions directly led to nothing in particular, but they may 
indirectly result in considerable benefit in the way of enabling the Financial 
Member to justify the expenditure which has been incurred or which it is proposed 
to incur, and also in eliciting information which may clear away misunder¬ 
standings But if that is tlie object of this discussion, and if theft abject is to 
bo attained, then it is at least desirable that ilon’ble Members should give 
notice to the Member of the Government in charge of the Department to which 
the questions appertain as to the points on which they desiit? information. There 
is scarcely a single subject of expenditure upon which some question* has not 
been asked. For my part I have had no nolice of the qu'esixens which have 
been referred to in respect of my Departments, and it is impossible to cairy in 
one^s head all tho details which have been referred to and give the information 
wanted. (The Hon’ble Babu ISiikendranath Banebjke:— “ I gave notice to 
the Hon’ble tho Financial Secretary.”) I must, however, endeavour to answer 
as well as I can. 

With regard to the contributions of local bodies towards famine expendi¬ 
ture, there is some misunderstanding. The position is this: District Boards 
and Road-cess Committees have in ordinary years to spend some of thtir 
money upon tho improvement of roads, tanksi &c ; when famine came the se 
bodies were asked whether, instead of employing the District Engineers and 
their other establishments on these works / and working by. contractors, they 
would be willing to place their establishments at the disposal of the Govern¬ 
ment and to contribute to the Government for expenditure on roads, tanks, 
&c. tho money they would have themselves have spent on tbeso objects. 
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They agreed to di>so« They agreed tocontril.uto of their own free will, and the 
total amount that was thus agreed upon to he contributed wa«, I tliink, 
eight lakhs. It afterwards turned out that the famine had not made its 
appearance in certain districts in which it was at first thought famine would 
haTO been felt. Those districts were not asked to make good the estimated 
contributions, and the result is that only the districts in which famine 
was declared were ultimately asked to contribute, and tho total amount 
to be paid thus became very much less than what was oiiginully estimated. 
But even of that total amount the whole has not yet been paid, and 
the question now under consideration is whether the famine districts are 
able . to pay the sums they promised. It has been said the responsibility 
for relieving famine is on the Government, and that they ought not to 
ask the District Boards to share the burden <>f it. The Government has 
not done so; they have simply asked for the funds which the District 
Boards would otherwise have thcmselv^es spent, and these funds have been 
spent on repairs and construction of roads just as they would have to be spent 
by the Boards themselves. I have been asked to name the districts from 
which these contributions have been promised ; I cannot name them now 
one by one ; they are simply the districts which were declared to bo famine 
districts. From other districts nothing l.as been taken. Not only have the 
District Boards not been asked to share thc^ burden of relieving distress, but 
on the contrary Government has carried out from Imperial and Provincial 
Funds—as famine works—numerous works which would in the course of 
time have to be executed by the District Boards, and in doing so has largely 
added to the supply of good drinking water to which referencfi has been made. 

**Then my hon’blo friend has asked how much revenue the Gov¬ 
ernment derives from the &kaa mahals. I cannot answer that straight off. 
The information is given in the published annual rep<»rt of the Board of 
Revenue. I can only say that the increase of revenue whicli the Govern¬ 
ment has obtained from the khas mahaU an<l from the resettlement of 
revenue in Orissa and elsewhere is so moderate that, as was pointed out the 
other day by Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the now rents have been settled and 
realised all over Bengal without any friction tir difticulty, with an iufinite- 
eimally small number of appeals, and witli the consent of all coneeincd. 
The number of tenants whose rents have been settled since the passing of the 
Tenancy Act has been at least double the total number of agricultural tenures 
in England, Scotland and Ireland put together. Yet no complaint was heard ; 
everything went on smoothly, and that is a sudiciont guarantee that the 
Government has been and is being moderate in its demands. 

** Then as to the Education Department, it has been asked how much 
of the increased cost of the Education Department is duo to the increase of 
pay*of the different branches of the Education Service, and tho question has 
been asked why is that the reorganisation sebome has not given satisfaction. 
Tho increased cost of the reorganisation of tho three branches of the service is 
about Rs. 14,000 a month. The superior brainch of tho service, manned mainly 
1>y Europeans has had its cost reduced by about Rs. 10,000 a month, by some 
of the senior men of the Education Depai’tment retiring and their places not 
having been filled up by Europeans; and the whole of that saving and 
more has been devoted to the improvement of the prospects of the Pro¬ 
vincial and Subordinate Education Department; so that tho whole of tho 
saving effected by reduction of the staff of the Superior or Imperial branch 
,,of the service has been devoted to the btuiefit of the men in tho Provincial 
and. Subordinate branches of the service which are manned chiefly by 
natives of India. Then it is said why has there not been satisfaction ? The 
only answer I can give is that the gentlemen who are dissatisfied would 
liko to have all the money that is being spent upon the Provincial and 
Subordinate Services given to them, and, in addition to that, they would 
like to have all the good things in the superior brfic;^ch of the service too. 
But both the Government of India and the Secretary of State have held 
that it is necessary to have a certain number of Europeans in tho higher 
branch of the service, and hence the dissatisfaction. I'hen my hon’ble friend 
has spoken of technical education. Part of the expenditure under this bead 
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ia due to the opening of the Sibpu^ agricultural daases and of the Bengal 
Veterinary School. And my fiuend says that unless the GfurernmOnt ‘ plro> 
▼ides employment for those who have been trained in the^e olUsses, tho money 
spent on these technical schools will be wasted. The Government has done 
all that it can in providing such employment. It has reserved appointm^ts ih 
the Subordinate Executive Service for the licentiates of the A'grioultUiid Bdhdol, 
and held out hopes of other suitable employment for them, andlt gives preftirdlOe 
to candidates from these 'sohools. At the same time I am surprised to hear :ilibh 
a statement as that made'by the Hon’ble Member. Are we to be told tbat''ih 
the matter of agriculture the people of this country will not enter schoedh 
provided specially for training in agriculture unleM they are promised eertid^ 
employment by (ioVemment, that zamindars and their sons have no interest & 
improving the agriculture of tlie country unless they are provided -with Govebiii> 
meut appointments ? {^The Hon’ble Babu StraBNonsHATH Banbbjbb —** 1 ddd 
the most distinguished of the student8.”3 Similarly in the ease of veterinaijt 
schools. If there is anything in which the people of the country should take 
interest, it is in matters of this kind, in the ‘WeU-being and improvemeiit ''jol 
cattle and in agricultural hnprovemeuit; and if we are to be told that nohbify 
will take an interest in these schools unless those who enter then! axe. provided 
with employment, then l oan only say that I hope the Hon’ble Meinher ts 
mistaken and that it will not he so. 

*'Thon with reference to the Forest Department, a question has been Akked 
as to the cause of the additional expenditure under this head. 1 may remuifl 
my friend that the neoesaity for tins expenditure was rkoognised some yeiaik 
ago, and my impression is that half of it is due to the improvement of lAva 
superior and the other half to the inferior bri^hes of the service. Duriu'g the 
last throe or four days a Iditer has been before me, in which it is Stated 'Aatr 
an increase of JEta. 8,000 has boon given to the inferior branch of ‘the serviocil' 

** A question has also been asked as to the increase of fees in schools. The 
answer is that there baft been no inerMse in schoUls in general, but only in the 
European schools in Dari^ling. They are schools wmeh have beem found 
necessary for the childr^'’^ the^poorCr classes of Government 'employes 'Whe 
should have some facilities given them for the' education of their childrem ' 
It has been asked why the granto-in-aid have been reduced. The ans'werls 
that there has been no reduetkte,^ The grantB>iu*aid amount to six lakhs^' ilile' 
same as last year. The Hon’ble Bidra Norendra Nath Sen has referred to thv. 
increase under the head of stamps. It is no doubt to be revetted Hist the peOple^^ 
have during the late famine been oUiged to: morigag^ their proper^ .io a 
greater extent than in ordinary years 1 but that was unavbidablo nnl^-thc 
Government were to administer famine ydief on a redkleasly lavish sbale 'and^' 
were to pay no attention to the interj^ts of the tax-payers; It is a matt^ fhr' ' 
some congratulation that the security of tenant-rights in 'Bengal has been>3,Se' 
good that the tenants have been able to borsotv the mou!^ they needed.

The high-level canal had then 
not constructed very long, and it was found that the raiyats had not come 
forwWpi very readily to . take waters .The rainfall of ordinary years made 
them} mdepend^nt ox the canal, and they used to wait until the last moment 
ani^^would not come forward to take leases for a ^term of years. But in 
18T4 the demand for water became tremendous, and .thpn they completely 
realissd what a superb resource they had in the capal against the scarcity of 
watef, but unfortunately as the canal was not fed from adurcea which are 
pp^anxiial, there was not so much water as the raiyats would have liked to take. 
CldMy connected with this question is the question of grain^ compensation 
allowance. . It was given in the famine districts, and is l^ing given evei^ow 
iu^ dne or two districts which have not reverted to their normal level. \l^cn 
myrfapn’ble friend made an appeal to,the. Government on behalf of the minis* 
* terial and menial servants oi the Government. ^ I may say that as regards 
menijol seinrants, provision has been made to raise to Rs. 6 a month me ray of 
thQ4a:v^|m now get between Rs. 6 and Rs. 6, and to raise by one nmee tte pay 
of tk^a Wlm get/less than that sum.

Tne:thebt^b from femes, is Provincial reyenue, aud in connection with certain 

f icopbibtili put forward early last year for introducing a scheme of permissive 
ooal Vexation, the G-Ovemment of India . declined to aihtw any permanent 
aliem^OTi of the income front feriies. They said it was Provincial revenue an4 
form^ part of the general revenues of nqia and might not be permanently 
transferred. In point of fact what happens ia that a certain number of ferries are 
madbidver to local bodies to me* t particular charges For instance, the Import¬ 
ant alii.'profitable ferries in the neighbourhood of Patna aro made oyer to that 
Mulfit^j^Uty, and they-iorm a considerable portion of their income, yielding 
something like Rs. 35,000 a year. Rut in many places the outturn of inoomo 
from ferries is declining owing to the development of railway communications. 
A railway comes to a big river, and it institutes its own ferry, with the result 
that -'the. income from local ferries is declining. And there can be no question 
that A’^ailwc-y Company does t**e work of a ferry on the whulo, better than it 
can bb'done by any local contractor you are likely to find. 

Vjtider the head of Forests my hon’ble friend a^ks for particulars of estab- 
lishinbtf^ I have the particulars here collated under the heads of Imperial 
and P^Viucial.servicos, bat 1 do not know that any piu-tioular object will be gained

Of Munsifs there were in 1896-96 893, in 1896*97^$9t, 
and in 1^97198^94/ ‘^n the. first of these years the number includes teP deputed 
to Assam, ip thS :m)Coud: year eight, .and iWthe third year 11.^ The Government 
of India- SrC-Ireing. asked to sanction the retention for a period bf .sox months 
of tha'Subordinate Judge of Burdwau, and an additional Suberdinate Judge 
for Tippera: also .for the retpu-tiun of the additional Subordinate Judge of 
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Faridpur, Birbhum and Saran, who is an itinerant officer who goes from place 
to place to . dispose of the cases there. Beference hu also bpen made to the 
weakness of the fudicial establishment in connection with the duration of suits* 
There are some curious facts which have come before me which seem to indicate 
that as much work is not always got through by subordinate judiciid offi^oers as 
might be the case. I mention them as 1 have been myself both a MhfUlif and 
a Subordinate Judge, and have seen a good deal of ciTil suit work Ih' former 
times. There was a famous case in Bhagalpur which lasted six monthB'and in 
which it took 50 da^s to examine 92 witnesses. And there was another 
case at Faridpur which attracted the notice of the Chief Justice who said:-— 

^ The arguments for the plaintiff and the reply lasted for 24 days, a some¬ 
what remarkable exhibition of forensic rhetoric. One witness was axam- 
inod for 28 days; li or 12 adjournments were given. This is an exceedingly 
improper proceeding, because it breaks the thread of the case and makes it 
difficult to resume it,’ and he goes on to remark and that is my experience also, 
*that these delays are not due, in the great majority of the cases, to any fault on 
the part of the officers coTicerned. The Chief Justice said that in this e$ae the 
Subordinate Judge was not in fault. He got no assistance from the Bar, and 
if he attempted to control the proceedings, he complained that the Vakils be¬ 
came ^oppessive towards him.’ In the Mufassal the Vakils who practise Jn the 
Courts have neither tlie training nor the experience of those in the High Court, 
and are neither so competent to frame i^ues nor are they so amenable to sug¬ 
gestions from the Bench. 

** My hon’ble friend, Babu Surendranath Banerjeo, referred also to the 
expenditure upon education as compared with other countries, and said that 
the expenditute on Education is much less here than in other countries. But 
the real point is that if the expenditure on education in^ this co^try is very 
much lower than in other countries, so also is the taxation, and if it were open 
to us to raise taxation to the standard of other countries, there would be no 
difficulty in raising the expenditure on education td the same level. 

Then my hon’ble friend Babu Nurendra Nath Sen referred to some 
point connected with the Forest and Income-tax Departments ^which I 
failed to catch completely. But I may say at onco that it is entirely 
fruitless to compare the receipts under one particular head with the ex¬ 
penditure under that head. The various departments of the Oovemment 
are not commercial institutions in which the reoeipts and the expenditure 
must balance. What you do expect to balance is the total ^ receipts and 
the total expenditure under all heads, and it is mere waste of time'to discuinB.. 
any question as to the separate accounts under a particular ^ head, 1 ^ 5 >iht 

which my hon’ble friend does not realise is that there are divided headj^ half 
being ii^rovincial and half Imperial; and if he looks at it in that light, fhl^p tbe 
matter clears itself up. My hon’ble friend went on to the question of juloHding 
drilling-water for the people. Everybody in Bengal is aware that Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie took an enormous amount of personal trouble to do/CTerything 
which was possible to improve the supp^ ox drinking-wateh We haTe liearly 
completed a series of rogisters showing mr every district in-. Bengal and for 
every village of more than a hundred people what means of water-supjdy, 
such as tanks and wells, there are, and their condition is beiog reported upon, 
and the idea of these registers is to place on record the state of things as they 
are, in order that the local bodies concerned, whose duty it is to improve the 
water-supply of the localities under their charge, may know what they have to 
do, and may bo able when they have the means to carryout the necessary 
measures without unnecessary delay. But to recognise it as a Province duty 
to provide a better supply of drinking-water ali over Bengal is absolutely 
out of the question. At the same time 1 admits that ^ the resources at ^e com¬ 
mand of £wtrict Boards at any rate are at present insufficient to enable, them 
to deal with the matter at all thoroughly.; ; My hon’ble friend was pleased to 
say that this was recognised as one of the dbligatioDs of Hindu kinm,' but I 
may remind him that there can be no oomparison whatever between tne Hindu 
kings of old and the Government,of the present and may adii^ what he 
omitted to mention, that this is one of the first obUgations m a ssiiinindar on 
religious grounds iud^ pendently of any question of taxation. 
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Then the Hon’blo Babu Kali Uharau B;iin*rjoo nKjiitionocl the Exci.^o 
Revenue, and he aoemetl to think that it is ii very dri adful thing that o 
get any excise revenue at all. I do not think ili;it it is very likely to 
come within the range of practical politics, that tijere should bo in any 
part of India a Maine liquor law. When tliat distinguished Radical poli¬ 
tician, the Uon’ble Mr. James Bryce, caiiio c)ver to this country and went 
to Darjeeling, I was asked to show him curious forms of worship and 
curious custt>ms. I took him to the top of Observatory Hill, where throe 
difFerent sects were offering sacrifices to the god Kinchinjunga, and shewed 
him that in two out of the three coses the oflcring consisted of strong drinks. 
With that fact before us, I told Mr Bryce thut it wtmld be a very serious inter¬ 
ference with the religious customs of a great uniny tribes in different part^-of 
India to interfere with the supply of spiritious liquors. This being so, the bi st 
thing you can do is whnt wo are endeavouring to do, and that is to get as much 
revenue as it is possible to get out of the excuse and at the same time to reduce 
the consumption to a minimum. We have uccortlingly extended enormously 
the central distillery system and have greatly rcduc(Hl the outstill system And 
as to establishments, we have now worked up to the full sanctioned establish¬ 
ment; but if you compare the c'stablishinGivt in Bengal to that which is employed 
in other Eroviuces, you will find that tho estjiblisiiment hero is ridiculously 
inadequate, and if any oliango of jiolicy isintrodin-cd in the Excise Department, 
it will rather be to assimilate our system to tluit wliieh prevails in Madras 
and Bombay, and with such a change it will be inovirable that there should be 
a very largo addition to the establishment, 'flieio is a ver^^ great deal of 
illicit distillation going on throughout tho coiinlry”, and it may^ possiblyr he 
necessary to raise tiio Detective establishment, but there cun be no doubt that 
any change which may be made will pay its w;t\'. 

1 have endeavoured, as far as 1 can, to meet all the points which have 
been raised by Hon’ble Menkbers.’' 

The Hon’hie flie President said ‘Himdoisland that it is customary for tho 
Pl'osident to wind up tho annual discussion of tho Einancial Budget, But I am 
quite sure that my colleagues in this Council to day’ will not expect mriViy 
remarks on tho teatter from a Presid< nt who has bocni in office for only a week, 

I should like, however, to say that it is a matter ot* s«>rrow to mo to find that 
tlio finances of Bengal are not in a more prosperous condition.* I cannot s iy 
that it is a matter to me of disappointment, for ii is inevitable after a period 
ef severe farain*", a great earthquake, and pre::autions against pestilence, 
that the Ih-ovinco should be in straitened circumstauccH. But I hopo we are 
now at the bt^giuiiing of a more favourable scries of seasons, and that as the 
year got^s on, we shall find ourselves approacJ)ing another budget with 
light<*ncd responsibilitie*^ and with increased hopes of financial receipts. 
Spei fein^ of famine, . I should like to speak htjro as the representative 
till** a veiy few days ago of tVie Government of India, and to mention 
my admiration of the courage and care and economy with which the 
famine of Bengal was foiiglit. It was not so fought in Bengal alone, but 
throughout In£n. I do believe that the famine generally was ndininistorod 
with more economy and more efficiency than any previous fatnine of tho 
century. It ought to have beoti so, becaui^o nvc had before us the rcsnlt,s 
of experience carefully tabulated, carefully sunnnarised, and c irofully arj-augod 
for the coniluct of succee liiig administrators. 1 congratulate tho Provinoo on 
its being free from fumiae now, and I conuratulute oiiistives tni Jtaving 
mo?^ hopofnl and more pleuv'^ant iirospects bfd’oro us 1 listem d witji the 
greatest interest to the cnticinns of tho iion-olhoial inonibevs of tliis Oonncil, 
and I hasten to acknowledge the iiiodoialion and courtesy with wljich all these 
criticisms were advanced. If I have one romaik to make about their, It would 
be to say that 1 regret the ab?ouco from them of any suggestiotis of greater 
economy in the administration of tlie Province. Tho pi'ojecta for tho 
expenditure of money wliich are placed befor*' tlio Govoriimeut by' nou-ufiicial 
bodies and by officials are countless, and the difficulty is to eliminate from tlumi 
those projects which are of the most pressing urgency as those to which wo 
arc limited by tho conditions of finance. And i shall 1rv];c that next year wi' 
may receive from the non-official members of this Council tlio^e suggestions 
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fta to greater economy in administration wLicli wo may reasonably hopt3 to 
receive from them. That is a direction in which criticism is of tho very 
greatest value, because it is a form of criticism which I am justiflod in saying 
from my experience with t!»o Government of India and of Local Governments 
is oxtroinely rare. 

Looking down the list of projects of expondituro in tho Province of Bengal 
this year, which 1 have been perticularly pleased to see, 1 was sorry to hear 
no Tnenti<)ii wiiatever about them in the course of the diecuasioii. For exaniple, 

I place great weight upon tlio projects for the improvement of the appliances 
of the JVIcdic,al Ctdlcge. I holieve this to bo of the first importance for the 
iiiiprnvcmont of tho instruction which our young students got there. Next to 
that I shall put the charges for the improvement of the Campbell Hospital, the 
hojiltal for the poor in Calcutta. I visited that hospital last year, and ir, was 
a matter of much satisfaction to me to find that a very coiisiderable sum has 
been allotted in this .budge t for tho improvement of that hospital. Then 
I hoj od that we should laive had some acknowledgment from the hon'ble 
non-oiliei‘d members who have spoken as regards the ctmnibution that has 
been niatlo for the support of the Kdon Hostel. Tt is a project of tho vory 
dco]>est iniporfiinc(3 for tho welfaVo of young students who come to Calcutta, 
for tueir preservation and protection from the immoral infiuences which 
nmsr besot ifjom in a great city like this. There is one other matter in which 
I take urc at personal' interest, and to which a good deal of reference has been 
made in the course of tho discussion, and that is the allotment made for 
the improvement of technical education. Last year I vLited the College at 
Sibpur, and came away greatly impressed. There is no institution of the 
kind wliich 1 have seen in any other part of India which ajiproaches the Sibpur 
Engineering College, and I am sure that if any Hon’ble Member who spoke 
about ir. had personally visited, Sibpur College, he would have been gratified to 
know lliat ov< ry student who passed out of it receives immediate employment of 
some kind or other. 1 had something to do in the Central Provinces with agricul¬ 
tural classes in one way or another, and although no special efiEorts were made 
by the adminLtrat on thoro to further tho interests of the students, there was 
never any diiliculty in the students getting employment. With rpforenco to 
the questit)n of tho Subordinate Forest Service, I shall be much obliged to 
tho llou’ble Member who spoke of them if he would^ interest himself in' 
getting a class of suitable native candidates for that service. It was tried in. 
the Onitral Prf)vinccs, a large part of the area of which consist of forests and 
jungle, and X exhausted attempts to induce native genttexnen to enter service in 
tho Forest Department. They did not meet/with success, the reason 
that the pay was not very attractive, and that the climate is extremely baa* 
My efforts failed there, but if hon’ble gentlemen who belong to this oount«X 
can induce the natives of Bengal to enter claves for the study of foir^t^> x 
shall give them the niObt hearty encburagementWyself* The Hon’tde Jj&Pi B^ley^ 
has taken out of m'y mouth remarks which. I. intended to make in rcferoijcc, 
to the water-supply of Bengal.' He has told you that it wm . ih^ oarnert deswe 
of Sir Alexander Mackenzie to give every possible md towards tll^impvoyaioe^K 
of the supply of pure water in the vUlagos of the couut:^, has 

so far formulated that it has received the ^rm approval of tife 0ov6mnjent o!^ 
India, and will bo carried still further forward in a vpry ^»h<>rt tiqae. Xt is 
essential that measures of thht kind shpidd l)e undertekp^L lU a’c^i^Gmati|p,a||d^ 
methodical way. A scheme has been pre^pared, and f hope to be able' 
another twelve months are oyer to make some etfort in thfftt directiout’’ 

SALT BILL.

The Hon’ble Mb. Qmi«i.inr moved for loavi(>. t<> introdupe a Bill tQ 
the Salt Law in Bengal. Hh saidSavin|f rtegard^ to the fact, tKft a la^gV, 
amount of the time, of the Council has beeiJ o^pjlea in carrying oia.the, disciisr, 
flion on the Financial Statemeni, I do niOt pJK>t>o8®. explain,, ai apy le^^ljit 
to-day tho reasuna which make this m,(^i^re necessary! 1 ah^U, th^efpre^ 
coniine rnyself to a brief statement of the oi^ief objects of the Bill. Firsti it is. 
proposed to do away with the restrictions of the K^v^,ana; sysUm, wlucb 
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necossai'ily transfer tlie salt trade and tend to increase the price of salt to fho 
consumer. Another objt^ct is to provide for the resuujpfiori by the Governni<*nt 
of Jiengal of the tjdininistiation of the Salt Uepiitiuont in Orissa from tlie 
Government of Madras, and tho reoriifaTiisatioa ot tJie controlling staff on a h ^al 
basis, while tho third and last object is to introdue'‘ eertaiu changes in the law 
'which the oxperienctj of the past has shown to bo necessary for the safeguardii'g 
of the revenue. I cannot claim to be the author of this Bill which has come 
to me from the hands of the Hon’ble Mr. Risley who has hitherto had charge 
of it, but in assuming ihe duty and tho responsi)>ility of conducting the Jiill 
through tho Council, 1 have to say that 1 am ontiroly in accord with its 
principles and its provisions. Tho Bill vill be ^drculatod to the members of 
tho C?ouncil, and at our next meeting 1 propose give a full account of tiio 
circumstances which liave given rise to the measure.’^ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

EXTENSION OF THE POLICE ACT, V OF 18fil, TO CALCUTTA AND 

SUBURBS. 

Thb Ilon’blo Mr. PizATT presented the report of the Select Committee on 
the Bill to extend certain portions of tho Police A<^t, V of 1861, to the Town and 
Suburbs of Calcutta, lie said:—We have seen no reason to alter the Bill as it 
was intriiduced in Council except in one paidiicular, and that is referred to in 
paragraph 2 of our report which says:—‘ A disturbance in an area proclaimed 
under tho Bill may be brought about by or with tiio assistance of inhabitants 
of soriio other area.’ This certainly was tho result of actual experience during 
tho Tallali riots last year. Between 70 and 80 persons were arrested on that 
occasion and prosecuted to conviction; and it was found from their own 
adijLiiSsioiis, as well as from the result of independent enquiries, that a majority 
of those persons came fre^m areas outside the scene of actual disturbance. 
Moreover it was apprehended at one time that largo bodies of men from 
the jute mills, both up and down tho river, would come into Calcutta and 
swell the number of the rioters. Happily that danger was averted, but still 
it must be borne in mind as a possible' feature in any future disturbance. 
The report, therefore, in paragraph 2 says further:—*Wo have therefore, fol¬ 
lowing a precedent set by a Bill recently introduced in the Bombay Legislative 
Council, made some additions to tho schedule to this Bill with the object of 
authorizing the recovery from inhabitants of such other area of compensation 
• awarded to persons who have suffered from their misconduct.’ Beyond this 
we do not propose to go. We do not ask that those persons coming from areas 
outside the area actually disturbed should be called on to contribute towards 
the puy of the additional police quartered in tho disturbed area. All 'we ask 
is that inlfhbitants of areas who have gone forth ^om their own areas to tho 
pl^e of disturbance for the purpose ot joining in^o disturbance should be 
liable to contribute towards the compensation of persons injured by their 
misoojudact, injuries which are brought about very largely by the active associ* 
atxdn of these individuals with the mob* 1 only further desire to inviti^ the 
attention of Hon’ble Members to the appendix to our report which I believe 
is c^culated to afford useful assistance in studying the provisions of this BxU.”^ 

The Council was adjourned to Saturdi^, the 23rd instant.

SALT BILI.. 


ho Hoii’ble Mr. Gihmi.e^ introduced tho Bill to amend the Salt Law in 
Bengal, and moved that it bo read in Goiincih He snid :— 

‘^Ihave now tho hommr to introduce tho Bill to amend the Salt Law 
a d to move that it be rend in C mncil. 

‘Mt has already been stated that one of tho objects of tho Bill is the abolition 
of the Kf)vv:uia system, and as tliero may possibly be some Members of this 
Council who arc unacquainted with tlio arraugoinerita for tho administration of 
Salt llev»-'nue in Bengal, I will redeem niy pronuse and give some account of 
tho eystoni, describing'its origin, how long it lias been in existence, tire manner 
in which it operates, the part of the country affected by it, and the special 
circinnHiunoos that render its continuance no longiir necessary. The Supply 
of sail to Bengal in the past has been derived partly from foreign importations 
and partly from home manufacture, though tho latter source is practically 
extinct. Until 1863 Government hrid tho monopoly of manufacture, the 
districts on the sca-board of the Bay of Bengal being divided into salt agencies. 
The yalt makers received advances, and stipulated to deliver their salt, when 
manufactured, to the agent, at a piice a^greed upon, and the agents stored 
iJio salt and sold it to Avholosulo dealers at a price fixed from year to year 
li t' tiio Govormnent; but in iSOf, under pressure from salt merchants., in 
it was decided to nh ludon tho monopoly altogether, and to leave 
vhr suit trade to privAto cuterpi Iso under a system of excise. The salt factories 
Avoie scattered over large are is of coast country, all more or less impreg¬ 
nated with brine, along the Buy of Bengal from the southern extremity of 
tco Chittagong district on tlio east to the south-western extremity of the 
C illka i.ake, in the district of Puri, on the west side of the Bay. In addition 
to li e possibility of imported salt being smuggled 'from ships, there was 
tho danger of illicit nianufuctur© in the saliferous tracts, and of 

aiiiiigglivig from the numerous salt factories; and to guard against this a large 
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preventive force was maintained, and, as a furtlior safeguard, a plan was 
adopted which neoeseitated the purchaser of a consignment of salt above the 
insignificant (Quantity of five seeve, after payiiKmt of duty, obtaining a protec¬ 
tive document termed a rowana, and also required liiin to convey the 
salt to its destination by a specified route, and wiiile within certain defined 
limits, conterminous, more or less, with tlic Kalt-prodmung districts, tf> 
tender his rowana for the inspection of preventive officers posted at various 
pass stations on the way. On reaching liis destination, he had to report 
the arrival of the salt to the preventive ollio.or, who issue*! rtitail rowanas 
to cover the transport of any salt sold, until tlio entire butch was disposed 
of. This system was directed against the tliroe f<irn»s of smuggling already 
mentioned, and so long as it was worked under close supervision and with 
an adequate establishment, there is no doubt ihut it served the purpose *for 
which it was intended, especially in the prinention of smuggling from 
the manufacturing grounds. Jlut since the enrly days of rowanas, the 
circumstances of salt-supply and the ennditions of the salt trade have 
undergone important changes, and the working of the rowana B 3 ^stom lias 
been very miicli modified in consequence. Imporled salt is now tlie main source 
of supply, and home manufacture, which was mostly confined to Orissa, has 
entirely ceased. The rowana system w'as willidrawii from Cirissa in 1880 with¬ 
out any harmful results, and the salt limits liave been gradually- contracted 
elsewhere. In addition to this, the system of bonding salt in private bonded 
warehouses in the mufassal has been extended, and further clianges may 
be expected on the completion of the Kast Coast Jlailway. Formerly the 
rules were very stringent: the sales were checked \\y a .special preventive force, 
and it w^as the practice to test the quantities of s dt mentioned in tlic rowana by 
measuring the contents of the Ixiat at certain stutions on the lino of route, but 
this practice was abandoned, as it led to extortion; later on in 1803, the special 
preventive force beeamomerged in the Bengal Police, and thougli it was intended 
that tlie new constabulary should bo maintained in sucli force as to provide for 
the efficient performance of salt duties, yet, in later years, wlien sweeping 
reductions were made in the police force, the pruning knife was liberally applied 
to the preventive branch, and only a very small portion of the force was retained 
tor those dutie.’^i, the thana estabUt^iimonts being cutdown to tho minimum required 
to deal with ordinary crime. Fi>rmerly also a wholesale merchant wishing to sell 
any salt was obliged in every instance to run to the salt station with a long 
note of the particulars of tlie sale and to apply for a pass; but he is now himself 
empowered to issue such passes in the fijnn of retail rowaiias, and is only 
required to submit a montlily .statement of sales to the Collector, or the nearest 
police. Hioso retail rowanas are of two kin Is, the atrafee and the 
charchitti, each covering quantities up to 100 maunds, the former being used 
to proteat salt which is intended to bo convoyed beyond the limits of *the 
police station within which it may be stored, and the latter to protect salt 
kept for sale within those limits. There is also in the district of Backergungc 
a Bub-charchitti, used to protect (juantities up to five maunds only. Tho sub- 
missiou of monthly returns of sales by-holder.s of rowanus, both wholesale and 
retail, was intended to sh‘)W whether tho revenue was being defrauded or 
not, and to attract attention to that part of the c.ountry whcio illicit practices 
prevailed. Tho idea was to trace every particle of salt from the ship or the 
manufactory to the hands of the consumer, 'rheoretically the system is perfect, 
but undt^r the changing conditions of salt administration, it has been found im- 

E racjiicuble to carry it out with any degree of accuracy, and witht)ut seriously 
ampering the salt trade. Within recent years a full enquiry has been made 
into tho working of the rowana system by Mr. Ashton, an officer bi. longing to the 
Salt Department of the North-Western Provinces, and nis report un mistakeably 
indicates that tho system has no longer any protectional or statistical use. ITis 
conclusions are (1) that it is not worked effectively, (2) that it affords no protection 
to the salt revenue from illicit manufacture, and ^3) that the returns of consump¬ 
tion under it arje untrustworthy, as the salt-traders can manipulate statistics as 
to screen illicit manufacture and tho trade in untaxed salt. The possibility of 
making use of retail rowanas as a cloak to cover illicit transactions is clenrly 
demonstrated Mr. Aslitonthoreforo recommended the abolition of the rowana 
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system. This proposal, liovvover, had already been anticipated by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyall, Member of the Board of Revenue, who, in October 189it, minuted, 
in favour of abolition, and it may not be out of place to mention that I 
myself, as far back as l87o, when Secretary to the Board, after a careful 
study of the subject, formed tlio opinion that there was no special advantage 
in retaining tlie system. Again in 1888 in an unofficial coiumunicaticn 1 wrote 
am not iu favour of half measures, and should be inclined to try tbe experi¬ 
ment of entirely abandoning the rowana system, and to leave salt, whether im¬ 
ported or locally nmuufacturctl, free and unfettered by any further supervision 
after it has once paid duty and passed the customs or excise barrier, confining 
protective measures, strengthened if need be, to the places of import, manufac¬ 
ture and 8tt)rage. In this way the rowana sysfem, which has been termed the 
second line of defence, would disappear, ami only the first lino of defence 
would remain, namely, the preventive force concentrated at the head^quarters 
of salt operations.” 

“In past years smuggling was chiefly confined to the manufacturing areas, 
and the rowana system, when first introduced, was obviously intended to check 
this, the quantity of imported salt being at that time very limited, but row that 
licit manufacture has ceased and the area affected has been excluded 
from the operation of the rowana By^tem, so far as retail rowanas are concerned, 
it cannot be said that the system is in any way required there. The restric¬ 
tions which it imposes on the movements of salt are a serious impediment 
to the course c)f trade, which must tend to in<*rense the price of salt to the 
consumer. About 28,000 wholesale rowanas, and nearly two lakhs of blank forms 
for atrafeo rowanas, charchittiea and sub-ciiarchitties are yearly issued to the 
salt merchant, and when we consider the time arid trouole necessary to the 
prompt obtaining of these passes, and the services of tbe men employed in 
the transaction, to say nothing of the fees and stamp duties, it will be 
readily conceived how much the trade is handicapped. The system is out 
of date and as a statistngal'^CCord of the distribution of salt is not to be relied 
upon, while tlie checE” which it provides against smuggling from shipboard 
can be for in other ways, and section 12 of the Bill has been iramed 

to all^vv of this being done. The section, I may here remark, will also 
^Bablo provision to be made for the collection of information corresponding 
to that now afforded by wholesale rowanas; showing the quantity of salt 
intended for despatch to various districts. There is now very little danger 
of any Hiuuggling from ships in the river which cannot be controlled by 
tlio Customs preventive force. The salt traflic is mostly’' carried in steamers, 
and it is idle to suppose that a steamer would stop in the river for the purpose 
of selling salt. Our sources cf supply are ta) salt imported by sea into the two 
jjorts of*"Calcutta and Chittagong; (b) salt imported by land ftom Ganjam; 
(t*)*salt imported by lami from the north-w^est; and d) karkach salt manufactur¬ 
ed iu Furi on the ( hilka Lake. The rowana system is no longer applied to the 
last tiiree f« rros of supply^, and it may certainly be withdrawn, as far as 
imj)orted salt is concerned, without risk, thougli protective documents of some 
kind will of course be required in order to ensure payment of the Governnaent 
rovenuo and to protect the i?alt owner from molestation while in the river. 
There will be no difficulty in securing that full duty shall be paid on all salt 
imported by sea, either at the time of unloading or of dealing from bond. I 
was reading the other day that no great work was ever done by system, and 
tliongh I am not prepared to accept this as an infallible proposition, yet it is 
obvious that no go^d work can be expected from a system that is obsolete and 
moribniul, und the time has certainly come for relegating the rowana system to 
the limbo of antiquated usagos. 

“ The second object of the Bill is to enable the Government of Bengal to 
resume charge of the administration of tbe Salt Department in Orissa. 
The administration of salt rovenue in Orissa was placed under the control of the 
Madras authorities in 3886-87. The entire management of the Oridea Salt 
Department, including tho proventivo work in connexion with that Bepartmenti 
was taken over by them in February 1888. The main objects of this grange- 
mont were:— 

(i) Tho concentration and dovelopment of manitfaciure of karkach 
or sun-dried salt. 
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(ii) The abolition of the rowana system tliroughout Orissa* 

(iii) The gradual suppressitni of the manufacture of panga salt. 

(iv) I'hp reorganization of the establislnnont by substituting for the 

agency of the Di^tiuit Officers and the police a departmental staff 
for preventiv’O and administrative work. 

“The rowana system (at least as far as retail rowanas are concerned), which 
had been withdrawn from Puri in 1877, was, as noticed above, abolished in 
the rest of Orissa in 1885; and this step does not appear to have injured 
the revenue in any way. T he licensiid jnanufacture of panga has also been 
successfully suppressed in Orissa. But the manufacture of karkach salt 
from which a great increase of revenue and a substantial reduction in 
the retail price for salt was anticipated, has been found, owing to the weak¬ 
ness of the brine and the frequency of storms in the Orissa coasts, to be an 
unprofitable venture anywln^re north of the Chilka Lake. The factories starte*d 
on the Chilka for the manufacture of karkach salt under the direct system of 
management by Government have also failed to fulfil the expectations 
entertained about thorn, owing chiefly to the inferior quality of the salt turned 
out at these factories and to the difficult and expensive means necessary for 
its transit from the factories, on account of wliich it cannot compete on equal 
terms with the better quality of suit of the neighbouring Ganjam factories. 
The factories on the Chilka Lake have accordingly been closed lately by 
Government. 

The preventive establishment in Orissa has also been found to bo very 
costly ; and it cannot bo said that this costly establishment has done con¬ 
spicuously better work than the agency it replaced. 

la these circumstances, the administration of the Salt Department in Orissa 
has lately been retransfern d to Bengal, and the work of administration has 
been actually resumed by the Government of Hen^l, with effect from the Ist 
October 1897. The Salt Department in Orissa is at present administered 
under the Indian Salt Act, Xll of 1882; and it isiutendod that this Bill, which 
repeals Act VII of 1881 which legalises rowanas, and is now in force in 
the whole of Bengal, except the Patna, Bhagalpur and Orissa Divisions and 
the town of Calcutta, slioiikl contain provisions which will cover the whole of 
Bengal, including Orissa; the snltp^^tre refineries in the Patna and Bhagalpur 
Divisions and in the town of Calcutta continuing to be worked under the' 
Indian Salt Act. 

** The third object of the Bill is to introduce certain changes in the law 
which experience has shown to be necessary in the interests of the salt revenue. 

1 have already said that the time has come for abolishing the rowana system, 
but the removal of this restriction will render necessary the provision of 
other safeguards. 

“ Tlfe result of the enquiries made by Mr. Ashton in the coast districts^of 
Bengal places it be 3 "ond a doubt that illicit nianufactuic is carried on on a large 
scale for the purpose of sale in certain parts, and more especially in the Sunder- 
buns, tracts, which occupy a space of nearly 4,000 square miles of the 24'Par- 
ganas district. On this point I will let Mr. Ashton speak for himself. He 
writes thus— 

* 29. Salt used formerly to be made in considerable quantities along the whide line 
of the Sundarbans, from the Buesunti river (about 10 niiloa heh>w Port Canning) sonth-wobt* 
ward to Saugor Island. Sites of old salt works, iudiented by heaps of broken red pottery, 
may be seen ou bota banka of th« Mutlah river on the edge of the forest, r.nu i’uitlier to the 
fioutb-west they are to be met with almost everywhcio on the banks of the innumerable 
creeks which intersect the dense junyle below the oUaiiugs. As I have already explained, 
the jungle ot the sootioa of the forest being dealt with is not of a kind which would render 
the manufacture of salt impracticable. Small clearings, natural or artificial, are numerous, 
salt effloreseenne appears within the jungle iteoif where this is at all thin, and, even if this 
were not aoj a spiitce sufficient for a salt work could be cleared in a few hours. The soil 
is BO extremely rich in saline matter that a ckaring of a few hundred square yards only 
is amply suffioiont to provide offloresconro for the working of a salt factory of oonsidorabJe 
importance, and .of course the supply of fuel is inexhaustible. With these facilities there is 
almost perfect immunity from capture, in fact, but very little chance of detection even, and 
a ready means of sending away large quantities of salt exists in the numerous boats which 
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move about the oreeks. Uudoi* flioso oircumetances, it is not surpiisin^ to find that salt 
manufacture on a eonsulesable >oale U carried on in these jungles. That this is so there is 
no doubt whatever, as 1 shall proceed to show. Salt is made on the Busaunti river south 
of Port Canning, in Sundarban Lots Nos. 86, 37, 38 and 40 south-east 'of the Jainagar 
police-station, in T-iot No. lifisotithof Muttraj)ur, in Lot No. 16 south of Kulpi, and in 
the jungles at the north of Saugor island; in fact, along the whole upper fringe of the 
section of the Sundarbans fro li the neiglihourhood of Port Canning down to Baugor, a 
distance of about fifty miles in a straight 1 no. I base this assertion on personal experience, 
the statements of the Police, information given to me by private individuals, and the wide 
area of oountiy over which 1 found this salt beings sold in both the 21-Parganas and the 
Khulna districts. The manufacture and the trade are oarrted on in the nuo:at saoret manner. 
The factories are situate on the banka of creeks in the densest jungle, and can only be 
disooverod by accident or by the help of guides. Around them are small oleariugs a 
few hundred square yards in extent, on which salt efflorescence, of a richness vmioh 
allows of its being roughly scraped up to a depth of three to four inches, appears pro¬ 
fusely, and in the oreeks close by and in the jungle around there aie inexhaustible 
supplies of sea water and fool. A jungle salt factory comf>risoB a furnace for boiling 
down brine and one or more earthorn filters. In constructing a furnace two rough 
earthern walls, from two to throe feet apart, from throe to four feet in heiglit, and from 
four to six feet in length, are built parallt>d to each other; and the space between 
them is roofed over in domH'Sha[)od form with an admixture of stiff mud and twigs. 
Cirouhir spaces, varying in n umber from four to eight, are left open in this domed 
roof, and upon these, small iron boilers, eaoVi about two feci in diamotor, are plaoed 
for the purpose of boiling d *wn brine. The earthen filters are ooustructed in precisely 
the same way as that which has been already described in oonnection with the Midnapore 
district, but are far larger, their diameter varying fi*om six feet to as much us eight feet. 
Balt ufflorescence, from the surface of tho clearing around the factory, having been 
lixiviated in t]lose filters, the brine so obtained is boiled down in the iron boilers placed 
upon the cii eular open spaces in tlio dome-shaped roof of the furnace, a brisk firo of jungle 
fuel is kept up between the purnllcl walls, and as the salt precipitates in the boders, it is 
scooped out of them and stored in a heap on the ground to drain and diy. The salt so 
produced is very like that produced iu the Nidnaporo district, white and small in grain, 
not unlike Liverpool, but of poorer colour and brilliancy and liable to ahstirb moisture. 
Each of tho iron btulers used is said to turn out from a maund to a maund and-a-half per 
diem, and the tiuaiitity of salt i>roduord daily on a factory with a furnace of eight boilers 
would thei'oibre amount to from 8 to 12 maunds. In the ease of factories situate 
near the clearings some salt is cairied inland in head-loads, as there are no roads and no 
othei* means of carriage ; but the greater quantity is convoyed away in boats which con)e down 
the line of the Bundarbaus for the purpose and steal about the creeks in a most unobtrusive 
moaner. From what lias b^eu said it will bo apparent that the quantity of salt produced in 
the Sundarbans must bo oonsidcrahle aud the trade important. The area over which it is openly 
sold would go to prove this. 1 found it selling open y by retail in the town of Jainagar about 
ten miles noith of the Sundarbans, at Bbaugorhat, 'within the limits of the Ilurwa Polioe- 
.station, and at TIusaiuabad <in tho Esamati river far to the north-east on the border of the 
Khulna district. About fifteen miles south of Husainabad I found it being sold wholesale at 
the mart of Hingulganj, on tho Esaraati river in the 24-Pargauas district and on tho Khulna 
border. Prom ILusainabad it is said to be carried up the Esamati river towards Basirhat; 
and tho Polios informed me that they suspected thst it was sent to the K^dderpore and 
ToS-lyganj markets on the out^kirts of Calcutta. In the Khulna district, I founc^it selling 
within the jurisdiction of the Kaligauj, Asasuni and Paikgaoha police-stations, up to a point 
about fifteen miles south-west of l&uln'a itself. This is a wide area, and the fact of the salt 
being on view without any attempt at concealment in an many permanent shops, in a country 
where there are so few of those, would go to show that its consumption ds very widespread. 
The boats carrying it follow tho lines of least resistance, so to speak, and as the river ‘lines 
trend to the noilb-eastward, so the traces of the illicit trade may be noticed iu the same direc¬ 
tion. I could not find any trace of tlie salt in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, It is said 
to be carried there in bags intermingled with bags of poddy, and if such a trade does exist, 
which is not unlikely, the salt probably passes up the BLooghly liver to areas beyond Salt 
Law limits. I found the salt selling both in a pure state and also in admixture with 
Liverpool salt, in the Sundarbans it, is said to sell at 24 seers per rupee, or Ps. 1-10-8 per 
muiind, and a retail dealer at Asasuni in the Khulna district told me that it was obtaiuable 
at Husainabad in the 24-PaxgaMas district at Be. 1-14-0 per maund, and that he bad 
purchased it at Bs. 2-8-0 per maund from boats passing his village. As a general rule, 
this illicit salt is sold to consumers at the same price as we ditty paid article, and the lowest 
rate was Bs. 3-12-0 per maund retail. The trade is a lucrative one, and there is every reason 
to believe that it is financed and oanied on by wholesale df^alers who profess to trade in duty- 
paid salt only, of which they keep small stores in their shops t<> divert suspicion. It 
could hardly be carried ou to the extent that it is were it not. for an organization 
of some sort, as it is not only the settlers / on the line of clearings wl^o manufacture 
salt. Men from the inland country go dowd to the Sundarbans in not inconsiderable 
numbers for the express purpose of working salt factories. It was said by IoqhI resi¬ 
dents that fro ill tho neighbourhood of Jainagar alouo, some five hunderd men, **Pddhs” 
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(low-caste Hindus) and ^ruhammadans go down to the Sunil arbans overy sea'^ioii for the 
express purpose of working salt factories. The impleraents n-quirod for such factories 
are cheap and few in number, iron boilers costing from Ite. 1-8-0 to Bs. 2 enoli, two or 
three phowrahs, and a few earthen vessels for carrying brine. Even so, however, there must 
be some organisation which arranges for adequate boat carria. o at tirntly seasons and for 
the distribulion of the salt over a wide area of coiiiitiy. The season for manufacture 
begins after the cessation of the monsoon, as soon as tlio boat of the sun has dried 
the jungle and salt etHorescenoe begins to appear. It continues throughout the cold senson, 
and until about April, witb the greatest briskness. It then FlaoKcns somewhat^ as the 
south wind and storms oblige boats to traverse liver chaiinols with caution, and the cx«’uption- 
ally high spring tides flood the jungle lands and chock manutaoture by obliterating salt 
efflorescence. Somn factories are deserted at this seasen, but at olhors work goes on during 
the intervals between spring tides, until the full of the first 8 ik)vv*u*s of the monsoon. I have 
spoken ol the safety with which this kind of manufnctuio can be carried on. To avoid 
being tedious I will relate briefly the experiences of throe days m illustration. Coming 
• hamlet of seven houso^ 

inhabited by XJriyas and Bengalis, and situate in a siuall, newly-forniocl clearing. On 
going ashore I found quantities of salt ©ffloresoenoe Bcra|)C*d up all about the village, 
earthen filters wore working in tho juuglo round and iu some brushwood a little 

^stance from the houses I found about ton seers of illicit salt in an earthen vessol, which 
^6 owner had evidently removed from his house on seeing tiio Police launch arrive. 1 had 
hoard that a salt factory was being worked by these villagers, but it was hopeless to look for 
it in the dense jungle without *.ome definite indication. Next day the Police took rao to see 
some salt factories which they had seized some months before. Going down tbo river channel, 
we reached th« muuth of a creek during the ebb, and the water was so shallow, aud the 
oun*ent so strong that we had to wait for the flood. Wo went uj) tho creek at last, could 
not find one cluster of factories, hut found the second one owing to tho jungle having been 
out down, and then had to wait fnr the ebb iu order to get back to the launch. Bciuming 
to Balaharnia, after being absent the whole day, I found that one of tho men of the village, 
who had qnapelled with nis fellows, was ready to show me the salt factory in the forejst for 
a consideration. He led me about a mile into the jungles, and on the bank of a civok, and 
on the edge of a clearing, I found a wurkiug salt factoiy with a large earthen filter eight 
foot in diameter, a furnace arranged for eight iron boilers and a platform on a neighhouiing 
tioe as a retreat frofu tigers. There was no one at the factory, and tho boilers liad of 
course been removed. The factory was in regular work, and in fact salt hud been 
produced that very day, as the traces shfiwed. From what I saw it was clear that the 
manufacture wilhin tho houses was being carried on by tho worn -n and children, and that 
this jungle factory was the business of tho men. On the third day I started to tho 
south-wobiward with two Uriya woodrouttois as guides to see some salt factories which 
were known to exist in that divectioii. Tho Police had visited some of them earlier 
fioason, but the jangle was so dense, and the creeks so numerous and so alike, 
that thoy were quite unable to act as guides. The Uriyas found one set of factories 
with difficulty, and it was apparent that salt had been made shortly before, as there were 
tra^s of it on the ground'where it had been placed iu aheap to drain, and the fires wore 
still alight in the furnaces. In searching for tho second group of works, * wo lost ourselves 
in the maze of creeks and our guides failed ns ; we had lo force our way up a creek, with 
dense jungle almost meeting over our heads, towards a clearing m which there was a ^lamlet 
about two i^iles away; from this hamlet we got a guide, a salt manufacturer himself, wht> 
look us to tho second ^oup of factories, which w.is situate in dense dwarf date jungle. 
These works were about fifty in number, and the ground abcut them was a perfect swaiun 
owing to tiie spiing tides having flooded the jungle, llutiirning, anotlur greup of salt 
factories was seen in a* clearing on the hank of a river channtl. Wo wont down this channel 
at the ol ebb, and could see nothing as we weiv^ twi-nty feet and more below the 

tup of the bank. lieturning, we'eame on tho top of ilio flood, on a level xvith tho jungle, 
and were then able to see the clearing and the salt factoric-* in it. These dotiils will give an 
mea of Gie difiioultlos in connection with tho detection of salt manufacture in tho SSundar- 
bans. The manufacturer themselves work in perfect safety. The Police cannot reach 
them by way of the clearings to tho northward without being noticed and warnittg being 
given; and during tho ebb boats cannot come up the eroeks from tho southward against the 
strong^!idol curimt. Even if a surprise is offooted, all tho men have to do is to tike the 
bcihrs.olf tho fiirnacos and disappear with thrni into the jungle. In sin-h cuses iho 
il^Iico have endeavourt^d to destro^*^ the factories, but this has ynact ic»lly no eli'oet, as any 
damage done is repaired in a very short time. Even if tho earllicii fillers aud furnaces were 
to be entirely demolished, new ones could ho constructed in a few hours.’ 

^ ** Afihton estiniatoa the loss of rovcniio from iliicit manufacture in tho 

^d-Parganas at Ks, l,50,OU0, a num which was arrived at by assuming tbiUt at 
i^st 600 men engaged per six months in illicit manufaotura, each working 
^ nionth, and making not less than a maund of salt per diem. Mr. 
Ashton s enquiries have been tested by furtlier investigations conducted by 
ru tJemniissioner of the 8und('rbans, and by Hubu Madhti 8utihaii 

Chaudhari, Assistant Superintendent of Polico. In the course of emjuiricB 
extending over 600 square miles, Mr. Boss discovered 21 facTorios, each fitted 
with, from four to eight boilers, and his cxpciiinents showed that a six boiler

factory wad capable of turning out 3-1 maunds of salt a. day, and, it is patent 
that thoso boilers wore not intended! to product salt for mere petty home 
conaumpiion. This officei^s report derives especial value from ^oibettbat he 
bad at hrst been rather sceptical about the existence of illicit manufacture oti a 
large scale, and seemed to consider that Mr. Ashton had over-estimated its 
extent, but when he came to investigate the matter personally he. formed a 
different opinion. Babn Madhu Sudhan Chaudhari travelled over 700 miles of 
the Sundex'bans and came across seven big centres of illicit manufacture iU'which 
there were as many as 186 factories, in working order, of the type described 
by Mr. Ashton, ana he further reports that he received authentic information 
from ciye-witnesses that in 12 other centres manufacture was carried on in open 
factories from November to April by professional manufacturers for the purpose 
c£ trade. It is difficult to say with any accuracy what the loss of revenue 
is from this manufacture, it is estimated by different observers at from lakh 
to 6 lakhs of rupees, but it is evident that it must be very considerable from 
the reports already mentioned and also from the fact that the consumption of 
salt ill the thanas where illicit manufacture goes on is far below the averkge, 

“ Illicit manufacture is also believed to bo carried on to some extent in 
the districts of Midun}Joro and Chittagong. 

It has accordingly been decided to employ in the coast districts of Bengal 
such a preventive establishment as will be able to deal effectively with the illicit 
dealings in salt by striking at the very root of illicit manufacture. 8uch an 
establishment is intended to be permanently entertained in the 24-Pargana« 
and the districts in Orissa, but it is also proposed to employ a small establishinout 
tentatively to prevent smuggling and illicit dealings in salt that may be pre¬ 
valent in the districts of Chittagong, Midnapore^ Backergunge and Khulna. 

It will be useless, however^ to employ these establishments unless the law 
is strengthened in such a way as to enable the officers employed to deal effectively 
with persons who make an improper use of salt-earth in defraud of the revenue. 
Power is, therefore, taken in the Bill to enable the Local Government to regulate 
and limit the excavation, collection, possession and sale of salt-earth in specified 
areas in saliferous tracts. It is not intended to interfere with the poorer classes 
who may make use of small quantities of salt-earth which they may find at their 
very doors for cheapening domestic consumption, it has always been, I rejoice 
to say and will, I am confident, continue to be, the policy of Government to deal 
leniently with such persons, but the persons against whom the provisions of the 
Bill are directed are those who collect largo quantities of salt-earth in order to 
manufacture panga salt for sale, and the traders who purchase such^ salt 
and make large profits from the sale of it. The Bill has been circulated, 
and has been revised with reference to the opinion received which are, on the 
whole, favourable, and I have now to move that it be read in Council. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Bill was read accordingly.

CONSTRUCTION OF BUNDS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surenpranath Banbrjee asked:— 

Is the GoYemment aware that Tausi No. 880, Chuddo Razari, a mahal 
situate in the Oontai sub-division of the district of Midnapore, has been per¬ 
manently settled with the proprietors of Juilumutha Estate, and that Tauzl 
No 375J0,Muta8 Kaleender Balushye, has been settled with the same proprietors, 
one of the conditions entered in the potla being that the proprietors will haVe 
the priYilege of constructing bunde with a view to reclaim the lands and bring 
them.under cultivation ? Is it the case that in contravention of such a condition, 
a Notification, No. 24-3 of the 8th December, I8!)b, has been issued, prohibiting 
the construction of bunds in the tracts between the sea-dyke and the Bay of 
Bengal, whore these lands lie, with the result that the proprietors have been put 
to heavy loss every year, as they are prevented from bringing these lands 
undm: cultivation r 

The Hon’ble Me. Finucane replied:—> 

''“Muhal Chaddo Hazari, bearing tauzi No. 880 in tho Midnapore 
*OolIeGtorate, was permanently settled with tho proprietors of the Jalamutlia 
Estate; there is no condition in the kabuliyut that the proprietor will have 
the right to oonstruot bunds ; there is a eonditiuu that if bunds are required 
they must be paid for by the proprietor and not by Govei’ninent. Mahal 
Mutes Kaleendar Balushye, bearing tanai No. 2720, was temporarily settled 
with the same proprietor from Ist April, 188T to 31st March, ; theleeise, the 
term of whion. has expired, contained no reference to bunds. It is correct 
that a Notification No. 243 of the 8th .December, 1896, was issued proposing to 
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extend the provlsiona of clause \ section 76 of the Embankment Act over 
an area between tho sea-iiyke and the Bay of Bengal, and pro^^ibiting 
the erection of any new embankment or addition to any existing otie. The 
Notification was issued under the powers vested in the Lieutenant-Governor 
under the Embankment Act, and was necessitated in the interests of the tract 
of country son;o 1,000 square miles in extent behind the sea dyke, the drainage 
from which passes by sliucos through the dyke, and so by channels across 
the foreshore to the sea. If the foreshore were enclosed by embankments 
to the exclusion of the tides, the scour from which at present keep these chan¬ 
nels from silting, the channels would fill up, resulting in tho vast area 
behind the soa-dyke brconiing water logged. It has not been possible within 
tho time available to have the necessary local enquiry to ascertain how the lands 
of the two ntahals in question lie in relation to the area covered by the Noti¬ 
fication referred to, but it is not thought that the foreshore lands, which 
are subject to the action of tho tides, could over liave been of value to the 
proprietor; while, as has been explained, it is not possible to allow them to be 
enclosed and cultivated without resulting damage to a much larger tract of 
country. The policy of discoui^aging the construction of bunds in the area 
covered by the Notification is in acc.ordance with the rec<irnmendations of tho 
Committee who were appointed in 1889 to consider the effect and causes of the 
floods ill the Midnapore district. Tho immediate cause of the Notification was 
tho construction of a ring embankment which obstructed twelve of the water¬ 
courses referred to.’^ 

The Hon’ble Babu Surkndranath Bakebjeb asked:— 

(a) Is tho Government aware that about a 5 ^oar ago Rani Hari Priya 
Dobi, eigtit-anna proprietor of the Jullamutha Estate, submitted a memorial to 
Government to allow her to construct bundn^ and that no order has yet been 
passed upon tho memorial; and that Babu Bhupendraxiarain Roy, the other 
eight-anna proprietor of tho Julanuila Estate, submitted a petition to the 
Collector of Midnapore as Superintendent of embankments in that district, 
praying that he may be allowed to construct bunds as provided for by Govern¬ 
ment when making the settlement, and that no order has yet been passed upon 
the memorial ? 

(b) Will the Government be pleased to pass early orders on the memorials, 
so that the proprietors may not be subjected to lurther heavy losses in the 
future ? 

The,Hon’ble Mr. Fjkucake replied;— 

**(«) It is correct that Rani Hari Priya Dobi submitted a memorial to Gov¬ 
ernment for permission to consteuct embankments on her^ estate; it is also 
correct that Babu Bhupendranarain Roy submitted a similar petition to the 
Collector of Midnapore, upon which the Superintending Engineer has reoently 
reported. 

(i) The matter, which is a difficult and complicated one, is still under 
consideration, but as at present advised, Government can hold.out no hope to the 
petitioners of the possibility of acceding to their requests.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Suuendbanath Baneiuee asked:— 

Is the Government aware that tho Executive Engineer of Balasore 
lias been prosecuting tho land-holders within the prohibited area before tho 
Criminal Courts with a view to piovtnt them from constructing petty bundsj 
anti is it tho case that convictions in these^..cases have beet^, upset on appeal 
either by the Sessions Judge or the Court? Will .the Gpvemifient be 

pleased to lay on the table a list of thp number of such proprietors with the 
result of tho criminal prosecutions instituted against them before the Sub- 
divisional Magistrate and the result on appeal or revision? 
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The Hon’ble Mb. Finucane replied:— 

** Government is not at present in p‘>3sossitm of complete information 
as to the member of criminal prosecutions instituted by the Executive 
En^neer of Balasore or as to the result of tlieni on appeal or revision. It is 
understood that cases have been instituted under the provisicms of the law, 
where amicable negotiations had failed* Further enquiry will be made on the 
subject*’^ 

The Hon’blo Babu Sdbbndranath Banei;jck asked:— 

Is the Government aware that the entire portion of the Majamutha 
Estate, which is held under the direct management of Government, has been 
excluded from the prohibitory tract, and will the Government state why 
this indulgence has been shown to the Government, and why the pro¬ 
prietors of private properties have been debarred from it ? 

The Hon^ble Mr. Finucane replied 

It was considered necessary to extend tlie prohibition of the Noti¬ 
fication only to such areas as were within one mile of any drainage channel, 
beyond which flistance it was not oonsidered that the prejudicial effect of 
embankments upon the water-courses would bo operative. I'he lands of the 
Majnamutha estate fall beyond the limit prescribed, and were not tberefoco 
included in the Notification. In any case Govorument would not erect embank¬ 
ments which would be injurious, and it would be unnecessary for Government 
by notification to prohibit itself from doing what it had no intention of doing.” 

THE PROVINCIAL EDUCATIONAL SERVICE. 

The Hon’ble Babu Subendkanath Banebjei*: asked:— 

I have the honour to call attention to the observations noted in 

the margin which occur in para¬ 
graph 20* of the Government 
Resolution on the re-organisation of 
the Education Department, dated 
the 26th March, 1897, and to ask 
what steps, if any, have been taken^,,. 
for giving effect to the intentions* 
of the Government for improving 
the position of officers in the lower 
classes of the Provincial Service of 
the Education Department, and if 
not, whether, having regard to the 
savings effected by the re-organi • 
sation . scheme, will the Goveru- 
meiit bo pleased to give full effect to the intentions of Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
in this respect ? * 

The Hon’ble Mb. Finucane replied- 

The Provincial Educational SerWee was benefitted by the re-organisation 
Eoheme to the extent of some Rs. 60,000 a year. Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
submitted proposals to the Government of India by which fui*ther benefits 
would be conferred on the lower grades of that service, but the Government 
• of Indi4 were unable to grant further concessions,” 

The Hon'lde Babu Subbndbanath Baneojee asked:— 

Will the Government be pleased* to state (a) how many vacancies have 
occurred in the different grades of the Provincial Service since the date of the 
re-organisatidn; (&) how many vacancies in the 6th and 7th classes have boon filled 
up by promotions from the Subordinate Service^ how many by appointments ox 


*The Lientenant-GoTernor now sanotioni the introduc¬ 
tion o£ the new eoheme with effect from ist August, 
189S. His Honour observ’es that, owing to the narrow¬ 
ness oi the scale of the ProYincial Service, as compared 
with, existing salaries, Uie prospect of officers in the 
lower classes are very discouraging. For instance* officers 
how placed in class VI on Bs. 860 of the serrice are all 
in elast III (Bs 8CX>—SO—^BOO) of the existing serrioe, 
and before they can receive any increase of pay, they 
mnst rise to the top of class Vl, and then move slowfy 
to the top of class v. He also obserres that the Fro*

The Hon’ble Hb. Finugaur replied:— 

The vacancies which have occurred in .the difEerent grai^es of 
tihe Prc^vincial Service since the date of re-orgauisation are—1 in class I; 

2 in eiass Hi; 2 in class iV; 2 in cla^ V;5 in class VI; 3 in class VIl 
and 3 in cIoam Vill. These vacancies in the several classes include tjiose 
whieii arose from death, rotirement and promotion. 

The vacancies mentioned above imply 12-vacancies in class YI; iOf 
these none lias been'hlied up by promotion from, the Subordinate S.ervire, three 
have been filled up by the appointment of native gentlemen who were outsiders, 
to the vacancies eainied by the retironiont from theTndiati Service of Sir Alfred 
Craft and Messrs. Ewbank and Stack, and another outsider will take the place 
of Mr. K<»b8on, who.has been transferred to the Punjab. The remainder either 
have been or will be 611ed by promotions from clas^ VII. The vacancies in 
class VI1, as implied by the figtues given in answer to (a) would be' 15. ^ These 
must bo i^ueeci by the four outoiders; so that they come to. H in,.allof these 
three have been filled by the appointment of officers from the Subordinate 
Service. The remainder either have, bean or wiUbe ^Ued.^pp by . promotions from 
class VilL 

(c) The practice of ' appointing olitsidcrs ^ existed under, the pld ..system 
md cannot be altogether avoided if Ihe effimency of the Department Jis.tOt.be 
mamtained. There have been three cases <if promotion from the subordi^te 
ranks. These have been treated as eaceptional./cases. ^T\ro of ^the ,i^c^rs 
had been 86le<!ted by Sir Alfred^ Croft for special preferment-^in the*'^rmer 
Subordinate Service; and would have found a.place in. the Provin,qial;.jSe>vico 
had the re-organisation taken place at a somewhat later date, dt thought 
right that they should take the ^places in the Provincial list acootdihg f o tf:e 
relative positions formerly heldiu the former Suborditia.te ihpj?id(mto 

whose ranks they were being admitted. The third officer 8toq4.}^9tito ; 
two, and it was thought right that he should receive similar treatment. ^ It has 
been ruled that if an Officer is in futurO; promoted from the'l^ubordjniate to 
ihe Provincial list, he shall be placed at the bottom of the class corr^ponding 
in pay to that which, as a Subordinate bqcn, yeoeiving.

The Hon’ble Mb. Finucanb replied 

<*(o) Two officers in the, Bethuno College for Ladies and one officer in 
the Chittagong College, who teach generaL subjects, have not been included in 
the Provincial Service. College Maul vis and Pandits, who have not been so 
included, are ten in number. The Provincial Service cadre was fixed on the 
supposition that three such appointments should be given to the Bethune 
College, and two to the Cld^tagong College, and thifi has been done. If more 
consideration were shewn to these institutions, it could only be done at the expense 
of the larger iand more important Gi>vomment institutions. As regards Profes¬ 
sors of Oriental Languages it so happens that one more than the number 
originally intended for admission is now actually employed in the Provincial 
Service. 

** (b) The last four appointment are not new appointments properly speak¬ 
ing. They have in no way increased ihe number of appointments originally 
fixed for the several colleges.

The appointaaents are not nevr, 

**C<^;1!he ipterosts of Profe^rs who remain in the subordinate list are not, 
it is believed, injuriously affected by the'changes which'hare t^en place, 
as some of their number will doubtless ui| tiuie find a place in tbe Provincial 
Service, and it xhay be presumed that all round they will be gainers.’* 


I'he Elon’ble. Babu Sub^dbanath Bahbbjbe asked 

Whether having regard to the^ very great inoonvonienoe and hiutdahip 
entailed on the oiffeil^rB of the Subordinate Service by the new soheme being held 
in abeyance on the 6he hand, and the practical suspension of their promotion 
under the old . scheme on the other, wul ihe Government be pleased ta^no a 
rovised promotion list according to the old Subordinate Service soale» until 
the orders with* regard to the new scheme have been received from the 
Government of India ? 
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The Hon’ble Ma, Finijcane replied:— 

‘•"The Government of Bengal has asked the Government of Indiji io 
allow the scheme which has boon placed in abeyance to bo resuscitated, with 
retrospective effect| and as the interests of officers are as far as possible being 
safe-guardod, no good would come of issuing a revised list according to the 
old Subordinate Service scale.’* 


ALLEDGED LAWLESSNESS IN BURRA BAZAR- 

The llou’ble Babu Nobendra Nath Sen asked:—* 

Whether it is known to Government that^ notwithstanding all that has 
recently been done to suppress lawlessness at Burra Bazar in Calcutta by legis¬ 
lative and executive measures, there still exists in that locality a band of pro¬ 
fessional ruffians, called Gundaks^ who habitually terrorize over people; ana if 
so, what steps, if any, it is intended to keep them under more emcient control, 
and stamp out the evil altogether, if possible ? 

The Ilon’ble Mb. Finucanb replied:— , 

** The Commissioner of Police reports that so far as he knows there are no 
bands of gundaha in Burra Bazar at present. Ho has received no complaints of 
lawlessness or terrorism for several months back, Should there be any out< 
breaks of lawlessness or terrorism in Burra Bazar or elsewhere in Calcutta, 
Government will take prompt measures to suppress them.” 


PLAGUE IN CALCUTTA- 

The Hon’ble BaBu Sorendbasath Banbbjeb asked 

Will the Government be pleased to make a statement with regard to the 
suspicious cases of plague which have recently appeared in Calcutta ? Are 
they cases of true bubonic plague?. Will the Government be pieced to lay 
on the table the Report of Dr* ilaffkine on the subject. 

The Hon’ble Babu NobbIWRA Nath Sen said 

. ? ' 

In yiew of the panic and alarm caused in Calcutta by the reports of several 
suspicious oases of plague in the City and of the eiodus that,has already 
commenced, I have the honour to enquire to what extent the Qewemment 
will be prepared to mitigate the stringency of the roles in t^ard to the 
arrangements required to be made for segregation and disinfection, in the caro 
of respectable people, especially as regards purdah wpipen and children, in 
the event of an outbreak of the plague ? 

(a) Have any oases occurring in Calcutta ^en . reported to Government 
as cases of plague ? ■, ; s ^ 

(&) Has Government taken any steps to (ksjHpiam if there are ot were 
veal cases of plague ? If so, what are thoi^. 

(e) Has Dr. HalTkine pronounced any pj^ion as to the nature of the 
bacilli he may have found in the blood «nd fluid of the glands of patients 
that wore sent to him? Is Government;.aware that th^ are differences of 
medical opinion as regards the diagno^! of plagne ; that th. 

true bacillus of plague, if there is anj^tllaB not yet been positively determined ; 
that some say it is Kitasato’s baoillttf, otijers that it is Yersin’s,—which is th. 
true plague bacillus ? Others again have said that thera is a third variety 
which is found in plague oases, and that it is yet uncertain which is the real 
pathogenic bacillus. Under these circumstances, would it hot be premature 
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to declare Calcutta to be a plague-stricken city ? If Government had acted 
on iho opinion of the late Health Officer of tlie Calcutta Corporation, Dr. 
t^iinpson, Calcutta would long ago have been declared as such. Would it 
have been proper-to do so? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Turner asked:— 

Has the attention of the Government been drawn to the alleged cases of 
plague in Calcutta during the past week, or cases of disease resembling plague, 
uiid will the Government be pleased to state the result of the enquiries made 
in connection with the said cases ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hislev replied:— 

“ I will answer all the questions relating to plague together. The facts are 
as follows:—On the night of the IGth April a sudden death from fever, accom-* 
panied by swelling of the glands of the left groin, occurred in Kapalitola, a 
crowded locality near 13ow Bazar. The post-mo7'iem examination showed 
symptoms which were regarded by the Inspector-General of Civil Ilospitals, 
the Sanitary Commissioner and the Health Officer of Calcutta as suspicious. 
On the other hand an experienced local practitioner considered the case to 
bo one ot septiccomic fever of a typo known to him as not uncommon in 
Calcutta. The deceased was a native of Eastern Bengal, resident in Calcutta, 
and the^o was no evidence whatever of his having had any communication 
with persons ccjnting from the areas in Bombay and the Panjab which are 
infected with plague. The house in which he died was thoroughly disin¬ 
fected; all persons who had been in contact with him were removed to a 
sisgregation camp in Narkooldaiiga; and all clothes which might convoy 
infection were burned, compensation being at once paid to their owners. 
Cultures were made from the important organs and were sent to Monsieur 
Haffkine at Bombay for bacteriological examination. 

On the following day three other persons in Kapalitola were found to be 
suffering from somewhat similar symptoms. One of these, a boy two years 
aud-a-half old, has since died, and the other two are under observatioti. Seven 
other persons who had been in contact with the deceased were discharged 
after detention for ten days, during which time they showed no suspicious 
symptoms. 

A Dom who assisted at the post-mortem examination got accidentally 
pricked in the finger, and has been dangerously ill, but is now reported to be 
• recovering. 

On the 27th April three more cases occurred in tho neighbourhood of 
Kapalitola, one of which was fatal. 

On tko 24th April four cases, of wliich three were fatal, occurred in Market* 
Street and Municipal Office Street, and on the same day a man died with 
suspicious symptoms at ^9, Ezra Street. On the 27th four more cases occurred 
in the same locality, two of which have proved fatal. There were three 
cases, cme fatal, on the 28th; and two more, one of which died, occurred 
yesterday. 

On the 25th April a bearer in the employ of Messrs. Kilburn and Com¬ 
pany died suddenly at 4, Fairlie Place, and on the following day a second 
bearer of the same firm died in Jaun Bazar. 

“ On the morning of the 28th a man employed in Clive Street was admitted 
into the contagious ward of the Campbell Hospital with suspicious symptoms, 
and died the same evening. 

On the 27th April four cases were admitted into the Medical College 
Hospital from Phear’s Lane, Chunam Gully and Charnpatola. 

Owing to the admitted oxistenco in Calcutta at all times of the year of 
n form of fever accompanied by bubonic swellings, which on occasions proves 
fatal, and in view of the fact that the general death-rate of the town fur 
the week ending the 23rd April was only 31*3 per thousand per annum 
as compared with 38*9, the mean death-rate of the corresponding period for 
the last five years, there seemed until yesterday morning to be room for 
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(Jouljt as to ilie character of the suspicious deaths which have occurred during 
the last fortnight. That, 1 fear, can now no hiUger be said. Monsieur 
Haflkine, whose authority on ilie subject of plague is undoubted, now reports 
by telegram: Cultivation sent from Calcutta produced typical, pi ague involution 
forms. Identity with plague microbe undoubted.” The Idoutenant Governor 
has conferred with all the Medical Officers of Government who have soi n the 
suspicious cases, and they are unanimous in pronouncing them to be true pleguo. 
As 1 have already stated, no connexion can be traced bei/ween the persons 
affected, all i)f whom aie residents of Calcutta, and any travellers who have 
arrived fioin the areas now infecti-d in tlie Bombay rrcsidt iicy and the Panjab. 
All sucli tiavellers are most carefully inspec-ed at Chausa and Chakardhaipui\ 
Their railway tickets are pumlied with a peculiar mark before they leave 
the infeett d firea, and p(u>ons holding such ticKets are kept under observation 
throughout the journey and ftir ten days after their arrival in Calcutta. No 
• suspicious cases have bt'Cii discovered among the persons from Bombay and 
the Panjab who are now under observation ner«^*, and the Health Officer, after 
making special inquiry into the point, has been umible to trace any connec¬ 
tion between the'locaf cjises and the arrivals from inft eted areas. Rats, how- 
c!\ or, have been found dead in considernblu numbers in the press-room of the 
East Indian Railway and in godowns connected wiih the coasting trade with 
Bombay, and it is i)o.ssiblo that the infection has been imported by these 
. animals. 

' ^ The fact already mentioned, that the general dt ath-rate of the town is 
exceptionally low, affords grounds for believing that the cases which have now 
been reported are the first which have occurred, and that if the people co¬ 
operate cordially with the Government it may be poFsible to prevent the disease 
from gaining a firm footing in the town. The possibility of plague appearing in 
Calcutta has long been foreseen, and a scheme for dealing with it was prepared 
by the Chairman of the Corporation in consultation with the Government 
some months ago. As part of that scheme twenty-five doctors and as many 
nurses were prt>cured from England, and it was arranged that until their 
services were required in Calcutta they should be employed and paid by the 
Bombay Government. 'J'lie Bombay Government has now been askea by 
telegram to t-end tw'o doctors and two nurses at once for duty in Calcutta, 
and more will be called for as occasion may demand. Meanwhile from the very 
first as ample precautions have been taken as if the first ca^e had been known 
to be a case of plague. A plague hospital and a segregation camp had already 
been prepared ; the su8pect<:*d oases were removed to tl:o hospital, and the con¬ 
tact cases isolated at the camp. All houses believed to be coutaniinated have 
been disinfected as thoroughly as possible, and places in which dead rats have 
been found have been thorou^ly cleansed. 

‘^TJie measures to be adopted in dealing with an outbieak of plague are 
Stated briefly in Chapter XVI, Ropcii’t on the Plague in Indis^ J89G, 1897, 
recently published by the Government of India. They axe the JpoUpwing :— 

(a) The prompt detection of cases by carefully enforced death regis- 
tmtion, house-to-house visitation, and stich* other means as are 
found practicable* ^ ^ . 

(^) The segregation of the sick and their careful nursing and treatment 
in well-ventilated and sanitary hpspitalsi^ ^ . 

(c) The segregation, after disinfeotion of clptbiug> bedding^. &p., under 

medical supervision and in sanitary swrpundmgs, of the., peirsuns 
who, by association with the aiqkf. -h^ve been especially exposed 
to the risk of infection. . 

(d) The evacuati«»n of infected houses and localities,, the inzaates beipg 

lodged ill carefully supervised camps. ^ 

(e) The thorough cleansing and cf infected . houses and 

localities before the iiiniates" we permitted to return. 

(/) Ilie enforcement of gtneraPiMdiJtary precautions, su'eb as extensive 
cleansing of dwelKngjs, f^eeV admissions of light and air, destruc¬ 
tion or niodifiCation of insanitary buildings, iinprovement of 
drainage and conservancy, abatement of overcrowding, and 
opening out of congfested localities. 
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“ Flagriie Regulation No. 9 of the lOtli Novembt^r 1897 gives efFeot to these 
principles in (Jalcuttn, but mitigates them in the case of the upper classes by 
providing in rule 46 for the formation of private hospitals and segregation 
eanipa subject to the necessary prexjautions. 

To these must now be added inoculation with the propliylactic virus 
prepared by Monsieur HaSkine in hia Laboratory at Bombay. Monsieur 

Hatfkine asserts that inoculation by this material “ prevents from 80 
to 9-0 per cent, of deaths from plague and reduces the plague from an epidemic 
form to the position of n sporadic disease/* Surgeon-Major*General lljirvey 
was deputed by the Government of India last month to Bombay specially To 
examine the results of M. Hatfkino’s inoculations. This Government asked to 
be informed of Dr. Harvey’s conclusions, am! enquired further whether, if those 
results were favourable, the Government of India would agree to any modification 
of the segregation system. I'ho Government cf Indict have replied that Surgeon- 
Major-General Harvey’s report is being forwarded by post’. It is stated 7o be 
generally favourable to the system of irmcuhition; bat the Government of 
India consider that the inoculation of th'i iniiiatos of an infected house cannot 
take the place of the evacuation cjf the house, which is essential for the purpose 
of disinfection. They hold that the inmat' a of an infected house may be given 
the option of being inoculat^'d instead of b'ing i^omoved to an observati^xn 
camp for the full period of incubation; but after iiKJCulation it will be neces¬ 
sary to keep them in a segregation camp duiiiiir the course of the inoculation iu 
order that they may be properly sheltered and kept under medical surveillance. 
As soon as the process of inoculation is over they may be released from si'grega- 
tion. The Government of India also consider that the inmates of houses round 
an infected house may, if they submit to inoculation, be exempted from both 
evacuation of the houses and segregation of their inmates. These concessions 
do not affect the treatment of persons actuaTy suffering from plague in unin* 
ocuiated households, who must be segregated either in public or private hospitals. 
13ut now that the efficacy of the Haffkine virus has been demonstrated, the experi¬ 
ment will be tried of exempting all families, whicli have been entirely inoculat 
ed prior to the occurrence of any case of plague among them, from liability to 
segregation. Tliat is to say, if a member of a completely inoculated family is 
attacked by plague, neither he nor his family will be. liable to removal to a 
.“egiegation camp. 'I'his privilege will be subject to the strict provis^r 
that any case that may occur in the family must be reported to the Hc^ahir 
Officer within twelve hours of the patient falliusr ill, and that the din e 
tions of the Health Officer as to the isolation of the patient wdthin the 
house and the daily disinfection of a!l parts of it aro faithfully cairied out. 
I’he Lieutenant-Governor wishes it to be distinctly understood that whiltA 
on the faith of the experience in Bombay he strongly commends the method 
of inoculation to the people, inoculation will be pressed on no one. Every 
ihan wiM be left entirely free to satisfy himself of its efficacy and of tlio pro¬ 
priety of asking for it in the circumstances of his own household. Every 
assistance will be given to those wlio do apply, but the matter is left absolutely 
and entirely to the discretion of the people themsolves. 

This Government has already recognised and given effect to the principh; 
that all hospitals, whether Government hospifals or private caste hospital**, 
should be so arranged as to provide accommodation for the immediate family 
of the patient'^. It is of the first importance that th ^ sick people should not b;* 
separated from their families. In the plans that have bot n drawn up for tin* 
plague hospitals now under construction the unit is the family block, which 
is u*vided into two parts communicating with each other—one for tlio patients 
find the other for the members <if the family who accompany th^^m. Eaidi 
such block will be selLcont^iined and secluded, and will be so arranged that 
female path nts can be admitted without any vi*dittion of their pnrda. 
{>l)yhicianH of the family will be admitted at all times, and any method of treat¬ 
ment that is desired may be resorted to. There can be no question that the 
most dangerous place for the members of an uninoculated family is the house or 
room in which the plague*stricken^ person was attacked, and that they will be 
far safer in th6 hut in which he is being treated because it is open to liglit 
and air. 
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“Finally, I may explain that the third question asked by the Hoii’blo llabu 
Narondra Natli Sen is based upon a nusapj>rohension of the scientihc aspects 
ot'the subject. Only one jda^^ue bacillus is known. It was discovered aliQOst 
rsiiiiultanoously and iiidepeinlently by Kitasato and Yersin during' the Hong- 
Ivoiig epidemic of LS94. Tlieir discovery has been Terified during the present 
epidemic in India by Monsieur Ilaffkiiie* Mr. Hankin, various Medical Officers 
of the Government of India, tlie members of the scientific missions sent to 
P>onibay by the Governments of Germany, Austria, Russia and Egypt, and by 
<»tlier foreign soiontific authorities. hut tliis bacillus produces tliree different 
forms of plague—simple, septicoemic and pneumonic—according as it attacks 
different pans of the human system. The bucilli diaooverod by Dr. Simpson 
were not plsguo bacilli at all. Tliey were common atmospheric bacilli, and 
Dr. Cunningham showed conclusively that they did not coine from the blood 
of iho persons supposed to be suffering from plague, but were the result of 
couianiination by the*air.^’ 

The Iloa’blo tub Prksidknt said :—“ To the very clear and calm statement 
which lias been read to you by the Hon’ble Mr. Risley, I think it is desirable 
that 1 should, on an occasion so important, add a few words of my own. 

You have lieard that not till yesterday wore we able to say whetlier the 
dropping cases which have occurretl during the last ten days were or were not 
[>lague. It is, alas, now certain that tiioy were plague, and, as was our duty, 
wo have told you frankly and at once. 

“ But I want you to take courage, and to give courage to those whom you 
ropresont and influence. 

“You know now that in a population of 800,000 people tlioro has been 
f>nly the absolutely infinitesimal occurrence of a couple of dozen cases in ten 
days. They are few and sporadic, and every one has been dealt with as it 
occurred, with the entire precautions that the plague rules require. We think, 
therefore, we may assume that the plague has been taken firmly and in time. 
Wo have had the immense advantage over Bombay in 1896 that we were on 
our guard, and that the plague had not established itself before it w‘as recognised. 
It has come at a time of year w'hich is the least advantageous to the spread of 
* It, and in a season which, as the llon’blo Mr, Risley has shown to you, is 
'exceptionally liealthy. There is therefore every reason to hope and believe that 
we shall succeed in preventing the plague from as^suming an epidemic form; and 
in all iho encouraging features of the case no sensible person will feel the smallest 
grounds for alarm. I am sure yoij wdll all join with me in circulating to your 
constituents this consoling and re-assuring character of the case. 

“ In another and very important luiktter I will ask you to give your aid in 
lo-assuring the people. Whenever segregation is necessary, it will be carried out 
with the strictest regard to the feelings of human nature. No wife shall Be separ¬ 
ated from her husband, no husband from his family, and the better classes will 
receive every encouragement in the arrangement of private hospitals in their 
own compounds or in garden houses in the suburbs to which they can remove 
themselves and their families in case of attack. But in addition to all this miti¬ 
gation of the Bombay rules, we have announced lo 3"ou to*daj' the success of a 
new method. Inoculation, 1 repeat, will be pressed .on nobody, but in this 
inothod, when once jniu have assured ^’ourselves of its efficacy, lies, I am 
satisfied, the assurance of safety to our city. 1 have made a great ex¬ 
periment. We have intimated to you that when families have been com- 
pletel}’ inoculated, wo will leave them alone, even if plague attacks a member 
of it. It is a risk, but a risk worth running. We accept it because we believe 
the inoculated patient will have the very mildest form of attack, and he 
will not be a material danger to his family or his neighbours. 

“ The policy of segregation is a painful necessity ; the policy of inoculation 
w'c suggest to you is, at last, and for the'first time in the great battle with 
plague in India, a policy of hope. 

“ Therefore it is, gentlemen, that I bid you be of good cheer. Our plague 
is meanwhile a mere tiny business, for which we have made the most careful 
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proparations, and which wo hope to keej> a tiny business. But should it he 
otherwise, wo start our battle under conditions and with methods which give 
us assured hopes of such a victory as has not yet been won in India«^ 

am told that large numbers of people are leaving Calcutta under the 
apprehension that quarantine is about to oe established. They may be re*assured. 
There is no such intention whatevw*^’ 

CALCUTTA tramways. 


The Hon’ble Ma. Turner said:— 

I would like to call attention to the nuisance to the public caused by the 
dilapidated condition of the Calcutta Tramways, and to ask if the l^ocal Gov¬ 
ernment would take action to compel the Corporation to put them in order ? 

The Hon’ble Mb. Risuey replied:— 

The question is governed by sections 13 and 18 of Bengal Act I of 
1880 as regards the portion of the Tramways within the jurisdiction of the 
Corporation, and by section 3 of Bengal Act II of 1884 as regards the portion 
outside that jurisdiction* The Government lius no power to compel the 
(vorporation to put the Tramways in order.*^ 

SALT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Grimley, with the leave of the Council, postponed till the 
next session, the following motion standing in his rmuie, namely—“ that the 
Bill to amend the Salt Law in Bengal be referred to a Select Committee con¬ 
sisting of the Hon’ble Mr, Risley, the Hon’blo Mr. Turner, the llon’blo Babii 
KaliCharan Banerjee, the Hon’blo Babu SurendranathBunorjeo and the Mover.” 
He said 

I shall be conault’ng the wishes of Hon’blo Members if I ask permission 
to defer the consideration of this motion until the meeting of the Council in 
the rains. I therefore ask permission to poatpotie this motion.” 

The Hon’ble THE Pbesidbnt said: — ‘*To this course the Government has 
no objection. It is an important Bill, and I shall be glad if all Hon’ble 
Members will thoroughly consider it before the Council proceeds to di.^cuss it.” 

EXTENSION OF THE POLICE ACT V OF 1861 TO CALCUTTA AND 

SUBURBS. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finupane moved that tbo Report on the Bill to extend 
certain portions of the Pblioe Act, V of 18^1, to the Town and Suburbs of 
Calcutta be taken into consideration, ntid that the clauses of the Bill he consid^ 
ered in the*form recommended by the Select Coiumittee. He said : — 

understand there is no oppositiou to the Bill, and. it is therefore 
unnecessary for me to say anything*” 

The Motion was put. and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Finucane also moved that the BiU, as amended, he 
passed. He said:— 

OUi Saturday last I asked, for a. ipostponcment of the oonsideration of 
this Bill, because the Select. Committee^ had introduced a new and important 
principle in the Bill,> and it was necessary to obtain.the sanction of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to it. That sanction has now been obtained.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned sine die.

Final Report on the Wheat Crop of 1897-98 in Bengat 

Exp^anatoiy,^ln prt^vious years, the final report on the 
wheat crop furnished estimates of the area and outturn^ of 
the wheat crop of the principal wheat-growing districts 
only. In order to make the report complete, estimates are 
now furnished of the crop in all the wheat-growing districts 
of these Provinces. 

Under the standing orders of Government, an abstract 
statement is also annexed to this note, giving the reports 
of District Officers as to the sufficiency of food-storks in 
their districts and the general level of the prices of food- 
grains during the psst year. 

2. CharacUr of the ecaeon^ —It has been already stated 
in the different foreoaetH recently published by this Depart¬ 
ment that the rainfall of the monsoon season of 1897 
was favourable to the sowing of all kinds of rahi crops, 
inasmuch as it was abundant and well distributed and 
left sufficient moisture in the soil to enable the seeds 
to germinate There was copious rain in October; in 
November the minfall was slight though well distributed, 
and in December it was below the normal. In January, in 
Bengal Proper, the rainfall was above the normal; but was 
deficient in the important wheat-growing districts of Bihar, 
as also in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. In February,^ the 
rainfall was above the normal in North Bengal and Bihar, 
and below the normal elsewhere. In March, the rainfall 
throughout the Province was less than the normal. More or 
less general rain was received in April. ^ « 

3. Area cultwatedf —The total area sown this y^t, as 
will be seen from the district returns appended to this note, 
amounts to 1,573,400 acres, and that sown last ywr amounts 
to 1,341,700 acres. There is thus an increase, in the area ' 
sown this year of 231,700 acres, or 17’26 per cent., over last 
year's area. This is mainly due to the favourable character 
of the season. 

Outturn .—In the preliininaxy forecast, the general outturn 
of the wheat crop was estimated at 15 annas. Since the issue 
of that forecast, the weather has been good on the whole, 
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and tt\ero appears to be no reason to modify this estimate. 
The outttirn of the previous year was only 10 annas. The 
ffross outtarn in 1897-98 may be estimated at 694,700 tons 
against 387,000 tons in the previous year. 

4. The following is a summary of the harvests of 
Final report; on the hhadoi crops in Bengali the year 1897-98. It

Bliadoi Tho season was favourable to the culti¬ 

vation of lhadoi crops. The total area cultivated with all 
kinds of hhadoi crops in 1897 amounted to 16,323,700 
acres against 16,864,100 acres cultivated in the previous 
year. Eleven out of 45 districts reported crops varying 
from above 16 annas to a little below 19 annas, six districts 
returned average crops of 16 annas, twenty-seven districts 
returned crops varying from above 12 annas to a little below 
16 annas, and only one district reported a poor crop of 9 
annas. The general yit^ldof the hhadui crops was estimated 
as over the average of 16 annas. Tlio crop of the previous 
year was estimated at 10^^ annas only. 

Winter rice .—The season generally was very favourable 
to the cultivation of the winter rice crops. The total area 
cultivated in 1897 amounted to 31,572,700 acres again.st 
29,143,200 acres cultivated in 1896. Two districts of 
these Provinces reported bumper crops of 20 annas; twenty- 
one di&tricts reported bumper crops varying from above 
16 annas to 19 annas; eleven districts reported average 
crops of 16 annas; and the remaining 11 districts returned 
crops varying from 14 to leas than 16 annas. The crop for 
the Province as a whole was estimated by this Department 
at 18 annas against an 8-anna crop for the previous year.

Final Report on the Oilseed Crops of Bengal^ 1897-98. 

Explanatory. —This report furnishes estimates of the 
area and outturn of the difEercnt kinds of oilseeds grown in 
these Provinces, inclusive of both the rali and bhadoi varieties 
of til. 

As explained in the first forecast issued on the 22nd 
February last, the normal ureas shown in column 4, Appen¬ 
dix A, are based generally on the average areas sown in the 

g ast fivo years. For the districts, however, of Jessore, 
hahabad, Saran, Champaran and Manbhum, the estimates 
of District Officers have been accepted, as they have been 
returned aft^ r careful revision., 

2. Character of the season. —The character of the early 
part of the season was reviewed in the preliminary forecast 
issued in February last. It may be thus summarised:— 
The good rainfall of the monsoon of 1897 left sufficient 
moisture in the soil for the sowing of the oilseed crops. 
Moro than the normal fall of rain was received throughout 
these Provinces in October. In November, rain was well 
distributed. In December, the fall was a little below the 
normal. In Januaiy, rain was deficient in bihar, Orissa 
and Cliota Nagpur, but abovo^Uio normal in Bengal Proper. 
In Febr uary, the rainfall was lighter than usual in 8outh-West 
and East Bengal and in Orissa, and was iieavier than usual 
iin North Bengal and Bihar. In Chola Nagpur, it was almost 
normal. The latter half of February was almost entirely 
rainless. Since t^ie issue of the first nirccast, there has been 
very little rain. In March, the fall was loss than the normal 
in all parts of these Provinces. In the first half of April 
rain slight and scattered, but in the latter half it was 
more general. 

3. Area cultivated. — In the fir^t forecast of the oilseed 
crops, the total normal area under oilseeds in these Provinces 
was estimated at 3,920,909 acres. In the returns now 
received, estimates of normal area have been revised by 
many District Officers, and the total us now returned amounts 
to 4i0(t-i.,900 acres. The total area cultivated this year 
amounts to 4,160,800 acres, while that cultivated last year 
amounts to 3,620,600 acres. There is thus an increase in 
the estimate of area cultivated this vear, both as oomparod 
with the estimate of normal urea and with that of the area 
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under cultivation last year, and this is due to the favourable 
cliaracter of the season u}) to and at the time of sowing:, 

4. Char an her of the crop, —Out of the 45 districts of these 
Provinces, 14 districts return crops of 10 annas and above, 
22 districts report crops varying from 12 to a fraction less 
than 16 annas, and 9 districts report crops less than 12 
annas. ^rwr uty-three District Officers have not modified 
tlie cstimuto given in th*'ir first forecast, ten officers report 
that tlio crops have improved, and twelve that they have dete¬ 
riorated. 

These estimates support the general estimate of 14 annas 
given in tlie preliminary forecast for tlie IVovinoo as a whole. 
The outturn of 1.h<3 oilseed crop of 1896-97 was estimated at 
11 annas over u snialler ;n*< a cultivated. 

5. Gross ottlturn^^Y\\Q> gross outturn of all kinds of 
oilseeds grown in these Provinces during 1897-98 is estimated 
at 719,600 tons sgainst 483,200 tons which is believed to 
have been the outturn, last year. 

Tlie normal rates of outturn assumed in calculating the 
gross outturn are for linseed^ rapeseed and mustard, 
6 maunds por acre, and for other oilseeds 4J maunds per 
acre.

The draft Bill for the amendment of the Calcutta Municipal Act, which 
was promised in the concluding paragraph of our former report, is submitted 
herewith. 

" 2. We have carefully considered the question whether the municipal atrtho- 

rities should fix a street aligninont or building line with the object of sccunn^ 
the gradual widening of streets as buUdings fall or arc removed. We think 
the attempt to widen streets by this procedure should bo abandoned, because 
no appreciable result can be expected for a great many years, and in the mean¬ 
time streets to which the procedure is applied as opportunity occurs will present 
unsightly gaps. As, however, the procedure in question has formed part of 
the municipeii law of Calcutta since, the year 185^ it might possibly be con^ 
sidered inadvisable to abandon it now. Wo have, therefore, dealt with the 
subject in Chapter II of the accompanying Bill, and recommend th) if the 
procedure in question be retained, the amendments shown in that Chapter 
should be adapted. 

:9* We have, in section 40 of the accompanying Bill, provided for the 
g^rut of licenses to builders on payment of annuel fees. We recommend that 
sim^ar provisions with respect to plumbers, surveyors, and drainage contractors 
shdhld be inserted in the Calcutta Municipal Bill now before the Bengal Legis¬ 
lative Council. 

4. We desire specially to invite attention to sections 99 to 108 of the 
accompanying Bill, dealing with the re-allotment of busteos. These sections 
are quite new. As far as we can see, they are likely to work well in practice, 
Ibut we think it very desirable that public opinion should be specially invited 
with regmrd to them. 

In sfsqtiqn 101 we have provided for a reference to the Chief Judge of the 
Calcutta Siiiail Cause Court when any owner of land in a buatee which it is 
proposed to te*aliot.is dissatisfied with the valuation assigned by th(3 General 
Committee to his land. We recommend that, in cases where an owner claims 
that his land is worth more than Rs. 5,000, he should be allowed at his option to 
apply to the High Court to determine its value, instead of to the Small Cause 
Court. 
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5. With reforoncc to clause (d) ot section 127 of the accompanj^g Bill, 
Jiabu Kally Nauth Mittor dosirea to invite attention to hia dissent recorded in 
clause ie) of paragraph 138 of our forniLT report, and to add that a^ limit of 
twenty-live times the assessed annual value would be specially unfair in the case 
of Ik^uhos built for occupation by their owners. 

6. We have not been able to frame a complete set of rules for regulating 
details of construction, for inclusion in Schedules A, B and C to the accom¬ 
panying Bill. We recommend that the rules to be entered in these Schedules 
should be drawn by experts in engineering. 

7. We havo in the accompanying Bill described the Executive Com- 
initteo as the General Committee,” believing that the use of the same expression 
as tliat employed in the Bill now before the Council would be found convenieiit. 
But wo desire to say that wo have settled the Bill on the supposition that 
tho working of the clauses refciTing to this Committee will bo entrusted to a 
Committeo constituted in the manner recommended in paragraph 44 of our 
foraier report. 

8. The accompanying Bill is not intended to set aside the dissents 
which have been recorded by individual members of the Commission in, or 
by way of annexure to, our former report. The members who recorded those 
dissents wish it to be understood that their views on the points dealt with in 
them remain unchanged. 

9 We append minutes of our recent proceedings and some other papers 
which have been printed for us since our former report was submitted. 

10. Messrs. Glass, Bright, and Banks-Gwyther having left India, the 
present report is submitted by the ofther luenibers of the Commission.
